LL Diſtempers are uſualiy divided into Simple, and Compound, Material, and Immaterial, 
Simple or hngle Dittempers are ſeldom ſeen ; as alſo immaterial diſtempers, for they. come 
from Primary Cauſes, and either yamiſh of their own accord, or with very. ſmall Remedies. 
or Medicines : But Material Diſtempers produce all the Diſeaſes of. the Head ; therefore we 
will fall cloſe to diſcourſe ot them ; which few Authors have done in handling them ſeverally, becauſe 
in thz laying-down of the Diſeaſes which are produced of thoſe Diſtempers, they.are ſufficiently 
explained. We therefore will transfer the handling of the Hot Diſtempers of the Brain, and alſo 
the maiſt and dry D:-Rempers to the Chapters which contain thoſe Diſeaſes which are produced from 
them, .. But becauſe the greateſt number . of Diſeaſes of the Head come from a Cold and;Moiſt, Diſ- 
temper of che Brain,wve thought fit to diſcourſe of that by it ſelf in the beginning of this Treatiſe ; that 
the Cuye of that may be as the Foundatign of the Cure of all Diſeaſes coming from thence, .and that 
the Medicines may be found in this Chapter which appertain'to the Cure of their Cauſe +: Therefore 
we willavoid the vain repetition of thoſe Diſeaſes,which is the Cuſtom of almoſt all Writers of Prac- 
tical Phyſick, who by that means enlarge their Volums, and make the.Art more difficult and tedious .

ments, and ſends them down into the Body, even as a mans hand ſqueezeth a ivet ſpunge. | 
Secondly, A.ſpecial care is to be had of Diet, for as H ypocrates {aith in his Book of Humane Na» 
rare, Diſcaſes are partly from Diet, and partly from the Air wherein we breath : Therefore ler the 
Diet be of good juyce, eafie conce&ian, neuter cold, nor over _— : Therefore Murton, Kid, 
Veal, are to be uſed, and which are better, yong -Pidgeons, Chickins, Capons, Hens, Partridges, 
Black-birds, Thruſhes, and all:kind of Mountain Fowl, and Yelks of ner laid Eggs : roaſt Meats 
are better then boyled. Take heed of hard fleſh, and of hard 'concoRtion, as Beet, Pork, Veniſon, 
Hares, Geeſe, Ducks, and Sea Fowl : as alſo of the Heads, Entrals, and Appurtinances of Beaſts. 
Eat Fiſh but ſeldom, and make choyce of thoſe which have ſolid Fleſh, coming out of fivift Rivers, 
and ſtony places ,; boil them in Wane, adding Vinegar, Butter, and Spice, which Sairce is tobe al- 
lowed with other meat, unleſs the Liver be over hot ; of which principally uſe Nutmeg, Cloves, 
Cinnamon : never or ſeldom eatcold and moiſt Herbs, as Lettace, Purſlain, Spinage : but in Sum- 
mer time ive can allow a moderate uſe of Herbs which are gently cooling and drywg, for the freng- 
thening of the Body, and fixing the Blood thatit may not evaporate, as Endive, Succory, Sorrel, 
but they muſt þe taken boyled, not rary. Roots of Parſly, Carrots, Parſnips, Mints, Hyſop, Water- 
creſſes, are very good. But you muſt avoid all 4 that eaſily diſturb the Head, and fill it with va- 
pors; and they are of tivo ſorts : Either they are ſuch as diſcuſs and melt the Humors with their ſharp- 
neſs,as Onions, Garlick, Muſtard, Rocket,Rhadiſhes : or ſuch as fillthe Head with. groſs vapors, as 
Milk, and all Milk meats : all manner of Pulſe, as Beans, Peaſe, &c. of which the.red Peaſe are the 
leaſt hurtful, by reaſon of their opening and abſterfive nature ; therefore the broth of them is allowed. 
You mult avoid all green raw Fruit, which are not lafting eſpecially,and thoſe which are very mor : 
dried Fruirs may be uſed ar ſecor.d or laſt courſes, as Raifins, Almonds, Pine-nuts, Dates, and the 


like ; but you muſt uſe them { ingly, for they are for the moſt part hard of conco&ion. Pears boy- 


led and Sugared, Citron Rinds Candied, Lemmon and-Orange Pills Candied, may be eaten at the 
laſt courſe : but it is much better to take one ſpoontul of digeſtive Pouder after meat, whoſe Aroma- 
tical ſveet vapor aſcending with the vapor of what is eaten doth, ſtrengthen and dry the Brain..; It is 
made of Coriander Fruit, Annis ſeeds, Cinnamon, Nutmeg, with a double quantity of Sugar of Roſes, 
Let your Bread be of the beſt Wheat well baked and levened, and made with Salt and Annis ſeeds ; 
in a great diſtemper Biskert is beſt, Let your drink” be thin wine of ſmall ſtrength which will not fill 
the Head with many vapors, well mixed with Water ; and alſo it is profitable one hour before meatto 
mix wine and water that the vapors may be allayed, and to boyl alittle Coriander [ſeed in the water 
that it may better ſtrengthen both Romach and Brain : in ſtronger Diſeaſes uſe Hydromel, or Water 
and Honey, This is a good Rule in all Diet,to eat moderately,and to Jet the, Supper be leſs and ligh- 
ter than the Dinner. Sobriety as in all Diſeaſes, ſo eſpecially in Head-Diſeaſes 1s of great concern= 
ment ; for the Head by much food is filled wibt Humors and Vapors : and contrarily, by little and 
ſlender Diet is emptied of them. | - 

Thirdly, You mult uſe moderate Exerciſe, and every day continue it, for too much reſt weakeng 
the Natural heat, and makes it ſo dul that it cannot well concoR, and fils the Body full of Excrements; 
On the otherſide, Motion and Exerciſe ſtir up the Natural heat, help conco&ion, expel Excrements, 
and cheere the Spirits, and purifte them ; but you muſt exerciſe before meat, and after meat reſt 
for an hour or two,or at leaſt move very eaſily. 

Fourthly, Uſe a mean in (leep and waking ; for as-with moderate ſleep the flrength is repaired,ſo 
with too long the body is mare cold, burdened with excrements, eſpecially the brain : but to much 
watching makes the body thin, ſpends the Spirits, and feeds upon the ſound parts of the body, Let 
not therefore {leep be too long, bat according to cuſtom commonly ſeven hours are allowed, but more 
or leſs may be taken according as age and cuſtom ſhall require , if you offend in either extream, it is 
better to offend in too much waking than in too much ſleep. Youmuſt not ſleep ftraight after meat, 
burf7o ours after at leaſt, having taken a gentle wal You muſt ſleep with your Head high, 
and upon one fide; lying on the back is not allowed, 

Fifchly, All the Excrements of the body are to be evacuated in their ſeaſon, of the brain eſpecially, 
therefore every morning hawk from the Palate, btoiy the Noſe, comb and rub the Head with a courſe 
cloth or ſpunge, which wall fetch the ſaperfuities of the Brain through the ſutures or ſeams of the *

The firſtand chief Cauſe is Flegm and wateriſh humor contained in thi Brain'z of which ( when 
there is but a-ſmallquantity, that moiſtneth and cooleth the ſubſtance: of the Brain; Ropping up its 
Pores and paſſages) cometh Coma. 

But if the ſame quantity of Humor fo - — together bereail Sutrified and rortipt, or grow 
into a Tumor ox Swelling, or be diſperſe throughout the Brain, it pr6cureth a Leber 

When: is gathered in.a great quantity without corrupticn, and that the Humor 1s rifcked up in- 
to the ſubſtance of the Brain, it cauſeth a Carme. 

And laſtly, When the Humoris fo great in-quantity. that it doth not onely fill ths Brain, butalſo 
the Ventricles thereof, topping and ſtraightning them, and alſo when it doth offen@the Original of 
the Nerves which comes from the Brain, and is placed in the baſis or bottom of the $kulll,'and when 
it hindreth the paſſage of the Animal Spirit, i it begets an Apoplexy. 


Secondly, Sleepy Diſeaſes ſpring al(o from abundance of blood in the Brain, for if the ſtore of 
blood contained be more raw, water1ſh and cold, it thickens the Animal Spirits, and makes them un- 
fit to move ; as alſo the abundance of Humor charging the Brain, hindreth the free paſſage of the 
Spirits, and according asthe Humor 1s more or leſs in quantity, more or leſs in ccldneſs,it produceth 
a greater or a leſſer Diſeaſe : So thatboth Coma, Carme, and Apop/exy may be cauſed thereby. 

But drouhe Diſeaſes, eſpgcilly the Apop/exy, are uſually cauſed by blood out of its Veſlels, Rop- 
ping and compreſſing the Ventricles of the Brain, and that falleth out either from a Vein broken 

e Brain, or from anover-fulneſs of the Veſſels, or from ſome great bruiſe or contuſion of the 
Head, or from ſome cut or puntured Wound, by which the Veins of the Brain are divided, and ſo 
ſend. forth much. blood. And the Frafture onely of the Skull, compreſſing of the Brain may pro- 
duce a dulneſs, droufineſs or ſleeping Diſeaſe. 

Thirdly, Ie 1s without doubt that a Tumor in the Brain, burdening it with its weight, may pro- 
ducea ſleepy Diſeaſe. This is reported by Plater to be found in a certain Baron, who for a long 
time was ſottifh-and ſleepy, did nothing rationally, nor deſired Meat, neither did eat any thing but 
what was forced into him, went not to Bed but dy compulſion, but would fit all day at the Table 
leaning on his Arms, with his Eyes ſhat, neither did he anſiver at any time without much asking and 
importunity, and then very little ro the purpoſe. And after his death his Skull was epened, and there 
was found 1a hjs Brain a great Kernel, hard and of a callous body ; the cauſe whereof might be ſome 
ſtroke upon theHead, which he had received long betore the beginning of his Diſeaſe.

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or purgeth it out being- turned into Matter by the Natural Paſſages. 

They who are preſerved and cured of the Lethargie do uſe after to ſpit Matter and Blood, Hy- 
pocrates in Coacs and Third Book of Diſeaſes. This Opinion, ſay ſome, agrees not with Experience, 
tor fery have ſeen a true Empyema, Or Corrupt Matter between the Breaft and the Lungs, follow a 
Lethargie ; But the Interpretation of Afercsria/is upon the Aphoriſm is very right , for he 
faith, That Hypocrates meaneth by Empyema and Empyicus, not the-Difeaſe of the.

Menin Apoplexies die in ſeven days, except a Feaver take them , Hypocrates 2: of Diſeaſes, 
and Aphor,: 51. Se&. 6. butthat Feaver muſt be a violent one, and effentially ſpringing from the 
Inflammation of the Humors and Spirits, otherwiſe it will not diſcuſs the matter which cauſeth the 
Apoplexy : for if it be gentle, and onely ſymptomatical, or happening to the Diſeaſe as an Acci- 
dent, as in an Apoplexy, coming from the burning diſpoſition of thz Head through too much blood 
contained in the Veins thereof, then the Feaver doth not diminiſh the Diſeaſe, but rather cauſe 
ſome ſymptoms of Madneſs,which weaken the Animal Faculties : and in this caſe a Phrenfie coming 
vpon 4 ſleepy Diſeaſe is not good, as we ſaid in the Prognoſtick before mentioned. Moreover, a 
Feaver that muſt diſſolve a ſleeping Diſeaſe, muſt have another condition, namely, That it come 
in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, whileft Nature is in ſome firength to put forth Rirong endeavors. 
For that Feaver which comes aftec the Diſeaſe hath long continued, 1s not healthful , as Hypeerates 
in Coacis ſaith, Apoplexies being like to be diflolved, if a Feaver come upon them after they have 
long continued, are deadly, 

A faint Sweat in an Apopleny is evil, for it ſhews great oppreſſion of Nature.

The Diet in the beginning of theſe Diſeaſes muſt be very ſlender, becauſe they are very acute, or 
violent and ſharp ; therefore the Patient muſt be fed onely with thin Broaths now and then : But 
in the time of the declination of theſe Diſeaſes, we may uſe the-ſame Diet whuch is preſcribed in 
the Chapter before-going, treating of the cold Diſtempers of the Brain, 

The other tyo means are to be uſed by this following Method, 

And.becauſe ſleeping Diſeaſes are ſudden and full of danger, they requite the Phyficians chief 
diligence, and quick application of Medicines. 

Firſt therefore, When the Phyſician is called to one taken with a ſleeping Diſeaſe, be ſhall en- 
deavour to raiſe the Patient from his deep ſleep by offering violence to all his Senſes, and laying his 
Eyes towatds the Sun-beams, and cleareſt light ; he muſt make a-great noiſe. in his Ears, he 
muſt be called aloud by his own Name : He muſt put ſharp ttungs to his Noftrils, as Rue, Caſtor, 
Vinegar, and ſharp things into his Mouth alſo. ; 

He muſt tirup his feeling with pinching, pulling of Hair, by ligature or binding, bending of the 
Fingers, and the like. 

Make firſt a Clyſter of the common Deco&tion which is moſt ready, afterthis manner : | 

Take of common Decodtion for Clyſters, one Pint and an half, Hiera Picra and Diapharnicon, of 
erch one Ownce, Oyl of Rune nnd of Lillies, of each one Ounce and an balf, Honey of Reſes rw0 Oun- 
ces, Salt one Dram : Make a Clyer, give it preſently. ; 

While theſe things are doing, the Phyſician onght ſeriouſly to conſider whether blood-letting be 
fit or not z for in theſe Diſeaſes, as Cel/ws ſaid, Blood-letring either kills or cures ; and blood-let- 
ting is good, if blood be the principall Cauſe, or the affiſting Cauſe, or if it be ne qua #0n, that is, 2 
Cauſe without which the Diſeaſe would not be, if trength permit. But his irength is not be looked 
upon as he is in his Fit, when his Animal ARions are hindred, but as it was before the Diſeaſe 
came: For if the Patient was formerly ſtrong , he will endure blood-letting, except the Apoplexy 
be very ftrong ; and it his ſtrength be not taken away by reſolution of the Parts, but by oppreſſion of 
them, then is blood-letting good. Burt if blood offend no way, or if the ſtrength be quite gone, or 
the Patient very old, you may omit blood-letting, but otherwiſe preſently,

Senfibly by the Noſtrils and Palate, by Errhines or Neefings, which are preſcribed in the Cure of 
a cold Diftemper of the Brain, and by touching of the Palate as before, To all theſe you may add

Concerning Neefing, It is to be obſerved, That if the Diſeaſe remain and encreaſe ; and if the 
Patient be hard to be raiſed, it is very profitable : but we muſt not uſe them too long, left they clog 
the Brain, and'move the Humors too much. But in the beginning of the Diſeaſe we muſt abſtain from 
unſeaſonable Neefing, becauſe it diſperſeth the Humor which wall fix in other parts; from whence 
come ſtubborn Diſeaſes, or a ſmall ſleeping Difeaſe turns into a ſtrong Apoplexy. 

Laſt of all, you muſt uſe thoſe things which reſolve the Humer infer. bly, which are compounded 
in this manner : L 

Take Bayberries and Juniper-lerries, of each one Ounce and an half, Roots of Angelica, Zedoary, 
and Maſter-wort, called Imperatoria, or Pellitory of Spain, of each one Ounce, Leaves of Betonys 
Sage, Roſemary, of each one handful yRuz,Savory,arjerom,Lavender- flowers, of each balf a handful 
boy! them in Vinegar.

If the Diſeaſe doth not decreaſe after all theſe are uſed, then you muſt apply a great Cupping- 
glaſs to the Crown of the Head, and to the hinder part of the Head, 

But a Veſicatory is beſt if Euphorbium be init, for that will drary the humor outwardly which 
lieth deep. 

Some 0 ſo bold in the height of the Diſeaſe to burn. the hinder part of the Head, betyeen the 
firſt and ſecond Vertebra, or Back-bone with an aEtual Cautery, 

Zacutus Luſitenus applied many in his time with good ſucceſs, as he witnefſeth in his Firſt Book 
of Wonderful Prattice, and the fourteenth Obſervation, in theſe words: 7 being called to viſit 4 
fick man, who mas for the ſpace of thirty days taken with drouſineſs and irreſiſtable ſleep, with 4 
ſmall Feaver, not able to hold open his Eyes ; be had uſed many evacuating and diverting or repe!- 
ling Medicines , but they perfetted nothing ; therefore I applied the Cantery with much benefit ; 
for with a red hot Iron I ſcorched the crown of bis Head till it was hard and crafty, as alſo the hin- 
der part, and almoſt every where about his head, by which means be awaked, and the places burn- 
ed beginning to matter, he aroſe and came to him th By this means I remember I cured two Sleep- 
ers, tontrary to expeftation, after all other means bad been uſed in vain : and theſe mere cured by the

Others havean ancient Cuſtom, to hold a red hot Frying-pan ſo near the Head that it may burn the 
Hair, and not the Skin. 

It is good in theſe Diſeaſes to give the Patient a little Agua Celeſtis, or ApopleRick-water , or 
other Strong-water, Which by its piercing quality do very much good, and have freed many from A- 
poplexies preſent and approaching, if blood be not predominant or chief in the Body, which will be 
hurt by the uſe of Strong-waters. 

Now there are many ſorts of ApopleRick-waters, in Languis, Wickerns, Quercetanm, Crolling, 
and others ; but we ſhall here only Jay down one Water invented by my ſelf, and made of the moſt

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The Hairs-of a Goar burnt, ot the Horn of a Deer or Goat burnt, held to the Noſe, are moſt firong 
for the raifing up cf him that is in a deep ſleep. 

The fume or ſmoke of white Amber is excellent for the awaking of men in ſleepy Diſcaſes ; as al- 

fo the Oyl of it often applied to the Temples and Noſtrils. - 
- Rubalſo the Soles of the Feet with Salt and Vinegar, anoint the hands with Oyl of Rue, and of 
Caſtoreum'; touch the Tongue and Palate with old Treacle diflolved in 4qaa Ce/rftis, or Apopleti- 
4. But take heed that your Treacle be not nei, for then Opium-will caute more ſleep. The Me- 
dicane called Aura Alexandrina, or Confettio' Anacardina. You may alſo boyl Muſtard-ſeed in Vi- 
negar or ſtrong Wine, and waſh the Palate therewith. Roots of Pellitory of Spain boyled in Oxymel, 
thar is, Honey and Vinegar do the ſame thing. But with all theſe Medicines you may cafely uſe 
Caſtoreum. | 

When you have purged the Body generally in all parts, you muſt then purge the Head either ſen- 
fibly or inſenſibly, at 

Senfibly by the Noſtrils and Palate, by Errhines or Neefings, which are preſcribed in the Cure of 
a cold Diftemper of thz Brain, and by touching of the Palate as before, To all theſe you may add 
Rue, Caſtoreum and Vinegar. | 

Concerning Neeſing, It is to be obſerved, That if the Diſeaſe remain and encreaſe ; and if the 
Patient be hard to be raiſed, it is very profitable : but we muſt not uſe them too long, leſt they clog 
the Brain, and'move the Humors too much. But in the beginning of the Diſeaſe we muſt abſtain from 
unſeaſonable Neefing, becauſe it diſperſeth the Humor which will fix in other parts ; from whence 
come ſtubborn Diſeaſes, or a ſmall ſleeping Diſeaſe turns into a ſtrong Apoplexy. 

Laſt of all, you muſt uſe thoſe things which reſolve the Humer inſer.hbly, which are compounded 
in this manner : 

Take Bayberries and Funiper-lerries, of each one Ounce and an half, Roots of Angelica, Zedoary, 
and Maſter-wort, called ——_— or Pellitory of Spain, of each one Ounce, Leaves of Betonys 
Sage, Roſemary, of each one handful,Ruz Savory, ar jerom,Lavender- flowers, of each bailf a handful 
boy! them in Vinegar. Dip a Spunge or linen-cloth in this Liquor, and apply it warm to the Head, 
It is a wonderful thing to ſec what good this doth in ſleeping Diſeaſes : But you muſt rub the Arms 
and Hands, and the Leos and Feet with the ſame. | 

Take of Caſtor half an Ownce, of ans Hair burnt three Dram, of the jnyce of Rue, of Vinegar 
and common Ol, of each two Ounces ; boy! themto an Ointment, and then anoins the Head there- 
with _ the Fomentation. 6 

Take of-Oyl of Pepperwort, called Oleum Coſtinum, of che Oy! of Caſtor, and of Enpborbinm, of 
each one Ounce, of the Ponder of Mnſtard-ſeed, and Euphorbium of each one Dram, of Vinegar one 
ſpoonful, of Wax as much as mill ſerve to make an Ointment, 

If the Diſeaſe doth not decreaſe after all theſe areuſed, then you muſt apply a great Cupping- 
glaſs to the Crown of the Head, and to the hinder part of the Head, 

But a Veſicatory is beſt if Euphorbium be init, for that will drary the humor outwardly which 
lieth deep. 

Some = ſo bold in the height of the Diſeaſe to burn. the hinder part of the Head, between the 
firſt and ſecond Vertebra, or Back-bone with an a&tual Cautery, 

Zacutus Luſitanus applied many in his time with good ſucceſs, as he witneſſeth in his Firſt Book 
of wonderful Prattice, and the fourteenth Obſervation, in theſe words: 7 being called to viſit 4 
fick, man, who mas for the ſpace of thirty days taken with drouſineſs and irreſiſtable ſleep, with 4 
[mall Feaver, not able to hold open bus Eyes ; be bad uſed many evacuating and diverting or repe!- 
ling Medicines , but they perfefted nothing ; therefore I applied the Cantery with much benefit ; 
for with a red hot Iron I ſcorched the crown of bis Head till it was hard and crufty, as alſo the hin- 
der part, and almoſt every where about his head, by which means be awaked, and the places burn- 
ed beginning to matter, he aroſe and came to hin: h By this means I remember 1 cared two Sleep- 
ers, tontrary to expeftation, after all other means bad been uſed in vain : and theſe mere cured by the 
beat of the fire, melting, diſſolving the Humor wbich came forth at their Mombs and Noſtrils many 
days after. | 

Others havean ancient Cuſtom, to hold a red hot Frying-pan ſo near the Head that it may burn the 
Hair, and not the Skin, 

It is good 1n theſe Diſeaſes to give the Patient a little Agua Celeſtis, or ApopleRick-water , or 
other Strong-water, which by its piercing quality do very much good, and have freed many from A- 
poplexies preſent and approaching, if blood be not predominant or chief in the Body, which will be 
hurt by the uſe of Strong-waters. 

Now there are many ſorts of ApopleQick-waters, in Languis, Wickerns, Quercetanu, Crolling, 
and others ; but we ſhall here only Jay down one Water invented by my ſelf, and made of the moſt 
proper Ingredients.

Here is ſome Confuſion among Authors about this Caroche, for ſome take it for Coma Vigil, 

; Waking Coma ,' others for Cara/epſis : Paulus gave them the Cauſe of their difference ; 

in his Third Book, and the Eighth Chaprer , he treats of a twofold Caroche ; and 

firſt under that Name , he ſpeaks of a Coma Vigil : In the end , under the ſame Name , 'he 

ſpeaks of Cata/ep/is. Cuſtom hath brought it to paſs, that Caroche, and Catalepjis , are ta- 

ken tor one and the ſame Diſeaſe in all Authors ; the Larines call it commonly, Conge/ation, or 
ſtiffneſs: of the Body. 

It isa Diſeaſe ſeldom ſeen, and to be admired, and thoſe Authors which have ſeen the Diſeaſe do 


think it ſo much worth the Obſervation, as to deſcribe the whole paſſage and Hiſtory of it. Firſt of 
all 
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all, Gelen in his Firlt Comment, Proryher. Sec. 2. Part 56. mentioneth a Story of a Schyol-fellow 
of his, wu» when he had wearied himſelfwith long ftudy, fell into a Catalepfs, or Congelation ; 
He /ay ( faith he ) like a Log all along, not to be bent, ſtiff and ſtretched out, and ſeemed to behold us; 
with bis eyes, but ſpakg'n0t gs word ; and be ſaid, that he beard ms nhat ze {aid ar that time, although 
not evidently and plainly, and told #« ſome things that he rememlred, and ſaid, all that ſtood by kink 
were /een.of him, and,cou/d remember and declare ſome of their geſtures at that time, bus cond not 
then ſpeak or move one part-of bis body. But Fernelins 1 his Thud Book of the Parts of Diſeaſes, 
Chap. 2xelates to Stoxies, which are theſe : One while be Leing very ſtudious and nritingy was ſ0 
ſuddenly frach with this Diſeaſe, that ſuting and holding bis Pen with bis e3es open, and. looking upor 
bis Bock ,. you would have thought be had been bard at ſtudy, till be mas by cahing and jogging wnd t 0 
want all ſence and motion, Another 1 ſaw like a dead man, lying along with neither [ceing, hearing, 
mor fetling hen be nas pinched ; but he breathed freely, and whatſoever was pus into bis month, J 
preſently ſwalloned ; if he: were taken out of bis Bed he did ſtand alone, but being thruſt be would fal 
down, and which way {cever bis Arm, Hand or Leg nas ſet, there it ftood fixed and firm - you wonld 
have taken bim for 4 Ghoſt, or ſome rare Statue. | 


You may.read the like Stories in Schenkins, Marcellus,Donatus, Rondelttins,Facoting, and others ; 
from whom you may gather, That i this Diſeaſe there is found a deſtraGion or hindrance of the 
internal and external Sences with a ſiiffneſs of all the Members ; and ſometimes the Sences are not (o 
much hindred bur the fick-party heareth thoſe that ſpeak unto him ; ſometimes the members are nor 
ſo ſtiff but they may be bent and bowed by them that ſtand by, and put into divers poſtures. 

CAUSES. The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are divers ; Ga/en in his Comments, Aphoriſmn 3; 
Se. 2. ſays, That a Catalepfis comes from a cold Diſtemper of the Brain, which Diſtemper chiefly 
ſerzeth upon the hinder part of the Head, makes it ſtiff and thick, from whence the Nerves proceed- 
ing are alſo made Riff, and ſich a Diſtetnper = ſeize upon all the Nervey,: whether it come of an 
external or internal Cauſe : but ſome queſtion tliis Cauſe, ſuppoſing that no living body can be ſo 
cold as to have ſuch a Congelation + But Galen anſivereth this in his 5. Chap. of his Book ofthe Dif- 
ference ofDiſeaſes, by a reaſon taken from Experience, in theſe words : © For thoſe who ina Jour- 
« ney are taken with cold which is unto death, are thus Riff, whom the Greeks call Emproftoronos, or 
& Bowers forward ; Opiſforon»s, or Bowers backward ;T canes extended fireight ; = others that 
{ are killed with cold are taken with this Catoche or Congelation. Thergfare - Galen teacheth us, 
That a Catalepfis may. be got by external: cold, and Reaſon may eafily perſvade us to it, for they 
which are killed upon! theway with great cold do firſt grovy tiff, they have a ſtiffneſs of .Congela- 
tion before they die, therefore cold may bring a leſs hiffveſs than that which bringeth death, So w 
ſee that Conpelation of the Nerves or Catalephs, may come of a cold Diſtemper, and the ſooner 
1t be mixt with a dry Diſtemper. | | 

But this-Diſeaſe is moſt often gotten by a cold and dry Diſtemper joyned with matter, that is an 
Humor or melancholy Vapor, from whence cometh a Conſtipation or Congealing of the hinder part 
of the Brain, an Extenſion of the Nerves, and alfo a ſtiffneſs of the ſame ; from this Humor it cometh 
( 1 ay ) not onely in reſpe& of its quality, which is cald and dry, but alſo' in reſpe& of its quantity, 
which by Repletion makes a Diſtention, or ſtretching forth of the Nerves, | 

eFftias in his Sixth Book and fourth Chapter, ſaith, That a Congelation may be cauſed of blood : 
nnto which thing Ronde/ctixs conſents, ſaying, That it comes to paſs when the Veins and Arteries 
of the Brain are ſo fall, that the Body groweth (tif, and diſtended or ſtretched out like thoſe Bodies 

that are congealed with cold Weather : he confirms his Opinion by a Hiſtory of a Noble-woman ta- 
ken with a continual Feayer called Symechus, who had inthe nineteenth day, a Congelation, which 
was cured bya large Flux: of blood from her Noſe; i 
" Sennertuls hath found ont a new Cauſe, which he ſaith is a congealiog Spirit by which the Animal 
Spirits are fixed, aud made immoveable : he denies that the force of Congealing and Fixing depends 
upon a cold and dry Diſtemper, but riſeth from ſome hidden quality. Such Congealing Spirus are 
found inthe greater World,asin Thunder, when men are thereby made ſtiff, and as it were con- 
= : AS C ardanss reports of eight Mowers, which ſupping under an Oak,vere ſtruck with Thun- 
er ſo as they kept the ſame ſhape of bogy,.the one ſeerung to eat, the other to lay hold of the Por, 
another todrink, when theywere all dead. It is uſually reported, that Wine will be congealed in the 
Veſlet by the Spirit of Thunder : In Earthquakes many times ſuch Spirits break forth ſuddenly out 
of the Earth, as mike Men and other living Creatures to be iff 3nd ark. Moreover, Sennertxs ad- 
deth, that there is a greatcongealing force in Nitre and other Minerals ; be brings no Examples,ve 
ſhall onely bring oae Inſtance taken from L2ad, whoſe Vapor doth ſo fax and congeal Mercury, or 
Quick-filver, thit it beconies thereby malleable, or to be beaten with the Hammer. 
This Opinion of Sennerres were not wholly to be rejedted, if he had not made this the only cauſe 


of the Diſeaſe, and caſt oF all the reſt ; which, when they are allowed and confirmed by Galen, and 
I . the 
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the beſt of Authors are not eafily ro-be caſt off and denied; Nor is it needtul that we fall to hidden 
Cauſes whe) there are enough viſible and manifeſt able 'to' produce ' ſuch effects as is before decla+ 
red. Ard when Sexnert#s fays, That thus bis eongealing Spirit is cauſed ofa melancholy Humor 
he ſeemeth'to differ from the common Opinion, which: is, 'T hat a Congelation cometh+of a cold 
and dry or melancholy Vapor. .. on EY _—_— 

' DIAGNOSTIC K. The knowledge of this Diſeaſe, or Diagnoſis, is manifeſt. from the 
Stories of Galen and Fernelims already mentioned ; for ' thi: evil befals a man quickly, and leaves 
him in that poſtute in which it found him; and keeps hitrunmoved - as if he vere congealed : The 
diverſity of Syniptoms which we propounded before, is ſeen plainly. We foretel this Diſeaſe by the 
ſame ſigns as We doother ſleeping Diſeaſes; as the Symptoms ate greater 'or leſs, ſo is the Diſcaſe

. There are many kinds of Paſſeys ; for eitherit'is in all the parts of the Body below the 

© Head, and then it is called ##ggra1gee ; or elſe it pcfſefieth onely one fide of the Body, 

and then it is called *Apuraizie , or it pollefſeth but one part of the Body, and then it is' talled a 
Particulay Paiſey ; although ſome Authors uſe 3ll theſe terms, as Parilyſfr, Hemiplegias Paraples 
gia, Parefis, and Reſoluriv, promiſcuouſly for one and the ſame Diſeaſe; which is a lofs of Sence 


and Motion in any part of the Body, 


There is theretore a double Palſey, one called Perfect in Which Sence ahd Motion is quite gone, 
another Imperfett in which Sence and Motion are decayed and diminiſhed, and if it be a ſmall di-

Whence atiſe 'three kinds of Convulfions : The firſt caled Emvproſtotonos, when the Body with the 
Neck and Head is violently contracted and drayn forward, fo that the Chin is joyned to the-Breaft 
and the Body looks like the Keel of a Ship ; nay,it is ſometirhes like a Bow,and ſomerimesrqund and 
the Head of the Patient 1s joyned to his Knees, and then the tivo Muſcles which bend the Head for- 
ward are chiefly affe&ed. The ſecond is called Opiſtoronos, wheri the Body is, drawn bagkiyard; and 
in that either the twelve Muſcles which extend the Heaq, or ſome of them are drawn together, The 
third 18 called 7 eranos, when the Muſcles both before and behind are equally contracted; and / the 
Parts draivn by the oppoſite Muſcles deing ballanced remain ftiff and traight,and that is called A£4- 
tm 7 enicus, which is a moſt violent Convulfion ſpringing from the contention of all the Muſcles; 

A particular Convulfion is made from the Contraction of the Muſcle of ſome part coming from the 
hurt of the Nerve which is ordained for his motion, and ſometimes it hath a peculiar Name from the 
Efe& or Symptom. $o the Convulſhon of thoſe Muſcles which move the Eyes, is called Strabiſmm :

CHAP. VI. 


Of the Epilepſie, or Falling-ſickeſs. 


He Epilepſy is a Conyulfion of the whole Body, not continually, but by fits, with a hinderance 
both of the Mind and Sences, 
The word Convalen is not here taken propetly and ftjMy for a true Convulfion ; but impro- 
y, fot a Canwalfive Motion ; For an Epilepſy is a Convullive Motion, not atrue Cenvulion. 
Bitt we keep the'name of Conyulſion in imitation of Ga/en, who calls an Epilepſy alwaies a Conyul- 
hon. | 
DIFFERENCES. This Definition is taken out of Galen, 3. de loc. aff « cap. 7. and /ib. de diff. 
. cap. 3. and defines a perfe& Epilepſy, in which all the body is contrated, and all the Sences 
both internal and external are aboliſhed, Yet there are imperfe& Epilephies, in which only the 
Head, or Arm, Leg, and Thigh, or halfe the Body is only contra&ed. There is alſo an Epilepſy in 
which the mind remains found, and the external Sences, and alſo the voluntary motion of ſome parts. 
I faw a Nun, Which in her Epiteptick fits had divers contraRtions, ſometimes of the Arms,then. of 
the Legs, ſometimes ofthe Head, afterwards of the whole body ; yet ſhe ſayy thoſe that ood by and 
fpake, nay, ſhe alioendeavored a voluntary motion againſt th: Convullive, { as ſhe did in a man- 
ner diminuſh the involuntary motion : ſometimes ſhe was in a ſmall fit only, and walked about her

ny YFES. Every Convulfive motion (as I ſaid in the former Chapter) cometh of provocation, 
which proceedeth from the quantity or quality of the matter, The quantity of the matter which cau- 
ſeth the diſeaſe, burdening Nature, ſtirs her up toexpel that which is troubleſota to her, Whence 
the Opinion of Galen is canfirmed, which is fo diſputed by late Phyſitians, that an Epilepſy comes of 
an imperfe& obſtruCtion of the Ventricles of the Brain , for if the hutyor obſtruting or Ropping- is 
burdenſome to Nature, the Brain-iill labor to expel it. In the quality there is no difference for all 
agree in this, That the expulſive faculty is ſicred up by ſharpneſs and acrimony, and by any quality 
which is offenſive ro Nature, 
The Cauſes ſtirring up or provoking are either contained in the Brain, and make a proper Epilep- 
ſy, or come from other parts, and ſo make an Epilepſy by conſent or ſympathy. 
And that provoking or irritation makes an Epilepſy, when the Brain laboring to expel that which 
is offenſive ſhakes its ſelf, and by conſequence all the Nerves which xe adjoyned to it,

mach : The third is when the Diſeaſe is ſent fromoother. parts of the Body to the Head-: And theſe 
have thzir propernames ; The tilt; as being chef, is called Epileppu; the ſecond Analepſra ; the 
third Catalepſea : But (by Galen leave) that diviſion is ſupertiuous, and invain is that Epileply 
which comes from the Stomach ſeparated from thoſe which comes by ſympathy from other parts ; 
when all ought to be called Sywpachice, vr Epilepfies by conſent, Nether is it ſufficient to ſay that 
an Epilepſy from rhe Stomach is diſtin from others, becauſe it is moſt trequent, fince- that which 
comes from the Stomach and Spleen, is as uſval and as frequent, 1f not more, WW 

Therefore we divide an Epilepſy unto a proper one, and one by Conſent. Again, we Qbdivide 
that which 4s by conſent according to the divers parts from whence theſe ſharp-and malignant yapors 
are ſent to the Brain, for chere isalmolt no part mn the Body from which a malignant vapor cannotbe 
ſent, Two Storiesare telated dy'Ga/en in the place quoted ; the one of a Boy of thirteen years old, 
whoat the firſt had the Epilepſy an his Leg, after that it aſcended anto-his Thigh: arid Bowels, and by 
the ſides into the neck till it came tothe head,which at firſt touch made himnorable to Rnd, Ano 
ther is of a Youth, who in the beginning of his fit perceived as it wasa cold air to aſcend. Butit 
isremarkable and well known, thatan Epilefy comes for the moſt part from the Gites, the marter that

Thirdly, Againſt Galen ſome arg'1e thus : As acotnpleat Obſtruftion of the Ventricles totally 
takes aivay the FanCtions of the Brain in an Apoplexy : So an incompleat Obftrution would only 
diminiſh, not deprave the Fun&tions, nor produce ſuch convulſive motions as are ſortimes more vio- 
lentthan ſound notions. I anſver, That Nature being wholly q_—_— a total obftra&ion dath 
not labor for expfilfion ; but ſhe hath Rrength enough u1'an half on to move. and ftirr up the 
Brain toexpulfion. This is confirmed by che exathple of adefluxion falling the Lungs, which 
Ft fil the whole Lungs, makes great difficulty of breathing without a Crug, as cotnerh to paſs in 
an Afthmaor ſhortneis of breathi f : But if (aſl quantity only of humor do fal, the Langs are ſtirred 
up to the expulſion, whence cometh a Coagh. 

'- SIGNS. TheSigns of an Epilepſy are of three forts : Either they are ſach as fignific an approa- 
ching Epileply, or one that is preſent, or ſuch as ſhew the difference of BEpilepfies. . 
- The Signs of n Epilepl aprebcing are twofold ; Either they fignifie the firſt coming of the Di- 
» Teaſe; or ſome fit ro be at hand; The ſame ſigns ſerve for both, but moſt ſurely in thoſe who are 
y poſſeſſed therewith, do they ſhevv the condition of it in its return; for in thoſe. who never 
" had this diſeaſe formerly, theſe figns are doudttul for the niolt patt, and may declare many head di- 
 ſeaſes + bur all of them together may give ſome certainty. 08 

Theretore all igns of an eminent Epilepſy are to be propounded wrtt this admonition, Thar all 
ſighs do not meet 1n 3ll ; but ſome in one, ſomean another, as the canſes and conſtitgrions do differ. 
Bur that they may orderly be laid down, we muſt ſearch the original of theſe figns, which flow from 
Animal, Vital, and* Natural ations, from excrements, qualities changed, and proper accidents, 

In reſpect of the Animal FunEtions, an un-ccuſtomed diſturbance of the mind and body, threat- 
neth an Epilepſy, heavineſs of the head, head-ach, vertigo, or giddineſs, or much ſleep, from whence 
the body hath no refreſhment ; troubleſom dreams, dulneſs of mine, or perplexity, forgerfulneſs, 
ſorrow, fear, dread, ſloth, graveneſs of ations, ſnatching and trembling of the parts, dulneſs of the 
ſences, a down look, clouds and other things flying before the eyes,noiſe in the ears,a tir.k in the no- 

ftrils, 
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ſrils,a iff rongue, and its ordinate Motion, yawning, and neezing. ' 

In-reſpe&t of the Vutal Fun&tion, theſe with others are the ſigns : Anger, Beating or Palpitation 
of the heart; firaitneſs of the Breaſt, ard alteration in Breathing, 

In reſpe& of Natural Fun&tions, theſe are forerunners of au Epilepſy ; diſdainof meat, or immo- 
derate Appetite, Squeamithneſs, heart-burning. | 

In reſpec of Excrements, theſe are figns : Much ſpittle, thin and crude Urine, often NoQuradl 
Pollutions. 

In regard of qualities and proper accidents changed ; Paleneſs of Face, and fivelling of the heart. 

A preſent Epilepſy 1s eafhly known, if it be perte&t ; but it hath many differences which: cauſe 
difficulty, as we ſhall ſhew. 

In a compleat firall the Sences Þoth internal and external are hinderd. The party ſuddenly falls, 

and the whole Body, or at leaſt ſome parts are diyerfly moved : Moreover, there 4s a ſtaring and thru- 
ſting forth of the eyes, gnaſhing of Teeth, a difficult breathing, as in thoſe that are hanged ; the ſeed, 
dung, and urine are ſent forth anvoluntarily, and about the end of the fit, he foameth at the Mouth 
an can _ happeneth only in a vehement Epilepſy,and the fit being ended, he forgess all things 
he then : Fre” 
. . Some of the Ancients make three kinds of Epilepfies : One which 1s like a deep ſleep ; another 
which doth ſhake the body after divers motions ; a third which is made of both the former. The 
late Phyſitians deny the firſt kind, faying, That it is more like a Coma, or a Carus than an Epilepſy ; 
and theſe two Diſcaſes cannot be otherwiſe diſtinguiſhed, but that in a Coma is a deep fleep without 
a Convulſion, and a Convulfion is a certain fign of an Epilepſy. Bur Avicen faith otherwiſe, name- 
ly, That an Epilepſy comes many times without an apparent Conyulfion. And experience teacheth 
us, That many men in Epilepfies have fits like Coma.: and it's known to be an Epilepſy,not a Coma, 
or a Carus by this ; The\leep in an Epilepſy cometh and goeth by fits, when in a Coma it comes all 
at ONCE. 

A true Epilepſy is diſtinguiſhed from an Epilepſy by confent thus : In the true. there appears ma- 
ny ſigns of the Brain affeRed , as heavineſs of mind, and ſlowneſs,decay of memory,troubleſom leep 
with dreams, dulneſs of ſences, ſlowneſs and idleneſs of Body, pain of the head, and other things. 
Moreover, the fick man doth not perceive the fit coming, but is ſuddenly taken therewith una- 
wares, at the new Moon for the moſtpart, The due proportion of the inferior parts being without 
blemiſh do confirm this fign., ,. + nn 

But we may know whether jt come from the right or left fide of the head moſt ; By this, either the 
fight of the one eye is more obſcured, or the hearing more thick with the noiſe of the head on that fide; 
or if the right or left ſide be more dull. 

But we may know from what humor eſpecially an Epilepſy cometh 'by thoſe ſigns which declare 
when flegm, choller, or Melancholy abound. 

An Epllepſy by conſent, is thus known : There appear no ſigns of a diſtempered Brain; the Patient 
perceives his Diſeaſe Coming, and a Wind riſing from the parts below : or ſore lower part is wea- 
kened, or elſe affedted ſtrongly in the time of the fit. | 

Theſe things following do ſhew that the Cauſe of an Epilepſy is in the ſtomach : Diſdain of meat, 
an inability to faſt, loathing, vomuting, pain of the ſtomach, gnawing, pricking, and«diſtention ; ſome- 
times beating of the heart, which ariſeth from rhe Ktomach, | 

That the Diſeaſe comes from the Liver or Spleen, appears by often belching and breaking of wind, 
a ſivelling of the belly with rumbling and noiſe, ſor belchings, traitneſs of the Midrif, and: pain 
at times reaching of the back, beſides ſome diſtemper in inferior parts, | 

An Hyſterick fit, or the Mother, mixt with Convulſions,if a retaining of the Courſes or Seed yyent 
before, ſhews that it comes from the Womb. {ombeted 

If the Epilepſy comes from an, external part, ſome wind is perceived to riſe from that part, and the 
matter cauſing the Diſeaſe, ſometimes tickleth and beateth in th2 part, which is a figa there is a. fat at 
hand ; and it that part be tied hard, the fit is nindred, ; 

Laſtly, The Signs of worms ſhe that the diſeaſe come from. them, as ſtinking ſowr Breath, itch- 
ing of the Noſe, pain of the Belly, earthy Excrements, grating of the Teeth, ſleepineſs and the lixe, 
eſpecially if ſometimes worms are voided. r 

But the extraordinary Cauſes,as Impoſthumation,foulneſs of the Bone,ſtopping Urine,and the like, 
hay be taken from their proper ſigns. . j 


' FROGNOSTICK. Asto the Prognoftick, An Epilepſy is a Diſeaſe of long continuance and 
very Rubborn and deadly in Infants. 
An Epilepſy coming hereditary is incurable ; but that which comes from external cauſes, and evil 
diet, is curable. 
An Epilepſy coming before fourteen years of age in Boyes and twelve in Girls is curable : after 
tiventy five years of age is incurable ; out of Hypocrates, Aph. 7. Se. 5. For in the time of ripe- 
n neſs 
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neſs of Age, there 1s great ſtore of Natural heat, which is powerful to diſcuſs Diſeaſes. Moreover at 
that time wamen begin to have their terms, by which the uncleanneſs of the Bcdy is purged.” Yertal- 
though Hypocrates iuppoſed an Epilepſy to be incurable after twenty five years of age, - yet this 15 not 
alwaies true, for we tind by experience that many have beer: cured atter, althouga bur teldorn ſeen ; 
therefore we may ſay that the Aphoriſm is true for the moſt part, A firopg Epilepſy often killeth 
the Paticut in the fit, or turns into an Apoplexy, or by reaſon of the fireneth of the ſymptoms, and 
the violent ſbaking of the Brain, the Fabrick of the Body is overthrown. And ſome parts therecf 
are broken, and it happens ſometimes that pieces of the bones called Proceſſue Aamillares come out 
of the Noſe. 

An Epilepſy coming of Melancholy turns ſometimes into madneſs,wyhen the humor is ſent from the 
Ventricles of the Brain into the ſubſtance thereof, 

The.me humor when it is only in the Ventricles of the Brain, Ropping them and painipg them, 
cauſeth an Epilepſy : But when ir offends the ſubſtance of the Brain which is the feat of the chief 
Functions, by defiling, its Natural temper, and corrupting the Animal Spirits,” and darkening them, 
it makes a Melancholy doting. Hence Hypocrates (6. epide Set. 8. text, 40) faith, that Melan- 
choly men turn for the moſt part to Epileprick, and Epileptick to Melancholly, Bur tiefe Diſeales 
thus change in a twofold reſpett ; either by the change of the marter caiing the Diſeaſe from its pro= 
per ſeat : and ſo when one comes, another goes, or by the Propagation of the matter, and then bom

An Epilepſy coming of flegm turns either into an Apoplexy, or a Palſy, \, 

A Quattan Ague coming-upon an Epilepſy, and conunuing long, curerd it, by reaſon the matter 
of the Diſeaſe is by degrees conſumed by the heat of the Feaver if it be of flegm ; but if it come of 
Melancholy, it is ſent from the part affected, to the place where the ground of the diſeafe lieth, that 
it may ſupply matter tothe new fits, ;

You mult often uſe the common Purges, namely, the Pills, or Magiſtral Syrup once or twice a 
week if the Patients ftrength will ſuffer them,and continue purging for divers Moneths:and ſometimes 
uſe fironger purges, a8fafſ aria ordains,"who ſaith it comes from hence that Epilephies are not, or 
ſeldom cured, becauſe the Phyfitians alwaies give weak Medicines. 

For this cauſe, the 'Chymicks uſe Minerals, which draw the Humors from the remoteſt parts, but 
not without much danger; eſpecially if they be not welt ptepared, But if good ſucceſs may be expe- 
ed from tl;eſe Chymical Medicines, it is tobe found in Mercury or Quickſilver, either by its ſelf, 
or with Gold calcined in a Furriace of Sand with aJongeontinuance of fire, watching narrowly leſt 
any crude portion of him remain, which-would make the Medicine very Violent ; otherwiſe 1t will 
work gently, if given inthe quantity of four or five grains in Cochie Pills, or any Extra&t that purgeth 
fliegm, oral! humors.

DIFFEKENCES. Thete are two ſorts of Yertigo's z the one fimple,called in Greek $@;, 
in which the Sight remains unhurt : the other 1s called ox57»ue, or exoTidH1vC a dark Vertigo, in 
hich the Eyes are both darkaed as it were with ſmoak, or a cloud.

The Cure of the Vertigo is much like that of the Epilepſy, becauſe both Diſeaſes come 
almoſt of the ſame Cauſes : whence it comes that a Vertigo often turns into an Epilepſy, Butbe- 
cauſe a Vertigo'is a lighter Diſeaſe, it doth-not need ſo many Medicines as an Epilepſy : but they wil 
ſerve, which we will here lay down ; and alſo we ſhall demonſtrate in ſhort what is chat which this 
Diſeaſe moſt properly requureth for its Cure. ; 

In the firſt place, Therefore if blood abound in the whole body, or in the head, you muſt open a 
Vein, and et the blood out by degrees, giving before a Clyſter that is ſomewhat ſharp. 

After that, give the ordinary Purge which is preſcribed in the Cure of the cold Diſtemper of the 
Brain. 

Afterwards we muſt come to the particular Evacuations of the Brain, by Errkines, Sternutatories 
and Gargariſms, or Apopblegmatiſms mentioned in the firſt Chapter, : 

Cupping-glaſſes dry, and with Scarrification ; Frictions of the extream parts, and opening of the 
Hemorrhoids are'to be uſed for to cauſe revulfion. 

Apply Veſicacories and Cauteries for derivation, and at laſt uſe thoſe things which ſtrengthen the 
Brain, and diſperſe Vapors and Humors as well externally as internally, as Opiates, Pouders, and 
Bags that are deſcribed in the firſt Chapter. _ | 

And you muſt not omit the digeſtive Pouder, becauſe the ryeakneſs of the Stomach often cauſeth 
this Diſeaſe. | 

And laftly,You muſt uſe thoſe Medicines which are eſteemed by ſpecial quality to cure the Vertigo, 
ſuch are thoſe which were preſcnibed for the Cure of the Epilepſy ; namely Antepileptick Waters, 
2 Batſom to anoint the Noſtrils, Temples, and Crown of the Head, Oyl of Amber, Pouder of Cinna- 
ber; and many other. | 

Moreover, Quercerams in.the twentieth Chapter of his Diſpenſatory, commends a Medicine 
made 
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made of Peacoks dung, whoſe Preparation and manner of uſe, may be ſeen in the Anthor,

' The Spirits are diſſipated f:om many external Cauſes, as immoderate Evacuatinns,much uſe of Ve+ 
ney and unſeaſonable, great pain, and conſtant faſting, forrow,and long violent Diſeaſes. 

The Spirits are huct by dzfedt in the Nerves, and are weakened cither when the Nerves are 69 
cold, or are inf2&ed wirh a malxgnant tr du obſtruQtion or'compreſſzd. | 

They grow too cold, either from cold Air, trom uſe of cold meats, or much drinking of Wafer, 
fvimming ofteu, in cold water ard the lixe. 

They are infected by the ufe of Opium, Henbane,Poppy,and the vapor of Quick-filver, as it is 
ſeen in Gold-{niths,and them which have thz French Pox a 1d have been cured with the fume of Cin- 
naber. So in mal:g2ant Feavers tremblings come alſo (which are rather to be acconnted Convulfive 
Motions) and alſo thy come from the provocation or irritation of the Nervous parts. 

They are ſtopped not who'ly, as in a Palſey, but much leſs, but by the ſame Cauſe, namely, a wa 
tery humor gently ſprinkled upon the Nerves, whica 1s produced of gluttony, drankenneſs, and other 
Cauſes.

Phrenzy is an Inflammation of the Brain and its Membranes with a continual raving and a 
ſharp conſtant Feaver,, ... .. *C | 
By the word Inflammation, we underſtand a true Tumor, which is commonly called a contrac- 
ted Inflammation, . coming of .Bload out of the Veſlels falling upon the ſubſtance of the parts 
for the Blood being hot and Cholerick, and ia th2 Mzmb:ane3 or ſubſtance of the Brain, cauſeth 
a true Eryſipelas, or an Eryfipelas Phlegmonodes, or Phlegmon Eryſipel. toles. 
_ By Delirium. or Doting , We underſtand the erring of Reaſon, for we ſuppoſe thar fault cannot be 
uw the Imagination. alone, withont a fault in the Reaſon, in a Phrenzy ; whatſoever otke:s thurk, we 
areled by the Authority of Ga/en, ao in bis Book of the Differences of Symptoms, chap, 3, gives 
an Example of one Theophil: a Phyſitian,who thought Fidlers fate continually in a corner of his houſe 
playing, ard beleeved that he ſ:1v them ſometimes ſtanding, ſometimes fitting, and cried continually 
that they ſhould be caſt out of doors, And Ga/en ſaith, that in him the Imagination was hurt with- 
out the Reaſon. Firlt therefore we may ſay that 7 þ-ophi/# had not a Phrenzy ; for Galen doth not 
fiy that he had, bat ſpeaking of a Delirium (which T, eophilus had) therefore it was rather Melan- 
<haly, becauſe they ſometimes are in one objeR, and diicourſe \yell concerning other : ſo faith Galen. 
of 7 beopl lays that he had wiſdom.in.other things, both to diſcourſe, and to knovy.his friends. _ But 
we ſay turther of 7 _—_ that not oaly his Imagination but alſo his Reaſon ivas' hurt, becauſe he. 
xeally.thoughe the Fidlers were there, and defied they ſhould be.-pur forth : For when the Imagina- 
tioh alone is hurt, the Reaſon being not hurt acknowledgeth the error of Imagination,as in a Vertigo, 
in which the Patient thinks all things run round, but Reaſon knoweth that it is not ſo indeed, but that 
Imagination doth err. 27 PEST Bs | 
Nor is the Opinion of Eſtachivs Ruding to be received in this caſe, who ſaith, That it never 
comes to paſs that the Imagination ſhould be hurt, the Reaſon being ſound, becauſe Reiſon worketh 
upon Phantaſms received from the Imagination, and therefore if fooliſh Phantaſms are offered ta 
the Reaſon, he thinks it neceſſary that the Yaderſtanding beholding thoſe fooliſh fanſies, ſhould alſo 
be fooliſh : And hence Exſtachizs gathers, that the Imagination is not depraved, but there is a meer 
and fimple deceit of the ſight, We ſay that the underſtandirg doth run from one thing to ano- 
ther, and is buſied about thoſe Species which are retained in the Memory ; and though the Fanſie 
preſents abſurdities to the Mind, yet the Species before received, are ſtill retained. in the Memory, 
and are preſented tothe Reaſon, it can knoiy and correct that miſtake of the Fanke ; namely, if it jade 
that thoſe abſurd fancies which are brought to it by a depraved Imagination do neither agree with 
time, place, or other circumſtances which fill remain in the Memory, and are known to be true. So 
in a Vertigo, Reaſon being in order judgeth that it is umpoſſible that Roofs, Walls and Pavements, 
ſhould turn round, and therefore they are falſly repreſented to the Imagination. So the Philoſo- 
pher that was bit with a mad dog,” and his Imagination beg1n to decay, going into a Ba h, perceived 
the falſe Image of a dog therein ; but Reaſon being found reproved the error of his Imagination, and 
made him ſpeak thus ; What hath a Dog to do in @Bath ? and preſently he caſt himſelf into the 
Bath, by which means he was delivered trom the dayger of a Diſeaſe called Hdrophobis, or fear of 
Water. 
-- DIFFERENCES, Thereare tivo kinds of Phrenzy ; namely, a true Phrenzy , which is laid 
down inthe Definition above mentioned : Another which called Paraphrenirs, or a Baſtard Phren- 
zY. 
D A true Phrenzy is ſometimes in the Diſpoſition, which is moſt uſual,ſometimes in the Habit,vhich 
is called HeRtical Phrenzy, in which the Cholerick Humors are ſtrongly fixed in the Brain, and 
poſſeſs many parts thereof, ſticking thereto like a tincture or dye, ' 
* A Paraphrenit4,0! a baſtard Phrenzy is, when a hot diſtemper is communicated to the Brain, ej- 
ther from the whole Body (as in burning Feayers) os from ſome part Inflamed, as the Stomach,

ther, a:.d by the peipetual motion of the Diaphragma or Midrift, by reatoin whereot contmual vapors

CAISES. The Cauſe of a true Phrenzy is Chollerick blood, to which there is joyned alſo Ex- 
crementiuons Choller, and thus produceth a greater or leſs Phrenzy accordung to its divers degrees ; 
namely mn heat and acuſtion, So a pale Choller produceth the muldeſt Phrenzy and an aduſt or burne 
Chollec (irs up a beſtual Phrenzy. 

Bur when tae Brain 15 inflamed, and the Membranes thereof; the Chollerick blood is out of its 
Veſſzls, and ſhed abroad unto the ſubſtance of thole parts ; which 1s done tivo waies, either when the 
Bran isprincipally affected ; or when it 15 affected by Sympathy; 

The Brain 1s primarily afteted when it doth immediately grow hot from an external Cauſe, as 
from the Sun-beams, driwking of Wine, Wrath, and the like ; ſo that the blood which is contained 
in the Veins of the Brain is moved and carried out of its Veſſels : and this may come trom a wound, 
or ſtroak, or contuſion of the head : And a Phrenzy ſo coming may be called a primary or principal 
Phrenzy. TE | He 

But a ſecondary Phrenzy is that which follows burning and malignant Feavers, when a part of that 
h.:mor which cauſeth the Diſeaſe, 18 carried ro the head, 

It followe. h, many times in heſe Feavers, That Nature being diſturbed by the malignity of the 
Cauſe which maketh the Diſeaſe, ſenes ſome portion thereof to ſome fleth between 'the skin and the 
bone ; whence we ſee Plurifies, ſhortneſs of Brea things, Quinſeys, Hipatitides, or inflammations 
frm che /ena porta, and other parts, to follow theſe F:avers - So if theſe humors are ſent to the Brain 
th-y make a crue Phienzy, and then the Feaver goes before the Delirium or doting : But in primary 
Phrenzies 2 Delirium appears With the Feaver from the beginning, 

SIGNS. The Srgns which declare a Phrenzy ro come are theſe : Watchings,ttoubleſom ſleep, 

' mach talk, and urine that 1s firſt thick, and after thun and perſpicuous, heat of the head : for theſe de- 
clarg that hot matter is carned to the head : the eyes are altered becauſe (the brain being hurt) they 
want the animal Spirit; There is a pain about the hinder part of the head, becaufe the jugular veins 

are carried to that part, and ſend forth the Chollerick blood. 

Theſe are the gns of a Phrenzy preſent : a continual doting, becauſe the brain is alwaies aFeed . 
troubleſome watchings coming fron the hot diſtemper of the brain; ſeldom and great violent breathing, 
becauſe men in Phrernies forget to breath : fu\when by torgerfulneſs, or great trouble of the md 
by many fancies which are preſented toa doting imagination, and withdra the animal ſpirits, Reſpi« 
ration or breathing is very ſeldom, it is made up With the greatneſs of the blaſt. | 

Moreover in a Phrenzy there isno thirſt, or very little ; albeit there are ſtrong cauſes of thirſt pre- 
ſent, becauſe the mind 1s fick, andthe animal fpirits (by reaſon the brain is hurt) do not ſend their 
beams to the mouth of the tomach whereunto thirſt belongeth, The Pulſe is rycak becauſe the hearr 

- ſuffers with thz brain ; hard, becauſe the Afemlranais inflamed ; quick and often, by reaſcn of the 
great urging and ſomething moiſt, becauſe the brains affe&ted. Moreover, there is 2 continual Fez- 
yer becauſe the inflammarion of the brain muſt ofneceſfity cauſe a Feaver.The tongue is rough, black 
and yellow, by reaſon of the Chollerick vapors which dry up its moiſture. ; 

Aa He&tical, or Habitual FRmny is known from H yprocrat. 1. Prorrhet. text. 33, by ſmall 46- 
ting, and little perceived ; when the ſick do not ſpeak, but lis (til and ſeem to ſleep. 

But a Phrenzy or Phremitis is diſtinguiſhed from a Paraphreritis in this ; The Diſeaſe which pro- 
duceth that, is ſooner known than a De/iriuws or Doting ; and by the eiicreaſe or diminution of thar 
the Delirium i$ encreaſed or diminiſhed , and ſometimes it intermits and is not conſtant. i Bur 2 
Parapbrenitis ſpringing from the Inflammation of the Midciff, in which there is a conſtant doting, 
is diſtinguiſhed by other figns. Namely, becauſe in a true Phrenzy there is great and ſeldom brea- 
thing ; but in the other, little and often. Little, becauſe the Diaphragma or Midriff being inflamed, 
caunot eaſily he extended and dilated. Often, for neceſſity, that the rk might be made 200d 
by the trequency. Moreover, in a true Phrenzy the voyce is high, and the Patient cries out loud - in 
the other the voyce is loww, becauſe the inſtrument of breathing is hindered. Andlaflly, In the In- 
fl:mmation of the Midriff, the Hypocondria are drawvn up (according to Hypocrates 1 Coacis) and 
the reaſon 1s, becauſe the Midriff 1s recovered beneath with a Afewbrana coming from the Peritone= 
ws ';- anc therefore when it is icflamed, it contrats the Perironewm, and With it the Hypccor.- 

.dria. 20 

Laſtly, The Signs of the Cauſes may be known from the predominancy of the tumor in the whole 
Body,and from the manner of the Delirium : For a pale Choller makes a more gentle Phrenzy ; a yel- 
loyy Choller makes a more violent ; an aduſt Choller makes the moſt violent ; But Cholerick blood 

-Cauſeth the moſt mild of all. The 
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PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is for the moſt part deadly ; for few eſcape 
in regard a noble part of the Body 1s aftefted with a great Diſeaſe. 

The greateſt hope of recovery 1s when there is a Dotage with langhter, and a decreaſe of Symp- 
toms, continuance of firengrh ; as alſo when after the hezgar of the Duſeale there happeneth ſome be- 
neficial evacuation, as ſiveat, blood, or looſneſs. 

But theſe ſhew the Diſeaſe to be deadly: The Tongue quavering, and Hand trembling, enaſh- 
ing of Teeth, Convulfion, a great Chulneſs or Cold m the begining of the Diſeaſe; as alſo when 
the Patient picketh the Wooll or Straws about his bed. You may farther colle& Death to be at hand 
by a drop of black blood flowing from the Noftrils, by white ſtools, white and thin urine ; For all 
theſe fignifie a great oppreſſion of the Brain, or a flowing of Choller from the whole body to the part 
affeed. 

CU RE. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the blood that flows to the Head muſt be let forth, and 
revelled, derived, repelled,and intercepted ; and that which was there before muſt be evacuated and 
diſcuſſed. The diſtemper of that part muſt be corrected ; the ftrengra of it and. of the whole body is 
to be preſerved. ; | | 

All theſe things may be done with the following Medicines, 

In the beginning of the Diſeaſe, at any time of the day you muſt let blood out of the Head Vein, 
becauſe the Diſeaſe is very 11olent, giving a Clyſter before : or if blood do much abound, out of the 
Liver vein : or firſt, out of the middle vein , and a little after out of the Head vein, 

If the Diſeaſe.come trom ſtoppage of the Terms or Hemorrhoids open the vein called Saphena in the 
foot, 111 the next place you mul? open the Cephalick or Head vein, that you may draw fortl; what is re- 
ceived into the brain,or what is ragh unto 1K, 

For the moſt part once bleeding will not be ſufficient in this Diſeaſe, but twice or thrice, or ofner 
in the beginning or encreaſe of the Diſeaſe ; you may adventure upon it, according to the condition 
or plenty of the Humor ; the age, temper, and ſtrength of the Patient. 

If a Phrenzy taketh one'that hatha corſtant Feaver, (as it 1s often in the encreaſe of Feavers, or 
in the ſtate of them, when nature is out of order and dihubed by the malignity of the matter which 
cauſeth the Diſeaſe, ſendech Chollerick hi:mors to the head) you muſt again let blood, though you 
have done i; before 1n reſpe& of the Feaver ; but you muſt do it ſparingly,becauſe the ftrengeh is aba- 
ted by the Feaver and former bleeding. Therefore at that time open'the Head vein, or if the ſtrength 


will nor bear that, open the Saphena in one = or both , which 1s approved in ſach Diſeaſes : ne1- 


ther 1s 1t leſs beneficial to open the Hemorrhoid veins by Leeches. | 

But in all Bleedings which are made in the time of a De/iriam, you muſt obſerye this that the Orifice 
benot large, for then it will quickly heal, and you muſt bind it up carefully leſt the Patient being un- 
ruly caſe it to bleed agun;z asalſo'tis very good for the ſudden Cure of it, to lay a Plaifſter of Aloes, 
white of an Ege, and the hair of a Hate, 

Atter Bleeding provoke {leep. For if after bleeding there comes watchfulneſs, the Humors will 
be again inflamed, and the Patient grow worſe. 

Sleep is cauſed by repelling Medicines laid to theforehead which are cooling and narcotick or cau- 
ſing ſleep, which we ſhall mention hereafter. | g 

When you cannot conveniently let blood, apply Cupping-glafſes with deep Scarrifications , firft, 
to the lower ; then , to the upper parts : and alſo to the Thighs, and other parts, without Scarrifica- 
tion. 
Uſe Fridtions in the ſame parts ; and uſe Ligatures to the Legs for revulſion. 

Apply Veſicatories to the ſhoulders and Arms. 

Give every day a Clyſter made of cold and moiſt things : For by theſe the Acrimony of the Humors 
is q"a thed, and they are put downwards, 

Aid they are thus made. | 

Take of Marſh-mallop Roots one ounce ;, the Leaves of Maltows, Violets, Lettuce, Pellitory, Beats 
of each one handful ; the flowers of Water-lillies, and tops of Dill, of each one pugil ; Prunes ſix : boy! 
them in Barley mater ; to one pint of the ſtraining add of Caſſia nenly drawn, and Diaprunes ſimple, of 
each ſix drams ,; red Sugar one ounce : make a Clyſter. 

Uſe no Oyls in theſe kind of Clyſters, becauſe they will then inflame. 

You muſt not purge ina primary Phrenzy, ſuch a one as comes not from another - Diſeaſe, but it is 
good ſometimes to Purge when the Phrenzy comes upon a continual Feaver. For if there be an evil 
digeſtion or ull juyce in the Body, and the Phrenzy begin : then.the matter is wandering, and is-taken 
for that which is called 7'»rgent, orabounding : And therefore by the Counſel of Hypocrates Aphor, 
22. Sect. 1. is to be preſently evacuated. | 

But the Purge muſt be made of cold things, with gentle, as Senna, Rhubarb, Caſſia, Tamarinds,

CHAP. XIV. 


Of Melancholy. 


M Elancholy is a Doting or Delirium without a Fe ver with fear and ſadneſs, 


It is diſtinguiſhed from a Phrenſie by want of a Feaver ; and from Madneſs, by Feax 
and Sadneſs, becauſe that comes with Fury and Boldneſs, | 
We ſay this Diſeaſe hath no Feaver ; namely, of its own nature of its ſelf: but a Fea- 
ver may accidentally be joyned with it. For nothing hindreth, but a continual or intermitting.-Feaver 
may happen to one in this Diſeaſe, but this Feaver will not be eflentially in it, as in a Phrenfie, 
where a Feaver is eflential tothe Diſeaſe. 

But we may doubt how Fear and Sadneſs may be ſaid to be the Efſence of Melancholy ; when 
we perceive that in many melancholick people there is much laughter and appearance of joy. For 
ſome laugh, ſome ſing, ſome think themſelves to be very rich Kings and Monarchs, We anſwer, 
That there are divers degrees of Melancholy, and divers mixtures of melancholick Humors with o- 
thers ; from whence comes varieties of Paſſions, ſo that they who have much blood or legm mixed 
with Melancholy, may have joy and cheerfulneſs : but that Diſeaſe is not at that time a true Melan- 
choly, but is more like fooliſhneſs. 

Alſogreat variety of Doting ariſeth from the various diſpoſition of the melancholick Humor ; 
Hence it is, that ſome think themſelves to be Kings, Princes, Prophets : Others , that they are 
made of Glaſs, or Potters Clay , or that they are Barley Corns ready to be devoured by the Hens : 


Some think they are melting Wax, and dare not approach the Fire : Others, That they are Dogs, 
ats,

Cats, Wolves, Cuckows, N1ghtingales, or Cocks, whoſe Voyces they imitate. Others fancy them- 
ſelves dead, and will nerher'eat nordrink. Others dare rot piſs leſt they thould drown the World 
by a ſecond Deluge. Some think they have loſt their heads, or ſome other member, or that they car- 
ry the World upon their Fiigers-end, or that they haye Sparrows in their heads, or Sexpents, Frogs, 
Mice, and other Creatures in their Belles. 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of Melancholy ( that I may uſe the words of Galen) is 
a dark ſpirit or vapor very black 3 for when the Animal Spirits ought in their own Natures tobe pure, 
thin iob tranſpareat for the cheerful performing ot the Actions of the Brain, and to cauſe cheerfulneſs 
if they change ther; conſtitution, and become dark and obſcure, they produce ſorrow and fear, Gz- 
len 11 ts 2. de ſymp. cauf. chap. 6. by an example borrowed trom external darkneſs, doth explain 
the matter 2 Of choſe things ( taithhe ) which are without the Body, we ſee nothing that doth more 
terriſie us than darkneſs ; therefore when darkneſs doth encompaſs the Rational part of Man, it 5; 
mecei/ ary that that man ſhould exceeding/y fear who duth alnays carry about with bim anather cauſe s 
fear, beſides that which is external. | 

Thz Caaſe of this evil diſpofition of the Spirits 15 a melancholick Humor, which being poſſeſſed 
with thicknz(s, darkneſs and blackneſs, doth infect the Spirits, and makes them cloudy and | ng 

And this melancholick Humor is cold and dry, and therefore proper for fixing and condenfing of 
the Spirits, which fixing and condenfing or thickmrg of the Spirits mutt needs cauſe ſorrow and hea- 
vineſs : For if the Humor be thin and hot as 1s black Choler ( trom which comes madneſs) it doth 
rather produce tury and boldneſs than tear and ſorrow. Theretore the immediate cauſe of melancho- 
ly is thickneſs and darkneſs of the Spirits Animal ; bat the neceſſary condition, and yyichout which 
it ca:370t be, 1 2 cold and dry Diftemper, Bat if any hall inſtance of an Hypocondciack Melancho- 
ly fron G/en's third Book, de /ocis aff eftis, chap.7+ That it is an Inflammation in the H ypochondria, 
and therefore the hot Diſtemper doth prevail. We anſiver, That that Inflammation or burning of the 
Hypochondria comes from the heat of blood long retained in the Spleen and Meſeraick Veins by 
rea(o'1 of Oblitra&tions, from whence many Vapors are ſentup intothe Brain, which though they be 
hot, yet are overcome by the coolneſs of the Brain, and are eakily brought to a cold and dry temper 
which 1s proper to melancholy, But if the heat of thoſe Vapors be ſuch that they ſpoil the temper of 
the B:au1, 1d make it hot and dry, then comes madneſs and not melancholy. So that in Madneſs 
or Mata and Mclancholy, there is this difference ; that in the firſt, namely, Mania, there is a hot 
and dry Diſtemper ; Th the other, called Melancholy, a cold and dry Diſtemper. 

The former mentioned darkneſs of the Spirits contirmed by Galen, is rejected of Averroes in this 
eſpe, Becauſe darkneſs brought upon the Animal Spirits, and the black Choler of a melancholick 
Humor cannot infe& the Internal Sences : accordiug to that vulgar Axiom, There is nothing in the 
Underſtanding which was not far in the SCNCe ; therefore ſince that black Choler, or Internal dark- 
neſs vas not firſt repreſented to the Eyes, it cannot be perceived by the Internal Sences, We anſiver, 
That the blackneſs of a melancholick Humor, or the darkneſs of the Spirits doth not affect the Inter- 
nal Sences under the notion of colour : bar as they are ſomewhat beſides Nature in the Brain hin- 
dring its Actions, For the Animal Spirits for the perfect performance of the Actions of the Brain, 
ought to be pure, thin and clear. But if ( on the other fide ) they be impure, thick and dar, they 
hinder thz Actions of the Brain by infe&ing the Species which ace ſent thither, even as a coloured 
Glaſs dothrepreſent the Species of the Obye& to the Eye with its own tincture, 

A cold and dry Diftemper, which is proponnded tor a necef[ary condition to this diſeaſe of Melan- 
choly, may be oppoſed by this Argoment taken from Avicen 11 Fen. 1. Lib. 3. Tratt.4. Chap. 18. 
he ſaith, 7 hat Stammerers arg for the wiſt part melancholick, But theſe Stutterers are very moiſt in 
temper, according to Ga/en, Comment. Aphor. 32. Se. 6. where Hypcerates ſaith, That Stam- 
mere:s a:e moſt ſubje& to looſneſs: And Galen thereupon ſaith , That Stammerers have the 
moiſteſt remper , as appears in Children who are moſt ſubze& to looſneſs. We anſver, That 
Avicen's Text is not to be underſtood of thoſe which are true Stammerers, which cannot pro- 
nounce the letter R, of which Hypecrates and Galen ſpake in the Aphoriſm aforeſaid, who are of a 
moilter temper : But of thoſe which are called 77a»/i and Stuttterers, which repeat the ſame ſylla- 
ble v.ry often before thev can pronounce a whole word, which comes from their headlong fancy when 
they {trive to ſperk very qvickly, for then the Tongue foldeth its ſelf, and is conſtrained to ſtop and 
ſt>v {» the prodiCtion of words ; And theſe Sty'terers are of a melancholick temper.

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SIGNS. The proper figns of Melancholy are propounded in the Definition, namely, Fear 
and Sorrow, without any manifeſt Cauſe, which are found in every kind of Melancholy. But the (e- 
veral ſorts of Melancholy are known by their proper ſigns : So theſe following figns do ſhew that 
Melancholy doth onely refide in the Head, namely, an evil habit of the Brain, or hot Diſcaſes going 
detore, by which the blood contained in its Veins 1s torritied and burned, and at laſt brought into a 
melancholick humor, Short and mterrupted ſleep, troubleſome Dreams, giddineſs, noiſe in the 
Ears, and no ſymptoms from other parts, and eſpecually from the Belly. 

That this Diſeaſe cometh from the whole Body, appears by a melancholy habit of the whole Body, 
either Natural, known by a black colour, roughneſs and leanneſs ; or Acquiſite, coming by Cares, 
Labors, Watchings, courſe Diet, and the like. 

That it comes trom the Hypochondria, theſe figns declare ; Heart-burning with no thirſt , often 
ſpitting, ſour belchings and windy, Eruptions upwards and downwards, rumbling of the Guts, pain 
and heavineſs of the Midriff, perplexity, nauſeonſmeſs, ſometimes inſatiable appetite, heart-beating, 
ſometimes a ſvelling in the Hypochondria : And other figns which ſhall be ſhewn more at large in 
the Diſcourſe of Hypochondriack melancholy. 

That this Diſeaſe comes from the Womb, may be known by thoſe which are ſet down in their or- 
der for the declaring of Hyſterical Diſeaſes. 

PROGNOSTIC K.] The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is thus : 

The Diſcaſe is dangerous 1f Chronical, of long continuance and very fixed : For a melancholy 
Humor, eſpecially that which comes by Aduſtion and inclineth to black Choler, contemns the force 
of Medicines if weak, and oppoſeth the ſtrongeſt ; whence a melancholick Humor is ſaid to be the 
ſcourge and diſgrace of Phyſicians. . 

But a new-ſprung Melancholy coming of immediate Cauſes, is eafily cured : For Ga/en reports 
in his third Book, de loc. affett. chap. 7. That he hath often cured a Melancholy in the beginning 
with onely Baths of ſiveet Watets. 

The Hemorrhoids or Piles commg upon melancholy men, ſometimes bring Care, if the Humors 
be caſt down thither critically by Nature ; tor ſometimes they come ſymptomatically, and multiply 


the matter of the Diſeaſe in mary parts. | 
Sometimes it is cured by flux of the Hemorrhoids, by Scabs, Itch, or other Diſeaſes breaking forth 


of the Skin. 
CARE, Asto the Cure of it, from whereſoever the Diſeaſe took its Original, we muſt obſerve 


alyays two things : 

Firſt, That the whole Body be freed from a melancholick humor, and the filth of other humors . 
for it ſeldom happens that one part alone is troubled with it. 

Secondly, That the main Cure be direted to the Hypochondria, becauſe that in the Spleen and 
Liver there is the firſt generation of Melancholy, ard the gathering of it is in the parts thereabout ; 
therefore the Cure of Hypochondriack Melanckoly ſet down by us, will ſerve for the Cure of other 
Diſeaſes of Melancholy : for you can ſcarce cure the Hypochondria from the abundance of any hu- 
mor, and the generation of any new, but by conſequence the whole body muſt be cured of the ſame. 
Therefore for all Diſeaſes of Melancholy, thoſe Remedies will ſuffice which are propounded in the

4 Catarrh is a Preternatural Defluxion of an Excrementitious Humor, from the head into 
The ſubſtance of the Brain being "arg needs much nouriſhment ; of whence comes ne- 


Ceſlarily abundance of Excrements, eſpecually by reaſon of the cold and moiſt Diſtemper of the part, 
which Excrements if they have onely their moderate and natural quantity are received into the ' Bok 
Ventricles of the Brain, and are ſent by the Choana, as by a Funnel to the moiſt Glandels, and fo 
are ſpit forth every day from the Palate ; but if they grow more plentiful, and yet conſiſt in their na- 
tural condition, they are diſperſed about the Brain and Aeninges, and ſo are ſent forth, not onely 
by the Palate, bur alſo by the Noſtrils. 

But when the Brain 1s affe&ed with Diſtemper and weakneſs, or is conſtrained to receive too much 
and diſproportionable nouriſhment, which it cannot ſufficiently conco&, there is great increaſe of 
Excrements, Add further {a Hypocrates faith) That the Brain like Cupping-Glaſſes applied to the 


body,neyer ceaſeth to attract hamors and vapors from the inferior parts;hence the Excrements are «1 
creaſed, 
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creaſed, which by their quantity and quality provoking the expulſive, and overcoming the retentive 
faculty, ran immoderatel y by unuſaal and improper ways which they ftinde ont, to the great dzſtnr« 
bance of the body. | | 

Since then a Fluxion is the motion of matter from one part to another, we muſt conſider in that ay 
in all motions, five thin2*, The Terminus or place trcm whence, the place to which it moves, the 
Mover, the Moved, aud the ways by which itis moved. The place from whence, is the Brain ; the 
place to which, 1s ſome part beneath the Brain ; the Mover is the expulfive qe Le) up , or 
the r2tentive weakned ; the Thing moved is an excrementitious Humor ; the way by which, is the 
Palate, Noftrils, Eyes, Ears, and inſenfible paſlages, as alſo the Veins, Arteries, and Nerves. 

C AHSES. Intheplace from which, or the part which ſendeth forth, we may obſerve two 
kinds of Cauſes ; One is that which begetteth much moiſture in the body ; the other is that rvhich 
makes the humars floiv : that is called che generating, this the ER 

The generatingCauſes conſiſt in the hindring of ConcoCtion, which comes either from the fault 
in the Nouriſhment, or in the Faculty. 

The Concodtion of the Brain is hindred chiefly from Diſtemper either cold or hot, 

A cold Diſtemper cauſeth, that the Nouriſhment brought to the Brain, is ill concoed and turned 
intoFlegm ; as alſo thit the Vapors brought from the interiour parts, are not ſufficiently diſcuſſed, 
bat are turned and condenſed into Water. _ 

But a hot Diſtemper doth attract more plentiful Nouriſhment ard Vapors , ſo that Nature cannot 
fafficiently' diſcaſsthem. 5 

The Conco&tion of the Brain is hindred through the Nouriſhment, either when there is too-much, 
or when it hath evil qualities3 ſo cold, groſs and fImy Meats and Drinks immodetately taken,can- 
not bEpzrfeRly concoRted, and make tne Brain crude and moiſt. $0: ſharp and windy nouriſhment 
ſend many Vapors to the Head. | 

To theſe you may add extemal Cauſes, which uſe to fill the Head with ſuperfluous humidity. ; 48 
Southernly Air, long ſleep, eſpecially at Noon, anidle hte, and the like, | 
- Aichough the Brain be called the chief ſending part, yet it is not always the chief cauſe of Deflaxi- 
on ;: but for the moſt part, the matter 1s ſent from other parts tothe Brain : for after evil kumors are 
colle&ed either mn the Veins, or any peculiar part, as the Liver, Spleen, Meſentery,Womb, not one- 
ly many Vapors are ſent from them to the Head, butalſothe humors themſelves are: carried to the 
Head, and deſcend again ta the inferiour parts ; and the fault lieth moſt in the infenour parts in the * 
breeding of a Defluxion, whote Diftemper 1s divers, and the ObſtruRtion alſo divers, 

For a hot Diſtemperof the Bowels makes abundance of Vapors, from which comes'Defluxion; 28 
in a Still or Alembick : But'a cold diftemper by weak decoRtion begets crude humors, Which upon 
thz.leaſt occaſion fly to the Brain, 

But the Obſtructioas of the parts of the lower-belly hinder the voiding of Excrements , whence it 
comes that they being increaſed by.degrees, when. they cannot finde their free and ordinary courſe 
fly up to the Brain, And to this doth alſo concur the weakneſs of the Brain, fit to receive theſe Ex- 
crements, for ( as we ſaid ) the ſtronger parts'da disburden themſelves upon the weaker, and it of- 
ten h1ppens that the Brain by reaſon of its ſoft and looſe ſubſtance 15 weakeſt, and can leſs refift than 
ſolid and compadt ſubſtances. = 
- Theimpulfive Cauſes are tvo much heat of the 'Brain or coolneſs, or ſome conco&ion of Humors x 
too much heat doth extenuate and diffuſe the hamors contained 1 the Brain, and opens the Pores by 
which they uſe to floy : ſuch. is the heat of the Head with the Sun or Fre, or too much covering, 
ſmelling of hot.Spices, and other pafſions. 

Coldneſs doth compreſs the Bain, and rains forth the Humors therein contained, as a Spunge is 
ſqueezed in the hand : Such change 3s often in Winter, and eſpecially in ſudden alteration of Air ; 
as when a Southern-wind hot and moift is turned into. a North-wind cold and dry ; or when one go- 
ing out of a hot place, comes ſpeedily into a cold. To theſe Cauſes you may add coldneſs 'of the 
Feet, which by ſympathy is communicated to the Brain, | 

Many there are who deny the aforeſaid compreſſionof the Brain by cold, becauſe cold doth incraſ- 
ſate and condeaſe th2 humors,and makes them leſs apt to flov , neither doth the example of a Spunge 
prove any thing,” which will not empty its ſelf in the Air. Bur this Opinion delivered by Hypecra- 
tes 1 /ib, de /oc_ in homine, ſeems tobe true, Fluxions ( ſaith he) come of cold,'when the fleſh and 
Veins of the Head are extended : for thoſe when the Head is cold and contratted ,* bound together 
and excluding, ds ſtrain forth miiſture. And alſo the fleſh doth aſſiſt them, and 1he bairs are on 
end, as being every where ſtrongly preſſed, and therefore whatſoever is ſtrained from thence, falls 
where it is occaſi-ned. From whence it 1s manifeſt, that a CoarEation and compreſſion of the parts 
may be made by cold, and from thence a humor mxy be expreſſed. Neither doth it hinder that 
denſation or thickning of hamors which is made by cold, as we ſaid ; for it may be ſo when the 
whole body-is equally cold. But hea the external parts are offended by ſudden cold, they are pre- 
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ſently Rtraitned, and train the Humor contained, Of leſs force is that Argument againſt the Spunge, 
that 1t is not expreſſed by the cold Air ; for there is another Reaſon to be given of living parts,whole 

2at and ſpirits fly from the ſence of cold, and cauſe the parts wherein they are to be contracted , 
which cannot be in a Spunge full of Water ; Yet we muſt confeſs, that this is not the onely way by 
which a Deftuxion comes through cold ; for cold of the Feet will produce a Catarth by communica- 
ting a cold diſtemper to the Bralp by the chiefeft Nerves that come throngh the Marroiy of the Back- 
bone ; and this coolneſs poes into the innermoſt parts of the Brain, not the external, as cold Air, 
which affeRs the Head immediately : therefore we may rather think in this caſe, that the Retentive 
Facuky of the Brain is weakned by cold of the Head, fo that it gannot contam the ſuperfluous Hu- 
mors which are many, but lets them flow tort, 

There is alſo another way very uſual, by which a Catarth of a cold cauſe cometh, namely, The 
Roppage of the External Pores, eſpecially in the time wherein the Body requireth moſt ſveat. Hence 
it comes that men very mnch inflamed , running ſuddenly into the cold Aix, are troubled with Ca- 
tarrhs : So Catarrhs come to be-moſt __ in Autumn, becauſe the Body being made thin, and 
the Pores opened in the Summer, cafting torth many Excrements by inſenfible tranſpiration,” if they 
be preſently Ropped by contraction of the Body with cold, do cauſe humors and vapors to fly into the 
bead arid cehter of the Brain. So about the beginning of Autumn there are not onely Catarrhs, bur 
alſo abundance of watry humors are ſent forth by moſt men in their Urine and by Stool, which cauſe 
Flaxes of the Belly at that time. Bur if any ask why Defluxions do not laſt all the Winter, when by 
reaſon of cold the Pores are always ſtopped 2 We anſiver , That Nature doth in Winter diſcharge 
ber ſelf by other ways rather than by ſweat, namely, by Stool, Urine and Spittle. How great that E- 
vacuation is which is uſually by inſenfible tranſpiration, is pleaſantly taught by San&crims in his Book 
de Statica Medicina, whence he ſaith, Thar t is larger than all the ſenſible Evacuations put ®toge- 
ther ; ſo that if the meat and drink of one day be eight pound in weight, the inſenfible tranſpitation 
will be five pound ;' he is very curious in this matter, What light he hath left to the finding out of 
Cauſes, and curing Diſeaſes, I leave to be judged by the Learned. 

In the part receiving, you muſt conſider the imbecillity, or other diſpoſction to receive and attra 
Defluxion. In regard of weakneſs, it is an uſual. ſaying among Phyſicians, That' the* ſtronger parts 
do always.lay their ſuperfluotus burden upon the weaker ; as in Common-ivealths the Great Ones 
lay the chicteſt burden upon the poor Commons, | 

Now the weakneſs of the parts is either Natural or Adventitions, A Natural weakneſs comes 
from the ſoftneſs and looſneſs of the parts from the Glandles and Langs, do eafily entertain Defluxi- 
ons : But an Adventitions weakneſs 1s from a Diſtemper , or from ſolution of continuity. A cold 
Diſtemper by weakning the Native heat cauſeth the part to have leſs power to refift the humor flow- 
ing unto it. And alſo a Solution of continuity or wound, makes the part more fit to receive De- 
fluxions by its weakneſs : hence aoſe the uſe of Cauteries or Iflues, becauſe.the part being thereby 
weakned, the humors do floiy from other parts -unto it. And fo the Lungs being ulcerated receive 
the humors from the head, and from all other parts, ; ; 

Amory other diſpoſitions for the attraing of a Deflaxion, heat is chiefly to be reckoned ; for we 
may obſerve, that parts inflamed do plentifully attra&t humors. So in a Conſumption, many hamors 
are drawn trom the Head to the Lungs, not onely by reaſon of the Ulcer, butalſo by reaſon of the In- 
flammation. Whence Hypocrate; ſpeaking of a Phthifis or Conſumption in his firſt Book of Diſea- 
ſes, ſaith thus : 7 he Lungs being inflamed draw Humor; from the whole Body, and. eſpecially from 
the Head ; and the head being made hot from the Body, oy forth that thick matter. 

There are tivo ways by which the humors are carried from the head into the inferjour parts, either 
Internal or External : The Internal way is when the humor. flows from the parts under the Skull, 
chiefly from the Ventricles of the Brain, and makes divers Diſeaſes and Symptoms according to the 
diverſity of the paxts receiving, of which ſome have peculiar Names, according to thoſe vulgar 'Ver- 
ſes 1n Scho/a Salerni : 

That Rheum ts eall'd Catarrhus which dcth fall 
Upon the Breaſt; upon the Jaws we calli + 
It Branchus : Coryza thro»gh the Noſe duth fall. 

When the Humor floivs upon the Breaſt, the Diſeaſe keeps the general name of a Cararrþ,or De- 
fluxion; when it falls upon the Jaws, and Aſpera Arteria, or rough Arteries, it is called. Branchus, 
Raucedn, or Hoarſneſs ; when 1t flows into the Noftrils, it cauſeth nor onely a Coryz4a Or Murrh, bur 
Ozena and Po/ypus. Bt in other parts it produceth various effedts; if it fall upon the Nerves it 
produceth a Torpor or Nambneſs , a Palſey, Convulfion, Trembling : if in the Ears, Deafneſs , 
Swelling ; 1finthe Eyes,Ophchilmy,or Inflamnation,Tears,Blindneſs , if upon the Uvula or Palate, 
Swellmg, Looſneſs or Laxity, or Ulcer ; if inthe Throat, the Quinzy ; if on the Ln:-gs, the Pleurt- 
Ge, Inflammation 0; Impolthumation, Congh, ſhortneſs of breath, 'fpitting of blood, Conſumption 
if int» the Stomach, Vomiting, want of Appetite ; if into the Bowels, it cauſeth Diarrhea and Dy- 

| ſentery : 
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ſentery : therefore "10.2 rightly conceived that the greateſt part of Diſeaſes that trouble Mans Bu- 
dy, have their Original trom che Head," | 
Moreover,Sometimes the humor flovs from the Brain with the blood into the Veins,whence comes 
the Diſeaſe called Febris Catarrhali;, When Nature is ftrongly moved to expel the ſtperfluous ha- 
mor, and the Spirits being thereby much diſturbed are inflamed, ard cauſe a Quotidian Feayer : 
hence it is that a Defluxion 1s reckoned among the cauſes of a Quotidian Feaver. And always be- 
fore the coming of the Joynt-gout or Inflammation called Eryſipelas, ſuch a Feaver doth precede; 

Fhe External ways by which the humor Ygows from the head, are thoſe whichare without the Skull 
under the Skin ; and Ferne/izs ſuppoſed that the humors were chiefly carrieq between the fleſh and 
the skin, although by.the continuity of the Muſcles, Membranes and Nerves, as alſo the Veins and 
Arteries, the-humors uſe to floiy into the Eyes, Teeth, Jaws; Neck, Shoulders, Joynts, and othe; 
External parts. 

DIFFERENCES. Some Authors make difference of Catarrhs, which ate theſe ; Some 
arecalled Ferini, or wild ; ſome Suffocating, ſome Epidemical or common. 

A wild violent Catarrh is that which by its ſharpneſs ulcerateth the Lungs, and btings # Con- 
ſumption, and | comes of a ſharp and ſalt humor riſing from a hot Liver,and is {ent into the Brain,and 
from thence into the Lungs. | 

A Suffocativg Catarrh, is when the humor floyvs violently into the hollow of the Lungs, and is ti[1 
renewed to the danger of Rtranglivg. 

Laſtly, An Epidemical Cararih hath a malign quality and is common among the people , and 
comes trom the corraption of the Air. | 

DIAGNOSTIC K. The knowledge of this Diſeaſe is from three Signs; Ofthe Subje&, 
of the Diſeaſe, and of the Cauſe. * 

The Subje& or Budy apt to fall into a Catarrh, is known by the ſlender Fabrick of it, eafily pier- 
ced with either hot or cold air , as alſo by the roo- compact Fabick of it, which hindreth a free tranſ- 
piration ; as alfo a weak and cold Brain, which cannot diſcuſs the Vapors which are ſent unto it, 
or ſufficiently concoR-its own nouriſhment: as alſoa hot Brain that attra&s too many Vapors : alſo 
the contrary a&tioris of the Stomach and Liver, when one 1s hot and the other cold. 

The Signs which (hew the Diſeaſe, either declare it to be coming, or preſent. 

The aforeſaid Cauſes ſherv it tobe coming ; but eſpecially heavineſs in the head, dulneſs and 
numbneſs of the Sences, long ſleep, much ſnorting, a ſnotty Noſe, and more ſpitting than uſual, co- 
ſtiveneſs of body, and abundance of wind. | | 

The ſigns of a Catarrh preſerit are manifeſt, for either the Humor floiving from the Brain is plain- 
ly ſeen, or the fivelling and pains which it produceth in divers parts. 

The figns of the Cauſes are alſo evident, for it a Catarrh come of a cold hymor,there will be ſence 
of cold, paleneſs of tace, ſiveet Spittle, ſour belchings, ſlimy matter or watry, and a general flegma- 
tick habit of body. - wa 

'Bur that the Humor diſtilling is hot, appears by redneſs of the face, thirſt, faltneſs and ſharpneſs 
3n'the mouth,"inflammation, pain and ulcers in the parts. affe&ed, and a cholerick habit of the whole 


| An External Defluxion is known from an Internal, .in regard the pain is more external in the for- 

mer, eſpecially under the skin of the crown af the head, where ſometimes you may perceive 2 ſoft 

Tumor, often a painfal combing back of the hair ; and many times the humor is felt to fall down up- 
-bn the outward parts with great pain, heat or cold. 

PROGNOSTIC K. The Prognoftick of this Diſeaſe is elegantly laid down by Corneling 
Celſns, in theſe words - If che Humor flow from the Head into the Niſe, it is ſmall ; if ingo the 
Fans, it is worſt'; bin if nyon the Lungs, it is worſt of all. But Hypocrates faith, That a Catarth is 
Yery hard to be coneeted in thoſe that are very old. | 

Where there #4 great plenty of Humors, either from Repletion or from evil Concodtion,there is 
a dangerous Catarrh, for it is to be ſeared leſt the Humor flow ſuddenly, and cauſe Suffecation, or 
ſomeother grievons accident. Reid

- The whole Cure of a cold Catarrh conſiſts in the preparing and evacuating of the Humor offend- 
mg, and in the revelling of it, if it flow to the Breaſt or other part, and the Ropping of its motion, 
and atter let the Diftemper of the Brain be amended, 

Firſt then, If the matter be much, and flow very violently, and we fear left it flow alſo from other 
parts, eſpecially if the Liver be hot, / for it is often ſeen that men ſubje& to Catarrhs have a hot 
Liver and a cold Brain ) we muſt breath a Vein - but if the matter be bur little, and move gently, 
and.the, party be aged, and the remper of the Liver not hot, o that there is no ſuſpicion for Humors 
tobe ſeng to the Brain from any other-parts, you may omit Phlebotomy. n 
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The matter offending is firſt to be diminiſhed with a Potion or Pills, or other purging Medicine, 
mentioned in the Chapter of the cold Diſtemper of the Brain. 

Afterwards the remainder of the Humor is to be prepared with an Apozeme there alſo mentioned, 
or if you fear not to diſturb the Humor too much, you may give a.purging Apozeme, and at laſt make 
a compleat Evacuation with ſtronger Pills, or other Purges. 

If the Catarrh be very ſtrong,” you may give that which will powerfully root out the mat- 
ter. 

Coloquintida is very excellent for to purge the Brain fitongly, but it worketh very violently, 
and is offenſive with its bitterneſs ; both whick faults are corrected by ſteeping it in Urine, for ſo ir 
lays aſide its bitterneſs, and becomes almoſt withour taſte, and alſo 1s ſo gentle that it may be given 
to _ quantity of a Dram ſafely , and itis a moſt gallant Remedy for all cold. Diſeaſes in the 
Head. 

It ſometimes happens that Excrementitious Humors ſent from the parts beneath into the Brain, 
produce a Catarrh ; and they finde a preternatyral courſe that way, by reaſon the natural courſe by 
which thoſe Humors uſe to be evacuated, is ſtopped, and then the Catarrh is beſt eured by opening 
thoſe ways with gentle, mild and conſtant purging, that the humors flowing upwards may-be-ſ0 
ſent downwards, and by degrees brought to their proper motion. And theſe gentle Purges may. be 
made of Decotions of Broaths long continued ; but in the mean while you'muſt not negle& 
ſtrengthning Medicines. | | 

For Revulfion, apply Cupping-Glaſſes and Veſficatories, or thirgs to cauſe Bliſlers to the Neck 
and Shoulders, and make Iflues in the hinder part of the Head and Arms. Zacntus Lufitanus in lib. 
2. Praxis '\admirande Obſervat 160. ccmmends Iflues behird the Ears for the beſt Remedy againſt 
all Diſtillations from the Head : And we have ſeen good ſucceſs-by them, eſpecially in.defluxions 
upon the Eyes. You may uſe Errhines, Neeſings, an. fr and Maſticatories, but with this cau- 
tion, that you uſe Errhines and Neeſings onely when the Catarrh falls upon the Jaws, Lungs and 
Stomych, but when it falls intothe Eyes or Noſe, uſe Maſticatories and Gargariſms. 7 112% 5het 

The forms of-all theſ: Mzdicines were ſet down in the Chapter aforegoing. - But obſerve :in the 
uſe of them, that when the matter 1s ſomewhat thin you uſe not ſtrong Dicultens and Difſolvers, far 
by theſe you ſhall cauſe the humors tofloiy more miolently: upon the :Breaſt, Lungs, or other parts , 
but you maſt mix ſome thickning things that may reſtrain the Humor, as red Roſes, Miſtick, Cori- 


ander, Nutmeg, and other things which we ſhall declare moreatlarge in the hot Catarrh. You may 
make an Errhine for this purpoſe as followeth : 
Take of - Marjerom- water four Ountes ; the Jogee of Betony one Ounce ; Nigella er Giub-ſeeds 


powdred half a Dram : Nutmeg ons Scruple. 
and Amber-greece. Or, 1 

Take of Lignum vite one Ounce ; Spring-aater one pint : Infuſe it all Night upon warm Embers ; 
then boy/ it to the conſumption of balf, adding in the concluſion ſweet Marjerom, and red Roſe-leavgs, 
of each two Pugili. | ' 

So when the matter is bat thin, you may make a Maſticatory either of Maſtick alone, or afige 
this manner : 

Take of Nutmeg one Dram ; Maſt ich, and Gam-Arabick , of each half a Dram : Ponder them, 
with Roſe-water make T roches to chew. 

The beſt Neefing is made of black Hellebore and Sugar, equal parts. y 

The Extra& of Tobacco made in Agua-vite,and held under the Tongue in the bigneſs of a-Peaſe, 
brings forth abundance of water ; but if you take too mach, or ſwallow it down, it will , canſe+ y:o- 
lent Vomiting. We have ſhewed that Cauteries tothe Arms, hinder-part of the Head, and behind 
the Ears are very good, as alſo to the Nape of the Neck and. Shoulders, which 'are now adays in 
oreat requeſt. But there is a nev place found out by ſome, namely, in the Neck near the Jugulac 
Veins between the Muſcles : And by this means two men have been cured of old Catarrhs. which 
cauſed hoarineſs. | co 

Finally, Atter convenient Evacuations, things that ſtrengthen the Brain and dry it, are to be uſed 

/both Intemally and Externally, as Opiates, Powders, Bags, Fumes, deſcribed in the Cure of the cold 
diſtemper of the Head.

Beſides the aforementioned Fumes, one made of Tacamahacca is excellent, for it dries a Catarrh 
and hinders his motion ; neither 1s the ſcent too ſtrong, but the Patient may ſhut it into his Cham- 
ber withoat offence, | 

It is profitable to dry the Head with Bags of Bran, Gromwel and Salt, Leaves of Sage , Betony, 
French Lavender, Annis-ſeeds, Fennel-ſeeds, and the like. 

Laſtly, If the Diſeaſe be tubborn, all thoſe Medicines wiuch are mentioned in the cold Diſtem- 
per of the Head, are to be uſed, 

A hot Catarrh is cured by Medicines which diſcharge the mitter offending,and which doth thicken 
it and revel it ; asaiſo by correRting the diftemper of the parts ſending and receiving it. 

For this end, firlt let blood, if nothing hinder, by which the Humor flowing is revelled, and the

A light ſweet Medicine thickning and ſweetning the Humor, is made of the Yelks of two news 
laid Eggs, diſſolved in five or 6x Ounces of Spring-water, with one Ounce of Sugar ; heat them 
well, and ftir th:m upon the fire, and take it as hotias you can Morning and Evening for three days 
together.

| And at laſt you muſt labour for a ſtronger reſtraining of the Flux, and thickning of the Humor with 
this Syrup.

The Spirit of Sulphur and Vitriol, three or four drops given Morning and Evening in convenient 
Liquor, hath great force againſt all Catarrhs, eſpecially againſt thoſe which come from Inflammation 
of the Bowels : It may be given in drink in a ſmaller quantity, for it gocs with the Drink through all 
the Veins, and hinders the motion of the Humors, 

The Cryſtal Mineral is for the ſame uſe given with Juleps and other Medicines. 

When theſe do not avail, we muſt be conſtrained to uſe Narcoticks or Stupefatives : Among 
which Laudanurh is the beſt, given to four or- five Grains at bed-time , or one Ounce, or half an 
Ounce of Syrup of Poppies : Theſe do wonders being uſed in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. Neiv 
Treacle given at Night from a Scruple to halfa Dram, hath the ſame torce. 

Benediftus Faventins uſeth the following Pills in a falt Catarrh with good ſucceſs, 

Take of the Juyce of Liquorts rwo Drams : waſht Aioes one Dram : Pilulz de Cynogloſlo balf a

The Troches of So/enander betore-mentioned are excellent.

A beating or pulſarive pain comes of thin 
cholerick blood or ſpirics aboundifig, by which the Arteries being ſtretched and fivoln, dobeat more 
vehemently and ſhake the Methbranes, and fo ſtriking the adjacent parts, cauſe in them a ſence of 
Pulſation, as Ga/ez teach:th more at large, 2. de /oc. aff. c. 3+ 

C AU SES. From what is ſaid, the chief Cauſes of a Headach are ſufficiently declared, which 
in general are referred to the ſolution of continuity, as.to the immediate cauſe : for whatſoever doth 
bring a maiteſt or hidden ſolution of continuity, 1s like to bring a Headach. 

SIGNS, The Signs of the kinds of Headch, and of the cauſes that produce them, may be 
learned from what is ſaid, and theretore we come to the Prognoſticks. 

PROG. An external Headach is-always leſs dangerous and eafier cured then the internal. 

A Headach in a ſharp Feaver with thin and white Yrine 1s dangerous, for it ignifies the cholerick 
matter is ſent into the Brzin, whence there is fear ofa Phrenhie. 

A ſtrong pain of the Head ſuddenly ſerfing without evacuation following, or mitigation of the 
Diſeaſe, is Geadty . for it ſignifies the deſtruction of the Animal Faculty, which no more feeleth that 
objec which cauſed the orief, 

In a great Headach it 1s evil to have the outward parts cold, for by th vehemency of the pain 
there is a trong attra&tion of heat to the part affected, which wall cauſe inflammation. 

They thitrecover of a Diſeaſe in the inferiour parts, and have aftera vehement Headach, if a ma- 
nifeſt evacuation went rat before, will have an Impoſthume in their Brain, for it fgnifzs a tranflation 
of the matter which cauſed the Diſeaſe into the Brain. 

They who vomit greenin an Headach, and are deaf being awake,are ſuddenly very mad,1. Prorrh, 
for it ſiginifieth a colle&ion of Choler intothe Brain, which maketh the Stomach conſent therewith, 
and ſafer, 

Headach and noiſe in the Ears without a Feaver, or a giddineſs, or deafneſs, or numbneſs of the 
hands fignifieth an Apoplexy or Epilepfie to be at hand, F/yp. in Coacts : For thoſe Symptomes 
come from abundance of thick flegm in the Brain, 

To Women with Child ſleepy and heavy Headaches are evil, 1. Prrrb, for they fignifie- the flux 
of humors to the head, which when they are many in Women with Child by reaſon they have not 
their Courſes, do threaten danger. 

A Headach which was not from the beginning of the Diſeaſe, but roſe from the diſturbatce. of the 
body, ſhes that there will be a Crifis by bleeding at the Noſe, or by Vomit, 
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CH RE. Siicethen the pain of the Head eometh either of a cold ar hot Cauſe, we muſt, dire&

That a cer- 
tain man after a irong Vomut loſt his fight, and that he cured him with giving him the ame 'Medicing 
again,for as the Humors being too much-ftirred by a viotent Vomut, and caſt upon the Optick Nerves 
compreſſing them, did hinder the paſſage of the Spirits to the Eyes; (o the ſame Humors being carri- 
ed away by the ſame Medicine, the Diſeafe became' cured.

tuce which hurts the Eyes.

Old 
Phyſitians ſay, Treacle is reputed to be of excellent vertue to this purpoſe , which-may be taken by a 
dram every night with Fennel, Eyebrigkt, or Celandine Water twice or thrice in a week. Nutmeg 
eaten every morning faſting, is much commended if it be long cherved that the vapor may be carrie 
to the Eyes ; if you fear that the ſwallowing down thereof ſhould offend by reaſon of the heat, it may 
be ſpit forth aſter it is chewed. Candied Myrobalans taken in the morning are thought to cleer the 
fight exceedingly.

CHAP, II , 


Of the Di ſeaſes of the Cryſtalline Humor. 


He Cryſtalline Humor is the chief Inſtrnment of fight , and therefore ought tobe kept more 
pare and perſpicuous than the reſt, that that ſence may more freely be exerciſed. And if it be 
ſoiled 1n the leaſt meaſure, the ſence of Seeing 1s much hindered. 

The chief Diſeaſe whereby the purity thereof is infeCted, is called Glaucoma (or _the changing of 
the Cryſtalline Humor into a fiery redneſs ) and this happens when the Cryſtalline Humor is made 
thick by dryneſs, as in old people, from ſome drying and condenſing cauſe it is often ſeen, 

This Diſeaſe is known, by a plain appearance of a thick white about the Pupilla , and when all 
05je&ts are apprehended by the Patient as through a cloud or ſmoak. But it is hard to diſtinguiſh 
this Diſeaſe from a Suffufion which repreſenteth ſuch a whiteneſs about the P»pi//a ; Hence it is that 
many Authors do not diſtingniſh between a G/ancoma and a Suffuſion. But they which diligently ob-

HE Watery Humor is out of ts Natural Condition, when it is diſtempered in quantity or qua- 
| Þ lity. When the Diſtemper is in quantity; it is enlarged ox diminiſhed, and makes the Pupilla 
be dilated or contrated, which Diſeaſes ſhall be fdoonrs 1oned' an their places. When the Diſtemper. 
is.in quality ,_ it becomes thicker, -and that comes from another Humour mixed ith it, and that is- 

Suffufion , which we bere ſpeak of: For although Galex /1:c-48 Symp. cauſ.. cape. 2, ſhew-, 
eth that a Suffuſion may come from the condenſationot the water banc midant acceſs of an ex- 
crementitious Humor : Yet becauſe it happens ſeldom, aud - is known rather: by. imagination than 
art, and is altogether incurable ;. omitting that, we ſhall ſpeak of chat Suffufion only-which cometh 
from the afflux of another excrement or hamor.

This is the Cauſe of a true Suffukon : There is another Baſtard Suffuſion- which comes from va- 
pors ſent from the Rtomach and other parts into the Eyes. Gates. 4. de loc. aff. cap. 2+. taught. that 
vapors may be ſent from the Head to the Eyes, and make a Baſtard Suffuſion ; but although . Au- 
thors ſpeak of tvo ſorts of Suffufions , yer they are for the moſt part united, and a ſpurious or falſe 
Pleurtfie 1s complicated or joyned with a true one ; becauſe vapors ſentfrom the lower parts to the 
Brain are eaſily carried to thoſe parts of the Head which are weakned with any Diſeaſe, and this 
appears in that all troubled with Suffufions are leſs troubled:;- and ſee better in the morning than at 
noon or night, becauſe after dinner or ſupper many vapors areſent up from the Stomack to the Eyes 
which diſturb the fight. And Experience teacheth, that men ſo diſeaſed have their fight more dull 
and dark preſently after meat, than a fey hours after, Moreover, all that have a Saffafion relate that 
they ſee in the Air little bodies , as Gnats, Flyes, Hairs, Cobwebs; and the like + which could not 
be but by the groſs vapors which are ſent to the Eye, and there move : for although Authors ſuppoſe 
that theſe repreſentations depend upon ſome thick Humors contained in the Eye, which make a Suffu- 
fion : yet this 1s not credible, Becauſe then it ſhould alvaies move in the Eye, to repreſent thoſe 
little Bodies which fly in the Air, which is contrary to Reaſon, But rather withour queſtian , the va- 
pors are in perpetual motion, and ſo can repreſent thoſe flying fancies. 

A Watery Humor 18 the chief avd moſt ordinary cauſe of a Suffuſion, yet other Humors at leaſt in 
a ſmall quantity may be mixed therewith ; and if Choler be mixed, then it is citrine or yellowiſh, if 
Melancholy, then it is a black Suffufion, | 

And thoſe Humors uſe to flow to the Eyes when they are weak, either Naturally, or by Acci- 
dent. 

Froma Natural debility comes a thruſting forth of the Eyes , for they who have ſuch Eyes, are 
very ſubje& to a Suffufion ; for.ſuch Eyes uſe to be great, and therefore the vertue ſpread abroad is 
leſs inthem : asalſo by reaſon of their largeneſs they do more eafily receive humors and vapors. Ex- 
ternal cauſes make an accidental or adventitious debility, as a troak, contuſion, barks, a Southern and 
rainy habitation or ſeaſon, heat of the Sun, ſmoak, continual reading, eſpecially by candle light, and 
the like : All which may alſo cauſe a flux of hamors to the Eyes, 

Now the Humors flow from the Brain to the Eyes by the Veins, by the Tunicle called #vea , and 
by the Oprick-Nerve, The Veins by which they flow are divers : either thoſe which come from the 
Pericraninm © the Conjunttiva, thence to the Cornea and Xwvea t or thoſe which come from the Me- 
ninges , from which ſome branches come to the Membranes of - the Eye, from which Membranes, 
eſpecially from the /vea, the excrementitious humors may eafily fall into the watery humor being 
ſo neer. 

Fivally, Humors may eafily be carried by the Optick Nerve from the Brain z by the Twnica Re- 
tiformis and Aranea, to the Cryſtalline z and then the matter of the Suffuſion Ricks upon the ſu-

Thirdly , Inatrue Suffufion the Symptomes are continual, a have no-intermilſion :, in'a Baſtard 
Suffufion, they are ſomtimes encreaſed and remitted, as the vapors are more or leſs which are ſent un- 
to the Brain. Sothey are fever when the ſtomach is empty, than when it is full, eſpecially preſent- 
ly after meat,: for then a greater company of Vapors do aſcend, which ſent to the Eyes repreſent to 

fight, Flies, Gnats, Cobwebs, and ſuch like {mall bodies, not alwaies, but at ſome times only, 
Which little bodies repreſented in $he Air, depend upon the Vapors as aforeſaid : but in regard”the 
F yes are weakned by a true Suffuſion there is almoſt a continual ſending up of vapors unto them, and 
therefore there is a continual appearance oftheſe little bodies flying in the Air. Moreover, there is a 
conſtant darkneſs of fight in a true Suffuſion, being alwaies after the ſame manner, as if all the objeas 
were ſeen through a cloud gr thick glaſs, which is the proper fign of this Diſeaſe; but in abaftard Sufe 
fuſion, there is ſomtimes a greater, ſomtimes a leſs,and ſomtimes almoſt no dimneſs atall of the fight, 
even as the vapors are many, or feiv, or none that are ſent to the Eyes. 

Laſtly, A true Suffuſion grows in a ſhort time, and is confirmed for the moſt part in fix moneths, 
and ſomtimes it encreaſeth in a ferv daies : and Ferne/ias faith, 5. Patho/. cap. 5. nat a Suffufion was 
perfe& in one day, which we alſo have often ſeen ; but a baſtard Suffufion continueth many years 
without encreaſe.

Bur fince this Ope> 
ration hath been ſometimes ſucceſsful, it may be tryed by thoſe who have no other hopes of Cure; 
For it is better, as Ce!/» ſaith, to try a doubtful Medicine or Remedy , than None 
In a confirmed Catara& , if when the other Eye is ſhut, the Papilla appeareth larger in'the Eye 
affeced, there is hope of Cure by Conching ; bur if it be no larger, it is uncurable , as Galen teach- 
&th, 1. de ſymp.ca/, cap. 2, becauſe the Optick Nerve is obſtruQed, and the ſpirits cannot come to 
the Pupilla, though it be open. | 

But if the Patient perceive no light when the Pupilla is enlarged by the ſhutting of the other Eye, 
he cannot be recovered by the Needle ; becauſe the vifive ſpirit is troubled and obſcure, and there- 
fore unfit for fight. 

A black CataraQ, free from all brightneſs, can neither be Cured by Phyfick, nor Chirnrgery ; 
becauſe the Viſive Spirits are deſtroyed ; but a cleer Catara& that hath, ſome ſplendor, is Cure-

Theſe alſo are uncurable for the moſt part, a green, dark, very yellow and hard CataraRt : and 
that which moveth and is coloured like quickfilver, | 

A Catara&t which repreſenteth obje&s full of holes, is not to be tampered with : For fince the 
matter is of the Center of the Pupilla, it is to be feared leſt when the Needle is thruſt in, the whole 
Pupilla be filled with the matter, and ſo the fight be utterly loſt, | 

The Operation of the Necdle is more ſucceſsful in a full Eye, and that which keeps its natural | 
greatneſs : But if the Eye be ſmall and decayed, it is leſs ſucceſsſut. 

In Old men, this Operation is not to be tryed, nor in Children, in them the Diſeaſe is incurable : 
in theſe thz Humors are tooſoft beirg not ripe; there is moſt hope of ſacceſs in young perſons,” 

If this Operation be , when ſame part of the Suffuſion Aloweth down ( if the Eye be compreſſed ) 
and appeareth more large, and after r2tarneth to its former ſation and figure, it is not ſucceſsful ; be- 
cauſe the Cataradt is not yet ripe, bat thin. and crude : But if by a compreſſing with the finger there 
1s no change of the ſhape and figure of it ; it is then ripe and may be couched with a Needle.

Pupilla 1s by degrees dilated to receive more light for the clearing of fight, and then thoſe thi 
which at firſt entrance were not ſeen, are clearly perceived, On the contrary, they which go ph 
dark into a very light place, cannot at firſt 1ndure the bght, and their Eyes are much dazled, becauſe 
the Pupilla being much dilated before in the dark place for to get light enough into the Eye, when 
it comes ſuddenly thus inlarged into a great lizht, too matk4ibbegin into the Eye, and ſo makes it 
dazle and diſturbs the fight, Whence it appears, that light neceſlaty to ſight ought to paſs into the 
Eye in a moderate quantity, and for the receiving thereof, it is neceſſary that the Pupilla be mode- 
rately large.

CAUSES. Now the preternatural Dilatation of the Pupilla-is either in the firſt Original, which 
is not to be tampered with, or comes of preternatural Cauſes, which ate either Internal or External: 
The neareſt and moſt immediate of the Internal Cauſes 1s the ſtretching of the 4vea, which 
comes either of drineſs or repletion. | | 
Drineſs doth ftretch the /vea, and makes the form of the, Pupilla larger, as when Leather pierced 
through, when it is dried hath the hole larger : And this dry Diftemper comes trom long Watching, 
Feavers, andother drying Cauſes. | 
The Repletion of the /vea when it diſtendeth it on every fide makes the Pupilla larger, apgthis 
is produced either of vapors and wind ſent ivto the Eye, or of humors flowing thither, or fromthe 
extraordinary increaſe of the yatry humor of the Eye z or laſtly, from the ſwelling of the Tunicle 
Uvea it ſelf. To theſe Cauſes ive may add, the Convulion of the Lvea, which appeareth chiefly in 
Epileptical fits , for then all the Nervous and Membranous parts are diſtended, and ſo is alfothe 
Uvea ; and this appears chiefly moſt manifeſt inEpileptick Children,in whom: the Dilatation: ofthe 
Pupilla is ſo great, that it is over all the Cucle called ris, and therefore the fightis aboliſhed. |; 
The Internal Cauſes are a ftroak, ora fall, or a retention of the Spirits, as in' Women in Child- 
birth,and Trumpeters. A froak or fall make a Defluxion to the Eyes, hence comes extending of the 
Pupilla ; retention of Spirits makes wind and humors, from whence comes Diftention. 
DIAGNOSTIC K. The knowledge of this Diſeaſe is not difficult, becauſe it may be feen 
with your Eyes, eſpecially zfthe Phyſician knew before it became infirm how large naturally thePu- 
pilla was , as alſo if there be a hindrance of the fight by reaſon of the over-largeneſs of it. efy 3 
Moreover, the natural largeneſs of the Pupilla is known by this : If when you ſhut one Eye, the 
Pupilla of the other is Jarger, which will not be in a preternatural dilatation, rn then the Uyea 
cannot be furtherextended. . 
' Laſtly I$this dilatation of the Pupilla be onely in one Eye, it is preternatural, and fignifieth one 
Eye only is affeRed. = 
PROGNOSTICK. As to the Prognoſtick , the Dilatation of the Pupilla from the Ori- 
ginal ſo, is incurable , bat that which cometh after is hardly cured, eſpecially that which comes of

So when the Eye is in its natural condition, and is in a light 
lace, the Pupilla is contracted leſt it ſhould take in roo much light, if ſaddenly it bE'in a 
dark Room, the things therein contained are little or ſcarcely ſeen at the firſt entrance, by reaſon of 
the aforeſaid contraGuon. Afterwards when the Pupilla. is dilated, all things are ſeen rightly , there- 
fore in a place mcderately light, the breadth of the Pupilla ought robe moderate, that it may receive 
moderate light, not $00 much, nor too little for making a perfeR fight ; But 1f the Pupilla be too

Hence Ga/en (aid in 1. de ſymp- ca/. cap. 2. That they who are born with ſmall Pupilla's ſee beſt, 
Or the Rraightneſs of the Pupilla comes from preternatural Cauſes, namely, over-much moiſtare, 
drineſs or defect of the Watry-humor, and want of, Spirits. 

The Pupllla is contracted by humidity, when the Uvea is relaxed, and ſo makes the hole leſs or nar- 
rower ; For although the dilatation of the Pupilla come of the ſame- humidity ; yet contrary effects 
come not of the ſame cauſe, becauſe if thz Cauſe may be called the ſathe, it ought to have the ſame 
relation to itseffeRs, but Humidity is not in the lame manner when it makes a Dilatation, tor it 
makes that by filling and diſtending the Membrane, but it makes the Anguſtia or narrownels by relax- 
ing it, it relaxeth when it is united to its ſubſtance. 

Concerning drineſs there is the. ſame difficulty, fince it is mentioned among the cauſes of dilating 
the Pupilla. Bat this is the Difference, When th2 Uvea if dried, and the humors of the Eye re-

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main an their due quant! , then it makes a dilatation of the Pupilla, becauſe it looſeth not the Ex-

Laſtly, The narrownefs of the Pupilla comes from the defe of Spirits, or from the fewneſs of 
them, when by-reaſon of the ObſtruCtion of the Optick Nerve or ſame other cauſe, the Vifive Spirit 
cannot come to the Eyes, which when it is filled with Spirit hegpe its Tunicles extended ; but when 
it wanteth Spirits they grow lax and fall together. Hence the conſtriction of the Popilla uſually 
cometh : this appeareth in very old men, in whom the Pupilla is'made narrory by reaſon of the want 
of Spirits. X ; 
| D1.4 GNOSTIC K, This Diſeaſe is known eafily being open to the ſence, forif one Eye 
alone ſuffer, by comparing it with the other, you may perceive the ſtraightneſs of the Pupilia ; but 
if both ſuffer, by looking /upon the Eyes of another man who is ſound fighted, you finde it out. 

PROGNOSTICK. Asto the Prognoſtick, a ſtraightneſs in the Pupilla whith cometh 
from the loſs of the watry humor in the Eye 1s incurable, becauſe when that is once loſt it cannot be 
recruited, eſpecially 1n old folk , in. young people ſometimes the watry humor of the Eye hathbeen 
let forth by a Wound, and hath been ants > 0 : A Conltrition of the Pupilla from drineſs can 
ſcarce and very hardly be cured ; but thatwhich comes from moiſture , in the beginning and being 
young, may eafily be cured, but an old one very hardly. 

C1 RE. The Cure of this Diſeaſe diftereth not from the former, for they come both from the 
fame Cauſes, namely, Drineſs or Moiſture, which Diſtempers although they | poooes contrary EP-

The Cornea 1s altered mn colour when it is blood-ſhot, which Diſeaſe is called S»gilatio, and then 
all Objects appear red : Or when Choler is got intoit, as in thoſe who have the Yellow- Jaudice 
and then the Obje&ts uſe to appear yellow according to Ga/en's Dotrine, which is to be underſtood 
of a great eff:fion of Choler upon the Cornea, for Fi be onely lightly dyed therewith, which often 
happeneth ( for the Tunicle Adnara receiveth more Choler than the Cornea ) then the Objefts

DIAGNOSTICK. Theſe Diſeaſes need their peculiar Diagnoſis for the knowledge of 
them, becauſe they are apparent to the Sences, but eſpecially A/b»go, which is thicker and more 
white, and more hindreth the fight : So alſo that which is more ſuperficial is more white ; bur that 
which is deeper declineth unto black, becauſe it is nearer to the Uyea, which being its ſelf black,

CHAP. VIII. 


Of Ophthalmia, or Inflammation of the Eyes. 


\He Tunicle called Adnata 18 fo joyn'd to the Cornea, that many Diſeaſes are in both ; as 
the Inflammation of the Eyes, though it-is proper to the Adnata, yet it is often extended.to 
the Cornea, and produceth divers Diſeaſes in it, namely, Ulcers, Hypopyon, when mattex 
is underneath 4/bugo, or Pin and Web, aud others. So alſo Paſtales, and other Tumors, 

Wounds and Ulcers are common to both Tunicles. Therefore becauſe all the Diſeaſes of theſe Tu- 
nicles cannot be ſpoken of ſeverally, we will onely ſpeak of the Diſeaſes of the Adnata before we 
ſpeak more of the Cornea. , * 

Beginning with an Ophthalmy ; We ſay, that it is asthe word in Greek ſheweth, onely an In- 
flammation of the Eye, and by all Authors 1t 1s uſed for the Inflammation of the. Adnara, or Conjun- 
fiva. It is called by zhe Latines Lippirado or blood-ſhotneſs, fince Cornelis Colſm, Lad 

DIFFERENCES. This lnflammation as it 1s greater orgeſs, hath a threefold Difference, 
The firſt 1s called in Greek Tarax#;, in Latine Conturbatio, which according to Pax/zu cometh from 
an external Cauſe, namely, the Sun, Smoak, Duſt, Oyl, and the like : but it may alſo come of an 
internal, namely, by fault of the Stomach atter drinking of Wine, or other Diſtempers , and this is 
a light Inflammation called Ph/ogofis, witl: a ſmall pain and redneſs, yet it ſometimes turgeth into 2 

true Ophthalmy, and is the Original of it, 

But a-true Ophthalmy comes always from an internal Cauſe, and.-it is atrue Inflammation with 
which Tumor, redneſs, and pain, it is called by Ce/ſz, Lippitudo or blood-ſhotne(s, becauſe there 
cleavetha thick Excrement, which the Latines call Lippa. 

The third 1s called Chemoſjs in Greek, in Latine Chemeſss alſo, and it 18 when an Inflammation 
ocoweth ſo high that it is very great with vehement pain, and both the Eyebrows are inverted o that 
the Eyes can ſcarce be covered therewith ; and the White of the Eye ſtands higher, and the red doth 
cover moſt part of the /- Circle. In Children, ard ſuch as have great Eyes, this hath often hap- 
pened, and it comes from a great repletion, and from flegmy Humors, 

There is another difference of the Ophthalmy taken out of. Hypecrares, Aph. 14. Se, 3. by 
which it is divided unto a moiſt and a dry Ophthalmy : the moiſt Ophthalmy is that which is alread 
deſcribed, and hath a weeping. But the dry Ophthalmy called by Hypocrates, Xerophtha/mia, whic 
6ometh in dry weather, is made of Choller, or burnt or aduſt Melancholy, and is ſuch as wanteth 
humidity in part, and therefore there is no weeping. Thereare other ſubdiviſions from the adjun&s, 
for if there be an itching joyned with at, it is called P/orophthalmia z but if it come with hatdneſs 
of the Eye-lids, it is called Sc/erophthalmia. 

There is alſo another difference of Ophthalmies taken out of Galen, 2. de diff. febrinm, cap. 11. 
where he ſaith, That ſome are Periodical or-ſuch as come by fits, to thoſe which have a very hot 
and moiſt head and weak Eyes, fit to receive a Defluxion. Theſe after many years have a conſump- 
tion of their Eyes and loſe their fight ; hence it 1s called 7abida Ophtha/mia or a conſuming Oph- 
thalmy, or an Ophth1Imy which ends in a conſumption of the Eye, 

Theze is alſo another difference taken from the immediate cauſe, which is Defluxion or Congeſti-

S a Cancer may come in other parts, ſo ſometimes it breeds'in the Eyes. And though the 
A knowledge and cure of a Cancer is in the Treatiſe of external Diſeaſes, yer ie will ſpeak 
briefly here of thoſe things which propetly belong to a Cancer in the Eye. 

A Cancer is either occult,or hidden,or ulcerated. The occult is reckoned among Tutors, and it is 
called a Cancerous Tumor, or a Cancer of the Eye : But the ulcerated is called a Cancerons Ulcer 
in the Eye, he's « 

But in both there is an uneqtial hardneſs, a blery Lead colour, a trong pricking pain, eſpecially a- 
bout th&Head and Temples the Veins adjoyning are blew and very ful. Sometimes aduſt and 
ſharp blood floweth from the part affe&ed, when the Cancer is ulcerated. And this pain is in- 
creaſed by anywvarm Medicines. 

The Diſeaſe is incurable as well inthe Eye as in any other part when itis fixed ; except it be ta-

[therto we have ſpoken of the Diſeaſes of the Eyes which happen in the Humors and upon 
the Tunicles ; it remaineth that we ſpeak of the Diſeaſes of the Corners of the Eyes and 
Eye-lids. 

And firſt of thz Tumor in the great Corner of the Eye, by the root of the Noſe called «gy/p:, 
an1 Aachylops, if not broken. 

This little Tumor 1s either with or without Inflammation, 

CAUSE, When it is inflamed it 1s like a ſmall Phlegmon or Bile, red about, with a ſhooting 
pain : And it comes of thin and cholerick blood that flows into the part by the Veins of the Tem- 
ples, Forehead and Face, and (» impoſtumateth ; which being often, produceth an Ulcer, which 
ſpeedily turns hollow, and then it 1s called Fiftx/a Lacrymalis. And if this continueth one year, 
there is a Caries or foulneſs of the Bone, as Hypocrates ſaith, 45. Se&. 6. In Ulcers of a year old 
the Bone is foal ; And this Caries 1s known by the Cavity, which 1s known by the finger and by the 
ſtinking matter flowing from it. 

Sometimes it comes without Inflammation, and then it is bred of a thick limy Humor, like Pulſe

After the Impoſthume is opened, you muſt cleanſe the Ulcer, and heal it as others. But ifthe Fi- 
ſtula, cure it thus: 

Firſt make a general Evacuation by bleeding and purging. You muſt divert the Defluxion from 
the Head by Cupping-Glaſles, Veſicatones and Cauſticks applied to their proper places, and then 
uſe the DecoCtion of China or Sarſaperilla tor many days.

If the diſtemper of the Liver be the cauſe of the Defluxion ( asit often is ) you muſt have a ſpe-

The firſt is of Deafneſs 
and thick Hearing.. The ſecond of noife in the Ears. The third of pain in the Ears. The fourth of 
thoſe things which preternaturally come forth of the Ears.

E-comprehend Deafneſs and thick Hearing in one Chapter , becauſe they come of the 

WW: Cauſes, differing onely in Degrees, ſo that when they are great theytake the Hear - 
Ing quite away, when leſs ws dro it ; Andboth theſe are called vulgarly Deafneſs, 
for thy who cannot hear any but ſuch as ſpeak very loud, are called deaf folk. 

But Syrdi: a; properly or Deafneſs, is called in Greek Cophoſis , when the Hearing is totally 
gone, ſo thit the Parient either heareth no.noiſe, or if he dohe' cannot diſtinguiſh it. Theſe are 
often dumb if they are born ſo; | not onely becauſe men learn to ſpeak by Hearmg, but by reaſon of 
the great conſent that is between the Inſtruments of Hearing and Speaking by the Nerve of the fifth 
Conjugation, whoſe chief Branches are brought to the Ear, but ſome of them reach to the Tongue 
a1 
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and Throat ;. whence it is, that when the inner Ear 1s pulled, there isa cough raiſed; and the reaſon 
is plain, for they who are born deaf, if they had their Inſtrumentsof Speech corrupted, would by 'a 
Natural Inſtin& ſend forth ſome Articulate Voyce : 'as other Creatares, although they are kept from 
their birth from other Creatures of the ſame kind, ſo that they never hear them, yet they produce 
their connatural Voyce ; but men bora deaf never ſent forth an Articulate Voyce, but onely a con- 
fuſed ſound, which argueth a manifeſt hurt of thoſe parts which ſerve for Speech. Now the hurt of 
thoſe parts 4s chiefly from humidity, which affeting that Nerve which goeth to the Ears, Tongue

Thick Hearing is called in Greek Barazcoia, an@they who are {9 hearWifkchltly, and underſtand

CAUSES. Boththeſe Diſeaſes come from the diſtemper of the Brain or Ears. 

A cold diſtemper of the Brain, or Repletion, or Weakneſs, or ſome other hurt in that part, eſpe- 
cially in which is the riſe and progreſs 0 the hearing Nerye, may cauſe Deafneſs or thick Hearing, 

SI G NS: The Diſeaſes ofthe Ears are either mn the inſide or outGde thereof, 

In the Exterior Cavity, aperfe& or an imperte& ſtoppage from a Tumor, Impoſthame , or Blood, 
Matter, Flegm, and other things coming either from within or without, may cauſe a defe& in the 
Hearing. But you muſt obſerve, that the ſtoppage of the external paſſage cannot make a perfe& and 
abſolute Deafneſs, but onely a thick Hearing, becauſe ſounds may be carried by the Mouth alſo to 
the Ears : For there is an open way trom the internal Cavity of the Ear to the Palate, by which 
ſounds do eafily paſs and infinuate themſelves into the Ears, and this paſſage is made for the purging 
of the Ears : And many Experiments do they that a ſound may paſs through the open mouth to the 
Ears. We may dbſerve that they who are very thick of hearing will open theit mouths*thafthey 
may better hear thoſe that ſpeak unto them.

Sed, 4. where Hypocates ſaith, 
That cholerick Evacuations are good for deat men ; ſometimes bloody are good, for itis maniteſt, 
that the deafneſs accompanied with the Crifis comes tremthe flux of blood to the Ears, Nov the 
Humors are ſometimes ſent from the whole Body tothe Ears, as in continual Feavers and eſpecially 
thoſe that are malignant, The ill compoſition of the Inſtruments of Hearing produceth the ſame et- 
fe&s ; as when the Tinipane or Drum groweth too looſe by a violent noiſe or over-moiſineſs + ang 
for this reaſon deaf people are more thick of hearing in Southerly-weather, becauſe the Is, 1s 


relaxed by the moiſtneſs of the Air ; or when the Timpane is over-ſtretched or dried after a vWent 
Diſeaſe, long watching or faſtivg; or when it is broken by violent motions, or eaten by a corfading 
humor : Sometimes blood cometh forth after a great hurt and matter without hindrance to the hear- 


ing, becauſe the paſſage is berween the Bone and the Membrane, Or when any parts of the Ear, i 
ther originally, or by ſome outward cauſe, as ſtroke, fall, or the like, are put out of their natyral or- ©

Ain of the Ears called Ora/gia in Greek, is a violent Diſeaſe, both in reſpe& of the part affeted, 
namely, the invvard Membrane which goeth about the Cavity of the Ear,as alſo by reaſon of the 
nearneſs of the'Brain which often ſiffereth ar the ſane time. 10 
Bat fince alf pain comes from the ſolution of Continuity, all thoſe _— cauſe pain in the Ears, 
waich do diffalye rhe Continuity of thoſe ſenſible parts which compaſs the Cavity of the Ear : the 
chief whereof are Diſtempers both without and within, Matter, Wounds, Ulcers, or things fallen, ot 
put into the Eats Externally. 
A Cold diſtemper.doth ſometimes cauſe pain'in the Ears, and it comes from cold Winds, cold 
Baths, and very cald Cauſes, | 
A Hot hn 6 "without Matter, ſeldom or never produceth a pain in the Ears, as a Cold 
doth : For Cold 's' an Enemy to theſe Nervous and 'Membranonspiie, but Heat is 2 Friend to 
them. Nor can it cauſe any pain but that which is exceffive, and wilt cauſe a deflaxion vf Hutnors 
tothe parts, and'then it is not without Matter. For this Cauſe neither Ga/en, nor any of the an= 
cient Greeks made mention of a hor'diſtemper, although Avicez bf the Arabians have mentioned 


it, 

Nov the Cold Matter which cauſeth pain in the Ears, is either flegm or water which comes from 
the Brain into them, or elſe Wird from the Brain or the inferior parts. 

Bat the Hot Matter is either Choler that falls from the Veins and Arteries into thoſe parts, or 
Blood, from whence cometh Inflammation. : 

The aforeſaid Cauſe produceth an occult Solution of Continaity from whence cometh Pain.” Bur 
afanifeft Solution of Continuity, as Wounds and Ulcers are more evident Cauſes of Pain.” Wounds 
come from external Punures, Cuts and Contufions. But Ulcers come either after Inflammation 
and breaking of an Tmpoſthame, or from ſharp Humors that corrode the parts. 
R Finally, Things that get into the Ear outyvardly, if they be hard, ſharp or any ways piercing or

You may knowall theſe Cauſes thus, Tf the diſtemper be withou tMatter, there will be no heavi-

If the piin come fromſharp Medicines, drop in the Oyl of ſweet or bitter Almonds with Myrrh, 
Aloes, and Saff;on zand if it be violent, mix a little Opium, or drop in the Oyl made of yelks of Eggs 
in a Leaden Mortar. 

If the Ulcer be very foal, you muſt uſe  gypriacumns, diffolved in the aforeſaid Jayces. 

Lattly, Ga/en, «Afi, a0d others, both Greeks and Arabians do much commend the Ruſt of Iron 
for the drying of Uicars in the Ear. 
Galens 3. de come. med. ſec. loc, aſeth Scales of Iron ground or boyled with the ſharpeſt Vine- 


Taller in his Comment upon that Chapter dott; preter the Arabian Preparation, fcr they fuſt grind 
the Iron with Vinegar, then they dry it ; thus wr ſeven times ; then they make it very fine, and 
boyl it long with the beft Vinegar, while it 1s as thick as Honey, and then they dry it, and ufe it with 
Honey or other Liquors. 

If the Pain of the Ear come from any thing fallen into it, as a little ſtone, Cherry-ſtone,or the like, 
which will be very grievous, and ſometimes cauſe Convulfions, Inflammations, and Death ; as Aat- 
thens de Gradi ſth ofa Boy of ten years old had a Cherry-ſtone in bis ear, and through the ignorance 
ofthe Chirurgeon, he endured great pain,and after died. 

You muſt crayy out theſe things thus : 

Firſt, You maytry with an Ear picker, which you muſt caretully attempt, leſt your Inſtrument force 
it further, which often happeneth, : 

Therefore if that which 1s fallen into the ear do kill the hole, it is better to abſtain from the uſe of 
the Ear-picker, and try theſe Remeclies : 

Pantas uſethto.dip his armed Ear-pickerin Rofin, Turpentine, Gum, or the like ; and to put it 
Into the Ear, turning of it till you get it outby degrees. 

If thus you cannot, put hot Oyl continually into the Ear to relax the part, and make the thing con- 
rained {lippery, ſo it will eafier come forth. 

Ufe Neeſings with the month and Noftrils ſhut, for it ſo will be forced out of the Ears. 

Theſe ate tobe followed till the party be treed ; for if it continue long in the Ear, it will be infla-

Flea by reaſon of its affeftion to dogs come into it, Or make a tent, and put it often into the Ear, 
with a little Turpentine. | 

Oftentimes through ſwimming, or waſhing of the Head, water getteth into the Ears. which is ye 
troubleſome : this is ſhaken forth by hopping on the contrary: foot, and holding the Ear down. If 
this will not do, you muſt ſuck it out with a Reed, or pair ot Bellows, If you arm the pipe with tow 
to make it ſtick cloſe, and keep the air out of the Ear, it will be better,

Chap. IV: | 


Of thoſe things which come forth of the Cavities of 
the Ears preternaturally. 


Any - 0a things come out of the Ears, which we will ſet down particularly with their 
Remedies. 

Fuſt, After an Impoſthame is broken which came after an Inflammation, or from an Ulcer coming 
_ harp Humors, filth, or matter, uſeth to come forth ; whoſe Cure is laid down in the formes 
Chapter. 

Slnerince blood comes out of the Ears , as in wounds of the head, or blows by which the Veins 
of the Ears are broken or rent. If this flux be ſmall,it is not to be ſtopt,becauſe by the being retained, 
it ould cauſe Inflammation ; but if it be great or of long continuance, it muſt be opt by bleeding 
in the Arm, and Cupping-glaſſes applied to the Shoulders with Scarrification, Then you muſt drop 
cooling and binding things 1n, as juyce of Plantane, Polygonum, or the Decoion of Madder, red 
Roſes, Maſtich, Acacia, Hypociſtis, Pomgranate floers, Sumach, and the like, made in Wine and 
Vinegar, or Smuths Forge-water, 

Sometimes Water comes ont of the Brain into the Ears, as in children ; which muſt not be ſtopt, 
for if it be ſuddenly opt, it cauſeth the Falling fickneſs, or ſome grievous Diſeaſe of the Brain - for 
Nature caſts forth Excrements by thar way, though not proper ; and the great moiſtneſs in childrens 
heads is not only purged by ordinary waies ordained by Nature, as the Noftrils and Palate, but alſo 
by the Ears, Eyes, and the whole Head, f:om whence it becomes fore. But when this Evacuation is 
ſymptomatical, and the Humor begins to ulcerate the Ears and hart the hearing, we will lay down 2 
convenient Method for the Cure, 

And firſt, The abounding humors in the Head are to be purged with gentle Medicines often re- 
peatef1, and to be derived by Veſicatories to the Neck, and by a Cauftick, 

Then yoa muſt cleanſe the Ears, and dry them with this Medicine :

Y oe Rink of the Noſtrils, and of the Breath, do much differ ; for that comes enly from the No- 
trils, and this from divers parts ; as from the Stomach, Lungs, Gums, or Jaws being Ulcerated, 
Which you may know by Senſe, or by their proper figns, . * 

CAUSES. Butthe tink in the Noftrils comes of Rinking Vapors either bred in the Noſtrils, as 
in Ozea, S4rcima, or Polypus : or ſent thither from putrid Humors contained in the fore-part of the 
Brain, or about the Proceſſus Mamillares, or Os Cribroſam; Now the Humors do putrifie in the faid 
parts when they are too long retained in them, eſpecially if the Brain be hot and mouſt ; and they are 
retained either by the ſtoppage or aſtriCtion of the parts, as in flat Noſes. 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Diſeaſes of the Noſtrils which produce this ſtink are known by their 
proper ſigns above fnentioned ; bur if you find none, you mutt conjeRure thatthe ſink comes trom a 
putrid Humor in the Brain, Proceſſus Mamillares,or Os Cribroſum. 

PROGNOSTIC K. The Prognoſtick of the ſtink in the Noſe coming of an Ulcer, Polypus or 
Sarcoma, depends upon their Prognoſtick : but that which comes from corrupt Humors contained in 
the fore-part of the Brain, if it be New, is eaſily Cured ; if Old, uncurable : eſpecially if it come 
from a depreſſion and flatneſs of the Noſe. 

CARE. The Cure is performed by removing the Cauſes and "ppeafing the Symptoms. 

"The Care of at Ulcer, Sarcoma, and Po/ypus 1s above mentioned : but you muſt take away the 
putrid Humor in the Brain, Proceſſns Mamillares, or Os Ethmoides, by emptying and Cleanfing 
means, | 

And firſt, You muſt uſe Univerſal Evacuations for Cleanſing the whole body and the brain from 
flegmy Excrements, by Pills, Apozems, and the like ; to which you may add,it there be greatplenty 
of _ Sweating Diet : afterwards adminiſter Errhins that cleanſe and bring forth the Marter 
conjoyned. 

And firſt of all, Let him morning and evening ſnuff up white Wine from the palm of his hand in 
which the leſſer Centaury and Calamints have been boyled.

This is 
confirmed by the old Cultom of ſaying God b/eſf you to' him that Neezeth : which forte ſay. came 
from hence, In the time. of Gregory the Great there was an ordinary Diſcaſe of Neezing by which the 
Patients died ; albeit ſome ſay that Cuſtom is more antient,

They work mediately which do encreate,varm, and make thin the blood, as plentiful Diet,Drun- 
kenneſs, Idleneſs, too much Exerciſe, great Noiſe, Heat,long Raying in the Sun, and the like. 

DIF. The Differences of Hemorrhagia are theſe : Some are Critical, ſcme Symptomatical, 

Critical Haworrhagia's are 1n acute Feavers ,by the torce of Nature endeavoring to expel the cauſe 
of the Diſeaſe this way, as eſpecially in thoſe Diſeaſes Which are joyned with the Tnflammatiorr of 
ſome Entrail,eſpecially of the Liver, or the Spleen, which are many times diſcharged by theſe waies ; 
ſometimes it cames without a Feaver, when Nature diſchargeth her ſelf of the ſuperfluous blood, 
whence we ſee many in their youth have an Hzmorrhagy by fits, and others bleed other waies. 

A Symptomatical Hzmorrhagy happeneth chiefly in Chronical Diſeaſes, in which filthy blood is 
produced by reaſon of the debility of the Liver, or ſ9me other great Diſtemper, which either flows 
through thoſe Veins by the weakneſs of the retentive faculty, or is ſent forth by the expulfive, as an 
unprofitable burden, becauſe impure blood is not fit tonourith the Body. 

DIAG. Hemorrhagia is known of its ſelf , Bat its Cauſes are thus diſtinguiſhed : That which 
cometh by Anaſtomoſs; hath this common with that which comes by Xexin or rupture, in that in both 
the blood floweth plentifully ; but an this they are diſtinguiſhed : If a blow or a fall went before, we 
ſhould ſuppoſe it to'be Rexin : But when Ruption cometh from P/erhora,or much Blood ; as alſo aper- 
tion of the Veins z thus they may be diſtinguiſhed : When the Veſſel 1s broken, the blood fAloweth 
conſtantly ; when it is opened;at a diſtance, and by fits only ; becauſe the Orifices of the Veſſels uſe 
to be knit and cloſed when there is leſs plenty of the Humor which dilateth flowing thereof; but bro- 
ken Veſlels ſtand alwaies open, and therefore blood continually floweth till the ſolution of continuity 
be united. Moreover the opening of a Vem is diſtinguiſhed from the breaking by the ſubRance of 
the Blood « Fox if 1t be thin, it comes from a Veſſel opened ; if thick, it comes trom a broken Veſſel. 
Hence it is that Hzmorthagy comes in yong men for the moſt part by the opening of the Veſſels,be- 
cauſe their blood is thin z butin old men from Ruprion, becauſe theirs is thick. 

If it comes from Eroſion of the Veins, there wiltbe figns of Cacochymia, or ill juyce inthe body 
of an Ulcer, and matter ſometimes comes forth, or at leaſt a ſalt Catarrh hath gone before. If it comes 
by Diaprdeſis, or RarifaRtion, the blood is thin and little. | 

The Cauſes antecedent and external; are eafily diſtinguiſhed : For if it come from plenty of blood; 
there is a red face and large veins : as alſo the Diet hath been large and hot, or there hath been ſome 
external cauſe which hath melted and made thin the blood, and theſe eſpecially befall them who have 
very hot Livers, | u 

If it come from evil Juyce,it is known by its proper figns,which declare whether Choller or Melan- 
choly doth abound : Moreover, the blood will appear corrupt either trom the Noſe, or taken from the 
Arm. 

If it come from the weakneſs of the retentive faculty, the face will be pale, and the whole bod 
weak ; as alſo ſome Diſeaſe hath gone before, by which the Liver was firſt weakned, and then yery 
little blood comes forth, and by degrees. 

If blood comes immediately from the Veins of the Noftrils, it is eaſily Ropt with aftringent Medi- 
cines applied thereto, and there will he no pain in the Head, Contrarywiſe, if it come from the 
Brain, there is ſome pain in ſome = of the Head, the Qux is hardly Ropped, and things putup into 
the Noſe do no good. Sometimes blood comes from other parts, as the Liver, Spleen, Womb, whoſe 
figns are the pains and extenſions in thoſe parts. 

If the blood flows froman Artery, it comes with force, it is hot, pure, freſh, and clear , butwhen 
it comes from a Vein, it is dark, red, thick, ſometimes foul, and comes forth with ſmall force. 

PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoſtick of Hzmorrhagy coming,eſpecually if it be Critical,is taken 
from the hurt a&tionsy when the excrements and qualities are changed: as watchings, and dreams of red 
things, a great pain of the head and neck, heavineſs in the temples, and great beating of thoſe Arte- 
ries, ringing and noiſe in the Ears, duſneſs of the Eyes, with redneſs thereof andthe whole face, ha- 
ting of light, involuntary tears, itching of the Noſe, a drop of blood upon the day that declares the 
Crifis;difficulty of breathing, an extenfion of the Hypochondria without pain, 

The Reaſon of which figns is : When the Blood begins to be carried to the Head, it begets in the 
Head Phantaſms of red thipgs both waking and _—_ : as it happened toa young Roman which 
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> mentioned, /ib. de preſag. ad Poſthumum, cap. 13. he had an acute Diſeaſe,and thought he ſavy 

- Gen about the chreli: Seeling at which being frighted, he leaped out of his bed : Hence 

Galen foretold a Hemorrhagy at hand, and hindered the letting of blood which other Phyſitians had 
bed. | ; ; 

The pain of the Heat and Neck comes from the tranſlation of the blood into the ſuperior parts, 
which by difſtending and pulling the Membranes cauſeth pain. © 

The Arteries in the Temples beat by reaſon of their compreſſion which is cauſed by the fulneſs of 

Veins. | 
web noiſe in the Ears comes from vapors flying in abundance into the Head. : 

The fight is dim becauſe many thick vapors ſent up do ftop the paſſages, Hence it is that when 
paſſage is denied to the Animal Spirits,the fight is dim, | RR 5. 

The things flying before the Eyes called Marmaryges, are nothing but thin bodies divided, and of 
diverſe eolours contained between the Cornea and the Cryſtalline, coming from Vapors aſcending ; 
which though they be inward, yet through deception of the ſight they ſeem to be outward ; becauſe 
the Eye being uſed to ſee External things , ſuppoſeth whatſoever is within, to be with- 


out. 

The Redneſs of the Face and Eyes comes from blood in thoſe parts increaſed : there is a deteſta- 
tion of light, becauſe the Eyes being diſtended with plenty of humors, will be more diſtended yvith 
light, becauſe it diſperſeth rhe Spirits ; Hence the Eye is dilated, vyhich cauſeth pain, vvhich that 
the Patient may avoid, he avoideth the light. | 4 

The involuntary Tears come from the repletion of the Eyes, and the parts adjacent, vvhich being 
too much Diſtended to preſsthe Glandules that contaim the moiſture of vyhich tears are 
made. 

The Itching of the Noftrils comes from vapors aſcending upyvards. 

Drops of blood upon the day of demonſtration, namely, the fourth or eleventh, ſhevyeth that there 
vvill be an Hemorrhagy upon the day of judgment , namely, the ſeventh vr the fourteenth, becauſe 
in thoſe daies Nature begins to transfer the Humors to thoſe parts, 

The breathing is difficult, becauſe yyhile the blood flyethi upyvard it compreſſeth the Dijaphrag- 
PAs 

Laſtly, There is a ſtretching of the Hypochondriaz becauſe the blood begins to move in its foun- 
tain, and in the roots of the veins : but this diſtenſion is not conſtant, and is vvithout pain, as the 
difficulty of breathing is : for if they ſhould laſt long and increaſe they vvould be figns of the Liyet 
inflamed. | 
PROGNOSTIC XR. ThePrognoſtick of a preſent Bleeding at Noſe is thus : 

If Blood flovy moderately out of the Noſe in the day of judgmenr it is a fignof Health ; although 
Galen doth confirm this, yet Fernelim: denieth it, ſaying, /ib. 2. de ſaneainis miſſ. cap. 1. That no 
diſcharge of blood, although critical,is a ſign cf health-; for though it eate madneis, vvatchings, head- 
ach, and other Symptomes, yet it ſcarce ever cureth the Diſeaſe, becauſe the purer portion of blood 
is ſent forth, and the impure remaineth ; and this is thus proved : Becauſe the blood coming from the 
Noſe is of alaudable colout and ſubſtance, vvhen Mood at the ſame time taken out ofa Vein in the 
Arm or elſevvhere, ſhall appear to be corrupt, | 

This Do&tine of Ferne/ims is very Plauſible but not altogether to be received : It is true, That in 
acute Diſeaſes, eſpecially malignant Feavers,an Hemerrhagy doth not alvyaies Cure the Diſeaſe : as 
Syveat 15 not alvyaies a fign of Health in thoſe Diſeaſes, becauſe theſe Evacuations being forced by 
Nature before the time, come for the moſt part from the malice of the matter of the Diſeaſe : Yet 
ſometimes acute Diſeaſes are cured by Hemorrhagia, as Galen taught in his Third Book de criſ. Caps 
»/t. and elſevvhere. And the reaſon vvhy blood out of the Noftrils is alvvaies pure,is becauſe it comes 
by drops and therefore would be ſo quickly cold that the impure parts could not be ſeperated; and the 
pure: parts mixed with the reſt would make the whole maſs red. But blood taken out of the arm, 
vecauſe it comes flowing freely, keeps the colour long in the Veſſel from which the impure parts are 
ſeparat_d, ſothat the thick anddroſhe part goes to the botton;, but the choller and fleem mhich is more 
altered and impure ſivims at the top, and fo the blood ſeems impure and ſordid. | 

On the other fide, It blood ſhould drop from the vein it would appear pure, becauſe it preſently 
goes together before the Fererogeneal parts can be divided by the heat ; nay, if blood floiv freely and 
be caught 11 a large veſſel, it will appear pure becauſe it is quickly cold. 

Hemorrhagyes that are very great are the worſt, for they tend to a Convulfion :* For ſometimes it 
comes to paſs that Nature being burdened with much blood, and ftirred up to throw it forth, cannot 
obſerve a mean, and makes an over Crifis, which Phyſitians muſt ſtop. 

_ An Hemorrhagy inthe beginning of the Diſeaſe is evil becauſe it is Symptomatical; arfd comes 
trom the malignity of the matter of the Diſeaſe, Nature being Rirred up to ſend it forth before her 
me, 
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An Hzmorrhagy which is on the ſame fide with the part affeRed is good, but otheryyiſe it is evil ; 
{© in the Inflammation of the Liver when blown forth out of the right Noſtril it is good, but out of the 

t, bad. 
wy When the Spleen, is inflamed, if blood come forth of the left Noſtril, it is good ; but 
out of the right bad ; becauſe all good evacuation ought to be Kare bjxingin a right line; 

A few drops coming from the Noſe are evil : for it ſignifies the weakneſs of nature, and the malig- 
nity of the Diſeaſe. : | 

For all Excretions are condemned by Hypocrates, in acute diſcaſes if they be begun only' and 004 
fniſhed, becauſe there is greater ſecurity un thoſe Feayers in wnich nature putteth forth nothing,than 
in which ſhe puts forth httle to no profit, 

For then it 15 to be ſappoſed that ſhe tends to concoRion ; but if-a drop appear, it is a fign that na- 
ture was ſtirred up before her time. Ke” | 

But a drop coming upon the day of Indication, and figns of Concodtion alſo appeating, it bgnifies 
that there will be an Hezmorrhagy upon that Critical day. 

Hemorrhagies continuing long foreſhew the weakneſs of the Liver, and the coldneſ(s alfo, and 
an evil habit with a Dropſie to be at hand. 

To them who have bled at the noſe in Quartane Feavers, it is evil, Hypocrates, Aph. $7. Sefb.7. 
For as Avicen ſaith bleeding in Melancholy and Flegmatick people is hurtful, becaute it cooleth too 
much, 

To them who in Feavers have loſt much blood at the Noſe, or any. part, when they amend, their 
belly will be looſe, yp. «ph. 27. ſet. For as Ga/en ſaith in Come. when the natural heat is debili- 
tated by bleeding, neither can their meat be well concocted, nor turned into blood, ner diſtributed 
into the body : and therefore it is likely they ſhould be looſe bellied, until Nature recover her 
ſtrength. | 

CY RE. Inthe Cure of Hemorrhagia firſt obſerve wherher it be Critical or Symptomatical : 
For a Critical 1s not to be ſtopped,but you muſt ſuffer it to flo in agreat quantity : For Avicen ſaith, 
That blood hath come from the Noſe to the quantity of four pints by a Crifis withoat any decay of 
ſtrength. And this ſeems to be taken out of Galen who in his Book de Progn. ad Poſthum. cap. 13. 
ſuffered a yong Roman to bleed four pints and an half before he would Rop it. 

Which as it may fall out well in very Plethorick people, ſo un others it may endanger life ; and it 
is certain that a Critical Hzmorrhagy,although it is the work of Nature, yet ſometimes 1s beyond mea- 
ſure ; for Nature being burdened with blood, and ſtirred up to expel it,ſometimes cannot keep with- 
im meaſure, but maketh too gfeat an Evacuation ; whence we ought to fear a great dejection of 
ſtrength, and death, and then it is ſtopt, as often as any notable iofirmuty followeth. 

So alſo that blood which cuſtomarily loweth without a Feaver is not to be Ropped, but to be left 
to Natures ordering, except it be immoderate ; for many by ſuch bleeding have been freed from great 
Diſeaſes, into which after, upon ſuppreſſion thereof they have fallen, 

But a Symptomatical Hzmorrhagy 1s to be ſtopr, which may be-done by revulſion of the blood from 
the Noſe, and by repelling to the parts adjacent, by Ropping of the Veins which are open, by ftay- 
ing the diſorderly motion of the blood, and by evacuating the ſharp and thin humors mixed with be 
Blood, which are the chief Cauſe of Hzmorrhagy, by correQting them, and hindering their- encreaſe, 
and by ſtrengthening the retentive faculty of the Liver and Veins : All yhich may be done with the 
Remedies following. | 

And firſt,Blood-letting is the chief thing for Revulfon,which muſt be done quickly before the Pa- 
tient grow weak, and that out of the Vein on the ſame fide the Noſtril is, out of which it cometh : 
on the right fide, if from the right Noſtril ; on the left, if from the left : And Galen lib. de ſang. miſſ. 
cap. 11, confirmeth the efficacy of this Remedy, affirming that he hath preſently Ropped violent blee- 
dings at the Noſe only thereby. But it muſt be taken ina large quantity if the Patient be ſtrong, and 
from alarge orifice : Althongh moſt of the Ancient and Modern Phyſitians think otherwiſe ; and ſay 
that blood maſt be let out at a ſmall orifice by little and little often, by which means they ſay the 
Revulfion will be better. But that you may make the blood move the contrary Way, you muſt haye 
a ſtronger motion for hinderance of a weaker ; therefore by how much the larger the orifice, and the 
more violent the motion is of the blood from the Vein opened, by ſo much the ſooner will the blood 
at the Noſe be topped : Bur if by once let'ing blood, and applying other Remedies, the Hzmorrhagy 
be not ftopt, you mult repeat Blood-letting according to the firength of the Patient, You may alſo 
open the Vein in the Foot, that a Revulſion may be made at a great diſtance,which alſo ayaileth much, 
as Avicen, Pan} and T rallian ay. 

After Blood-letting, as alſo before, rub and bind the extream parts, and clap great Cupping- 
elafſes tothe Hypochondria ; to the right fide, if the right Noſtril, to the left, if the left do bleed : 
For Galen ſtopt an Hzmorrhagy in a yong Roman, by a Cupping-glaſs to the Hypochondrion without 
blood-letting, as be ſaith /;b. ad Poſthum. cap. 13.

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Notwithſtanding the applying of Cupping-elaſſes to: the Hypochondria is not altogether ſafe, for 


the blood then being hot may be drawn in too great a meaſure into the Liver, or the Spleen, and 
inflame them, Of which there is an example in Falricizs Hildanus , Obſ. 47. Cent. 2. ofa Conr- 
tier who bled violently at the Noſe ; to whom, with other Remedies,there were great Cupping-glaſ- 
ſes applied to his Liver : The blocd Ropt, but there tollowed-a great Inflammation of the Liver, 
Therefore you muſt be wary in applying Cu ping-glaſſes to the Hypochondria, and never- uſe them 
but when all other Remedies fail, and after divers Phlebotomnies ; For after the plenty .of blood is 
taken our of the Veins, there is leſs danger of attraQting too mucti blood to the Liver r0 inflame it, 
but which way ſever they are applied, they draw blood and Spirits to thoſe parts whereby their- hear 
is encreaſed, which ſeems to be contrary to the opinion of Hypocrates, Aph. 13. Set. 5. where he 
faith,That in thoſe parts from whence blood cometh,or is about to come, you mult uſe cold things.The 
Interpreters ſay,that cold things are to be applyied to thoſe parts from whence the motion of the Blood 
beginneth, as the Liver and Spleen, | 4 | | | 

Foreſtus commendeth Cupping-glaſſes to the Feet, by Experience, Ob/. 14. Lib. 13. in theſe 
wotds: hen a Gent/eman exceedingly bled at the Noſe, and no Kemtdies would help bim, having loft 
at leaſt twelve pound of blood from both Noſtrils ; 1 Was ſent for, and after bt had bled a whole day, 1 
conimanded two Cupping-glaſſes without ſcartification to Le applied, one to bis Liver, the other to the 
Spleen, and the blood ſeemed to ſtay 4 little ; but after my departure, when bis mife, perceived him to 
bleed again ont of both Noſtrils, and that his cupping had done no good,, ſhe commanded that the cup- 
ping ſhould be ſet upon his feet, and the blood wonderfully ſtopped beyond expebtation © But after the

But the Blood and Spirits are drawn inwardly more ſtrongly by ſyouning, whereby we ſaw a Bi- 
ſhop in the year 1629. cured of a violent Hzmorrhagy; for being im a malignant Feaver- with the 
inflammation of the right Kidney,whichafter in the tiyventy ſeventh day of his ficknefs turned to ap Im- 
poſthume, he was taken with ſo violent a bleeding;that in four hours he loft to pounds, and ſtill 
bleeding and ſtrength decaying, we bethought how we ſhould ftop it'; and after the uſe of many re- 
medies tono purpoſe, the Patient defired to eaſe his Belly,and could not be compelled to do it in his 
ded, we foretold him;that if he aroſe, he being very weak would faint away, but that would be g00d to

CA!SES. The Cauſes of Diminiſhing and Aboliſhing the taſte are the ſame, oply they differ in 
degrees ; for if they be light and werk they Dimuniſh, if great, they Aboliſh the taſte. | 
And theſe Cauſes are either a Defe&t of the Animal Spirit m the part , or a Diſtemper of the third 
part of Nerves which come to the tongue; or the tongue it ſelf is Preternaturally affected. 
The Spirits fail, either by reaſon of their ſcarcity, as in dying men; or of the obſtruction of the 
Nerves of the third Conjugation by which they are carried , or by reaſon of a Tumor bred in*that 
partof the Head from whence thoſe Nerves do ariſe. m 
The tongue is either covered with a moiſt ſlimy matter, or hath Tumors, Puſtules, or Ulcers, and.

4. cap.18, That Stam= 
merers are given much to Melancholy, and Melancholy cometh from a dry Brain z but this contra- 
dition'is Reconciled , thus, Avicen meaneth by Stammerers, not ſuch as are properly fo called and 
cannot pronounce R, but ſuch as Stutter, and repeatthe ſame Syllable often before they ſpeak a word, 
this cometh trom a hot and dry diſtemper of the Brain , in which the thoughes are ſo quick that they 
Out-run the tongue, and haſtens its motion, whence comes that diſturbance, 

But the Stammering aforeſaid coming from the Birth is incurable, 

In ſome an accidental Stammering cometh by a Catarrh, and great defluxion of Rhewm upon the 

jawsand tongue, which is cured by Evacuation, Revulſion, and Derivation of the Hamors ; as alfo 
y Strengthrung and Drying the Brain, bnt becauſe the Remedies are the ſame with thoſe for the Pal- 
ſey of the tongue of which we ſhall now ſpeak, they may be taken from thence.

DIAGNOSETICK. The diverſity of Cauſes is known by divers figns. For pain when it comes 
from hot humors is ſtronger, the conſtitution hotter, the age younger ; if Summer, there is heat fenſi- 
bly 1D the part, aud Inflammation of the Gums ofrentimes ir is better for the uſe of cold, and worſe 
for hot things. But if 1t come from a cold humor, the figns contrary to theſe will appear. 

If Worms are the cauſe of pain, it will be intermitting, coming and going ofcen, and ſometimes the 
motion of the yorm will be felt. | 

When it comes from wind, it is known by the exceſs of pain, and ſenſible ſtretching, and it-end, 
in ſhort time, and 1s exfily cured with diſcuſſing Medicines.

5. ies that 
ſome have had benifit by Wleeding at the Gums, and have been worſe when it was ſtopped.  Alfo 
Zacutns Lufitanns, obj. $6. lib. 1, Praxis admir. ſpeaks of a Goldimith who when he fell into a Fea- 
ver by laboring at the Furnace, being of a ſtrong conſtitution, loſt much blood by opening a Vein and 
amended, ſo that the ſeventh day (having had an itching of his Gums, and a pain in the lower Lip) 
t1: blood guthed from the Veins of his lower Gums for three daies in ſuch a quantity that he loſt a-

The Chief Topicks are Aftringents and Repellers, ſuch as were preſcribed in the Cure of the Ul- 
cers of the Gums and Jaws, and ſhall be preſcribed in the Chapter following of the Cure of the An- 
gina, to which afterwards you muſt add ſome Reſolyers and Dryers : And though the Gargariſms in 
thoſe Chapters nanhned are here good, yet when there is no Inflammation, the uſe of Powders is bet- 
ter , for with them the Uvula relaxed is mure powerfully dried and aſtringed.

He word Angina taken generally, ove every Diſeaſe of the Jays and Throat, by which 
« breathing and ſvallowing are hindered, when there is no defeR in the Lungs and Breaſt, 
DIFFERENCES. 

And this is twofold, a Legitimate and proper Quinzy, and a Baſtard or improper. 

A Legitimate Quinzy comes from an Inflammanion, by which the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat 
beingiwelled, do ſtop and contact the wayes of breathing and ſiyallowing. This Inflammation doth 
either poſſeſs the Throat or the-Jawvs, called Pharynx. Both theſe parts have both internal and ex- 
ternal Muſcles ; And though for the moſt part the Pharynx and Larynx, Javvs and Throat, do ſuffer 
im an Angina by reaſon of theirnearneſs, yet one is mote affe&ted than the other : Hence many diffs- 
rences of Symptoms do ariſe, in reſpect vyhereof Galen in 4. de /oc. aff. cap. 5. makes four ſorts of 
Angina's, Which the Grecians before his time named too curiouſly. One 1s called Sananchea, ano- 
ther Cananchen, the third Paraſunanchen,and the fourth Paracunanchen. If the Inflammation be in 
the invvard and proper Muſcles of the Larynx, itis called Cananche ; if it be in the invvard Muſcles 
-of the Pharynx, Suzanche ; if 1 the outivard Muſcles of the: Larynx, Paracananche ; and if. inthe 
'outvvard Muſcles of the Jaws or Pharynx, it is called Paraſunanche. | 

Not only the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are for the moſt part inflamed as aforeſaid, but alſo 
the parts x /rooy and the outvvard part of the Neck, as ſhall be ſaid in the Diagncftick and'Proy- 
noſtick of this Diſeaſe. 

In all theſe kinds of Angina's, when there is great danger by the difficulty of ſyvallovving, then 
thoſe things vyhich are given uſe to fly our at the Noſe, eſpecially if they be liquid things, whuchare 
more hard to be ſvvallovved at that time ; becauſe they ſpread themſelves an; and therefore can- 
not ſo eaſily be comprehended of the Muſcles to be ſent into. the Oeſophages, which Muſcles cannot 
ſufficiently contract themſelves by reaſon of the inflammation ; but ſolid nouriſhments being more cor- 
palent, need only the ſuperficial aftion of the'Muſcles,and are ſvvallovved dovyn by a ſmall contradti- 
on of them, Burt ſomerimes falls out that ſolid things are bardet, and liquid things eafier to be ſyval- 
lovved, 'which-dependeth upon the diverſity of the parts affe&ed : For the Muſcles of the Larynz 
are ordained for to fvvallovy Meat, as vvell as for.the voice ; and vyhen the meat is throvvn/into the 
Oeſophagus the Larynx is lifted up vvith the Tongue. Bur for to ſvyallovy drink, We uſe the Tongue 
moſt, Which while it is dravvn invvards, it brings the drink from the Lips to the Javvs.

When an Angina comes of Blogd, there is heat and redneſs in the Face, and a preat diſtention in 
the part affeed. When it comes of Choller, the pain and heat is greater with thirſt, bitterneſs in 
the mouth'and ſharpneſs. And if it comes from flegmatick blood, the pain and redneſs is leſs, and 
the Feaver little, | 

From the part affe&ed, ſome knowledsg of the Humor offending may be had. For Cholerick blood 
for the moſt part maketh an inflammation in the Muſcles of the Larynx., but on blood goes rather 
to the Jaws, for whea the Veins of the Larynx are ſmall, only thin blood goes thither 5 but the Jas 
being looſe and ſpungy, do more eafily receive the flegmatick Humors. . 

Finally,From the time of the year you may know the peccant Humor ,; For Cholerick Angina's do 
come chiefly in the Summer and Autumn, becauſe in the Summer Choller breedeth, ard in Autumn 
it is retained. But flegm breeds in Winter and the Spring, becanſe the Humors gathered in Wanter 
are then melted and ſent from the Headmto the inferior parts. 

PROGNOSTICK. Atrue Angina 18 a moſt acute Diſeaſe, and very dangerous by reaſon 
of the hinderance of reſpiration, and for {trangulation, which ſometimes happens by the Roppage of 
the Paſſages, by which reſpiration is made.

CURE. The Cure of the Angina is made by the ſame Indications; Which are obſerved.in- the 
Cure of all Inflammations, ſo the humor flowing to the part is to be revelle1 and repelled, that which 
Is there to be derived and diflolved : But if it cannot be diffolyed,it is to be digeſted and ſyuppurated; 
all which may be done as followeth : 4 

Firſt, Appoint a ſlender, cooling and moiſtening Diet of Barley Cream; Chicken Broth or Capon 
Broth, with cool Herbs, and the like, 1f the Patient cannot ſwallow, by reaſon of the-narrow- 
nels of the Oeſophagus, ſo that from thence you fear loſs of ftrength and-death ; you may free him 
from that-danger, by putting down a Catherter;into the Oeſophagus, to which. you may fit a Syringe, 
by which! you may ſend Broth into the Stomach, The.

better breath : h2 muſt-avoid much ſleep, /as in internal Inflammations ; for as Hypecrates faith, 
Blood ou inward in time of ſleep, and ſo the confluxion of Humors to the part affeRed will be en- 
creaſed, 

But fince Angina 1s a moſt acute Diſeaſe;and ſometimes kills a man in one day, you muſt uſe great 

Remedies with much d:ligence. Therefore in what hour ſoever the Phyſician comes, let him preſent- 
ly letBlood on the ſame (de that is affeRed out of the Head-Vein , or if that appear not, outof the 
Median, t» a pound, or a pound and an half, or two-pound, as much as his firength will permit, for 
in this there is moſt hope ; but you muſt not take all that blood away at once, left thz Patient faint, by 
which he would be in danger ; but by degrees and intermiſſion, at every third or fourth hour. ; This 
kind of blood-letting is ſo neceſſary in this Diſeaſe,that it may be hindered by no contrary Indication.

C A! SES. The Humor which cauſeth an Aſthma, is for the moſt part flegm, which falls from 
the Head into the Lungs, and obſtructs the Bronchia or Wirzdpipe, Sometimes it comes from crude 
and {erous hamors brought by Arteria Venoſa ito the Lungs, and if theſe floiv to the Bronchia, they 
produce atiue Aſthma with rattling ; but it to the ſubſtance of the Lungs or ſmooth Arteries, they 
cauſe a biſtird Aſthma without ratthng., 

This kind of Aſthma which 1s unknown to vulgar Phyſicians  { who will acknowviedge no other 
cauſe bt a Defluxion from the Head ) is confirmed not onely by not rattling, but from the thick and 
turbulent Urine of the Patient at that rime, eſpecially in the fit, becauſe ſome part of thoſe thick and 
crade humors in the Veins is ſentto the Reins and Bladder. And ſome Afthmatical men are ſubje& 
to ftoppace of Urine, and when they are ſo, they are free from it. But when the fit of the Aſthma 
comes, the difficulty of Urine ceaſeth, becauſe the matter of the Diſeaſe contained in the Veins 20es 
rom one place to another, We have alſo ſeen ſome ſadje& toa flux in the Belly, - who while they 
vere (o, Y2ie free from the Aſthma, but when that Ropped, the Aſthma returned. Moreover, this 
md &f Afthma which is without rattling, 1s ſo directly oppoſite to bleeding, that when a Vein vs 
opened n the fit, as (00.1 as it bleedeth, the Patients begin preſently to breath better, and in the end, 
Ir after a little ſpace, they are cured of their fir. And finally, theſe kind of Athmatical men are for 
the matt prrt of an ill habit of body, and have an axdematous humor in their feet, which ſheweth that 
the c12f2 of the Aſthma at that time came from tne Liver, and is contained in the Veins, { thae 
N2:mes a Drophie follow2th in many.

If a thick Hnmor be contained in the Bronckia of the Lungs, the Reſpiration 1s with noiſe and a 
cough . as alſo by ſpitting the Diſeaſe ceaſeth or is diminiſhed. | 

If the Humor be in the Veins or ſubſtance of the Lungs, there 1s no noiſe, and there is ſeldom any 
ſpitting by Cough. bes hrel 

PROGNOSTIC K. An Aſthma is a Chronical Diſeaſe and very hard to be cured, and often 
ends in a Cachexia or Drophie, Tous mep are ſometimes cured, and not without great labour, but 
old men never. Infants except they be ſpeedily cured die by a Catarrh, which followeth ; 

| They who grow crooked _ an Aſthma or Cough, die befote they come to ripeneſs of age, be- 
cauſe the gibboſity hindreth the convenient growth of the breaſt, nevertheleſs the Lungs get thezr due 
increaſe and bigneſs, but have not room enough to dilate themſelves; from whence the heat of the 
heart being not ſufficiently fanned, the Patient dierh, 

A Pleurifie or Peripneumonia coming upon an Aſthma is deadly, becauſe the Lungs being weak- 
ned by a long diſeaſe, cannot reſiſt ſo great a Diſeaſe coming thereupon and expel the matter. 

CH RE. The Cure of the Aſthma is twofold, namely, in the Paroxyſme, and out of it. 

In the fit preſently you muſt open a Vein, a Clyſter being given, if the blood do ſeem any way to 
abound, for when the Veins are empty of blood, the Reſpiration is more free. But if the Diſeaſe be 
elder, and blood hath been often drawn, it is better to abſtain from bleeding, becauſe by diminiſhing 
the natural heat it will increaſe flegm, 

It is good to open the Veins inthe Ancles in this diſeaſe coming by conſent from other parts. 

After bleeding, or if it be. omitted as not thought fit, you mult purge flegm with the things pre- 
ſcribed in the Cure of the cold diſtemper of the Bran, putting to them always things proper for the 
breaſt as much as may be. 

Vomits although diſallowed by ſome in this Diſeaſe, yet are they moſt convenient as frequent Ex- 
perience hath taught, and ſometimes the fit is taken away with a Vomut onely. 

Among theſe the chief is Aqua Nicotiana, or Tobacco-water given in the quantity of an Ounce , 
and it may be made into a Syrup with Sugar : In want whereof you may uſe the Salt of Vitriol, or 
Aqua benedifta Rulandi. Now the reaſon 18 excellent why Vomits do ſo much good in this Diſ- 
eale, for while the thin humor falling fromthe Head infiruateth it ſelf into the Aſpera Arteria, and 
the Bronchia of the Lungs , and the thick falls into the Stomach, and there is ſo fixed that it can 
ſcarcely betaken away : And while the weak heat of the Stomach doth ſtir the matter, thick va 
are produced, which puffing up the Stomach, compreſs the Diaphragma and cauſe difficulty of 
breathing, Hence it comes that when the Stomach is ow the fit ceaſeth or is much leſs. 
Moreover, at Aſthma ſometimes ( nay often, according to Sennerrzs ) cometh of crude humors 
aQ0ar the Liver and in the Veins, which are carried by the ena Arterioſa into the Lungs, and com- 
pres the Bronchia from whence cometh an Aſthma. For the evacuating and revelling of theſe hu- 
mors from the Lungs, a Vomit is very good, As alſo for this cauſe , the Remedies purging humors 
downward are very excellent. 

The juyce of Flowerdeluce doth gently move and purge downward, taken tothe quantity of half 
an Once, with one Ounce of Hippocras, which P/aterz in his Obſervations ſaith, he hath uſed 
with good ſucceſs. 

You may give two Ounces of the juyce of Floverdeluce , if the former did not work ſut- 


ficiently, 
Alſo 
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Alſo you may uſe ſharp Clyters- utter tor Reyulkon : But they muſt de given in ſmall quantities, 
leſt by filling the Bowels the Diaphzagma be compretled, | 

You maſt alſo uſe Friftions to theanteriour parts, and apply many Cupping-Glafles thereon, as 
alſo tothe Neck. Afterwards you muſt extenuate and diflolve the thick humors, and diſcuſs the va- 
pors that come from them. For which purpoſe you may give a ſpoonful of Cinamon-water either by 
it ſelf or with Syrup of Violets : as,

It is alſo profitable to give three or four or five drops of Chymical Oyl of Sage, Roſemary, or An- 
nis-ſeeds with a little Wine ; or ſprinkle therewith the Tablets of Diatragacanth trieid, and fo ler 
the Patient eat them. 

Others commend one Scruple of Saffron given in a ſpoonful of Wine, Alſo A4gas Clarets thus 
made is very good.

Fo: Raying the Defluxion, all thoſe Remedies are good which were mentioned in the Cure of the 
cold Catarrh. 

But you muſt take a Caution concerning ſome of them. 

Firſt, In Apozems, Syrups, and the like, you muſt not make them too hot and dry, which by con- 
ſuming ofthe thin parts, may make the remainder thicker, and ſo the parts will be worſe ; but you 
muſt rather mix moiſtners, as Raiſins, Figs, Liquoris, Jujubes, 

Secondly, Inſtead of Head-Medicines, you muſt uſe things fit for the Breaſt above-mentioned. 
| Thirdly, For the Derivation of the Humors that abound in the Head, uſe Errhines, Sternuato- 
ries, Gargariſms, or Apophlegmatiſms, which laſt are not ſo proper, by reaſon of the nearneſs of the

Now this blood is carried by the Veſſels which nouriſh the Breaft, eſpecially the ena Axillaric, 
and Az3gos ; and if it oftend cither in quantity, quality, or motionzit is caſt upon the Membrane and 
Muſcles adjoyning. 

DIFF. The Difference of Pleurifies is taken from the part affeted, and the Cauſes; 

In reſpet of the place of the pain, itas divided by Hyp. 2. acator. into an aſcending Pleurifie, 
namely,yvhen the pain reacheth more to the Throat ; and a deſcending Plearifie, when it goeth down 
to the Hypochondria. Sometimes 1t1s extended more towards the back, of which Hyp.3. de Morbiz 
makes mention ; and ſometimes 1t comes more forward. 

In xeſpe& of the Cauſe and the Humor offending,it is called either Sarguineous, coming of blood, 
Cholerick, Flegmatick or Melancholick. 

There 1s alſo another excellent Difference made by Hypecrates, 1. acut. where a Pleurifie is di- 
vided into a dry and moiſt Pleurifie, A dry one is that in which there is little or no ſpitting, not only 
in the beginning, but continuance of the Diſeaſe ; of which there are divers Cauſes,as the Crudity of 
the matter, the thickneſs and ſlimineſs thereof, the weakneſs of the faculty, the obſtruction ot the 
Bronchiazor the yehemency of pain, But a moift Pleurifie is that in which there is abundance of ſpit- 
tle, from the beginning of the diſeaſe, 

DIAGNOSTIC K. The Diagnoſis or knowledy of this Diſeaſe, is by the figns, as faith 
Galen, 5. dt loc. aff. cap.8. and elſewhere ; who reckoneth Five, 

1. Apricking pain of the fide, 
2. A continual ſharp Feaver, 
3. Difficulty of breathing. 
4. A hard Pulſe like a Saw.

A pricking pain is chiefly in the Membranes, and comes from a Choletick matter, and this pain 
poſleſſing the fide, ſtretcheth it ſelf into the = adjacent, one while to the Throat, another while 
to the Hypochondria, by the continuity of the Membrane, which covers the whole Cavity of the 
Breaſt, By this fign a P/earitis is diſtinguiſhed fiom a Peripnenmonia, in Which there 1s no pain, or 
very little of the fide, except it be joyned with a Pleurihe, 

A continual ſharp Feaver hath its original from a Flegmon or Sanguineous tumor mm ſome part near 
the Breaſt, and therefore is ſymptomatical : although ſometimes an E fſential Feaver be joyned with 
a Pleurifie , and gives it ſometimes a being, for it often happeneth in the beginning of continual Fea- 
vers, that the blood boyling in the Veins is expelled by Nature unto ſome part which is moſt fit tore- 
ceive it ; as the fides, and there it breeds an Inflammation. The fign of this is, That the Feaver firſt 
ſezeth upon the Patient, and the ſecond or third day after the pain 1s in the fide. But when the Fea- 
ver is ſymptomatical, then the pain in the Side comes firſt, but the Feaver a little after, 

Difficulty of breathing doth neceſſarily follow in this diſeaſe, becauſe the parts inflamed cannot 
ſufficiently diſtend themſelves to draw in a great quantity of Air, which is requiſite for the cooling of 
an inflamed heart, 

The Pulſe is hard, becauſe the Membrane is affeted and retched forth, which alſo diſtendeth the 
Arteries, and they therefore make that difference of Pulſe, called Sexrati/ss, like a Saw ; for when 
you lay many fingers upon the Arteries of the Pulſe, one part ſeems to be more lifted up than the 
other ſo that it ſeems to repreſent a Saw.

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Rules in bleeding of Women in Child-bed, or having their Terms, which you may find hereafter 4;

After the Fomentation apply the Liniment aforeſaid, to which in the progreſs of the Diſeaſe,yoy 
may add more diffolying Oyls ; as of Dill and Flowerdeluce, as alſo the pouder of Flowerdeluce and 
Saffron. And to the Fomentation add diſcuſſing Herbs, as Origan, Calaminth, Hyſop and the di- 
cufſing ſeeds. | 

Many other Topicks are very profitable againſt Pleurifies, which Authors relate ; as theſe : 

Firſt, anoint the part with Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, then lay on the pouder of Cummin ſeed, 
or a Colewort-Leaf heated at the fire, and anointed with the ſame. 

Faventinus mixeth the Oyntment of Althza with Oyl of fiveet Almonds,and after he hath anoint- 
ed, ſprinkles on the pouder of Cummin ſeeds,and layeth on a Colewort Leaf ; and this he commends 
highly.

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But the uſe of this is moſt proper 1n the beginning of the diſeaſe ; for then the humor flowing to the 
2:t may b2 reſtrained, and the encreaſe of the Diſeaſe hindered. 

When the Cough.is violent, and Nature begins to evacuate by ſpitting, let the Patient hold often 
in us mouth Sugar of Roſes, Sugar-Candy or Penides, or the Tablets of Diatragacanth frigid, Syrup 
of Violets and Jujubes.

If the ſpittle be thick, you muſt mix ſome attenuating and cutting Medicines, as Syrup of Colts- 
foot, Liquors, co fimple, Pouder of Diaireos, and the like. 

You mult take theſe lying with the Face upwards, for ſo they better go to the Lungs. 

As the Diſeaſe encreaſeth, you may uſe this reſtoring Medicine to ftrengthen. 

T ake of Conſerve of Violets one ounce, Conſerve of Borrage flowers, and Bugloſs Roots, of each balf 
an ounce ; C way of Alkermes two drams - Oo of Diamargariton frigid, and, Diatragacanth 
frigid, of each one dram ; Sugar of Roſes as much as all the reft.

4 the whole time. of the diſeaſe, let him take Barley Water for his ordinary drink, made with Li- 
quoris, Poppies and Maiden-hair ; and let not his drivk be atually cold, for it would hurt the Breaſt; 
Wine in this Diſeaſe is Poyſon, and alſo all ſharp things which provdke Coughing, and by their 
aſtringency hinder ſpitting. | ; 

In the declination of the Diſeaſe after purging and when the Feaver is leſs, if the pain continue 
you may apply to the part Cupping-glaſſes with Scarrification. to dayes together. They may alſo 
be applied before the declination,after often bleeding : Andif the pain till encreaſe, and return, you 
may againlet blood, and after Cup with Scarrification. 

Z acutus Luſitaum havggg taken off the Cupping-glaſfes,applied fix Horſleeches with good ſucceſs, 
a5 he witneſſed, Ob/erv. 104. /ib.t. Praxis Admirande. 

For the ſame purpoſe to diſcuſs the reliques of the matter, having firſt tried Fomentations and Li- 
niments, you may apply with benefit the Emplaiſter of Brimſtone and Bay-berries. 

Beſides vulgar Medicines, there are ſome proper and ſpecifical, namely the ſhavings of a Boars 
Tusk, the aſhes of the Pizzle of a Bull or Deer,  & flowers of red Poppies, or Coral prepared. 

Q»ercetan in his Diſpenſatory commends an Apple made hollow, and one dram of Frankincenſe 
put therein arid roaſted, which the Patient muſt eat, and drink three ounces of C ardu1 Water after, 
then cover himſelf warm, and fiveat. He will have this Medicine uſed after the third day, and afhrm- 
eth that many have been reſtored therewith, 

The flowers of Box-tree do ſo much purge the Blood, that if adram of them in pouder be given 
with Poppy Water, and a Vein opened an hour after, the blood will continue pure. , 

Horſe-dung diſſolved in Carduas Water and ftrained, doth powerfully diſperſe the pain and the 
humor in the Pleurifie, 

White Hen-dung giyen in 2 dram of the ſame Water doth as much, 

Theſe Dungs have much Volatile Salt, which is very piercing and diſcufhing. 


You may make a Potion of them both thus : | | 

T ake of Hemp ſeed one ounce ; bruiſe them, then put to them, of the nhite Dung of a Hen, and of 
Horſe Dung, of each half an ounce * diſſolve them in five ounces of Cardum Water ; ftrain them, and 
drink it. | _ 

The Blood of a wild Goat given to ten drops with the aforefaid Water, doth powerfully diſcuſs the 
Pleurifie : In the want thereof, you may give the'blood of a tame Goat. But becauſe the ſtrengrh of 
him is little, you may give thereof to the quantity of one dram, You mult prepare it thus : 

Hang up the Goat by the Horns, and bend his hinder Legs backward to tus Horns, then cut out his 
Kones, and take the Blood in a broad Veſſel ; dry it in the Sun in Summer, or at other times upon 
an Oven, It is far different from the Goats Blood in the Shops. A 
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The Soot of a Chimney given to a dram is very good, but much rather the Spirit of Soot, deſcribed 
by Hariman in his Praftice of Phyſick. h #9 | 

In an Epidemical Pleurifie, Sudorificks are tobe given, ſuch as are preſcribed in malignant Fea- 
vers, which alſo ought to be made as pioper for this Diſeaſe as may be. | 

A Diarrhxa coming upon a Plurifie is dangerous , therefore you muſt give Syrup of Myrtles, 
which doth Ray the Duarhza, and alſo expeRorate ; and this is to be mixed with other Syrups, Let 
the Belly and Reins be anointed with aftringents, as uſeth to be done in all Diarrhxa's, Give Clylters 
made of Barley Water, which, as Ga/en ſaith, doth cool and aſtringe if it be boyled with red Roſes, 
and alſo Yelks of Eggs be diſſolved in it. 


CHAP. 111. 
Of Peripneumonia, or Inflammation of the Lungs. 


P- ripnemonia hath the ſame eſſence with aPleurifie, and 1s diſtinguiſhed only by the part affe&- 
ed, becatfe that is the inflammation of the Lungs, and thus of the Membrane that compaſſeth the 
Ribs. They differ ſomewhat in the matter, for a Pleurifie comes often of Choler, but Peripnenm!- 
aia of Flegm ; although all humors (as we ſaid of a Pleurifie) may produce this diſeaſe, I mean hu- 
mors which are like blood, and make up the maſs of it. For as thick hamors do hardly penetrate the 
thick Membrane called P/exra, but thin and Cholerick eafily ; fo on the other ſide, thick flegmatick 
humors do eafily go to their ſoft and thin ſubſtance of the Lungs, and ſtick cloſe thereto ; but thin 
and Cholerick humors do eaſily paſs by. But this hindereth not,but the Cholerick blood may ſome- 
times cauſe the Inflammation of the Lungs, as Hypecrates 1. de orb, deſcribeth the Eryſipelas ot 
Cholerick Tumor of the Lungs, which comes from Cholerick blood thrown into the Lungs from the 
right Ventricle of the Heart by the Arterial Vein, Burt an oedematous Inflammation comes from 
flegmatick blood falling upon the Lungs by way of defluxion from the Head. But only excrementi- 
tious Flegm, falling as a Catarrh from the Brain, can make a Peripnemmonia, becauſe it putrifiethin 
the Lungs, and attraRteth blood, by the means whereof there 1s an Inflammation, and this often hap- 
peneth ui old folk. Afeſne ſaith, That this Peripnewmonia comes rather of Choler, becauſe the 
Lungs are nouriſhed with Cholerick blood which cometh in great plenty to them by the Arterial 
Vein. To whom we anſiver, That freſh, thin, and ſteaming blood made inthe right Ventricle of 
the Heart is carried into the Lungs, which by reaſon of its quantity, is eaſily governed by Natareand- 
is ſent by the Venal Artery to the left Verttricle of the Heart, and it ſeldom is altered from its Na- 
tural condition, which uſeth to make a Peripnewwonia. But contrarily, a defluxion from the Head 
cutting through the large paſſavevinto the Bronchia of the Lungs, if it there putrifie, will draw blood 
unto 1t, and make a Peripnenmonia. UG, | 

This Peripnexmonia is ſometimes alone without another diſeaſe, ſometimes it followeth other 
diſeaſes, as Quinzy or Pleurifie. Ga/en in Com.11. Se&.7. Aphor. teacheth, That a Peripneumonia 
doth followa Pleurifie two waies : Either when a Pleurifie 1s turned into a Peripneumonia, or When 
an inflammation of the Lungs followeth a Pleurifie. This tranſpiration is when the former diſeaſe 
ceaſeth, and the other comes ; but if it comes upon it when it is yhite,the former remaineth. 

CAUSES. Therefore the immediate internal Cauſe'of a Peripneumonia is blood, often'Fleg- 
matick, ſeldom Cholerick, and moſt ſeldom Melancholick. Which either comes from the whole bo- 
dy being plethorick, or Cachochymical, that 1s, full, or of evil habit; or from ſome part which is re- 
plete or diſtempered, $225,178 

The External Cauſes of Peripneamonia and Pleuniie are the ſame ; namely, whatſoever defluxion 
can come to thoſe parts : the chief whereof are, Firſt great exerciſe and violent motion of the Body, 
eſpecially after long reſt, and high feeding. For then the humours abounding from high diet,and kept 
in long reſt, by exerciſe are diſperſed, attenuated and heated, and are ſent to the weaker parts, moſt 
fit to receive them, among which the Breaſt and Lungs are chief, becauſe by ſtrong exerciſe there is 
cauſed great and often breathing, and ſo they become wearied, and the ſubſtance of the Lungs being 
ſoft and looſe, can eafily receive the humors coming to them. 

Secondly, Among the external Cauſes, the cold and Northernly Air is reckoned, when it comes 
ſuddenly after a Southern and warm ; for the pores are opened'by warm Air, and the humouts are 


more flud, which by the cold Air coming after, are compreſſed, and the humours ſent to'the weak 
arts. 


Laſtly, From Hyp. /ib. of Air, Places, and Waters, the drinking of fanding Pools and Lakes,be- 


gets the Peripnenmonia ; for ſaith the Divine old man, xe obſerve diſeaſes of the Langs to le 'miſt 
in Marſhy Countries, 


Alſo 
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5$1GN S: Alſo the Signs of a Peripneumonia do agree with the Signs cf a Pleutifie. Twoare 
the ame, as a ſharp Feaver, and a Cough ; which ſomeumes is dry, ſometimes moſt, or with more 
fegmarick ſpittle cojoured with Chole: or Blood ; and in the progreſs of time, the ipittle becomes 
m attery When the matter of the diſeaſe grovvs ripe, and 15 concocted by heat,vhich fumetimes comes 
to paſs when the ſubſtance of the Lungs is not hurt ; for if they ulcerate,a Conſumption will follow. 

' So we may obſerve, That in fore Eyes that are mattery,the humors are converted into Matter when 
the ſubſtance of the Eye 1s neuther ſu ted nor ulcerated. = 

The other ſigns difter 1n reſpect ot rt affected ; the difficulty of breathing is gfeater than in 
a Pleurjfie by reaſon of the narrovvneſs of the part inflamed, ſo that the Patient (ſeems to be choaked 
2nd cannot breath but with the head upright : For the part cannot be compreſſed by reaſon of the ex- 
tenſion and repletion,nor be more dilated, although it be much dilated, yet it rakes in but little Air, 
therefore the reſpiration 4s quick and often, with rattling : This is augmented by a Feaver by which 
the breath is hotter, and the defire of cold Air is greater. 

The Pulſe is great, faint, and ſcft, by reaſon of Flegm and the looſeſs of the _ ; yet there is 
ſome hardneſs by the Choler and blood : .it is unequal from the comprefſion of the Artery near the 
Heart, and in thick humors molt : Sometimes it is intermitting, watery,vermicular, when the Lungs 
are rotten by roo much moiſture. 

There is a heavy pain that reacheth from the Breaſt to the Back,ſometimes it is between the Shoul- 
ders,and ſometimes under one only Shoulder,and from thence communicated to the Throat and Pap: 
Eſpecially in a Cougk,ſomertimes they feel no pain till they begin to Cough : ſometimes there is alſo 
a pricking pain in the fide when it 1s joyned with a Pleurifie as it often happeneth : Although the 
Membrane that covers the Lungs be of the ſame nature with the Plenra, as Ga/en taught 4. de loc. 

e&. cap.5. Yetthere is not ſo great pain in a Peripnexmwonta 25 iN a Pleurifie, for tvo Differences 
which are latd down by Galen in the place afore cited. 

The firſt is, Becauſe the Nerves that goto the Membrane of the Lungs are fery and very little; bur 
they which go to the Pleura are many and great, 

The other is, Becauſe the Breaſt conſiſts of Bones and Fleſh, which wil not be ftretched, from 
whence the pain is greater, | 

But the Lungs are ſoft and yielding, and therefore their pain is leſs. 

There is Redneſs in'the Cheeks, by reaſon of the hot Vapours which flye into the Head and car- 
ry with them the thinner blood. . And this Colour is moſt in the Cheeks, becauſe their Skin is 
thinneſt, 

re beſides theſe ſigns, Heavineſs, Weakneſs, and a Tofling, with great ſence of Heat in the 
waole o | 

The Tongue is yellow, and then it grovveth red ; a great thirſt, fivelling of the Eyes, and of the 
Vents of the Temples. 

- There is a Delurium or Doting, when it comes from Choler ; and a*Coma, when it comes from 
em. 

If the Diſeaſe comes of Cholerick blood, the ſpittle will be yellow, the heat and thirſt greater, 
moie difficulty of breathing with leſs Heavineſs , the air breathed forth is more hot : the Feaver 1s 
very violent, the Pulſe ſivift, the Delirium great, the Water thin, yellovy and clear, the age, time 
of the year, the Country, ard Diet before, do all atteſt for Choler. 

If Flegm (which is moſt ordinary) produce the Diſeaſe, the ſpittle will be white, viſcous and fro- 
thy . the Feaver, burning of the Brealt, thirſt, and dryneſs of the tongue, will be leſs ; the weight of 
the Breaſt greater ; the Pulſe ſlower and ſofter ; the Age old ; Habit of body, time of the year,and 
the Country, are cold aad moiſt. 

If the Diſeaſe come from pure blood, the Spittle will be red, the Urine red and thick, the Face 
more red, the Veins of the Temple more ſvvoln, with heavineſs and diſtention of the whole body,and 
other things that declare abundance of blood, 

Laſtly, If Melancholy blood be the cauſe, the Spittle will be black or blewiſh,” the Tengen black, 
from the beginning dry and rough ; there will be alſo heavineſs and great fighing between breathing, 
and all the figs of Melancholy predominating in the whole Body, 

PROGNOSTIC K. The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is thus to be made : 

A Peripneumonia is more dangerous than a Pleurifie, and for the moſt part deadly by reaſon of the 
neceſſity of reſpiration, and the nearneſs of the Hearr. |

 E#RE. The Cure of the Peripnenmonia is very like that of the Pleurifie,and there muſt be fir 
bleeding as much as the ſtrength will permit, once or twice in a day ull the Diſeaſe abate: far fince 
the Lungs are then full of blood, and driv much from the heart, which 15 inflamed, you need not fear 
tolet blood thrice, four, five or fix times, 
But if a Peripneumonia follow a.Quinzy or Pleurife, you may let blood more wanly, becauſe the

You muſt let blood from the Baſilica Vein of both-Arms, if the whole. Lungs be equally affe&ted, 
or from either, on that fide the pain is, or on Which the Patient teels more weight, or from which he 
ſuppoſeth he raiſeth molt ſpittle. | | 

You muſt bleed women in this diſeaſe,firſt in the ankle Vein,and after within fix hours.in the Arm, 
except it be ſodeſperate that you are conſtrained at the furſt to bleed an the Arm : In which caſe, all 
the time you bleed, and a little before, you muſt apply Cupping-Glaſſes to the Thighs, 

But after, if the ſtrength will not permit further Phlebotomy, you muſt apply Cuppiny-glaſſes to 
the Shoulders and Back, both dry and with Scarrification, as much as the Patient can ſuffer. 

Alſo Emollient and looſening Clyſters are good reyulſives, but you muſt not uſe too ſtrong” pur- 
ging Medicines thercin, leſt you bring a Flux of the Belly which is moſt dangerous in this Diſeaſe. 

If a crude Flegmatick humor coming from the Head cauſe this diſeaſe or nouriſh it, a Velicatory 
lazd to the hinder part of the Head, doth very much good. 

In the mean while uſe the Juleps and Emulfions preſcribed in the Cure of a Pleurifie. Anoint 
the Breaſt with Oyl of Violets, fiveet Almonds, or with freſh Butter, or the like, or with this Lini- 
ment : 

T ake of Oyl of Violets and Water-Lillies,of each one ounce and an balf : freſh Butter and Mucilagt 
of Pleabane ſeeds, of each one ounce : Oyl of Roſes half an ounce: the Troches of Campbire one dram.

CHAP. IV. 


Of Empy ema, or matter in the hollow of the Thorax. 


A Lthough the word Empyema ſignifie all Suppwiation, yet Cuſtom hath prevailed ſo that it is ta- 
ken only for a Collection of matter in the Cavity of the Thorax. 

CAUSES. Now there isa Three-fold Cauſe of the gathering of matter between the Lungs 
and the Thorax.

But if the Empyema will not be ſpit up ( as ſometimes itwill not ) . you muſt come to openingef 
it, which you muſt do between the fourth and fifth Ribs, beginning to count from below, with many 
Cautions, which-are elegantly ſet down by many;Chyrurgeons, eſpecially by Hjerome Fabricius ab 
Aquapendente, in his Book of Manual Operations. But it is more profitable to open the Impoſtume 
which comes from a Pleurifie before it break, and the Pus low-intothe Cavity of the Breaſt, which 
is known by the Tumor which 1s againſt the place of Suppuration; and by other-figns of an Empye- 
ma. And then-you muſt not open it below, and between the fourth and fifth Ribs, becauſe if you 
make an Orifice far from the Impoſtume, there will no matter come forth ; but you-muſt open itin 
the middle of the Tumor, firſtapplying a Cauſtick, But if no Tumor appear, it is hard to open it be- 
fore the Tmpoſtume be broken. 

But if any wall try, he muſt finde out the place in which the Patient finds weight, pain and heat. 

And it muſt be made berween two Ribs upon the higher part of the Rib, becauſe there isa Vein 
and Artery near the inferiour, which you muſt obſerve in the opening of every Empyema. While 
the marter is taken forth by degrees, ler the Patient take a Wound Drink twice aday, which will 
parge the blood, cleanſe the Uleer, and hinder putrifa&tion.: As, |

Chap. 5: Of the Dropſie in the Breaf.. 


He Dropfie in the Breaſt is like to Empyema which comes from a ſerons Humor contained in 
the Cavity of the Breaſt, The common Practitioners do not deſcribe this Diſeaſe, althongh #y- 
ocrates doth it excellently, 2. /ib. of Diſeaſes, under the. Title of a Drophe. in the Lungs, thus ; 
There is a Feaver and a Cough, quick breathing, the Feet ſmell, the Nails are contrafied, and they 
ſuffer as they do in an Empyema, but not fo violently and longer ; and if you pour any thing in.or apply 
4 Fomentation or Fumigation the w#atter doth not follow ; and by this you may know that it is not matter 
but water that ts within : and-if you try along time to diſcover it by your Ear laid to bis fide, it boyls 
inward like Vinegar ; after that it goes into the belly, and then he ſeems to be recovered © Bus jn pro- 
greſs of time the belly is inflamed, and that endureth the ſame, or more : ſyme ſwell in the Belly, Cods 
and Face. Thus Hypocrates. ; it 

This Diſeaſe ſeldom happeneth, yet it is more often than it is diſcovered, for it is not ordinarily 
known. Many relations of it are-piven by Schenkias, by which it appears that he never fav it Hil 
their bodies who died of it were opened by him. Therefore we will deſcribe it exaQly that a Phyſi- 
cian may not be deceived.  YIEY | 

This ſerous Humor either may be bred in the Luogs by the proper fault of them, as when it doth 
not conco&t its ovn nouriſhment, but turgeth 1t into water, which by degrees isſerit to the Cavit 
of the Brealt, or by bladders breaking upon the Lungs, which are mentioned by Hypoerates in his 
Book of Internal Diſeaſes, and alſo by others. Or R is ſent into the Breaſt from other parts, as from 
the Hypochondria eſpecially, when the Liver or the Spleen are diſtempered with a Schirrus or other 
Diſeaſe by which mach water is: produced. This many Humor is either ſent by the Veins to the 
Lungs which are weak, of elſe from the Cavity of the Abdomen it is carried to the Breaſt by inſenſi- 
ble Tranſpiration, Now Experience teacheth that this ſerous Humor may be ſent from one Belly to 
another, becauſe the Drophie of the Breaſt turns into a Droplie of the Belly , and a Dropſie of the 
Belly into the Breaſt, from whence they are ſuddenly choaked. 

DIAGNOST IC K. The Diaghofis of this Diſeaſe ( as hath been ſaid ) is very hard, for 
almoſt all the figns are the ſame with the figns of other Diſeaſes of the Breaſt. But a poiſe of Water 
inthe Breaſt is onely peculiar to this Diſeaſe and to Empyema, which-may be heard within, if the 
body be moved to and fro,' or be taken upon a ſtrong mans ſhoulders and ſhaken, hy 

Bur all the figns which we mentioned from Hypocrates taken together, may make a certain Diag- 
noſis ; Torwhich you may add this one, as being mot evident to ſhexy. the Diſeaſe, and by which the 
Dropke in the Breaſt is onely diſtinguiſhed from other difficulties of breathing : namely, When at 
every fuſt beginning to ſleep this difficulty of breathing cometh and hindreth it, and by Night in- 
creaſeth, and towards Morning by degrees abateth, 

Totheſe you may add ſometimes a pain of one Arm or Shoulder, which comes either frotn the 
Humor falling from the Head into the Breaft, part whereof falls into the Arm being near, or from the 
water contained in the Breaſt, and ſent to the Arms by the Axillary Veins of the Arm-holes, or from 
the Refrigeration of the Intercoſtal Muſcles,from which the Nerves are derived to the Arms, or from 
ſome other ſympathy by way of vicinity : For Fhpoerates in Coacy obſerved this ſympathy of the 
Breaſt and Arms, JF thoſe parts or /obes yl the Lungs which hang towards the right and left fide of the 
Cheſt be vebemently inflamed, ſo that they ſway or reſt upon one fide of the Cheſt or Ribs, the matry 
matter breaks ont on the ſame ſide of the body where the Lungs lean or reſt. 

PROGNOSTIC K. This is a great Diſeaſe and hard to be cured, for they who have it, 
have their natural heat very weak, and their natural ftrength alſo, from ſome great Diſeaſe in the 
Bowels ; from whence it comes that when the humor collected in the Breaſt is evacuated by Medi- 
cines ( which is very difficult ) there comes more in the place of it : from whence the Diſeaſe is not 
onely nouriſhed but increaſed ; ſo that at length by abundance of water they fall into the Drophie cal- 
led Aſcites, yet inthe beginning before the Bowels are much hurt, it ſometimes may be cured. 

C 4 R E. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, you muſt obſerve to Indications, namely, That the mats 
ter contained in the Breaſt be evacuated, and that the breeding thereof again be hindred. | 

Itis a hard thing to empty the water contained in the Breaſt, becauſe the ways are not open by 
Viich it ſhould be brought forth. Therefore Fypecrates doth adviſe to open the fide , which becauſe 
Me never ſee practiſed, and never read in any Author that it was done with good ſucceſs, we cannot 
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abſolutely approve z and we may ſpeak of it as we have of the Opening or Tapping for the Dropſie 
in its proper Chapter. | 


| Therefore it is better to attempt this Evacuation with Medicines that expel Water, for which pur. 
poſe all thoſe Medicines preſcribed by us in the Cate of the Dropſie, are good. Where'we muſt ob. 
ſerve diligently, That if when the Diſeaſe 1s confirmed, and muc ſerous Humor is gathered in the 
Breaſt, you give a violent Purge, thoſe Humors will be much moved, from whence there will come 
a great Suffocation which wall kill the Patient ; therefore be wary, and give your Medicine in a leg 
Doſe, though oftner, and mix them with ſtrong Openets that purge Urine, thar both the paſſages may 
be unſtopt, and the matter carried to the Uretors. Js 4 | 

Among Water Purges the Minerals are beſt, as Mereurius Dulcis, and Mercutius Vitze fo cor- 
reAed that it may work onely downward. \ 

Alfo Diureticks alone, or Medicines that do,provoke Urine, often uſed are good, becatiſe they 
turn away the matter coming to the Breaſt, to the Bladder, and by way of conſequence they bring ut 
alſo from the Breaſt. . ; 

Alſo Sudorificks are profitable to the carrying arvay of this ſerous matter ; and we ſawa- man of 
ſixty years old, who by the uſe of a ſyeating-Drink made of Guajacum and Sarſa, taken fifteen days 
together, and by provoking ſweat with the vapor of the Spirit of Wine, was cured, 


Cauteries applied to make Iſſues in the Thighs and Legs, are alſo good to take Water from the -

You tray hinder the breeding of this Water, by amending the faults of thoſe parts whicli ſend

So if the Lungs be in fault you muſt apply proper Medicines unto them - if the Liver 'or Spletn 
be troubled with Diſtemper, ObſtraRion, Schirrus, or the like, you mult cure them by Medicines 


tzken out of their ſeveral Chapters.

Chap. 6. Of Hemoptyſis, or Spitting of Blood. 


A Lrhough uſually the Word Femopry/ss doth fignifie all manner of Spitting of Blood from. what 
part ſoever it doth proceed, whether from the Breaſt, Lungs,-Rough Artery, or from the Jaws, 
Gums, Palate, Uvula, Brain, Stomach, Liver and Spleen. Yet Ga/en /ib.1. de crif. cap. 5. faith, 
That «meptyſis properly is taken for that ſpitting of blood which comes from the- Viral parts, as 
the Breaſt, Lungs and rough Artery, 

It is a Symptom in the excretion of thoſe things which are wholly befdes Nature. 

CAUSES, But fince every Symptom depends upon a Diſeaſe as its next and immediate 
Cauſe , the Cauſe of this will be either an Organical or a Common Diſeaſe, The Organical is two- 
fold, the opening of the Veſſels called in Greek Anaffomoſi,, and RarifaRtion called Diapedefi. Al- 
ſo the Common Diſeaſe is twofold, namely, the breaking of the fame Veſlels called Rex, and the 
Corroſion of them called Dialbroſjis. : 

The Internal Cauſe iramediately producing the Diſeaſe is a great quantity of blood. 

Blood exceeding in quantity will either break the Veins, or open their Orifices, and fo make ei- 
ther a Kexcs or Anaſtomoſis. 

The ſame blood offending in quality, as when it is too hot or too-thin , will come forth-by 
way of Anaftemoſis ; but becanſe heat will open the Orifices, and the thinneſs cauſeth' it tofloyy more 
eafily - Alſo the fame qualities make a Diapede/is or Rarifaction ; for heat doth make thin the Tu- 
ricles of thz Veſſels, and the thinneſs of blood cauſeth it to flow more eafily through the Pores of 
thoſe Tunicles, 

Lily, The ſharpneſs of the blood doth gnaw the Tunicles of the Veins and exulcerate them, and 
ſo cauſe a Diabrofis or Erofion ; this alſo is cauſed by ſharp or ſalt Humors which diſtill from the 
Head, or coming from other parts to the Lungs. 

Moreover, the External Cauſes do concur for the produQtion of this Diſeaſe either mediately- or 
imm&divrely , it is produced immediately by a ſtroke, fall, wound, or the like ; bur they produce it 
meditely which increaſe blood, heat, anq attenuate ; as high and hot feeding, ſtoppage of Terms 
or Hemorrhoids, too much exerciſe, great clamour, heat, long ſaying in the Sun, and many others. 

Moreover, Fxternal Cold may cauſe the Ruption of the Veſſels, by making their Tunicles harder 
and not ſo eafily to bz extended ; but with this muſt be joyned Rrong Motion, or abundance ot 
Humors,

When the blood comes from the Lungs, it 1s diſtinguiſhed from that which comes from the Breaſt 
by Galen in the place mentioned ; for that which comes from the Lupgs is froathy, in a greater plen- 
ty and without pain ; bur from the Breaſt it is black, little,-and with pain. \ 

Bat'it may be obje&ed,That blood coming from the Breaſt is carried by the Lungs, and by canſe- 

uence is froathy, becauſe itis mixed with the air-taken in, as thatwhich comes unmediately from 

e Lungs. . | 

And Avicen ſaith, That blood from the Breaſt 38 froathy, I anfiver, That it is one thing'to ſpit 
ſome froath mixed with the blood, and another thing to ſpit nothing -but froath, which onely comes 
f:om the ſubſtance of the Lungs. . 

Threfore you may obſerve three degrees of froath ; for either it is wholly froathy from the fleſh of 
the Lungs, which it reſembleth,- for the Lungs are but 4 congealed froath ; or it comes from the 
Veſſels of the Lungs and is very froathy ; or it is mixed with ftoath and comes fromthe Breaſt, 

But the moſt certain ſigne that it comes from the Lungs is taken from the pain which is fixed and 
continueth where the ſolution of coatinuity is. | 

And you muſt obſerve, That blood is ſometimes ſent from the Liver, Spleen, Matrix, and other 
parts into the Lungs and ſpet forth ; ſo that the Breaſt is not primarily, bat ſecondarily affeRed, 
which thing 1s hardly to be diſcovered, | 

But we may conjeaure of it, namely, if any of the- aforeſaid partsbe troubled with pain, inflam- 
mation, or any other Diſtemper, and there neither is, nor hath been any other faulr in the Breaſt. 

You may finde outthe figns of the Cauſes from what hath been ſaid : For if blood be brought by 
the Anaſtomoſis of the Veins, there went before (ome Cauſe that opene1 the moth of the Veſlels, 
then blood is thrown forth in a pretty quantity and without pain. Bur if it come forth by Diapedefis 
or RarifaRion, then is it watriſh, little and without pain. 

When it breaks forth by Rexis or Eruption, it is very much, if a Repletion went before, or any 
External Cauſe that might break the Veſſels. 

Laſtly, If it cones by Diabroſis or Corrofion of the Vein, there went before ſalt and ſharp Di- 
Rillations from the Head, the blood is falt and ſharp, and ill-coloured, and: ſome Cauſes of ſharp 
humors were formerly : in the beginning there is bur lietle blood, but after when the Corrofiun 1s 
greater, then is much blood ſpet forth, and at laſt there is a ſpitting of Matter, 

PROGNOSTICK. Hypocrates, Aphor. 25. Se. 4. doth .lay down the Prognoſtick of 
this Diſeaſe, as what kind of blood ſoever is ſpet out of the mouth from any part below, it is evil ; 
for every opening of a Veſſel which letteth blood come forth fo is dangerous, eſpecially in the 
Lungs, concerning which his Aphoriſm chiefly ſpeaks. 

But ſometimes ſuch ſpitting of blood may be without hurt, namely, when Nature by a critical 
Motion doth purge-the ſuperfluous blood by thoſe ways. And it is obſerved, That Women whick , 
have had their Terms opt have without harm at certain times ſpet blood from their Lungs by the 
Anaſtomoſis of the Veins. | 

In reſpe& of the Cauſes. Diapedeſfis or Rarifaftion is leſs dangerous than Anaſtomoſis or Aper- 
tion and Eruption is moſt dangerous ; fot unleſs it be healed within three or four days there cometh 
an Inflammation, which being ſuppurated produceth an Ulcer, from whence cometh a Conſumption = 
Whence Hypocrates ſaith, Aphor. 15, & 16. Se. 7. That from ſpitting of blood there followeth 
pitting of matter, and from ſpittirg of matter a Phthifis or Conſumption, 

Bat Diabroſis or Corroſion 18 moſt dangerous, and Ga/ex ſaith, that it is incurable by reaſon the 
Uicer that followeth it is incurable. 

C 4 R E. The cure of Hemyptyſis or ſpitting of blood, is wronght by Revulfion of blood from the 
Lungs, by corre&ing the evil quality thereof, and clofing the Vein that 1s opened by Aſtringent and 
Conglutinating means.

There are other Diſeaſes very like to Syncope, differing only in degrees from it, namely, Eclu/ic, 
Leipothymia and Aſpbyxia : Ecluſis, 1s 4 light taunting : Leiporhymia , or Leipopſychia, of Apopſy- 
chia, is a very ſtrong and great fainting : Syncope 15 the greateſt, which if it go {0 far that the pulſe 
in the whole Body ceaſeth to beat, it 1s called 4/phyxiaz which 1snext unto death. 

The word Syncoge Was not uſed by Fypocrates,and the ancient Greeks ; but they call'd-this Diſeaſe 
Liipothymia, Lipop/; yehia and Aſphyxia. Bat it was invented a little before Galen's time, | and uſed 
for the greateſt ; 10 Ga/enz I. ad Glanc, cap. 14- ſaith, Leipethymia is an imperteR'Syncope, and 
goes betore 1t. | 
q By what hath been ſaid, it appears, that the part affeQted is the Heart, where the Vital Spirits are 
all made; by whoſe influence the Natural heat and Spirits in every part are made to a : therefore 
when that ceaſcth by Roppage of the Influx of the Vital Spirits, it is neceſſary that the ſtrength of all 
parts ſhould fail, and their ations ceaſe. 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is the defect of the Vital Spirits, notwhol- 
ly, for then ſudden death would come ; but ſo great, that Nature is conſtrained (leſt the ftrength of 
the Heart ſhould totally fail) to fetch the Spirits from the other parts to the Heart, by which means 
the parts loſe their functions. h 

Now this defe&t of Spirits comes four waies : Either becauſe they are Naturally few ; or. becanſe 
they are diſſipated and ſpent z or becauſe they are preternaturally altered and corrupted ;: or laſtly, 
becauſe they are ſuffocated and deſtroyed : They are few by fault of the faculty making, or matter 
from which they are made, The Faculty is hurt either by a Diſeaſe proper to the Heart, or by con- 
ſent from another part. ; | 

The proper Diſeaſes of the Heart which are the chief, are great diſtempers which overthrow the 
Natural temper, or deſtroy the ſubſtance of the parts, or of the Natural heat ; as ſ{yooning; Beavers, 
ſharpand malignant, Syntafice or Collighantesy or fainting, peſtilential, heRtical, or Maraſmodes, 
which conſame , tothis come organical Diſeaſes, as too much conftrit:on and dilatation, and con- 
ſtaht ſolutions, which come to the Ventricles of the Heart. | 

The Faculty may be hart by conſent from other patrs - which have great ſympathy with the Heart,as 
the Brain and Liver, and ſometimes from the mouth of the Stomach, by reaſon of its nearneſs and ex- 
quifite ſence ; from whence a Syncope is divided into a Heart and Stomach Syncope. The Cardiaca 
or Heart Syncope,is when the Heart is principally affe&ed ; . but the Stomachia,or Stomach _ 
is that which comes by conſent from the Stomach. Sometimes it comes from the Mother; by filthy 
vapors ſent from thence to the Heart, from whence comes the Suffocation of the Matrix, Apnaza, 
or ivant of breath and Hyſterical Syncopes as thoſe yapors do affault the Lungs, Diaphragma, or the 
Heart, 

The fault is in the Matter, when the Air or Bloud is defeRtive or corrupted ; from whence the Vi- 
tal Spirits are generated. There is a defe& of Air,when the Reſpiration and Tranſpiration is hindered; 
bat the defe&of Blood is when Nutrition is hindred ; there is a corruption of both, when their qua- 
lities are changed : So whenthe Air is infected in the time of Peſtilence,-irbegets Leipothymia and 
Syncope, as alſo ſtinking vapors, and fiveet alſo do the ſame with ſome Women , and the bload is 
corrupted from evil meats. 

Too great Evacuations, whether ſenſible or -inſenſible do diſperſe the Spirits. The ſenſible are 
chiefly of Blood, from the Mouth,Noſe, Womb, Belly, Hemorrhoids,Phlebotomy, and great Wounds; 
and next of other Humors, which thongh they are Excrementitious, yet becauſe of their great Eva- 
cuation, the Spirits are much diſperſed, and cauſe a Syncope, Theſe Humors are diſcharged by Vo- 
mit, Stool, Urine, Sveat, the opening of a great Impoſthume, eſpecaally if it be inward, as an Empye- 
a, or outward, as in a Dropſie when the Navel is tapped, 

The inſenfible Evacuations are by the RarifaRtion of the Skin, and by the acrimony and thinneſs of 
the Humors, immoderate heat, hot Baths or Houſes, great Labors. Alſo long watchings and faſting, 
Leckery, great anger, and joy, long and violent ſickneſs do diffipate the Spirits ; as alſogreat pain of 
the Heart, Stomach, Gurs, Reins, Ears, Teeth, and of all Nervous parts. 

An evil diſpoſition of the Bowels doth alter and corrupt the Spirits, and whatſoever doth procure 
1 alighant quality which is adverſe to the Heart, as Air, Stinks, ven2mous and peſtilential taken in 
by the breath, or bred in the body from putrifaRtion of Humors ; as alſo Poyſon taken in, or applied 
outward, or ſent to the Heart by biting of venemovs Creatures. 

Laſtly, The vehement returning of blood and Spirits to the Hzart, and an abundance of evil va- 
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pors gathered about the heart and the parts adjacent,” and too much cold and thick blood 9athered

We lately ſaw a Noble Lady, a Virgin, which from her I nfancCy was ſo ſubject to this Diſeaſe, that 
with every hght tape”: of the-mind ſhe was taken therewith, taken with a yiolent Syncope which 
uſhered =T in by a ſudden return of Blood and Spirits to her heart ; for when ſhe ſhould have been 
married to a fine young man which loved her dearly, -and her Parents, Friends and Kindred vere (0. 
lemnly met about it, they gave her a Pen to write her hand'to the, ContraRt ; but ſhe having not fully 
written her name, fell down dead upon the ground : Hence we eafily conjeQture, that there was x 
grext and ſudden rettaCtion.of the Blood and Spirits to the heart by a vehement paſſion of the mig, 
which thoaked the Natural heat, and the Spiritstherein, of which ſhe died ſuddenly. 

Perrus Saline Diverſu ſaw (28 hereporteth, Lib. de aff. part, cap. 4.) a Girl of fourteen years old 
fell into a.

The iSpagiricks refer this to a congealing Spirit, made of a peculiar and extraordinary mixture of 
Humots,. which fince it ſeldom happencth, the Diſeaſe is very rare ; And truly a {imple Refriger- 
tion cannat cauſe that concreyon, for then in dead Bodies, eſpecially in Winter, the Blood would 
alwaies be thick in the Veins, but we find it alvaies thin ; but we may ſuppoſe that this Congealine 
Spirit is like that which cauſeth a Catalephs os Congealation, which makes the parts inflexable. 

The Chymiſts do acknowledge ſuch kind of Congealing Spirits to be in many Creatures, Vege- 
tables-and Minerals ; ſuch as are reported to be xaiſed out of the Earth, in ſome Hiſtories of Mena\d 
Beafis who. have been congealed by hithy. vapors oqning fem Earth-quakes or Dens, ſo that thei 
Bodies became preſently tiff, © And Cardanns faith, That ſuch ſpirits are in Thander-bohs, in his 
Hiſtory ofthe eight Mowers, who Supping under an Oak, were fuck ſtiff, and remained as atfirl, 
the one ſeeming to Eat, the other to reach the Pot, and the other to D:ink, 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Signs to know this Diſeaſe by gither are from the Subje& which is more 
capable to receive it, or from the fit either coming or preſent, or, from the Cauſes that produce it. 

The Subje&s which axe moſt fit to receive a Syncope are men, who by ſome Natural Debility 0 
Weakneſs from ſome Diſeaſe, became faint-hearted, Women rather than Men, eſpecially in their 
Terms, _—_ Child : As alſo they who have fine Conſtitutions, ſubje& to the Jaundice, Spleen 
Melancholy. |

Itis 
wrongly (tiled by ſome a trembling of the Heart, when trembling is a pafſion of the Animal aud 
yoluntary motion,. and 1s not ptoper to any parts, but ſach ts have voluntary motion. 

Galen in his Book of Trembling, Palpitation and Convalfiony ſaith,' That Palpitation comes 0n- 
ly from the Diſeaſe that js from the Cauſe which lifteth up, ard deprefſerh the part, without any help 
of the Faculty ; jor Forty enanes partly from the Faculty, partly from the Diſeaſe. Hence t 
is that many uſing the word Palpitation indiffereritly to any paxt, think it is in .the Heart, as inthe 
Skin and Muſcles, in which it comes fromWind driven violently thither : for if the Heart be moved 
28 a Bladder by Water or Wind, they ſuppoſe that to be a Palpitatiq1, Bur the reaſon is different, 
for the Skin and Muſcles cannot natyrally dilate and contra themſeives, but by Diſeaſes. But the 
Heart hath a natural Faculty to contra& and dilate it ſelf, therefore a Palpitation cannot be without 
its motion, And they do in vain muſter up Ga/en's Reaſons, 'ſo thought by them, to prove that th; 
Palpitation of the Heart comes not by Nature, but by a Diſeaſe, or cauit of a Diſeaſe, For Ga/exin 
all thoſe places ſpeaks of no other Palpitation than that which is in the Sin and other external parts

Therefore.the Palpitation of the Heartisan immoderate and preternatural ſhaking of the part, with

Chap. 3. Of Weakneſs. 


Lthough Weakneſs of Strength doth generally comprehend the kinderance of all ARions Ani- 
mal, Vital, and Natural ; yet more particularly it comprehends the Vital, which are knovvn by 
a Weak Pulſe : yet this weakneſs uſeth to be found in all great Diſeaſes, in which Nature doth yield 
or with difficulty refiſt the Cauſe. . y 
err , in Palpitation the Action of the Heart, that is Pulſation, is depraved. ſo in Weakneſs 
it is demuniſhed, TE bs 

Which is the ſame with a Syncope,but it differs in this, In a Syncope it is ſolittle that it is hardly 
perceived ; but in V Veakneſs the Pulſe 1s manifeſt and not ſo little, 

In this alſo the Animal —_— is alwayes offended : whence comes weak motion without hurt of 
the Brain, Nerves or Muſcles, but from the defe& cf Vital Spirits which are not ſo ſufhciently ſent 
to the Head that they may be made Animal. 

CANHSES. The immediate Cauſe of Weakneſs isdefe of the natural heat and # pirits from 
which the life and ſtrength of the parts do depend. 

And this Defe& is in every part from the Defe&t of Vital Spirits, and heat flowing from the 
Heart. AT AE MN | 

Now the Vital Spirits are Defe&tive,either becauſe on are not'bred in many; or becauſe they are 
diffipared after they are bred or corrupted, or Suffocated, as we ſaid ina Syncope, where there is 
this difference, That in a Syncope the Cauſes of defet of Spirits - do ſuddenly produce their effe& ; 
but in Weakneſs they operate by degrees. And therefore in Syncopes and Leipothymua all the Vi- 
tal Spirits,almoſt, do ſuddenly fail, but in this there are fewer than ought to be communicated to eve- 
ry part. 

Fe, When the Natural heat wants not only aq4ventitious heat, but alſo radical moiſture to 
feed upon ; if this moiſture be wanting and diminiſhed, the natural heat muſt be leſs, and the ſtrength 
abated, 

Now the Cauſes which hinder the Spirits from being Generated, or maketh them diſperſe them- 
ſelves, or Corrupt, or Suffocate them, are propounded in the Treatiſe of a Syncope. 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Diagnohis of thus Diſeaſe needs no explication, becauſe it 15manifeſt, 
and the Patients do complain of their weakneſs. Bur the Signs of the Cauſes were propounded in 
the $ C 

PROGNOSTICK » The Prognoſtick depends upon the various diſpoſition of Cauſes, for as 
they are greater orleſs, there is more or leſs danger, 

CURE, The Cureof this Diſeaſe is tobe direRted to tyo things, To the taking away of the 

Cauſe, and the reftauration of the Heart and vital Spirits. - 

The Cauſes are almoſt all great Diſeaſes, in which either Nature yields to, or reſifteth with diffi- 
culty, therefore the taking away of the Cauſe belongs to the Cure gf almoſt all Diſeaſes : which you 
muſt take from their proper Chapters, 

But the ſtrengthening of the Heart, and reftoring of the vital ſpirits are to be here declared ; ſome- 
times to be preferred before the Cure of the Cauſe, when death ſeems to be at hand : but we maſt al- 
wayes take heed left when we encreaſe the ſtrength, we encreaſe the cauſe of the Diſeaſe :* and there- 
wy in a hor diſeaſe you muſt uſe more temperate Cordials, but in a cold diſeaſe thoſe that are more 

ot. 

Firft then mix Cordials in his nouriſhment, as ConfeQio Alkermes, or Confe&tio de Hyacyntho in

k S there are divers Actions of the Stomach, ſo there are divers Hinderances of thoſe Aftian: 


\ which cauſe variety of Diſeaſes : For this part being to concoft meat, and make the Chylt, 
for the performance thereof, firſt it i conſtrained to deſire Meat and Drink by the Appetite, 
which may be diminiſhed, aboliſhed or depraved. When it « aboliſhed, it is called Anorexia, 

and Apoſitia : When it is diminiſhed, is is called Inappetentia, and Loathing. But when it is depra- 
ved, it i called Doggs-hunger, or Pica or Malacia, Too great deſire of Drink is called Sitis Mot- 
boſa. Theſe Diſeaſes mentioned ds concern the attrattive Faculty ; they which concern Concottion, 
as it us diminiſkted, aboliſhed or depraved, are comprehended under the ame only of Concoftion hin- 
deted+ if the Retentive and Expulfive Faculty be bart, it conſiſts in V emiting and vobi. Theve 
are divers kinds of V omitings according to the divers Condition and Nature of the Matter womited 
forth. And becauſe the Sromach is of exquiſite ſenſe of Feeling by reaſon of the famon Nerve it bath 
from the ſixth Camugation, it is therefore as other ſenjuble parts ſubjel ro pains ; and it bath ſome- 
rimes Tumors (as ather parts) and 1nflammations, Inpoſthumes and Ulcers. That therefore ne ma) 
in this Book explain all the ordinary Diſeaſes of the Stomach, me-mill comprehend it in Eleven 
C hapters.

cauſe. cads 7.) ms ; "and are Five, The firſt whereof is emprineſs of the parts. Fhe ſecond is 
the Natural Appetite of thoſe parts ſo emptied. - The third is the ſucking and attraQtion of the Me- 
ſeraick Veins 1n the Stomach and Guts. The fourth is the ſenſe of their ſucking in the Stomach. The 
Fifth is the Animal Appetite which cometh from the Nerve in the mouth of the Stomach which comes 
from the Braiq, and'is endned wi t ſenſe and feeling. As alſo the Melanchollick Humor which 
comes f;om the Spleen to _—_— of the Stomach, which with its ſharpneſs gnaws the 'inmoſt Tu- 
nicle of the Stomach, and is hke {&yce to ſtir up Appetite ; which that it may be natural, it is neceſſ2- 
ry that all thoſe Cauſes be in-Orde 
ranceof Appetite, 


; for if there be any fault in either, then there is a hurt or hinde- 


The Third Cauſe is, The Attraftion of the Stomach by the Meſeraick Veins, which uſeth to be de- 
praved by Reoppage of thoſe veins, by which means the empty parts cannot attract their Chylus, nox 
make the meuth of the Stomach ſenfble: ſo we may percerve Children troubled with Struma, to con- 
ſume by a long luz of Chyle,by reaſon all the-Meſentery 1s full of Glandules which Rop its Veiris,and 
hinder the paſſage of the Chyle to the Liver, by which means it is ſent half conco&ed forth by fiege, 
and the parts are deprived of their 'neceffary ncuriſhment, 

The Foucth and Fifth Cauſes, which are Senſe of Sucking, and Animal Appetite, do require a 
good diſpoſition inthe Stomach, brain, and nerves : Therefore whatſoever can alter their diſpofitiong 
may alſo aww ogy, - ſo every great diſtemper of the belly, eſpecially if it be hot and dry, doth 
hinder Appetite. at heat by diſperſing the moiſt ſubRance of the ſtomach, doth take away Ap- 
petite ; as alſo great Cold not only $xy'tn as when the bowels are ſo cold that they are ſtupi w 
Air, Water, Froſt, Snow,/and the like ; but alſo privative, when the native heat is ſpent, whi 
Galen calls Narcofis or StupefaQion, as by long bleeding, Beavers and the like, by which the. Rrength 
of the ſtomach and other Parts is conſumed. Evil alſo and corrupt Humors, whether hot ax cold, do 
cauſe vant of Appetite : The hot are chollerick, aduſt, putrid, or virulent, whether they are bred in 
the ſtomach for want of ConcoRion, or brought from other infirm Parts. 

The Cold Humors are, Flegmy and Slimy, gathered in the tomach by evil Cancodtion, or coming 
from the whole body, as in-them who by often Vomiting bring the corruption of othex Parts into the 


. ſtomach, 


Or from the Brain by Catarths in which the ſtomach uſeth to be troubled with Flegm': The ſup- 
preſſion of the Terms and Hemorrhoids, alſo by choaking and ſmothering the Natural heat do alfo di- 
miniſh the Appetite, 

Moreover, The diftemper of the Brain and Nerves cauſe that the Sucking is not felt in the ſtomach 
1n them who have loſt car obo the Animal Faculty : therefore they are fick in mind, as in an A+ 
poplexy, Lethargy,Phcenzy, Madneſs, and the like ; as alſo in a Palfie by reaſon of the CENTER 
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of the Nerve of the fixth Conjugation which comes to the Stomach ,or by reaſon of the ſtupefaRion 
t of cold and narcotick things,

; The 6gns of the fourth and fifth Cauſe, need a more curious ſearch; And firſt,beat in the Precordiz, 
eſpecially in the Stomach, thirſt, drineſs, and bitterneſs of the Tongue and Jaws, anda Feaver, 
fignifie a hot diſtemper of the Stomach, and abundance of Choller. And if this hot humor do floy 
from other parts, the diſeaſe of that part vill ſhew it, as inflammation of the Liver, or other part, 
But if no other part ſeem. to ſuffer you muſt conjeRture that the fault is in the. Stomach, or. that evi 
meats have been received. Totheſe are joyned Cardialgia, Heart ſcalding, Nauſea or loathing, Vo. 
miting, and Purging, the Nature of which humors are known by what 15 ſent forth,  Accold diften. 
per #nd much flegm is known by cooling Cauſes aforegoing, or ſuch as diſperſe the Natural heat, and 
extinguiſh it ; as alſo trom the ſence of weight in the Stomach, from ſharp belching or from a ſlimy

Theſame is ſignified by a long Catarrh, and a diſeaſe in ſome part which may ſend fleem or Me- 
Jancholy to the Stomach, as of the Spleen, Womb, or the like. Alfo the diſtempers of the Brain 

aud Netves are to be known by their proper figns. | 

PROGNOSTIC K. Asagood Appetite is good in all Difeaſes ; as Hyp. Aph:. 33. Se, 
2. ſaies, To be right in mind, and to be willing to take that which is brought, is good : ſo' want 
Appetite uſeth to be an evil ſign. For it ſigntfieth a great digreſſion from the Natural fate; andit 
comes, as Ga/en teacheth, Com, in 3. Epid. either from evil Humors in the Mouth of the Stomach, o 
tom the loſs of the Faculty, whoſe duty it was to be ſenſible of the Want of nouriſhment, and con- 
ſequently to defire it, So Fyp.in 1, Epid. ſaith concerning men in Conſumptions that died in the 
time of an Epidemical diſeaſe, they alyaies abhorred'meat and drank. And ſo Galen, Comment. in 
3. Epid, ſaith that he hath ſeen many in a Plague time which could take no ſuſtenance, and died: 
But ſome who were ſtronger, and took courage, and did eat, recovered, Soin Hyp. 3. Epid, Se&.1, 
eA gr. 2, Hermecrates, Who Gied the twenty ſeventh day abborred meat all the rime, and in the lf 
daies could not taſt. And SeR. 2. ofthe ſame Book, e&gr. 6. EuryanaCtis her daughter who abborred 
meat all the while, and drunk nothing worth peaking of, died tmelve daies after, 

Bat wvemuſt obſerve, that loathing of meatis ſad if it come from the deftrution of the Natur! 
heat : bur it is not ſo dangerous if it come from abundance of evil humors, and Cacochymia ; as you 
may ſee in FHyp.7. Epid. by the Son of C/eomis,vho without aFeaver abhorred meat for-two moneths, 
through abundance of crude anc viſcid flegm, which at laſt he vomited up. Soin-the beginning © 
Diſeaſes, and eſpecially of Feavers, want of Appetite is not ſodangerous, becauſe then Nature bein? 
buſie about the conco&ting of filthy humors, is called from her uſual deſire of meat. But after, when 
the Feaver is appeaſed, and the humors that cauſed the Diſeaſe being ſpent, ſhe returns to her old 
cuſtom. 

In Children, want of Appetite is worſe than in others, becauſe their ſubſtance is moiſt, eaſily diſ- 
{ipated, and requires more uſe of nouriſhment to reſtore them. 

In men recovered of a Diſeaſe, loathing threatneth a relapſe; by reaſon the reliques of the Diſeaſc 
cauſe it. 

In a continual Diſeaſe, loathing and fincere dejeRions are evil. Hyp. Aph. 6. Se&. 7. loathing 1s 
an evil fign in long Diſeaſes : but they who are like to eſcape, have the contrary , that 1s, a goodep- 
petite, But fincere dejeCtions coming do cauſe a worſe Prognoſtick ; becauſe Hypocrates undet- 

| ſtands by fincere dejeAtons, ſuch as have no humidity mixed with them, when the humor alone with- 
out any Water, 15 calt forth, whether Choller or Melancholy ; for theſe ſtools do ſherv that all the 
Natural humidity is burnt up by the heat of the Feaver. 

In long Diſeaſes of the Guts, loathing of meat is evil, and with a Feaver worſe : Hyp. Aph. 3: 
Sect. 6, when there are Jeep and putcid Ulcers in a Dyſentery,the Stomach ſuffering with the wr 
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doth not well conco6t, which offence arifing higher, affects the mouth of the Stomach with loathino. 
There are ſome in Dyſenteries, who abhor meat from the beginning of the Diſeaſe, by reaſoo of the 
evil humors which come from the Liver ; for the ſuperfluous part of them comes to « & mouth of the 
Stomach, whick 1s not alwaies dangerous, But in long Diſeaſes when it is fo, there is either 4 purtri- 
{tion about the Ulcer, or a great Inflammation, both which are deſperate,

The ſame Humor is to be altered with Juleps or cooling Broths, in which you muſt not omit the 
Spirit of Vitriol or Sutphur ; becauſe all ſharp things do not only allay Choller, bur provoke an ap- 

ztite, Hence it is that we uſe Sallets in Summer, to provoke appetite. 

Oc you may alter and purge this Humor at once with a convenient Apozeme, to which, for the Sto- 
mach, add halfa handful of Sea Wormwood, and half an ounce of Citron Myrobalans. 

After Purging, Marmalad of Quinces is good to ſtrengthen the Stomach ; or the $ rup mixed ith 
Syrup of Wormivood, the Lozenges of Diamargatiton frigid, or Triafantalon,or Diarrhedon abbatis if 
there be a ſuſpicion of Obſtru&ion, Or this Opiate :

A loathing cometh from a cold diftemper, when flegmy melancholl:ck humors are gathered into 
the Stomach, and hinder its office ; or being drawn from all other parts of the Body, as in them who 
uſing to yomit, draw the impurity of other parts of the Stomach, or from the Brain, Spleen, and Mo- 
ther, and other parts. 

In the Cure hereof, you muſt firſt look at tha diſtemper of the parts from whence they come, which 
muſt be amended with Remedies laid down in their proper Chapters, 

Then yon muſt apply Medicines to the Stomach by Eyacuations of the Humor offending, and 
ſtrengthening the parts. 

Evacuation may be made by vomit or ſtool, 

By Vomit, If thz Patient be Nauſeous, and eafie to vomit, with Medicines for that purpoſe.

= Of Dogs Appetite, called Fames Canina. 


Him: in the former Chapter ſpoken of Appetite diminiſhed and aboliſhed, noiy we ſhall ſpetk 

of it depraved. And this is done two waies : When it is either offended in quantity or quz 
lity. It offends in quancity, when nourzſhment is required in a greater quantity than Nature would 
and this is called Boxlimia, or Dogs Apetite : It offends in quality, when things are required wh 
are evil or are not food, and this is called Pjca or Kitra. Of the firſt we ſhall ſpeak in this Chapter, 
of the laſt in the Chapter following, | 

The word Box/imia comes apo ro box hai /imon, becauſe the Particle boy put to the other wotds, 
encreaſe the fignification, as if it were compared to the greatneſs of an Ox. It is alſo called Phage 
daina, Which word is given to Ulcers which eat the fleſh and enlarge, and therefore called Alm 
Phagedaina, that is, ſpreading Ulcers. Now it is called Fame: Canina, or Dogs-Appetite, becaule 
they who have it are hungry as Dogs. 

But you may obſerve that theſe two words, Bou/imia and Fames C anina,are ſometimes confounded, 
and uſed for the ſame thing ; and ſometimes diſtinguiſhed, fo that it is called Fawes Canina, Wien 
after much feeding, they vomit like Dogs. But ſome purge rather then vomit, when Nature throv- 
eth down that which it cannot conco&t. In Boxlimia, vomit doth not follow, but ſometimes Leipo- 
thymia, There are ſome who feed unſatiably, and yet vomit nor nor purge, but coneoR all ; and f 
they have not preſently more, are ſick, As Sennertz reports of a Schollar,who was black coloured, 
who eat not only in the day, but night, and digeſted it without yomiting ; he could not be fatished 
with delicate meats, but required groſs , and therefore woyld eat no Bakers Bread, but ſuch asthe 
Country people made, and would eat as many raw Parſnips in a Summer morning as could be bought 
for ſix pence, without damage. | 

Hence it appears, that this Diſeaſe is a Symptome of an Action depraved, in reſpect of quantity, 
which a&tion being encreaſed is called Dog-like, or an Appetite beyond Natural Meaſure, The 
part affeed is chiefly the mouth of the Stomach, The cauſe containing is ſence of ſucking, and 
vehement pulling, which ſtirs up the Appetite. 

CAUSES. Galen, 2. de ſymp. cau. cap. 7. reduceth the immediate cauſes of this Diſeaſe t? 
tvo Heads, in theſe words : Evil Appetites exceeding in quantity, which are called by ſome Canine, 
are then, when either ſome evil ſharp Juyce biteth the Stomach, or when the whele Body immoderate!) 
concotting, wants n1riſhment ; fur evil Tuyce which i cold biteth like the Natural ſucking. and pri- 
duceth appetite by the reſemblance of Nature. Theimmediate cauſe of a preternatural Appetite, ac- 
cording to Ga/en, is firſt a vicious humor and cold, ſticking to the Stomach : Secondly, want of Food 
by over much conco&tion. 

Evil Humors ſticking to the Stomach, cauſe immoderate Appetite, becauſe they by their too muci 
coldneſs, ſharpneſs and ſoureneſs, do conftringe, wrinkle, and pull.the mouth of the Stomach, and (0 
make a ſence of feeling like a natural ſacking, andbeget a falſe Appetite. 

This Humor is either ſoure flegm Naying long in the Stomach, or many times ——_ ſent 
from the Spleen into the Stomach, which in a natural Rate, and a moderate quantity and quality begets 
a mo1erate and natural Appetite ; but if it be preternatural and exceed, it makes the Appetite t00 
great, 
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The want of. Food, by reaſon whereof:the Veins do continuallywſuek from the Storgach, ether jr 
comes from'too great Evacuation by bleeding;/purging, vomiting,Aweating4.and the like, or from tog 
*reat a Conſumption of the alimentary ſubſtance, byreaſon of the -immoderate kear of. the. parts, or 
the thinneſs of the humors and body,'and looſeneſs of the pores, -watchings,, baths, immodetate exer- 
ciſe, much Vetiery ; all which do diffolve the ſubſtance, making humidity; and by: theſe, etnptineſs 
being cauſed,and want of food, the meat is carried fromthe Stomach ſooner than 1t ought.

PROG NOSTICK:. The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is thus : It it comeonly from External 
Cauſes, it is not dangerous if they be preſently taken arvay : And if it come nam. Norms, there is 
little danger; for when they are taken away, the Diſeaſe 1s.cured. | 

But it 18 very dangetous, if itfollow great Evacuations and meltings of the body , eſpecially if after 
meat, when the bellyis yet full; there come a fainting ; for when that hich ſhould moſt help, be- 
comes unprofitable, it Ggnifies 2 great diſtemper of the Stomach, = 
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Soa Dog-Appetite continung with Vomiting and great Purging, is dangerons, for it uſeth to end 
in an evil habit, dropfie, lethargy, conſumption, and the like. 

C4 RE. As for the Cure, becauſe Fames Canin for the moſt part takes its Original from Me. 
fancholick and Flegmatick Humors faſtened in the mouth cf the Stomach ; therefore Medicines my 
principally be directed to them; ſuch asdo empry and change the Humors, and alſo firengthen the 

art affected. | | 
_ You muſt Evacuate by Vomit or Stool vvith Medicines preſcribed in the Cure of Want of Appe. 
tite from a Cold Canſe ; for although theſe Diſeaſes are contrary, yet they come. from the ſame Hy. 
mors, different in the degrees of Coldneſs, and ſecond Qualities, and ſuch as diyerſly affe& the 
Stomach. 

Alſo the Remedies there preſcribed to heat the Stomach, and ſtrengthen it both internally and ex. 
ternally, are excellent, becauſe they not only correct the Cold Diſtemper, but dry and cauſe thirſt , 
and thirſt coming, hunger is diminiſhed. ; | 

Moreover, Wane plentifully taken, affyvageth hunger, according to Hypecrates, Aph.21, Sets, 
And eſpecially the Spirit of Wine, or Aqua vitz. 

They do properly ſtay Hunge?, yyhich do mach moiſten the Stomach, relax it, and aflyvage the 
ſharpneſs of Humors. As all fat things and Oyls, as Yillazovanys reports, That one thus diſeaſed 
did eat a hot Loaf dipp'd in Oyl ; and a Woman drank the melted Syet of an Ox vvith-as much vyan 
uy tyyice, and both did ſo diſdain Meat, that they-eat nothing in five Daies, and vrere 
cured. 

Natrcotick Medicines by dulling the too exquiſite ſenſe of the Stomach, do leffen this Diſeaſe , and 
nevy Treacle is moſt uſual for it, becauſe befides its Rupifying quality, ir doth corre the malignit 
of the Humors, vvhich is ſome cauſe thereof. | 

But becauſe theſe are tobe uſed but ſeldom, and not vvithout urgent neceflity, ſometimes you may 
uſe old Treacle, for the reaſon aforeſaid, as alſo to ftrengthen. 

Five or Six grains of Amber-greece taken in arear Egg, doth not only ſtrengthen the Stomach,vu 
by a ſpecial quality cureth this Diſeaſe. "IN 


CHAP, 111. 
Of Pica and Malacia. 


P* nn eloris are adepraved Appetite ; by which, evil, unprofitable and hurtful things ac 
etired, : 

It s called Kitra or Pica, from the Bud called a Pye, either in regard of the variety of colours, dt 
becauſe it cateth lumps of Earth ; for Women in this Diſeaſe uſe to eat Earth and Chalk,and the like: 
It is called 3/4/acia dy Pliny, for theſe Women through weakneſs of mind and tenderneſs want that 
right and natural Appetite. 

CAUKSES. This Diſeaſe comes of eyil corrupt Humors, which are gathered into the Stomgch 
by reaſon of its hart ConcoRion, or elſe ſent from other parts. 

_ Hlegmatick and Melancholick People are moſt diſpoſed for the produRtion of theſe Humors , eſpe- 
cially Women, to whom this Diſeaſe Teems proper and peculiar ; although ſometimes Boys and Men 
(though ſeldcm) have the ſame, Eating of evil Diet doth cauſe this,want of any natural Evacuation, 
eſpecially of the Terms, Sadneſs, Diſtemper of the Liver and Spleen, Obſtructions and. Weakneh, 
divers Diſeaſes of the Womb, and the like. "38 

 The(& Vitious Humors according to the divers degrees of diftempers and other diſpoſitions have 
divers patare, from whence come diyers appetites of evil things : For fince ſome Humors are crude 
and inconcoRted, others burnt and aduft ; ſome require ſoure things, ſharp, bitter, and very cold, {0 
that they aredelighted with the continual uſe of unripe Fruits, Vinegar, Tere of Lemmons, Pome- 
Sranatesand Oranges,icold Water, Snow, Ice, andthe like, Others defire Earthy, Dry, and burnt 
things, as Cloves, Cinnamon, Nutmegs, and other Spices, Salt-Aſhes, Chalk, and the hike. _ 

This Diſeaſe is Common to Women in the Chlorokis, or Green-fickneſs ; to Women great with 
Child, and ſuch as have their Terms ſopped ; which Raying in the Body corrupt, and aſcending do 
infec the Stomach, from whence its Actions are depraved, and chiefly the Appetite is taken from its 
natural Condition. 

Boys are ſometimes troubled herewith, and eſpecially. if they are born of a Woman. that hath tie 
Chlorofis : Norare men altogether free from it, although it happen ſeldom ; and they are eſpecully 
CI therewith who are Melancholick, have Obftrutions, or want their uſual Flux of the Hzmoi- 
rhoids, 

It is diſputed much among Authors, Whether a depraved Appetite require thoſe things whicn 
are like to the Preternatural State or Diſtemper of the Stomach, 0: thoſe that are contrary ? G-/# 
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raiſed the firſt diſpute, cap. 3. artis parve, waere he teacheth, That the Stomach being diſtempered, 
doth deſire Contraries, and in its natural ſtate and temper it defireth things like to it jelf. Which 
Doctrine Avicen followeth, Fen. 13. lib. 3. tra. 2. cap. 10, ſpeaking thus, #henithere i5 an evil 
Humor gathered in the ftomach, different in quality from 1ts own nature, then it doth require things 
contrary t0 it ; therefore ſome deſire Clay, Coals, Earth, Loam, Chalk, and the like, by reaſon of FF 

uality that is in them, to dry up and cut that which « contrary to' the quality of the Humrs': But 
they Who are 10 health defire judicial ly rather things like,than contraries ; for ſince fancy 18 much im- 
ployed in ftirring up of Appetite,and is much ſticred up from the diſpoſition of the body';" jt is proba- 
ble that the Humer predomunating ſhould move the fancy to defire things like unto it : For 2s Chot - 
lerick men both in time of health and fickneſs do dream of Fire and Anver : and Flegmatick men of 
Snow, Ice and Waters : the Apprehenfion of which things proceeds from the Humors redomina- 
ting in the body : So when the {eat of Appetite, the mouth of th&Stomach,is affe&ed by Fout humors 
there long continuing, they do imprint their fimilitudes in the Fancy which ftirs up the Appetite to 
defire things like, though never ſo contrary to reaſon, which is noy/ overcome by forc&of imagi- 
nation. 

Moreover, If things contrary to the Diſeaſe or its cauſe were defired by the continual uſe thereof, 
the Diſeaſe would be cured ; daily experience confirmeth this. 

By which we are taught, That Virgins in the Green-fickneſs, and Women with Child, do for the 
moſt part defire thoſe things which are agreeable to their preſent Diſtemper and evil Habit, fo that 
they who have Salt and Aduſt Humors long for Coals, Sal, Spices, and the like x. but they who have 
Melancholy or Salt Flegm predominating, defire Vinegar, green Fruits, and the like. "ys 

As for the Authority of Ga/en, ſome wholly reject it ; ſaying, That if it were true, Thats diſeaſed 
Diſpoſitions ſhould defire their contraries, all fick men, of evil Habit, would defire meat ofggac 
riſhment; which is not true, for we often ſee that fick men defire eyil meats , andtefuſe- good; 
we ſee that bodies inflamed, whether they are in a preternatural Rate; as in Feayer#Z or ina natural, 
as by violent exerciſe require cooling. | 

Some defire to Reconcile this Opinion of Gatens, ſaying, That in this Pica the diſtetnper upon 
the Stomach is habitual and connatural, and therefore doth cauſe an Appetite like to a natural, which 
is for things like at ; which maybe thus explained, When we ſay that every natygal temper doth re- 
quire the ike, and every preternatural the contrary ; the laſt is to be underſtood of diſtempers which 
come without overflowing moiſture ; forthey which-are with much moiſture when it is ſucked ap by 
the tunicles of the Stomach, do rather defire things like the moiſture with which they are wet, becauſe 
the Humor which now pierceth all the Tunicles,-although itbe: noxious, yet it is not troubleſome. : 
Onthe contrary, when the humor only poſſeſſeth pattonly of the Stomach, or is only in the hottom, 
the Stomach defires the contrary to that which is offenſive unto it ;. but if = the whole 
Stquach, and be ſoaked into its Tunicles, then the natural Faculty is deſtroyed and ſo changed, that 
it dothnot defixe any thing but what is like to_the humor ſo ſoaked in, and ſo it may be rightly ſud, 
that the hamor was become as it were connatural. 

Platerus and Sennerti do eafily free themſelves from theſe difficulties, by flying to an occultqua- 
lity, and they take an occaſion from hence, if the Patients ſo affe&ed ſhould require things like tothe 
cauſe of the Diſeaſe, then by the plentiful uſe of them, the Diſeaſe. ould be exceedingly encreaſed; 
but we ſee that they will devour Chalk, Clay, Coals, and the like traſh, and nor receive the leaſt hare 
thereby, by which men«that are ſound- would be almoſt killed. | 

Moreover, They ſay that Women with Child will often yaid alt and ſoure humors, and yet not re- 
qure ſalt or ſoure things, but the contrary. And laſtly they affirm conſtantly, that there is no agree= 
ment of Coals, Chalk, raw Fleſh, and the like with the Humoxs.. And therefore they ſay, that 
they muſt not reſt in manifeſt qualities, and that the cauſe of this Symptome and wonde 
—_— cannot be taken, from them, but they .muſt fiy-to ſome occult quality not to-beagi- 
plained, X's 

Yet Sennertus confeſſeth, that it is probable that this Appetite depraved, ſhould proceed rather 
from a like than a contrary quality : but what that quality is, cannot be explained, becanſe the things 
Vhich are defired have no agreement with the hamors either Gveer, (alt or ſoure. in Manifeſt qua- 
ties,

| The defire of Traſh is ſtirred up by humors of the like nature and temper, but theſe humors befides

DIAGNOSTI1C K.. The Knowledgeof this Diſeaſe-is eaſie, tor the Patient canrelate it ;

Cauſe alſo may be found out by conjeRure from the ſuppoſed defire of things like, For it they Pl

PROGNOSTIC K. This Diſeaſe is Chronical, of continuance, but not very grow, if 
the Body by Nature or Art may be brought to its old condition, which is not” very difficult. - For in, 
time the Humor offending may be ſent forth by vomiting naturally, or by Medicines : -and the Terms 
or Hemorrhoids ſtopt, which cauſeth this Diſcaſe firſt, may -in time be diſcharged ; which if negleR- 
ed, and Nature fink- under the burden, ou Diſeaſes follow : For when the firſt ConcoRtionis hurt, 
it is neceſſary, that the ſecond and third be corrupted, from whence come great ObſtruRtions, evil ha- 
bits and dropfies. Or if the Humor be carried an greater plenty to the Stomach,and partake of gre:- 
ret Malignity, ſometimes it produceth violent Cardulgiaes,or Heart Diſeaſes ; txom whence fainting, 
ſooning, and ſometimes death doth follow. 

If Women inthis Diſeaſe _ to abſtain from traſh, and to eat good meat with leſs diſdain, it is 
2 moſt certain fign of health at hand.- 

Women with Child uſe to be freed of this Diſeaſe about the fourth meneth, becauſe then the Child 
3s grown greater, and ſo conſumeth more of the humors, and the mother hath ſent it forth by often vo- 
mitings ; ' bat-if it laſt longer, *tis dangerous ; for it fignifies that the evil diſpoſition of the Stotnach 
hath taken deep roGt, which will hardly be packe up. 

Tras better Br people in this Diſeaſe to defire ſharp and foure things , it is worſe, if they defire 
thingseontrary to Nature, as Avicen teacheth, fer, 13. /ib. 2. tratt. 2. cap. 20. for it fignifies ; 
greatefUiftance from the Natural tate, which is barder £0 be cured. |

In'Women with Child, fey Medicines are to be uſed, by reaſon of the unficneſs of the ſubject, ad | 
dan "Miſcarxiagez4but you may give them gentle things, and ſuch as were preſcribed in theCure 
of want of Appetitezto cleanſe and-ftrengthen the Scomach, Nor muſt you omut blood+letting ,vvhich 
done ſparingly and often, is of great conſequence. 

But in Virgins ick of the Ch/orofic, or Green-Sickneſs,this Diſeaſe is cured yvith the ſame Rene- 
dies vvhich ſhall bepreſcribed for the Cure of Chlorofis in its proper place. 

But for the Pice Which is/in men, vvhich is very ſeldom, becauſe it comes from ObſtruRtions ofthe 
Liver and Spleen, 'you may uſe thoſe things vvhich ſhall be preſcribed for the Cure of them.

The Hermetical Phyſicians fay, that immoderate preternatural thirſt comes from ſome thirſty ſpi- 
cits which are bred of Sulphuxous excrements, which will not be ſatisfied with fimple cooling and 
moiſtening, but with other ſpirits like unto themſelves ; as We lee in Feavers, that a ſtrong thult is 
little allayed with much Water, which with ſharp Spirits of Vitriol, Sulphur, Salt, and the like, will 
be ſatisfied with a leſs quantity of Water. ' | 

DIAGNOSTICK., The knovvledge is eafie, for the Patients will complain. / But the 
Cauſes are knoyvn by their proper ſigns ; as a hot and dry diftemper cleaving tothe Stomach and 

other parts ; as alſo ſharp, ſalt, and bitrer humors, ſome whereof are ſometimes caſt forth,or they have 
their taſts in their mouths, if the humoxrs are in the Stomach ; bur if thirſt come by conſent rom other 
parts, the ſigns of thoſe Diſeaſes will be manifeſt, | 

PROGNOSTICK. That thirſt which comes from External Cauſes is ſafeſt, for that is 
quenched preſent with drink. Butthat which comes from internal Cauſes, is mote or leſs dange- 
rous, according to their differences. 

That thirſt which comes with Feavers, and other Diſeaſes eafie to cure, endeth'with them. But 
if it come from great and dangerous Diſeaſes, it is very dangerous ; as in a Dropfie in which thirſt is 
not (lacked, but rather encreaſed with drink. 

CU RE, The Cure of this Diſeaſe is often in Feayers, and Inflammations of ſome parts , which 
is deſcribed ſufficiently in our Method of the Cure of Feayers, Sect, 2. Cap. 2. | 

But if Thirſt be contrated by immoderate Evacuations, cauſing a dry. diftemper of the Stomach, 
and other Cauſes, the-Cure is by ſuppreſſing thoſe Evacuations, and by reſtonng the empty parts 
with moiſt Medicines. | | ; | 

Therefore firſt, having ordered a reſtoring Diet, as in a HeRtick Feaver, Conſumption and Maraſ- 
mus. Tyyo Remedies preſcribed by Ga/en are the beſt, 7. meth. namefy;Milk and Baths. Althou 
Hypocrates, Aph. 64. Sed. 5, forbids Milk to thirſty people, that is to be underſtood of thoſe w 
thick from abundance of Choller, and putrid Humors, in whom Milk is eafily putrified ; not of 
thoſe who thirſt from drineſs and Conſumption. We ſhewed the uſe of Milk inthe Cure of a Con- 
ſumption. 

Let the Bath be made of the DecoCtion of Althza Roots and Lilly Roots, with Mallows and Violet 
Leaves, and of a DecoEtion of the Heads, Feet and Guts ot Sheep, or melt with freſh Butter, or Oyl 
in warm Water, to be changed often. 

Going out of the-Bath, let the Loyns,Back and Stomach be anointed with Oyl of Violets,the Mar- 
rov of a Veal Bone, and the like, with which let as much Ereaſt or Goats Milk be mingled, as they 
will receive, 

Let the Patient in the mean while uſe reſtoring Sycups and Lozenges, and other Remedies which 
ſhall be laid doyyn in the Kure of an HeRick Feaver. 

This following Opiate is excellent : 

Take of Eryngus Roots candied , and Conſerve of Bugleſs , of each two ounces: Conſarve of 
Violets and Borrage flowers , of each one ounce: Confettio Alkermes half an ounce : Diapene= 
dion neuly prepared without the Species two drams: with Syrup of ſweet Apples make an Opiate, of 
which let bins rake the quantity of a Cheſnut as the time- of thirſt , drinking after it 4 little Borrage 
Water. 


Chap. 5. Of the hurt Conco&ion of the Stomach. 


DIFFERENCES. 

Tie Conco&tion of the Stomach called Chy/oſis, as of all other parts, is hurt three waies, either 

by diminiſhing, aboliſhing or depraving. This Conco&ion diminiſhed is called Bradupepia, 
the aboliſhed Apepſia, the depraved is called Dyſpepſia ; all which differences are cotinends in 
tais one word Cradity. Now this Crudity is ervotald either nidorous, ſtinking and acidous, or 
ſharp. The nidorous Crudity is when the nouriſhment is turned into a ſtinking burnt matter, as 
When the ſtink of Eggs, or rotten Fiſh, or fryed Oyl, is ſmelt by belching, which happens often in hot 
Cholerick Bodies. But a ſharp ſoure Crudity is,vhen meat turns ſoure, and the belchings are ſoure, 
and this comes from a cold diſtemper. To theſe you may add a third difference of Crudities, when 


by reaſon ofa weak heat the matter is imperfeRly concocted, and is turned into flegm without ſoure- 
neſs, 


The 
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CAUSE S. The Cauſes that hinder ConceEtion in; the Stomach, may be brought into three 
Heads, namely, fault in the Organ, Object, ard things External and Internal, 
The fault in the Organ comprehendeth all Diſcaſes in the Stomach, whether they be Similar, or

Organical, or Common, all which may overthrow its ations, but diſtemper is commonly the cauſe of 


hurt ConcoCtion ; for fince Concoction is made by a moderate heat according to Nature, if at ar 

time it want its due moderation, the Concotion 1s hurt. - So a cold diſtemper of the Stomach which 
diminiſheth the Hear, if it be gentle, it only weakneth the Conco&tion, and make a Bradypepſia, 
flow Conco&ion, IF the cold diftemper be greater, it aboliſheth ConcoRtion, and makes Apepſia, 
But a hot diſtemper doth deprave Conco&tion, and make a Dyſepſia, whichis a difficult Conco&tion, 
Theſe diſtempers are ſometimes fmple, and in ſuch who have Naturally a weak Stomach, and (mall 
Natural heat ; or have a ſharp and burning heat,but they are commonly with matter : Hence in Hypo. 
chondriack tartatpanach flegm and fermentation of a black Humor uſe to cauſe Crudities,Winds, 
Swellings, Rumblings, and ſoure Belchings. th 6" 

The fault of the Obje&, that is, the nouriſhment which 1s the proper Obje& of the Stomach, 
comes many waies, when it offendeth in Subſtance, Quantity, Quality, Time of Order of being 
taken. 

Nouriſhment is vitious in reſpet of its ſubſtance, when it1s too hard and difficult tobe concoRted, 
as Deers fleſh, Hares fleſh, eſpecially if old, and made hard with Salt or Smoak, Bread full of Bran, 
Muſhrooms, Roots, Pulſe, and the ike, which are called Dyſpepta. | 

Meats offend in Quantity, when too much is taken at once, and therefore cannot be overcome by 
the heat ; hence come Cradities, which are moſt uſual among them who do ſurteit themſelves, If 
there be leſs eaten than 1s —_— it may ſeem to be Crude,becauſe too little meat will be burnt and 
dryed in a Cholerick Stomach. 

Meats offend in Quality which are too cold and moiſt, and windy,or they which are too hotyhete- 
by the thinner part of the Chyle is burnt, and turned into nidorous vapors. 

To this may be reduced the Art of Cookery, and Sawce-making ; for the divers waies of roafting, 
boyling, and making of Saivce, do alter the diſpoſition of Meat, by which means they become more 
cafie ur hard of Conco&tion. | | 

Fhe:time and order of eating being prepoſterous, may alſo ſpoil the Concofion ; as if any one 
ſhould omit his uſual time of eating, and fall to it at midnight, or a little before he goes to: ſleep fill 
his Stomach ; - or if after taking ot lolid andaſtringent things, as Cheeſe, Pears, Quinces, andthe 
like, they take liquid things which do ſoon corrupt, 

Alfo external things may ſpoil the Concodtion, if they be immoderate : ſo too cold Air by dulling 
the natural heat, if it be weak or too hot, by diflipating the heat may hinder Conco&tion ; as allo 
immoderate exerciſe, eſpecially after meat, by drawing the natucal heat forth from the Stomach to the 
external parts, and ſo diſperſing it extraordinarily ; as alſo by throwing the Chylus yet imperfe into 
the Guts. The ſtoppage of the Belly and other excrements,or an immoderate flux, great watchings, 
ſleep in the day timz, great paſſions of the mind, eſpecially ſadneſs, and deep ſtudy preſently after 
meat, and the like, do not a little hinder the a&tion of the Stomach, 

Beſides the Cauſes mentioned, the Hermeticks of late time mention ong leſs uſual, and not noted 
by the Ancients, whick alſo is not plainly demonftrated by them ; but it is confirmed by ſome con- 
zeures, not to be contemned ; ot which we made mention in the explaining of the Cauſes of Fame: 
Canin. Fuſt therefore they aſhrm,that the Natural Conco&tion of the Stomach is not made by heat 
only ; but that quick melting of ſolid meats by which it is converted mto Chylus, is from anothe: 
cauſe; fince Experience teacheth, that meat boyling in a pot at a ſtrong hre many daies, wall never 
be difolved : and bones in a Dogs Stomach are quickly diſſolved, and turned into Chylons Liquor ; 
and nn the bellies of Fiſhes which have no actual heat, all that is brought in is diffolved and concot 
the ſame way. Therefore they lay down the principal cauſe off this diſſolving to be a certain Spirit 0r 
ſharp Liquor ſent from the Spleen into the Stomach, which hath great power to difſolye. And they 
take this Opinion from G.z/en, by whom it is confirmed, that a Melancholick Humor ſent from the 
Spleen mtothe Stomach, doth cauſe appetite, and that either by aſtringing or wrinkling the innet 
Tumicle of the Stomach, or pulling of ut by its ſharpneſs, which may be oppoſed, fort it do it dy 
altriCton, then all aſtringeat things would do the ſame ; and if by pulling ſharp things rather that 
ſoure would provoke Appetite. Therefore they think it more profitable,that that Humor ſhould fiir 
up Appetite by accident, by caufing want of nouriſhment, by diſſolving of that which comes in. Ar 
therefore they allow a more noble uſe of the Spleen than ever the Ancients thought of, namely, to 0x 
a chief inſtrument to ſerve the Stomach in Conco&tion : This may be conjeRured from Birds whic! 
difſolve the hardeſt ſeeds,and have a Spleen round about the Stomach or Maw,that it may more poW- 
erfully : 1fpice that diſſolving Spirit, or communicate unto it ſore Liquor. And Helmont from h1s 
own e-.perience ſaith, that that ſoure Spirit is very ſtrong in Birds ; for he relates that when he was 
1 Boy and kept a Sparcovy,he gave it his Tongue, vyhuch the Sparrovy catching vyith his Bill,defired » 
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(vailow ; and that roughing the Throat of the Sparrow with the pol his Tongue, he found it ex- 
ceeding ſharp. The Diffolving Spirit where in the Gizzards of Birds is proved from Phyſical Pra- 
Aice, 10 Which the Gnzards ot Hens for to help Concoction arg ally preicribed 1n digeſtive pou- 
ders, and it is credible that they produce that eftect by helping the di ation of the meat, and the (ame 
ne preſcribed inthe Stone, and they do much diffolye them ; and chat'is more manitefily declared in 
that from che'Gizzards of Birds, there 1s a ſalt taken vhich 1s excellent to diflalve the fone - out of 
which (alt, being in great plenty n their gi2zards, Nature being wite and provident knows hoy to 
dray 2 ſpirit a living Creature by help whereof jvith che natural hear ſhe may diffolve ſolid nouriſh- 
ment : and it is ordinarily ſeen, that there is a ſpirx made of d flolving (alt, as of Vitriol, Nitre, Ar- 
moniack, and common ſalt, vhich is more poverful to diſſolve. 

Therefore the Spirit or ſharp Liquor which is ſent from the Spleen. into the Stomach while itis in 
its natural Rate makes 2 laudable ConccEtion,bur if 'r be changed it overthrows the ations of the Sto- 
mach as aforeſaid,from theſe Poſitions, That a Dog Appetite was ſtirred vp, when that Spirit or acid 
Liquor 15 t00 active and powerfull to diflolye : Soon the other fide,, if the diflolving p, be roo 
weak, or be defeQtive, there followeth a diminithed or aboliſhed concoRtion. Hence He/mont fauh, 
That the 1. Aph. of Hp. Sect. 6. which is this-: Inlong raging of the Guts, if ſowr belchiings ariſe, 
which are not formerly, it is a good ſign, 1s thus to be interpreted, becauſe that ſor belching fgni- 
keth that that fermentation which was loſt by the diſeaſe begins ro retum. 

Let us hold up this new Dodtrine by our own Experiment; for in the. year paſt, 1648. we had a great 
Flegmatick and Melanchollick Flux ft foar months, and were brought thereby to extream Jeanneſs, 
by reaſon all our nouriſhment turned into a Flegmatick and ſlimy ſubſtance, from the debility of the 
Stomach which could not well concoCt the ſame, after many Medicines uſed all alopg that time, the 
chief part whereot profited little or nothing, at length by the often ule of very ſharp Vinega in a fery 
daies we were pertetly cured of that violent diſeaſe ; by the force of which Vinegar. we may con- 
jeure chat the natural ſowrneſs which was almoſt loſt was much reſtored : We uſed this Vinegar at 
our meat with hard Eggs, which being cut in pieces we dipped therein, and for ſotne daies we con- 
tinued the uſe thereof un all our meats : And we manifeſtly perceived that ifthe Vinegar was not very 
ſharp it did our Stomach little good, 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Knovwledg or ANagnoee of this Diſeaſe, according to the differences of 
hurt ConcoRion,is divers : And firft, Apepſos and Bradypepſia are known by the ſame figns, only diffe- 
ring in degrees : and theſe figns are ſor belchings, yomuting or purging forth of food either not, or 
but half conco&ted, ſome cauſes of refrigeration wentbefore, there is a weight, extenfion and Inflam- 
mation in the Stomach, inconvenience oy raking cold things . thin nrin, wateriſh, and pale ; ſome- 
times thick and red from that impure and filthy juyce which by reaſon of the imperfeion of the firſt 
conco&tion cold not be ſeparated from the Chylus, bar being ſent to the *Reins with the ſerous hu- 
mor, makes the urin foul, ſach as uſeth to be voided by Melancholick and Scorbutick perſons.

7. but theſe ſhew Concodtion depraved, or Dyſpepſia, Nidorous ſtinking belchings, the like taſt or 
ſink in the mouth, ſenſe of thirſt and heat, inconvenience by hot things. | 

If the Romach 1s affe&ed principally, there will'be proper figns of its Diſeaſe ; but if by conſent, 
this { ympathy is to be found out from the proper (igns of the part affe&ed : but if the ſymptom depend 
upon the fault of external cauſes or of the objeR, it will appear by the relation of the Patient and thoſe 
that ſtand by, from the. preſent or foregoing Conſtitution of the ſame. 

PROGNOSTICK. The Prognoftick is thus made : The fault of ConcoRion which comes from 
external cauſesiseafily helped, by taking away thoſe cauſes, and by ordering a good diet. 

Conco@tion hurt is more eafily cured when it comes of humors which are brought from other parts 
into the Stomach, than when it is only from the Stomach : for if thoſe humors are purged before they 

faſten any diſeaſe in the Stomach, concoGtion is reftored. | 

The Aboliſhed ConcoRion of the Stomach is worſt of all, becauſe the whole nouriſhmenitof: the

Chapters : Butthe ftrengthenivg of the Romach _e taken from the cure of the Want of > 
tire, F at 
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Bit the Hurt which comes to the ConcoRion frem the proper fault of the Romach, that chiefly takes 
its beginning from cold or hot humors ; and therefore requires the ſame Cure which was propounded 
for want of Appetite coming of the ſame Cauſes, which we will not repeat. ; 
- Laſtly, If the proper Cauſe of the Hermerticks atore mentioned be worth obſerving, you muſt look 
to it - firſt corretting the Evil tate ef the Liver, and then reftoring the Spirits difſolving, with ſome 
acid ſubſtance ; of which kind is Spirit of Sulphur, Vitriol, Salt, juyce of Lemons, Pomegramates, 
Orenges, and Vinegar. \ 


CHAP. VI. 
Of Singultus, 6r Hiccongh. 


Ingultw or Hiccough, is a depraved Motion of the Stomach, by whuch it defires to expel ſome. 
Dug that is hurtful, 

It is diſtinguiſhed from vomiting, becauſe that which is ſo ſent forth, is contained in the Cavity of 
the Stomach ; and it is wholly turned tothrow'it out : But in Singultus the matter oftending is fixed 
in the Tunicles of the Stomach, therefore it doth contra& it ſelf, and ſhakes its fibres, or exclude i, 
And thatwe may comprehend loathing alſoin this Definition, we ſay that the expulfive motion of the 
Stomach is three waies ; For either Nature would ſometimes riſe to expel, and cannot ; or it is not 
ſufficiently raiſed to this motion, and then.itis Nauſea or loathing : ſometimes itriſeth and expelleth 
and then it is Vomiting : or laſtly, it riſeth to expel, aad cannor; and that 15 Singultus: 

This is a Conyulfive motion, not a Convulſion,which 1s only in the Muſcles,and parts given to yo- 
luntary Motion, 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſes of Singultus are propounded by Fip. Aph, 39. Se.6, 
that is, Emptineſs and Repletion, as of a Convullon, But Ga/en and Avicen add a third Cauſe, 
namely, a provocation by ſharp matrer, Some labor to bring the matter provoking to a kird of te- 
pletion, that they may excuſe Hypocrates. But when the matter is plain, we need not confound ad 
darken the evidences of things for Authors words : For what is-more clear, than that Singultus comes 
from the expulfive faculty provoked ? Therefore whatſoever can provoke 1s the immediate cauſe of 
Singultus or Hiccough. But Humors and Vapors offending either in quantity or quality may pr- 
voke the ſtomach.to expulſion, and ſo repletion and acrimony are two diſtin cauſes, But.it is nt 
eafie to ſhery how emptineſs makes a Singultus : For fince its Effence 1s in defeR, none ill ſay tht 
Nature riſeth to expel a defe&& ; but rather will be moved to refreſh aud repair it, and ſo it doth n- 
ther move the Attractive than the Expulſive Faculty, But if Singultus fellow great Evacuations,asin 
ſharp Feavers, and malignant, and purging with Hellebore,it is not fGimply to be attributed to the En 
cuation, but rather to a malignant quality in the Stomach, coming from the Diſeaſe,or ſome Medicine 
taken. 

The Matter caufing Singultus,is either gathered in the ſtomach,or ſent from the Liver,Spleen,Guts, 
or other parts; or from the whole body. So ſharp Nouriſhment,or ſharp Medicines, or ſharp Humor, 
or gnaving Worms contained in the Stomach,cauſe a Singultus by propriety : but inflammation of the 
parts adjacent by water or vapors ſent to the Stomach, make it by conſent ; as alſo becauſe the Tu- 
mor, eſpecially when the Liver is inflamed, doth compreſs the ſtomach, by which thee zpulfive facul- 
ty is continually provoked. Finally, Humors may be brought from the whole body, or ſharp humos 
to the flomach, in diſeaſes of the whole body, as appears in ſharp and malignant Feavers. 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Diagnoſis or nowtedg of this Diſeaſe is manifeſt of it ſelf, But thx 
Ggns of the Cauſe are thus to be diſtinguiſhed, ſo thar if it be by propriety, the diſeaſe is more laſting, 
and there will appear ſigns of the humors contained in the Stomach, andthe diſeaſe is affwaged by w- 
mit, The Humor contained in the Stomach is known by vomit, belching, tat in the rhouth, and by 
other ſigns, And finally,if it come from a diſeaſe in any other part,you may take the figns thereof from 
their proper Chapters. p 

PROGNOSTICK. As tothe Prognoſtick : Singultus that comes from any principal Cauſe, % 
Meat, Drink, or Cold, is not dangerous ; as alſo that which goes betore a Crifis by Vomit, and the 
other ſigns muſt be healthful. 

If any have the Hiccough 1n a great Feaver, the Diſeaſe is very dangerous, Hip. in Coacts. For 
it comes trom ſharp Humors, and malignant, which pull the Tunicle of the Stomach inwardly, aod 
force its expulfive faculty, And Falleſizs ſaith,That he never knew any extenuated perſons taken wit 
a hot and malignant Feaver, who hid a Singultus, to eſcape - $0 it is in Hipoc. 3. Epid. Set, 2 
eAgr. 12. A womanliving in the Market, had many Hiccoughs upon the twelfth day, and-died 11* 
fourteenth day of her ſickneſs. Alſo P/aterr obſerved, That a Singultus coming upon the burning 
Feavers, and continuing ,is for the moſt part a fore-runner of death, and the fame is deadly ina Dy 
ſentery or bloody flux. _.\;

They come from the whole Body in a Plethory, evil habit or Cachexy, Feavers, and 
other diſeaſes of the whole Body: The Humors are often derived from ſome pegulur part into the 
Stomach in the inflammation ot the Liver, Spleen, orother Obſtru&tions of the Meſentery, from the 


; Ferns ſtopped, or Hemorrhoids, from a Catarth, or the like. Tothis yon may add the evil Con- 
formation of the Porus Cholidochus when it is not placed in the Duodenum, but into the Stomach, 


whencethey. are called Pichrochoti-Ana, Who are often troubled with Cholerick Vomits, by reaſen 
of this evil Conformation. Alſo this vomiting cometh by the Periſtaltick motion of rhe Guts, when 
they are topped in the Cholick, and the humors cannot well ger forth, but come upwards , alfy 
Worms coming up into the Stomach from the Guts, and/pulling the wward Tunicle thereof,do cauſe 
vomiting.

Vomitings of divers colours are evil,it fignifieth dive:s hamours lurking in the Body,and therefors 
Nature will be more put to it with divers enemies ; for if it be troubleſome to Nature 6 contend 
with divers Nouriſhments, bow much more dangerous is it toftrive to concoRt and tame divers pre- 
ternatural humours,eſpecially in acute Diſeaſes, in which there is but ſhort time tofight,which ſhould 
belong, that there might be more hope of Nature being a Conqueroar. 

Green Vomiting like Leeks, Verdugreefe, as alſo bleyy, black or Rinking, is deadly : For it fig- 
nifeth that there is abundance of Choler of thoſe colours : And all theſe kinds of Choter nſe to pro- 
duce malignant and deadly diſeaſes. And if there be aſtink, it ſheys a great corruption of humors, 

with which Nature carnot long conſiſt, 

In acute Feavers, Vomiting without mixture of humors is evil, according to Hipps 1.” Porrhert. 
For a pure Humor is not only crude, bat incapable of concoEtion, becauſe it excl»deth nor onely 
the a&t, but the power of Conco&tion, Fipocrates calls every hamor that is without mixture, and 
every excrement that is hot and crude, Acriron, becauſe it is bred eithet by the defedt of ſome part, 
or by reaſon of the watery ſerous matter is exhauſted by the heat of a Feaver. Therefore in ſharp 
Feavers it ſhews that there isa great inward inflammation, and for the moſt part ſuch as Nature can- 
not conquer.

As for the Cure : If Vomiting come from a diſeaſe in ſome other part; it needs no other Medi- 
cines than thoſe Which are agreeable to the diſeaſe from whence it comes. 

But if it come from Cholecick, Flegmatick, or Melancholick Humors which ſtimulate and provoke 
the Stomach, either by their quantity or quality,you muſt throw out thoſe Humours by Vomitive Me- 
dicines. | 

But if they be thick and gſutinous,”or clammy, they are tobe cut and cleanſed, as we ſhewed in 
the Cure of Want of Appetite. 7 

The beſt Vomit in this caſe, is that which is indifferent gentle, and not too weak, as warm Oyl , 
nor muſt you give ſtrong ones made of Antimony, which draw- violently from remote parts, But fuch 
as do cleanſe and diſſolve the glutinous humors, as Gylla Theophraſti, or white Vitriol prepared ; 
but Salt of Vitriol brought to a high redneſs by Calcination, is the ſtronger, 

If Vomitsare unpleaſant, you muſt take away the Matter withotften Clyſters and gentle Purgations 
with Rhubarb in them, which aſtringeth and trengtheneth afterwards.

The Antecedent Cauſes are the ſane With the Conjun, but they differ in place ; for when blood 
«ending either in-quantity or quality doth immediately open the Veins : "it's called a Conjun&t 
Cauſe ; and the ſame being contained in the Veins, is called an Antecedent Cauſe, * 
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The parts ſending, of which the chief are, the Head, Liver, Spleen, and Wemb, are antece- 
dent Cauſes. | 

Oftentimes Blood is carried from the Head to the Stomach by the Palate and Gullet, or Oeſopha- 

eus : andalſp a Violent Catarrh of ſharp and falt Flegm doth corrode the Stomach, and open the 
Veins thereof. . X 

It is carried from the Liver and Spleen by the Veins that go to the Stomach from the Womb,when 

blood by the Roppage of the Terms, runs back and opens the Veins of the Stomach, ſo that ſome 
Womets have had their Terms by vomiting blood conttantly at the time. 
' Vomitingof blood comes oftner from the Liver and Spleen, than trom other parts, and from the 
Spleen than the Liver,becauſe'it doth more conſent with the Stomach, For it is evident by Anatomy, 
that the great'branch of the Gate-Vein or Porta goeth to the Spleen, from which many Veins.are 
ſent to the Stomach both above ard below ; and theſe are ſo great that being diſtended with Wind or 
blood, they are as thick as the middle finger : this we have obſerved in Difleion. Moreover, the 
F as breve being wide,as in a natural tate, it doth continually ſend Melancholy into the Stomach , { 
being in a Preternatural Rate, it may ſend great plenty of blood. But obſerve here, That in this caſe, 
that blood is voided by ſtool as well as vonnt; both becauſe a part thereof which went to the Stomach 
is ſent downwards, and alſo becauſe the Meſeraick Veins are open, and ſend blood into the Guts, 
which by its long paſſage throng the Guts groweth black, and comes forth like Tarr. 

The external Cauſes are,All things that can wound or bruiſe,as alſo great heat which cauſeth boyl- 
ing of the blood ; hence it is that young men to the age of thirty five;are very ſubject to vomit blog, 
and other bleeding, as alſo great cold by too much aſtriftion may endarger to break the Veins : the 
ſame doth nnſeaſonable Motion and Labour, unuſual Exerciſe, great hollowing, and the like, which 
move the blood violently in the Veins. 

And finally, All the Cauſes of Blood-ſpittingaforementioned, For blood being violently moved 
either in the Veins or Arteries, whether trom an external or an mternal Cauſe, goes ſoonett to that 
part which is weakeſt, and moſt fit to receive it ; and therefore 1f the Stomach or the Veins going 
thither are ſo diſpoſed, there will be vomiting of blood rather than any other way of bleeding. 

DIAGNOSTICK, The Diagnoftick of this Diſeaſe heth chiefly an the difcovery of the 
part from which the blood comes. 

If from the Stomach, the ſcituation of the part, and the conſtant pain and heavineſs thereof will de- 
monſtrate, and there is1eſs blood, for the Veins of the Stomach are ſmall, and it comes with loathing, 
and there is a biting when they ſwallow, as alſo ſometimes it comes torth mixed with meat, flegma 
Choler. 

IF it come from the Head, there will be tickling about the Jaws and Palate ; and ſome blood will 
be blown out of the Noſe \vith Snot ; there went before it ſome'Head-ach or heavineſs, which aft 
bleeding ceaſeth. | cok 

If from the Liver or Spleen there is more plenty of blood, and ſometimes a tumor or dolor in the 
part. - From the Liver the blood is red and frothy, from the Spleen it is thick and black. Alſo blood 
from the Liver goes moſt downwards, becauſe it commonly goes from thence to the Guts through the 
Meſeraick, and muſt aſcend from them into the Stomach tocauſe Vomiting, but it doth eaſier de- 
ſcend. Contrarily, that which comes from the Spleen is rather by vomit, becauſe the Veins from 
the Spleen to the Stomach, are ſhorter and narrower, ; 

Laſtly, If from the ſuppreſſion of the Terms, you may know 1t from the Woman, and it ill cone 
at thoſe times, which will be more probable, if there be no diſeaſe in any other part. 

PROGNOSTICK. As for the ENS : Vomiting of Blood, of what cauſe ſoeyer, 
is dangerous; for it either threatneth death ſuddenly , or if it Rtay in the ſtomach 'and purrifie, it 
breeds faintings, ſivoonings and ſuffocations.” 

Vomiting of Blood from ſuppreſſion of the Terms, is leſs dangerous than that from the Liver-0t 
Spleen ; "for when they are brought down it is uſually cured, as Hypocrates taught, Apb.34-- Set. 5. 
in theſe words : hen 4 Woman vomiteth Blaod, if ber courſes break down, ſhe is cured. And inthis 
caſe only, the opening of the inferior Veins dath provoke the Terms eſpecially if ſhe take ſomething 
beſides for that purpoſe, 

They who after Vomiting of Blood fall into the Drophe called 4ſcires,do die thereof. Dodonew 
doth teſtifie that he never knew any that. eſcaped : and Experience teacheth, That a Drophie trom 
_ kind bleeding is deadly ; for jt comes from a great diſſipation of Natural heat, which canndt

CARE. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, uſe Medicines which revel the blood from the Stomach, 
and corre its diſtempers andopen the Veins with aſtringentsandglutinatives. To which add thoſe 
things which concern the part chiefly affe&ted, from whence the blood is ſent-into the Stomach, ac 
cording to the divers Nature, and Diſeaſe of the part. $9" "of 

Ard becauſe Diet is of chiefeſt concernmentin this Diſeaſe, let ns ſhey ſome Rules there:

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Let his Nouriſhment be commonly Aftringent and Emplaſtick, and'cold both actually and poten- 
tially, as Barley, Almonds, Rice,Panadoes, Jellies, and eſpecially Starch mage without Chalk, and 
boyled in milk, which is good alſo in ſpitting of Blood : to all theſe you may add ſome Pomegranates 
or Vinegar of Roſes. Alſo hard Eggs ſteeped im Vinegar are good ; Bread crums ſteeped -1n cold 
Water and Chicken Broth, with Sorrel, Purſlain, Plancane, and unrpe Grapes ; the feet and hips of 
Sheep, Kids, and Calves, boyled to a Jelly, for the firſt courſe, let hum take that which is aQtrin ent,

p Let the Air be cool, without Wind, Sun, or Moon-ſhine , let him ſleep little, and not in the day; 
for although all Fluxes are ſaid to be ſtopped by (leep, yet this by long keeping the heat in the Center 
may beencreaſed. Let his Belly be looſe, and he kept tree from paihons, 
Afﬀeer his Dietis thus ordered, we muſt go on to Chirurgery and Medicine, |

called Baſilica, in the right Arm, if it come from the Liver ; in the left, if from the Spleen ; or from 
the Ancle Vein, it from ſtoppage of the Terms. 

Uſe Fridtions and Ligatures to the extream parts, and give cleanſing Clyſters. 

Apply Cupping-glafles to the Buttocks, Thighs ang Loyns, and to the H Ypochondria. 

Give half a ſcruple of Campture with four ounces of Oxycrate or Plaritane Water, Which Xouge- 
lz:iu commends in his Counſels for excellent. a 

If you ſaſpe& there.is congealed blood, give him a glaſs of Vinegar and Water, or Oxycrate, for it 
eafily difſolveth blood, and ſends it from the Veins of the Stomach, and ſhuts them up, 

And foment the Stomach cold with the ſame. 

When Vomiting ceaſeth, toaftringe the Veins, uſe theſe following : 

Take of the white of an Egg, Roſe-Water and Vinegar, of each one dram and an haif : Beat thews 
nel ; then add two drams of Chalk, Let the Patient take now and then a ſpoonful. Or,

Theſe kinds of Purges, given by a wiſe Phyſitian, do miracles ; as we have learnt by Experi- | 


ence. | 
They muſt be made of Rhubarb, Myrobalans, Tamarinds, and Tryphera Perfica ; Which Medi. 


cines do all aſtringe with their purging, and do no wayes ſtir the Humors, ſo that you need not fear 
they will provoke vomiting of blood ; you may give them in form of a Bolus with Syrup of Myrdes, 
or of dried Roſes ; or in form of a Potion, with the DecoCtion of Succory, Sorrel, Parſlain, or the 
like. 

In time of Purging,which may continue three or four dayes in a ſmall Doſe ; at night you may giye 
the aforeſaid Opiate er Syrup of Coral, or ſome of the afore-mentioned Aftringent and firengthening 
Medicines, ; 

Finally, To prevent, you may give for a long time once ina Week, one dram of the Pouder of 
Rhubarb, or the Magiftral Syrup preſcribed for to prevent Spitting of blood, as alſo almoſt all other 
Medicines laid dowa in the Cure and Prevention of that, are very good here, 


CHAP. IX. 


Of the Diſeaſe called Cholera, 


4 Diſeaſe is a violent ſending forth both by Stool and vonuting, corrupt, ſharp ard chalerick 
| Humours. | 
DIFFERENCES. | 

It 1s called Cholera, Apo tes Choles from Choler, as Galen ſhews from the Opinion of the Gnidias 
Phyſitians, 2. meth. c, 2, that it comes from yelloiy Choler and evil humors like it which is ſent u 
wards and downwards. But Alexander Trallianme, lib.7. c.14. Will not have this Name to be "4 
rived from a Cholerick humour, becauſe Chaler is not alwayes vomiteq, bur alſo oftentimes a ſerous 
and flegmatick Humour ; but it comes rather Apo coon Cho/aftoon from the Inteſtines, which were 
called Cho/ados by the Antients ; becauſe theſe Humors come from the Inteſtines and entrauls: yet 
the firſt Etymology is more to be approved,becauſe it is uſed not onely by Ga/en, but by Hypocrat 


7. epid. text. 19. by Celſms, lib.4. cap. 11. and Aurelianus, lib.3. acut. cap. 19. And although 


CON humour 15 rot alwayes ſent forth, yet one like Choler, ſharp, biting and corrupt, is alvajs 
voided. 

Some ſay the Stomach is the part affeQted, others the'Guts, others buth ; but we muſt be of Ge 
len's mind, who ſaith, 3.de ſympr. cauſe, cap.2. The part Which is principally affeRed is the Stomach, 
whoſe expulſive Faculty is vehemently tired up,ſo that it expels the noxious humors at both orifice, 
But there is no doubt but the Gullet and Guts are ſecondarily affeQed. 

Therefore this Aﬀect is a Symptom of the expulſive Faculty being hurt, and yehemently Cirred 
up, for it cannot depend upon the retentive Faculty debilitated, for then the humors floiy by degrees 
as in Lienteria and Celiaca Paſſio : but we muſt confeſs that the Diſeaſe is more violent if the Reten- 
tive Faculty being weak do not reſiſt the expulfive. 

Moreover, The ConcoRtion 1s hurt alſo, by which evil humors are bred in the Stomach which ſtr up 
the expulfive Faculty ; but this is an Antecedent Cauſe, Hyp.4. de vittus ratione in aeutis gextu 104; 
laies down two kinds of Choler, the one Moiſt, and the other Dry , the Moiſt is that which hitherto 
hath been deſcribed, and which is meant only in this definition as being the more uſual : but the Dry 
is more rare, and it comes from a windy ſpirit going from the Stomach and Guts, and griping thole 
parts through which it paſleth. 

Theſe Winds are produced either from the fiery heat of the Stomach corrupting the meat,and ma- 
king it (tink, or from windy rank meats and Onions,Radiſhes and the. like., Sernertus-adderh another 
cauſe, borrowed from the Hermetical DoEtine, namely, Salt humors, and aduſt inthe Hypochondria, 
which grow hot by the mixture of another humor ; For (ſaith he)asSalts and the, Spirits of Salts mixed 
with ſharp Spirits, make abundance of flatuous Spirits, as appears by the mixing of Oyt of. Vitriol and 
Aqna<furtas, with Salt of Tartar z Sodoth it fall out in Mans Body, by,the Commixtion. of a Salt and 
Aduſt Humor with other Spirits, there are many windy Spirits produced. 

CANSES. The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe; isa Cholecick, Burnt, Sharp, Salt, 

or 
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or rotten Humor in the Stomach, Guts Spleen, Meſentery, or Pancreas, or ſome nouriſhment of evil 
quality, ſome ſtrong deadly Medicine, or poyſon taken, Hp. 7 Epid. Text. go. doth reckon up 
almoſt all the Caaſes of thoſe evil Humors, in theſe words : Chulerick Evacuations rpwards and down- 
wards, come from eating 100 wuch fleſhy pee tally S'wnes fleſh not roafted : Alſo for meats not formerly 
uſed, from drunkenneſs with o/d Wine and / meet, from Pine kernels, Locuſts, rotten nuts, and from the 
uſe cf Garlicks Leeks, Onions, eſpecially from boyled Lettuce, Colemorts, and the like crade things ; alſo 

on Tarts, and ſweet meats, Honey meats, Fruits ſoon periſhing, eſpecially from Cucamers, Pompions : 
and theſe Evacuations happen moſt in Sumner , for then they are eaſily corrupt, and are indige- 


It is yorth the obſervation from whence ſo many Chollerick: Humors ſhould come, which in this 
Diſcaſe are ſent forth by Vonut and Stool : Ir is uſually anſivered, that they come from the Meſen- 
tery, and the places adjacent, and ſometimes from the whole body, which though it be probable yet 
we may ſay, That Humors corrupted in the Stomach, and pattsneer thereto, do infe& other humors 
with their malignity, and that Nature is conſtrained to ſend tothe Stomach and Guts, as venemous 
Medicines, Antimony, Coloquintida, Elaterium, and the lixe, by corrupting of the 206d Humors, do 
make an Hypercarthafis, or over purging. = 

SIGNS DIAG. The ſigns of this Diſeaſe, are an often and plentiful ſending forth of 
Chollerick, ſharp, and other corrupt Humors by vomiting and tool , a gnawing of the Stomach and 
Guts ; a yelling with wind, pains, thirſt, with much heat and diſturbance ; great Nauſeouſneſs, 
and loathing, which is ſomewhatappeaſed with cold drink, bur preſently is calt forth with hot. The 
Pulſe is ſometimes ſmall and unequal ; ſometimes with grear ſiveating, and Conyulſion of the Thighs 
and Arms, ſyooning coldneſs of extream parts, and other grievous Symptomes. 

The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are eafily known. 

And firſt, the external are known by relation of the Patient, and thoſe that and by. If he have 
taken too much, or food of an evil quality, or poyſon, or ſome violent Medicine. 

The internal Cauſes are known by the quality of thoſe Humors which are ſent forth. We conje- 
Aure it comes from the fault of the Stomach, ifother parts are not diſtempered, and yvhen there is a 
continual loathing , gnawing, and pain of the Stomach, the matter 1s ſent torth green ; bur if it be bred 
in the Veins, there 1s commonly a malignant Feaver adjoyned. 

PROGNOSTICK. You muſt make your rh Ricks thus, 

If itbe very violent, it brings commonly ſudden death, If it come from ſome evil Food, it is leſs 
dangerous ; for when that is ſent forth, the Diſeaſe ceaſeth, 

By how much the greater the Symptoms are, as Swooning, Conyalſfion, and Coldneſs of the ex- 
tream parts, by ſo much the neerer at hand, is death, l 

Hypocrates in Coac- ſheweth that this is ſometimes Critical to Feavers called Lipyrie, which can 
no ate waies be cured (as he ſaith)but by a great caſting forth of Choller both upwards and down- 
wards; and theſe Criſes or Judgments happen ſeldom, and ought to be ſuſpe&ed, becauſe they have 
not the conditions of a good and Health-bringing Crifis. 

If vomiting begin to ceaſe, and the wan and deadly colour of the Face to be reſtgred, there is hope 
of Health, 

CARE. In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, in the beginning thereof, ſome evacuation may be allowed 
while the evil and corrupt Humors do floiy forth. And you muſt help it forward with driuking warm 
Water with Syrup of Vinegar, or'with a greatdeal of thin Chicken Broth ; which it it provoke not 
Vomit, will allay the ſharpneſs of the Hymors. Or you may evacuate them with Rhubatb brought 
into a Pill with Syrup of Wormvood, and with cleanfing Clyſters. 

Alſo fat mollick Clyſters are to be given, made of Milk, Oyl of Roſes, freſh Butter waſhed with 
Roſe Water, or made of Chicken Broth, or Veal broth with Yelks of Eggs; with which, as the gif- 
eaſe ſhall require, you may mixe Narcoticks. | 

Alſo Clyſters 6 Oxycrate are good, of made of the DecoRion of Lettuce, Plantane, with a little 
Vinegar, Syrup of Water-lillies, and Yelks of Eggs. 

Alfo you muſt qualifie the Humors ſharpneſs with internal Medicines , as with the Decodtion of

fympromes return more firong and violent; and deſtroy the Patient who was made weak by their for. 
mer encounter ; which danger you mult prevent, not only with Reftauratives, and things that take 
away the heat of the Humors, as before mentioned, which muſt be continued after they are appeated 
but eſpecially with Blood-letting, which doth revel the burnt and boyling bloog, and greatly aſſivage 
it : and you muſt do it twice or thrice, if the ftrength be not impaired by the firſt, but rather ſeem to 
be refreſhed. Some PraRitioners in the time of the fit, when ftrength is decayed, adventure to 
a Vein, becauſe they ſay the ſtrength is oppreſſed. But it cannot then be done without danger , and 
ſometimes the Patient preſently after dieth, to their ſhame. For though we acknowledg that there 
is an oppreſſion of the ſtrength by reaſon of the ſuperfluous Humer, which 1s contained in the Veins, 
being an enemy to Nature ; yet it cannot be demied bur it is greatly decayed by thoſe grievous yg. 
mits and tools. It is better therefore firſt to allay the violence of the Humors, and after the ſymp- 
tomes are afſvaged to open 2 Vein. : 

And becauſe in this Diſeaſe the ſtrength quickly fails by rong evacuations, you muſt be very cre.

The upper Orifice is of exquiſite ſence, by reaſon of the great Nerve which it hath from the fir 
Conjugation, and therefore pain thtein 1s very ſharp, and makes the Heart which is the moſt noble 
part, and neer unto it ſenſible of the ſame ; from whence it is called Cardialgia and Cardiogmey : in 
there is ſuch a neer conſent betiveen the mouth of the Stomach, and the Heart, that the Ancients al- 
led itby the name of the Heart, Cardia. 

But if the Membranes of the Cavity, or the Pylorus be pained, it is called ſimply Dolor F entrical, 
and ſometimes Co/ica YVenrrica/i, eſpecially when it comes of wind. 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of this pain is ſolution of Continuity by things ſharp and 
diſtending, and they are chiefly Humors, or wind , and ſometimes Worms gnawing the Tunicles, 

Sharp and malignant Humors, as green Choller or black, ſalt Flegm, corrupt Matter ſent into the 
Stomach from an Impoſthume broken in the Liver or Breaſt, and all other ſharp Humors which maj 
cauſe pain. 

Alſo ſharp vapors coming from thoſe Humors uſe to cauſe this pain. 

The Wind contained in the Cavity ofthe Stomach doth cauſe ſelling and painful diſtenſion, eſpe- 
cially if it be reſtrained within its Tunicles, which makes a very ſtubborn Diſeaſe, and cannot ealily 
be ſent out. | 

The Diſeaſe both of the Stomach it ſelf, and of the parts adjoyning, uſe to breed this.pain, as an] 
oreat diſtemper either hot or cold, and eſpecially an Inflammation, and ſometimes a Scirrhas or gthei 
hard Tumor vvhich maketh a heavy pain ; asalſo Wounds and Ulcers of the ſame part, and ſyyelln$ 
in parts adjoyning by vvind or other vvaies, cauſe this pain by compreſſion of the Stomach. 

Novy theſe'Humors and Winds vvhich cauſe pain in the Stomach,either come from the vvhole body, 
or ſome parts thereof, Fromthe vyhole Body, in Feavers, or vvhen the Body is filled vvith evil Ht- 
mors. And from other parts, eſpecially the Liyer, Spleen, and Brain : from the Liver there comes 
Choller , from the Spleen, Melancholy ; and from the Head, falt Flegm. | 

Alſothis pain may ariſe from other extraordinary Cauſes not uſual,as Sckenking obſerves from ſtones 
bred in the Stomach, /;h. 3. obſervar. And Fabricius Hi/danwe, obſerv. 33. lib. reports that a W& 
man had a piece of Rind of ruſty Bacon tvyo years in her Stomach, vyherevvith ſhe vyas continuallf 
pained, and vvhich after by taking a Vomit, ſhe threvv up, and vvas cured. o 

The external Cauſes of this Diſeaſe,are Meats eithzr evil qualified,or of ſharp Nouriſhment,vvilc! 
of themſelves produce it,or things apt to breed Wind ; or things taken in too great quantity, yvnic 
putrifie and turn tharp , or things that are too hot, and breed much Choller ; As alſo ſtrong, -— 


eadly 
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deadly Medicines, either taken in too great a quantity, or not ſufficiently corre&ed, and poyſon. 

DIAGNOSTICK... The Diagnottick Signs are from thepart afteted,,. and the cauſe. 

And firſt, when the pain is under the Cartulage En/iformis or Xipboids, it ſhews that the upper 
Orifice of the Stomach 15affeed : but that 1t 1s a true Cardualgia in the mouth of the Stomach, you 
miy knoy more certainly when there 1s a moſt ſharp pain from the exquiſite ſence ofthe part with ſuch 
trouble and diſtuibance that the Patient cannot Ray wa place or in one poſture, but often fyeunds 
and fainteth-by conſent.and ſympathy of the Heart with the Stomach, not only by neerneſs to it, bur 
alſo by reaſon of the diſſipation of the Spirits by the pain. Somerimes the Brain conſents ; by Rea- 
ſon of the famous Nerve which 1s in the Stomach, and.the ſhary yapors which are direRly ſent into 
the Head from thence, from whence come Cephalalgia, Hemicrania, Vertigo, and Epilephie. , 

In other parts of the Stomach. there are great pains, but they have not ſo great Symptomes, and 
therefore they are like the Chollick, differing only in place. 

The Caufes alſo are known by their proper figns. The moſt manifeſt are taken from the Excre- 
ments for if Choller, Flegm, Wind, Worms, are voided. at the Mouth or Belly, it is eafie to'con- 
jeRure that the Diſeaſe depends-upon theſe Cauſes. But if no Humor be diſcharged we may know 
when Choller, Flegm, or: Wind abounds by heir proper figns ; and the figns of Worms are to be 
taken out of their proper Chapter :' As alſo the proper diſeaſes both of the Stomach and parts adjoy- 
ning which produce this Diſeaſe, are known by their proper ſigns. The knowledg of the Humor cau- 
fing this pain, 18 alſo taken trom the time of its coming, encreaſe, and ceſſation. Some are troubled 
moſt violently before meat, and this ſhews that Choller is predominant, which is ftirred in time of 
emptineſs, and drayn to the Stomach, and made more ſharp. Some are pained preſently after meat, 
becauſe the ray biting Humors, which before were quiet andfixed to thes Tunicles of the Stomach, 
are moved when Meatis taken, or they which were 1n the bottom of the Stomach, are raiſed up, and 
difturbthe mouth of the Stomach, - Others are pained in time of Concodtion, becauſe ſharp gnawing 
vapors ariſe from the Matter, cauſing the Diſeale from the heat encreaſed in the Stomach in time of 
Conco&ion. Others are pained four of five hours after meat, becauſe it is cortupted by evil con- 
coRion, and ſo'gnaweth the Stomach. - Some are worſt after ſleep, and that comes from a Catarrh 
fom the Head inthe'rime of fleeping, hich being heaped up in the Stomach, produceth pain after- 
wards, | Sometimes the pain is appeaſed after Meat, becauſe the ſharpneſs of ls Humors 1s qualified 
by the Fveetneſs of the Mear, | 

PROGNOSTICK. As for the Prognoſtick, it is moſt certain that Cardialgia is more dangerous 
than any other diſeaſe of the Stomach by reaſon of the exquiſite ſence of the Month of the Stomach, 
and its great conſent with the principal parts. 

The danget is more or leſs, according to the malignity of the Cauſe, and the vehetnency of the 
ſymptomes. | 

A continual acute Feaver joyned with a great pain of the Stomach, threatneth great danger ; as 

Hypoerates ſaith, Aph, 65. SeQt. 5. In Feavers, j f there be great heat about the Stomach,and C ardiog- 
mos, it is evil : for it fignifieth thatthere isa great Inflammation ofthe Stomach, or abundance of bad 
Humors contained therein. 

The pain of the Stomach coming from Worms or Wind, is commonly leaſt dangerous, becauſe the 
Cauſe is not ſo bad, and not fixed of the part. But ſometimes from Worms gnawing in the Stomach, 
oreat Symptomes happen, of which the Patient ſuddenly dieth. 

So when the diftemper which begets wind, is ſtubborn and habitual, it is not without danger, for it 
turneth toa dry ak. 5p ; Hypocrates, Aphor. 11, Se&t. 4. 1n a Cardialgia, coldneſs of the extream 
parts fignifteth death at hand. 

CKRE. The Cure of this Diſeaſe 1s to be varied according to the diverſity of the Cauſes. TIfit 
come from the Diſeaſes of other parts, you muſt cure them. But if the cauſe be in the Stomach alone, 
the pain comes either from wind, or ſharp Humors and Chollerick, or from Inflammation, Impoſt- 
bume, or Ulcer, That which comes from Wind is to be cured by Medicines that diſcuſs and Eva- 
cuate that flatalent Matter, as alſo the flegm from whence it comes. | 

And firſt you muſt give a gentle Emollient Laxative Clyſter, and preſently after anothet Carmi- 
native, that is, expelling wind, and diſcuſſing, of the Deco&ion of Origan, Calamints, Penyroyal, 
Rue, the leſſer Centaury, Annis ſeeds, Fennel ſeeds, Carrots, and Cutnmin ſeeds, and'the like : In 
Waich difſolve Benedi&ta Laxativa, Oyl of Dill, Rue, and Honey of Roſemary. 

If the pain continne, you muſt make a Clyſter of equal parts of Sack, or Hippocras, Oyl of Rue, ox 
of Nuts with two ounces of Aqua vitz. . 

Or make'a Clyfter of white Wine with Oyl of Juniper, or eight drops of the Chymucal Oyl of Ci- 
namon or Cloves, which doth Miracles. 

Then foment'the'Stomach with this : ; 

T ake of Cypreſs Roats, Galangal, Calamus Aromaticus, of each” one ounce ; Mints, RN p 


Penyrozal, Marjeromy Hyſop, Sage, of each one handful : Annis, Fennel, Caranay, and fo gy 
fas 
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fe eedszand Bay berries of each half an ounce * Chamome!, Melilot, Roſemary and Lavender flonery, of 
each one pugil ; beat them, and ſlice them : put them into two bags, and boy/ them in Sack: ; then ſqueezz 
them, and apply them one after anotl.er ;0 the Stomach, and all the 'Belly. TI 

When the matter is not 1o cold, this Fomentaticn following may be prepared, whichis highly con. 
mended by Fore, becauſe it hath preſently cured when other things tailed. 7 

Take of Althea Roots half an onnce :.red Roſes, Chamome! Flowers, and tops of Wormmood, of «qc; 
one handfi/ : Boy! them in common Water, and Chameme! Water, to one pint and an balf, adding in the 
end a little Rheniſh Wine, Roſe Water, and Vinegar, Make a Fomentation. 

After Fomentation, anoint with Oyl of Rue, and Dill mixed with Aqua vitz, and a little Chymi. 
cal Oyl of Sage, or Cloves, | 

After the anointing, apply a Plaiſter of Bay-berries, or in ſtead thereof a Cataplaſm of Honey and 
Cummin ſeed. 

While theſe are doing, if there be loathing, you may provoke vomiting gently, or give a Purge a- 
vainſt Flegm. = | ; | | | 

After Purging give Oyl of bitter Almonds newly draivn, mixed with .white Wine, or Hippoctys 
mixed with Aqua Clareta, or Cinnamon Water. | 

This following Julep is moſt admirable to aflwage pain, diſcuſs wind, and ſtrengthen the Sto. 
mach. | 

T ake of Wwormwood, Centaury the leſs and Agrimony, of each half a bandful : boy! them ny 
fre ounces, and add to it being ſtrauned , one ounce of Sugar, Let him take it tno morning 
tbeetber. 

EY Luſiranus commends highly the diſtilled Water of Chamomel flowers as a moſt excellent 
Remedy to aſſwage the pains of the Stomach aiy] Entrails, of which you muſt give three ounces wam, 
Or in the defe&t of that, you may make a Decoction of Chamomel flowers, which is ſo much com- 
mended by Foreſ?«s, who {aith that be cured a Merchant wvith this only DecoRtion, once only given, 
of great pain of his Stomach, which made himroar.; which when he had drunk off, he belched, and 
fell into a ſiveat,and all his pain'vaniſhed, as by an Inchantment, ſo that ne needed no other help. Ya 
may alſo make a Vomit at the beginning of the diſeaſe, which by evacuation may. abate the pain, gf 
this Deco&ion, made with Dill ſeeds, or Agarick, or the Roots of Aſarabaca, diflolving therein, Osy- 
mel, Syrup of Vinegar, or of Roſes Solutive, 

Galenteach2th that a Cupping-glaſs applied tothe Stomach doth preſently take aivay pain, But 
you muſt uſe this Caution, That no crade Humor, or very little, lie in the Stomach, otherwiſe the 
pain will be encreaſed. 

Alſo you may with good ſucceſs apply Bread hot from the Oven, cut in the middle, either by it 
ſelf, or ſprinkled with Spices. * 

Laſtly, If the pain continue violent, you muft uſe a bath of the DecoCtion of mollifying Hetbs 
that are hot, which is moſt ſafe and powerful, tor it takes away the pain by diſcuffing the wind, and 
ſending it forth by the open pores, whichit will the berter do,if you give ſome diſcufſing Medicine to 
the Patient while he is in the Bath ; for both internal and external helps concurring, the work will be 
done. 

The Bath muſt be very hot that the wind may be better diſcuſſed, and the thick Humors mel- 
ted. 

If by reaſon of the vehement pain, Clyſters can neither be given not retained, you muſt give: 
Parge mn the Bath, and let him Ray therein an hour, or halfan hour, till the power of the Medicine 
touch the Stomach. 

Sometimes when the violence of the pain threatneth danger, you muſt give Narcoticks, which be- 
mg wiſely given, bring wonderful effects. 

Some mix Narcoticks with their Purges that the pain may be allayed, and the matter evacuated: 
ſuch as the Medicine of E/idexs commended by Foreſts, made thus : 

T ake of Diaphenicon half an ounce : Philonium Romanum two ſcruples: with the Water or Decoftion 
ef Chamome! make 4 Ption. 

After the pain 1s gone, let them who are ſabje& to this Diſeaſe, be purged once or. twice in4 
moneth to take away the immediate cauſe offvind, And let them uſe trengtheners, ſuch as were 
preſcribed in the Cure of ConcoCtion hurt, © 

The pain which comes of Choller, is to be cured by the evacuation thereof, with a gentle” yonut 0i 
Purge, or with frequent Clyſters thatare emollient, not ſhar or. hot. | 

Afterwards, qualtfie the ſharpneſs of the Humors with cooling Juleps that thicken, with Emulſir 
ons of the great cold Seeds, new'Milk, neiv Oyl of ſveet Alman®s Yelks of Eggs, and the like.

In the mean while omit not Opiates, and other ſtrengtheners preſcribed in the' former Cures. 
And at laſt, when need requireth, uſe Narcoticks, | 
Apply outwardly a Cataplaim of Bread and Milk, with yelks of Eggs, and Saffron, 
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Or Bread from the Oven broken in the middle and dipt in Vinegar. 

Or foment the part with the Decoction of Chamomel floyers, Violets and Water Lillies,or which 
i beſt, put the Patient in a warm Bath, for that is moſt proper. 

After the pains gone, left itſhould return, let the Patient purge twice every moneth, and let the 
hot Diſtemper of is Belly be corrected with a coohng Diet and convenient Remedies. 

That Pain which comes from Inflammation, Impeſthume or Ulcer, may be Cured with the Reme- 
dies preſcribed in the following Chapter,

Lihough all kindfof Tumors may ariſe in the ' Stomach as well as other parts, yet 'veWwill ſpeak 
here or.ly ofa Phlegmon 0: Inflammation, which is moſt uſual ;  the' other happen fefdom!, and 
may be cured by the ſame Method w.th the Tumors of other internal parts. os 

CAUSES. The Inflammationof the Stomach is a pretermatural Tumor 'coming of blood 
which 1s ſerit into the ſubſtance of the Stcmach and its Membranes by the Veins derived from the 
branches of the Fenz Porta. | 

This blood is enther pure, and makes a proper Phlegmon, or mixed with Choler, Flegm or Me- 
lancholy, and makes a Phlegmon Eryſipelatous, Oedemato 1s, @r Sehirrhous, 

The external Cauſes may be many, all that 11flame the blood, as hot Meats, Wine, or all that 
cand;iveit to the-patt z asa blow upon the Belly, eſpeciafly when it is full ; rowhich you may add 
things that are very (harp and very hot, as Car tharides, ſublimate. | | 

DIAGNOSTICK. The Signs of this Diſeaſe called Diagnoſftica,are a greatpain;burden,prick- 
we, diſtending and deativg, reaching to the Back ; you may feel a Tumor, and ſometimes ſee it, the 
Shoulders are drawn downwards, the breathing is difficult, as alſo felling and belching, ſometimes 
blood is vomited ; there 1s 4 moſt burning Feaver, with moſt grievoas ſymptoms. | 

It the Inflammation be pure only from blood,it is ſomervhat gentler ; but if it be with Choler cal- 
{ed Erype/asy there are grievous Spmptoms, and the Febri called Lipyria, in which the exterior 
parts are cold,and the internal burn,.and there is an unquenchable thitſt ; ſuch a kind of Feaver uſeth 
tobe in an Erypelous Inflammation of the Inteſtines. 

Like to this Inflammation of the Stomich, is that which is m the upper part of the Liver by which 
the Stomach is covered, or un that part of the Belly which lieth vpon it; which is only diſtinguiſhed 
by the deadly Symptoms, fcr then the Stomach hath the moſt deſperate. 

PROGNOSTICK. Fromwhat hath been aid is eafie to Prognoftick nnd to pronounce 
ths Diſeaſe to be for the moſt part deadly, 

i Bat that ismoft daygerous which 1s over the whole Stomach, or its upper part, or which is like fo 
an Eryſipelas. | . 

Galen 3. Prorrhet. ſhews, That much Loathing and Rumbling of the Belly is evil : For it 
ſhews that evil Humors do {lick cloſe tothe Tunicle of the Stomach, and pull them to provoke Ex- 
pulſion. 

If the I:iflammation do not kill, nor is diſperſed, it turns to an Impoſthame, which is known by 
the mitigation of the Pain and the Feaver, while the Tumor remaineth. 

After the Impoſthume is broken, there remaineth an Ulcer which is known by voidirg of Matter by 
Vomit a id Stool, 

Bat an Ulcer is produced in the Stomach, not only from an Impoſthume, bat from other Cauſes 
hich ve ſhall here reckon up, left we ſeem defeRtive in the Theory, 

Th: Cauſes of Ulcers in rhe Stomach, are either Internal or E:t2rnal. 

The Intern1l are ſharp Humors bred in the Stomach, or ſent thither from other pacts, as yelloiy 
Choler, or black or ſalt Flegm. 

The External are ſharp Medicines that Corrode, or Poyſons, ard Wourds of the Stomach not well 
Cured, which turn into Ulcers ; as alſo the breach of ſome great Veins which could not well grow 
together, after much vomiting of Blood. 

An Ulcer bred in the Stomach is known chiefly by Matter which is caſt forth by Vomit or Stool, 
to which principal ſign there are others to be added ; Firſt there is perceived in the belly a pricking 

pain joyned with burning, eſpecially when any thing is taken that 1s ſtrong 1n quality, either ſharp, 
ſalt or fovr, or very hot, or cold : there is alſo no Appetite, Rinking belching, and a conſtant lin- 
ring Feaver, 

The Prognoſtick is alyays deadly. except the Ulcer be very little, and onely in the ſuperhicies, 
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and without a Feaver. For the Membrane of the Stomach being ulcerated, being a Spermatick Part 
z 


will hardly xoy. together again : the Ncuriſhment wilt not be well concocted in a Stomach ill a8'+@. 
ed, but will be - Carbelinh concoetion, and fo rend the Ulcer, Moreover, Medicines do it 
the good, becauie cleanſers which are required for cure of Ulcers increaſe pain; and dryers which 
alſo are required, are continually hindred by the Meat and Drink, and Chyle, and'other Hymays 
whigh continually are.ina weak Stomach. h 

CURE, The Cure of the aforeſaid Diſeaſes, is ſeveral. 

And firſt, The Cure of Inflammation is to begin with blood-letting often in both Arms, as 1+ 
ſtrength will endure, And although by reaſon of ſ\yooning and coldneſs of the extrezm. parts, the 
ſtrength ſeenyat firſt to be impaired yet becauſe it comes tron oppreſſion, it tequires evacuation 
and therefore blood-letting muſt not be denied.” , f F 

Moreover, the opening of the Hemorrhoids, if the Patient be'ufed to that evacuation, doth reye] 
blood from the Stomach. Alſo Cuppine-Glaſſes both dry, and with Scarrification to the Shoulders 
heck and Buttocks, with Ligatures and Friftions of the extream parts, and heating of them (becaue 

ey are uſually cold) with hot cloaths, and anointing with Oyl of Flowerdeluce and Spike, and 
other hot things are very 200d, 
.. We diſallow Purges in this caſe, becauſe they trouble the Humours, and draiy them to the part 
aFeKed. X . 

But Avices comimends the Deco&tion of Tamarinds,or half an ounce of Cafſia diffolved in ; 
or Endive Water if it be given every day to the ſeventh day, becauſe they purge not by attraion,bur 
by mollifying, mitigate tharpnefs, and aſſivage pain, But itis better in the beginning to abſtain fron 
all Purges. Afﬀer the ſeventh Gay 1s paſt, when there appear ſome figns of ConcoRtion and declination, 
you may give a Purge of Rhubarb one dram, with one ſcruple of red Sanders infuſed. in Borrage W- 
ter, adding one ounce or tio of Syrup of Roſes, that the filth which Ricketh to the part may be 
brought forth more powerfully. |: | | 

In the mean while, you muſtevery day give Emollient, Cooling and Lenitive Clyſtes, fucks 
theſe : |

You mult give altering and ſtrengthening Medicines ar the Mouth, they may be the ſame which 
were propounded in the.Cure of the pain of the Stomach from a Cholerick Humor. ' 

But the Syrup of Water-Lillies, and of the Juyce of Purſlam, are peculiarly good, eſpecially in 
the beginning, becauſe they ſupply the place of Repelling Medicines. 

Alio Emulfions made of the four great cold Seeds, and white Poppy ſeeds are good, for they af 
ſxage pain and heat. As theſe following Juleps. 

T ake of Roſe twater three ounces, Plantane Water two ounces, the Tuyce of Sorrt/ and Pomegranatt 
Wine, one ounce and an balf : Sugar of Roſes one ounce © Boyl thems a litt/t, and ſtrain them: Luthin 
take two ounces twice or thrice in a day. 

If the pain be great, you may give the Syrup of Poppy. 

Let his Dink be Barley Water with Syrup of Violets taken cold. 

In the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, you muſt mix other Medicines with the aforeſaid, which may hely 
to diflolve.

CHRE. The Cure of this Diſeaſe is divers, according to the variety of the Cauſes. 

And firſt, there is the ſame Cure ofa flaculent and pituitious Chollick, which begins with an 
Emollient Clyſter, after Which followeth one Carmuative and diſcuſſing, as was preſcrided in the 
Dolir Ventriculi, from the like Cauſe, which mutt be repeated twice, thrice, or fonr times ina day, 
till the pain be: gone 3 and if he go not to ſtool in one or two C lyſters, as ſometimes happeneth, you 
muſt give a ſharp Suppolitory, 1s one ot the aforeſaid Clyſters, you may do well to 2dd\four onnces of 
the 494 Beneditta Rnlandi. 


Oc tivo or three drams of Coloquintida boyled in an Emollient and Carminatiye Deco- 


&on. ; | 

If Clyſters will not give eaſe, you muſt not ſtay too long upon them,but uſe ſome ventle Medidine. 
It hath been obſerved that when a fick man had taken three Clyſters without benefit, that another 
Phyſitian came and gave but one ounce and an half of Manna, with two ounces of the Oyl of \weer 
Almonds in the fat Broth of a Hen, and cured the Patient, But in a pain that comes trom groſs flegm 
-0n muſt give Fronger Medicines. 

Afterwards, Fomentations, Oyntments, Baths, Emplaiſters, and the like, are eood, Which were 
declared in the Cure of the Dolor Yentrics/i of the fame Cauſe, to which you may add fottie ſpecifi- 
cal things, which are fit for this Diſeaſe.

Lis Tnoal of Oyl of ſiveet or bitter Almonds, do afſivage pain, and caſt the Matter cleaving to the 
Inteſtines downwards.

lad on with Stuphes ſprinkled with Pepper and Sanguis Dracoms finely poudered, of each one 
Cram, 

Galbanetum Parace/ſi 18 good to diſcaſs the Humor if the whole Belly be anointed therewith. The 
deſcription is in Crato thus : 

T ake of Gum Elemi, Ivy, Galbanum, Ol of Bayes, of each equal parts : diftil them in Sand with 4 
Retort ; keep the Liquors aſunder, firſt the Water, then the cleer Ol, then the thick Ol like Honey, 
which you muſt uſe firſt. 

T ake of Calamwus Aromaticius one ounce : Galangal three drams: the outward yellon of the Orange pteHl 
jour ounces : Cinnamon, Annis, and Fennel ſeeds, of each three drams : Cummin ſeed fix drams : Ta- 
niper berries green balf an ounce : Bay-berries three drams. Ponder them finely , and infuſe them in 
ſex pints of the beſt Spaniſh Wine in a hot place fix daies; then diſtil them in Balneo Marixz. The 
Dole 1s one ounce after Evacuations. 

You may with good ſucceſs apply to the Belly Gum Garagma, and Tacamahacha ; but firſt let a 
creat Cupping-glaſs be applied to the Navil. 

Although you apply not the Plaiſters, yet you muſt not forget to Cup ; which as Galen faith, doth 
diſcuſs pain that comes of wind like an Enchantment, 

It the Diſeaſe laſt long, yo.i may cure it Vith a DecoCtion of Guajacum continued for many daies, 

aging ſometimes, and giving often Clyſters, And if it come of glaſſy legm, let Guajacum be boy- 
led in Wine, as Amatm Lſitanxs uſed itwith good ſucceſs, Carat. 32. Cent. 1, 
. Aiterthe pain is allayed, uſe an Apozeme to purge flegm for the carrying away of the rehques, or 
nltead thereof, the Decoion of an old Cock made with incifing, atrenuating, and parging things. 
Or that excellent Julep preſcribed in the Chollick of the Stomach. 

A Chollerick Chollick is cared by Emollient Clyfters, and ſuch as tempes the acrimony of the Hu- 
mors, Let 
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Let the Belly be Fomented with an Emollient Deco&tion, which is Anodine ; or which is better, 
make a Bath of the ſame. ; 

Alſo Cataplaſms made of Barley and Linſeed Flower, boyled in Oyl of Chamomel, applied co the 
bottom of the Belly, are good. 

As alſo a cooling Epithem to the Liver, made thus : | 

T ake of the Fuyce of Endive and Succory, of each half a pint ; the Juyce of Lettuce,and Roſe-F jug 

ar, of each twa ounces : mix them, and make an Epitheme. | | 

Give Juleps of Poppy, Lettuce, Endive and Soirel Water, vithSyrup of Yiolets, Apples, and 
Lemmons. BS | 

- If the Painbeurgent, come to Narcoticks. | 

When the pain is mitigated, give the infuſion and expreſſion of Rhubarb in Succory Water with 
Syrup of Roſes often, till all the filth be evacuated. - 

- Ifthis be roo gentle to eradicate the Diſeaſe, give Mercyrime Bucs, which being ſometimes given 
with ſome Parging Diagrediats, doth finiſh the Cure. 

They who are not to take Diagridinws, may take Xercurins Dulcts alone made into a Pill with 
Conſerve of Roſes, drinking after it the infuſion of Senna with Rhubarb, adding a little Manna and 
Syrup of Roſes. | 

After this you may give your ſharp Vitriolated Waters, 

When the pain is vzolent, fly to Baths and Laudannm, to which you may ſometimes mix Purgers, 
but in a great quantity ; becauſe their force will be hindered by the Laudanum, | 

Galbanetuwms Paracelf;, although hot,is fit to diſcuſs the Humor if all the Belly be anointed there- 
with : it isdeſcribed formerly. : 

Sometimes Blood-letting is good where there is fear of a Feager by the heatcf the Blood : and if 
the Feaver be begun, do it preſently. » 

When there is a great Thirſt, give cold Water, as Ga/en teacheth, /ib.12. meth. cap.7. And Ama- 
tm Lyſitants faith, That he Cured one preſe:.tly with it, And Septalus ſhes in Two Stories inthe 
S__ Book of his Practical Animadverſions, That be hath given the ſame; and taken it with very 
200d ſucceſs. - 
® For the Cure of that Cholick which turneth into a Palkie,after the Bell y 1s Iooſned with many Clhy- 
ſters, and the firſt wayes being made open by a Purge, put the Pat.ent into a warm Bath made of an 
Emollient DecoCtion, twice, thrice, four, or five times in a day, that tHe ſharpneſs of the humour 
may be allayed, and the pores of the Membranes opened. 

The day after let the Humor be pocged with a fit Medicine , then let him be bathed again, andif 
his ſtrength will endure it,let him do it every other day,tz]l the humors are Purged and the pain gone, 
and the Patient Cured. Ss, + 

In the mean time let the Clyſters be continued, eſpecially thoſe made of Milk are beſt to aſlivige 
pain, to which you may put Caſſia, Oyl of Viole s and Lillies,

freſh Butter. 

Then let him uſe Whey and ſharp Waters.

Nor muſt you omit Phlebotomy from the beginning of the Diſeaſe before Purging, and it muſibe 
often repeated if the blood be evil, orthe pain come of a Catarrh any wayes. 

Finally, All the Medicines mentioned 1n Chollerick Chollick may here be applied, which if it 
avail not, ſome Phyſitians uſe this following Potion, which though it be ſordid and norfit for men 
well educated, yet they ſay it cureth preſently.

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CHAP, Il 
Of the Iliack Paſoion. 


LEOS, or 1liack Paſſcon, took its name (as ſome ſay) from the Gut 1/euws, which chiefly is affeed 
b this Diſeaſe ; although the other thin and ſometimes thick Guts are capable of the fame : Or,ra- 
ther from Ei/eſt hai, Whuch fignifieth to be rowvled and girtabour ; therefore the Latins call it Yo/v- 
las, or C onvolun!ts. becauſe th2 Guts 10 this Diſeaſe ſcem maniteſtly to be rowled about, and to be 
moved upivards : it 48 alſo called Kordapſos, becauſe the Guts, if you lay your hand on them, ſeem to 
b- like a tretched or twiſted cord. 

The Barlarians Call it Miſerere mei, becauſe it is a miſerable Diſeaſe, and commonly deadly, and 
therefore needs Divine Commuſeration. ; 

This Iliack Pathon is a prepoſterous motion of the Inteſtines, in which the Belly is alaies bourd - 
and the Excrements whuch ſhould be carried downwards, are bought to the Stomach, and caſt out by 
yomuting. | : 

It is known that the Inteſtines have a natural motion by which the Chylus and Fzces are by de- 
orees carried downwards , wh ch 15 called Periſtalticus ; this motio115 by the Orbicular and Tranſ- 
verſe Fibres which contract the Inteſtines, aiid 1s compared to the motion of Earth-worms which 

move the parts of their bodies ſuccethively. And this motion 1s ſometimes inverted by preternatu- 
ral Cauies, as When the Fibres of the Inteſtines which ought to be contracted from above downwards, 
ar2 contracted upwards ; and whatſoever 1S in the Guts is not ſent towards the Belly, but towards the 
Stomach, and then is this Il ack Paſſion. We obſe:ve ſomething like this in Vomit.ng ; for when the 
Ebres of the Ozſ(ophagus contract themſelves trom the upper part towards the Stomach, the meat is 
fivallowed doivn ; but when by an inverted order they contra&t themſelves frem the part beneath 
vpvards, thzr2 is vomiting. This Periſtaltick inverted motion comes from the vehement ſtirring up of 
the Expultive Faculty of the Guts, which when it cannot throiv downwards the ſuperfluous Excre« 
mentitivns matter, doth by a violent motion caſt it upvards, This motion is ſometimes ſo violent, 
that not 6nly Chyle, and Wind, and Excrementitious Humors, but the Fzces alſo and Excrements 
which ſhould be 1ent out by the Anus are thrown forth by vomitug ; ſo that Clyſters and Suppoſiro- 
ries alſo are ſnatched up and vomited out : S0 Afattkew de Grads reports of a Gurl of twelve years 
old, who in this Diſeate for three daies together did not only vomit up Dung and Clyſters, but alſo 

a long Suppoſitory a ſhort time after it was adminifired unto her ; ard when ancther Suppoſitory 

was tied to her Thigh, that was preſently broken off and vomited upwith a piece of the Thred at it : 

Ard when, thirdly, a Suppoſitory Was tied with four firong threds as b -tore, that alſo was broken off 

and vomited up with the part of the Threds : And at length whe 1 the Mother, as deſired by the Phy- 

fitians to 2dmuniſter another, it was draivn upward with ſo much violence, that ſhe was conſtrained 
{:ddenly to dray it 01t leſt it ſhould be again vomited up, There are the like ſtories in Authors, 
which for brevity ſake we omit. 

CAUSES This ſtirtivg up of the Expulſive Faculty of the Guts comes from divers Cauſes ; 
The chief is Obſtrudtion ; therefore whatſoever doth ſo violently obſtru&t the Onts thitnothing can 
deſcend, doth beoet th's Drſe:ſe : for after the Faculty hath long labored to throw out ſepe; fluities 
the ordinary way, and 1s fruſtrate of her intention, deſiring to ſatishe the neceſſity of excluſion, ſhe 
takesanother courſe, and by a prepoſterous motion drives them upwards, aid vomiteth them out. 

The Cauſes obſtry&wg are hard Duyg lorg retained, groſs vapors g1thered 11 abundar ce into thz 
Guts, and viol -ntly diſtending them ; 11 fAlammation, and other great Tumors, which wholly ſhut u 
the internal Cavities 6f the Guts, and the circumvolution of it, ſo that it 1s as 1t were tied in a knot, 
which often h1pp2neth in the Herma or Rupture, and alſo in the Chollick, after which often follows 
this /teos, becauſe the Inteftines being ſtretched with wind do rowl together, and ſometimes knit 2 
xnot. | 

The more unuſual Cauſes which do provoke the expulſfive faculty that are cenſtruned to alter their 
motion are great Ulcers, Or ſharp Humors which twitch the Guts - for when the fxcesor other Hu- 
mors going downrvards,do touch the Ulcerated part, they (o prick it that the faculty 1s provoked not to 
ſuffer ſo nox10us a thing to paſs, but driveth it upwards with violence ; which motion the cther In- 
teſtines ſtirred up by ſympathy,do follow till the noxious Matter goes tothe Scomach, which follovving, 
the fame Motion, by the help of the aforeſud faculty, drives it forth by vomit. 

SIGNS. The fgns of the Iliack Paſſion are partly common to thoſe of the Chollick, and part- 
Iy proper. 

The Common Signs are, pin in the Abdomen,ſvelling and puffing up of the Belly, a bound Bel!ly, 
loathing of Meat, Naaſ21, Vomiting, want of Reſt, difficulty of Breathing and Piſſing. 


Thoſe which are proper and peculiar to this Diſeaſe, are a ſharp pain and moſt wiolent, puthog up 
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and very violent diſtenſion, an eminent hard Tumor in the Hypogaſtrium, a total ſuppreſſion f 
ſeege ſo that nothing is voided that way. In progreſs of the Diſcaie,there 1s irregular Ve mitivg, fit 
of Choller, then of Flegm, and Chylous Matter, and at length of dung, or rather of a matter like it, of 
corrupt and ſtinking Meat, for the tzces are ſeluom ſent upwards ; when they are neer death, there ; 
abundance of cold jiveat, refrigeration of the extream parts, trembling of the Heart, difturbance 
fainting. : | 

Galen in Comment. Aph. ro, Set, 7. affirms that the proper and inſeparable figns of this Diſetfe 
3$not to go to ſtool at all. But FHypocrates teems to afhrm the contrary, Epid. Sect, 2. Text, 7. in 
an Hiſtory of a Woman thus affected, which dwelt at 7 ;{amen, ſaying there were thin, few, ard cr1G 
dejections. - To which difficulty we anſver, That in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, ſcme fools may 
be from the fzces contained beneath the Gut affected, which by Nature or Art may be excluded he. 
fore all the Inteſtines conſent and loſe their proper and Natural faculty. But when the Diſeaſe is 
confirmed, and the Periftaltick motion of all the Guts 1s inverted wholly, there is nothing more ere 
downwards. : | 

The ſigns of the Cauſes are theſe : If Z/zos come from Inflammation (which often happeneth) the 
Diſeaſe 1s moſt acute, and comes quickly to the height, there is an intenſe Feaver, a moſt vehement 
pain, Chollerick Vomitings and Flegmatick do ſoon appear, and fxces and Dung do preſently” ap- 
pear and other deadly figns before mentioned. | 7, 

If ir come from the fzces indurated there went before it a conſtriftion of the Belly for many daies, 
and in the beginning there 15 no pain, but afterwards there 15,the Diſeaſe is of longer continuance,ngr 
is ſo acute as that which comes from Inflammation, neither 15 the pain ſo great, nor the Feaver 6 
ſtrong, and ſometimes there 18 none, | 

If it come from wind or flegm,it tolloweth for the moſt part the Chollick:and Ggns of the Chollick 
or Flegm and wind went before, which are laid doin in the Chapter aforegoing. 

As for the Prognoſtick. Every //es is dangerous, but one more than another. That is moſt dewd- 
ly, in which firſt there 1s Chollerick, then Flegmatick, and after ſtinking vomiting , and Galen 6. 4; 
loc. aff. ep. 2. ſaith none of theſe eſcape ; but Experience teacheth that ſome do, as when the Diſ- 
eaſe comes from retenſfion of the tzces, or Hernia /nteffina/is, or Rupture in the Guts. 

They who have this Diſeaſe with the Strangary, die within ſeven daies, except a Feaver coming, 
the Urine be more plentifully voided. 77yp. Aph. 44. Set. 6, if the Strangury come of thick an 
Flegmatick Hamors which are plentiful in the Veins and Guts, a Feaver comung thereupon, they mz 
be concodted, melted, and attenuated, and piſſed forth, by which means the 7/eos is cured. Althin 
Galen in his Comment upon his Aphoriſm,ſaith that he is ignorant of what # ypocrares ſaith here, and 
that it cannot be confirmed by Reaſon and experience. 

If Symptomes be remitted, and either Medicines or meat taken at the mouth, paſs th:ough,there is 
hope of recovery. 

CAHRE.] The Cureof this Diſeaſe, is to be varied according to the difference of the Canſes, 
And firſt, if the obſtruction comes from the Faces indurate, or from groſs and ſlimy Flegm, you muſt 
aſe Emollient and Laxative M=dicines, both internally and externally, 

Firſt then, give Clyſters of the DecoCtion of Althza, Mallows, Violets, Chamomel, and Melilot, 
with Lin-ſeed and Fanugreek ſeed, or of common Oyl to a pint, in which you may diſſolve the third 
part of Butter, or of the Broth of a Sheeps Paunch, in whica diſſolve Butter, Honey, and Sal gem, 
The which Decotion, if there be wind [as commonly there is) it is good to put Carminatives and 
Diſcuſlers. 

After the matter 1s ſomervhat Mollified with theſe Clyfters, you muſt give firſt ſome gentle Purges, 
then longer, and laſt the ſtrongeſt, 

In the mean while you muſt apply Fomentations and Liniments that are Emollient, to the whole 
Belly, and continue them long, The Paunch of a Gelding warmed in hot Water, applied to the 
Belly, is good , but Mollifying Baths are better, eſpecially if they be made of Air only. 

Alio you may give inwardly the Oyl of fiveet Almonds either alone or with white Wine. To which 
if the pain be great, you may add the Syrup of Poppies,as was ſheived in the Cure of the Chollick. 

And Laſtly, If there be vehement pain, and much flatus,you may give thoſe other Medicines which 
are preicr:bed in the Cure of the Chollick, not omitting Purges, which being opportunely given, take 

avay the Cauſe, 

That which comes from Inflammation of the Inteſtines, is to be cured by often Blood-letting, if 
ſtrength permit, both in the Arm and Foot, and by applying of Cupping-Glafſes with Scarrification to 
the Groms. Alſo Emollient Clyfters ard cooling, are to be given, made thus : 

T ake of Althea Roots to ounces : Mallons and Violets, of each one handful : Gourd ſeeds balf 4 
ounce ; Line and Fieabane ſeeds, of each two drams : Water Lillies and Roſes , of each one pugil? 
Chamome! Flowers ba/f a pugil : make a Decobtion, in a pint whereof diſſolve two ounces of Oyl 
Hoſe 5; Caſſia one ounce. Make a Clyſter, and in progreſs of time add Oy! of Violets and C _ 
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The aforeſaid Emollients muſt be boyled in Oxycrate, yy 

Or give new Milk with alittle Sugar, and the white of an Egg, or the Mucilage of Flzabane ſeeds 
one ounce, to afſwage pain. : ; 

Or you may makea Clyfter of Oyl of tveer Almonds, Barley Cream, trained from the DecoRio: 
of it, adding a little treſhygBucter and Sugar, 

A ClyRer may b2 made of fimple Oxycrate,and be every day given, which js excellent againſt the 
Inflammation of the Guts. | 

Anoint with Oyl of Vaolets, ſweet Almonds, and-Chamagel » With Mucilage -of Linſeed, Fany- 
oreek ſeed, and Quinces, with Agun21ia of Hensand Ducks, and fiveet Butter, *+ 
” Alſo make a Fomentation of the Decoction of thoſe Simples which were preſcribed for a Cly- 


er. . 
: Alſo Foment in the bzginning with Oxycrate, ard after let-the Simples aforefaid be boyled In 
Oxycrate. . O 

= make a Cataplaſ of the refdence of thoſe things in the DecoRtion with Barley Meal, Farnu- 
ereek, Lin-ſeed, and Buccer, wita the Axungia's and Oyls aforeſaid. 

Alſo a Bath of warm Water, in wich cold and Emollient things have been boyled, is moſt con- 
venient. | 

After Sleings give tivo ounces of Oyl of ſiveet Almonds to appeaſe pain, and if it be very great, 
tiſe Narcoticks. 

If there be no Jomitings younu® provoke it with a draught of warm-Water with Oyl of Violet, 
for ſo the upperparts will be purged, and the Humors will be reyelled from the part affe&ed. In 
the whole tinie of Cure, you mutt give Julkeps and Emulfgons preſcribed in the Inflammation” of the 
Stomach. 

Let his drink be Barley Water: af iythe beginning let him abſtain from all Nouriſhment for 
tyenty four hours, that ſome of the Matter may be conſumed ; then give him Chicken Broth, This 
Diſeaſe is to be attended with diligence, for it 1s tor the moſt part deadly. © 3M 

The chief buſineſs in the Cure 1s by abftinency; and this is taken from the example of thoſe that are 
wounded in the Guts, for they are almoſt famiſhed tor forty dates. Therefore let mer; in this diſeaſe for 
four ox. five daies,take orily three (poonfuls of broth every day,that vomit may be hindered which doth 
encttaſe the Diſeaſe. | | | 

Moreover, Food bringeth no comfort to the fick, for it tumeth not to Nouriſhment, but is plainly 
corrupted, andthe Chyle which goes from the Stomach into the Guts,is mingled with the Excrements 
retained, and encreaſeth vomiting. | 

He may drink more freely, becauſe it goes more eaſily to the Liver, and it may be fir to oppoſe the 
Diſeaſe, if it be yell tempered Oxycrate, and in a ſmall quantity. 

Liſtly, It conies ſometimes but ſeldom, from the circumvolurion of the Inteſtines ; and this ether 
from Wand, which tortureth them ; or from a Hernia called /xzercce/e, or Rupture, 

That which\comes from Wind, is cured by the ſame Medicine which Cares the flatulent Chollitk. 
But if atter long uſe of the Medicines, the belly will not be opened, but all things taken are. vomited 
up, that there 4 little hope of health, the laſt Remedy muſt be uſed, which Hypocrares propounds 
3.4 ar nonghy That a pair of Smiths Bellows be- applied to the Anws, 4nd that they blow 

anto his belly, - Then give an Emollient Clyſter with Troches of Altandal to bring out-the fzces. 
This is good not only againſt the Z/eos from contorfion of the Inteſtines, but in that which comes 
from a grievous obſtruQion, for by dilativg the Guts it takes avtay the obſtruftion:"* Amarns Luſi- 
ranns, Curat. nlt: Cent. 1. teftrfieth that he cured one deſperate by this means ; as alſo Epiphanins 
Ferdinands; in his Phyſical Hiſtories, Hift; 74. reports that the ſon of Jebn Altimar of Naples, 
a moſt expert Phyſitian, was ready to die of this Diſeaſe, and taken as it were from the Graves 
mouth by this means.,- But Awre/ian diffalloweth it, becauſe the wind coming from the bellows 
w; __ burt with: its cold. But this may- be avoided if the belloyvs be filled vyith wind 
y the fire, 

Parexs alſo propounds another unuſual Medicine, by which he boaſteth that he cured many at 
deaths door, namely, by drinking three pound of Quick-fiver in Water atone, for withits weight it 
dothuntie the Guts, and open, and-ſend down the hard excrements ; which Remedy is commended 
dy others, who ſay that it may be taken without harm. | 

But we may well fear ſo great a quantity,leſt it extingniſherh the Native heat with ifgcoldneſs, and 
coagulte the dlood inthe Veins ; therefore in a deſperate caſe it is better to give a leſs quantity. 
Some give tyo ounces in arear Egg, and think good to repeat it ifthe firſt Doſe do not ſucced well 
dut you may ſee in ogr Obſeryations, thit one ounce hath done well. 

But yyhen the Tlack Paſſion comes from the Gurs falling into the Cods all the*cart is to place 

em right, vvhich muſt be done by the gentle hand of a Chirurgeon, long fomenting the part affeQed, 
rt vyith an Emollient DecoRon, and Relaxing Oyls , giving eften Emollient and Carminative 
; Iiz Clyſters, 
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Clyſters, ſo placing the Patient that his Head be low, and his Thighs bigh, for ſome having been 
bung by the Heels, were quickly cured. 


If the Hernia comes with Inflammation of the Inteſtines, it 1s cured with a fomentation of cold 
water. If Wind faretch the Guts, diſcus with a Fomentation of Spixit. of Wine.. Seethe Examples 


of both Cures in our Obſervations. | 


CHAP. 111. 
of Aftriftion, or binding of the Belly. 


Y Aftriction of the Belly, we do not'tinderſtand all kind of ſuppreſſion, by which. rothing is let 

forth downwards, as in the eos. But only a dull and ſlow dejeCtion, by which the fzces and 
reliques of meat are ſeldom, and not according to the quantity of Food thrown torth ; therefore they 
are neceſſarily indurated, becauſe of their long continuance being dryed with heat, and ſome moiſture 
is alwayes drawn from them by the Meſeraick, which reach not only to the thin, but thick Guts. It 
is a Symptom of the Expulſive faculty diminiſhed, or the retentive encreaſed, and it 1s the cauſe of 
many diſeaſes ; therefore the Excrera and Retenta are reckoned among the fix things not Natural, 
which not keeping the Law of Nature produce divers Diſeaſes, ſo the Belly being bound, ſends va- 
pours.to the Head, and produceth Catarrhs, and other Diſeaſes of the Bra.n, diſturbs the ConcoRion 
of the Stomach, and the actions of other parts. 

CAUSES. The Cauſes of this Symptom.are many : And firſt, hardneſs of the faces and oy 
neſs, are not only Effects, but alſo Cauſes of them, becauſe being hard, they are more difficult tot 
voided,and do leſs provoke the expulſive faculty. They become dryer and harder chiefly and often 
from the exceffive heat of the Liver, which powerfully draws away all the moiſture' contained in the 
Inteſtines, and leaves the feces dry. Thus 1s alſo cauſed by violent motion, eſpecially riding : alſo 
by feiy excrements through want of food,or becauſe they have no acrimony to prick the Inteſtines, as 


It happens in cold Meats ; and when the Choler doth not go to the Guts, as we obſerve in the Jaur- 


dies. , And laſtly, many diſeaſes of the Guts may cauſe this conſtriction, as a cold and dry Diſtem- 
per, Tumors, Obſtrucions, Numbneſs of the 4nzs, and Palfie, and many others. 

SIGNS. The Signs depend upon the knowledg of the Cauſes, which muſt be taken from 
their proper Fountains, 

The hot diſtemper of the Liver is to be taken out of its proper Chapter. Alſo Tumors and other 
Diſeaſes of the Guts have their proper Diagnoſis or ſigns, and ſo the external Cauſes, as little meat, 
or coldneſs thereof, riding, and the like, are known by relation of the Patient, 

PROGNOSTIC K. As tor the Prognoftick. The Conſttiftion of the belly is more or le" 
dangerous, according as the Cauſe is greater or leſs. For if it come of Inflammation or other Tumor 
of the Inteſtines, it 15 very dangerous ; but from other Cauſes leſs. It uſeth to be contumacjous and 
long when it comes from the fzces indurate ; and thence come often Cholicks, which retuzn after 
they bave been cured, by reaſon of the ney drineſs of the fzces ; as alſo becauſe though the belly 
ſeems to have been made ſufficiently ſoluble by purging,and many liquid Excrements are diſcharged, 

et there remains ſometimes many hard Excrements in the Guts, which breed nexy pains, and cannot 
be taxen out but dy many Clyſters given after purging. 
CUYRE. The Cureot this Diſeaſe depends upon taking away the Cauſes, which are to be 
taken trom their proper Chapters. But becauſe it is commonly long,eſpecially when it depends upon 
a hot diſtemper of the Liver, and dryneſs of the Guts , and in the mean time the belly bound brings 
many inconvenencies. We will ſpeak of its Cure by its ſelf, which is generally done by Emollients 
and Laxatives, made thus : 

Take of Aithea or Marſh-mallow and Lilly Roets, of each two ounces + Mallows, Marſh-mallons, 
Atcrcury, Violers and Brank-rſine, of each one handful ; Linſeed and Fenugreek, of each balf as 
cance; Annis ſeed one dram and an balf ; ſweet Prunes three pair ; Chamome! and Melilot floners, 
oj £41 one pugil : Loy! then 20 a pint and an baif. Diſvotve in the ſtraining, O)l of Lillies and Lin- 
ſeed, o; e:ch twa ounces 3 freſh Butter one ounce and an baif ; Diacatholicon and Diapranes ſample, of 
each fex drams. Make a Clyfter to be given as often as need requireth. 

So:netimes inſtead of this uſe the following : 

T ake of the Decoltion of Sheeps Entrails 1ne pint ; freſh Butter two cunces; C aſſia, Diacatbolicin 
and D:aprines ſmp/e, of each half an ounce ; red Sugar one ounce. Make a Clyſter. 

Alto twice i 2 moneth, or thrice, you may give one pint of common Oyl alone for a Clyſter. 

And becauſe Nature will orow dull by too much uſe oi Clyſters, and at length will neyer officiat? 
that way, but when ſhe i; provoked by one, you muſt endeavour to mellifie the Belly with other 
means,

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For this end, ſiveet Prunes and roaſted Apples with Sugar may be taken one hour before dinner, 
1s Galen ſhewveth 2. de facu/t. alim. cap. 31. For if they be taken immediately betore dinner, they 
vill not work. Or take Chicken Broth or other Broth, in which have been boyled Beets,Borrage,and 
ſome Apples, or one ſpoonful of Oyl of fiveet Almonds newly drawn without fire, with as much Syrup 
of Maiden-hair ; or tvo ſpoonfuls of this Syrup following : Ras 

Take of the Mucilage of Fleabane ſeeds, and of Quinces drawn with Mallows Water,ons pound and 
in half : white Sugar one pound. Make a Syrup according to; Art. | 

That the Prunes may work better, let him drink half a glats of / jnam Lymphatum, or Wine and 
Water, before and after he-taketh them ; freſh Butter rakeq-an hour before Dunner the bigneſs of a 
oreat Nut, and drink Wine and Water, will do the ſame thing.

Chap. 4. Of the Lientery,and Celiack Paſpion. 


Tentery is a kind of Flux of the Belly, in which the meat is quickly ſent through the Belly, as it 
L was taken, unchanged. But inthe Celiack Paſſion the meat comes forth crude and imperfectly 
concoted, whence it appears, that the tivo Diſeaſes differ only in degrees, ſo that Lientery is re- 
ferred to the a& aboliſhed, and C@/iack Paſſion tothe at diminithed.. For although the meat is-ſent 
forth, either altogether unconcoted, or imperfectly concodted, yet theſe Diſeaſes are not to be refer- 
red to ConeoRtion hart, but rather tothe Retention ; for they are either ill concotted,ornot at all,be- 
cauſe they are quickly ſent forth, and are not long enongh retained tobe concodcted. Hence it is col- 
le&ed, That though this Diſeaſe be reckoned among the Diſeaſes of the Guts, yet the Stomach is 
much affe&ed, and ſometimes more then the Inteſtines. Hence Galen 6. deloc. aff.6ap.2+ ſaith, That 
a Lientery and Celiack Paſſion come both by fault of the Stomach ard Guts. 

CAUSES. Many Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes are propounded by Authors , all which we may 
refer tothree Heads ; The cold diftemper of the Stomach and Liver'; The provocation of thoſe 
ſame parts; And a great debility of the Retentive Faculty from ſome deadly diſeaſe. 

The cold diſtemper generateth great plenty of flegmatick and glutinous humors, which cover and 
daub over the wrinckles of the Stomach, ſo that it cannot retain the food, Hence we may admire 
why Galen 6. Aph.1, doth ſpeak againſt the old Greeks, who called this Diſeaſe Liemteriam, or 
ſmoothneſs of the Inteſtines therefore, becauſe the internal ſuperficies of the Stomach being made 
ſmoother, doth not retain the meat ; whereas the Stomach doth not retain the meat till a perfe& con- 
coction be made ſo much by the roughneſs of the inward coat, as by an innate propriety of aſtringing. 
For as we muſt confeſs, that the principal cauſe of retention is the faculty ; fo alſo muſt we acknow- * 
ledg, that the faculty doth want inftruments fitly diſpoſed, without which it cannot a& : and therefore 
ſince the invatd Tunicle of the Stomach is made rough and wrinkled, that the meat may be retained 
inthe mac, it 15 no doubt but if that roaghneſs be taken away while the wrinkles are filled u 
with Flegm, the retention of the Stomach will be hurt, ſo that the Food zvill flip away batroce be 
The like.

The great imbecllity of the Rexentive Faculty in great and deadly Diſcaſſs often cauſeth a Zje- 
tery, as you may ſee in a Dyſerftry, which when Nature is conquered degenerateth ntoAa Lientery, 
the Stomach being drawn to conſent withthe Guts Which are ſo —— y affefted, and its Faculties 
being overthrown ; ſo alſo in Malignant Feavers there happenethoften 2 Liencery, whereby the Broth 
as ſoon almoſt as taken is caſt forth unconcoRted ; and the fame is when Poyſonous and Hurtful things

' There is alſo another Cauſe different from the former, Which pecuharly makes a Caliack Paſſun,

That which comes from the imbecility of the Retentive Faculty in a deadly, or at leaſt dangerous 
Diſeaſe, is to be cured firtt with Fomentations applied to the Region of the Stomach, thus made : 

Take of the Roos of Snakeweed, T ormentil, and dried Citron peels, of each two ounces ; the Leaves 
of Mints, Plantaue, and Sea Wormwood, of each one handful ; Nutmeg, Cloves and Cinnamon, of each 
three drams ; red Roſes four pagils leat them and cut them according to art, and fill two bags pinked 
cherewith, and ſteep them in equal parts of Iron Water, and red aſtringent Wine ; or in Wine alone, if 
there Le no great Feaver, and let them be applied to the Stomach warm one after another. 

Afterwards uſe this Oyntment, or ſome Emplaiſter made of thoſe which are preſcribed for Chole- 
rick Vomiting, 

Alſo anoint the whole Belly with Oyls, or aſtringent Liniments. 

Give Clyfters of Broth in which red Roſes hayebeen boyled, diſſolving therein Sugar and Yelks 
of Eggs, and ſometimes Confectio de Hyacintho, 1t the Patient be very weak, 

And finally, You may give at the Mouth, ftrengthening and aſtringent things, as in the Cure of 
Vomiting betore mentioned ; as alſo thoſe which ſhall be ſhevved for the Flux of the Belly.

CHAP. V. 
Of Diarrhea. 


'} pre m is that kind of Flux of the Belly, by which the excrementitious Humors are ſent forth 
without Blood or Food, and without the Ulceration of the Inteſtines, 

By the Conditions of Diarrhea properly o called, it is diftinguiſhed from other kinds of Fluxes, 
becauſe in Lientery and Celiack Paſſien, the Food is caſt forth unconcoRed, or half conco&ed ; in 
a Dyſentery and 7 ena/ms, Blood 1s mixed with the excrements, as in the Flux of the Liver, called 
Heparin, and in the Hemorrboidal Flux, 

DIFFERENCES. Many are the Differences thereof; which that they may be clearly 
explained, are to be referred to three Heads : The firſt whereof reſpe&s the Matter which is voided, 
the ſecond the place from whence it comes ; the third, the manner, and efficient cauſe which produ- 
ceth the Flux of the Belly. 

Firſt, In reſpec of the Matter voided, this Flux is divided into a Cholerick, Flegmatick, Melan- 
cholick, and Serons or Watery. 

Secondly, In reſpect of the place from whence it comes ; either it comes from the whole Body, or 
ſome peculiar Part, as the Brain, Stomach, Guts, Liver, Spleen,Meſentery, Womb,and other parts. 

Thirdly, In reſpe& of the Manner and Efficient Cauſe ; one Diarrhea is Critical,another Symp- 
tomatical : one comes from an Internal Cauſe,as a diſtemper or evil diſpoſition of the internal parts; 
another f:om an external, as from ſome Medicine or Poyſon. 

Theſe Differences are ſeldom foand fingle, but they are often complicated in one and the fame 
Flux. Soa Cholerick Flux is from the Liver or the whole Body ; a Flegmatick from the Brain or 
Stomach , a Melancholick from the Spleen, and a Serous from the whole Body. 

Alfo theſe Differences are complicated from a divers mixture of humors, (0 that ſometimes Cho- 
ler, Flegm and Warer, are ſent forth by the ſame Flux. 

There is arother kind of Diarrhea different from the reſt, which is called Syntedice, or Colligna- 
tiva, coming from the melting away of the ſubſtance of the Body and Hamors by the violent hot di- 
ſemper of the ſolid parts : ſuch as happeneth ſometimes in the Inflammation of the Bowels, in a 
ffrong burning Feaver, MeRtick or Peſtilential ; in which a fat Matter as it were mixed with Oyl os 
Lreaſe 1s voided, 

Liftly, Fluxus Stercoroſwe, or a Dungy Flux is another kind, in which much liquid excrement is 
dften voided, which comes from excrementitious Meats corrupted in the Stomach, or a great plenty 
ot Excrements heaped up in the Inteſtines.

The Knowledg ih general 1s manifeſt, namely, when more liquid Excrements are voided, ang 
oftner than uſually Nature doth allow. | 

The Signs of theſe Difterences which are taken from the matter are manifeſt to the Senſes,namely, 
Whether they be Flegmatick, Melancholick, Cholerick, or Serous. 

The Parts Sending have a more difficult Diagnoſis or Way of Knowledg, yet they are thus Diſtin- 

ſhed. 
PI the Humors flow from the whole Body, there either is, or hath lately been, a continual Feaver, 
or ſome other diſeaſe of the whole body, as Cachexia, evil Habit, or Lexcophlegmatia, or white 
Droplie ; cr there hath been over-eating or drinking, and there 1s no ſign of any'Diſeaſe of any pe- 
cular part. 

If be Critical, it is a benefit to the Patient, and is eaſily endured ; and thence the Diſeaſe is 
either Cured, or Diminifhed. | EE OY = 

Sometimes there happeneth a Critical Diarrhea vithout a Diſeaſe in ſome bodies which uſe to] 
up evil Hamours ; and being ſtrong, do throw them forth at times when they abound and burdey 
Nature, as Ga/en taught, 7. meth. Cap.11. of which Flux Ce//a#@ maketh mention, /ib.4. cape 19, ih 
theſe words, /t is healthful for to go often to the Stool in one day, and in many days together if there 
be « Feaver, and if it ceaſe before the ſeventh day ; for the Body is purged, and that which inwardjy 
would have burt, is non ſent forth. : | 

Among Critical Fluxes, the Serous is one ; which comes withont a Diſeaſe aforegoing, in them 
who have much Water in their Veins, and that chiefly 11 the Harveſt time or Autumne : namely, 
when the night and morning cold of Autumn, findw'g the paſſages external and pores of the Skin 
open, by reaſon of the heat of Summer aforegoing, doth therefore infinuate it ſelf deeper into the 
body, preſſing forth internally the Serous Humors contained in the Veins, which Nature afterwards 
being over-burdened with, ſends by the Meſeraick Veins intothe Inteſtines,and many times into the 
Uretors. 

Hence it is that many in the beginning of Autumne, and in the firft cold Weather, do make abu 
dance of Urine for many days together. - = 

But if a Diarrl a be Sympromatical, it troubles the Patient much, and weakneth him ; and the 
Diſeaſe upon which it comes 1s encreated, or at leaſt is in the ſame ſtate, | 

This Symptomatical Flux ir: Burning Feavers and Malignant, is often melting ; and hence itis 
knowa, becauſe the Excrements appear unctious, and the body forthiyith becomes lean, and couft> 
med, and almoſt in a Maraſmu. | 

If the Diarrhea comes from the Brain, the Stools are frothy; Zypocrates taught Aphor.30., Sek, 
7. Which is not alwayes ſo ; For Fl-gm may floiv from the Brain without Wind, which is the only 
cauſe of froth : as alſo Wind may be mixed with Humours that are bred or contained in the Sto- 
_ or Inteſtines, from whence the Excrements may be frothy , though they come not from the 
Head, 

Therefore we muſt joyn other Signs to this, namely, If the Brain have any manifeſt Diſeaſe, as 4 
Catarrh, Deafneſs, Lethargy, Apoplexy, or great Heavaneſs, Pain or Sleepineſs ; and if the Flux be 
more at night than day. 

If it come from the fault of the Stomach, there will be the figns of the Conco&ion of the Stomach 
Hurt : As if the Food be corrupted, and have a ſharp and ſtinking quality, by which the Expulfive 
Faculty 15 tured up to expel them. : 

Alſo there will then be the Signs of a Hot Diſtemper of the Stomach : So, if the Stools be Crude 
and Flegmatick, and if Concoction be flow and diminiſhed, ye argue that the ConccRion of the Sto- 
mach 1s hart by a cold diſtemper: and laſtly, we know that the tault is in the Stomach, if the Patient 
&1 before fill himſelf with evil Food which would eafily corrupt,

A Dyfentery 15 a) ofcen and bloody Looſneſs of the Belly, with pain and torment depending apon 
he ulceration of the Inteſtines, 

The woid Dy/enteriu 1s taken c« mmor.ly among the Antients for every bloody flux of the Belly : 
bat tri&tly and properly at 1s taken only for the bloody flux, which comes from an Ulcer in the In- 
teſtines, 

DIFFERENCES. GU. 3.de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 2, nameth four kinds of bloody fluxes, 
which he commonly cals Dyſenteries. 

The firlt is, when any part of the Body is cut, or when any exerciſe 1s omitted, or any bleeding is 
emitted, as uſual bleeding at the Noſe and Hemorrhoids,that by reaſon whereof, the blood abounding 
is ſentby the Meſeraick Veins to the Inteftines, and ſo evacuated by the belly, 

Theiecond is, when by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Liver, Watery blood like that water wherein 
fleſh hath been waſbed, 1s voided , as itis in th: Hepanck or flux of the Liver, of which we ſhall 
hereafter ſpeak. 

The third is, when Melancholick and ſhining blood is caſt forth, which by reaſon of the long con- 
tinuance in the Liver or Spleen is burnt, and mixed with melancholy. Shining Ggnifieth burning, 
becauſe blood which groweth black by cold doth not ſhine,bur loſeth that brightneſs or ſplendor which 
it had before, 

The fourth Difference is,wvhen the Patient at ſome ſhort diſtance voids blood with Humors or Ex- 
crements, with which ſomenmes there is mixed Pus or Matter, and that with pain and torment, by 
which vemay conclude that there is an Ulcer of the Guts, And this is properly called a Dyſentery, 
of which only we here diſcourſe. 

CA!SES. The Internal Cauſes of a Dyſentery, are ſharpand ulcerating Humors, as yellow 
Choller,g:een like Leeks or Verdegreece, and black ; as alſo ſalt legm bred inthe Head trom great 
rw orin the belly by putcifaCtion, and ſo broaght to the Inteſtines, where cleaving a long time, it 

oth ulcerate, 

Here is a great doabt propounded by Authors ; How yellow Choller in a ſhort time ſhould cauſe a 
Dyſertery, when g:2en Choller in a long time maketh only a Diarchaa, which never turneth into a 
Dyientery, fince the green is made of the yellow by aduſtion, and hath more ſharpneſs. 

Mercarrs aſvereth,That there mutt be clammieſs, by waich it may remain long in the Guts to 
corrode and gnaw them, as well as ſharpneſs. And therefore if yellow Choller be ſuch, it cauſeth 
a Dyſentery ; @n the contrary,if green Choller be more fluid, ard ſtay leſs while in the Guts,it makes 
but a ſimple Diarrhea. 

Sexnertus faith, that this anſiver is probable ; but it doth not ſatisfie, becauſe oftentimes there are 
fluxes, in which there is clammineſs with ſharpneſs, and yet there 1s no Dyſentery. And contrary- 
miſe, oftentimes there is no clammineſs in Cholerick Humors which cauſe a Dyſentery, and there- 
tore he thinks th-t the Humors which produce a D yſentery have a peculiar occult quality, with which 
the Inteſtines are offended ard ulcerated, as the Lungs are with the fiſh Lepus, and the Bladder with 
Cantharirles, and noother part. And he proveth that malignant quality, in that a Dyſentery 1s conta- 
gious for the moſt part,ſo that the infeions which come from the vapors rifing from the excrements of 
thoſe thar þay: a Dyſentery, do only infe& the Guts of them that are infe&ed, and fall not upon other 
parts, The ſame happeneth in other Epidemical and infe&ious Diſeaſes,in vhich the Poyſon doth go 
only to ſome peculiar parts ; ſo their Pleurifies, Peripneumonia's, or Impoſthumes in the Lungs,and 
Quinzies which are infeCtions. So the Poyſon of a mad Dog doth only intect the Head : This 1s more 
clear tobe ſeen in Parging Medicines, which have a peculiar vertue to move the Humors in the Body, 
and ring them to the Gnts, which will rot only, being taken at the mouth, purge by ſtool, but laiG 
to the Navel, or taken by vapor at the Noſe, it is probable, that they piercing into the Veins and

Blocd tiom the Veins, which is changed into 
this flimy ſubſtance, by which it 1s deceived of 1ts expeCtation, ard therefcre again draweth new fo 
its Nouriſhment, which it continually aimeth it, but cannot turn anto its own-ſubſtance, bur intothis 
ſlimy Matter,of which there is ſo great an encreafe, . The ſame thing is done in other parts, and elſe- 
cially in great and profound or deep Ulcers, For the part Ulcerated, when by reaſon of 1ts evil ai- 
poſition, 1t cannot be well nouriſhed, draws blood continually trom the Veins, which is changed into 
Pus-or Qyittor, by which means the whole Body by degrees .conſumeth. Nor doth this befal only 
parts ulcerated, but others that have no Ulcer or Impoſthume ; ſo that although the aforeſud Ex- 
crement be hke ny 9 1s not true Pus or Quittor ; for that cemes only from an Ulcer or Im- 
poſthume. This chiefly appears in an Ophthalmy vr Inflammation of the Eyes, in which whea there 
15 no Ulcer or Impoſthume, there is a continual Excrement hke Quittor, which comes only from the 
diſtemper of the part, and the depravation of the Homioſis, or quality by which it makes Nourih- 
ment like it ſelf. The ſaine betalls men in Afihma or Pick, and other diſeaſes of the Lungs, to 
their Lungs being ditempered, do ill conccet their own Nourtthment, but turn it into an Excrement 
like Quittor, which 1s expelled by ccughing, and yet they have no Ulcer in their Lungs ; as many 
learned Phyſicians will conclude when they ſee the Matter, 

The External Cauſes of a Dyſentery, are all things that produce ſharp and evil Hum ors, or give 
them (being produced) a diſpoſition to cauſe a Dyſentery, The principal are, ſharp Meats, or very 
ſubject to putrifaCtion, as Fruits ſoon rotten, ix all unripe things, Waters that are drunk ordinarily, 
wherein there is Crudity or a Mineral, and Medidines which are deady qualified, and evil Air, as 
Hyp. Afh. 11. Se&, 3. when the Winter is too cold or dry, the Spring too wet, and too full of South 
winds, then there will be Dyſenteriesin the Summer. And Aph. 12, SeR, 3. If the South wind 
blow much in Winter, and it rain much , butif it be dry, and the North wind blow much, in the 
Spring, thoſe Seaſons produce Dyſenteries. 

But the proper diſtemper of the Air toproduce a I)yſentery,is knoyn in a contagious or Epidemi- 
cal Dyſentery, which ſometimes 1s more dangerous than others, As alſo there is an Infe&ion inthe 
Excrements of thoſe that have this diſeaſe tothem that ſmell them, and if they be caſt into the Privy, 
they infe& moſt of the Family that fit over them. 

£16 NS. TheSigns of a Dyſentery are taken out of the Definition mentioned.an often bloody 
Evacuation with pain and torments of the Belly, and ſometimes a Feaver,watching, thriſt, loathing of 
Meat, and other Signs common to many Diſeaſes. 

Butit 1s hard to know whether the thick or thin Guts are ulcerated. Uſually if the pain be abore 
the Navil, they ſay it is in the thin Guts, and if below, in the thick ; but this is contrary to reaſon, 
becauſe both the thin and thick Guts are carried both to the ſuperior and inferior parts. Therefore 
this fign 15 rather to be taken from the quality of the pain, and the Excrements, For if the thin Guts 
are aftected, there 1s vehement pain, like pins pricking, becauſe they are more Membranous, and 0i 
more exquiſite ſence. As alſo they go not to {tool preſently after the pain,and there is blood in ever} 
ſtool ; for becauſe the blood and purulent Matter comes far before it be voided, it is more mixed witl 
the Dung ; but it the tuck Guts are affeRed, the pain is leſs vehement and laſting, there is preſentl 
after going to ſtool, the Blood and Matter ſivim upon the Excrement, or are very little mixed, and 
na great Ulceration there are as it were little pieces of fleſh, *h 
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The Signs of the Cauſes are-taken'eſpecially from the colour- of the Excrements, when they are 
yellow, green, white or blackyt&which you may add the Signs'of Humors abounding ftom the Age, 
Temperament, time of the year; and courſe of Life.

The Cataplaſm preſcribed before for Diarrhea, and this following, if you will bind Rrongly, ma; 
be uſed: | 

Take of Bole fix drams : Frankincenſe ſix onnces : Sanguis Draconts, Maſtich and Mummy, ;: 
each two drams : make a Powder, which you may apply to the Belly Lenearh the Navil, if you mix i; | 
with Vinegar and the white of an Egg, and lay it upon a Cloth. Oc, .

A Cataplaſm of Treacle and ſealed Earth to the Belly, is good in an Epidewical or contagious 
Pyſentery. | 

"This lowing Cataplaſm to ſtrengthen the Liver is much commended of So/enander in every 
flux, both of the Liver , called Hepaticas, and un a ioonery and old Diarrhaea. Nor mu 
you fear Aftringents ( ſaith he) becauſe ' they are tempered with "things to ſtrengthen the 
Liver. 

Take of Liver-wort and Schananth, of each one handful: Indian Spike half a pugil : Aaſtich and 
Mace, of each half an ounce : Lignum Alves three drams : Hyrobalans, Chebs and Emblicks parth- 
ed, of each one ounce * Bole, ſealed Earth and Blood-ſtone, of each ſix drams * Coriander ſeeds pre- 
pared one ounce and an half: Spodinm or burnt Fvory two drams : Roſes ont ounce : the Species of thre 
Sanders without Camphire half an ounce : Ruſt of Iron prepared one cunce : Barley flour tws ounce;. 
Oy! of Maſtich and Myrtles, of each as much a us ſufficient : make an Emplaiſter - to gover tht 
whole Belly, from the Cartilage called Enſiformis or Xiphoides, 39 rhe Os Peftmis, or the Bone a the © 
bottom of the Belly. | 

You may alſo make a Fomentation for the whole Belly of a DecoRtien of aſtripgent things madein 
Icon Water, with a little red Wine and Vinegar. Or,

Rulandis doth apply a bag of Bran boyled in Vinegar. 

If the pam be great,apply a linnen cloth wet im Reeled Milk that is warm. 

Burif Fomentations will not Cure, you may uſe Warers to fit in called 7nſeſi. Theſe are con- 
mended by Matthew de Gradi, Savanarola and Fachings, who ſaith, that they are a great Secret for 
the Cure of Children, for by their atual heat they do drive the Humors ſomewhat towards the Skin; 
and by their aſtringent quality ſtop the lux. But you muſt not uſe them if the Body be very full of 
evil Humors, or if the Dyſentery be malignant, and joyned with a Feaver. They are made of Ox 
buds, green Cypreſs Berries, green Pine-nuts, or Leaves, Barks, and other ſach like boyledi 
Water, of the aforeſaid Deco&tions for Fomentations. 

—_ may make Fumigations that the Patient may receive the vapor of them through a holloi 
ur, 

Eſpecally a Deco&tion made of Mullein and the Fume thereof received, is commended in this 
Diſeaſe, and alſo for a Diarrhoea. 

Faventinys commends a Fumigation made of Turpentinecaſt upon a hot-Iron taken _ up into the 
Boc'y rwice a day, 

And he commendds alſo this Fomentation : 

Take of Balm one pound : Mullein one handful : Pat them in a long bag ; boy! it well in red Wint 
and ſtrong V inegary and a ply it to the Fundament. ff 

Kalandus uicth a Decoction of Acorns in Vinegar for a Fomentation. 

And Faventinu propoundeth this following Lotion as a ſecret to top the Dyſentery : 

Take of the droſs ;f Iron, and filings of Steel, both prepared in Vinegar, of each one pound : then 
bsy] them in 19 pints of very ſtrong V inegar to the conſumpticy of balf. Let the Patient 7 bs fet! 
and his bands baif an hour every moraing and evening therein. 


In a long D.ſeafe, and when there are WIcers in the Guts, Quick-filyer is g00d, if it be mixes "I 
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Oyntment of Roſes, and the Belly anointed therewith, As alſo the Clyſters aforementioned for 
i filthy Ulcers. 

At the ſame time you may give Milk and Syrup of Myrtles. 

Alſo one dram of true Balſom given in Water, doth wonderfully heal all inward Ulcers. 

For afſivaging pain, apply the Caul of a new killed Sheep to the Belly, and bind it on, eſpecially to 
Children, and repeat itotten, 4 

If the Liver, Stomach or Brain, cauſe this flux, you muſt uſe proper Medicines to them, alwaies 
making choyce of choſe thacdo aſtringe and Rrengthen. 

For his ordinary Drink, give him Spring Water with Conſerve of Roſes, the Tin&ture.of Roſes, 2a 
Deco&tion of Oaken Leaves, or Water wherein Terra filers is infuſed, or wherein red hot Gold 
hah been quenched with Syrup of Quinces, Myrtles or dried Roſes, Or when there is no Feaver, 
uſea weak DecoRtion of Maſtich with the Syrups atoreſaid. According to Crats's Judgment, you 
muſ} not uſe any chalybeat or teeled Drink ; for it doth not aſtcinge, as commonly they ſuppoſe,bue 
roubleth the Belly. Others commend the Deco&tion of Gramen or Dogs Tooth, becauſe it is good 
odry and divert by Urine, 

Laſtly, 'T1s worth the Obſervation which eAtius ſpeaks, Lib.3. cap.8. and Paulma,Lib.t. cap.35. 
That old Auxes are dried up by Venery, Which Hypecrates ſaid formerly, 7, Epid. ih the end ; 
Exceſſrve V enery doth cure fluxes of the Belly. Amatus Luſitanus learned this Truth by Experience, 
Curat, 41. Cent,2. One troubled with a Dyſentery (ſaith he) wery violently, was married, and the 
&rſt night be lay with bis Wife, mas cured. ; 

Let this be added for a Concluſion, which is related in the Cure of Diarrhaea out of F/aters; in his 
Cure of the flux of the Hemorrhoids ; Hot Blood of either Man or Beaſt given ina Clyſer, doth 


wonderfully op'and cure the flux. 
CHAP. VII. 


Of T enaſmus. 


Enaſmns is a continual deſire to go to ſtool, and voiding of nothing but {lime or bloody 
Matter, 

CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is an Ulcer in the ſtreight Gut called /x- 
telinm reftum $ from which, Quittor or filthy Matter continually floweth, and Riirreth up the Ex- 
pulive Faculty, by which means there is a concinual defire of going to ſtool. Moreover, there is 
voideda flimy Matter mixed with blood, from the depravation of the Humoio/is (or quality that con- 
ve:ts thmgs 1nto its likeneſs) of the ulcerated part, becauſe it cannot well concoct its proper Nou- 
riſhment, and make it like it ſelf, but turns it into another ſlimy ſubſtance ; as we ſhewed more at 
arge 11 Dyſerteries, and other Ulcers of the Guts, 

B:tinregard we ſaid in the Chapter of Dyſentery, That all the Inteſtines might be alcerated in that 
Diſeaſe , thence it ſeews to follow, That the Ulcers of the ſtraight Gut called Xef»m belong td a 
Dyſentery, Yet Cuſtom hath ſo prevailed, that when the Rectum is only hurt, it is called by the 
name of Tena/mus : And becauſe when other Guts are affe&ed, if the Rectum ſuffer, there is alſo 
Tenaſmus orneeding, although the Diſeaſe be then called a Dyſentery ; therefore Dyſentery and 
Tenaſmus are of the ſame Nature, and have the ſame Cauſe, and differ only in reſpect of the part 
affected. And therefore we need not repeat the Cauſes, becauſe they are the ſame with thoſe that 
produce a Dyſentery. 

DIAGNOSTICK. For the Knowledge of this Diſeaſe, there is no more required but to 
diſtinguiſh it from 3 Dyſentery,rvhich you may learn from the definition. For in a Tenaſmus there is 
«continual needing ; but in a Dyſentery it is by fits : beſides, in that, after great ſtraining, there is 
vided only alittle (lime, bloedy or mattery ; but in a Dyſentery, both Excrements and Humors are 
continually voided, | 

The Signs of the Cauſes are the ſame with a Dyſentery. 

' PROGNOSTIC K. Asfor the Prognoſtick, Celſus, lib. 4. cap. 19. ſaith, that a Tenaſmus 
15 ally cured, and that of it ſelf it never kills any; yet Galen, 5. de uſu partium, Cap. 4+ reckons 
!t among the chiefeſt diſeaſes of the Belly;and truly 1t may very well be accounted grievous,in reſpe& 
of its troubleſomneſs and long continuance ; yet it is not dangerous, except it come of Melancholy, 
ior then it tends to a Cancer ulcerated : beſides,it brings great inconvemiences,as Miſcarriage orAbor- 
01 to Women, So Hyp. Aph. 27. Sett. 7. (aith, If a Woman with Child have a Tenaſmus,ſhe will 
Micarry, For the continual ſtraining at ſtool doth much diftrub the Womb, which is ſo near to the 
[iraight Gut, Beſides, the ſame Muſcles which ſerve to throvy out the Excrements, are imployed for 
delivery ; therefore when they daily compreſs the lower Belly, they cauſe Abortion. Laſtly, the 
Ulcers of the Reftwm Inteftinum being near the Anus or Fundament, if they continue long, tarn to 
.h incurable Fiſtula, Qq2 CURE, 
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"CURE. The Cure of a Tenaſmus little difters from the Cure of a Dyſentery. And there. 
fore firft, the ſharp Humors that come from the Liver and other parts, are to be purged with Megj. 
cines that leave an aftringent quality, as chiefly Rhubarb, which muſt be ſo often given, till the Hy. 
mor ſeem to be ſpent. NILS | 

If there be an Inflammation (which is chiefly known by a Feaver) or if much blood, you muſt open 
a Vein. And in caſe it continue after bleeding, and cauſe a ſtrangury or difficulty of Urine 7x i; 
often doth) it is very good to open the Hemorrhoids with Horſe-leeches. 

Alſo you muſt uſe afſwaging Clyſters when there is much pain ; and cleanſing, glutinating and 
aſtringent, according as the Ulcer requireth ; the Forms whereot are to be found in the Cure of Dy. 
ſentery. 8 

But in the uſe of Clyſters, obſerve firſt, that you give them often, and in a ſmall quantity,only half 
a pint, becauſe they will be hardly kept any time, by reaſon of the continnal needing. And the Pipe 
muſt be warily conveyed in, leſt the pain be encreaſed. 

And you muſt diligently apply Fomentations, Inſefſions or Baths to fic in, Fumigations, Suppoſi. 
tories and Oyntments. : 

You may make a Fomentation thus : 

Take of Mullein and Wormmood of each fix handfuls : boy! them in new Milk, and'put them into tay 
bags, which apply to the Anus and whole Belly one after another very warm. Or, 

Take of Camome! Flowers and Roſes, of col one handful : red Wine two pints : Infuſe them tw 
hours upen bot Embers. - Foment the Fundament as hot as can be ſuffered with four times doubled 
cloathes : After let the Patient fit upon a ſpunge dipped and ſtrained fromthe ſame Liquor. 

Or, Fill tyo bags with Barley Bran, and boyl them in Vinegar : Let the Patient fit one while upon 
one, another while upon another, as hot as he can. 

If he void much blood, make the Fomentation thus : 

Take of ullein Leaves and Roots tmo handfuls : Red Roſes sne pugil : Pomegranate peels and 
Gall, of each half an ounce : boy! them in two parts of Iron Water, and one of red Wine for a Fun 
tation : which you may make ſtrmnger, if you add half an ounce of Allum. 

Inſeſſm, -or Baths to fit in toaflyage Pain are made of Emollients boyled in Water, or Broth of 
Sheeps-Heads and Feet, to which you may add Violets, Nightſhade, Gourds and Melons fliced, but 
for healing of Ulcers you muſt make them of Aftringents afore mentioned. 


Fumigations are good to dry the Ulcer made of Frankincenſe burnt, or the Decodtion of Savin 


made in Oxycrate, or other things mentioned in the Cure of a Dyſentery, the Fume whereof muſtbe 
taken fitting ina hollow Chair. But this following is commended by Foreſt. 

Take of Maſtich une dram : Frankincenſe one ſcruple : Myriles one dram and an half * Rid 
Roſes two ſcruples : make a Powder ut a Fumigation. 

Suppoſitories are good in this Diſeaſe, they muſt be gentle and mild, leſt they exaſperate the put 
which 1s ſo ſenſible ; They are fitly made of Goats Suet cut into the form of a Suppoſitory ; for they 
appeaſe the pain, and heal the Ulcer : but they will be better againſt Pain, if you mix the ſeed finely 
powdered of Poppies or Henbane, and ty them in a knot in Paper like a Suppoſitory : But far beſt, 
if you inſtead of theſe things put three drops of the Oyl preſſed out of theſe Seeds to every Suppol:- 
tory ; or one grain of Opium diſſolved in half a ſcruple of Oyl of ſweet Almonds. 

The Ulcer will be ſooner healed, if you firſt diflolve the Suer, either alone, or with white Starch, 
ng Tragacanth beaten, and firſt Reeped in Plantane Water, or elſe with ſome Narcoticks : Or 
thus, 

Take of Gum Tragacanth as much as i: ſufficient, ſprinkle it with Plantane Water, that it may ni) 
ſmell and net diſſolve ; then add as much of the Muſilage of Fleabane ſeeds, or Quince ſeeds, and mix 
them with the white of an Egg roaſted ; then with melted Wax make them into a Suppoſitory : Toum) 
alſo add Narcotichs : as Itenil, e to Care the Ulcer better, 'the Powders of Ceruſe, T mtty, Beley Pome* 
er anate Floners, and the like, which dry without Acrimony and ſharpneſs : And theſe muſt be vt!) 
{11e.y powdered and ſifted, leſt the part le exaſperated. | 

You may apply Oyls and Oyntments as 1n a Dyſentery, to the Belly and Fundament : As Oynt- 
ment of Roſes, Populeon, or of the Mufilages of the whites of Eggs, Oyl of Roſes, and the like,t0 
take away Pain and Inflammation : and other things that ſhall be mentioned in the Chapter of He- 
morrhoids, or to Cure the Ulcer, the white Oyntment of Khaſrs or Pompholygos, melted in Hydro- 
mel, orin Honey and Water. 

Laſtly, In a more deſperate Condition, uſe Natcoticks both inwardly and outwardly ; but three ® 
four grains of Laudanum is beſt given with Maflich and Terra Sigillata, Or mixed in a Clyſter mac 
of a DecoCtion of the Flowers of Camomel.

CAUSES. This Diſeaſe 1s ed from the Liver being weak and out of tane ; .by reaſon 
whereof it cannot breed good blood, bur turneth the Chylous matter into thin and ſerous blood, which 
becauſe 1t is not fit to- nouriſh, is ſent by Nature intothe Inteſtines, from whence comes this flux 
of the Liver. 

This weakreſs and diſorder may come from any diftemper : For oy the exceſs of apy of the firſt 
qulities, the native heat, and its to make blood, is dejeted./;. Yet this hathradaubt riſing 
tom Experience, becaie we ſee often, that great diſtempers of the Liver, and exceſs in the firftqua- 
lities do produce other Diſeaſes, and not this, And again, this flux is many times without the exceſs . 
of the firlt qualities. Thar therefore the Nature of this Diſeaſe may be declared, we muſt ay with 
wiſe V arandexs my Maſter, Tire is ſomething more than an ordinary diſtemper fox producing of 
this Diſeaſe. And it is occult or hidden, conſuming the radical moiſture in the Liver,which alſo de- 
Re a ned accu di beta GayM 

This evil diſpoſition, and occult diftemper may come by burning and ſ\eoning Feavers, by a hot 

of the Bowels, which melteth te Ol, ſubſtance by occulc _—_ ae of 
Humors, by a great coldneſs from Flegm and Melancholy abounding, :which doth: oppre(s and cor- 
rupt the Natural heat ; and it may come by outward Cauſes, as great dranghts of cold Water, Snow 
or Ice, extraordinary eating of ravv Sallets, Poyſon and Medicines that pixge too veheryently, + By 
drinking of too much new Wine, ſalt, ſharp and prepared Meats, and (trang things which parch the 
ſubſtance of the Liver. To theſe you may a4d all other Cauſes which by too much cooling or heating 
dodiflolve the trength and tone or order of the Liver, 

Hitherto is declared a true and proper flux cf the Liver which hath this fign, there are Liquid and 
ſerous ſtools, like waſhings of fleſh he the weakneſs of the Liver, which cannot ſanguifie or make 
blood well, or from a malignant diſtemper which ſpoileththe Natural heat and moiſture. |. 

There is alſo a baſtard flux of the Liver, which comes of a ſimple: diftemper, ' without any fault of 
the radical moiſture 3 by which diftemper the faculty is not hurt, but the work hindered, {o that in- 
iead of pure blood, there comes impare and corrupt, or good turns into evil, when in a true flax of 
the Liver there is never any good blood in the Liver. | 

The Blood is corrupted, either by the mixture of Choller or' Melancholy, or ſome. other impure 
Matter, or from its too long (taying in the Liver,and the parts adjacent,by which it is made thicker or 
burnt, or rotteth ; or from the tault of the Spleen, which doth not ſuck away the droffie blood ; and 
n this baſtard flax, ſometimes thick, ſometimes black blood is voided, and ſometimes blood is mixed 
with Humors of divers colours, ; 

$1GNS. The ſigns of this Diſeaſe may be gathered from what hath been ſaid. - For in a true 
flux there appear moiſt ſtools, like waſhings of fleſh,which are not in other bloody fluxes,if in a Dyſen- 
tery at any time, it is ſeldom, and then.there is Choller, Flegm, and excrements of divers cofours 
voided: and in aDyſentery there is pain and torment of the Belly, but in this none. 

The Signs of the Cauſes are known by their proper CharaRers : For if the weakneſs of the Liver 
cone from a hot diſtemper, there went a burning and conſuming Feaver before, or there is green vo- 
Mits or ſtools, thirſt, and a Feaver, foulneſs of Body, and want of Appetite and ſtinking evacuations ; 
bat if it come from a cold cauſe, the ſtools are leſs ſtinking, neither is there thirſt or conſumption z 
the whole Body is colder and blewiſh. ; 

Sometimes there comes a Feaver from the putrifa&tion of Humors, which changeth the ſaid ſymp- 
tomes ; but you muſt examine the Cauſes aforegoing, which will declare both diſtempers. Alſo in 
this cold diflemper the Patients defire mach ftrong Wine. 

A moiſt and dry diſtemper are known by the contrary effects. A moiſt -cauſeth more and oftner 
ſtools, very thin , but a dry, little and thicker ſtools, but there is alſo a great thirſt. | 
, Laſtly, The external Cauſes are known by the relation of the Patient, and thoſe that are with

CHAP. IX. 
Of the Worms. 


Alvough Worms breed in divers parts of the Body; yet becauſe they are more uſual in the Guts 
than 1n other parts, therefore we will ſpeak _ of thoſe. | 

By ſome it is queſtioned, to what kind'of Diſeaſe that is preternatural the Worms are to be refer- 
red? Bute can take'away all occafion'of doubting, by aying that after a divers conſideration they 

; may refer to all kinds of Diſeaſes ;- for as they prick and pull the Guts, or obſtrut them, and pro- 
dce other Diſeaſes , they may be ſaid to be cauſes of Diſeaſes. But as they are ſubſtances added ro 
thoſe which ought naturally to be contained in the Guts, they are geckoned by Galen in the number of 
thoſe Diſeaſes which are mn the number encreaſed wholly agHnlt Nature, as the (tone alſo. And 
laſtly, as they are ſent out preternaturally: by the Belly or the mouth, they ace to be referred to the 
fault in Excretion, or ſending forth. 

Galen in his Comment upon the Aphoriſms, Aph.26. Se&,3. propounds three kinds of Worms : 
The round Worms, which are often bred in the Guts, and get often up into the Stomach ; the Aſca- 
rides, or littleWorms like ſmall threeds,which ufe to ke in the inferior part of the thick Inteſtines,and 
over againſt the Sphin&ter Muſcle ; and the broad Worms,” called Faſcia, becauſe they are long and 
broad like Childrens Swathing bands. This kind is more rare to be ſeen than the reſt,and a Phyſician 
ſhall ſcarce ſee them in his praRtice twice or thrice in a year, yet there are great Controverſies among 
Authors about them ; ſome (ay, it is one Worm only ; ſome that it is made of many united, which 
they call Cacarbitinos or Goard Worms, and ſay that they are parts of the broad Worm ; others 
make a fourth kind, containing the Gourd Worms ; but we do not intend here to ſhew their Reaſons, 
nd ſeveral Experiences they have ſo much boaſted of - the curious Reader may ſearch for his better 
tis ion, Rondoletins, Platerus, Sennertns, and many others. - 

CAUSES. Moreover, There is a great Controverfie of the Cauſes of Worms z ſome ſay 
o come of putrid heat, others from the Natural ; others ſay that both concur for the produRtion of 
net, 

The firſt ſay, That all Inſe&s or Vermine come from corruption , according to Ariſtorfe, The 
ſecond ſay, That putrid heat 15 ſtrong, fiery and deftruQtive, and therefore is not fit to produce a live 
Body. The third ſay, to reconcile the - former, that the matter is diſpoſed by the putrid heat to 
:<nerate Worms, and the Natural heat doth turn it ſo prepared into Worms by way of Concottion. 

But this Reconciliation will not hold, becauſe according to the Axiome in Phyficks, it is the pro- 


perty of the ſame thing todiſpoſe of the matter, and bring in the form,and therefore the p ——_ 
the 
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the matter, and the introduction of the form, ought to be from the ſame agent; beſides, Worms breed 
in Carkaſſes where there is no native heat; we may ſay that the heat which is puatud, 1n reſpeRt of the 
matter purifying, 15 native 1n reſpect of the Worms, becauſe the natural and putridinal heat diffe; 
but in degree,but divers degrees of heat are required tor the generation of Avers Creatures;and there. 
fore heat which is putrid in reſpect of us, may be natural in reſpe&t of another Creature z. So the hezt 
which is natural to a Lyon, would cauſe Feavers in us; and by conſequence is putrifacive : Man 

fie to the heat of the Sun, which is the univerſal Cauſe of all Generation'; but we mult alwaies ac- 
knowledge a particular Cauſe, from whence the effect is immediately produced, by the Concurrence 
and Co-operation of the univerſal Cauſe : bur here is a greater difficulty, becaule it is a common Axi- 
ome or Theoreme, That nothing can beget-a thing more noble than it ſelt ; and tteretore heatis not 
the chief agent in breeding of Werms, which are the predicament of ſabſtance, and heat is butan ac- 
cident ; and whatſoever is ſpoken of the Sun; the form of a Worm is more noble than the form 0 
Sun, becauſe it is the form of a living Creature ; and that of the Sun is Forma wixta, Or the form 
of a mixed Body ovly ; This Doubt brings us into that large and weighty Diſputation of an qu. 
vocal Generation, in the Citcuit wheteof very excellent Philoſophers have writ whole Volumes, to 
which we ſend our Reader, and chiefly to Fortunins Liceas, his Book of the Spontaneous Generation if 
Living Creatures : Let it ſuſfice in this place that to ſay many of their Opinions are brought to 
this, They believe ſeeds of many things to be in divers. Subſtances, which according to their divers 
Changings come to light, even as: the matter is more or leſs diſpoſed by putritRion, or other alte. 
ration to receive this or that form ; and the Seed which is more agreeable to that Diſpoſition brought 
intoa&, and bringeth into the matter a form proper to .it ſelf, This Opinion doth not much difter 
from the old Philoſophy, which teacheth, That Forms proceed from the poiver in the Matter ; but 
they think itſafer to # e the Seeds of things in their Matter,which are truly efficient; than to acknoy- 
ledge only the povver of the Matter, vvhich hath no povver to be an efficient, for vve muſtfindont 
ſome efficient vvith the povver of the Matter, vvhich may raiſe a Form from it, or rather introduce or

Ni SIGNS. The Signs of Worms in the Guts are divers, not all in all people alike. The uſual 


ls :nd moſt ordmary ſigns are; A ſtinking breath ſomevhat ſoure (asthe Women call it) and ftoals like 
Cow dung, of a gray coloarlike Potters Earth diflolved. Other figns are leſs uſual, 'a94s continual 
Feaver, which 1s often -in a-day more violent from the motion of the Wortns, with heavirieſs;” cold 
{meat ſometimes and fainting, loathing, vomiting, and unquenchable thirſt, The Pulſe is unequal, 
the Cheeks are by turns'red and blew, the Eyes ſhine, the Noſe itcheth, the Teeth gnath,” and ſome- 
times chatter,there is a {mall dry Cough and much Spittle : ſometimes there is heavineſs of head; and 
ſleepineſs; ſometimes doting, and Eprleptick Convulfions, There is often a pain in the belly, by 
enalving, ſometimes by inflammation and diſtenſion or firetching forth like men in dropfies : fome2 
times there is Rarting in the ſleep, and fome tremble and riſe up, ard fall aſleep again ; ſometimes all 
the body pineth, and the Patient hath a Dogs Appetite, inſatiable, which is moſt uſuaf* inthe flat 
worm, Fo eat up all the food. Moreover, If Gourd Worms, called Cxcxrbitini, be voided, they 
are a fign of flat, The Aſcarides are known by the,itching of the Anus or Fundament and the Ex- 
crements are many times filled with them, 

For a Concluſion, The conſuming, putrifaQtion, and _ away of the Gums, is to be reckoned 
zmong the ſigns of the Worms, which 1s confirmed by this tollowing Obſervation : A certain Boy 
was a Jong tine troabled with eating away of his Gums, many Medicinzs both internally and exter- 
puly were applied, and all in vain ; at length he died : The body being opened, there were found ſo 
many Wortns, -- in ſome places the bowels were eaten through, and many were found in the empty 

laces of his Belly. | 

: PROGN os TICK. As for the Prognoſtick : Many Worms are worſe than fery, great than 
little. Many times they ace dangerous, and bring great Diſeaſes ; as a ſtrong Feaver by fits, ſyoon- 
tg, ſpeechleſsneſs, doting; epilephie, cholick, and dogs appetite. 

In the beginning of a Diſeaſe 1t is evil for Worms to come forth either alive or dead, eſpecially 
if they come forth alone, and without dung ; for when they are alive, and come torth, they fignifie 
od cradity, or want of nouriſhment ; but dead, they fignifie great puttrifation, by which they are 
led, 

Worms in the declining of a Diſeaſe, coming forth with the Excrements, (ignifie Health, if con- 
coction appear ; for it appears then, that Nature ruleth and maſtereth the Excrements. 

CURE, The Cure ofthe Worms is by driving theni ont,becauſe they are wholly againſt Nature. 

And this is done by purging Medicines,which kill worms,and evacuate the matter that breedeth them. 

Rhubath is the beſt, which you may give in a Flux or Feaver, But you muſt firſt give things that 
kill them, or at leaſt that drive them to the inferior Inteſtines by things taken at the Mouth, or thoſe 
tings that dray them down by Clyſters.

Worms, andto purge flegm and corrupted Chyle, of which worms breed, and are nouriſhed, x 
alſo he commends the infuſion of Agarick in Oxymel, Which Remedies are proper, if there be ng 
Feaver. ; 

But becauſe oftentimes the Diſeaſes of the worms in ſome Children cannot be cured without much 
labour and.time, there are many Remedies found out by Authors, both internal and external, 

Among the Internal, firſt we will treat of Powders , wherdgf there are divers Forms in Ay- 
thors. 

The chief are theſe following ; the doſe whereof is from one ſcruple to/a dram, according to the 
age of the Ratient in ſome convenient Liquor, 

Take of #orm-ſeed half an ounce ; Coralline three drams; Harts-horn two drams. Mak 4 
Powder. Or; 

Take of Worm-ſeeds, Coraltine and Harts-horn burut, of each equal parts, Or, 

Take of Hiera ſimplex two drams; Worm-ſeed,.Scordinms, the leſſer Cemtaury and Coralline, of each 
one dram. Make a Powder. 

Take of Rhubarb and Agarick,. of each one dram 3 Troches of Albandal one ſcruple z Diagridi- 
um half a ſcruple, Coralline and burnt Harts-horn, of each half an ounce : Myrrh, Zeduary and 
Tanſie flowers, of each one ſcruple ; Salt of Wormmood and T artar, of each half a dram. Unit « 
fine Powder. | 

In the uſe of theſe Porwders,obſerve that they which are made of hot things, are to be given ſeldom, 
and in ſmall quantities to hot Natures, and in Feavers. 

Women uſe to give to Children troubled with the Worms, Worm-ſeed made up with Sugar, 0: 
mixed with Honey ; which is an excellent Medecine, becauſe the Worms defiring ſiveet things, take 
in the Honey, and withall the Worm-ſeed, whereby they are defiroyed, 

But becauſe Worm-ſeed is very hot, it may be made temperate by infuſing it two hours in Vine- 
gar, and after mixing it with boyled Honey into the form of an Opiate, which. Amar Ln/itanu dot 
P:aiſe as a principal Medecine againſt Wortns. 

Burnt Harts-horn is commended by Foreſts, given with Raiſins, or otherwiſe, and ſome hare 
been cured with that alone, But it is chiefly good for them who have the Worms, ard a flux withall 
In which Diſeaſes coming together, he commends alſo the Juyce of Plantane, and the Deco&tion 0! 
Knot-graſs given to drink. To which may be added Topicks applied to the Belly, partly aſtringent, 
and partly having vertue to kill Worms, 

Women do uſe common Oyl given with Wine, for that Oyl flops the pores of the Worms, and 
choak them; for want of breath, and Wine kills them by its ſharpneſs. But when there is a Feavet, 
;t is better to give Oyl with the juyce of Lemons or Pomegranates ; or which is better, Oyl ot bitter 
Almonds with the ſaid Juyces, or Orange flower water. 

Srecherus in his Empirical Medecines,commends the Oyl thatis taken out of a dried Hazel flick, i 
it >e given but a drop or tyo at a time to a child, or to a youth, three or four in a cram of Bread; For 
(11ti: he) it doth immediately kill them, and caſt them forth by ftoo] ; alſo by but touching of Worms 0r 
{xce ont of the body, it killeth them. The beſt Authors will have this Oyl of Hazel to be the Olewn 
Heracliuzm, by which 1artin Rxland did Cure Children ofthe Worms in a moment, by anointing 
oily their Lips and Navils, as you may ſee in his Centuries. 

But we have found by Experience, that the Oyl of Juniper given but a drop at a time in Broth, t0 
de excellent for children.ſo troubled, if they have not a Feaver. | 

But Quick-filver would exceed all, if we durſt give it inwardly ; which great DoRors ſay may oe 
done. Sume of whom I will mention, ſo that they who pleaſe totry ir, may have Authority for it.

Sanorius in meth. vitand. error. lib.s. cap. 11. ſaith, That except we uſe ſtrong Medecines to kull 
Worms, as naſhed Aloes, or a (cruple of Quick-filver, with a little Turpentine and Aloes made into 4 
ſmall Pill, we do nothing. | 

They who fear to uſe Quick-filver crude, may give it prepared, as Mercurins Du/cis, not only 
thrice, but ix times calcined ( for by often preparation the malignity of it is abated) with ſome few 
Sans of Diagridium, to carry it ſooner out of the Body, and expel both the Worms, and the Matter 
of which they breed. 

You muſt enlarge or diminiſh the quantity, according to the age of the Patient. As for example, 
to a Boy of eight or ten years old, it may be thus given ;

For ordinary Drink, the Water made of Quick-filver, which was formerly mentioned, is very

Alſo Water wherein melted Tinn hath been ofren quenched, But if you will rather uſe 

Rr 2 Quick- 
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Quick-filver, it is better co let the Water boyl with it, and ſo it will be ſtronger. 

Alſo Spring-Water made ſharp with ſome few drops of the Spirit of Vitriol or Sulphar,is of no leſs 
force. For ſharp things do properly kill Worms, and the Water is to be made moxe or leſs ſhary 
according to the age of the Party. | | 

The Decc&ion of Dog-tooth with Coriander ſeed prepared, is uſed vulgarly for ordinary Drink, 
mixed with Syrup of Lemons,or of Pomegranates : Or you may put Sugar and a little Vinegar in the 
DecoCtion. | 

While the aforeſaid Remedies are uſed, you muſt give Clyfters often,the whole time of the Diſeaſe, 
firſt made of ſiveet things to attrat and draw dovyn the Worms,as at firſt we ſaid : which may be 
made not only of a Deco&ion of Liquoris, Raiſins and Figs, but alſo of Chicken-broth and Sq. 
ear, and Honey of Roſes, or of Milk if there beno Feaypr, ctherwiſe it will be eafily Corrup- 
re1. 

But if We conjecture that the Worms are already in the thick Guts,becauſe then they can ſcarcely 
aſcend into the thin Guts, you may give Clyſters to kill them, made thus : 

Take of Dog-tooth Roots one ounce ; Beets, Mallows, Pot Mercary and Purſlain, of each half 
an handful ; Coralline one pugil, Coriander ſeeds prepared and Wormſeed , of each rwo dram::

: and grievous Diſeaſes, as Hyprerares caught in Epidemii, and in his Aphoriſms, as from a 
4 Plearifie, Peripneumomia, or Inflammation of the Lungs ; Nephritis, or the Stone in the Kidneys ; 
& Mdneſs, Melancholy, and innumerable other : Yer the 1mmoderate Flax is moſt dangerous, ard 


” brings other pernicious Diſeaſes, as Weakneſs of the whote Body, Coolneſs of the Bowels, and 
M eſpecially of the Liver ; an Atrophy or want of nouriſhment, an evil Habit, and Drophie by the toſy 
army Heat, by ſpending to0 much blood, which is the treaſure of Life, and the cheriſher of the 
whole . | 
CAl SE S. And this Immoderate Flux hath the fame Cauſes which uſe to provoke other ſorts 
f of bleeding ; namely, Blood offending in Quantity or Quality, When it offendeth in Quantity, 
and is brought in great plenty to the Hzmorrhaid Veins, :t doth viokently dilate them, and open 
Ki bei Onfices, by the ſ:engrth of the Expulfive Faculty : but ſometimes too much blood caming thi- 
her, doth oppreſs the Retentive Facalty.- | 

Hence it comes that ſhe being defeCtive in her duty, there is a great flux which muſt be reſtrained 
by art, 

' But while Blood offends in Quality, as ſharpneſs or thioneſs, it ſtirs up the Expulſive Faculty ts 
caſt forth by thoſe Veins notorily the unprofitable but profitable Blood ; the blood caufing this flux is 
made ſharper by a mixture of Choller or ſharp Water. 

DIAGNOSTIC XK. This Immoderate flux is known by the lofs of firength, and a ſenſe of 

Weakneſs coming from a long flux and loſs of Blood : As alſo from an evil yellowiſh colour of the 
- whole Body, as it 1t were the Rndice. 

If the Diſeaſe come from quantity of Blood, there went before Cauſes of increaſe of blood, and 
bs, the Patient bears 1t well in the beginning, and is more cheartul ; but afterwards the flux continuing,

But if it comes from ſharpneſs and thinneſs of the Rjood,there went before Cauſes that breed chol- 
of ler or ſharp water, the Body is of a Cholerick *Conftitation and burnt : the Blood floyveth violently, 
; and it is veryred,, ſhining, and as it were flaming, when atheryvife offending only in Quantity it uſeth 
to de black and melancholy. 

PROGNOSTIC X. The Prognoſtick is gathered eafily from what hath been ſaid, vvhen 
ve reckon up thoſe grievous Diſeaſes vvhich come trom this. 

C4RE. For the Cure ; The Blood muſt be Rtanched, or moderated at leaſt, which ruſt be done 
dy Revulfives, Derivatives, Thickners and Aftringents, 

And firſt, Phlebotomy is a Kevulfive Remedy in every Flux of Blooa, therefore in the Hzmor- 
raoids thus flovving, draiv Blood from the Arm ; and mare plentifully, if there be figns of fulneſs, and 
much hath not been loſt, otherwiſe take but little, and at divers times. 

Alfo Friftions and Ligatures of the Superior parts do reve the Blood, as alſo Cupping-Glaſles ap- 
plied to the Shoulders "Breaſts and Hypochondria, which for the better Revulfion may have Scarrift» 
Cation in the Shoulders, but they muſt be often applied to the places afore-mentioned. |; 
< _ Alfoa gentle Purge doth derive the Cholerick Humors which make the Blood ſo violent in the 

Ute ; and this muſt be made of Purging things that have an Aſtringent Quality, as Rhubarb, My- 
otlans and Tamarinds , ſuch as were preſcribed againſt Vomiting of blood : And Mercnrialss 
þ WI =cieth, Thar Tamarinds have an eſpecial power to ſtop this kind of bleeding, whetheg they be 
os WM == boyled, or in ſubſtance. 
th Allo ſharp French Prunes, which are ſomewhat like Tamarinds, being often eaten before meat are

of, which cauſeth bleeding. But SoJenandey oppoſeth him, ſaying by Experience, that he hath found 
theſe Pils made of ordinary Bdellium, ſo clearly to produce their effect, that he will not doubt of the 
compoſition ; Except ſome ſhould think that the Myrrh is made dull by drying things ,and aftringents 
that are mixed therewith. To this we may add what Bayderon in his Diſpenſatory,and other Modern 
Writers ſay, That vve have true Bdellium brought from 7ndia at this day, vvhich 1s hard to be diſtin- 
ouiſhed from Myrrh. ; 
The uſe of theſe Pils, is after this manner :

But you muſt diligently obſerve in the uſe of 
Fomentations, that they be either cold or moderately hot. 

A more compound Deco&tion may be made thus :

Martin Raland commends a Fomentation made of two bags, applied hot by times, made 0f red 
cloth, and filled with beaten Acorns and Oak Leaves, and boyled long ipſtrong Vinegar.

Which things, it they prevail not, Hypecrates in his. Book of Diet, -in acute Diſeaſes, and of the 
Hemorrhoids, ſhews the way of tying, cutting and buming of them ; which operation is out ot fa- 
{ion nov, as being moſt painful and perilous, Although ſaria faith, that be once ſay it, the 
ory whereof will be profitable'to be related ; for by that you may leam the way of working, ard 
the event, The Hiſtory is this ; Frederick Corficus of Vancentia, firft had the paing then the im 
muderate flux of the Hemerrboids : And when he bad in vain tried many things, went to Padua ; 
zhere the Phyſicians by a common conſent, conc/uded that the blood mnſt be ſtopped. But when 
many means inwardly and outmard!y were in wain uſed , in the end finding no Kemedy , they con- 
eluded to try this Manna! Operation : But having wo fit Chirurgeon, they ſent for a Neapolitan, 
who profeſſed this Arty and be cut, tied, and burnt the Hemorrhoids of Fadricius thas : Firſt be 
lewnd bins ſo, that be could no waies muve, then be ſeparates the Hemorrhoids from the Intetine ; 
then ith a Needle, be paſſeth thorow, and ſeneth them, aud tieth all about ſtrongly * then cutting off 
the part of the Vein mbich «© above the ſewing, he burns it mith a bot Iron. It was « painful Opera: 
tion from the Ligature, Seftion and burning : So that Frederick bad 4 Feaver, and great pain, But 
the Chirurgeon gave bim a few Medicines, by which be was freed both” from Feaver and pain in a few 
daies, to the admiration of all men there,and recovered frm bleeding. But it is not to be omitted, bow 
be ring too confident, and neg/etting bleeding and purging, which be ſtood after in need of, keeping no 
erderly diet ; the next year be was taken mith a peſtilent Feaver, and digd. For whence we may ob- 
ſerv the Precept of Hypocrates, Aph. 12. Sett. 6, That one Hemorrhojd muſt be kept open. Except 
the Patient, as Aetius obſerveth, bad rather prevent the danger that comes by ſtopping of it by a good 
diet, exerciſe, bleeding and ging. 

Butinan ordinary Cure by Medecines,you muſt conſider the Liver and Spleen, becauſe the Meſe- 
rick Veins are inſerted into ane noms if they be hot or weak, And therefore 5.0t unprofitably 
do we apply Epithems, or cooling and ftirengthening Oyntments, ſuch as we preſcribed in the flux of 
the Liver, and ſhall more at large be laid down in the hot diſtemper, and inflammation of thoſe paggg. 
Sometimes the ObſtruRtion of the Bowels and Meſeraick Veins do cauſe this Diſeaſe ; which are to 
be taken away for the Cure of the Patient. And we have ſometimes done it with Pils of Steel, which 
are preſcribed in the Obſtru&tion of the Liver. \ 

The whole time of Cure, let the Patient drink ordinary Iron Water, or the DecoRtion of Yar- 
row, | | 
Atthe ſame time, above all things you muſt reKifie the blood, which is the chief cauſe of this flux, 

Therefore if it be ſharp and Cholerick, it is often to be correed with the infufion of Rhubarb and 
Tamarinds, If it be hot and thin, with thickening and cooling Medicines : if watery, with dryers ; 
if muck with a flender Diet. For it is vain to think of topping of the blood, except the original of 
tie evil be firſt taken avvay. Which So/enandey obſerved, Conf. 22, SeRt, 4. in this following Hi- 
liory, I remember (ſaith he) tbat I bad one Ann, a Dukes Daughter, of a great flux of the Hemor- 
woids ; and becauſe ſhe was far ſpent, 1 took much pains to ſtop the flux. But when 1 perceived that 
the firſt day after they were ſtopped, ſhe began to ſwell about the Heart. Being ſent for againghe ſeventh 
Ay I opened the Veins again ; nor could 1 ſafely ſtop them before I had given gentle Evacuations, #nd 
«:ering and ſtrengthening things for the Liver. ; 

After you have cured the flux of the Hemorrhoids, you muſt prevent their return ; which is done 
by 2 good Diet, and bleeding tvvice or thrice in a year, and with an ordinary Purge of a Magiftral 
Syrup,or other Medecines,with an Iflue mafe in the Leg,and the like ; which are tobe altered agcor- 
Uing to the divers diſpoſitions of Bodies, Moreover, Mineral Waters of Vitriol, Allum and Iron,are

C 44 SE $.This ſwelling comes of the ſame Cauſe with the Flux or bleeding of the Hzmorrhoigg, 
namely, Of blood offending in Quantity or Quality, which if it findeth not a way, and cannot open 
the ends of the Veins, there it ſetleth, and by filling of the Veins cauſeth a Tumor with Infammaun 
and pain. The principal Cauſe why blood cannot get out of the Veins, is the thicknels of it, be. 
cauſe it is Melancholy : for commonly the Hzmorrhoid Veins, eſpecially internal, are ſaid toreceire 
Melancholy from the Spleen, and ſometimes to purge it forth, 

DIFFERENCES. Authors give many differences of Hzmorrhoids, from their greatneſ, 
number, figure and place ; whence ſome are called great, others little ; ſome more, ſome leis; ſome 
are like Grapes, Mulberries, Warts or Bladders , thence termed Uyal, Moral, Verrucal or Veſical, 
Some are External, ſome Internal. | 

DIAGNOSTICK. From theſe things the knowledge of them is eafie, for from a Tum in 
the outſide of the Fundament, from its greatneſs, colour and confiſtence, the differences are knoyn, 
And they are to be diſtinguiſhed from other Diſeaſes which uſe to be in che Fundament, as Rhagedr, 
Clefts ; Condy/omate, Swellings with Inflammation , 7hymi, Kernels z Ficz, Piles, and the reft, 

Rhagades are certain Ulcers like Clefts in the Hands and Lips, from vehement cold. Theybae 
no likeneſs with the Hemorrhoids ; but we wall explain them with the reſt, although they are proper] 
to be referred to external Diſeaſes, that you may with the knowledge of the Hemorrhoids inon 
diſeaſes of the Fundament. 

Condylomata are certain Tumors of the Skin, which being wrinkled, if it ſivell by Humors, i is 
called Condy/oma. Tt 1s diſtinguiſhed from a Hemorrhoid, becauſe a Hemorrhoid is greater, black, 
ard round in a Vein ; but this 1s long, of the ſame colour, and not in the Veins. 

7 hymi are carnous ſivellings, whichare not only in the Fundament, but Privities of Men and We- 
men, like Warts, and like the flowersof Thyme, from whence they have their name.

The Signs of the Cauſes are theſe, . |

It Choller predominate, the Face is yellow, the Pulſe ſwift, hard and unequal, the Urine thi, 
and very yellow, ſometimes flaming ; the Body is lean and thin, the Eyes hollow, the Mouth bitte! 
there is vomiting of Choller, and Cauſes that breed Choller went afore. | | 

Bt becauſe the Inflanmation of the Muſcles of the Abdonfen ot Belly is very like the Inflammati 
on ofthe Liyer, therefore ie muſt diftinguith them by their proper Signs, 
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In the Inflammation of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, the $kin 1s ſo extended that if you lay hold of 
it 5022 cannot move 1t; the Tumors of the ſtreight Muſcles are long and over the whole bell y compre - 
;2nding the Navll : and the Inflammation of other Muſcles is in the form of them. On the contrary. 
the Inflammation of the Liver is un the ſharp of the pare affected , and if you lay hold on the Muſcles. 
they yield, and the Tumor 1s ſomewhat deeper. | 

Moreover, The colour of the whole wy is of much concernment for the diſtinguiſhing of theſe 
Diſeaſes ; forin the Inflammation of the Muſcles, it is freſb, and almoſt wits Natural condition bat 
in the Inflammation of the Liver, it is pale, yellow, and like the Jaunaige. 4 

There is a famous Example of this in Galen, 5. de /oc, aff. cap. 7. of one Stefianwes , Who when he 
was judged by other Phyſitians to have an Impoſthume in the Liver, Galen being ſent for, ac the fir(t 
view of us face, preſently ſaid that there was none, and ſearching his Belly, he tound it in the Abdo- 
men : He judged upon this ground, Becauſe the Patient had not his face ſo diſcolored, as uſeth to 
bein the Inflammation and Impoſthume of the Liver. 

The like Example is in a/eri9/a. Lib, 4. Ob. Cap. 5. of a certain Woman which was brought by 
another Phyfitian to have a Phlegmonous Tumor in the Liver. But ſaith he, hen ſhe ſent for me, 1 
judged it not £0 be ſo, but in the Muſcles. And a little after he ſaith, Fhen 7 firſt cams, [ ronched the 
places and I found a long [ nelling in the ri bt H Ypochondria, down to the very Navil 3 the Face nas red, 

reſhy and of a Roſie colour , mixed with white, continuing alt the time of the Diſeaſe in the ſame ſtate 
the Urine nas very good both tn colyur, and reſpett of things contained : From all which it appeared ,thas 
not the Liver» but the Muſcles over it were affefted ; for when the Liver is affeted, there is almaies a 
diſcoloring of the face. For Galen ſaith, rhat he knev many diſeaſed m their Livers by their colours, 
Lib. 5. de 1oc+ aff . cap. 7. for the colour i ſuch is commonly yellowiſh, white, and inclining ſome- 
tines to green, 

Moreover, It is troubleſom to diſtinguiſh a Plearifie trom an Inflammation of the Liver: as you may 
obſerve in Galen, 5. de /oc. aff. cap. 7.1 his Hiſtory of Sica/#s the Phyſitian, who was deceived 'n 
himſelf, ſuppoſing that he had a Pleurifie ; becauſe he had a Feaver, little and frequent breathing, a 
{mall Cough, and a pain near thz lower Ribs : but Ga/en by his ſtools, which were like water wherein 
flzh had been waſhed, knery that his Liver was inflamed, for ſuch a flux doth ſhevv- that the Liver is 
greatly diſordered. But this fign cannot alvaies diſtingaith a Pleurifie from an Inflammation of the Li- 
yer, For as Galen teacheth 1n the place cited, ſuch kind of moiſt and bloody ſtools come only when 
the Liver is inflamed,vhen it is alſo very weak,otherwiſe one fign of the Liver inflamed is (by Ga/en) 

' coltiveneſs. Therefore when the Liver is not weak, you muſt look for other figns, by which you 
may diſtinguiſh them. 

Ifthen the Inflammation be in the Pleura towards the right Hypochondria, the pain will be vehe- 
ment and pricking, the breath more difficult, there will be no change of colour,the Cough will be grea- 
ter,and not dry, but commonly [eſpecially in the increaſe of the Diſeaſe) with bloody ſputle, ſome- 
whatatleaſt diſcolored, and laſtly, the Pulſe will be hard, and like a Saiv : But in the Inflammation of 
the Liver, the pain 1s leſs, _ with heavineſs, the colour 1s yellowiſh, there 1s a dry Cough now 
and then, the Pulſe 1s not fo hard , and laſtly, there is a Tumor in the right Hypochondr10n. 

And if the Inflammation be in thz Meſentery, the Tumor will appear beneath the Region of the 
Liver, there will be no change of colour in the Face; the ſtools will be moiſt, in which at firſt there 
willbe thin and unconcoRed Matter, afterwards concodted,in thoſe of whom there is hope of reco-- 
very, 

Pk0G NOSTICK. The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is thus made : 

Every Inflammation of the Liver 1s very dangerous, and for the moſt part deadly. Andif it doth 
not kill preſently, it ends in a Dropfie, or Atrophy, or Conſumption, All the hope of recovery 1s 
tom the ivength: as Galen, 10, meth. cap. 5. 

An Inflammation of the Gibbousor bunchy part of the Liver, is more dangerous than that which 3s 
inthe holla part, by reaſon it 1s nearer the Heart, the Midriff, and hollow Vein , 

An Inflammation coming from Choller, is more dangerous than that which cometh of pure blood, 
gQecauſe then the Feaver 1s ſtronger, and other Symptomes greater. 

The Hiccoughs in an Inflammation of the Liver are evil, Hyp. Aph, 17. Set. 7. For it ſnews the 
encceaſe of the Inflammation, and maligmity, which doth by conſent diſturb the Stomach. 

Alo:ſneſs joyned with 21 Inflarmation of the Liver is deadly, except the Matter voided de con- 
cocteo, and the lux be Critical, 
| Ifthe Inflammation of the Liver cannot be diſcuſſed, as it ſellom can, and if the Faculty be ſtrong, 
it w;rs into an Impoſthame ; otherwiſe it turns into a Gangrene or Sphacelus. The Suppuration 

t0; t2 moſt part will be within tventy da1es. And this Impoſthume 1s very Gangerous, and fey 
eſcape thereof : But if it bz little, 2nd only in one part of the Liver, and4 the matter white and even 
Wch comes forth by Urine or Stool, they eſcape. Alſo a Timor in th2 Convex, or outrvard part ct 
he Liver, which appears inthe Sk;1 13 it yore movable, may be opened with 2n aQtial Cautery 3 
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"0d if the Matter coming forth be pure and white, they eſcape, for the Matter is contained inthe Ty.

After the Impoſthume is broke, if the Patient live, there remains an Ulcer, which is very trouble. 
ſome to cure ; and if it be not ſuperficial, it caaſeth a Drophe or Maraſmus. - 

Alſo an Ulcer may be in the Liver from ſharp Humors that corrode it, eſpecially if they be hg. 
lerick, and ſpread through the ſubſtance of the Liver, which putritying by degrees, get a malignantar

DIAGNOSTICK. The knowledg of this Ulcer, which comes from the ſharpneſs of the Hy. 
mors without Inflammation afore going,1is difficult, But it may be known by ſome ſigns. . And fig 
there is an ulcerous pain in the right Hypochondrion, and the Patient waxeth lean ; and if it bein the 
hollow part of the Liver, there are tools with Pus or Matter, and ſometimes with blood, and Pain of 
the Gurs by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of the Humors, like a Dyſeritery, whuch is diſtinguiſhed from thi 
Diſeaſe in this, Becauſe there 1s a weight and pricking about the Liver, And ſometimes Authors 
have obſerved that pieces of the Liyer have been voided by tool. . Butif the Ulcer be in the gibbous 
or outward part, the Water is mattery Without any diſt r of the Reins or Bladder. There is2 
ſmall Feaver in the encreaſe of the Diſeaſe, which turneth into an HeEtick. The colour is yellow,and 
ſometimes there are ſmall puſtules which come from the aduſtion.of Humors in the Face, There is 
loathing of Meat, and eſpecially of fleſh, a Rinking breath, and often fainting. 

PROG. Concerning the. Prognoſtick : It bringeth a lingering HeRick Feaver, 

And if the Ulcer be not ſmall, ſuperficial, and cured betimes, it is deadly. 3. 

Thoſe Exulcerations of the Liver which follow Inflammations and Impotthumes, are more dange. 
xous than thoſe that ariſe without them. | 

CARE, The Cure of the Inflammation of the Liver, is the ſame ith that of the Inflammation 0 
the Stomach afore mentioned, and <hiefly in reſpe& of Phlebotomy. Purges and altering Remedies 

are to he givenin the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 

You muſt alſo give often Clyſters, ſach as were preſcribed in the Inflammation of the $t- 
mach. 

But afterwards, cooling,cleanfing,and opening Juleps,ſuch as were deſcribed in the Chapter afere- 
mentioned, bewaring that they be not too ſiveet, for by Gveet things the Liver being inflamed, grons

Ifthe Inflammation tend. to ſuppuration, which is known by the encreaſe of the Feayer,and the pain, 
according to Fſyp. Aph. 47. lib. 2. there is great danger, and fey eſcape in this caſe; Yet you muſt 
further the Suppuration with the aforeſaid Emplaiſters, which will diflolve the matter which will be 
diſolved, and ſuppurate that which will be ſuppurated or ripened; as alſo with mollifying Cataplaſms 
- fou __ vive inwardly Chicken Broth wherein Mallows,Marſh-mallows,Figgs,and Prunes have 

cen doyled. 

After the Impoſthume is broken, if white Matter flow by tool or Urine, you muſt eleanſe with Bar- 
-, Water, or Whey with Honey of Roſes,or with thoſe Remedies which are preſcribed for the Cure 

the Ulcer of the Stomach. But if the Suppuration tend outwardly, you muſt open it with ared hot . 
Incifion Knife, according to Hypeerares.. And if the. Matter come forth white and Conco&ed,there 
& hope of Cure ; But ifred, filthy, arid ſtinking, the Patient is near death. 


CHAP, 111, | 
Of the Stoppage, or Obſtruftion of the Liver. 


T ite ObſtruQtion of the Liver is a Preternatural clofing or Rraightneſs of the Branches of the Vena 
Porta, and Cava, that is, of the Gate and hollow Vein,and ſometimes of the ſubſtance of the Li- 
ver, hindering the paſſage of Natural Humors, and the diſtribution of the Nouriſhment,coming from 
ſome Mattet which filleth their Cavities. 

Hence it is that ObftruRtion 1s an Organical Diſeaſe,namely in the way and paſſage obſtruted,yhich 
binders the diſtribution of Rlood for thz Nouriſhment of the parts. Theſe waies or paſſages are not only 
the Veins which are apt throughthe whole ſubſtance of the Liver, but alſo the Pores and inſenfi- 


ole Paſſages, with which the whole ſabſtance of the Liver, and alſo of other parts, is very full ; which 


being ſhut up by a preternatural Humor, neither can the heat of the Liver be cooled, nor can the thin 
vaporous Excrements be evacuated.

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The Matter that Cauſeth the Obſtrutions commonly is a groſs Excrement, viſcous and clamrmy 
which being not able to paſs freely, ſticks in the paſſage, and 18 more and more thickned by the he;

Sometimes plenty of Humors cauſe an Obſtrudtion, as Ga/en ſheweth, 10. meth, cap, 2: in theſe 
words : Of Obſtruttzons ſome come of abundance of Humor, and ſome from the Quality, as when the 
are groſs or clammy : Blood-letting #s the beft Remedy againſt thoſe which come from plenty, and the oe 
of attenuating things « beſt againft thoſ, e that come of xalit J. | 

This Obſtru&ion which comes from plenty of Humors, happens chiefly in the Veſſels and theit 
Cavities when being too full, they are ſo diſtended that they cannot contrat themſelves for the ſen. 
ding forth of the Matter contained : As we may obſerve by the Bladder when it is ſtretched out by 
Jong retention of too much Urin, that it cannot contraR it ſelf ; from whence there comes aſoppage 
of Urin, or difficulty ot voiding thereof. ; 

Not only Humors, but alſo ſometimes many groſs Vapors, which cannot eaſily be diſcuſſed ( be. 
cauſe the way is not open as in the Chollick ) may be the Cauſe of Obſtrudtion, as Galen keacheth, 

3. de, loc. aff. which Cauſes are very rare, and abſolately denied of ſome. _ | 

The Humor- which toppeth with its thickneſs is chiefly Flegm, which will eafily grow groſs and 
clammy. Melancholy is next,which by its coldneſs,thickneſs,and droffineſs, may cate Obftrutions ; 
Alſo Blood may do the ſame by its quantity and thickneſs. . And laſtly, Choller Raying long in 
the Liver grows thick, and breeds danerous ObſruQions, The Antecedent and Principal Cauſes, 
are all things that produce thick and clammy Humors,and thick and cloudy Air,Meats of groſs Juyce, 
viſcous, hard of ConcoRtion, and diſtribution, aftringent, cold, and not fit to be eaten, as Pear, 
Quinces, Services, Medlars, Muſhrooms, Cheeſe, Pulſe, Peaſe or Beans, Beef and Pork, (limy 
Fiſh, and dried in the Smoak, Bread not well baked, Rapes, Cheſnuts, thick; fed, and aftringent 
Wine, and mudey Ale. | | 

Alſo an evil Diſpoſition of the Liyer, eſpecially a cold diſtemper, which may alſo produce Oh- 
ftru&tions from good Juyce, as when it.doth not well conco&, but turns the. meat into a Salt Tarz- 
rous and mucilaginous or ſlimy Matter. 

Alſo the Diftemper of the Stomach may be a Cauſe of Obſtrudtions, when it begets too crudea 
Chyle, which cannot after be well ordered by the Liver, becauſe the fault of the firſt ConcoRionis 
not amended by the ſecond. 

SIGNS. The Signs of this Diſeaſe are to be divided into divers ſorts, ſome fignifie the kind 
of the Diſeaſe, others the part affeted, ant others the cauſe that produce it. 

The Signs that ſheiv the kind of the Diſeaſe are common to all natural parts that are ſubje& to Ob- 
ſtru&ions : for they ſhew only ObſtruRtion lying in the lower Belly, and theſe therefore will ſerve 
for the knowledg of the ObſtruRtions of the Spleen, and Meſentery eſpecially. 

The Signs ſhery that there are Obſtrudtions in the ſaid parts, | 

The Excrements of the Belly being ont of their natural condition, eſpecially when they are moiſt, 
white, chylous, or bloody ; whute Urine, thin and watery, and as it were ſtrained, becauſe the thicker 
parts cannot paſs through by reaſon pfthe ObſtruRions, but only the pure water comes through un- 
mixed , and it may be yellow if there be heat, ; 

Difficulty of breathing, eſpecially when the Patient watketh faſt, or goes up a hill or pair offtain, 

becauſe the parts obſtructed do draw the Midriff downwards, and hinder its tree motion ; the Face 
is pale ; there is leanneſs and dulneſs over the whole body ; the Pulſe is unequal ; and laſtly, there 
is ſuch a ſenſe of weight in the Hypochondria as they feel who have been feeding very hard ; there- 
fore Hypocrates, 4. de vittu ratione in acut. Calls that heavineſs a fulneſs of the Hypochondria, at- 
tributing that Diſeaſe to the Hypochondria, which properly belongs to the Stomach ; for as often at 
the Spleen and Liver are filled with evil Humors and fivel, they are preſſed and feel a heavineſs,afet 
the leaft eating of the lighteſt meats, as they who-have. over-gorged themſelves. -. This Sign doth ſo 
ſurely declare the ObſtruRion of the Hypochondgria, although there be neither pain nec apparent 
ſwelling , that rafts Martianus in his Comment upon the aforeſaid Book of Hypecraty; 
woanr ug That he hath concluded that the Bowels were obftruRed,before ever he handled the Hypo- 
Cnonaria, 

The (trggphing of the right Hypochondrian ſheweth the part affeed, together with the other 
figns, and ſometimes pain, that 1s heavy and dull, which encreaſeth afrer meat, eſpecially if exerciſe 
immediatly follow ; ſometimes a dry Cough ; difficulty of Breathing by reaſon of the nearneſs of 
the Diaphragma, and a greater weight of that part than of any other.

The uſe of Cryſial of Tartar 1s formerly, mentioned in tht Apozeme, and Phyfick Broths; made 
either of a Chicken, or old Cock. 

Concerning this Medicine, yong Phyſitians are to be admoniſhed, that it is of more force. than itis 
commonly ſuppoſed to be, alchough we ſeldom obſerve it in PraGice, by reaſon of the negligence 0 
Apothecaries, the deceit of falſe Chymiſts, and vulgar Diſtillars, which diftill Chymical Medicines to 
the Apothecaries, of which, few are good, but moſt adulterate. 

The negligence of Apothecaries for the moſt part is, That they had rather buy Cryſtal of Tartar of 
ſach fellows, than make it themſelves ( though it be the eaſieſt of all ) becauſe they ſellit cheaper than 
they themſelyes can make it : for thoſe Impoſtors will ſell a pound for ſeven pence, or eight pence, 
f:om which alone the Apothecaries might argue deceit, perceiving that they would be looſers in (0 el- 
ling, if it were rightly made. 

- The deceit lieth here, Theſe Impoſtors put a little Tartar, and a great deal of Allum into their De- 
coftions ; not becauſe Tartar is ſold dearer, but becauſe it yields but a little Cryſtal ; but Allum mill 
ran all into CryRaſ. Hence it is that the Phyſitians are deceived of their intentions, becauſe Allun 
js aſtringent, which is contrary to the opening Faculty which they deſire, 

Moreover, There is another wrong done to this Medicine, when it is made in a Braſs Kettle vhich 
leaves a malignant quality upon the Medicine, for it is a known and vulgar ſaying among Apotheca- 
ries, You muſt not boyl ſharp things in Brafs Veſlels, becauſe they eafily pierce, and attract a nox- 
ous Tineture from them, But the Cryſtals of Tartar are moſt ſharp, called by ſome Acidum Tarr, 
or the ſharpneſs of Tartar, 

This Error is often made by Apothecaries ; and almoſt all they who make this Cryſtal themſelves 
uſe Braſs Viſels, ſo that I have ſeen ſome Tartar look Skie-colored from the Verdugreece which 
hath taken from the Copper. Therefore Phyſitians ſhall do conſcienciouſly, honorably, and for the 
501 of their Patients, if they cauſe their Apothecaries to make Cryſtal of Tartar themſelves, and 1 © 
Glaſs, Iron, or Earthen Veſſels glaſled. 

The Salt of Tartar hath great poyyer to open ObRruRtions, and may well be mixed with Apozems,

For his oxdinary drink let him take Water and ſmall Wine wherein Steel hath been infuſed ; Or,a 
weak Decoction of Tamarisk, Agrimony, Ceterach, Maiden-hair, Barnet, all or ſome with Wine, 

Some commend the Infuſion of the Wood againſt the Stone called Lignum Nephriticum for od- 
nary drink ; Others the Deco&ion of Eglantine or Sweet-btier which opens very powerfully, and 
ftrengtheneth ; and they ſay that many have been Cured of deſperate Diſeaſes by that alone.

[t is therefore 2 Symptoms of the Quality changed. And now preſently, that vulgar difficul ty 
which is controverted by almoſt all Writers, offers it ſelf; namely, That the yellow colour in the 
Cornea doth immediately hurt the Sight, making all Obje&s appear yellow. To which (that I may 
anſiver in a Word, vyithout circumſtances) I ſay, That it is a Diſeaſe in the encreaſe of Number - for 
fince the Cornea ought to be void of all colour, that it may let the Species of ObjeRs paſs through 
pare and unchanged, if it haye any preternatural colour, it hath a Diſeaſe in the encreaſe of Number, 
that is, more than-what is neceſſary to the Natural Conſtitution thereof, | 

DIFFERE NCES, Authors do make two ſorts of Jaundice » Yellow and Black. The Black 
proceeds from tne Spleen,and 1s very rare ; therefore here treating only of the Diſeaſes of the Liver; 
we will ſpeak only of the Yellow Jaundice. ts 

CAUSES. The ſpreading of Choler upon the Skin comes from man Cauſes ; which may be 
reduced to three Heads ; namely, An Evil Diſpoktion of the Liver ; An Obftrution of the Bag that 
"ontains the Gall ; And the malignity of the Cholerick Humor. ES | 

The Evil Diſpoſition of the Liver 1s divers ; as Diſtetmper, Inflanymation, ObſtruRtion, Schirrhus; 
and whatſoever may ſo vveaken the part, that Excrementitious Choler cannot be ſeparated from the 
Blood, but 15 with 1t diſtributed through the whole Body. | 

The Obſtruction of the Bag or Cyltis, which contains the Gall, hinders the paſſage of it into the 
Guts, whereby it remains in the Liver, and goes from thence with the Blood into the vyhole Body. 
This Obftrution 1s either from groſs Flegm ot Choler abounding; ſometimes from little ſtones which 
areoften bred in the Bag of the Gall; which may alſo be made narrovy in the Paſfage,by the compref< 
fon of ſome part nigh unto it, which is inflamed or ſchirrhous, 

The Evil of the Cholerick Humor conſiſts either in the great quantity thereof, which cannot be re- 
onlated by Nature, nor be ſeparated from the Maſs of Blood, or which 0 filleth the Bag of the Gall, 
that it cannot contradt it ſelf to expel it, or it conſiſts in an evil quality, which by corrupting of the 
Humors, doth hinder their due Evacuation, or ſtir up Nature ſuddenly to caſt it forth, as you may ob- 
ſerve in a Critical or Symptomatical Jaundice. This _—_—_— happens in continual Cholerick Fea- 
vers; 28 alſo after Poyſon is taken, or from the biting of ſome yenemous Creature; by which the 
whole Blood 1s turned into Choler. 

$16NS. The Signs of the yellow Jaundice are-manifeſt ; namely, a yellow colour through the 
whole Body, eſpecially in-the White of the Eyes. Alſoan itching and lazineſs, bitterneſs of the 
Tongue, ſometimes Cholerick Vomitings, and Hiccoughs, | 

The Signs of the Cauſes are to be taken from their proper Fountains ; for if the diſtemper of the 
Liver be hot, this diſeaſe comes from Inflammation, ObſtruRion, Schirrhus, or the like ; the know- 
ledg of which is to be taken from their proper Chapters, 

Theſe things properly ſhew the ObſtruRtion of the Bag of the Gall, white Excrements, and a Belly 
bound through the want of Choler, which uſeth to make the Excrements yelloy or red, and to ſtir up 
the Expulive Faculty of the Guts like a Clyſter. , The Urine is very yellow, inclining tored, and 
if you puta Linnen clout therein, it will dye it yellow. | / 

If it come from the malignity of the Cholerick Humor, the Excrements of the Belly are high co- 
loured, and alſo the Urine, eſpecially if it follow a putrid Feaver, when the Jaundice is a Symptome, 
and then after the coming of the Jaundice the Feayer remains : bur if it be critical, the Feaver cea- 
ſeth, and the Excrements with the Urine are well coloured. The External Cauſes, as Poyſon and 
venemous bitings may be dec!aed by the Patient, and thoſe about him. ] 

: PROGNOST TICK. The Prognoſtick of the Jaundice is yarious, according to the variety of 
auſes, | 

+ That is more Curable which comes from the ObftruRion of the Bag containing the Gall, becauſe 

ts paſſages are nearer the Guts,and the Matter cleaving thereto is eaſily ſent into them,provided that 

the ras come not from 2 ſtone, which becauſe it cannot be diflolved, renders the Diſeaſe 

ICuradle, 

The Jaundice coming from an Inflammation or Schirrhus of the Liver, is moſt dangerous ; for one 
commonly ends in an Impoſthume, the other in a Dropſie. 

They who in a Feaver have the Jaundice before the ſeventh day, are deſperate, Hyp. Aph. 62. 
Sea, 4. againſt which Aphoriſm, there is another of # ypocrates oppoſed, which isin 4. de Vittms 
ratione in acutis, in theſe words ; In a Cholerick Feaver, if the Faundice come before the ſeventh

And Expeyence from many allowed Authors do teſtifie that the Jaundice doth 
often happen with ſafety beftge the ſeventh day. Now theſe Authors do interpret the aforeſaid 
Aphoriſm thus ; namely, That Hypocrates by the ſeventh day, underſtands any Critical day, and 
he mentioneth the ſeventh as the moſt noble day, and to be raken far all the reſt. But that is x true 
Critical day of Judgment , afore which a full ConcoEtion of the Matter cauſing the Feaver 
id appear. 
_ F4 PE The Cure of the Jaundice is by taking away the Cauſes : For if it come from hot 
dittemper of the Liver, or a Tumor an that part, you muſt conſult with the Chapters afore-mentioned 
for the Cure of them. 

But that which comes upon acute Feavers, if it be Critical needs no Cure. Yet if it be Sympto- 
matical, the Cure of it depends upon the Cure of the Diſeaſe upon which it depends, 

That which comes from the Obſtruction of the Cyſtis or Bag of the Gall, is cured by taking aWay 
of the ObſtruRtion, which may be conveniently done by the Remedies mentioned in the former 
Chapter. To which we may add theſe as more proper.

This Schinhus is twofold , Either it is Exquiſite or Perfe&, or Im- 
perfet. _ which 1s a Perfe& Schirrhus 1s laid down in the Definition propounded, which is with- 

t Pain or Sence. 
_ which is not Exquiſite or Perfe& hath ſome kind of Pain, and comes from 'a Matter leſs 
hardned ; in a word, It 1s a Schirchus beginning ard not confirmed ; but that which is Exquiſite is 
confirmed, ſo that they onely differ in Degrees, 

CAKSE S. ASchirrhus breeds in the Liver two ways ; either from Defluxion, or 
of a thick and glutinous Humor upon the part ; or from Inflammation, which diffolyeth the thin Hu- 
mors and leaveth the thick. 

The Matter of the former is Flegm or Melancholy, either ſent from other parts, - or bred inthe 
ſubſtance of the Liver by an evil ConcoRion, For the producing of this Humor, evil Diet is 2-main 
cauſe, if it be of thick, cold and yiſcous, or clammy Nouriſhment ; as alſo a Flegmatick or Melan« 
cholick Conſtitution and a Natural Straightneſs of the Liver. From whence Ga/ex faith, 13. Aerh. 
ThataSchirrhus eafily breedeth in the aver, Jpreen and Reins, In the Liver, becauſe the Paſſages 
ae narrow, and it is nouriſhed with thick blood, In the Spleen, becauſe it receiveththe thick blood, 
And laftly, in the Reins, becauſe they are nouriſhed with thick blood. 

The Cauſes of the latter Schirrhus which followeth other Humors, is the immaderate uſe of diC- 
culſing Medicines, or of Repercuffives, which by cooling and binding do thicken the Matter, and 
keepit from diſſolving. Beſides the Matter ot the Diſeaſe, which is properly cold and thick, and will 
not be diſſolved ; or the weakneſs of the part, which cannot help the breathing forth of the Humorg. 
And laſtly, a cooling and thickning Diet. ; | 

$16N S. The Signs of a Schirrhus in the Liver, are a bardneſs in the right Hypochondrion, and 
that more than in an Obftruion, next a heavineſs in that part, eſpecially when there is violent 
breathing, no Feaver nor pain, by which it is diſtinguiſhed from an Inflammation, or there is but little 
pain, as when the Schirrhus 1s not __ or perfe&. There is leſs repoſe _ the left fide becauſe 
the Liver being hard and heavy, doth then lie upon the Stomach and burden it : the colour of the 
Face is pale and greeniſh, becauſe when the Liver is ſchirrhous, there is no good blood produced by 
it. The whole Body alſo is faln avay, becauſe there is neither ſanguification, nor diſtribution of Nou- 
riſhment as it ought to be.

T ake of the Emplaiſter de Mucilaginilus one Ounce : Melilot half an Ounce : Gum- Ammniack 
welted in the Fuyce of Wormawood three Drams ; ſoften them with a little Oy! of Wormmood and Lil- 
lies, and make a Plaiſter to be laid on after the Liniment. 

The Leaves of Henbane boyled in Vinegar are good to be outwardly applied to the part, made in- 
to the form of a Cataplaſm or Pultis, with Oyl of bitter-Almonds, 

To theſe you may add Baths made of ſoftning and digeſting things, and of Rirengthners, ſuch 
we preſcribed tor Fomentations ; and let the Patient uſe them by turns.

CHAP. VI. 


Of the Dropfee. 


Diff e- Hp makes two kinds of Drophies, namely, An Univerſal, and a Particular, An 
rences. Univerſal Drophe, is that which is in the whole Body, or over the whole Belly. A Par- 
ticular 15 that which 1s onely in one part : hence there is a Drophe of the Head, Breaft and Womd; 
of hich here we ſhall not ſpeak, but onely of the Univerſal. _ 

Galen gives three kinds of this Univerſal Dropfie, namely, Aſcites, Tympanites and Anaſarca, « 
Leucopilegmatia, 

CAUSES. Aſcites 1s a ſwelling of the Belly, cauſed of a ſerons Humor ; nor doth the bel 
on1ely fvell, but many times the Feet, Legs,Thighs and Cods. Nay, an Aſcites ſometimes begins wit 
a (velling 1n the Feet, which aſcends after to the Legs, and ſo to the Thighs and Belly,, 

' This ſerous Humor, as it is of the nature of Water, it is cold ; but as it is falt, .it hath in it het, 
wich then 1s increaſed by the nearneſs of the Bowels, and more by the putrifaRion which it gath*r- 
eth by long continuance : hence comes a Feaver and Thirſt, namely, from the ſtinking ſalt Vapats 
which do infect the mouth of the Stomach. : 

It falls our ſometimes, that this Watry Humor is not contained in the Cavity of the Belly, but 1n 
Certain Bladders growing to the parts of the lower Belly. 

: An Example whereof is given by Schenkizs,Lib.3, Obſervation - and Manritins C ordens,COM.5:+ 
i Hyp. Lib. 1. of Diſeaſes in Women. Ga/en ſuppoſed { and almoſt all Phyficians, new and ol 
have followed him ) That every Dropfie comes of a cold Liver, which cannot Sanguifie or make 
Blood compleatly, but inſtead thereof much Water, Flegm or Wind. Which Opinion , as it 1s 
moſt true in Anaſarca, and approved ; ſo in Aſcites and Tympanites it is much queſtioned by = 

ode 
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Modern Writers, becauſe in the opening of many that died of Drophies, the Liver hath been found 
very ſound , as 1s manifeſt by many relations in thoſe Authors mentioned. Moreover Hypocrates 
4 2, Prorrh. wittily affirms, that a Drophe may come either from the Liver, or from ſome empty part ; 
by an empty part, he meaneth all that ipace from the Rabs to the Guts, and the parts contained m it. 
Alſo Hyp. 4+ de. morb- fwliernm, mentions 2 Drophie comung from the Spleen. To which places of 


iq Hypocrates they uſually aniwer thus ; That the Liver is always affected either primarily , of ſecon- 
4 darily ; ſo that there is never a Drophie before there is a hindrance of Sanguification, orbreeding of 

Blood. But two Reaſons do ſtrongly oppoſe this DoEtrine : The firſt is from the Experience; be- 
7 fore-mentioned, namely, That if the Liver ought neceſſarily to ſuffer in the producing of a Dropfie, 


it yoald never be found free and unknit in the DifſeQtion ot a dead body. The ſecond 18, That if the 

Liver ſhould breed watry blood, 1t would be ſent into the whole Body, as in Anaſarca + Nor Cana 

(ufficient reaſon be given, why that ſerous Humor bred in the Liver ſhould be ſent to the Belly, and 
j- jot to other parts. 


d, As for the cold diſtemper of the Liver, that is denied by Trallianms, Avicenna, and others, who 
tr affirm, That a Dropfie may ariſe trom a hot diſtemper of the Liver,and cannot be cured but by cool- 
Fe ing means, And this may be maintained by the Authority of Hypocrates, in 2. Progn.” A Dropfie 
( ſaith he ) coming after an acute Diſeaſe is evil, for it doth not take anay the Feaver, If there- 
E. tore a Drophie may come while the Feaver 1s, 1t is clear that there is (till a hot Diſtemper. Neither 
coald that ever pleaſe me, which is uſually ſpoken'by Ga/en's Servants, That the Native heat is diſ- 
41 ®, ſolved by a hot Diſtemper, and much diminnſhed, and that diminiſhed heat may be called cold. For 
1x 0ina He&tick Feaver and other conſtant Feavers in which the Natural Heat is mich diminiſhed, 
hold always blame a cold Diſtemper, and the Symptoms which follow ſhould be imputed to 
cold, and not to heat. Fromggyhence, who doth not perceive that there would ariſe a great contuſion 
ry inthe ſearching into the Cauſes of Symptoms. 
t- Among the late Writers, Caro/w Piſo, whom Sennertm followed, hath dived moſt deep into 
4n the trae Cauſes of Aſcites, which he affirms to come trom a ſerous Matter contained in the Meat and 
Prink, which by reaſon of ſome preternatural Cauſe, is ſtaied too long in the Gate and Hollow 
ack Veins, not ſent into the Body, as in a Natural ſtate and condition it uſeth to be, but inta the capaci- 
il ty ofthe Abdomen, This ſerous Humor is retained in the Veins frofn the whole Body, by reafon the 
attrative faculty of the Parts to which 4t ſhould be carried, is either hurt or hindred. 
In- Now the chief parts which dra the ſerous Marter, are the Liver and the Spleen , for they attract 
the Chylous Matter in which the moiſture of Meat and Drink is contained. As alſo the Spleen 
has draws drink to it ſelf pare and without mixture ; as Hypoerates taught, and Experience confirms, 
Thatthey who drink much after Meat, do preſently avoid it by Urine ; which learned Authors fay, 
Way Is by reaſon the Spleen ſucks the watry Matter before there 1s a perfe& Concodtion made in the 


Stomach, 

The AttraGtion or draiving quality of the Liver and Spleen, 1s loſt chiefly by defe& and weakneſs 
of Natural Heat ; the Natural Heat is debilitated by a cold or hot Diftemper, or by Suffocation. 

A cold Diftemper coming either from tos cold a Diet, from loſs of too much Blood and Spirits, or 
any other Cauſe , doth deſtroy the Natural Heat of the Liver and Spleen , and ſo hinder their

An « A hot Diſtemper doth diſperſe the Native Heat ; whence being made weaker, the Liver and the 
Par- Spleen become leſs a&tive. T his comes from Feavers, mach Wane, or hot Meats. 
mb; Laſtly, The Natural Heat is weakned by Suffocation, when there is too much blood inthe Veins, 
eſpecially if it be foul, as when the Terms or Hemorrhoids are ſtopt, by which the Blood was 
2, 0t cleanſed formerly, but now by ſtoppage corrupted. Es 
Alſo the Attraction or drawing vertue of thoſe parts, is hindreq by ObftruRtions, which hinder the 
ly free paſſage of the ſerous Matter. So a Drophie followeth a Schinhus of the Liver and Spleen, not 
wit crely becauſe thoſe parts being weakned cannot produce_good Blood, but eſpecially becauſe 
ey are not able to attra&t and fend to other parts whatſoever is drunk. 
heat, Here it may be objeQed, That in a Drophie the whole Body is nouriſhed by blood bred in the Li- 
ther- Yrvfa Chylous Matter which it draweth to its ſelf, We anfiver, That the Liver doth better at- 
4pots tract that yhich is moſt familiar unto its ſelf, and moſt fit to be made blood ; but it drawerhto it leſs 
tan is ſufficient, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the attractive faculty. Hence it is that the Body grows 
ut 1n lean, becauſe it dravts ſome water along with the Chylus,and Leaves the reſt in the Meſeraick Veins, 


and the Veins of the lower Bell , Which is by degrees carried into the Capacity cf the Abdomen.

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Next to the Liver and Spleen , the Reins do attraft the watry Matter which is in the hollow 
Vein, and free the whole Body from the ſuperfluity therecf, ſo that if at any time they do not 
theu Office, there remains much Matter in the Veins, which being ſent to the Abdomen do quick 
make an Aſcites ; now the attraCtion of the Veins may ceaſe for divers Cauſes, becauſe of a cojg 
Diſtemper , Tumors, Ulcers, and ObſtruQtions, which will diminiſh, aboliſh, and untercepe thei

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Laſtly, The diſtribution of Water is indred from ſome external Cauſe, as when much cold w;. 

ter is drunk, which Nature cannot govern, nor ſufficiently diſtribute into the Veius. So (yy, 

Piſo reports of a young man that had a Tertian Ague, and drinking Water exceedingly in his Fit fel] 

into an Aſcites, from which by the taking of one Lozenge of Diacarthamum he was cured by di- t 
charging the Water which was in the Abdomen, but if he had continued drinking ſo much Water any 
longer, he had not been ſo eafily cured, becauſe it would have brought great ObitruRtions and a cold 
diſtemper of the Bowels, by reaſon of loſs of natural hear. 

But it is queſtioned of many by what ways that ſerous Matter ſhould be carried by the Veins intg 
the Capacity ofthe Abdomen ? to whom we may plainlf anſwer, by ſaying from Hypocrares that in 
living Body all things are _ to and fro, ſo that in time of neceflity not onely thin and ſerous 
Matter, but alſo that which is very thick may be ſent through the- inſenſfable paſlages. So in a Pleyri. 
fie, Blood and Matter will pierce through the thick ſubRance of the Pleura and Membrane which co. 
vers the Lungs, and be ſpit forthat the Mouth. So in a Fracture of the Leg or Thigh, which happens 
without hurt to the Muſcles and skin, the matter which floweth from the broken bone pierceth 
through the ſubRance of the other parts and wets the Boulſters aid Rowlers. 

So alſo in a Dropſie oftentimes a grzat quantity of Water is vented in one day by giving of Quick- 
filver, which cannot be except the Water contained in the Abdomen dg paſs through the Tunicles of 
the Guts. 

Nor is the Obje&tion of Fernelixs of any force , when he faith, that Nature had in vain made 6 
many open ways, if the Humors can paſs through thoſe inviſible paſſages. For we anſiver, That 
an ordinary and natural motion of Humors ordained for thz nouriſhment of the whole Body, thoſe 
paſſages are neceflary through which they may eafily flow, but in an extraordinary caſe provident 
Nature doth finde out extraordinary ways by which ſhe may caſt out hurtful Matter, or at leaſt ſend 
it to a placeleſs dangerous. | 

Fernelins obje&s again, That in them who have died by a ſtoppage of Urine for twenty days to- 
vether, it was never perceived that any Water went through thoſe blind paſſages. VVe anſwer, Thit 
Nature doth not always work the ſame way in preternatural Cauſes, nor ſend hurtful Humors to 
the ſame places , but eſpecially to thoſe parts which are more diſpoled to receive them through 
weakneſs. , 

So in the ſuppreſſion or Roppage of Urine, the ſerous Humors flow openly through the Veins 
and Arteries and fill them, and t it finde any part weaker than the reſt it falls forceably uponit: 
hence it is that ſome die of the hurt of one or other remarkable part. So nothing hinders ( if the 
parts of the Abdomen in which the Veins and Arteries ,end ) be grown weak, but that the VVaty 
Humor may be ſent into its capacity or hollowneſs. 

Nor is that true which Ferne/ius Would infer, namely, That a Dropfie never comes from ſupprel- 
on of Urine, for Reaſon and Experience teacheth the contrary ; as we ſhewed before in the Di 
courſe of the loſs of AttraCtion in the Reins : but you muſt obſerve that the Roppage of the Urine 
doth make an increaſe of V Vater rather in the branches of the hollow Vein, than of the Gate-Vein ot 
Vena Porta, by Which the Watry Humor chiefly flows into the Capacity of the Abdomen as appears 
by what followeth. | 

Therefore we may anſiver this Queſtion, by ſaying, That the water got into the hollow of the Ab- 
omen by the inſenſible paſſages, though there are alſo other manifeſt ways by which it may p16. 

Hypocrates,Aph.s 5. SeR.7. hath ſheved them, for ( ſaith he ) they who have much Water about 
the Liver, if it get intothe Omentum or Cels, their Belly will be filled with Water, and then they 
die. The meaning of which Aphoriſmis (though Ga/en did not plainly ſee it ) that the Wats 
from the Liver doth flow into the Branches of the Yena Porta Which go to the Omentum, and wit! 
they are filled either by their Tunicles made thin by Diapedefis or Rarifation , or by the Moutts 
of the Veſſels being opened by Anaſtomoſis, the Water gets into the Cavity of the Abdomen. Tiw 
happens often in the Spleen alſo, when it draws Water in abundance from the Stomach, as appears 0) hich 5 
many ſayings of Hypocrates; and 1n /ib.4q. de morbss, he ſaith, That Water may preſs from the Spleen Ouriſh 
to the Omentum or Cell, in theſe words, Drink i alſo carried into the Stomach with which when# ® This 
filled the Spleen takes it from thence and ſends it rothe Veins and the Omentum, From which we 0! Om whi 
perceive, that water chiefly gets into the Abdomen, by the Veins of the Omentum which are called The / 


Epiploicz and Gaftrepiploicz, although it may paſs alſo through other Veins. nofds 00 much 
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Befides the aforeſaid Caufes of a Drophie, which are more ordinary, there are mentioned by Au- 
thors ſome leſs uſual, confirmed by Obſervation - and theſe come from the diſorder of ſome peculiar 

art, not onely of the Liver and Spleen, but alſo the Meſentery, Sweet-bread, Stomach, Guts, Reins, 
Bladder and Womb, namely, when the' Howmiofes, or faculty to convert Nouriſhment into themſelves 
is hurt from ſome great Diſeaſe, ſo that their proper Nouriſhment is corrupted and turned into Wa- 
ter. $0 Galen, Comment. Aph. 5 5. Se&t. 7. ſaith, That watry Bladders are ſometimes in the out-fide 
of the Liver, which being broken, ſend Water downivards into the Cavity of the Abdomen, the in- 
creaſe whereof breeds a Dropfie. 

Fernelixs ſappoſeth that the Liver” being very dry hath clefts like the parched Earth, and that 
throagh them there flows a covſtant Water which hills the Cavity of the Abdomen. Others ſay, that 
2 Dropfie may come from the Guts, if they Þe perforated or pierced through, and yet the Patient 
dierh not pretently, but a Watry Humor full flows through them ii:to the Cavity. It ccmes alſo 
from the Kidneys, if they be much ulcerated and Water flow from them. So Plarerus reports of 
one that in a Dropfie had many Ulcers in both Kidneys, from whence both Matter and Wates flowed 
into the Cavity. There is alſoa Story in, Senneris, taken out of Fohn Heinzins, Of a certain Wo- 
man who had a Dropſie from the diſtemper of the Womb, whoſe Bovwwels were all ſound, except the 
Teſticles or Stones which were found to be ſivolo as big as the Head of a new born Child, being 
blew , holloiv , and full of Ulcers, from which there came a ſerous Matter which cauſed the 
Drophe. | 

The Drophe called Tympanites, hath irs name from.75mpanum a Drum, becauſe the Abdomen. 
is ſtretched out like a Drum, and if you rike it with your hand, it ſounds like it. This firetching 
comes from wind ſhut up in the Cavity 9f the Abdomen. But ſometimes this wind is in the Cavity 
of the Guts ; which Platerys obſerved, Gaying, In ſome that have been thonghe to die of a Tympany, 

after they were opened, have had no wing comung forth of the Cavity of the Belly : neither did their 
Bellies but their Guts Gnk, eſpecially the thin Guts, Which were fo ſtretched with wind that they 
came forth ſo rouled together that they could not be again thruſt into the Belly. 

But we muſt obſerve that the wind which cauſeth a Tympany is ſeldom contained in the Belly a- 
lone, bat for the moſt part mixed with Water ; as in an Aſcites, not onely Water but Wind allo is 
contained; and both theſe Dropfies have their name of that which predominateth - if there be more 
Wind then Water, it is a Tympany, but iF more Warer then Wind, an Aſcites ; but if they be equal, 
tis bewyeen both - ſo that we may doube whether that Dropfie be a Tympany or an Aſcites. 

The material cauſe of Wind 1s a crude Hamor and thick, whether it be Flegm or Melancholy, 
which being ſtirred and made thm by heat, ſends forth thick Vapors which are hard to be diſſolved, 
and theſe are called Flats. 

This Crude and thick Humor is partly in the Stomach and Guts, but eſpecially between the Mem- 
branes of the Midriff and Guts, from whence: it is more bard to be moved then from the Cavity of thz 
parts aforeſaid, The 11, Aph. Se. 6. of Hypocrates makes this very probable ; 7hey who have 
pains and gripings about the Navel and Lins which cannot be removed, bave 4 dry Dropſie. For be- 
cauſe the Meſentery is joyned to the Guts by the fore-part, and to the Loyns by the hinder-part, 
ve may exhily perceive, that the pains which reach from the Navil to the Loyns come from the 

Meſentery. Beſides, the greatneſs of the pain ſhews that the Cauſe is deep in the ſubſtance of the 
part, and cannot be removed. For if it were in the Cavity of the Stomach and Guts, it would 
eaſily be rentedied. 

Concerning the Efficient Cauſe Authors differ ; ſome ſay it comes from x Cold, ſome from a hoe 
Diſtemper,They which accuſe a cold Diſt mper, they have Ga/en on their ſide, who ſays, That Wind 
Fred of a weak heat, To whom we anſver, That heat may be ſaid to be weak in reſpe& of the Mat- 
ter which cannot be diſciſed or diſſolved thereby, But this is tobe imputed to the Matter, which is 
rather defeQive then the Heat, which is commonly too great and preternatural. And we muſt ac- 
knowledge with the Leamed , That a burnt Melancholick Humor is moſt fit to breed a Tympany, 
Mich proceedeth from the parching heat of the Bowels, which Heat doth ſtir that Matter, and pro- 
eth from it thick Vapgrs that are bard vo be diſſolved. 

The Drophie called 4na/arca comes of a Flegmatick Humor ſpread through the whole Body, and 
erefore the Body is ſwoln and white ; from whence the Diſtaſe is called Zeycophlegmatia, This 

ledm comes from a cold Liver, which inſtead of good Blood produceth crude and flegmatick ; 
Mich when it cannot be tarned into the ſubſtance of the parts, leaves the crude part that is unfit for 
ouriſhment upon them, and makes them fvell ; hence - comes Anaſarca or Lencophlegmatia. 

This Diſeaſe beginning is called Cachexia, or an evil Habit, and turns unto Lewcoph/egmatiay 
0m which it differs but in degree. 

The Antecedent Cauſes are all things that cool the Liver too much, and hinder its concoRion, as 
0 much cold and moiſt Diet, the ſtopping of the Terms or Hemorrhoids, ObſtruQions, cold Ta- 
mors, 
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mors , Schirrhus and large bleeding, and other great Evacuations, by which the Native Heat is 
diminiſhed, | 

SIGNS. The Signs of a Drophie and every ſort of it, may be known by what hath been ſaid, 

In an Aſcites, you may know that there is Water in the Abdomen by its greatneſs, ſoft ſwelling, 
and broad, and if you preſs the des you ſhall eaſily hear a noiſe of Water, and when the Parien 
turns from one fide to the other, and then the whole Belly lieth as it were on that fide : then the 
Feet and Cods ſwell, but the higher parts grow leſs; the Urine is little and thick, ſometimes red, 
becauſe there goes but little Water to the Reins and Bladder, and Rays long there, by which means 
it becomes red and thick. In the progreſs or encreaſe of the Diſeaſe, there 1s difficulty of Breathing, 
by reaſon of the abundance of Water which lieth upon the Diaphragma or Midriff, eſpecially when 
the Patient lieth down, and therefore he is forced to ſtand or fit moſt uſually. There is a trouble- 
ſome thirſt from the faltneſs of the humor, with which the Stomach ſyimmerh. . And laRly, there is 
2 conſtant lingering Feaver from the corruption of the Water, which at length doth corrupt all the 
Bowels ſivimmng therein. 

In a Tympany, the Belly being Rrook, ſounds like a Drum ; the Bulk of the Belly is leſs burden. 
ſomethan in an Aſcites : There were formerly pains about the Navel and Reins, when the Patient 
lieth with his Face upwards, his Belly remains hard and ſtretched forth, nor doth it turn afide when 
he turneth himſelf. | 

Laſtly, In an Anaſarca, not only the Belly, Thighs and Legs, but alſo the Hands, Arms; Breaf, 
Face and whole Body ſwell ; and whereſoever you thruſt your finger upon it, it will pit, andleave a 
impreſſion. The colour of the Skin is pale and Earthy, the Fleſh ſoftand looſe, the Water thin ad 
white, breathing difficultly, and ſometimes a lingring Feaver. \ 

PROGNOSTICK. Asto the Ptognoſtick : Every Drophe is dangerous and hard to he 
cured, and the more hard by how much the elder, but Anaſarca is leaſt dangerous ; but Aſcites and 
Tympany are ſometimes one more dangerous than another, according to their Cauſes, So if Aſcir 
comes from a Schirrhus of the Liver, or Ulcer of ſome internal part, it is more Jangerous than a Tyn- 
pany ; bat ifit come of drinking too much Water, or new ObſtruCtions, itis leſs dangerous. 

A Drophie is more eafily cured in Servants than in Free-men, in Country-men than in Noble- 
men ; for they will be better conſtrained to abſtain from Drink and the like, and be more Patient 
than they who have liberty. 

A Diophe fromthe hardneſs of the Spleen is lefs dangerous, than from the hardneſs of the Liver, 
becauſe the'Spleen is not ſo Noble a part. ; 

A Dropfie coming upon an acute Diſeaſe, s evil ; nor will it abate the Feayer, but cauſe pain ard

Henco of Pu 
Hyp-in Prorrh, ſaith, That they who are to be cured of the Dropſie, muſt be Exſþlanchnows, thatis, Tak 
tho!e that have ſound Bowels,free from the great Diſeaſes mentioned, Otherwiſe,if a flux of the Belly delxce, 
happen with a Schirrhus or corruption of the Liver, they die preſently,as Ga/en ſhews, 2.4d Glau.cap, Mts , 
5. Ard Avicen ſaith thus, Straitneſs of breath and flux of the belly, fignifie death within three daits Drams 
Little Urine in Drophies is evil; the leſs, the worſe, becauſe the Drink runs into the Belly, and boyling 
not wto the Reins.

R E. The Cure of the Drophie confifts in the Evacuation of the Matter, whether it be in 
th whole Body, or ih the: Abomen or Belly ; in taking away the Cauſe that produced that Matter, 
ndin ſtrengthning of the Bowels, eſpecially the Liver. 

The chief and moſt ordinary Cauſes are, great Obftrutions, and Schirrhus or hard Tumors, the 
Cmeof which Diſeaſes'1s to be taken out of their proper Chapters. But if they will not ſuffice, you 
muſt oſe theſe following, which are more proper 1n Drophes, and vary them according to the variety: 
of Cauſes, and the Bodies fick. |

Among Medicines for drawing forth of Water, the Juyce of French-Flowerdeluce is very muck 
commended, if it be drawn forth with White-wine, it may be given to three Ounces ; it provoketh 
Stool and Urine very powerfully, Burt becauſe it is very offenſive to the Mouth and Stomach withits 
ſharpneſs, it uſeth to be mixed with Manna or Honey. Aſaſſaria.gives it thus :

Platerws in his Obſervations ; 7 gave ( faith he ) roone in 4 Dropfie of the Fuyce of Flomerdelwe 
#0 — Honey two Ounces, and he often piſſed and purged ; and after he had taken it tnize x 

thrice, his Belly ceaſed ſmelling, and bus Feet and he was cured. 

Rhubarb is commended of ſome, becauſe it purgeth noxious Humors, and ftrengthneth the Liver, 
And Stocherw ſaith, that he cured many with the uſe of Rhubarb given every third or fourth dy, 
one or two Drams in an opening DecoCtion. Alſo in £co/rzius his Epiſtles, there is a famous Story 
of one who was cured of a Dropfie onely by the uſe of Rhubarb, which he took every diy in ſuch; 
quantity as was neceſſary to purge. 

The Troches of Rhubarb are much commended by all Authors. And Afarrhews de Gradi repors 
That a certain Duke of Or/e4ns was cured with them alone, taking two Drams twice in a Week, ' 

Michael Paſchalins faith, That he cured a Drophie with the ſame, making them into Pills, by rez- 
ſon of their bitterneſs. 

The Chymiſts commend the Extra@ of black Hellebore, Aqui/a C eleſtis, and Mercurinvite, 
and they mix them with other vulgar Medicines, from whence owe a plentiful Evacuation cf 
Water, But they had need of ſtrong bodies who takes them. | 

Mercurins dulcis works moſt gently, and Mercurins Diaphoreticns. But Antimoninm Diaybre- 
ticaw cures without manifeſt Evacuation , if it be calcined with Salt-peter till it be white ; but 
the _ or Sweating Medicine made of the Butter of Antimony, cures all kinds of Drop- 
fies beſt. 

But you muſt obſerve in the giving of all ſorts of Purges, that they, eſpecially if irong, are nt 
to be given often, as Galen teacheth, Zib. 9. Cara Topous, becauſe they weaken the Bndy, andthen 
there will more water be bred afterwards. Therefore you muſt preſcribe ſtrengthners and 
oftner than Purgers. And Experience teacheth us, That the Evacuation by Urine in this Diſtt 
hath better ſacceſs than that by Stool. 

Inſtead of Purgers, you may give Clyſters which diſcuſs Wind, purge Water, and take down the 
Belly, made thas :

Blood-letting here is for good reaſon omitted, except the Diſeaſe come from Roppage of the 
Terms or Hemorrhoids. And then you muſt not bleed except it be in the beginning of the Diſcaſe, 
before the Liver be grown too cold, | 
Ifues, Bliters, and Scarrifications uſe to cauſe Gangrenes, or Mortifications in a Drophie, be- 
cauſe the heat of the part being ſmall, is quickly extinguiſhed : Therefore it is better wholly to ab- 
Qain from theſe kind of Remeches, although ſometimes they have done ſome people good. 
Paracenteſis, or cutting ofthe Skin, is ſeldom to be uſed, becaule fey are cured thereby, eſpecial- 
ly becauſe the Patients, or their Kindred will not yield to it before the Diſeaſe is copfirmed, ' and the 
Bowels are ſo putrified that there is no hope, Therefore for the moſt part they die the ſecond or third 
day after they are cut, The wiſer ſort will have the Incifion mzde in the beginning or increaſe of the 
Diſeaſe before the Bowels are corrupted, Neither is it neceflary at that time, becauſe the Diſeaſe 
being (mall may more ſafely be cured with other Medicines, 
Among emptying Medicines, Sweatings are accounted moſt profitable, which, as they are always 
ood in Anaſarca, ſo in a Tympany or Aſcites, they ſometimes hurt, namely, when drneſs of the 
| Liver ( which is uſual ) cauſeth the Diſeaſe, Moreover, it is _—— inpoflible to make men 
in D:opfies Gyeat. But if the Liver be not dry, Sweats are good in all kinds 0 Dropkies, eſpecially 
when they decline, to diſcuſs the reliques of the watry Humor by the habit of the Body. So  ale- 
riala reports, That he cured an Aſcites with a DecoCtion of Guajacum given forty days together, It 
is 900d to make the Decoftion with ſteeled Water and Wine. The Chymiſts commend Antimo- 
nium Diaphoreticum. 
Martins Rulandns makes a Sudorifick of Juniper-berries, which becauſe they are forceable to 


provoke Urine, may do good both ways. It is thus made - 

Take of Funiper-berries bruiſed three bandfuls : Sack as much as ts ſufficient ; boyl them to balf<s, 
and give tw» Ounces every mornings covering narm after it. 

Hiratins Reſerns 1 Scholtzins, boaſteth that te hath cured many Boys, and ſome Women of the 
Avaſarca with Syrup of St. Ambroſe, hich isa Sudorifick. Its deſcription is in an old Diſpenſatory 
called Lymzinare majms, thus ; |

But thoſe Medicines are beſt which purge by Urine, and the Cure is commonly better this

The Conſerve of Sea-wormwood is very good, made of one part of the Leaves and three of Sugar 
with which 2atthie/xs in his Chapter of Wormwood ſaith, ſome have been cured. 

Poterius makes an Opiate of Conſerve of Roſes, Specificum Stomachicum, and Crocus Martis, 
and Oyl of Vitriol, by which onely Medicine he faith he hath cured Drophes, The Specificum $ty- 
machicum is Antimony fixed, 

The Cure of Men in Drophies lieth much in their Driok, therefore there muſt be care of that, that 
he drink ſparingly, and indure thirſt as much as may be : for it 1s known that many have been cured 
enely with abſtaining trom Drink and eating of dry Meats, without other means. For Drink, let him 
take Elicampane or Wormwood, Juniper or Steeled Wine, or let him uſe the aforeſaid Steel Medi. 
cines. Avicen forbids men in a Dropſie to ſee Waters. But if you fear too much Heat or Drineſs, 
zf the Patient be Abſtemiors, he may uſe the DecoCtion of Juniper , of Guajacum or Saxaphras, 
or of Madder, which provokes Urine very much, either alone, or with White-wine. But becauſe hs 
muſt abſtain trom Drink ( as we ſaid ) and yet there 1s great thirſt, it muſt be afſivaged by Fits 
with waſhing the Mouth with Steeled Water and Vinegar, or with often cherwving Maſtick , or the 
like ; for it will draw Water tothe Mouth, not onely ( as ſome think ) out of the Head alone, but 
from the Stomach and Cavity of the Abdomen, and therefore it will do much. 

Of Meats we ſay thus, That he muſt chooſe the drieſt, and avoid Sweat-meats as the Plague, 

while you uſe Internals, forget not Externals, for they are of great force to diſcuſs the Humor of 
the Belly ; as Fomentations , Bags, Oyntments , Pultfſes and Plaiſters. The chief are made

Aquapendens commends Lime-Water, in which he dips a new Spunge which will compaſs the 
whole Abdomen ; this he trains and binds on, by which he afhrmeth, That the Waters that cauſe 
the Dropſie are conſumed, the cold and moiſt diſtemper of the Bowels are taken away, andthe 
hardneſs of the Spleen diflolved. 

Clandinu quencheth the Lime in a Salt Bath Water, that is either of Brimſtone or Salt-peter, 
and bindeth cloſe the Spunges dipped therem and ſtrained with Rowlers to the Belly, and keeps 
them there long, and then changeth them, 

You may make Bags of the Ingredients of the former Fomentation boyled in White-wine, and ap- 
plied warm to the Belly. 

After the Fomentation let the Belly be anointed with Oyl of Dill, Rue or Flowerdeluce, mixed 
with Powder of Ammoniacum, Galangal, Dill, Bay-berries, and the like.

The Cure of Men in Dropfies lieth much in their Driok, therefore there muſt be care of that, that 
he drink ſparingly, and indure thirſt as much as may be : for it is known that many have been cured 
onely with abſtauning trom Drink and eating of dry Meats, without other means. For Drink, let him 
take Elicampane or Wormwood, Juniper or Steeled Wine, or let him uſe the aforeſaid Steel Medi.

This Melancholi ck Humor is not pure by its (elf, but commonly mixed with others, as Choller;

Theſe Humors breed in the Spleen, eſpecially hen it 15 attempered with heat,and alſo uw the Live: 


hence it is that they draiy meat and drink to themielves, which 1s not concocted, that which is thin 
of the Chyle ſooner than that which 1s thick : and then the thicker part for want of ſomething to;car- 
ry it, ſtates in.the Meſeraick Veins, and the longer ittaics, the thicker it Irovs, and fomenmes 1s 


burnt : and atrerivards coming to thaſe parts, it 1s not \well concoctcd. Moreover, thoſe parts 1n then 


Natural fate ſhould concoct by boyling, now doit by roalting ; hence comes this oreat aduſtion of

DIAGNOSTIC K. The Knowledge of this dijeaſe is taken from the Symptoms which fol- 
lov,and they are many, becauſe almoſt all parts of the bo'iy Caffer thereby when it is high : We thall 
reckon them up, admoniſhing firlt, That a'l do not happen to all Patienrs, but ſome to one, ſome to 
another, acccrding to the diverſity of the Humor, and the part affected. 

Fiſt therefore, the Stomach commonly ſuffers, not principally, as Ga/es fiom Dioc/es ſuppoſed ; 

but ſecondarily : Wh2n blood coming from the Branches of the Gate Vein, to nourith the Stomach 
1s not Food , from whence the Stomach bging ill nouriſhed, doth ill concott, and turrs its meat into 
corruption, Hence comes a circular Evi enthe Liver and Spleen ſend evil dlood to the Sto- 
mach, and the Stomach breeds evil Chyle to return to them, of which they make bad blood. 
. Therefore in this Diſeaſe the Stomach commonly concoeth ill,and rurns the cheif part ſometimes 
no Water, ſometimes 1:1to (harp, ſovr, and clammy ſubſtance ; which being not drawn by the Guts 
and Meſeraick Veins,becauſe unfit for nouriſhment, ſtaies in the Rtomachzand coming upwards ſome- 
unes fills the Tongue \vith Spittle, ſo that the Patients ſpit much, and ſometimes vor. 

Sometimes the matter in the Stomach boyleth, and fermenteth ; from whence comes wind, which 
Ath not only Rretch the Sromach, but the parts adjacent, and make the Heart fo kckſthar fometumes 
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the Patient fivooneth, Sometimes the Wind is ſent out upwards and downwards, and by inſenſhje 
tranſpiration, or the matter caufing them 15 vorited forth, | | 

Yet you muſt obſerve that all that 15 vomited out 1s not bred in the Stomach, but is ſent from the 
Spleen and other parts to it”: for ſometimes the humors vomited are ſo ſharp that they ſet the teeth @ 
edg. and theſe are ſent by the ſhort veſſel from the Spleen to the Stomach. 

In ſome there is blood ſo ſent, with Melan choly and other evil Humors,which is caſt forth parth 
upward, and partly downward ; as we ſhewed at large in the vomitirg of blood, 

In this Diſeaſe there is often belching and noiſe beneath the Ribs by reaſon of the abundance 
Wind made of thoſe Crude Humors : hence it was wont to-be called the windy Diſeaſe,. Now,how 
Wind is bred of Melancholy, we ſhewed in the Tympany, "+ 

Sometimes pains ariſe in the Stomach and Hypochondria, of the ſame Wind which reach to the 
Back and Loyns, ſo that you would think it the Stone of the Kidneys , eſpecially it the Urine he 
thick and red, as uſually it 1s. | 7 

The Belly is often bound, becauſe the meat is turned into clammy matter, whichſticks to the Gu, 
which the expulfive Faculty cannot caſt out without help of Medicines, aud therefore the Patieng 
are conſtrained to take Purgers and Clyſters often, - 

' Sometimes there is a Flux of the Belly,if the Humors grow ſharp, and have in them much Cholls 
er burnt Melancholy. ; ; , $ bby" 

Thete 1s a heat in the Hypochondria, and a certain Inflammation inward, ſometimes in one fide, 
ſometimes in another, from hot Humors contained therein, eſpecially when they are moved by un- 
ward or outivard means ; ſo that the Face will grow hot and red from thoſe vapors ; and ſometimes 
there is an Ephemeral, or Feaver, for a day, by thoſe vapors ſent through the whole body. | 

The Urine is ſometmes thick,ſometimes thin, Thin,when thick Humors ſtop the paſlages through 
which it is as it were ſtrained, thick, red, and troubled, by reaſon of the mixture of the thick mat- 
ter, which is very falt, and therefore called (Materia Tartarea ) and it lies at the bottom of the 
Urinal like a thick Sediment. Or ſome part of it ſticks like red Sand to the fides, which makes mz 
ny fear the Stone without "cauſe, this ſame is not bred in the Reins, but in the Liver, from; 


burnt and (alt Humor, and you may know this, becauſe it d.fſolves betiyeen the Fingers like $a, - 


which will not when it comes from the Reins. 
Sometimes there is Palpitation, or beating of Heart, by reaſon of the vapors aſcending, which 
while it labors to expel, makes it move violenly ; and then the Patient thinks himſelf in great danger, 
' Sometimes there a is beating in the left Hypochondrion, when hot Humors are there ; kom 
whence vapours ariſe,and make the Pulſe,or Syſtole and Diaftole of the Arteries greater : ſo that both 
the Patients and the ſanders by may feel it, which 1s cheifly after heat with Anger, motion, or drin- 
king of much Wine. This beating is cheifly in the Caeliack Artery, which is the cheifeRt in that part, 
In an old Diſeafe, it is ſometimes conſtant ; and this ſignifies an Habitual and incureableDiſcaſe. An 
Aneuriſm ſometimes followeth this great breathing, from the eplarging of the Carliack, or ſome other 
Artery, and from the hot blood in them, which being very thin, and full of many hot Spurits, continu- 
ally dilateth and ftretcheth the Arteries while there 1s an Aneuriſm, ſuch as Fallopis obſerved, Lib 


de tum. preter naturam. cap, 14. nan old woman, who being opened had an Aneuriſm in her Belly, f 


into which he put his fiſt. From which, mark by the way, the great Providence of Nature, which 
fearing the breaking of an Artery through too much enlarging, hath made the coat of it hardasa 
bone, as Fallopixs obſerved in-the ſame place. Alſo Pare in his fixth Book, Cap, 28. tells the 
like tory of an Aneuriſm, found not in the Belly, but the Breaſt, in the Venal Artery, which was © 
Rretched that it could contain his fiſt z and alſo the inward Tunicle thereof was like a bone. And 
; we have ſeen thelike about two years agone, namely, an Aneuriſm in the Breaſt by the dilatation 
an — which would hold the fiſt of a Boy of fifteen years old ; and the Tunicle thereof ws 

grown like a Griſtle. | 
The evil vapors that aſcend from the Hypochondria, produce many Symptoms : for being ſentto 
the Palate and Tongue, they dry thoſe parts, and cauſe a thirſt : when they go to the Lungs and 
Madriff, they cauſe ſhortneſs of breathing ; when to the Membranes of the Brain, Head-ach ; when 
to the Brain, noiſe in the Ears, dimneſs of Sight, Giddingſg, Fear, and Sorrow, and divers Melancho- 
Iy Phanfies. And if they he malignant, and very ſha cauſe an Epilefie, or Falling-ficknels; 
if they-come to the Nerves, Convulfions, and if th ifying they cauſe a neſs, and ba- 
lard Palſey, Coma and Apoplexy, if they get into the Brain. But it theſe —_ hot and dry, 
they dry-the brain, and cauſe watchipgs, troubleſome ſleep,and frightfull dreams : and at firſt, though 
they fleep well after Supper till midnight, afterward they wake, ſome three, or four hours, and ſome 
Nleep again about three or four a clock, others-not at all. The reaſon whereof is this :- Becauſe while 
the Chyle is carried tothe part that ſerveth for the ſecord CocoRtion, then the evil Humors lying 
the Veſſels are ſtirred, and ſend up vapors, which being ſent by the Veins and Arteries to the a

We have formerly ſpoken of all theſe Symptomes, and we ſay again, That all are not in all men, 
tat more or fewer, according to the variety of ghe Humors and parts affected, 

This alſo is to be marked ; It 15 not Effential to Hypochondriack Melancholy, that ſtretching, 

hardneſs, pain and ſvyelling, ſhould be in the Hypochondria, becauſe the cauſe is for the moſt part 
:1 the Branches of the Gate Vein, and Arteries ad zoynivg,and ſends trom thence vapors to the Heart 
ndPrain. Oftentimes there is ſtretching in the Liver and Spleen, which fignifieth, That the Hu- 
mars Rick in'thoſe parts : but if there be no ftretchings, it 1s a ſign that the evil humers lye in the 
Veins of the Meſentery, Caul, Sweetbread and Stomach. Theſe proper Symptoms ſheiv that the 
Stomach is affe&ted vvith ſowvr belchings, and ſtinking or loathing, vomiting, want of concoRtion, and 
@metimes flux of the Belly. 

PROGNOSTIC K. This Diſeaſe is not deadly for the moſt part, but of long continuance,many 
times the whole life, therefore it is commonly called the diſgrace of Phyfitians, becauſe they do ſel- 
Jome care it ; and if the Patient ſeem to be cured, it returns again in a fery moneths : itis alſo called 
the Scourge of Phyfitians, becauſe they who have it are continually asking nevy Medicines, and pre- 
ently wearied therewith, and daily complain to the Phyfitians, and often change them. 

Flux of the Hemorrhoids doth good in this Diſeaſe, if it be moderate ; but if it continge long 
it 15 dangerous. 
, \ ek Urine is better in this Diſeaſe than a thin and watery, which ſhes that the thick Hu- 
mors aredetained in the Body, Black Urine without a Feaver, duth often Cure this Diſeaſe. 

It'sgood in this Diſeaſe to have a looſe Belly, and bad to be bound. Alſo Vomiting, if the Patient 
be refreſhed theredy, is profitable ; but if it continue long, it is dangerous, 

AGiddineſs and continual pain in the Head in this Diſeaſe, ends in an Epilepfie, Blindneſs or 


Apoplexy. 

CURE. The Cure of this Diſeaſe, is in three things chiefly : firſt in opening ObſtruRtions : 
Secondly, in amending the diſtempers of the Bowels ; and in diſcharging of the peccant humor, nat 
exiting ftrengtheners : For which a Wiſe Phyſitian may uſe theſe following,

After you have ſufficiently purged, a Bath of warm Water is moſt convenient, uſed many days, 
which cool Herbs have been boyled,and ſvveet Apples&Sometimes it is made of Barly and Alnag 
beaten, and put into a Bag and led in Water. It muftbe often repeated, it the ſeaſon will per. 
mit ; for Ga/en 8. de loc. aff, cap.6. ſaith, That he cured many melancholick men, only with hens. 
of hot Baths, without any other Medicine. And if the Patient cannot endure a whole bath, let hi 
have one for balf the Body. my ih 

And left oſten waſhing ſhould hurt the Stomach, when he enters into the Bath, let it be anoine 
with Oyl of Nutmegs by Expreſſion, or the like. 

When he. goes forth of the, Bath, let the Region of his Liver be anointed with the Cerat of Sn. 
ders, or Oyntment of Roſes waſhed in Oxycrate, 

After bus lat Bath, let the Hemorrhoids be provoked with ſharp Suppoſitories, or with cubbing the 
Anus with, Fig-leaves, or with-a rough linen Cloth ; and yyith two or three Horſleeches applied. 
the moſt apparent places, take away five or ſix ounces of blood, And this muſt be done every Spring 
and Fall, and ſometimes once a moneth. 

They who are uſed to have the Flux of the Hemorrhoids jf it hath been long ſtopped, fo that they 
wall not, , muſt have a Cupping-Glaſs applied. 

If after the Leeches are fallen off, they bleed (till, as ſometimes they will, top them with Clay & 
Pouder of Coal, or with Spiders Webs, or with Pouder of Lime, or with aſtringent Poudets takenty 
with the White of an Egg and Pledyets. ; 

And if you cannot conveniently open them, it 1s good to drayy blood from the inferior Veins, tht 
the moſt impure may be voided, 

An Iflue burnt in the left Leg doth purge the Spleen and other Bovvels from ſuperfluous Humar, 
and therefore forget it not. | 

But becauſe this Diſeaſe uſeth to be very ſtubborn, and after Parging new humors return, fond

We knew a Noble Man, who being long trouble 
with this Diſeaſe; was cured by often Clyſters, when other Medicines did nothing, Bs

While the internal Medicines mentioned or any of them are uſed, you muſt apply External ,as 
Fomentations and Oynments to the Hypochondria, ſuch as are preſcribed for the Obſtructions of 
© theLiver and Spleen, making choice of the cooleſt. 

Y ou mult alſo apply ftrengrheners to the Stomach, becauſe that part doth alwayes ſuffer in this 
Diſeaſe ; therefore you may uſe thoſe Fomentations, Oyntments and Emplaiſters mentioned in the 
* Diſeaſes of the Stomach :; Alſo thoſe Internal which will not inflame the Liver - ard eſpecially the 

Digeſtive Pouder to be taken after meat : in a Fat when the Vapors arifing from the Hypochondcia 

do croable the Heart, Brain, and other parts, and produce great Symptoms, as Sivoonings, Palpita- 

tions, Tremblings, Convulfhons, Head-ach, and the like ; you may uſe thole things which are eiven 
in $yoorurg or the Mother ; but among the reſt Laudanum uſed wiſely doth wonders.

CHAP. VI. 


Of the Scurvy. 


He Scurvy is-uſual in-the North, in moſt places thereof Common, but almoſt unknown in the 
South ; fo that all Writers that have practiſed in theſe Parts, have never mentioned it : and we 
may well leave 1t out, becauſe un our Preface to this Book ie promiſed to meddle only with the uſual 
Diſeaſes of the Spleen,; but Experience hath taught us, That our Country is not altogether without 
it, forthough it be not 1n every Symptom the ſane with that of the North, yet it hath enough to con- 
fam itto be the ſame : tor the aforeſaid Authors ſay that one Symptom is ſufficient to ditcover it ; 
we have (een many Symptomes of it in many people, but becaule it is not familiar here, a.:d all our 
Phyſitians ſay we have ut not, We would not abſolutely call it a Scurvy,but we thought it better to call 
itaScorbatical Diſeaſe, ſuch an one as comes next to 1t, though it be not a true Scurvy, 

For the Scurvy is nothing elſe but an Hypochondriack Diſeaſe, having a peculiar degree of Malig- 
nty rom which more Symptomes ariſe than in thz Hypochondriack Dueaſe : this malignity comes 
from the Putrifation of Melancholy, not of every kind of melancholy, for 1t is often corrupted, 
kom which other Diſeaſes ariſe and not the Scurvy, as a Quartan Ague,an Impoſthume in the Meſen- 
tery, 2nd other parts ; but of a peculiar and proper melancholy which is agreeable to that malignity. 
This is known by the infection which is had inthis Diſeaſe, becauſe all Authors hold it tobe infe- 
&iozs, And becauſe all the degrees of malignity which lie in the Humors and produce divers Diſcaſes 
areunknown unto us and all men, therefore is this of the Scurvy obſcure and hidden , and it is won- 
derful that omany Diſeaſes ſhould ariſe from the variety of the malignity which is in the Humors , as 
malignant and Pettilential Feavers, Small-Pox and Meaſels, Cancers and Elephantiafis, the Pox, and 
manyothers, And eſpecially Elephantiafis comes from a peculiar malignity in a Melancholick Humor, .. 
and ſo doth the Scurvy, and yer theſe two Diſeaſes differ fo much, thar none can tell their divers de- 
grees of malignity, 

Divers Symptomes common to both do ſheiv a great likeneſs of the Scurvy and Hypochondriack 
Melancholy : tor all they which were mentioned in the former Chapter, are found in this Diſeaſe, as 
Crudities and want of ConcoRtion in the Stomach, often ſpitting, flegmatick, ſharp, and ſtinking vo- 
mitings, noiſe in the Hypochondria, belchings, breaking of Wind downwards, vomiting of blood 
e and purging of Blood , pains from wind under the ribs and in the Stomach, ſometimes Coſtiveneſs,and 
y ſometimes Looſneſs, heat in the Hypochondria, beating of the Left fide, Urine now thin, then thick, 

heart-beating, thirlt, drought of the mouth, ſhort breath, head-ach, noiſe in the ears,dimneſs of fight, 
y giddineſs, forrow and ſadneſs and divers dotings, convulſions, falling ficktieſs, numbneſs, coma, wat-

The Second gvhich is an evident Sign alſo, is Spots in the Legs which at firſt are Red, and after 
d pirple, blue and black : Sometimes there are in the Legs broad ſpots, black or blue, or both ; theſe 
come from the ſerous filthy part of the blood which is unfit ronour!ſh the body, and therefore is ſent 
j dy rgture out of the Veins of the Skin, by the Naufiofis of the Veins, as Hypoerates ſays of Fra- 
f Ctures, and this h 1ppens often in the Shins and Legs, becauſe nature. uſeth to ſend the worſt Humors 
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to the moſt ignoble and remoteſt parts ; ſometimes when there is more plenty of matter you ſhall find 
them in the Back, Arms, Neck and Face. | 

The third Sign is ſhortneſs of Breath, and ſtraightneſs of the Breaſt, which comes commonly frog 
thick Vapors arifing from the H ypochondria, that get to the Midi, as alſo from Tumors and fe. 
lings by wind of thoſe parts that preſs upon the Midriff, eſpecially from the flvelling of the Sweet. 
bread, which commonly in this Diſeaſe 1s filled with groſs Melancholy - Hence the Patients com- 
plain not of their Breaſt, but of the part afteRed, whereby they feel the weight, and by reaſon wheres 
of Breath is ſhort, aSExga/enu noted well, who was much acquainted with this Dileaſe, and col. 
leed many Obſervations thereof : yet he kneiy not the cauſe of this weight, Namely,the ſivelling of 
the Sodid-bened - nor doth any that write hereof make mention of it, Yet we obſerved it in My Lord 
Andeyer, Preſident of the Senate of Gratianopolis, whom we thought had the Scurvy, as you ma 
read in his Hiſtory, at length, in cur Obſeryations,Cent. 3. Obſ, 85.For being very lean,we did eafily 
perceive with our Fingers, a hardneſs in the Sweet-bread ; and by handling of the part, he con- 
feſſed that all his ſhortneſs of Breath and ftraightneſs came from thence. 

The fourth Sign is Lazineſs and heavineſs of body, eſpecially in the Legs, which comes from wz- 
tery and foul Humors, which come through the Veuns to the Maſcles, and whole Body, 

The fifth Sign 1s in the Urine,which 1s divers, as in-Hypochondriack Melancholy ; but in this 
ſometimes differ, becauſe they are cleer and red like a Lye, from the plenty of Salt Humors, The 
redneſs 1s higher and inclining to black, by hoy much the more Salt Humor there is.As in a Liziviun 
ſometimes the urine is very thick,with a red thick Sediment,like the Pouder'of Bricks,and ſometimes 
this Humor is ſo much, that it cauſeth burning and piſſing by drops, eſpecially in them who have thy 
Diſeaſe from oppage of the Hemorrhoids ; and after it 1s ſetled, the third or fourth part of the Uri 
nal - filled with thick and black filth, which makes ſome think it to be the Stone or Ulcer of the 
Bladder. | 

Sometimes the Urine varieth without manifeſt cauſe ; to day thick, to morrow thin z now pale, 
then yellow or red. 

The Sixth Sign is from the Pulſe, which is now weak and unequal, leapings or formicans that yu 
would wonder he ſhould live with it ; anon it is great and hard, without Inflammation, And thigis 
to be obſerved, that in time of fainting and fivooning, with which he is often troubled, his Pulſes 
greater __ _—_—_ Which comes from the Heart contending to caſt out thoſe Vapoers with which 
1t 1s oppreſſed. 

| The Ok Sign isthe pain in divers parts : in the Thighs heavy,and ſometimes ſtretching ; ſone- 
times Oſtokspos, or at the bone ; ſometimes in the Shins, Ankles, Soals of the Feer, in the tips of the 
Cogn, in the Hips, Knees, and other Joynts, or parts to which the Salt Humors flow ; ſometimesin 
the belly, like the Cholerick Cholick ; and it comes from theſe Humors flowing upon the Cal: 
theſe in the Arms, Thighs, and Legs, are like thoſe of the Pox, and may well deceive a Phyſitian in 
France, Where the Scurvy israre, and the Pox common. 

But they may be thus diſtinguiſhed ; The pains in the Pox are between the Joynts, and if they ay 
long, make knots, and there are, or have been then alſo other Symptoms of it,as running of the Reins, 
Ulcer of the Yard, Bubo, and the like, or Uncleaneſs with Women. But the Scurvy pains ſeizeup- 
on all parts indifferently ; and then there are other figns of it, or at leaſt a Melancholy Conftitut- 
on ; and the matter 1s certainly known, if the Patient will trul ſay that he hath not been wirh unclean 
Wemen. Which cauſed our ſuſpicion in a Magiſtrate, who had a long time great pain in his Feet, 
Shins and Thighs, and was brought very lean, ſo that you would have thought that he had the Manl- 
mus or Conſumption : And when no Medicines for a long time would do him good, we from his Me- 
lancholick Complexion, and others ſigns, eſpecially becauſe he led a moſt chaſte life, and becauſefor 
many years his Gums did bleed at certain times, conjeRured that it vas the Scurvy, aud byuling 
things againſt that Diſeaſe for ſome time, he was Cured. 

Sometimes thoſe pains remain in tha Hypochondria,ſometimes in the Loynsſo that they are weak, 
and can ſcarce $0. Hence this Diſeaſe is called Lymbags. 
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Sometimes the pains are like the Stone, and the Urine is very red or black and if you do not dili-, 


gently obſerve, you will think they are bloody, and. that it comes from the Reins wounded by tit 
_ when ut is from a Scurvy ſalt matter in the Spleen , and parts adjacent , ſent into 
rine. 

Some have Head-ach, and heat at nights, if they caught this Diſeaſe from Roppage of the Hemot- 
rboids, by reaſon of the Vapors which aſcend, and all thenight after they are as in #Feaver all 0 
their Bodies, which the next morning vaniſheth by fiveating. 

They have often the Tooth-ach, without any evident reaſon or cauſe ; and it is not in one place, 
but moveable from one Tooth to another, making them looſe, and they again fix of their own accoi%, 
the pain and Tamor being diſcuſſed. ;

With theſe Humors 1ometimes orofs Vapors are mixed, which uſe to be the cauſe of gicat Symptoms, 
To the Obſtruction, or rather making narrow of theſe Veins, we refer compretſion, which comes from 
theGlandules which are ſpread through the whole ſubſtance of the Meſentery;from whence theſe grow 
beyond Meaſure, as 1 thoſe who have the Kings Evil or Strama, they compieſs the Meſeraick Veins, 
and hinder both the paſſage of the Chyle, and of the blood.

Symptomes : and laſtly, all thoſe which uſe to happen 1n Hypocho! driack Melancholy, fignifie Ob- 
Grution of the Meſentery, becauſe that alſo proceeds, and 1s mair teined by the ſame Obſtructions, 
PROGNOSTICK. As forthe Progncſtick : This Diſeaſe of its ſelf, 1s not dangerous, 
becauſe an ignoble part can endure great evils without danger of Death : moreover, you may apply 
ſtrong Medicines for the Cure, which being well adzuniſtred, do commonly bring about the defred 
effe& ; except Hypochondriack Melancholy riſe from thence, which uſeth to be called the ſhame of 
Phyſicians, by reaſon of the rebellious Nature of the Melancholick Humor. Burt becawfe this part 
hath not exquiſite ſence, and the Obſtru&tions do not always gently diſturb the Patient, they are 
often negleed, and become the cauſes of other moſt dangerous Diſeaſe. 


The Cure of this Diſeaſe 1s the ſame 1vith that of the Obftrution of the Liver, and you muſt fetch * 


itfrom the Chapter treating thereof. 
CHAP. IL 
Of the Inflammation of the Meſentery. 


*Eeing the Meſentery, as I ſaid, is as it werethe fink into which the Nodle Pats do ſend their fu- 
perfluous Excrements, which afterwards are ſent forth by Nature, either by Vomit and Stool ; as 
you may ſee in ſome who ſend abundance of Humors forth at divers times by Vomit and Stool ; if 
thoſe Evacuations be hindred, by ſtoppage of the ways by which they are made,or by any other cauſe 
thoſe Humors which are there detained, Raying long in the part, do get a preternaturall heat, from 
whence come Putrifactions, Inflammations, divers Feavers and Impotthumes. Bat an Inflammation 
3s peculiarly made, when blood heaped up in the Meſeraick Veins, by the opening of ſome branch 
3 ſent into the ſubſtance of the Meſentery : but becauſe by reaſon of Obſtrudtions it is chiefly ga- 
thered inthoſe Veins, therefore all the cauſes of obſtruftions may be referred to the cauſes of Inflam- 
mation, / ; 

CA4USES.] For the making of this Inflammation, that ſharpneſs and gnawing of the Hu- 
aors gathered together, do much conduce, a fall or ftroak upon the Belly, the weakneſs of the at- 
active, concoRtve, or retentive faculty of the Liver ; too much heat of the body, or inordinate uſe of 
cooling things ; the critical motion of Nature in Malignant Diſeaſes, or ſmall Pox, by whuch it ſends 
tne peccant Humors into this fink ; a Diarrhea, or Dyſentery ſuddenly Ropped. 

SIGNS. The Signs of the Inflammation of the Meſentery are, a lingering Feaver without 
Tinſt,and great Symptoms,want of the Appetice,a ſence of ſtretching and heavineſs beneath the Sto= 
mach, without oreat hardneſs,and the which is not felt but by the hand preſſing of it,and without pain 
Forth the ſpeaking of, becauſe the part is of dull ſence ; Cholerick ftools, which commonly bw 
tun matter, without pain, ſometimes pure, ſometimes mixed with Excrements. 

Ifthe Meſentery be only Inflamed, all the aforeſaid Symptomes are milder : But af the Liver or 
Pleen or Guts, are alſo inflamed, all the Symptomes are ſtronger: And beſides, the figns of the 
atoreſaid parts affeed will appear, which are tobe taken out of their proper Chapters. 

And becauſe the Inflammation and Impoſthume of this part, are very hard to be known if they be 
Uone, by reaſon of the dull ſence of the part, and becauſe it performeth no aQtion in the body, whoſe 
indrance may be perceived ; but only ſerveth for the diſtribution of the Chylus and the Blood ; 
erefore they are rather tobe diſcovered by conſequence, than dire&ly, and according to artificial

Ofrertimesth 
Matter of the Diſeaſe is ſent by Nature another way, and yet it is not clean taken away, wheuce the 
Diſeaſe returns, and continues for many years, ſometimes till death, now with a Feaver, than Chy.

wy He Inflammation of the Meſentery often turneth into an Impoſthume, yet every Impoſthute 
' + thereofis notfrom Inflammation,but many times from vitious Humors therein contained, wid 
putrifie, ſo that theſe Impoſthumes come by degrees without a Feaver aforegoing, or other get 
Symptomes ; as we ſee 1n other parts, when Arberowara, Srearemara, and Aelicerides, and al: 
kinds of Impoſthumes are bred without Inflammation goin before, And when they are broken, th 
Matter being voided , there remains an Ulcer which is hard to be cured. Bur if thoſe Humots ate 
flegmatick or melancholick, and reGRt putrifation, they grow, and ſometimes are bardened, © 
turn into a Schirrhus : ſometimes they ate hard as a ſtone, as many affirm who have tound ſtones nt 
Meſentery. 

DI 4G N OST 1 CK. The Knowledg of the Impoſthume in the Meſentery is ſometimes eaſe, 
ſometimes hard; for if it comes from an Inflammation of that part,that being perceived by the gui 
the former Chapter,it is a fign that the Inflammation could not be difcufled,bnt ſuppurated and'tume! 
into an Impoſthume, But when an Impoſthume comes from evil Humors remaining long in the Me 
ſentery, and at length putrifying, it i$ hard to know it ; ſo that many Authors who tro written 0b 
ſervations upon ſuch kind of Impolthumes, ſay, that they never were known but after death, wiz 
the Bodies were opened. For although for the moſt part, they may be known by the touch, jt 
ſometimes they lie ſo deep, that they cannot be tonched,and the part being dull in ſence, they i 
not be diſcovered by pain, But becauſe they come divers ways, they muſt be thus diſtingui 

If the Impoſthume of the Meſentery hath a vifible Tumor,itis firſt to be diſcerned from an Info 
mation and a Schirrhus : It is diſtinguiſhed from an Inflammation if it come not from it,when thats 
no Feaver,or at leaſt but ſmall,yhen none went before, nor any other Ggns that may ſheyv an Inflir 
mation ; butafit follow an Inflammation, it can no other ways E diſtinguiſhed than by hardneſs ul 
continuance; for if theſigns of Inflammation have continued twenty or thirty days, it is a fign thatit! 
turned jnto an Impoſthnme. It is diſtinguiſhed from a Schirrhus by hardneſs, which is great in a Sc 
rhus,but in an Impoſihume there 1s ſome kind of ſofcneſs,asalſo by want of painaltogether ; forin® 
Impoſthume there is always ſome pain,eſpecially if it be preſſed hard. Moreover,this Tumor is dif 
guiſhed from the Tumor of other parts,by the ſcituation thereof,as we ſaid before of the Inflanmatic 
of the Meſentery. But if the Impoſthame lie in the Meſentery without any viſible Tumor, there® 
be no certain fign,but by an artificial conjeRure we may ſuſpe&, namely, if there be loathing of mel, 
or vomiting without manifeſt fault of the Stomach, and a great fulneſs after little meat, wearine6" 
the whole Body, and fainting without manifeſt cauſe, if the Belly be uncuſtomacily bound, or [ot 
and void ſtinking Excrements, and ſometimes bloody, without ſuſpition of a Dyſentery. To thes 
you may add great watchings, and if they ſleep they faint, and have great Sweats. Ard though ſo? 
£177es there appear neither Feaver nor pain, yet there is commonly an obſcure one ; of which if tix

Hence one while the Matter 1s pure and white in great plenty, without ſence of pain, when it is 
ſeatby the Meſeraick Veins mto the Guts, ſometimes when the Impoſthume is in the thick and low- 
eſt Gus, the Matter 1s mixed ivith the Excrement, ſometimes 1t 1s ſent to the Reins, and caſt forth by 
Urine ; ſometimes being ſent 1n great quantities between the Peritonzum, and the Muſcles of the Ab- 
domen, it falls into the Cavity ot the belly by breaking ofthe Peritonzum, or breaks outwardly by 
an Impoſthume, ſo that a great quantity of Matter flows froqithe Navil,and ſometimes Worms there- 
with, through the corruption ofthe Melentery, And that which is ſent forth by tool (which is the 
uſual way)1s ſomtimes white and laudable,as was ſaid; ſometimes mixed with blood or water; ſometimes 
black blood, and Rinking, ſometimes other black Matter ,or of divers colours. But whether this pucu- 
lent Matter come from the Meſentery, Liver Spleen, or other part, itis known by the proper figns of 
every part affeRted. ; p 

When the Impoſthume is broken, and the matter flowethy it is certain that there is an Ulcer iri the 
Meſentery, which ſometimes is quickly cured,and ſometimes it js of long continuance, and brings rot- 
tenneſs upon the whole part, and a Gangrene, 

As for the Prognoſtick ; The Impoſthume of the Meſentery is dangerous ; for if it continue long 
in the part, as it often happens, it breed; filthy rottenne(s,or a Gangrene or brings the Patient into a 
Conſumption or Dropfie. 1fit break, and the Ulcer be not quickly cured, but gets an evil condition, 
it hath the like event, a Gangrene, Conſumption, or Drophe. . Sometimes when the Impoſthume is 
broken, and very ſtinking Matter 1s ſent into the Cavity of the Belly, the Patient dies ſuddenly. The 
Schirchus, or hard Tumor of the Meſentery 1s leaſt dangerous, and if it be ney will admit of a Cure : 
batifitbe olg, it brings the Patientto a Drophie. 

The Care of theſe Diſeaſes is to be varied according to the diverſity of them, And firſt, an Im- 
pifthunie bred requires openiyg and Evacuation,and it muſt be ſoftned with opening and purging Me- 
dicines, ſach as are laid down m1 the Obſtrudtions of the Liver and Spleen, not omitting outward 
Softners and Looſners, Fomentations, Cataplaſms, and Liniments, which do make the Matter of the 
Impoſthume thin, and open the paſſages that the Matter may better be voided, 

After the Impoſthume is opened, you muſt cleanſe the Ulcer and heal it ; for which arpoſe the 
Remedies mentioned in the Cure of the Ulcers of the Stomach, Liver, Reins, and Womd, are very 
rood ; of which a viſe Phyſitian may take his choyce according to the divers diſpoſitions both of the 
bodies, and the Diſeaſes. 

And a Schitrhus of the Meſentery is Cured with the ſame Medicines,Which are ſet doivn ſor the Cure 
of the Schirrhus or hard Swelling of the Liver and Spleen. Z 


CHAP.IV. 


_Of:the Diſeaſeof the Pancreas,or Sweet-bread, 


| Ancient Anatomifts knew no a&ion of the Pancreas, or Sweet-bread, but the uſe only, 

Namely, to prop the Veſſels, leaſt they ſhould be in danger of breaking, and to be inſtead of a 
Pillow to the Stomach, leaſt when it is full it ſhould be hurt by the hardneſs of the Vertebrz or Back- 
bone. But-the Modern Anatomiſis have aſcribed very great a&tion unto it ; Namely, the firſt pre- 
paration of the Chyle, and cleanfing of it, ſo that it may be brought to the Liver more pure ; which the 
aulky Veins ſeem to confirm, becauſe they are diſperſed through the Pancreas, Beſides, m the mid- 
deofit there is an open paſſage which goes to the Guts gy which it is probable that the Excrements 
of the Chyle, are purged ; therefore the Pancreas hatHfits Diſeaſes, which. hurt the whole Body, eſ- 
pecially Obſtruions and Tumors, as the Meſentery hath ; Namely, when the Chylous Matter is 


Crude and thick, and is brought to it from the Stomach, not ſufficiently digeſted, and when it dath not 


freely flow from it. 

Riolanu obſerved a Schirrhus of the Pancreas, in Auguſtine T huanws, that wrote the Hiſtory of his 
Times moſt elegantly in Litin ; who when he had for four years, among other Symptomes, a heavi- 
neſs continually in his Stomach, eſpecially when he ms or ſtood (till, without ſivelling or hard- 
neſs in the Hypochondria, had a Pancreas as big as his Liver, after he was dead, hard and Schirrhoas, 
full of knots like Pidgeons Eggs, 

But becauſe the Pancreas is covered with the Stomach,its Tumors are ſcarce to be felt, and this is

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thecauſe, becauſe there is no mention commonly of them, and they have been found only after 
death;; Yet you may make a handſom ConjeRure of them, from what Xjo/anms obſerved in Thug. 
n#s, namely, If there be a ſence of weight or heavineſs in'the Stamach, and no Tumor or hardneſsin 
the achandrie) and other ſigns of Obſtrudtions than are mentioned in the ObſtruRtions of the 
Liver, Spleen, and Meſentery. To which you may add pain, and other Symptomes of | the Stomach, 
by reaſon of its nearnefs, ſhortneſs of breath, -by reaſon of the comprethon of the Diaphragma, B 
which figns we ſuppoſe that the Lord Audeyrim, Preſident of the Senate of Gratianopolis had; 
Schirrhus of the Pancreas, andwe could perceive it by tonching,by putting our hand deepto the fides 
of the Stomach about the middle, becauſe he was lean ; and we found a-hardneſs there, which being 
rouched, pained him the ſtory whereof, is at large related in our 81. Obſervation, Cent. 3; And in 
the knowledg of the Scurvy we obſerved (which none that ever wrote thereof did) That in all Scur. 
vyes there is a Tumor of the Pancreas, becauſe you may find a ftraightneſs, oppreſſion, and weightin 
the Region of the Stomach ; And this Sign is 1a1d down for a clear one by Engalen, Sennertys, and

There are ſome ſtories in Authors, of Impoſthumes found in the Pancreas, which were not diſcore. 
red while the Patients lived. But by the Symptomes they had they may be partly known ; as ſome

Rowſſerss in lib. de parts Ceſareo, reports that in Paris there was foundagreat 
Impeſthume in the Omentum, Rjo/anns in his Atithropographia, ſaith that he ſav an Omentum ins 
e Youth ofnineteen years of age, ſo full of Kernels,by which it received abandance of filthy Hi- 
mors, the Meſentery and eing Impoſthamated, and the Spleen almoſt conſumed. Weil 
ſo ſaw a Schirrhots'Omentum ina Fryar of Aontpelior all over the lower part of the Belly,and four fi 
gers thick ; it was of the colour of the Spleen,ſo that at was probable that.itwas cauſed by Melarchol 
trom thence, becauſe be ras ofa Melanchotick temper, and,the paſſage is very oper by the branches

Dropie is brought ſrom the Spleen to the Omentum, from which by degrees it diſtils into the Canity

A Scone 
continuing'in the Reins, cauſeth either little or no pain, becauſe the ſubſtance of the Reins hath little 
Sence ; but if it fall opon-the Head of the Uretors, or get into the paſſage, and diftend it, and cannot 
de was to the Bladder by reafon of its greatneſs, then it cauſeth grievous pain, But groſs flegm 
faſtened upon the Nretors, Joth diſtend them, and cauſeth the Nephritical pain. 

Theleſs ordinary Cauſes are, thick blood fixed inthe Uretors, or thick Mattes coming from the

Oftentimes the Stone 1s reckoned among Cauſes.of Diſeaſes, as it breeds ObſtruRion or Diſten.

It may alſo be placed among the Symptomes, wiz. thoſe things are voided or retained : for if ithe 
retained in the Kidneys, Reins, or Bladder, when 1t ſhould be voided, it is to be reckoned 
thoſe things that/are preternaturally retained : bift when it is voided, it1s to be reckoned among thok 
that are voided holly againſt Nature.

Not onl the bad Humors are carried to the wound, but alſo good blood, which Nature ſends to re- 
reſh it, All theſe things are in the bladder that hath the Stone, A great un2ven Stone, or ſharp, 
hurts the Tancle of the Bladder; hence comes pain and weakne s. And Nature to help it ſeads more 
han uſual blood,and the ſkconger parts lend their tupertiumes. Theſe the Bladder co 1cocteth as much 
25 may be into its ſelf, and ſo groweth ticker, But When it cannot cake in all, eſpecially the evil Hu- 
mors, bence came many foul Excrements, wich t:om the Nature of the part turn ſo flegmatick. But in 
them who have clear Urine, either the Stone hurteth not,,vhich cauieth the Mttration,or ſome other 

are weaker then the bladder, to which the Humors flow. 

But becauſe this DoEtrine doth deſtroy an old Opunon, we will confirm it by a clear Example of 
the Womb. The Womb is Membranous, as the bladder : but in Women with Child it is fleſhy and 
thick ; fo that in the lalt moneths it-1s tivo Fingers thick ; becauſe Nature all the ime ſends 
much blood to it to nouriſh the Child ; which when the Child doth not wholly conſume, ſome part of 
*+istaken into.the Womb : and ſo1t encreaſeth. The fame is in the Bladder, though Preternaturally 

which in the Womb is Natural) that when much blood comes to it, it converts it into its ſelf, and 
ons thicker. Bat if without being with Child, the Womb be dittempered and made weak, then 
Humors ſuperfluous from other parts come to it, which when they cannot be taken into its ſubſtance 
tam to the Whites. And chaMflux is a proper Excrement of the Womb, as the flegm is of the Blad- 
Jr, The ſame thing 1s 1n the Reins, thoagh not ſootten ; as when by a Store 1n them there is pain 
and weakne(s, Nature ſends much blood and Humors to them, which when they cannot be h—_ in- 
tothe ſubſtance of t{t2 part, they are turned into a ſlimy Excrement,which voided in abundance ; and 
this valgar Phyſitians cake for Matter or Ps, which is only flegm, or mixed \vith a little Pur, as when 
by the grating, of the Stone there is an Ulcer, 

1 Writers being converted with the aforeſaid Reaſons, have made a Juyce, which will 
tarn int6 a Stone to be the material cauſe ofthe Stone called Succus Layideſcens;and the eff .cient to be 
Syiriews Lapide/cens. they call the tormer a certain Humor naturally proper to turn wntoa Stone : 
Andthis they defire to prove by the breeding of Stones in the Earth, which are by many Authors ſaid 
ta come of Waters and things ca(t thereinto tobe hardened preſently ; {© me Waters in Cayes to be 
made Stones, and ſome part of tne Wine groweth to the Veſlel, called Tartar ; and Urines that are 
clear, when they are cold grow to the glaſs, And although the peculiar fitneſs of the Matter to be thus 
turned, is not ſufficiently known ; yet ſome ſay they have found it out, ſaying that ic 18 of Salt mixed 
with Eacth. Some Sals do grow hard in the Sun, and are eafily diflolvel in Water ; and if they be 
joyned with Earth like themſelves, by the force of the efhcient cauſe they may be Stones. So we ſee 
in Wines turaed to Tartar - but Tartar calcined goes all into Salt, which thews that it is chiefly made 
ofSalt,. So in the Urines that have much Salt, eſpecially in thoſe which have ſlimy matter, we ſee a 
Tataoys Matter cleaving to the glaſs. This Salt Matter, which is mixed with the Urine, comes 
from Meat and Drink ſo affeted,and they are caſt forth in a ſound Body, nor are they retained in the 
Reins when the efficient Cauſe 1s abſent, 

We have called the efficient Cauſe, Spiritum Lapidificumy or a Spirit that makes a Stone - Ferne- 
li callsit a Rony diſpoſition, which 1s in the Reis commonly Hzreditarily. Burt we like the fore- 
moſt TitlebeR, For firſt, ſome have Stones which have them not Hzreditarily if thzy eat og, drink 
things that breed them, becauſe in them there is both the Material and Efficient Cuuſe ; therete the 
Hermes impure the Efficient Cauſe of Stones to their proper ſeeds, which in a Mitter rightly diſpo- 
ſel produce their form. 

Moreover, Many Hiſtories ſherv that Stones come from a Stone-making Spirit, of Men, Beaſts, 
and other things turned into Stones by a Breath or Spirit out of the Earth. So in Aventinns, lib. 7. 
Annal. Bevar. An. 1343. that more than fifry Country men and their Cows, Were turned into Stones, 
And ſo faies- Ortelius 1n his Deſcription of Kaſia, of whole Heards of Cattle, Soalſo Camerarins 
reports of a South wind that bloweth ſome times of the year, in the Province of Chi/o, in Armenia,” 
by the blaſts whereot whole Troops of Horſe are ſuddenly tamed into Statues of Stone, and and in 
the amGrank and file in which 'they were. 

This Stone-making Spirit is not only in the Reines of thoſe which have this Diſeaſe, but alfo in 
the Juyce of thoſe things that are eatenand drunk ſeparate@$from them ; ſo that ſometimes both come 
together : Hence it is, that ſome tha cat but any Meats that incline to the breeding of the Stone do 
roy Ae it, becauſe there is Stone-breeding diſpoſition, or Stone-making Spirits in their 

- But if their Reins be free from this Spirit, ſuch meat will not breed Stones, becauſe their 
Stone-making force is not rong enough without the aſſiſtance of the Reins to conver that matter in- 
tStone. On the Contrary, if the Stone-making power be greater in the meats that are taken, and4 
are often eaten, Stones will be bred, —__ Kidneys have no ſuch diſpoſition or Stone-

The Stomach, Liver, Spleen, and Reins, do much cauſe the breeding and heaping up of Matter fy 
the Stone ; chiefly the Stomach,if it do not well concoR, there 1s a crude Chyle brought to the Ling, Þ : 
and from thence impure and Earthy Juyces are ſent with the Serum or Water into the Reins, A hy Þ 1 
Liver doth bake the Chylous Matter, and makes it fit to breed a Stone ; as alſo being too cold it makes Þ 1

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crude blood moſt fit for the ſame purpoſe. A Spleen weak or topped, or otherwiſe diſturbed, dg 

not ſufficiently purge the droffie part of the blood, but ſends part ot it tothe Reins, which” will ngg 
eaſily be turned into a Stone. And laſtly, the Reins behdes their conjun@ cauſe, which isa fly 
diſpoſition, are an Antecedent Cauſe in two reſpeRts, Namely, in reed of their Temper, and 
their Form. In regard of their hot Temper, they more violently drav the Stone-making Matter, a4 i | 
thicken it more : but in reſpeR of their Form, they are an Antecedent Cauſe, if the Emulgent Veins 
are more looſe, ſo that that thick and Tartarous Matter may be more eafily received into the Rei, 
or if the Uretors, and thoſe Veſſels that ſend the ſerous Matter to them be narrow, ſo that the th 
Matter hath not a free paſſage, bur is retained in the Reins. 

Thick and ſlimy Nouriſhment doth chiefly afford Matter for the Stone, ſuch as are. full of Salt; y 
Beef, Pork, Hares, Geeſe, or things dried in the Smoak, or poudered, as Salt-fiſh, Shel-fiſh, 
Pulſe, Cheef, and all Milk meats, hard Eggs, Cheſnuts,Pears, Quinces, Medlars, unleavened 
and Rice ; thick Wine, ſharp or black, or new Wine not purged, ſtanding Waters, and ſuch ava 
full of Stone-breeding Juyce. 

= theſe add very hot meats, as Pepper, Ginger, Garlick, Onions, old firong Wine, which mil

SIGNS. The Signs of the Stone taken by themſelves are equivocal, and common to other Di 
eaſes : but if you cooficer them all together, you may have certain knowledg by them. 

The Firſt Sign is a fixed pain about the Loyns, ſometimes heavy when the Stone is faſtned tot 
ſubſtance z ' which being of a dull ſence hath a weighty pain ; bur as often as the Stone gets into'te 
Head of the Uretors, then it cauſetha ſharp and pricking pain, and this is called the Nephyitical pai 
or pain of the Reins, and it continueth while the Stone 1s there ; neither will it ceaſe to rormenttte 
Patient till the Stone get into the Cavity of the Bladder, or turn back into the hollow of the Ki 
n 


eys. 

Tit Second fign is bloody Urine, which comes from the opening or corrofion of the Veins whid 
are diſperſed into the ſubſtance of the Reins, which comes trom the rubbing of the Stone that ſlid 
in the ſubſtance ; bur if there be but little blood voided, being mixed with Urine it looſeth its clot 
ſo that the Urine looks like a Lye. This Sign is not alwaies, but ſometimes depends upon ofiet 
cauſes, © But when it doth appear,it is one of the chief which diftinguiſherh the Stone from the Cw» 
lick. Tt uſeth to be cauſed by riding, mach walking, and other violent exerciſe ; for then the Sine 
it be rough and ſnaggy, being removed from its place ,doth cut and tear the tender Fleſh ofthe ki 
neys. 

' The Third Sign is thin Urine, water-like, and little, inthe beginning of the fit ; after which ſows 
times followeth a total Roppage, if both Uretors are Ropped : but when the fit is paſt, and tht Stonk 
that was fixed in the Uretors is fallen into the Bladder, thete comes forth much thick troubled Urine, 
with a ſandy Sediment. "as 

The Fourth Sign is often voiding of ſand and Stones. Concerning voiding of a Stone, it is 
dent, That if the Patient voided any formerly , though never ſo ſmal, when he had a fit, it is mf 
certain that the Diſeaſe is the. Stone. But concerning Sand we cannot ſpeak ſo infallibly ; forme 
may ſee many all their lives time void Gravel, and never be troubled with the Stone ; for ſand col 
often from adnſtion of Humors in the Liver and Veitis, and it ſticks to the ſides of the Urinal, # 
goes not to the bottom, as that which comes from the Reins. Beſides if you rub it between yol 
Fingers, it difſolveth, and is like Salt, whenthe other will not yeild to the Fingers, and will not 0 
folye.

Anang a-man, Others ſuppoſe, that thoſe thick Humors of which thoſe filaments or hairs are made, 
aweluſt bred.in the Veins, but take their form in the narrow paſſages of the Reins, through which, 

Uthrough a ſieve, they turn ſmall,and after they deſcend into the Uretors, in which they cow dryer, 

they ate ſent into the Bladder, neither can they be broken by reaſon of their toughneſs. What- 
bever the cauſe is; fince the beſt Authors do agree that theſe hairs breed of thick fleſh in the Kidneys, 
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6r come to them from other 'parts, it is certain that they may tuin into a Stone, if there be an efficiey 
cauſe fit to produce it. And therefore this may be a probable fign of the Stone.

CHAP. 11. 
Of the Stone in the Bladder. 


Lthough we ſhould ſpeak of theſe Diſeaſes of the Reins in order, yet becauſe the Stone in the 
Kidneys and Bladder are of the ſame Nate, and what hath been ſaid of the one, may agt: 
with the other, we ſhall ſpeak next of the Stone in the Bladder. 
CAUSE.) The Material and Efficient Cauſe is the ſame of both : only this differance there is, 
That Children are moſt ſubje& tothe Stone in the Bladder, and men to that in the Kidneys, _ Tie 
Rezfon of which is given by Galen, 6.Epid. Se&. 3, becauſe thickneſs of Urine,which Children of 
have by Reaſon of their gluttony, is difſolved by their gentle heat ; neither dath it Ray in the Rei 
by the help of the expulſve faculcy of the Reins,which 1s ſtronger 1n that age; but being fallen intote 
Bladder, there it ſtayes longer, becauſe Children given to play and ſleep, piſs more ſeldom, - Mote- 
over, their Urine 1s not fo tha 


rp, neither doth it provoke the expullive faculty of the Bladder, while 
the quantity is burdenſom, and ſo the dregs remain becauſe the Paſſage is very narrow ; beſides, the 
Bladder being firetched by the plenty of Urine cannot ſo exadtly contraRt it ſelf to empty out all ths 
Urinz, bat{ſome remains in the bottonr, which is thick, and fit to breed the Stone. Oa the cortay, 
old mendo often piſs forth that Matter which is in the Bladder, and their paſſage is larger , but 
thick Humor remains in the Reins, becauſe itis clammy, and cannot be difſolved by their weak hea, 
or ſtrainthrough by reaſon of its dryneſs. Hence Hypocrares in Coacis ſaith, That the Stone in the 
Bladder is not bred after fourteen years of age tothreeſcore, except it was there before. 

Fernelius mentioned anew Opinion of the Stone breeding jn the Bladder,ſaying,That every Stone 
in the Bladder had its beginning trom the Kidneys,and gcoivs afterwards in the Bladder : For whenin 
a fit of the Srone, it falls from the Reins, if it be great, it ayes in the Bladder, and by getting nei 
Matter it eacreaſeth by degrezs. For he aſfirmeth, that in grinding of ſome Stones taken out of the 

Bladder,he found as it were a Kernel which fell from the Reins of another eolour and ſubſtance, ad 
that he never knew any that had a ſtone in the Bladder, who vvas not formerly vexed with pains inthe 
Reins. Bur this Opinion is caſt off by divers vor good Authors, who by their Experience have found 
the contrary, and have taken many Stones from the Bladders of Children, which have beea wholly 
the ſame colour and ſubRance within.- And common Experience teacheth us, that Children have the 
Stone in the Bladder, who never hid pairrin the Reins, which vvould be othervviſe if the Stone came 
firſt from the Reins, Iris true, that in men many times Sto:1es fall f:om the Kidneys into the Blad- 
der, and encreaſe by thz addition of nzvy Mutter ; bur we deny that itis alwaies ſo,and we conſtantly 
affirm, that many Stones have taken their beginning in the Bladde:. 

DIAGNOSTICK.] 

The knovleds of the Stone inthe Bladder is difficult, eſpecially in th2 beginning, when it is little; 
but hn it is great it is evident, But we ſhall diſcover it as much as we can by Arr, 

The? Firſt Sign is pain in the neck of the Bladder, which js werſe tovvards the end of piſſing, and 
reacheth to thz end of the Yard, like that which is in difficulty of Urine from Inflammation, calle 
Dyſwria, and it is ſcarcely at firſt diſtinguiſhed from it, but when other ſigns appear. ne 
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The Second Sign is Itching in the Yard, which makes the Patient ſcratch ir ofren. 

The Third Sign is Weight in the Peritonaum, or inward covering of the Guts, and all about the 
Pecten where the Hair groweth, with a heavy pain,when the Stone is great. 

The Fourth $1g1 1s when there is a great Stone there is great ſtoppage of Urine, with pain like 
Women in Travel, and dropping of Water, and otten endeavouring to piſs. 

The Fifth Sign is Stoppage ſuddenly in time of Piſſing, by reaſon of the Stone falling to the 
Orifice of che Bladder. | | ke 

The Sixth Sign is Eaſier making Water lying upon the Back, becauſe ir puts the Stone from the 
Orifice to the bottom of the Bladder. 

The Seveath Sign 1s Often Randing of the Yard, which comes from {toppage of Urine, aud of the 
Inflammation of the Bladder by the Stone rubbing againſt it, I 

The Eighth is An often defire to go to ſtool, whch follows the defice cf piſſing, by reaſon of the 
conſent of the Sphin&ter Muſcles of the Anus and Bladder ; for when one is provoked, the other is 

ovoked becauie they have branches from the ſame Nerve. 

The Ninth is The Patient cannot reſt in a place, but ſhakes his Leggs, and if the Stone be great 
he cavſcarce ſtand upright, ride, or walk in rough places ; tor then the mouth of the Bladder is much 
fifted with the Stone. 

The Tenth is that the patient is helped by no Remedy, but worſe commonly ; for all Medicines 
that go thro1gh the paſlages of the Urine, either do bring new matter, and encreaſe the evil, or carry 
aay the flegm, which being about the Stone made it leſs offenſive, but being bare, doth grate the 
ward Tunicle of the Bladder. ; 

The Eleventh Sign is When the Patient is in pain of the Reins,and after a fit uſeth to void ones 
whichcauſed it, but nov voideth none as formerly, it is a fign that the Stone cauſing the pain ſent 
to the Bladder, and there remains, where by degrees it encreaſeth, and cauſeth the aforeſaid Symp- 
tomes. Therefore if any after ſuch pain, voids no ſtone, and after a time begins to be topped from 
making Urine, it is very probable that there 1s a Stone in the Bladder. 

The Tweltth Sign is from Hypocrates, Aph. 79. Se. 4. They who make a ſandy Urine have 4 
Stone in the b/adder. Which Aphoriſm hath troubled many Wits. Ga/ez in his Commentary 
thereupon, ſaith, that it is manifeſtly lame and defeRtive, becauſe Hypocrares left out half of it ; fot 
whetherthe Stone be in the Kidneys or Bladder always the Urine is ſandy, And FHypecrates him- 
ſelf contradits this Aphoriſm, Lib. de internis Aﬀettionibus, where he reproveth the old Phyfitians 
that ed fand in the Urine to be the Sign of the Stone in the Bladder. Cardanas in his Comment 
upor.the ame Aphoriſm, ſaith, That he voided for thirty years, firſt red, then white Sand, every day 
inbundance without any ſuſpicion of the Stone either of the Ktdneys or Bladder ; ard he further 
ſaith that there are ſcarce one in ten who doth not void Gravel,yet few there are that are troubled with 
the Stone in the Kidneys, and fewer wath that in the Bladder. The Spaniards void much Gravel, and 
yet are not ſubje& to the Stone. 

Wediſtinguiſhed of Sand in the former Chapter, which may fignifie the Stone : Bur we ſaid it was 
anEquivocal ſign. For that Sand is ſometimes ſent forth by the Rrength of the expulſive faculty, and 
15 not kept in the Kidneys and Bladder any wh-le, And if this Sand did thevy the Stone more ſurely, 
my t would never declare that of the Bladder only. And therefore that Aphoriſm, as the words are, 
IS falſe, 

Beverwitizzs and Sa/mafues have greatly contended about this Aphoriſm (both Learned men, and 
good toopen dark Sentences) and they have written both whole Volums of the ſame, It is not our 
ntentionto ſtay long upon it, determining this one thing for an end of all Controverſies : That the 

ons of Authors, which at firſt ſeem contrary to Truth and dayly ow es are always to be 
ken in that ſence which is moſt conformable to Truth, although the words will not bear it, which 
0 fuch a caſe are to be thought to be added by ſimple fellows in theTranſlation,or the whole Sentence 
tobe put in by them ; as Ga/en ſaith often of ſome of Hypocrater his Sayings, That they are thruſt 
nby others, when they carry not the weight and Majeſty of Hypocrates. And the Opinion of 

ovitizs concerning Sand in the Urine, ſeems not to be according tothe mind of Hypoerates, 
Nor to be of great uſe in Pratice. Firſt, it ſeems not to agree with Hypocrares, Who in his fore- 
going Aphoriſms, takes figns from things contained in the Urine ; and following his matter in band, 
faith, That Sand in the Urine fienifieth the Stone of the Bladder. But Beverowvitizs inverts the 
Sence, and ſaith that Fypocrates is to underſtood of Sand, which formerly uſed to be voided, that 
if they ſubG6R, that is, be retained in the Bladder, and be no more ſent torth, it is a fign that the Sand 
ſoretained is turned to a Stone in the bladder. This Interpretat on, as I ſaid, doth not agree with 
Hypocrate, his Intention, and it nothing avails for Pr:&ice : for they who uſe to void Gravel, have 


ſome times of intermiſſion, in which there is not a ſtone bred in the bladder, Nor hath it much 


pg that Peverovitius odſerveth, That Hypocrates in his other Aphoriſms, where he laies down 
te ſigns to be taken from the things contained inthe Urine,doth not uſe the word Sub /identia,or ſet- 
ling 
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ling, or falling down; but the word Exctetion, or voiding. As for exatrple, they who piſg Matter 
or blood; with thick and branny Urine, cc. But here he uteth the word that fgiufieth letling, t 
ſheiv that he meaneth ſomething elſe. But we bringing all things to Practice, tay that Hypecray 
in this Aphoriſm, could notuſe a word which fignifieth only ſending torth, or Excretion, becauſe he 
oughttodiſtinguiſh that ſand which ſignifieth the Stone from that which doth not. This Sand, 
we ſaid in the former Chapter, ſettles in the bottom of the Uranal ; but other Sand doth only flick y 
the ſides ; and therefore Hypocrates, that he nught diſtinguiſh them, ſaid well, They whoſe lug 
matter ſetleth ; for others which do not ſettle, are not a figo of the one in the bladder, 

But that we may bring Chis Aphoriſm to Truth, and practical uſe, we ſuppoſe that the Opiniq 
of Fobannes Zechina, is the beſt ; who makes it a proper ſrgn of the ttone of the bladder, and there 
great uſe of the Aphoriſm in Phyſical Praftice, when by all other Interpreters,it is made unprofitable 
And that Zechins may be honored by them who have not his Works, we think it \yorth our labor 
repeat his wotds, which are in his Book of Conſultation, 5 $, Conſult. Hypecrates ( (auth be) 
= 79. Seft. 4+ ſaid thus, which mas never mnderſtood yet, either by Galen, or any other, Thy 
whoſe Urine hath a fandy ſettling or ſediment, have the ſtone in the bladder. Which Sentence, if 
we ſhould take it according to Galen, would be falſe, becauſe we obſerve that many men do iſa ſai 
all their lives ( #bereof Lam one ) without any ſuſpicion of the ftone in the bladder. From whe 
1 cannot bit wonder at Galen, and all the reft after him, that they ſhoald either not underſtand ſq afe- 
ful an Apboriſm (wbich I can ſcarce believe ) or by reaſon of its ambiguity paſs it by. The uhh 
difficulty s in the fignification of the word | Sabuloſa] in Greek, called Pſamimodea : Hypuergy 
mould have nothing underſtood thereby but thick gravel mixed as, it were with fat Earth like Cly 
or ſnot in the bottom of the Urinal; a certain ſign of a great ſtone inthe bladder. But Lecanſe thy 
5s nothing conſt ant in man, it « not to be admired that ſome that bave this Diſeaſe bave nth; 
' fien; as nhen the ſtone is ſmall, as we obſerved in Cardinal Paleotus. Now the cauſe of thismul- 

: E xcrement hath been woes in anther place, S0 far Zechius ; but where he ſhewed thecak 
of it we could never find. But we plainly ſheied it in the former Chapter, when we ſaid thitths 
ſnot-like matter is the proper Excrement of the bladder diftempered, when it cannot concodt th 

t quantity of blood, and ſuperfluous humors which are ſent thither, and turn them into its i, 

ut turns them into that confiſtence like ſnot ; and this evil diſpoſition of the bladder comes fa 
= ſtone therein. Let that be peruſed, for it maketh much for the underſtanding of what hathhee 
ſaid, | 

But there ſtill cemaineth one difficulty, for ſome have dayly legmatick Nimy matter in ther 
Urine, and yet are free from the ſtone in the bladder. And Cardanw reports of an Auguſtine Mak 
called Leo that. ſheved him often ſo much congeled flegm in the bottom of the. Chat ber pot as" 
bigger than a Gooſe Egg, and yet he had not the Stone. Tothis doubt we anſwer, That the (lay 
matcer that comes from the bladder, is to be diſtinguiſhed from that which comes from other pats 
becauſe that which comes from the bladder is more clammy and glutinous, ſo that it ticks faſttoik 
bottom of the Pot or Urinal, and cannot be ſhaken off when the Urine 1s- poured forth ; but thi 
which is from other parts doth not ſo cleave, but comes preſently forth with the Urine ; Experienc 
hath taught me this, which hitherto no Author ever yet oblerved. This clammineſs comes from th 
Nature of the bladder, whichis a Membrane, and apt to produce this glewineſs, as you may { 
Glew is made of the Membranous Skins of Beaſts. 

This tough glutinous Matter, I ſay, comes from the evil diſpoſition.of the bladder, which is cauſd 
by the ſtone there, and we can thus prove it befides what hath been ſaid ; Becauſe we have knom: 
Child of twelve years old, that had a ſtone in the bladder, and, piſſed continually a glutinous mutt! 
that cleaved to the bottom of the Glaſs. And after the one was cut forth, he voided the ſamefors 
moneth, but afterwards none at all. Which clearly ſhewes, that matter comes from the enl dl 
poſition of the Bladder, which could not preſently be cured after the cutting : but after the Bladder 
= cured, that matter appeared no more, which theis that it came from no other part but the 

er. 

For a Concluſion 0b this, let us take notice, That whenſoever this limy matter appears withal 
the aforeſaid conditions, there :s a flone in the Bladder , but when it doth not appear, it doth 
follow that there isno ſtone, tor it often happeneth that the ſtone is ſmooth, or little, and (o doth at 
hurt the bladder, and thenthe Urine 1s alivays cleer. This is a true Gen, that there 1s a fone whe! 
appears , but when it is abſent, it is not the ſign of no ſtone, | 

Nor would this ObjeRion, or rather Cavil, become a wiſe man, becauſe from our Obſervas 
before mentioned, we proved that ſuch matter might be voided by Urine, and yet no ſtone nf 
Bladder, for it was cut forth, Iris fufficient that either a Stone Was lately there, which was the ca 
nf this Diſeaſe ; and ſo th:s kind of matter fignifieth , either a Stone there nov, or lately hathb* 
knere. :

"The great ones, if like flint, cannot be diffolyed ; if ſoft, like Chalk,or brittle, they may be diffol- 
ved with long uſe of powerful Medicines, which for the moſt part the Patients will nor Rick-to, and 
therefore they are ſeldom cured ; therefore there is often cutting, which how terrible it is, daily Ex- 
perience will declare, becauſe many die under that Operation. Hence Hypocrates Wihis Oath, 
commands his Diſciples that they uſe it not, but leave it to men of that Protetfion only. But in 
Wemens the Operation 1s leſs dangerous, becauſe their Paſlage for Urine is wider, and it may be 
done without cutting,.only by enlarging the part, EI.

Of Diabetes, or extraordinary Piſfoing. 


Tabetes is a quick and plentiful ſending forth of Drink by Urine ; after which there comes 1 
violent Thirſt, and conſuming of the whole Body. 

It is called Diabetes apo cox diabaintin, from. paſſing through, as Water through a Conduitpie 
which is called Diabetes. This Diſeaſe is alſo called Dipſacos from the unquenchable Thitk, wl 
the Piſs-pot Dropfie from the continual making of Water. It is ſeldom ſeen, for. Ga/ep'in6.& 
loc, aff. cap, 3. ſaith, that he ſaw it but twice. 

C AM SE.] The nextand immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe from Galen, and all his follower, i 
held to be a hot diſtemper of the Reins, which makes them draw Water violently from the V ems2ud 
ſend it to the Bladder, being pot able tocontain it themſelves : the Veins being drawn dry, ſuck fat 
the Liver, the Liver from the Guts and Stomach , hence comes a continual Thuſt after drink, wh 
as ſoon as it is taken, it is forthwith carried from the Liver and Veins into the Reins, where bit 
_ it ſtirreth up the Expulſive Faculty, and burdening the Rerentive Faculty, it is ſent wt 

adder. 

Some ſuppoſe that this cauſe is inſufficient, becauſe the hot diftemper of the Reins is anuſul 
Diſeaſe, but Diabetes is very rare; therefore there muſt be ſomething elſe that is leſs uſual, _ 
a ſharp or ſalt Matter in the Kidneys, either of Choller or of Flegm, which doth continually pr 
the atcraQtive vertue of them , as in Cholerick Feavers there is a Thirſt which cannot be quened 
f:om the Cholerick Humor which is fixed to the coat or Tunicle of the Stomach, or from Cholerick 
Vapors ſent from ſome adjacent part into the Stomach, by the motion of ſome putrid Choller whii 
lodgeth there. This Opinion is probable ; but we think good to add thas much to it, That the Kit: 
neys alone are not affected in this Diſeaſe, becauſe Choller and other burre Humors are firſt die 
in-the Liver ; and therefore they cannowbe in any quantity in the Kidneys, but the Liver muft pat- 
Cipate of them. And if we may reaſon where Nature ſeems to be filent, we can ſay that there 18a K- 
nemous quality concurring for the producirg of this Diſeaſe: For that kind of Serpent calted Dj 
faces tound in Lybia, when it bites any man,doth ſerd into him ſuch a poyſon as begets an unquenct- 
able Thirſt, The like kind of venom may be bred in owt Bodies by a peculiar corruption of fon 
humors, which may cauſe ſuch a Thirſt ; for Ga/en teſtifieth, that divers kinds of poyſons may breed

For al 
Sennertus approves not of them, becauſe they rather derive from the Womb, and teach the hung 
which were wont to flow unto the Womb, to come rather that way, and hinder their inclination 
the Womb : yet have they been found to do much good by the frequent experiences of Mercaridy 
V arandexs, and others. For by thoſe Iſſues the ſuperfluous homors are continually evacuated, ad 
the Courſe of the humors is guided into the inferior parts. And the derivation of ſuperfluous hang 
from the Womb is-ſo far from hindring the Flux of the. Courſes to the Womb, that it rather furthente 
ſame, by mong the blood more pure, and more obedient to the command of Nature, which withi 
humors aforeſaid, is not drayn unto the Iſſues. - Add hereunto, that theſe humors, if they be-nath 
theſe wayes wi 027, retained in the Veins, they double the Obſtruftions, and ſo do augner 
the ſuppreſſion of the Courſes. Howbeit, We are of Opinion, that the menſtrual purgations _ 
Rored to their due Courſe, the Iflaes _ to be cloſed up, that Nature may accuſtome her ſelf

* Thirdly; That Medicaments procuring:the-Fluxof the Courſes, muſt be given in greater quatti 
than ordinary,becauſe their vertue is abated in their long paſſage from the Stomach unto the Wond- 

Fourthly, That the Medicaments aforeſaid are tobe given either in the morning when the Patien 
\is-faſting, or ſoinetimes at her going into, or coming out of the Bath : For ſo the Medicine flippin 

into a warm and opened Body doth powerfully exerciſe its trength ; and this it doth yet more ft 
Etually, if it be givena little before the inferior Veins be opened, | 

Fifthly, That Pefſaries and Wamb-Clyſters, or Inje&ions, are only to be preſcribed to marie 
 Women,and ſuch as have been carnally imbraced by men ; but to Virgins we muſt preſcribe Net 

lia (viz. Wooll dipped-in the Medicament) Fomentations, Baths to fit in, and Suffamigations.

X 7 Omens monethly Courſes being moderate in quantity, and flowirg in due ſeaſon, are Natural:

Immoderate, and beſides the intent of Nature, 
CAUSES. The Cauſes of this Immoderate coming down of the Courſes, are the ſame which 
(vein its proper Place have ſhewed) do concur to cauſe ſpitting of Blocd, viz.. An opening of the 
ends of the Veins, a ſoaking of the blood through the Coats of the Veins, 4 forcible rendins of the 
Veins, and their being eaten through by ſharp Humors ; all which are cauſed by the bloods over great 
thandance, Heat, Thinneſs,or Sharpneſs : by ſome blow, fall or wound : Which we have at larg2 de- 
cared in our Speculations touching ſpitting of blood, ſo that it is needleſs here to repeat the tame. 
Letthe Reader be pleaſed to peruſe that Chapter, 
${G6NS.] The Signs of this Infirmity, are either of the Diſeaſe it ſelf, or of its Canſe. Im- 
moderate Flux of the Courſes is known by the ill-bearing of the Patient, decay of ftrength, want of 
teto-meat, indigeſtion of Humors, ill Habit of the whole Body, colour of face like a dead 
__ got the Legs, and other more grievous maladies, cauſed by decay of Natural heat paſt

toknow the Cauſes,obſerve theſe Gigns following : A thin habit of Body and ſoftneſs of the Fleſh,

theblood it ſelf appearing thin and watery in the cloaths coming from the Patient, doth ſheyy that the

Thatthe Immoderate Flux is cauſed by an opening of the ends of the Veins, or a breaking of their 
Coatsjif known by the Foregoing of Wounds, Falls or Bruiſes ; by the nſe of dancings, long out- 
ca unuſual weights by a Perſon corpulent and ful of Blood : By ſome foregoing great heat, 
extream Cold, Immoderate carnal Imbraces, great Anger, and the like. The ſame may alſo happen 
after ſore labour in Child-birth,or by the unskilful handling of a Midwife ; after a miſcarriage, or after 
glong Roppage of the monethly blood, which makes the fame being colle&ed in too great a quantity, 
breakout on a ſudden with violence. 

Tharthere is an Exulceration in the Womb, whereby the Veins are eaten through, appears bythe 
wroctac ak; out by little and little with a ſence ot pain and ſharpneſs ; and by the Bodies being 

iſhed with ſalt ard ſharp Humors. Alſo the blood which comes away, is at firſt Matteriſh, 
beyiſh, Blackiſb or Yellow ; and afterward if the Exulceration encreaſe, ſome bits of the parts af- 
eaten off, vheceupon follows a great effuſion of blood, hard to be ſtopped, Alto there have 
preceeded ach things as are wont to breed bad blood, ſich as are the uſe of ſharp things in Diet, the 
uſe ofSalt meacs, of meats putrified, and ſuch like. 

PROGNOSTIC K.) As for the PrediCtions belonging to this infirmity, we are to know, that all 
Totti Iffiies of blood are dangerous ; eſpecially thoſe from the Womb, which hurts 
not only ter that ſuffers them, but hinders poſterity. 

Thatwhich comes by a ſoaking of the blood through the Veins, is of all others the leaſt dangerous, 
as cauling leſs expence of heat and Spirits, yet it continues longer, by reaſon of the continual! ſupply 
of rayand Wheyith blood. 

The breaking of Veins,and the opening of their mouths cauſe greater danger,becauſe there do ſud- 
denlyiflae forth great quantities of blood ; yer are they ſooner cured, as happening for the moſt part, 
only in bodies over full of blood, and otherwiſe healthy. 

Bur of all others, that which ſprings from Exulceration is moſt hard to cure, becauſe where the Ul- 
cer is, there ſome part of the ſubſtance of the Veins is periſhed, which hinders the growing together 
qguin of that breach, whence the blood iſſues. 

Ifthe fick party grow daily weaker and weaker, and the diſeaſe fironger and ſtronger, it portends

Inregard of the immediate Cauſe, ſecing the evacuation of the ſharp and corrupted Seed, may 
care the Diſeaſe ; it is very good Advice in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, before the Patient begins 
Manifeſtly to rave, or in the ſpace between her fits, when ſhe is pretty well, to marry her to a luſty 
young man. For ſo the Womb being ſatisfied,and the offenſive Matter contained in its Vzſlels being 
eaptied, the Patient may peradventure be cured. f 

But if the Patient cannot ſo conveniently be married,or the ccndition of her life will not bear that 
eſtate, ſome adviſe that the Genital Parts ſhould be by a cunning Midwife fo handled and rubbed, as 
cauſe an Evacuation of the over-abounding Sperm. But that being a thing not ſo allowable, it 


Wy ſuſfice whilſt the Patient is in the Bath, to rub gently her Belly on the Region of the Womb,nor 
COMyng 
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coming near the Privy parts, that the luke-warm temper of the Water may moderate the homet, 
the Womb, and that it may by the moiſture be ſo relaxed, as. of its own accord te expel the Seming 
Excrement, and that nething elſe be done with the Hand, fave alittle to open the Womb, as th 
Water may pals into its more inward parts ; foraſmuch as the Water will operate as much ag any of 
thoſe Medicines which we are uſed to extinguiſh the ſeed withal. 

Peſſaries nay be compounded to the ſame intent of the Leaves of Afercary bruiſed, with alin 
Mirch, or the Pouder of 4riftolochia or Birthwort ; which muſt be put up, when the Patient is in 
Bath, left otherwiſe the Womb ſhould be over-heated ; , and after an hour,it muſt be taken away, Ay 
afterward, let an Inje&ion be made into the Womb of Whey, or Barley Water, with a little Juyce 
Nightſhade, Houſleek, or Hemlogk, which is ſpecially commended in this Diſeaſe. | 

To purge out the Seed, the follovving Bolus or Morſel will be very profitable.

If the Diſeaſe do yet continue, let Ifſnes be made in her Thighs ; for nothing is better thanby fic 
means to draw the matter dovvnward, from the Womb, to thoſe inferior parts. 

And if ſwellings ofthe - om ſhall ariſe,and Obftru&tions,during this Cure, as it oftentimes yp. 
pens ; they muſt be carefully cured with theis proper Medicaments. a3 a, 

Finally, Becauſe in this Diſeaſe the Brain and Heart are grievouſly affeted by reaſon of Vapan; 
arifing from the Womb.they are both of them diligently to be provided for ; the Brain being ſecured 
by li chafing the lower parts, and by Cupping-glaſles frequently aftened upon the Hips 
and Groins ; and the Heart defended by Cordial things outwardly applied,voth Liquid and ſolid fich 
25 are deſcribed in our Chapter touching decay of firength. 
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Hen Seed and _ are retained qu befides the __ of Nets they pu 

trifie and are corrupted;and attain a malzgnant and venemous quality ; from whence yenemas 
Vapors are elevated and carried to divers parts of the Body, from ar pas Io Sytoptoms dozile, 
and thoſe ſo divers, that Democritus might juſtly ſay in his Letter to Hypocrates, That the Wand it 
Author of a thouſand fad Sotrows, and innumerable Calamities. And Hypocrate; himſelf (ayesinhi 
Book of Virgins Diſeaſes, 7 bat miſtreble Women-kind are commonly laden with incomprebenſitlt al 
manifold Diſeaſes. All which Infirmities we intend to explain in this Chapter, under the naned 
Mother-Fits : herein imitating Galen, who in his Sixth Book of Parts Aﬀeded, and the Fifili 
ter, ſayes that the Mother | rt yay Paſſion, is but one name indeed, yet comprehending 
itdiversand innumerable ents. Notwithſtanding all Iate Writers in a manner, do handle the 
Suffocation of the Womb, under the Title of Hyſterical Paſſion,calling a particular Symptoniebyfid 
anime as is common to many others,becauſe it, of all the reſt,is moſt frequent and moſt trouble, 
Bat herein the very beſt Authors ſeem to have been ſuperfluous in their Treatiſes of Womens Dilez- 
ſes, while in different Chapters they deſcribe ſeveral Diſeaſes ſpringing from the Womb, viz, Sib 
cation of the Womb, Head-ach, Epileptical Fits, Palpitations of the Heart, Pulſation of the Arti 
about the ſhort Ribs, and in the Back,the Diſeaſes of the Stomach, Liver and Spleen ariſing from te 
Womb, and divers pains iu ſundry parts of the Body ailing therefrom , ſeeing all theſe Infimut 
do ariſe from one and the ſame cauſe, and axe to be cared by the ſelf-fame Medicines ; 0 tht the 
aforeſaid Authors are fain to repeat the ſame things over and over, in ſeveral Chapters, not nitbout 
much wearinels to the Reader. 

We therefore, That we may more briefly and Methodically ſet down the Nature of all theſeinfit 
mities, think it worth our labour, firſt to ſet down the univerſal Cauſes of them all ; and afternatsv 
declare hoiy thoſe Diſeaſes ariſe from the ſaid Cauſes. 

CAUSES, ' We haveſhewed in the beginning of this Chapter, that there are two ht 
cial Cauſes of all theſe Symptoms, vjz.. the Womans Seed, and the Menſtrual Blood, being tt 
tamed befide the intent of Natare, and corrupted, and poſſeſſed of a malignant and venemous qul: 
Y: out of which malignant Vapors doariſe, and affli&t divers parts of the Body, Unto which Di 

rine generally propounded, two other things of greateſt moment muſt be added, viz. Firſt, TM 
not only the Seed and menſtrual Blood do produce Hyfterical or Womb-fickneſſes ; but divers Hi 
mors alſo of an excrementitious Nature flowing into the Womb, and by a long abiding, growing pt 
trified, and ſending out filthy Vapours, This is verified by many Ancient = Sas, of being deft 
tute of menſtrual Blood _ of Seed, are yet very much ſubje& to theſe Womb-fickneſles or HY 
Rerical pafſions. Secondly, That not only Vapors ariſing out of the aforeſaid ſubRances, are 


ſes of theſe diſtempers, but the very Humors themſelves are a cauſe, which finding no free vel! !

Theſe Foundations being thus laid down, let us ſee hoy Hyſterical Symptoms: are fired up by 
the Cauſes aforeſaid, beginning with the Suffocation, or ſtrangling fits of the Mother, which is the: 


' moſt frequent and principal Sickneſs of theſe kind of Women being accompanied with very many , 


2nd thoſe R rovens Symptomes. For beſides their breathing impaired, and ſometimes aboliſhed x 
their whole Body becomes cold,their Speech and Pulſe is intercepted, fo that they lie like dead Wo- 
men; and ſome have deen accounted dead, and laid out for Burial, and yet atte:ward Revived. 
Novy this Sickneſs comes by fits,vvhich make their returns ſometimes ſooner, ſometimes latter ; 
andendure ſometimes a longer,ſomtimes a ſhorter time,according to the quantity of the Humor offen- 
yvhich is ſometimes quickly colle&ed, and ſometimes long in gathering - ſometimes ſoon diſ- 
and ſometimes long before it can be diſcuſt : For ſuch like Cauſes of Diſeaſes in the Body of 
Man,have their times of digeſtion and exaltations, which having arrived unto,they do ſuddenly,and as 
| ere in a moment, break forth into a&tion.Yea,ard ſuch Humors being already colle&ed,in the Bo- 
y for a ſeaſon lie hid,until being ſtirred by ſome internal or externalCauſe,they ſh:d forth their 
yſonous blaſts and vapors into other parts of the Body. Novy the moſt frequent and noted C auſes 
ofthis Commotion and Agitation of theſe Humors, are ſvveet ſmelling things coming neer the Pa- 
xients Noſe, or ſvveer meats taken in, vvhich quickly bring Women ſubje& to this infirmity into 
theip fits ; alſo vehement Anger, Terror, and other grievous Paſſions of the Mind. 
DIAGNOSTICK.] Now there are divers Degrees of this Sickneſs, according as the 
Matteroffending differs in Quantity, or Malignity. For ſometimes the Choaking-Fits, with vant of 
breathing, are 11ght and ſoon go over ; ſometimes 1t 1s extreame, ſo that the Patient breaths not at all 
and is atrended with other Hyſterical or Womb-ficknefles, ſach as Vomiting, Raving, Convulfions, 
and Swoonings, or Faintings away. | 
And for the moſt part, more grievous Symptomes do ariſe from corrupted Seed, than from Men- 
fimal Blood, or other corrupted Humors. For look how much Seed retaining its Natural Diſpoſi- 
ton, is of a more excellent Nature than Menſtrual Blood, by ſo much-does it degenerate when cor- 
into a greater or orſer kind of Venom or poyſon. 
There are likewiſe other Differences of this Choaking Mother-fickneſs, to be obſerved, viz. That 
ſometimes the Patients haye their Breath ſtopt as it were, ſometimes they complain that they are choa- 
ked, 28it were with a Rope that ſtrangled thetn , and ſometimes their breathing is much abated,or a- 
boliſhed, without any pain or ſence ot ſtrangling, The Reaſon of which diverſity is this ; hat the 
firple Suffocation, and difficulty of breathing, do ariſe from abundance of vapors, which do ſome- 
tinesvery much abound in Hyſterical or Womb-fick Womeh, eſpecially when the Hyſtericall Paſſi- 
on, a&Hypochondriacal Melancholy are joyned together, Which vapors or Winds do compreſs 
the Midrif and Lungs, as ic is wont to fall out in the windy Aſthma ; but the ſence of choaking, in 
which the Patient feels her ſelf as it were ſtrangled in her Throat, depends npon a ſpecial property of 
theyenemous vapor ; as there are other Poyſons in the greater World, which have ſuch a property 
oftleatling and choaking, as is known of one ſort of Muſhroms. And that the venemous qualities 
bredit Hyſterical Women are divers, Ga/en does ſafficiently hint in his fixth Book of the parts affe- 
LChap. 5. where he compares the malignity of this vapor, to the venom of the Fiſh Torpedo,and 
ite ſting of the Scorpion ; which Poyſons, though in quantity they are ſmal, in operation they are 
thighty, and being received into mans Body, they do ina ſhort ſpace of time, grievouſly afflit the 
ſfime, and ce therein moſt vehement Symptoms. As for Reſpiration diminiſhed or aboliſhed, 
Riscmuſed by the ſaid vapors being endued with a Narcotick or StupefaQive power , which being 
contrary unto the Heart and vital Spirits, their a&ion is thereby hindered, whence follows a 
aoling of the whole Body through defect of that Spirit which ſhould flow from the Heart, and a 
ceſſation of Reſpiration, becauſe there is now no need thereof, For ſeeing that drawing of Breath 
8 nee-flary to cool our Hearts, when'the Heart is extreamly cooled by the venemous vapors afore- 
ld, it needs none of that cooling which is cauſed by drawing in the Air, and ſo AY ceaſes, be- 
Quſe there is no uſe thereof, We may alſo ſay, That the ſaid venemoas and ſupefying 
Napor, daes affzu!t the Brain, and hinder the Influx of. the Animal Spirits, whereby the morion of 
be Midriff, and the Muſcles ſerving for reſpiration, is hindred ; add hereunto, That the vital Spirits 
Xingdeſtroped, the Animal Spirits, which are made of the vital, muſt needs be deſtroyed like-

In the place before alledged,Ga/en reſolves a Doubt,which is this : That ſeeing it is generally held 
a mar cannot hve without breathing, therefore it is impoſſible that Hyſterical perſons ſhould

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Heart there is no need of reſpiration,which if it were ſtopped, and the Heart vigorous and het, J 
ſent death would follow ; but that little warmth which is yet remaining in che Heart,is cheriſhed. 
ly by tranſpiration, or ventilation through the Pores of the Body ; even as Creatures lying all th, 

Wanter in holes, do live only by tranſpiration, becauſe they are exceeding cold and that little bex 
they have, needs no ventilation by = of drawing in the Air into their mouths, 

Beſides, The fore mentioned cauſe of Womb-ſuffocation,viz.A Malignant and Venemous Y 
ſome add another, Namely, The aſcending to riſing of the Womb into the ſuperior parts of the Body, 
whereby the Stomach and Midriff are compreſſed ; from whence, not only Hyſterical Suffocatign, 
but other fickneſſes alſo do ariſe. This aſcending of the Womb, Hypocrates propounded in h; 
Book of the Nature of Women, in theſe words : The Wombs of Women Leing turned frem their Ny. 
taral poſture, do ſtrive towards: the Liver, and bear violently upon the Midriff : for they are cy. 
ried upnards, ſeeking moiſture to refreſh them, being over dried with Labor ; and the Liver gt, 
fountain of pleaſing moiſture. And Fernelius in ns fixth Book of Pathology, that is, okDiſeaſes 
and their cauſes, Ehap, 16. ſays, he had often feltthe Womb thus aſcending, bearing up againſt th 
Stomach like a roand Globe, and grievouſly opprefling the ſame, trom whence it hath been often 
thruſt down by force of hand, and manifeſtly driven back iato its proper place. Euſtachins Ruiz 
in the Second Book of his PraRice, mthe 51. Chapter, ſaies the ſame thing, viz. That he wit 
his own hand, hath felt the Womb arifing as high as the Navil, and ſometimes above the ſame, and 
hath by little and little thruſt the ſame down into its proper place. But Galen in his fixt Book of Pang 
affeted, Chap. 5. oppoſes this Opinion, and teaches that although the Womb may in ſome 

moved, = aſcend, yet that motion and aſcention 1s very little, neither is it any ways poſh 
That the Womb ſhould aſcend unto the Stomach, fo far is it from being able to tranſcend the ſans 
ſo far as to reach unto the Midriff. A very firong Reaſon hereof is brought from Anatomy, ſeeing 
the Womb is ſo faſtened in its = place by four very firong Ligaments, that cannot be lifted wp 
ſo high. VVhereunto the Defenders of this Opinion do make anſwer, That in the fallingong 
the Womb, thoſe Ligaments are ſo relaxed that 1t is wont to come \vithout the V Vater-gate, and 
therefore it may aſcend as far up as it can go down, when thoſe Ligaments are relaxed or lackened, 
To this we reply, That the falling out of the VVomb comes to paſs by little and little, t 
length of time, by the moiſtening and ſoftening of the Ligaments,cauſed by a defluxion of Flee 
thereupon ; but that which they call the Aſcent or Riſing of the VVomb or Mother,happens inamy- 
ment, and is as ſoon reſtored ; and it is requiſite that the Ligaments ſhould have been firſt relax, 
and conſequently that all VVomen ſhould be troubled with the falling out of their VVombs whore 
ſubject to this Aſcent or riſing we ſpeak of, becauſe the occaſion ot this Aſcent being ceaſed, the 
womb would of its own'accord, and by its own proper weight fall downwards,and lie continually with- 
out the :

much widened, And [alin obſerved ſome ſuch thing in a certain noble young Damſel troubled wi

hand-bal, being filled with a faffron-color'd Humor, very. Rinkihg, and ſending forth a filthy and 
poyſonſom kind of Vapor : Which Humor died the adjacent parts yelloiv, juſt as we ſee the Gut 
en where it is carried under the Liver, is by the Bladder of Gall rendered of a clay-like yellowiſh 
olour.

Philippme Hoechſtetterons in the 
ſecond part of his Obſervations, makes it appear by certain Hiſtories, that bleeding in the Foot hath, 
danemuch good ; Inſomuch as a certain Nun, which had been ſpeechleſs, and in Convulkon fits for 
to days together, tvo hours after ſhe had bled, began to ſpeak, and to eat and drink.

"CAUSES, The Cauſes which produce or encreaſe this Diſeaſe, may be divers ; viz. A

The Signs of the Cauſes ate theſe : Ifthe Inflatnmation ſpring from pure Blood, all the Symptoms 
are milder ; but if there be Choler mingled therewith,the Feaver is more burning, and all the $ 
tomes are more vehement ; but if the Blood be Flegmatick or Melancholy, thz Feaver will beleg 
acute, but the Diſeaſe more laſting, and more ſtubborn. And here. we are to confider ſuch Signs x

PROGNOSTICK.] A Pr ick cannot be made of this Diſeaſe, becauſe it is very dar- 
gerous,and for the moſt part deadly. .

DIAGNOSTICK. The Differences of this Diſeaſe are taken from the Þlace, the magnitude, 
the Figure and Complication, with other Infirmities.

CAUSES. Howbeit among the Antecedent Cauſes, this is =_—_ to an Hard-ſwelling ofthe 
Womb, and is yery frequent, Namely, for women when the flux of their Courſes or Child-bed pu- 
gations are upon them, undiſcreetly to expoſe themſelves to the cold Air, or to drink cold wat; 

whereby the flux is Rayed, and the retained blood grows thick, and is condenſed, and at length pro- 
duceth a Schirrhus or (tony hard ſwelling in the Womb. 

.S1GNS.]. The Signs of ſuch a Swelling bred in the Womb, are, An hardneſs felt inthe 
Region of.the Womb, ſuch as reſifts the touch, which hardneſs repreſents the compaſs of the Wonh, 
an heavineſs in the ſame place, and a ſence of ſome weight prening fave, eſpecially when the fc 
woman ſtands, as though the Womb would fal down into the Water-Gate ; bur when they ſitorlie, 
it bears upon the eight Gut with its eight, There is no Feaver nor pain , wherein it differs from 
an Inflammation, or at moſt thexe-is but very little pain in an imperfe& Schirrhus, but in the Womb 
there is none. If it folloiv an Inflammation,the Feaver and pain ceaſes, the hardneſs and refiftence 
abiding, If it be in the Body of the Womb,it is eafily diſcerned by handling the parts about the Share; 

-bur if it be in the Neck of the womb, it may be perceived by ones finger. It is diſtinguiſhed froma 
Mole by the preeeding Cauſes ; and becauſe in a Mole, if the Courſes flow, they flow diſorderly but 
in this Hard Swelling they keep their order ; and in a Mole, the womans Dugs rut with Milk,bat 
in the Hard Swelling they are extenuated. 

PROGNOSTIE K.] As forthe Prognoftick Signs, EverySchirrhus or hard tony v1 
ling is very exceeding hard to Cure ; tor an extream Hardneſs once contracted can hardly be {- 
ned ; alſo Natural heat is ſo very weak 1n that part where there is ſuch a fivelling, that it can very 
hardly diſcuſs an hard and almoſt Rony ſubſtance.

At |, 
comes an old nell experienced Midwifegand calls for three Nutmegs groſly poudered. Then ſhe put a 
Earthen pan mith hot Coals finder the woman, and ſprink/ed the pouder of Nutmegs upon the Coals, |; 
placing the pan, that the woman might receive the ſmoak through a funnel into ber Womb by the Watr- 
Gate. At the ſame time ſhe nas ſmoaked above with the ſame Fume : Which when it bad penetrad 
into her body, the woman preſently evies ont, 1 muſt needs go to ſtool : mbich ſhe bad hardly ſpoken, by 
a oy and ſound was heard, ſuch as i made nhen Gan-pouder fired being ſht in a narron bux: 
which wind being expelled, the woman was perfettly well in a moment. Being adviſed by this Exyrix 
ment, having upon liks sccaſion uſed the like Remedy, 1 bave very often found it ro do much good. 

In the ſame caſe, Cupping-Glafſes with much flame are profitably fet upon the Nail, for they 
excellently diſpel wind. 

If the Diſeaſe come from Humors, Iſſues are to be made in the Thighs, that by thoſe Fountamsthe 
filth of the Womb maybe by little and little drained our. 

Brimſtone and Nitrous Baths are commended likewiſe by many, both to drink, and to be waſhed 
in ; provided there be no great heat of the Liver or whole Body, conjoyned with this Diſeaſe, 

For the pain of the Womb, which is frequently troubleſom un this Diſeaſe, Amarus Luſtonu 
commends the water or Decoction of Chamomel flowers, given to the quantity of four o five 
Ounces. | 

And finally, If the Inflation or puffing up of the Womb happen afte; Child-birth, there will nee 
no other Purgation than that by the Womb : Which if it find any hinderance, it muſt be helped for- 
wards by drawing Pefſaries, and by Cupping Glaſſes faſtened to the Thighs, and by other Medicines 


deſcribed in our Chapter of Suppreſſion of the Courſes. And if there be wind,the Fumigation made of 
Nutmeg aforeſaid, will be moſt ſeaſonable, | 


Chap. 13. Of the falling, down of the Womb. 


Hen the Womb loſeth its Natural Scituation,and fals towards the Water-Gate,the Diſeal 
V iS termed, the falling down, or {lipping forward of the Womb. 
DIFFERENCES.) Many Differences thereare of this Diſeaſe, differing only n (&- 
grees : For ſometimes only the inner Neck fals down into the Water-Gate : ſometimes the whole 
body of the Womb fals downwards, bat does not appear without the Water-Gate, in the threſhold 
whereof appears the inner mouth of the Womb, in likeneſs of a mans Yard, or a Gooſe Egg with a8 
hole un it: Other whiles with the bottom turned our, it hangs without the Water-Gate hike a maſs 
Cod, or an Oſtridges Egg, ſave that itis rugged, and hath an uneven ſurface : and it is in a ord, 
ſ»metimes (0 relaxed, that it fals ſo far out as to reach rhe Patients Thighs, I; 
e 
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Relaxation or {lackening of the Ligaments is cauſed likewiſe by divers cauſes, as by a long laſting 
the fink of the whole Body. Wheace 


Lizaments. 

PROGNOSTIC K.] As for the Prognoſticks belonging to this Diſeaſe. The Diſeaſe of it 
ſelf is not dangerous ; yet is it very unhandſome and troubleſome, hindering the Patient from free- 
dom to go and walk at will ; alſo from Conception and convenient expurgation of her Courſes, 

Yet may it ſometimes occaſion death, if Pains, Feavers, Convalſions, or other grievons Symp- 
tows de joyned therevvith. 

Alfothe Womb in this Caſe is ſometimes corrupted through diſtemper of the Air, or by violent 
impulfion, and becomes Gangrenated, vvhich neceſſitates it ty be cut off. 

The Diſeaſe being freſh, and the Womb coming not far out, is more eaſily cured than vvhen it is 
anold Infirmity, and th: vvomb comes far out, 

In yonger Women,the Womb is more eafily reſtored to its place than in Elderly Women, 

Falling dovyn of the Womb, by reaſon of the Ligaments beiag broken, is incarable. 

CURE.) Tocometo the Cure. Th: Womb is to be thruſt back into its Natural place, and to 
be detained there , and the fault of its Bands or Ligaments muſt be corre&ed ; If they be broken, 
by things that do glue and ſodder together; if they be relaxed or ſlackened,vvith things drying, aftrin- 
gent, and Rirengthening, All vvhich may be done by the tollovving Medicaments, 

In the firſt place therefore, That the Womb may more eafily be reſtored to its place, the Guts and 
Bladder muſt be disburdened, leſt preſſing the Neck of the Womb, they ſhould h nder its reduQtion , 
foraſmuch as the neck of the Womb refts upon the freight Gut, and the bladder reſts upon the neck 
ofthe Womb. 

VVhen the Guts and Bladder are diſcharged of their Excrements, let the woman lie along upon her 
bick wich her Thighs wide aſunder, and her Knees drawn upwards,and let her vvith her hands thruſt 
ter VVomb invvards; and force it ſtill upvvards into the neck; ſo as to turn it invvards as it goes, till 
Ul iSreturned vvithin the Cavity of the Belly vvhich ſhould contain the vvomb. Orif the 1s not able 
todo it her ſelf, let her do it by help of the midvvife ; or uſe a thick blunt ended fiick vvith Cloaths 
mapt about it, by vvhich it may be forced farther into the Cavity of the Belly, than is poſſible by 
the hands to drive it. Or, for fear of hurting her Body, a Pefſary may be made of Linnen Cloth often 

Coubled and rovv!ed together vvith a tring tied faſt thereunto, and accommodated to this ſervice of 
ng up of the vvomb. 

But if the vvomb fallen from its place ſh1ll ſvvell, ſo that it cannot enter into the Cavity of the 

lly, the ſyyelling maſt in the firſt place be removed. And if there be an inflammation, ſuch things 
mult be applyed as are fit to heal th: ame. If othervviſe it be bloyyn up, ſach th ngs muſt be uſed 
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a5 will diſcuſs the inflation. Rodericws a Caſtro Wathes the ſwollen Womb with a DecoRtion 
Reets, and then Tprinkles it with Vinegar and Salt, and ſo when the ſwelling is abated, he reduceth 
the ſame. | 

The fame 'Redericas a Caſtro writes, that itis very good towards reſtoring the fallen Womb, for 
a Phy :1a8 or a Chyrurgion to come with burning red hot Iron in his hand and to make as if he 
would thruſt it into the Womb, By that means Natare contraRts her ſelf, and the Womb with her 
and any other part that ſticks out of the Body. For he relates that a certain very expert Chyrargion 
did by this (tratagem force Back a mans Guts, that were ready to come out at a wound in his Bel] 
when other remedies did no good, Por holding a great red hot Iron in his hand, the Patient lookino 
on, he made as if he would Clap it upon the wound. With the ſudden fright whereof the Guts were | 
preſently drain back into their place. | 

Avenz/14y in his Setond Theizir, Trat. 5. Chap. 4. Propounds ſome ſuch things as this. zh, 
this Diſeaſe ( ſaith he) Legins firſt. ro appear, the Phyſitian may gently cure the ſame. And it 
reduced all theſe waies, viz. by your hand if you pleaſe ; and if not make her lie on ber Back andin 
ſome Body ſit upon ber breſt, and anstber upon ber thighs ; and then cauſe her to be frighted putting 
ſeme creeping Vermin upon ber Leggs, ſuch as Mice, Efts, frogs and ſuch like ; by which let ber | 
ſo frighted as to endeavour to get away by drawing ber Leggs and Thighs up to ber ; whereby all by 
Memiers and her whole Body way at once be contratted : by which means the Womb will return uns; 
071 place. 

" pred Luftanu: following Avenzozr relates the following Rory in the 66. Obſervation ofhis 
Second Book. Coming t04 woman ( ſaith he ) which had her omb fallen down the ſpace of ayer 
and an half, with extream bardneſs; it ſeemed very hard by reaſon of its ſtretching out to be reduced 
to its place ; eſpecially ſeeing Avenzoar ates, that this work muſt be done before the Womb be gromn 
bard. I deviſed many remedies for this Diſeaſe ; aftringent Inſeſſions, Peſſaries, Plaiſters, Cin- 
feftions, At laſt, having wraftied ſtoutly with the Diſeaſe,and could do no good, 1 berook my ſelf 
this firatagem. " 1 put Mice tied by the tailes, between the nomans Leygs. Which running #9 br 
Thighs, the woman was mightily frighted, and fortbnith ( a ſirange thing to ſee ) her Womb was redueld 
into its proper place. This done, T he Plaiſter againſt Ruptures being aid upon the Region of the Win 
and to Le Groyns, ſhe remained vs the time to come free from that Diſeaſe.” 

Before the Womb be repoſed in 1ts place, it muſt be anointed with the Mucilage of Comfey 
Roots, or with an infuſion of Gum Tragacanth, Then are pouders to be ſprinkled thereupon, which 
have no aſperity or ſharpneſs, leaſt they hurt the Womb or its Neck - butof quality rather glung 
than aſtringent or binding. Such an one may be thus made. 

T ale Frankinſence, Maſtich and Sarcocolla nouriſhed (that is, well Reeped ſo as to Crink up 3s 
much of the Milk as itcan hold ) with Bre/?-milk, of each one dram : Mummy, Gum-arabick, Acacia, 
Hypociſtis, of each balf a dram. Make all into 4 moſt fine Ponder, to be /} prink/ed a FE 

aid. 

The ſame Pouder may be applied in form of an Oyntment, if it be mixed with the aforeſaid muci- 
lages, or Oyl of Saint Johns-wort,or ſome other conſolidating thing. 

After the Womb is conveniently replaced, all art muſt be uſed toretain the ſame in its place, the 
woman lying in her bed , a little bendirg, with her Thighes gently ſtretched out and the one refling 
upon the other. And let her abide ſome daies in this poſture, and put in at the Water-gatealittle 
Wool, Cotton, or Spunge wet in harſh red Wine or in Roſewater wherein Acacia or Hypociſtis hath 
been difſolved. - 

Tofurther this Retention of the Womb in its place, Cupping-Glaſſes wth much flame are fit- 
quently to be faſtened under her Duggs and upon her Navi]. 

Likewiſe ſiveet favors are to be preſented to her Noſe, and ſinking things to be applied to her Ge- 
nitals, unleſs ſhe be ſubje& to fits of the Mother, 

Let the ſaid Parts be fomented with a Decotion of aſtringent things made in red Wine and the 
Water of a Smyths Forge. 

Alſo Pra&itioners uſe a Bath to fit in, made of the ſame DecoRtion. In which there needs cat- 
tion. Por it is to be feared, leaſt in that poſture, the VVomb ſhould again fall from its place, elpe- 
cially at the beginning, while the Diſeaſe is yet freſh. But when it hath held the Patient long, 
ſhe is provided of a convenient kind of Truſs, ſuch a Bath will do much good. 

After the ſaid Bath a Fumigation will likewiſe be very good, of Frankinſence, Maſtich, Sandarachy 
red Roſes: Others indeed do commend a Fumigation nl of ſalted Eel-skins. 

InjeCtions into the VVomb will work much more effe&tually than thoſe remedies which are oit- 
———— : they may be compounded of the Decodtion for the Famentation or Sitting B! 
aforeſaid. 

Oyntments and plaiſters will likewiſe be good in this caſe (ach as vvere deſcribed in the Immode- 
rate flux of the Courſes and in the V Vhites;and as ſhal hereafter be propounded to prevent _

The Retention of the Womd in its place may likewiſe be holpen, by aſtcingent and tire; otheur 4 
Medicaments taken in at the Mouth, And among the reſt, the following pouder frequently take 
ig very proper for this diſeaſe. 

Take Mullein tw3 drams : Myrtle Leaves, Garden Parſnep Seeds of each one dram : Shawings » 
Harti-Horny half a dram : Aſhes of Cockle-ſhels one aram : red \Cyral two drams : Make ail ints 6 
Poder. The Doſe is one dram with barſh red Wine. 

Touching theſe aftringent Medicaments both internal and external it is to be obſerved . that thev 
muſt be wanly uſed, if the womans courſes do ſtill low at their ſeaſons, leaſt they being tappref].d 
may cauſe more grievous Diſeaſes to follow, The beſt ſeaſon tor theſe Medicaments, 1s when the 
Patients courſes are palt. ; 

Theſe Remedies are to be continued twelve or fifteen daies together. Alſo care is at the ſame time 
tobe taken, that the Patient be neither coſtive nor looſe. For if the Excrements be h1rd, the womb 
jseafily thruſt out, by the Patients Raining at ſtool ; and a looſe Belly doth relax or flacken the 

s or Ligaments of the womb, 

While the foreſaid Remedies are uſed,ve muſt reſiſt the Antecedent Cauſe,by ſuch things as ſhall 

gout and Ciſcuſs thoſe legmatick Humors which relax and ſlacken the Ligaments of the Womb. 

And the firſt convenient Purgations mult be ordered ; which muſt not be violent in their operatioir 
1nd diſturbing, leaſt they caſt the Womb out of its place again, drunging abundance of Humors into 
thoſe parts. 

Kine allow of yomiting, becauſe it draws the Humors into the upper parts of the Body : and ir 
that reſpe&t it would be profitable, if it were not tobe teared in another regard : Namely., becauſe :t 
sperformed with great ſtraining, and drives the womb downiyards, as much as neezing. Yea, 2:d 
experience bath taught that nothing doth more effeCtually facilitate hard Travil, and bring the Child 
ſoonerinto the light, than a Vomit given to the Childing woman. 

After ſufficient Purgation,a Decoction of Guajacum 1s to be given three weeks together that every 
daythe Patient may ſweat in the morning, - And in the Evening let her Belly beneath the Navil be 
famented with a DecoCtion of Sage, Origanum, Marjerom,Thyme,Feaverfew,Tanfie, Worm-wood, 
Rye, red Roſes, Cyperus Roots, Calamint, Cypreſs Nuts, and the like fimples boyled in Smythes 
Forge-water and red Wine. After the Fomentation, the Fumigation and Liniment may be uſed 
which were before deſcribed. 

Inſtead of a Sweat-driver, or after the uſe thereof, Baths arifing from Sulphureons Mines, will be 
ſingularly profitable, ſuch as oar Balerucan Baths ; and experience hath ſheivn that many have been 
cured by ſuch Baths, 

And that a woman may be ſecure that her womb fall not down again, which it is very apt to do ; 
erifthere be no hope of a perfect cure let hr wear ſuch a kind of truſs as is called Hypocrates tus 
Gudle, Wherxeby women are ſo guarded and defended, that without fear of the falling down of their 
Wombs they may go about and do their daily bufinefles ; alſo their Womb is thereby defended fron 
the cold. They are made almoſt after the ſame manner, as truſſes that are uſed againſt Ruptures or 
Burſtenneſs. 

Peſfaries are likewiſe very profitable in deſperate fallings down of the Womb, which ſome do 
make of a g00d long piece of Cork covered over with Wax, Others make them of Wax alone,ſome 
round, others ſquare, triangular, oval or other faſhion ; which are conveied into the Cavity of the 
Womb, and are never taken out, but keep the Womb 1n its place ; ſo as the women, notwithftanding 
do all their uſual employments,conveniently are 1n joyed by Men in carnal conjunCtions,do conceive, 
carry their big Bellies, and bring forth. Which is confirmed with many Examples by Franciſcus 
Rrſſets in his Book entituled De Parts Ceſaren, Sed. 6. Chap. 5, and by Baubine in his Appendix 

to &oſſets, All which are tranſcribed word for word by Schenkias and Senneriu 11 their proper 


Chapters, where they are to be ſeen.

[roins that have their Wombs cloſed up are ſaid to be imperforated or unboared, like a Barre! 
of Beer that hath no hole to put 10 a Spigot. Now this Cloſure of the Womb is wont to be in 
three places; viz. In the inner Mouth of the Womb, in its Neck, and inthe outward mouth of the 
Womb next the Water-Gate. 

' CAUSES.) Itis cauſed, either inthe firſt formation of the Infant, when ſome Membrane 
is drawn before the mouth of the Womb, or its neck ; or by ſome precedent wound or Ulcer, which 
powing whole again, the parts of the neck of the Womb, or its lips come to be cloſed together ; or 
y Tumors ſhutting or topping up the inner Oritice; or by ſome comprefſion,ſtreightneſs, or d:ttor- 
tion, which hinders the mans Yard and Seed from going in,and the Monethly Porgrtions from cone 
Ot, & 6.0Y 
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DIAGNOSTICK.] This Diſeaſe is in parteafie, and in part hard tobe knovyn, 144, 
cloture or ſtoppage be in the outvvard Orifice of the Privity it 1s diſcerned by ſeeing and feeling. By 
if it be in the Neckor Mouth of the V Vomb, it is not diſcerned till the courſes begin to break our 
till the parties begin to addict chemſelves to generation. For vvhen the time of their monethly Pur. 
gations 15 come, pains and gripings are felt in the Region of the Womb at certain periods of time; 
vvith a ſence of vveight, y2t no flux of Courſes follovvs;the Conjecture vvill be more probable, if the 
Virgin be of a good habit of Body, not troubled vvith any Obſtructions, or CacheRtick diſpoſitia 
The Diſeaſe perſevering, their Wombs ſvvel, ſo that Maidens ſeem to be vvith Child , and ſometine 
their vvhole Body tvvels,vvhich likevviſe ſeems as it vvere black and blevy throngh the abundance

blood. But if the cloſure do poſſeſs the Neck of the Womb, it is perceived in the firſt Carnal Cop. 


junctions, becauſe it doth not admit the Mans Yard. | 

Laſtly, Ifthe Cloſure be in the Orifice or Mouth of the Womb, it is hardly diſcerned ; yer nyy i 
be in ſome meaſure perceived by the hand of a skilful Midwite ; and it gives ſome ſuſpition theregf 
when the mans ſeed doth preſently ſlip away, as ſoon as it 1s calt in. 

PROGNOSTIC R.] As forthe Prognoſtick. If the Cloſure be in the Orifice of the Pri. 
vity, it is eaſily cured, being opened by a ſlight Se&tion, But if it be in the inner parts, it is much 
harder to cure. 

Whenthe Paſſage is oe: ho with a Membrane, its more eafily cured, but when the cloſureis @y- 
ſed by a fleſhy matter, as it happens atter Ulcers, the Cure is more difficult. 

The Cloſure of the inner Orifice of the womd is incurable becauſe the Inſtruments of Chyruger 
cannot be applied to open the ſame. 

CUR ef The Cure of this Diſeaſe, becauſe it bzlongs chiefly to Chyrurgery, we ſhall dit. 
patch in fery words. 

If the Cloſure of the womb have been cauſed in the firſt formation, it is to be opened by cutting 
only. The manner of which cutting is largely deſcribed by Sennertms,in its proper Chapter, 

Bur if the Cloſure have been occaſioned by reaſon of an Ulcer, as it happens m the Whores Pax, 
it is to be conſidered, whether it be only 2n excreſcence of fleſh not wholly ſtopping the paſſage, o 
a perfe&t and entire growing together of the fides of the neck, or of the Lips. For, if fleſh only be 
grown up, endeavor muſt be uſed, convenient Evacuations being premiſed, -fir(t to prohibit the er- 
creaſe of that fleſh by drying and diſcuſſing Medicaments, then to diminiſh the ſaid fleſh by Medi 
cines of Frankincenſe, Birthwort, Bark of Frankincenſe, Roſes, Balauſtines, Maſtich, Mirrh, Aloes, 
and ſuch like. Which not doing the deed, we muſt come unto ſuch fleſh-conſumers as are leaf 


painful, as burnt Allum, Angaentam eAgyptiacumand ſuch like, And at laſt, if this will not conſume + 


, the fleſh, it muſt be cut of round abeut, with the ſame Inſtrument wherewith the ſuperfluous fleſh 
breeding in the Noſe, called Po/ypaz, is wont to be cut off. But if the neck of the womb be wholly 
grown together, we muſt try to renew the Ulcer, and with the foreſa1d Medicaments to remove th: 

ſuperfluous fleth. And if that cannot be, we niuſt undertake to cut it, in the very ſelf ſame manner, 

as We are wont to cure the natural coalition of the neck of the womb, 

If the paſſage of the womb be ſhut up by ſome Tumor,proper Remedies are tobe appointed there- 
unto ; ſuch as have been propounded in the Inflammation, Schirrhus, and Cancer of the womb, 

If it be cauſed by compreſſion of the neck ofthe wombyor of the inner mouth thereof,the compre(- 
fing cauſe is to be taken away, which may be divers, viz. A Stone in tne Bladder, a ſwelling in the 
freight Gut, Fatneſs of the Caul, the Legs or Thighs diſtorted , and going aſplay ; the Cure of 
which accidents ſee in their proper place, 

In Rreightneſs of the Paſſage, which is chiefly cauſed by hardneſs or dryneſs, we muſt work with 
things moiſtening, Emollient, and Laxative ; with Baths to fit in, Fomentations, Liniments, andPeſ- 
faries : and fo when the part is relaxed, a little pipe of Lead may be put in, or of white wax artificially 
contrived, and ſmeared with Butter, or ſome Emollient Oyl, which let her alwaies carry,. or at lealt 
mn the night when ſhe goes to bed, and in theday time, let a Pefſary conveniently made of Cotton 
be put in the place, being ſmeared with Oyntment of Marſh-Mallows, or ſuch like. 

In Diſtortion, the ſame Method of Cure, very near, is to be obſerved . and let the pipe be fo fra* 


med, that it may gently boiv the contrary way tothe diftortion ; and ſo the neck of the womb my 


dy littke and little be reduced to its due place.

His word Barrenneſs or Steri/ity, is not in this place taken in ſo ftri& a ſence,as to ſienifie only 
a total defect, and perfe& abolition of Conception ; But in a large and ample fignification, #0

CAUSE S.] Andthis Barrenneſs or Impotency of Conception is cauſed divers waies ; al; 
ahich for clearne(s ſake, we may reduce to four Heads, according to thoſe four Natural Operations 


which are required to perfe&t Conception, | | 
TheEirſt of which 1s, That the Woman in her Genial Embracements do conyemently receive the 


MansSperm into her Womb. | | 
The Second, That ſhe retain the ſame a convenient ſeaſon. 
The Third, That ſhe cheriſh and preſerve the ſame in her womb, 
The Fourth, That ſhe afford fitting Materials to form the Embryo or fic Conception, and duly ta 
ent the ſame, as need ſhall require. 
Hence Four Impediments of Conception do ariſe , viz. If the woman receive rot the Seed ; 1£ 
heretain it not ; Tf ſhe preſerve and cheruth it not ; If ſhe nouriſh it nor ſo as it encreaſe and 
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Peception of the Seed is hindered by many Cauſes ; by things Natural, things not Natural, and 
bythings Preternatural. Among things Natural hindering the Reception of the Sperm, in the firlt 

is reckoned, youngneſs of Age, in Which, by reaſon of the ſmalneſs and ſiraitneſs of the Genital 
Pans, the woman cannot receive the mans yard, or not without very great pain, which makes her 
worſe for Genial Embracements. The ſame effect is cauſed by over great Age, ſeeing that in elderly 
Virgins; the Genital Parts, through want of being exerciſed in aRions tending to Generation, do be- 
come withered, flap, and flaggy, and ſo ſtrait, that they cannot afterwards eafly admit a mans Yard. 
Likewiſe, all ſuch as are naturally lame, with diſtorted Legs, and their Crupper-bone depreſled, 
can hardly put themſelves into ſuch a convenyent poſture during the genial Embracement, as is 
neceffary that the Seed may be duly and rightly received. Hereunto add over great fatneſs, whici 
ſrraitens the Paflages of the womb, and by greatneſs of the Belly, hinders the right and fit Conjun- 
&ion of the man with the woman, And laſtly, a cold diftemper of the Womb, makes women dull 
and luftleſs,ſo that he enjoy no pleaſure(to ſpeak of)in the Genial Embracement or it is long before 
thep are provoked with defire ; ſo that the inner Orifice of the Womb is nat timely enough opened 
to teceive the Mans Sperm. 

Among things not Natural, Paſſions of the Mind hold the firſt rank, and eſpecially hatred between 
Man and Wife ; by means whereof, the Woman being averſe from this kind of pleaſure, gives not 
down ſufficient quantity of Spirits, vherewvith her Genitals ought to ſivel at the inſtant of Generation, 
tathervomb skipping as it were for joy, may meet her Husbands Sperm, graciouſly and freely re- 
ceive the ſame, and draw it into its innermoſt Cavity or Cloſet, and withall bedewy and. ſprinkle it - 
with het own Sperm, powred forth in-thatpang of Pleaſure, that ſo by the commixture of both, Con- 
cepton may ariſe. : : | | 

The things, Preternatural which can kinder the Reception of Secd, are certain Difeaſes incident 
to the Genital parts, or to ſach as border near upon themy as Tumors;Ulcers, ObſtruCtions, Altriti- 
ons, Shutting up, DiſtorGons, Stone in the Bladder, and- other ſuch like. 

TheSecond fault in Women, which hinder Conception,(viz. When the Seed is not retained,) de- 
pe0ds either upon the over great moiſture of the Womby, Namely, when the Womd. is filled with 
many Excrementitious Humors, by which becoming looſer and more: flaggy than is fit, it doth not 
lightly purſe and contra& it ſelf together, ſo as toretain the Sperm ; or the Orifice of the Womb is 
fo flack that it cannot rightly contra it ſelf to keep in the:Seed; which ghiefly 1s cauſed by Abortion, 
0 hard Labor in Child-birth,whereby the Fibres at the Womb are broken in pieces one from another, 
and they, and the inner Orifice of the womb over much flackened. And that ſame 1immoderats 
Moiſture may ariſe both from the proper: Conſtitution of the roman, and from external cauſes of 
aoiſture, ſuch as Baths, Idleneſs, moiſt Diet, and eſpecially from the Whites , which flux of Whites 
tappens very frequently, ſince the womb is as it vere the Common-ſhore, whereinto all the part$of 

the Body do diſcharge their Superfluities, {o that this is wont to be the .moſt frequent ang grdjnary 

le of 'Barrenneſs, | X 

The Third Cauſe hindering Conception, (viz. - When the Sperm is not ſufficiently nouriſhgd in 
the Womb, )depend upon ſuch things as are apt to corrupt the Seed, as every diſtemper of the womb; 
Namely, a cold diſtempet, which extinguiſheth the Seed; an hot diſtemper, which, diffipates the 
Pirits's a moiſt ditemper, which robs the Seed of its due thickneſs; and a dry diſtemper , conſumes 
and drinks up the Seed:and thus the Seed being by theſe diſtempers corrupted and degraded from its 
Mural Conſtitution, becomes unfit far Conception. To theſe Cayſes, Authors, do add Wirch- 
mafts, and Charms, by which all confeſs that Conception may be hindered. © Likewiſe external 
tings, as Mears and Poyſons may do as much, ſuch as are reckoned up by ;Authors, viz, Among 
Meas, Vinegar, Mint, Water-Creſles, Beans, and ſuch like : and among Poyſon, or at leaſt ſuch 
Wings as have a certain venemous property cauſingBarrenneſs, Tae Agate cr Jet, the'Mattix of'a 
: | (agat 
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Goat or Mule,Glow-worms, Saphires, Smaragds, and the like. And laſtly, Malignant and vere. 
mous Diſeaſes, may exccedingly corrupt the Seed, and render it anfit for Generation, as: the Car. 
ſumption,Leprous Infeftions, Whores-Pox,ftinking and cancerated Ulcers. 
The Fourth and laſt Cauſe of Barrenneſs,(viz, When the woman doth not vield convenient mar 
ter to form the Conception, and to augment the ſame,)depends upon a want of Seed and 
blood ; ſo over yong women and over old do not conceive, through want of both thoſe Matergls 
The Age of a woman fit for to conceive, is commonly determined to be from the fourteenth to the 
fiftieth year of her Age. Yea, and though thoſe forefaid Materials are not wanting, if yet they a: 
ill diſpoſed, they are not fit for Generation. And they may be ill diſpoſed through divers difte 
and other Diſeaſes ; likewiſe by reaſon of bad Diet, producing none of the beſt blood. $9 wane, 
which gorge themſelves with much raw fruit, and cold ſmall. drink, breed Wheyiſh blood unkt & 
Generation : yet we muſt needs confeſs, that ſome womer, have conceived who never had the; 
Courſes, as may. be colle&ed out of the Qbſervations of divers Authors; yet ſo much Menſtrual blood 
was colle&ed in thoſe women, as uſeth to remain over and above in ſuch as have their Courſes, though 
they had not ſo much as to cauſe their monethly Courſes. = 
To the Cauſes hitherto muſtered up, muſt be added a cerrain diſproportion or unſutableneg he: 
rveen the Mans Sperm, and the Womans, which makes they cannot be rightly mingled, nor conſpie 
tothe Joynt-inaking up of an Embrion or Rudimental Infant ; though there be in the mean while n 
ſenfible defeR, either inthe Man or Wite: And it ſometimes happens,thar the ſame man canhae; 
child by another woman, and the ſame woman by another man , whereas they have lived togethe 
in the married eſtate barren. It comes likewiſe to RR a woman ſhal live with a man for ten 
more years together, and not conceive with child, and afterward ſhall begin to conceive and hi 
forth : the Cauſe of which accident is,The mm of Temperature cauſed by years, whereby the See 
comes to have another temper, ſo that being before diſproportionate to the mans Seed,it comes by 
change of Age to be fitly rs thereunto. Now this diſproportion of Seeds,confifls hi 
herein, When men much exceedingi1n ſome quality belonging to their temper are joyned with wong 
which partake of the ſelf ſame excels, viz. When over hot men are joyned with over hot women,on: 
cold-men' with over cold women; for thoſe diſtemperatures can procure no mediocrity in the See, 
and other,cauſes neceſſary to Generation. Some fly likeviſe to occult or hidden qualities, whih 
make the Sperms to agree ot diſagree,though no exceſs of the firſt qualities cari be diſcerned. 
' To theſe, Authors add an hidden kind of Diſpoſition, which makes ſome women barren,thoughng 
manifeft cauſe of (ach Barrenefs appear in them, | |

: Andin the'firft place, Cauſes hindering Reception of Seed art not hard tobe diſcovered, being 
evident to gur very Sences. For tenderneſs of Age is eaſily obſerved, and fo is an over elderly fat 
of years; and the evil conftitution of thoſe parts which border upon the vyomb,as when womentzlt 
have crooked vvreathen Legs, bave their Cxupper-bone depreſt, or are over fat; - as for the cald 
diſtemper.of the vyomb, vve ſhalf treat of thatin our third rank of Cauſes. Hatred betvveen man 
and Wife is knovvn by relation of themſelves; or of thoſe that. live vvith them.  - Alſo the particalat

* Anhot Diſtemper is knovrn,by the manly and trong habit of the vvomans Body, ſuch as is ſeen! 
Viragoes and-Amazones ; by a ruddy countenance, black hair of the Head ard Eye-broyys ; a Gay 
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and manly voyce ; ſhe 1s frequently difpoted to be angry, over prompe to all kind of a&tions, her thirſt 
cannot be ſaushea, her Urine 1s yellow, her Courſes teiv, their colour is a dark red; their heat and 
actimony ſo great, that ofrcnumes they Exulcerate the ſecret Paſſages; their Privities itch, ad hey 
are prone to carual Embracements; hey are quick and ſudden in the voiding of their Seed, they have

Adry diftemper of the Womb is known by the {mall quantity of the Coutſes ; Drineſs;Itching,and 
choppings of the Mouth of-the Womb, hee excretion of Sperm 1in the Gemial Embracement; trouble 
aihog from over much carnal ConjunEion and Leanneſs, 

If the Seed be corrupted and Barreuneſs cauſed by VVitch-craft, all other ſigns will be abſent, 
which are wont to declare the Natural and manifeſt cauſes of Barrrenneſs. There will be likewiſe 
{ae alieriation of minds between the married Couple, of which neither of them can g1veany hard- 
ſome account ; Yea, and ſometimes they can both of them,but ſeldom ſhoot forth their Seed and that 
with Labor and Difficulty. = 

Diet or poyſons that extinguiſh Seed, if they have been taken in, we ſhall come to knowledge 
theresf, by diligent quettioning of the woman, and thoſe that are abouthher. 

And laftly Malignant Diieales, (uch are of power to extinguiſh the Sperm, as Leprous Mangi- 
neſs, the Whores-Pox, and 1uch like, are known by their proper figns. 

Thefourth Cauſe of Barrenneſs, which conſiſts in defe& or badneis of the Menſtrual blood, is 

known, firſt by the over great tatnelſs of the whole Body, to the Nutriment whereof the blood is carti- 
ed away, and conſumed, and 3s not allowed tor the nutriment of the child in the Womb, The fame 
Flikewiſe known by great Leanneſs of the Body,and extream flendernefs;for when thete is not blood 
enouÞh to nouriſh the Body, 1t can bardly-ſuperabound to'noariſh the Conception. 
| Andin a wort, All fuch things as confume, and much diminiſh the blood, if they have preceded, 
or beat preſent in the Patient, they fignifie want of blood in her body ; ſuch as are extream labors 
andpaiiis-raking, immoderate fitting up and watching, auſtere faſtings, large bleedings at Noſe or 
elevhere ; acute or chronical Feavers, Fiſtulous Ulcers, and Iflues that run much; 
- Sottterimes likewiſe, over great quantity of blood doth hinder the nouriſhment of the Seed, and of 
the Conception ; for the Seed is oppreſſed with ſo great plenty, and cannot exerciſe its formative 
faculty : which is went to happen 1n tull bodyed, and raddy women, ſuch as live a jovial life, and de- 
livhtmFeaſtmg,vhoſe Wombs alwayes-are bedabled with a continual moiſture. 

Nov the ill diſpoſition of the womans blood, may be known by the ill habit of her body,the color 
ofher Courſes, and other ftrange diſpoſitions, together with an ill Diet forgoing. 

. Thediſproportion of the Husband andthe Wites Seeds is hardly known; but if both of them be of 
a very-hot, or a very cold Conſtitution, we may conjeure, That the diſproportion ariſeth from thoſe 
ditempers ; if other moce manifeſt cauſes of Barrenneſs do not appear. 

Rb erharder ro diſcover that kind of Barrenneſs which depends of a certain hidden diſpoſition, 
nd manifeſt cauſes thereof appearing. Yet many Experiments are related by Authors, whereby to 

know whether a Woman be Naturally Barren, which though they carry no great certainty with them, 
yet ePhiyſitians neceffitated ſometimes to make uſe of them, in favor, of Princes and Nobles, who

* Brthe moſt frequent Cauſe of Barrenneſs is a cold and moiſt diſtemper of the whole Body and of 
the Womb, which 1s often accompamed with the Whites,whoſe particular Cure be muſt feeched from 
its proper Chapter. But the tollowing Medicaments may be peculiarly applied to theſe diftempers, 
wIuchby a diſcreet Phyſitian may be varied, ſoas to make them more heaung or drying, according as 
moiſture ſhall the more offend. 

And'in the firſt place flegmatick Humors abounding in the Body are to be evacuated by purging, 
Duretick and Sndorifick Medicaments: And certain Reyulſions are to be made, by Ifſues in the 
Amis, Neck, or Thighs.

For a Woman with Child'to be ſeized by an acute Diſeaſe, is deadly, Far 
the Diſcaſe have a Feaver joyned with it, there is a two-fold danger attending the fame (as 6 
fhews in his Commentary upon this Aphoriſm)one from the Feaver,which wall kill the Child 3anothe; 
from the flender Diet which 1s requiſite tothe Cure of the Feaver,but it is notſufficient to nouriſh the 
Infant in the Womb. Or if itbean acute Diſeaſe without a Feaver, asthe Falling-fickneſ, 
plexy, Univerſal Convulfionof the whole Body, the Mother and Infant cannotwithitand the yides 
of the diſeaſe,neither can they bear ſuch firong:Medicines as are requifiteto theCure of thoſe diſeaſe. 
Yet we muſt know that this Prognoftick is nor perpetually true. For we know by the Teftimonie,

So that if blood may ſobe taken away, as that the Infant ſhall not want its Nouriſhment, there wll 
be no danger of Abortion thereby. | 

Noyv ſo the caſe may ſtand : As firſt, In the firſt Moneths of a Womans Belly-bearing, while th 
Infant in the womb'is little, and wants but little Nouriſhmeitt, for then its Nourzhments by bleet 
ing will notbe drawn away, eſpecially if certain ſigns of ſuperfluity of blood be apparent in theMoti: 
So that from the firſt moneth to the fift, Blood-letting may be ſafely praiſed, But in the middle and 
laſt Moneths, greater circumſpeRtion is to be uſed,becauſe the Child being greater, and wanting more 

Nourſhment, cannot ſo ſafely admit of Phlebotomy. Howbeit, if the Woman abound with Blood, 

.and a ſmal quantity be taken away, ſhe may ſafely be let blood, becauſe hereby the Diſeaſes will > 

Allaied ; neither will ſo much Nutriment be thereby withdrawn fron the Child,as to cauſe Abortio!. 
But if it ſeem that Hypocrates thought otherwiſe, let us conſider that we let blood after a far other 
faſhion than the Antients did, they let blood by poninds, and we by ounces, The very truth is.ther 
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«no bettter Way fo preſerve women from Abortion, than by Blood-letting, hen it ſprings from over- 
much blood ftrangling the Intant, and over whelming the (ame, in ſuch women as have been accuſto- 
med out of their time of being with child to have a plentitul flux of Courſes for divers days together. 
Thus Perris Salinas Droer/ ua wm his 22. Chapter of his Book of particular Diſeaſes : 1 for my part 
ef (quoth he) that / have preſerved many women from Alornon , which they had often ſuffered, 
auly by letting them Lood 1n the firſt moneths of their being big. Neither mould 1 have it. thought, 
that no other kind of Blood-letring may be prattiſed in childing women, ſave that which ts [paring or 
mederate. For ſometimes plentiful Lieeding in the laſt moneth bath done very much good. And 1 
have ſometimes experienced this p/entifnl Blood-/etting in the laſt moneth, nhen the women with Child 
gere af flitted with a burning Feaver, and were full of b/o0d boping thereby an abatement of the Feavers, 
and an baſtening of the Birth, botb which 1 oltained by Blood-letting , and ſaved beth Child and 
Mather in danger of death , by this ouly Remedy. Which Leing in ſome Patients emitted , and 
neglected by Phyſitians, minding more the words of Hypocrates , than the mattrer it ſelf, hath leen 
the cayſe r hat both Child and Mother bath miſerably periſhed , being ſtrangled by the plenty and 
favency of blood. SO far Salim. Amatis Lnſitanns, mn his 57. Cure cf his 1. Seton, let a wo- 
man'with Child of ezghteen years of Age, Blood,in the fixth moneth four times with happy ſucceſs, 
ſhe being in a burning Feaver, And Rodericus 4 Caſtro in his third Book of Womens Diſeaſes, 
Chap, 21. writes, that he let a Woman of Lisbon blood, who had a Pleurifie in the eighth moneth, 
and was given over for deſperate by other Phyfitians, four times and no leſs, one after another,and ſhe 
tecovered, and had a healthy Boy. And to conclude, If1 may freely relate ſomewhat from mine ovvn 
Eperience, I will ſet dovvn the follovving Hiſtory, which is a rare one, and worthy to be regarded. 
TheWife of Joha Vicules, Citizen of Montpelier, bad three Miſcarriages one after another at [e- 
peral times of ber being mith Child : When ſhe was the fourth time mith Child, about the end of the 
ſeed moneth, ſhe mas taken with the ſame pains of ber Belly and Loyns, which had been the uſual 
fare-ranners of her furm:r Miſcarriages. 1 being called to her, aud conſidering ſhe mas a Sangaine Wor 
wan, «pd full of Blood, preſently cauſed four ounces of Blood to be tak: n from her, and within half an 
hh aforeſaid pains quite ceaſed, and the Woman was ſo well that ſhe mould not uſe thoſe other 
Mediciges , which I preſcribed for ber to prevent Abortion. Novy thoſe Symptoms appeared in the 
elf ame time, , vvherein ſhe was wont to have her courſes, vyhen ſhe was not vvith Child. Again 
inthe third moneth of her being with Chuld, at the ſame period of time, the ſame Symptomesreturn 
upogher: She ſending for me, defires I-yvould order her to be let blood, ſeeing the moneth preced- 
ingſhe had found.ſo ſudden help thereby. I conſent, and the is again let blood, vvith like good ſuc- 
ceſsas before. , In 11ke manner in her tourth, fifth, fixth, ſeventh and eighth moneths the ſame 
Symptoms returning, in their juſt dances of time, ſhe vvas again let Blood and preſently recovered. 
Thelaft of her bleedings- vvas but eight days before the beginning of her ninth moneth, vvith like 
ovjak before.; ' and about the end of the ninth moneth the ſaid vvoman brought forth a live Male- 
ckant Luſty. -- 1; - : 

Yal would not have a young Phyfitian moved with theſe examples be too bold in letting yvomen 
bloodin their laſt moneths of being vvith Child. But the Nature of the diſeaſes and of the vvomen 
miſt be diligently conſidered, thax Medicaments may be conveniently ſaited thereunto. Alvvayes 
rexfembring that fins of omiſſion.are lighter than fins of commiſſion, and that it is bexter in a doubtful 
caſeto fall ſhort, than co outpaſs the due and fitting bounds. Yet when he finds the evident indicati= 
of Blood-letting,let him boldly draw Blood, firſt enforming the by-ſtanders or friends of the fick; 
there is more danger of abortion , and of the death of Infant and Mother from the Cruelty of the Di» 
leaſe, than from Blood-letting :. and-always remembring that but little blood be taken away, that the 
Child may not miſs of its nouriſhment. And if plenty of blood require a larger quantity to be taken 
may, let it be Jone at divers times and not all at once,, 

Wherefore the\fdrefaid Aphorifno Zypoceares does not abſolutely forbid the opening of a 
Vein, but only warnes that Phyſitians be wary what they do_ in that kind, Which is elegantly 
delivered by Cornelixs Ce/ſms in the 10;Chipter of his'2.

of the Wemb,*and is excluded by way of the monethly Courſes, and brings away the Child m_ 
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Defect of Humors fitting to Nouriſh, ſprings from ſuch Cauſes, which are able to draw the Nou- 
ciſhment from the Child, as taſting, whether voluntary or forced ; as when women with Child loath 
all kind of Meat,or vomit it up again ; a thin diet in acute diſeaſes,immoderate bleeding by the Noſe, 
Hemorrboids, Womb, or by immoderate Phlebotomy. Whereupon Hypocrates in Aphor, 34- 
SR, 5. If a woman with Child go very much to ſtool, it is to be feared that ſhe will Miſcarry. 
Hereunto may be referred extream leanneſs of the whole body, wherein there is not Blood enough to 
nouriſh the Infant. Of which,  Hypocrates in Aphor. 54. Se&. 5. Speaks thus. Women with 
Child being very lean, not by natwe, but aceident, as famin, long-ſickneſs, &C. they Miſcarry, anti! 
key gr their fiſh again. bi 

In reſpe& of the Child, Abortion may happen, if it be over great, ſothat it cannot by reaſon of 
its bulk be contained in the Womb ; hence it falls often out that little Women miſcarry eſpecially 
if they be married to Men Bigger than ordinary whoſe Children grow very great, and find not inthe 
ok place large enough to contain them, till they come to their pertect growth. Which made 
Hypecrates ſay 1n his Book of Superfaetation. If any Woman conceive frequently, and do daly and at 
arertain period of time Miſcarry, 4s in her ſecond, third or fourth moneth, or latter ; the norrowneſs 
of her Womb is in fault, which is not able to contain the Child as it grons great. Alto plurality of 
Children may cauſe Abortion,as when two or three or more are contained in the Womb at one time ; 
for then the Womb over loaden excludes the Children before the fittime : which is the cauſe 
that Women often Miſcarry of twins. Alſo the dead Child is to be reckoned amone the 
cauſes of Abortion ; for as ſoon as the Child is dead , Nature doth forthwith ſet her ſelf to caſt if 
forth. 

Abortion happens in reſpe&t of the Womb it ſelf, if it be not of largeneſs and capacity enough 
ſufficiently to widen it ſelf according as the Child grows, as was ſhewed above out of Hypocrates. 
Asalſo it there be any thing preternatural in the Womb, as an Inflammation, a Schirrhous Tumor,an 
Inpoſthume and very many diſeaſes beſides, And finally if the Wombbe overmoiſt and ſlack, that 
it canot contain the Child ſo well as it ought to do. 

Inreſpes of the Mothers Diſeaſes, Abortion comes two ways, Firſt of all, when her diſeaſes 
ge communicated to the Child, whereby it is killed, or ſo weakened that it cannot receive due 
nouriſhment nor growth , ſuch are continual and intermitting feavers, the Whores-Pox and ma- 
nyſach like. Secondly, when the ſaid diſeaſes ot the Mother, do cauſe great evacuations or great 
commotions of the Body, large bleedings, trom what part of the Body ſoever, fluxes of the Belly, - 
grievous ſyoonings, Falling-fickneſs, Vomiting and Tena/mm | that is perpetual going to the ſtool : 
add voiding nothing but a httle flime] which above all other Diſeaſes is wont tocauſe Abortion, be- 
caſe by that frequent and almoſt continual endeavor of going to ſtool, which perpetually attends 
ths diſeaſe, the Muſcles of the Belly are perpetually contracted, and do more compreſs the Womb 
than the Rireight Gut upon which the Womb reſts ; which continual compreflion or {queezing of the 
VVemb, doth at laft cauſe Abortion. | 

External Cauſes which further Abortion, do ſome of them kill the Child, others draw away its 
nouriſhment, and others difſolve thoſe bands wherewith the Child is faſtened to the V Vomb. 

The Child is killed by grievous corfimotionsof mind, as Anger, Sadneſs, Terror,c4c. Meates 
eanefily longed for and not obtained, Rtrong purging Medicaments, ſuch things as provoke tife 
Courſes, ſuch things as drive forth the Child ; ſuch things as are reckoned by a ſecret property to de- 
froythe Child in the VVomb ; abominable ſmels, eſpecially the tiak of a Candle ill put our. 

'The Child is deprived of its nouriſhment, by the Mothers beivg famiſhed, and by immoderate 
-w of her Blood, eſpecially when the Child is big. As Hypocrares teaches in Aphor. 60.

And if ſo be that pure Blood, or ſuch as is Wheyiſh, or water flowing fop 
the Womb, do follow the aforeſaid pains and endeavors of coming out; it ſhews that Abortion is hard 
at band, and that the Veſſels and 'Membranes of the Womb are broken, and the mouth of the Womb 
open.

mon. may be added what Hypecrates teacheth us in the ſecond Bobk of Popular Sickneſſes, 
Text 17. That if after violent external Cauſes, ſuch as are a blow, a tall, and ſuch like, vehemey 
pain, and perturbation ariſe.in a V Voman with Child, ſhe ſucdenly (or at moſt the ſame day) wi 
carries ; bat if the external cauſe were weak, the Abortion may be deferred till the third day, which 
being once over, there is no longer danger of Abortion, becaule ſuch wounds and hurts arewonty 
grow well again upon the third, or at moſt, the fourth day, or very much tobe mitigated and affivag- 
ed ; whereupon the Child is again confirmed in the Womb and retained. Which Precept is of grex 
moment in the PraRtice of Phyfick, that Women ith Child being hurt by ſome external accideny, 
ſhould keep their bed for three days or longer, anduuſe ſuch Remedies as prevent Abortion. 

PROG NOST ICK. | The Prognoſtick of Abortion may be divers, afterthis manner : 

Women are-tnore endangered by Abortion, than by due and timely Child-birth, becaute it is more 
violent,and unſeaſonable; for as in ripe Fruit, the Stalks are looſened from the Bonghs, and the frut 
Falls of it ſelf; fo ina Natural Birth, the Veſſels and Ligaments wherewith te Child is tiedt 
the Womb, are looſened and untied as it 'were of their own accord, which in cdſe of Abortion tuft 
needs be violently broken aſunder. : 

Very many.women become Barren by their Miſcarriage, by reaſon of thoſe exceeding rendings 
and tearings hich do wholly overthrow the diſpoſitions ofthe Womb.

The Cure of Abortion conſiſts in Preſervation, for that which'is paſt cannot be helped. But 
He Symptoms which follow Abortion, are the ſame which accompany women duly brought. to _ 
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The Preſervation from Abortion hath tvo principal Points or Heads : The one concerns the woman 
tefore the be with child : The other when ſhe is with child, 

Before the woman 1 with child, all evil diſpoſitions of body which are wont to cauſe Abortion. 
muſt be removed : as tulnels of blood, badnels ot Humors, and peculiar Diſeaſes of the Womb,viz . 
Diftempers, Swellings, Ulcers and (uch like. 

Fulneſs of Blood opens the Veins of the Womb, or {trangles the Infant while it is in the Womb. 
Thisif it be a pure and fimple Plenitude, may be cured by Blood-letting, ſuch as ſhall anfiyer the 
quantity of blood ſuper-abounding. | 

But badneſs of Humors 1s either cholerick and ſharp, fo as to open the Orifices of the Veins, or 
by provoking Nature to ſtir up the expulſive faculty, whereby the child comes to be expelled with 
thoſe evil Humors ; or by reaton of plenty of Excrements heaped rogether in the firſt Region, and 
diſtending the belly, it ſuffocates the Child ; or it vitiates the blood in the whole habit of the Body, 
zendring ac unfit to nouruh the child, or 1t fills the Veſlels of the Womb, which retained the child; 
ll of thme and ſnot. TS 

This Badneſs of Humors may likewiſe be holpen by blood-letting, but it muſt be in a leſſer 
quantity, ſeeing the principal ſcope of the Cure, 1s by frequent Purgations, to take away the ſuper- 
tluous Excrements of the Body. And in the ſpaces berween Purge and Purge, ſuch things muſt be 
uſed, as help the diſtemper of tne Bowels, mitigate the ſharpneſs of Humors it there be any,or thick- 
eathc ſaid Humors, in caſe they be too thin, Or if flegmatick Humors are toorife, they muſt be 
diſcuſſed by Sweat-drivers, Piſs-drivers, and other Remedies. Howbeit we muſt diligently obſerve, 
that whatever ill Humor abounds. Iflues are wonderful profitable to prevent Abortion : of which 
Zan Luſitanm gives 2 ſpecial note, in theſe words : By moſt happy Experiments I have «bſer- 
ved, That frequent Abortion cauſed by corrupted Humors wbich flow from the whole body to the Womb, 
and by their evil diſpoſition or abmndance do kill the Child, is hereby as by a maſt preſent help prevented. 
Many nomen did miſcarry upon thu very account, among nhich ſome baving often times brought forth 
a Child of ſeven moneths or four monetbs gronth, but torn and putrified, could no other means be freed 
frm ſo great a Calamity, ſave by 1 ſues made in their Arms and T highs, which mere alwaies made 
# the beginning of the fluxion ; by nhich means they went out their time, and brought forth Children 
healthy, and not defiled with any Infett ion. 

The peculiar Diſeaſes of the Womb, as great Moiſture, Swellings, Ulcers, and ſuch like muſt 
de cured by their proper Remedies deſcribed inthe Chapters which treat of them, 

In Women with Child, if the ſame Cauſes be preſent as in other women, the difficulty is yet great- 
et, becauſe big-bellied women cannot o eafily bear all kind of Remedies. Yet, leſt being deſtitute 
ofall telp, Mey ſhould remain in extream danger of Miſcarriage and Death, ſome kind of Remedies 
are tobe uſed, 

In caſe therefore the Patient be too full of Blood, ſhe muſt have a Vein opened, thongh with 
child, eſpecially in the firſt moneth , and that the ſecond and third time, if need be. Always re- 
memring that there never be much blood taken away at a time. Of which kind of bleeding we have 
diſcourſed more at large, in the foregoing Cure. 

And when there is an abundance of ſome very bad Humors, gentle Purgations mult be reiterated, 
eſpecially in the middle moneths of a womans being with Child, And if a moiſt, Rheumatick, Snotty, 
or indy diſtemper do annoy the Patient, we may ſometimes proceed to a Sudorifick Diet, at leaſt a 
gentle one, in the ſtronger ſort of Women, 

Meanwhile, in the whole courſe of being with Child, aftringent and Rtrengthening Medicaments 
aetobe uſed, ſuch as have a vertue to hinder Abortion, Many of which have been deſcribed in our 
Chapter of immodergte flux of the Courſes ; whereunto theſe following may profitably be added.

Neither muſt we omit ſuch things which are accounted by a ſecret property of their Nataretore- 
tain a Child in the Womb ; as an Eagle-ſtone worn about the Neck, a Load-ftone applied tothe 
Navil, Corals, Jaſpers, Smaragds, Bones found in the Harts of Stags, and ſuch like, womunds 
the Arm-pits, or hanged about the Neck. 

Z arntuus Luſitanus in Obſ.152. of the Second Book of wonderful Cures commends a Girdle made 
of the Hide of a Sea-Horſe and if thatbe not to be had, he ſaith a Wolfs Skin may profitably beud 
inſtead thereof. 

And that the ſucceſs of theſe Medicaments may be happy, the Patient muſt be enjoyned to reſt and 
keep her ſelf as quiet as poſſible the can, both in her Body and Mind , alſo to abſtain from Genial 
Embracements, Which do vehemently towze and diſquiet the Womb, Fer while the Womb opens 
it ſelf to comprehend the Mans Sperm, with which it 1s exceedingly delighted, it drives forwards the 
lately conceived Child, not yet throughly faſtened in the Womb, 

But if notwithſtanding the Medicines aforeſaid, by reaſon of the vehemency of the Cauſe, yhe- 
ther ir be internal or external, the Patient be ready to Miſcarry, we muſt apply our ſelves todothe 
beſt vecan, with theſe following Remedies. And in the brſt place, ſo ſoon as pains and throws ſhall 
be perceived in the lower part of the Patients Belly towards her Share, in her Loins, and aboutthe 
Os ſacrum, we muſt ſeek to allay and ſtop them, both by things given in, and ontwardly applied, 
according to the variety of Cauſes. For if Aboxtion be ng by Crudities and Winds (which 
moſt uſual when it begins from an internal Cauſe) a Pouder muſt be given, compounded of Aron 
ticum Roſatum, and Coriander Seeds : Yea, we may give ofthe Aqua Imperial, if the quantity 0 
flegm and wind be very great. 

At the ſame time let Carminative, or Fart-forcing Medicaments be applied helow the Patients 
Navill : ſuch are bags of Annis ſeed, Fennel ſeed, Parnugreek ſeed, Flowers of Chamomel, Elder, 
Roſemary and Staxchados mingled _—_— - Or x Roſe Cake fried in a Pan with rich Canary, and 
ſprinkled with Pouder of Nutmeg and Coriander,or the Caul of a Wether newly killed,or his Lug 
la:d on warm, 

If with theſe means the pains ceaſe not, let a Clyſter be caſt in made of Wine and Oyl, wheren 
todrams of Phi/onium Romanam may be diſſolved, or Narcoticks may be given inwardly in a ſmall! 
Doſe to allay the violence of Humors and Winds as we are wont to do in pains of the Cholick, 

But if by reaſon of contumacious pains that will not be afſwaged, or of the violence of ſome extet 
nal cauſe, blood begin to come way, Revelling Medicines are to be applied, to withdraw the cou: 
of the blood from the Womb : ſuch are, Rubbings of the upper parts and painful bindings ; av 
Cupping-Glaſles faſtened to the Shoulder-blades, under the Dugs, and under the ſhort Ribs on dot" 
fides. Yea, and if the Woman be full of Blood, it will not be amiſs to take ſome blood from he 
both when ſhe begins to void blood, and eſpecially before it begins to come ; and the blood mult * 
taken aivay at ſeveral times, a little at once, A 
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Ind if all this will not ſuffice, but the Flux of blood continues we muſt proceed to aſtringent and 
thickening Diet, and Medicaments ; and ſo the Pouders and EleQuaries formerly deſcribed, may be 
,dminiftred. Alſo Juyce of Plantane new drawn, and Syrup of Poppies to the quantity of an ounce, 
with Pozder of Bole-Armenick or Dragons-blood. | 

Alſo outwardly may be uſed Fomentations binding and ftrengthening, made of Pomegranate peels, 
Cypreſs Nuts, Acorns Cups, Balauſtins, Grape-ſtones, and ſuch like things boyled in Smiths water,

"Toe two eloging Medicaments are accounted for ſecrets, and it is beleeved they will certainly 
told the Child in the Womb, if they be uſed before it be looſned from the Wombs Veſſels.

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YArd Travail in Child-bearing, is ſuch as keeps not the due ordinary Laws of Nature, taking up 
longer time than ordinary and accompanied vvith more vehement pains than are uſual, and 
other more grievous Symptoms. 

CAUSES.) Divers Cauſes hereof may be aſſigned and both internal and external, The in- 
ternal depend either of the Mother, of the Womb, or of the Child. 

Inteſpe& of the Mother, Travail vvith child may become fore ard hard,by the yveakneſs of her Bo- 
dy, either Natural, or in regard of Age, as in very young and very antient Women, or in regard of 
Diſeaſes vvherevith the vvoman vvas troubled during the time of her going vvith Child,or is ſtill trou= 
bled. Hereunto alſo leanneſs, and over great dryneſs of the vyhole body, may be added ; as alſo 
over fatneſs, and groſneſs compreſling and ſtraitering the paſſages of the Womb , ill ſhape of ſuch 
bones as border upon and embrace the Womb, as in ſuch as limp, wind ſtretching the Guts ; a fone 
or preternatural Tumor poſſeſſing the bladder, and preſſing the Womb ; and the ll conſtitution of 
the Lungs, and other parts ſerving for Reſpiration, becauſe holding the breath is very neceſſary ta 
exclude the Child | 

Inreſpe& of the Womb, divers Diſeaſes thereof may cauſe a fate Labor, as Swellings, Ulcers, 

ions, Aſtriftions, Stoppages arifing from preternatural Cauſes. 

InreſpeR of the Child, Hard Travail is cauſed, when there is ſome fault therein, in reſpe& of 
is ſubſtance, its quantity, its Figure, and certain things thereunto belonging. 

The Child is faulty in regard of ſubſtance, when it 15 dead or putrified, or ſome ways infected, or 
neakened with ſome Diſeaſe,ſo that it hath no ability to contribnte to. its own excluſion. 

Integard of quantity likewiſe, the Child doth not further its own Birth, which is either diſcrete 
& ſevered quantity, or concrete and joyned ; the former is called Number, the latter Magnitade. In 
regard therefore of continued quantity, the child is faulty, if the Body or Head of it be over great ; 
Which makes the Birth therof become difficult and laborſome ; in regard of the disjoyned quantity 
of the child or burden, labor becomes difficult, as when there are more than one in the Womb - fothe 
Birth of Twins is more painfull than of a fingle Child for the moſt part. 

In reſpe& of the Figure or Scituation of the Child in the Womb difficult Travail happens many 
Ways ; a8 when the Child endeavors to come forth with its feet or its hands foremoſt, or puts ont one 
= only, or one foot ; or when it endeavors to come forth doubled, with its breech, or its belly 
VISMoIr, 

In 
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' In regard of the Childs Adjundts or certain things belonging to the Child, difficulty of Travail 
happens, when thoſe membranes which encloſe the Child are more thin than Ordinary fo that they 
cometo break ſooner than they ſhould ; whence follows an over quick effuſion of the Waters cor; 
teined therein, whereupon the mouth of the Womb remaines dry at the time of the excluſion of the 
Infant.; or where the foreſaid Membranes, are more thick and compa than ordinary,by which means 
the Child is hardly able to break tem. | 
External Cauſes depend upon things AR gn things contingent:the things neceſſary are ſuck 
as Phyfitians commonly call res zon Natarales, things not Natural. So a cold and dry Ar, and the 
Northern-wind are very hurtful to women in Travail, becauſe they ſtraighten the whole body, drive 
the blood and ſpirits inwards, and prove very deftru&ive to the Infant coming forth of ſo wan; 
face as the Womb. Alſo air more hotthan ordinary diflipates the ſpirits and exhauſts the frength 
both of Mother and Child, eafily introducing a feaveriſh Inflammation into a Body repleniſhed kn 
ill Humors, and exagitated. | 
Meates raw and hard to digeſt, or of an aſtringent quality, taken in large Quantity before the 
time of travail, may render the ſame laborious, the Romach being weakned and the common paſſzge; 


ſtopped, which in this caſe ought to be very free and open, _ 
Sleepyneſs and Sottiſhneſs do (lacken the endeavors both of the Mother and the Child, and ſhe 


nature to be weak, 

Unſeaſonable Rtirring of the woman doth much delay the Birth of the Child, when as ſhe refuſes 
ſtand, to walk, lie down, or to fit upon the Midwifes ſtool, as need ſhall require ; or when ſhes 
unduly agitated to and fro ; whence it comes to paſs that the Child cannot flue in a fitting Poſturs 
or looſes the good poſture it had, by reaſon of the Mothers undue and diſorderly moving ter 
ſelf. 
The retention of Excrements at the time of Travail, as of Urine diſtending the Bladder , of har 
Excrements in the ſtreight Gut, andHemorrhoids much ſwelled do (iraiten the neck of the Wonh, 


and divert Nature from her endeavor of expelling the Child, 
And in a word, vehement Paſſions of mind, as Fear, Sadneſs, Anger, may very much encreaſethe 


difficulty of Child birth. : 

To things contingent are referred Blows, Fals, Wounds, which may very much hinder the Birth: 
hereunto likewiſe appertain the parties aſſiſtant in time of Travail to help the laboring WOrman viz, 
ſtrong women and maid{Servants, which may lift her up and ſupport her when ſhe is in her labors,and 
eſpecially anexpert Midwife, which ought to mannage the whole Buſineſs, For if the Midwiker 
is her office, it 1s wont to cauſe difficulty of Birth. For ſometimes the Midwives do over ſoon exhar 
the Childing Women to hold they breath and to Rrain themſelves to exclude their Child, whilethe 
bands which faſten the Child to the Womb,, are as, yet unlooſed ; by which, means, the Rrength « 
the Woman is waſted before. hand, which ſhould have been reſerved to.the juſt time of her Tranail, 
Yea, and the truth is, while the  Midwifes do overſcon perſivade the Childing Women, that the time 
of their Travail-is at. hand, they bend'all their ttength to exclude the Child, and oftentimes violently 
break thoſe bands with'which the Child-is faſtened, and caſt themſelves into no ſmall Jeopardy, 

DIAGNOSTICK.] © Hard Trayail is known both by the Childing Woman, and bythe 
aſſiſtants, but eſpecially by the Midwife. And in the firſt place, if the Woman continue a longer 
time than ordinary in her Labors as two, three, four or more days : whereas a truly natural Chuld- 
birth ought to be accompliſhed within the ſpace of twenty four Hours. Again, it js a Sign of an haid 
Labor, if the Womans pains be weak, and are long before they return, an41if herpains are more 
about her Back than Privities. Amgdthe-Canſes of hard Travail, axe known by relation of the Child- 
ing woman, and are for the moſt part: evidently;to he ſeen.; /$0:the weaknelis of a woman, her or 
leanpeſs, or over fatneſs, is perceived by the habit, 'of her-Bddy; Diſeaſes of the Womb are knom 
by their proper Signs. The Childs weakneſs15 known by its, weak. and flow moving it ſelf, But 
the Signs of- adead Chitd-ſhallbe:declared/in the next Chapter. "The greatneſs of the Child may be 
gathered from the Rature of the Parents, efpecnlly when a Big-Bodied man; is matched with a little 
Woman. - But when there'are none of theſe Signs, and the woman labors toutly, and the Child ftus 
and makes its wvay ſufficiently, and yet the Travel is hard and painful , it is a token that the ſecundine 
or. After-birth'is ſtronger than ordinary, :and can hardly be broken, which conjecture is more probable 
ifino Water or moiſture come from the Woman during her. Labors. The diſorderly poſture ofthe 
_ is perceived: by the: Midwife , and other Cauſes are viſible to the Eye , as we ſaid be- 
ore.

Although 
tusremedy be never uſed by our Practitioners, and it ſeems much to be feared, becauſe in Travail 
nolhing 1s {@ needful as ſtrength, which may be weakned by Blood-letting : Yet if difficult, Tra- 
wal do ariſe from fulneſs of Blood, which Hypocrares doth infinuate in theſe words, where he 
ayes, If the #/0man be young and inthe prime of her ftrength, and very full of Blood ; there is no 
geſtion, but bleeding may be very profitable, becauſe the Veins deing very full of blood, are wont to 
make all other inward paſlages of the body more ſtrait, Whence it comes to paſs, that in pains of 
the Store in the Kidneys,the like Blood-letting doth often work wonders, and facilitate the expulfion

Hovvbeit, ſeeing this Operation is very dangerous and tertible, it ought ſeldom or never pratticd 
by a diſcreet Phyſitian, that vyonld preſerve his ovvn reputation. 


Chap. 19 Of a Dead ( hild. 


N ſore Travail of Child-birth by reaſon of great and long Labor, the Child is oftentimes killed, 

and ſometimes before a yvomans pains come upon her,the Child happens to die through ſome pre 
ternatural accidents, ſuch as thoſe vyhich are vyont to cauſe Abortion ; and if it hathnot attainedy 
the dne time-of Natural Birth it cauſes Abortion, but if it have, it cauſes an hard and fore Travail, be- 
cauſe in a due and natural'Birth, both the Mother and the Child ought to joyn their Forces, tobxing 
it from the Dack Dungeon to the Liberty of Day. 

CAUSES.) Allfſuch things therefore vyhich cauſe difficult Child-Birth being in ageater 
and more grievous degree, are of povver to kill the Child. But eſpecially the Child 1s vyonttobe 
kil'd, if it come in ſo untovvard and prepoſterous a Figure, that it can by no means be brought fort 
in that manner neither can the Midyvife or Chyrurgion.dravv it forth, or reduce it to a better poſture 
For vvhile ſticking thus in the mouth of the yvomb, it truſtrates all the endeavors of the Mothe: ftain- 
ing her ſelf to exclude it , it comes to pals, that in thoſe ſtrainings, various motions and compreſſors, 
ſometimes both Mother and Child, ſometimes the mether alone and ſometimes the child alone doth 
die.It is to be admired vvhich Fabricizs Hildanwa vvrites, touching tyvvo vvomen vyhich died through 
hard Labor, in vvhom their vyombs vvere found broken a ſunder and the Heads of the Infantsin then 
Mothers Bellies. By which vve may gather, hovy ſtrongly a luſty Child doth Labor to vyorkit elf 
out of the mothers vvomb. | 

DIAGNOSTICK.] A Dead Child is knovvn, vvhen the motion therof ceaſerh, which 
either the mother did feel, or the midyvife perceive by her hand laid on, or either yvarm and fireny- 
thening things vvhich vere vront to avvaken and rouſe up the povvers thereof vyhen they vere 1 
ſlumber or Rupified. Alſo the mothers find a greater ſenſe of vveight, vvith vvhich and pain of the 
Belly they are troubled : vyhen they turn from one fide to another they perceive the child to roul rem 
one fide to another like a Stone, The lowerpart of their 'Belly feels very cold, the native heat being 
extinguiſhed and thoſe ſpirits diſſipated, which were formerly in the Child ; their Eyes become wvl- 
foiv and. tronbled : their” Face: and Lips pale 3 their extream parts appear cold and of a Leaden- 
color : their Dugs become flap and flaggy, and at length, when the Child rots, ſtinking moiſtures 
flow fr6im the Womb, like water and blood : their belly is blown up with vapors aſcending thereunto: 
a filthy ſmell,and Rinking Breath comes both out of the Mouths of ſuch women and from their whole 
Bodies. © If the After-Burth be excluded before the Child,it is a certain token that the Child is dead 
in the Womb. | D 

PROGNOSTICK:) As tothe Prognoftick. A Child dead in the Womb is a very &- 
ceeding dangerous thing, and if be not timely voided forth it is wont to cauſe Feavers, Faintm$), 
Dead-ſleeps, Convulfons and death it ſelf. Te. po 

Yet ſometimes a Child dead in the Womb may be kept a long time,as appears by many ſtories it-

of the fame Signs, with the like Diſeaſes in Women which are not with Child, and in men. So that 
we ſhall refer the Reader for the Theory of theſe Diſeaſes, to their proper Chapters. 

DIFFERENCE.}] Novv theſe Acute Diſeaſes are for the moſt part continual Feavers, both

Yetthere is a peculiar ſort of Feaver, which befalls altttoſt all Wamen in Child-bed,which is call- 
edby thein the Feaver of their Milk, which is wont to befall them about the third or fourth day after 
they are brought to bed, when their mulk begins to encreaſe in their Breaſts ; and it ariſeth from the 
reflux of the blood frem the Womb to the Dugs, and the motion and agitation thereof, Which kind 

ofFeaver is reckoned among the Diary Feavers of the longeſt durance ; neither needs it any Medi- 

cine, becauſe within three or four dayes, viz. about the ninth after her delivery, it is fiuſhed b 

ſeat, It is diſtinguiſhed from putrid Feavers,becauſe commonly it ſeizes the Woman aboutthe found 

Gy after her being delivered, and her Dugs begin tobe filled with milk, and to be troubled with 

hardneſs, pain and heat ; with heat and heavineſs in her Back and Shoulders ; alſo her Child-bed Par- 
KAtionsflow duly, which ſeldomis ſeen in putrid Feavers. 

CAUSES.]' Now putrid Feavers do befall Women in Child-bed from three cauſes, viz. Sup- 
preſſion of their Child-bed Purgations or diminiſhing, by the heaping together of bad Humers during 
Qe time of their Belly-bearing,which were agitated by their Labors, or by Errors in their Diet. Some 
dd ittinoderate Flux of the Child-bed Purgations, which is rather a fign of the ſecret badneſs of hu- 
lors cauſing the Feaver, but cannot be it ſelf any cauſe thereof, 

In ſuppreſſion of the Child-Bed Purgations,the Blood and vitious Humors which are colle&ed du- 
Ting 'the whole time of her going with Child, do flow back again into the greater Veins, and there 
putrifie, and ſometimes are carried to the Liver, Spleen and other parts, in which they raiſe Inflam- 
Mations ; or if they abide in the Veins of the VVomb, they putrifie, and ſo cauſe a Feayer in thoſe 
VVomen which were before in perfe& health. 

But if (the Child-Bed Purgations duly flovving) a Feaver ariſe, it comes either from ſuperfluity 
0 Choler, or from Errors in Diet. Evil humors agitated by the Labors and Pains of Trayel, do eafily 
flame and putrifie, and ſtir up a Feaver. Errors of Diet may hapven divers wayes : And firſt in

- DLAGNOST CK.) IfClorters of Blood, or any other preternatural thing, ſhall remain in the 
Cavity of the Womb after Child-bearing, it may thereby be known, becauſe the neck of the Wonh 
retains ſoft and open, neither is the inner Orifice thereof ſhut, neither is the yomb drawn upwards, 
and whereas, when all goes well after Child-birth,the Womb is dravun upvvards,ard its neck and > 
fice are quickly ſhut, . An Example hereof is propounded by Dr, Harvey,in his Treatiſe de Partycon- 
cerning a Wethan,who having a Malignant Feaver,ard being yery weak,miſcarried : and after excly 
fion ofa perfe& Child,and upcorrupted, yet being very weak, with a creeping Pulſe and cold Sweas, 
ſhe'was ready to give up the Ghoſt. He feeling her Womb, perceived the Ortfice thereof lax,foft and 
very wide; and putting in his hope he drevy forth. a Mole as big as a Gooſes Egg, havirg certn 
holes in it containing a clammy, lack and tipking putrified matter, and the Woman was ſoon freed 
frofn the foreſaid Symproms, and quickly recovered her health,, 

It happenslikewiſe in ſome Women that the Orifice of the Womb preſently after their delivery,s 
ſoſhutup, that the blood contained within the Womb, ſaddenly clotting and purrifying, cauſet 
moſt ſad Symptoms, and when no Art cat bring it forth, preſent death follows. Yer Dv. Hany 
relates in the plage afoxeſaid,the Hiſtory of a Woman cured by him of this Diſeaſe., The Lips ofthe

rhe Veins? The Second, Whether the Woman hath been conveniently purvtd ot nor, in 
regard of quantity ? If the Diſeaſe proceed from matter ſcattered abroad, as in Feavers ; and th2 
Worn hath not been tully purged, the lower Veins ought to be opened : becagfe both the Matbi- 
ek matter will be diminiſhed, and her Natural flux will be provoked; But if the Woman have be&h 
ſficiently purged, and the Diſeaſe get ground,and the Natural Evaeuations have not bei ſaſficient 
at the Diſeaſe, the inferior Veins muſt be-opened norwithRanding'z ant! fo tnuch Blood maſt be ta: 
keti away, that by two Evacuations that may be accomphihed which the Difeaſes requires, according 
tothe Dodtrine of Ga/en, in the Ninth Book of his Method, Chap.s. 

Ifthe Feavet be very high, and great heat vex the Patient; lec that be done which we ſhall pre- 
ſeatly declare ; which ought to be performed ivhen the Diſeaſe ariſeth of Matter driven itud fome 
corner, and there putrifying, 

In a particular Acute Diſeaſe, as the Pleurifie, Inflammation of the Lurgs,Quinkie, and the like ; 
wemuſt mark whether the Fluxion be only beginning, fo that the Diſeaſe 1s only ready to ſeize upon 
the Patient,or is 1n its beginning, and very little Blood be colle&ed in the part. For then the inferior 
Veins are to be opened, that revulton may be made to ſuch oppoſire paits as are at greateſt diſtance 
om the part affected, and by that means that prepoſterous motion of Humors may be topped. But 
if the fluxion be already in good meaſure begun,and an Inflammation bred which proves very trouble- 
ſome,whether the Woman be ſufficiently purged or not, the Superior Veins are preſent! y to be open- 
edrizht againſt the Part affe&ed, becauſe juch an Evacuation draivs Blood out of the part affected. 
Butif the inferior Veins ſhould be opened, which are neither next the part affe&ed,neither can Eva- 
cute therefrom, both the irength ot the Patient will be weakned by the Evacuation, and that matter 
which is by Natare driven into a corrige, and fubdued, will norbe theteby diminiſhed Atid fo you 
muſt either dravy all her Blood in a manner out of her Veins to revel the matter of the Diſeaſe from 
the part affefed ; or the Woman will ve killed by the Diſeaſe before ſufficient Revulfion be made. 
Neither need we fear, leſt by taking Blood from the upper Veins,we thould draw the Courſe thereat 
from the Womb, becauſe in ſuch Cauſes the ſuperior parts of the Bedy do abound with Blood. And 
although much Blood be taken away, yet are not the Veins ſo emptied, that they ſhould be forced to 
draw new Blood from other parts. Yet for the greater Caution, it will not be unprofitable before 
Blood be taken from the ſuperior Veins, to cauſe the Thighs to be luſtily rubbed, and preſently after 
totiethem with bands ſo hard as to pain the Woman, which muſt abide ſo bound till the bleeding be 
orer,and a little after they may be looſned z-and noiy and then' Cupphig-glaſſes mult be taſtened to 
the ſathe parts, or atleaſt they muſt be ain welf rubbeQ. +. So we may procure an Evacuation of the 
matter offending, and yet preſerve the Natural courſe of the Blood towards the Womb. 

The ſame courſe is to be takenin vehement and Burning Feavers : For although the matter offend- 
ing be diſperſed through the Body, yetis the burning heat ſo great about the Heart and Bowels, that 
t cannot be ſo well extinguiſhed by the opening of a ſmall and far diſtant Vein, as by the openung et 
anexer and greater, ſuch as is the Vein called Baſilica. 

This Method of Curing may be obſervednot only in Child-bed Women, but in other Women who 
are taken with Acute Diſeaſes, and have their monethly Courſes upon them. 

Ifin the end of a Womans Lying-in,an Acute Diſeale befall her,the ſame Courſe muſt be followed 
#igzthe middle, the ſite conditionshgiag obferved ; obſerving this for # Rule, That by how much 
a Wothan is further from the beginning of her Lying-In, by ſo much more ſately may the upper Veins 
deopened ; but the nearer ſhe is tothe beginning, Yea, even in the middle, weare to open thoſe 
Veins with the greater Premeditation. And if the Diſeaſe be not importnnate, nor the ſharpneſs 
thereof require ſuch a thing, and the Natural Purgations be Copious, we muſt wholly abſtain. But if 
the Purgations be ſcanty,we maſt open the inferior Veins to ſupply that which 1s wanting in the Eva- 
cuations, But if che contrary ſhall happen, let us follow that Rule which we preſcribed to be followed, 
ui the uxgetiey of an Acute Diſeaſe, 

_ Theuſe of Purging in Childing Women that are held with Acute Diſeaſes ſhall be comprehended 
n theſe following Maxims. 

While the Child-bed Purgations do Naturally flow, a Purge is never to be admuniftred ; tor it 1s 
to be feared left Nature be diverted from her Buſineſs. : ;

not cauſe a Convulfion, though never ſo much ftretched or twitched. And although the Tenders 
and Nerves ordained for motion ſhogld be likewiſe pained, yer dothey not cauſe a Conyulfion. he. 
cauſe to make a Convulſion the Muſcles muſt be drawn back to their Head, and that retraRion c 
to be made by a contraQtion of the Nerves which are inſerted into them ; but when they are gone

DIFFERE NCE.] Authors do commonly make four forts of Gouts, according to the & 
verſity of the Joyntr affead z 'Chiragra, or the Hand-Gont, when the pain # in the Hands ,  Sejg.. 
tica and Iſchia;,when it isin the Hip. Gonagra,When it 1s 1n the Knees; and Podagra Or the Foot. 
Gout when it is in the Feet. And the pains of the other Joynts go under the common hame of 4thi. 
tis ; though Parens have impoſed proper names upon every one of them drain from the parts affed. 
ed; called the Pain in the Joynts of the Jaw-bone Syagoniagram ; -in the'Neck 7 rachelagran, in 
the Back-bone Rachyſagram ; in the Shoulder Homagram ; un the Elboiv Pechyagram. But the 
Names have not been entertainedby PraCtitioners. Therefore it's ſufficient to refer the Pains of thoſ 
Parcs to the general names of Arthrits. 

There are beſides other differences of the Gout , as that ſome Gonts are General, occupying all 
or moſt of the Joynts of the Body ; other particulars, reſiding or:ly in ſome one Joynt ; ſome are in- 

afted and þizredetary from the Parents; others are adventitious cauſed by external Cauſes and 

rrors jn Diet, : 

Now thefumors which breed the Gout,may have their Courſe not only into the Joynts but ſone- 
times alſo int&other parts of the Body, as the Head, Teeth, Sides, yea and the internal parts as the 
Liver and Spleen, and ſtir up divers Pains in theſe parts, which Pains are notto be termed the Gout, 
though they are Cauſed by the ſame matter which cauſes the Gour, 

Again, all pains ſeated in the Joynts merit not the Name of Gouts, for ſometimes there are ſell 
ings 12 the Joynts,eſpecially in the Knees,trom which pains ariſe,occaſioned by thick flegmatickanl 
Melanchohck Hamors, which pains continue yety long, but are not to bereckoned among the Gous, 
but have a diſtin& Nature of their own.” Which difference will more clearly appear by the differen 
CharaQters of the Gout, which we ſhall deſtribe in our Diagnoſis thereof;that is,in the Art of diſcen- 
ing the Gout from other Diſeaſes by certain ſigns and tokens. 

CAXSES.] The nextimmedute Cauſe of the Gout is a ſerous or wheyiſh Humour, eitherby 
its quantity ſtretching thoſe ſenſible parts which are about the Joynts, or by its ſharpneſs twitching 
the ſame. That this matter is wheyiſh, is hereby known, becauſe thick Humors could not ſoakly 
flow into the Joynts, and they would make a more viſible ſwelling in the Joynts, which is wontwbe 
very little, yea in the beginning there appears no fivelling at all, though there be a mo? bitterPin; 
add that the Tumor which is in the Gout, never comes to ſuppuration or ripeneſs of matter, whih o- 
ten happens in other thicker Humors, if they have never o little Blood mingled with them. Butin 
the Gout the blood is draiyn to the Joynts, as appears by the Inflammation of the Parts » yet there 
never happens any ſuppuration or growing to a mattery Head, becauſe Serofities or wherid, Hor 
xule the roaſt, and they hinder Suppuration. 

But this wheyiſh Humor is ſeldom pure and fincere, but hath other Humors or their ſerofities and 
thinner parts joyned with it ; whereupon great variety ariſes, according to the greater or leſſer Aci- 
mony of the Humors' mixed with the Wheyiſh Humour, according to which the pain 1s more or leſs; 
the Tumors is ſometimes notably great, and ſometimes yot viſible ; ſome are of a red colour, others 
yellow ar white ; in ſome the malady 1s ſoon ended,in others it continues long - ſometimes 4 mighty 
and fervent heat poſſeſſes the parts, otherwhites little or none is diſcerned ; ſometimes hot thingslad 
on do good ; otherwhiles they do hurt,and cold things help. Howbeit, it cannot be denied butthit 
the wheyiſh Humor may of it ſelf have more or leſs Acrimony, according as it hath more or leſs Silt 
mixed with it : for ſeeing the ſerous or wheyiſh Humors is wont to diffolve and drink up thoſe He+ 

terogeneous Salts, which are multiplied in the Body by reaſon of the multiplicity of meats yeyſe 
(whence it 1s that all the ſeram or wheyiſh Humor in us 1s Salt) according as this Humor is more”vr 
leſs ſalt, and according as the Salts mixed therewith have more or leſs ſharpneſs, more or leſs Painis 
wont to be cauſed. 

And becauſe in the Gout, as in every Fluxion, four things are conſidered, the matter flowing, the 
part ſending that matter, the part receiving the ſame, and the waies by which the Fluxion is made; 
ſeeing we have ſpoke of the matter flowing, we are now to ſpeak of the other, | 

Touching the part ſending-the Humor, there is diſagreement among Phyfitians. Ferneliz would 
have all the material cauſe of the Gout (which he takes to be thin and Flegmatick) to flow from te 


Head ; not from the Brain it ſelf, (whoſe Excrements are either voided by the Noſtrils, or _ 
thro!1g] 
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the Palate, are driven to the Mouth, Throat, Weſand or Stomach) but from the external parts 
oF the Head, fituate without the Skull. For ſeeing very many Veins derived from the external Jugn- 
lars do tun thicher, he fayes they do there lay down their thin and wheyiſh Excrements, and iecing 
the Skin of the Head is thick and compact, and the Humours cannot eaſily breathe through the ſame, 
inproceſs of time they grow there to a quantity, and as he conceives from thence they flow through 
the ſurface of the Body, under the Skin, into the Joynts. But others do conceive, That the Head 
isthe Fountain of the flood of Gouty Humors, but they conceive thoſe Humors floiy from the inner 
of the Head, viz. From the Brain. Finally, others there be that give ſentence, that theſe fault 
Humors do flow fron! the Bowels contained in the lowet Belly,namely,from the Liver,Spleen,Wo 
and others, and alſo from the whole Body, through the Veins and Arteries into the Joynts. All 
which Opinions 1n my Judgment are partly true and partly falſe. We judge they are true,1a that they 
ſayahe hamors which cauſe the Gout do floy from the Head by the inward and outivard parts, and 
kom the Bowvels and the whole Body by the Veins and Arteries. And falſe we ſay they are, becauſe 
they ſay that only the internal parts of the Head, or only the external, or only the inferior Bowels do 
fumiſh the Goaty Humor. For ſeeing the whole Body 1s paſſable to and froby humors,all parts of the 
may ſend theirſuperfluitiesto the Joynts,if they be diſpoſed to receive them. Now that diſpo- 
ftion of the Joynts hich makes them fit to receive a Fluxion of Humors (that I may take this occa- 
fonto.open the condition of a receiving part) is their weakneſs, either Native from the Parents, or 
arifing from other Preternatural Cauſes, which we ſhall ſpeak of by and by. Seeing therefore it is 
eftbliſhed by Phyfitians as a moſt ſure Maxim, That the ſtronger parts ot the Body empty their Ex- 
crements into the weaker,we may avouch, That all the parts aforeſaid may diſcharge then Excrements 
the Joynrs, if they _ weakned, cannot ſufficiently reſiſt the ſame. And that the Opinions 
Caidmepbe ſeverally refuted. Fernelixs indeed doth clearly enough demonſtrate, That Hu- 
mours colle&ed without the Skull, do flow upon the ſurface cf the Body, and under the Skin creep 


- mothe Joynes, ſeeing ſometimes the pain begins in the Head, goes thence into the Neck, thence to 


the Shoulders, and at length into the Joynts. But that the Humors do never flow from other places 
an{parts imo the Joynts, he no wayes proves, neither 1s any man able to prove after him. In like 
manner, they which 1ay that ſuch Fluxions come only from the Brain, ſeem to contend againſt Senſe; 
Foaſmuch as thoſe parts which compaſs the Joynes about, do receive Veins and Arteries, by which 
blood is brought unto them to nourith them withal, why may not alſo the wheyiſh Humor colle&ed 
inthegreater Veſſels be carried unto the ſame parts by the ſame waies ? Ga/en hath taught this pre- 
ciſely,4n his Comments upon the Aphor.1o. Se, 3, where he ſhews, That in the Knobs and Pains of 
theJoyms, the profound parts of the Body are purged,the vitious humors deing driven from the prin- 
' of the Body into the Circumference. Thus 1s ſeen by the Feaver whuch is oftentimes rai- 
{din the beginning of the Gout, for it 8 cauſed by wheyiſh Excrements contained in the Veins, put 
into4 commotion and working, when Nature ſets her ſelf to expel the ſame, and ſeeing ſhe cannot 
duvet all forth, ſhe diſcharges the ſame into the weaker and Ignobler parts. Alſo the third Opi- 
nion, Which Sennertee defends, 18 void of reaſon, and is herein faulty, becauſe it denies that Gouty 
defluzions do ever come fromthe Brain. For ſeeing all parts of the body both inward and outyard, do 
receive Fluxions from the Brain, hoy can the Joynts be free from them > And if Humors cauſing a 
Catatth do often flow by the Veins and Arteries, whence Rheumatick Feavers daily ariſe ; and the 
Humors contained in the Veins and Arteries (as Sennerru himſelf affirms) do eafily flow unto the 
Jojits, it is a clear demonſtration, That a Fluxion is mace from the Brain into the Joynts. Alſo 
plentiful Piſſing declares that Humors flow from the Brain through the, Veins, whea the ſaid Piſſing is 
eaſed by ſome commorion of the brain by reaſon of long abiding-in the Sun, or in a very cold Air ; 
torthen the Wheyiſh Humors contained 1n the brainare agitated by thoſe Procata:Rick Caaſes, and 
driven into the Veins and Arteries, through which they floi unto the Kidney's and the Bladder, and 
thence comes ſo plentitul making of Water. | | 

The next and immediate internal Cauſe of the Gout hath hitherto been ſufficiently expounded ; 
howlet us proceed to the external ard Procatarick Cauſes or occaſions thereof : which we may for 
clearneſs ſake diftinguith into three Tribes or Ranks. The firſt Tribe is of them which afford matter 
convenient to breed the Gout. The Second is of thoſe which do weaken and looſen the Joynts. The 
Third is of them which promote the Flux of the Morbifick Humor into the Joynts,

"CARE. ] The Cure of all Gouts confifts herein, viz. That the Flux of Humors into the Joynts 
may be ons that which alread y 15 come in and abides1n the Joynts may be removed, and that the 
Pan thay bein the mean while (1f it be ſharp) abated ; all hich may be performed by the follow- 
ins Med1icaments. 

And in the firſt place, letting of Blood will be very cotivenient, if there be no want of Blood in 
the Patient, and if flegm do not abound ; becauſe the Blood 1s agitated by the motion of the Humors 
fowing into the Joynts, and does as it were boyl, and is by pain drawn into the part affeRed : where- 
fore itas neceſlary to dravy the ſame back into that part of the Body which is oppoſite to the Part af- 
ted ; and thererore if the right Arm be diſeaſed, a Veit: muſt be opened i the left , if the right 
Foot be pained, a Vein muſt be opened in the right Arm ; and if the left Foot, in the left Arm. And 
Blood 1$to be taken away at the fuſt beginning of the Diſeaſe, and as much as needs muſt be taken 
atone time, if the Patient's ſtrength will bear at : 3f not, it maſt be done at ſeveral times, till the ple- 
nitade of Blood be ſufficiently diminiſhed, 

One thing we muſt —_— remember, That Copious Blood-letting in ſuch as can bear it eafil Y, 
doesexceedingly ſhorten the Diſeaſes, if it be done at the beginning of the Diſeaſe,at leaſt by Piece- 
neal;"drawing now a little and then a little. 

Alſo Purging muſt be uſed at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, as ſoon as my be : for ſo both that Ha- 
mor which 1s influx and is ready to flow, will be drain from the way to the Joynts, and be broughe 
untothe Guts. Bur in this Purgation ro things are worthy of Obſervation, being frequently noted 
by Suenander, a Famous PraRtitioner, 

Thefirſt is, That this Purgation be not made by ſome mild lenitive Medicaments, whereby the 
Humors are rather ſtirred then Evacuated, and are precipitated mto the Joynts, whereupon a more 

evous pain and ſivelling is wont to follow ſach Purges; but with ſome ſtrong purgative,which may 
[508 the ſtirred humor and turn the cauſe thereof from the Joynts. 

The other is, That the Medicaments being given, the Joynts above the Knees and Elbows, be 
Plaſtered with ſome defenſative, by which the humor which 1s put in motion by the Medicine may 

demtercepted, ſo that it may not ſo much nor ſo forcibly fall down intothe Joynts; 

To which intent let an Oyntment be made of Bole, Pomegranate Rinds, Balauftins , Roots of 
Biftortand Tormentil, red Roſes with the white of an Egg, and Vinegar + Which being ſpread upon 
ſnipsof Cloath as broad as ones Hand, and indifferent long, let them be wrapped about the parts 
aforeſad, If theſe Simples be not to be had at preſent, wet them only with Vinegar and Water, and 
letthem lic on at leaſt a whole day. If the Fluxions be vehement, uſe a Liniment of Bole, Dragons 
Blood, the white of an Egg and Oyl of Roſes made with Oyl of unripe Olives : or at firſt uſe it with- 
outQyl, adding a ſmall quantity of the Oyl aforeſaid, or of #nguentam Comitiſſe, leſt growing dry 

it cauſe pain, 

And for to ms ſuch a Purgation as we have ſpoken of, let the Skilful Phyfitian preſcribe a 
Medicament fitted to the Nature of the Patient, and ſuch humours as are redundant in his Body : or

Vomiting is likewiſe profitable in this Caſe, for ſuch as are eafie to votnit ; becauſe it brings out 
theevil bumors by a ſhorter way, and ſo there 1s no ſuch fear left they ſhould ruſh into the part afo 
eſted. But gentle Vomits are to be uſed,which do only evacuate thoſe parts which are near the Sto- 
Mach. For if they be vehement, and draw humors out of the Veins, they may precipitate the ſaid 
Wmors unto the ; Hoke Then after Vomitings, Purgation muſt be procured downivards ; yea, and 
tone Purgation will not ſerve turn, it muſt be repeated. 

After ſufficient Purgation, it will be very good to procure Sweat ; fer ſo the wheyiſh matter will 
be diſcufſed by the habit of the Body. Bur,ſeeing mus the Gout gives its firſt Onſet, there happens 

a kind of boyling and working of the Blood, and commonly there 1s a Feaver, hot Sudorificks will 
nthe convenient, but only ſuch as are temperate ; amongſt which Sennertus commends Harts- 
Horn, either crude or prepared without burning, either alone, or with Carduws Water ; as likewiſe 
Antimonium Diaphoreticum. In an old Gout without a Feaver, a Deco&tion of China, Sarſa-peril- 
« ox Saxafras may be given, qualified with cooling Herbs, as Cichory, Endive, Sorrel and _—_ .

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Qr after the Sweat wiped off, it may ſuffice to give the Patient Chicken-Broth, altered nid, 
Herbs aforeſaid. | 

Martinus Rulandrs did uſe this following Sweating Medicine with happy ſucceſs : 

i Take 7 ops of Centawury m0 handfuls ; Aſarum Roots 19 ounces : Boy! thewh in ten pint: of Water ty 
five pints, and ſtrain the Liquor. Give the Patient eight ounces of this Liquor hot in the mirnng ſi 
dayes rogetber ; and let him ſwat upon it. 

But Foreſts commends the Roots of the greater Burdock ; becauſe it cuts,diſcuſſeth and provokes 
both Swear and. Urine. And he reports, That a certain Gouty _ that kept his bed; and could 
not ſtir a Limb, drank hot Beer in which the great Burdock Root had been boyled ; after the drinking 
whereot, when the Phyſitians. could do him no good with all their Medicines, he piſs'd a great dey 
of white Matter like Milk, and was freed from his pains. 

Herenles Sixonie puts a great many Loaves hot out of the Oven round about the Patient's Boy, 
by which means Sweat is plentifully procured, and the pains removed. 

.. Alſo a Decothion of Elder, Bay-leaves, Sage, Roſemary, and ſach like Hetbs will do tnuch gd, 
the Patient receiving the Vapour of this Deco&tion in a ſweating Tub, which will make the fiveat 

Alſo the Waters of Natural hot Baths do provoke ſieat,and do readily diſcuſs the Matter contain. 
ed in the Foynts. And therefore when the fick are not able to go unto them,their Water is wonttobe 
brought urtto- them) and heated in 4 Caldron for them to bath in, Eraſ{us in'his 15. Counſel, prefers 
this above all others, for eaſing the pains, but he boyls ſo much Salt in the Warer, as gives it ater 
dently brackiſh: tafte, ; | 

In the beginning of the Fluxion of Gouty Humors, in the ſpaces free from Purgations,ſuch thang 
muſt be given'as flop the Flux, which have been ptopounded by me in the Cure of an hot Cara; 
eſpecially Juleps of Waters, or Deco&tions and Syrups which do cool and thicken. 

Yea,and the truth is,We are ſometimes compelled to uſe Natcotickor StupetaRive Medicament, 
for they both Rop the Flux of Humors, and they mitigare the tage of the pains. Of theſe fort of Me- 
dicines new Venice Treacle is moſt convenient, which may often be repeated withour danger fran 
half a dramto@ dram. Unto which may profitably be added a little Bole-Armenick to top the Flu 
of Humors. Howbeit, inſtead of Treacle, Laudanum, Opiatum, and other Natcoticks may cane- 
mently be ſubſartuted. | 

After due Evacuatians have been celebrated,and other things given inwardly which have reſpefty 
the Aintecedent Cauſe,we muſt proceed unto local Applications,fuch as mitigate the pain,and diſcus 
the Contingent Cauſe : Whichare not preſently to be uſed before the univerſat Remedies aforefad 
have been firſt applied ; for otherwiſe they are wont to do more hart than good. For either the tht- 
ter which Nature-intended todrive into x& Joynts, is driven back into the inner parrs of the Bah, 
whereby grievous Symptoms are raiſed ; or x 1s forced into the Joynts, and the pain is exaſperated, 
or the part is effeminated, and made lax, and ſo the fluxion is encreaſed. 

Which Cantions being commonly negle&ed, and external things untimely and heedleſly applitd; 
the Patients receive commonly more hurt than geod thereby. And thoſe external Medicines doe 
reſpe& the pain alone, or the Cauſe likewiſe of the pain, viz. The humor which hath took its ouſe 
mto the part,/'and cauſed both the Pain and Swelling. 

Such things as mitigare _ are very neceſſary in this caſe, becauſe the extremity thereof weakeit 
the Patient, anddraws the hamors to the parts affe&ed. Furthermore, by the uſe of Anodines, tt 
parts are relaxed, and the humor which before did flow into the moxe deep parts about the Joynts, s 
diffuſed to the more ambient parts and external. Whence it is that the pains of the Gour are tl 
vehement before the part fivells ; but after it  ſivollen they are mitigated, Now there are ma 
Anodine-or Pain«charming Medicaments propounded by Authors to be applied to thoſe parts 
are troubled with the Gout, But the chief are theſe which follow : 

Luke-wann-Milk applied to the part affe&ed, by wetting Linnen Cloaths theremn,and laying then 
et, dorh aſſivage'the pam ; as alſo if the part be ſprinkled and bedeved therewith, «ſpecially whet 
# comes freſh from the Dugs ; which Amarm Lofitanss doth very much commend, in the 41. Ci 
of his Sixth Century, in theſe words : One miebtily rormented with the Gomt, cauſed a ſhee-Giat ht 
brought into big Chamber, and her Afilk ro be mitked ont upon bi; pained Joynt ; by which be perceive 
the pains evidently leſſened. And there is good reaſon for it : For Milk newly milked doth afſwuft 
mitigate and eſſen pains. It is a Medicine commonly uſed by the great T mrk : and by thoſe who ſet 
Profs and Honowr', highly to be prized. 

Of Milk Ikewiſe 1s made the Cataplaſm of white Bread Crams boyled therein, adding the Yell 
of Eggs, and a little Saffron. 

Allo the Leaves of Henbane or Violets are boyled in Milk, or in Vinegar and Water, ard profitt 
bly laid upon the part affeed. 

Alf a Cataplaſm is made of the Pap of Narſh-mallow Roots mingled with milk, 
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Alſo 2 Cataplaſin 15 made of the Pulp of Caſſia alone, or nungled with Oyl of Roſes, or the fol- 
loning Ingredients : i 

Take Crums _ Bread boyled in Milk, balf a pound : Pulp of Caſſia three ounces. Make then

\ An Infufion of Litharge made in Vinegar, the Vinegar being a little Evaporated,till itgrow ſee- 
aſh, doth much good to an hot Gout: 

Oyl of Calves Feet is excellent to allay the pains of the Gout, and it is thus prepared : 

;Letthe Calves Feet be beattn, and the Bones broken, then boy! them all to a Pap. Take the Oy 
which ſwims on the top of the Water, ming/e it with Aqua vite, and Salt, and therewith bath or anvint 
the parts pained. 

Alſo Oyls and Fats are by many uſed. But ſeeing the Inflammation which befals thoſe Members 
Waich are troubled with the Gout, doth draw very near the Nature of an Eryſipelas, gr red fiery fivel- 
lng, oftentimes thoſe fat things may do more hurt then good ; for by Ropping the pores, they may

oftruly reſolving the Tartarous, ſtory matters, with the Salts; which are combine1 in -the Joynts, 
fromwhence ſuch intollerable Pains do ariſe.

-1n theſe beirg: mingled together, he Wet a Linnen cloath and 
lqueeſed it and laid it on, this he did divers times and fo the Pain was much abated. 

As we fad before, that Anodine or Pain-quelling Oyls did little good in the Gout, the ſame muſt 
dere be ſaid of reſolving Oyls becauſe they cloſe the pores of the Skin and ſo hinder the: freedom of 
tranſpiration and encreaſe the heat, neither can they by reaſon of their clammy ſubſtance pearce into 

nnermoſt parts of the Joynt, ſo to temper and reſolve the Salt, ſharp and Tartarous Humors 

Which lurk in them. Yet if the aforeſaid Oyls ſhall be diſtilled in a Re'Oort, they will become very 

fitfor this uſe, becauſe they will be very ſearching and no waies clammy, Among theſe the molt ex- 

cellent are Oyl of Cheiry, Saint Johns-wort and of the Yelks of Eggs, which being mixed together 
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and (Mled by a retort, are very profitable to eaſe Pain and to dicuſs the Cauſe thereof, 

Alſo Mathiolns his Oyl of Scorpions [tilled after the manner aforeſaid, is moſt excellent.

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And finally that the Joynts may not be ſo diſpoſed to recene the Humor which flows unto they 
The collection bf Matter will be hindered, by an excellent Diet, and by Medicines rectifying the 
diſtempers of the Bowels.

To prevent the Gout, and to root the ſame out of the Bowels, ſome Pratitioners commend the 
aſe ofthe Gout-quellers given a whole year together,whereby they avouch many have been perfectly 
ered. Among many of their Receipts;this 1s the Principal. 

Take Sarſaperilla four ounces : St. Fobns-mort ſeeds, Ground pine, and Germander Leaves, of each 
three ounces 3 round Brithwort fix drams © Angelica three drams : Cinnamon three drams : Cloves four 

eruples : Saffron two ſcrup/es. Ler all be fine'y poudered and incorporated with $ paniſh Honey clari- 

fed a much as ſhall ſuffice. Make all into an Elettuary, which let the Patient uſe a year together, 
taking every day in the Spring, Fall and Winter, one dram and an balf ; in the Summer only one 
lram. Let the Patient forbear to take it inthe Dog daies. Let bim wholly abſtain from Wine and 
Lichery. 

Peradrenture the Deco&tion of Germander may be of the Nature of the Gout-quelling Medica- 
ment our PraRitioners talk of , which-was therefore commended to the Emperor Charls the Fifth 
exceedingly by the Phyſitians of Genea: and So/enander doth teſtifie, That very many who drank 
this Medicine threeſcore daies together, were perfe&ly cured. The Compoſition of this Decoftion 
is thus - 

Take Germander gathered when it flowers, and nell preſerved, one handful: Ripe Wine not very 
frong, nor very ſmall, three pints : boyl them in a doable V eſſe! five bours, Let the Patient take a 
draught of the ſtrained wine, and compoſe himſelf to ſweat. This is to be done after the Patients bave 
been purged. 

Andi is here to be noted touching thoſe hot Medicines,that they are not only unprofitable for hot 
Conſtitutions, but they cauſe ſuch Reſolutions of Humors or Joynts, or other inconveniences, as 
can never be cured, and therefore they muſt be given with great Caution, 

Peradventure this following Ele&tuary may be uſed with more ſafety and ſucceſs,which doth purge 
the Bady by little and little from all ſuperfluties without heating the ſame. 

Take Senna balf an ounce : Tarbith, Hermodatti/s, of each ſix drams : Lignuns Guajacums Saxa- 
fhras, and: Sarſaperilla, of each balf an ounce : China Roets one ounce and an half : Nepbritick 
tpord two-ownces : the three Sanders, of each one ounce : Annis Seed two drams : Honey very well clas 
rified fourteen ounces : make all into an Eleftuary. The Doſe is one dram every day inthe whole year, 
except the Dog-daies. ; ; 

Among the common People, ſome hold it for a great preſervative from the Gout, to ſwallow three 
Cloves of Garlick whole every morning for a moneth together, For they heat and firengthen the 
Stomach, without heating the Liver, or other Bowels ; for they are voided forth with Excrements 
2a but boyled and wrapped in clammy Flegm, which they bring from the Stomach and 

out 


In the Gout proceeding of Chollerick Humors, Waters of Medicinal Wels, which are Acid, Vi2 
triolate, and cooling, ſuch as that of 7anbridg in Kent, Blackboys not far from Lewes 1n Suſſex, one 
n the Pariſh of Sandherſt in Kent, do very much good, Sothat by the uſe of ſuch Waters, ſome per- 
ſons have been for a long time freed from the Gout. 

Tothe ſame purpoſe H ypocrates commends in his Book of Diſeaſes, the uſe of Afles Milk, which 
Experience (hews hath done gogd to many Gouty perſons. 

And in a word, All things which are good againſt an hot diſtemper of the Liver, and to ſtrengthen 
nd, will be good in this Caſe, as they are deſcribed before in the Cure ofthe hot diftemper 
0 the Liver, 

But if a wheyiſh Hamor flowing from the Brain be Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, as moſt commonly fals 
Out, the greateſt care muſt be had of the Brain ; viz. That its diſtemper may be corrected, and that 
the Humors bred therein may be derived and *i\cufſed: Towaich intents , Ifſues, Veſicatories, Me- 
dicines to be drawn up into the Noſe, Maſticatories, Pouders, Spiced Caps, will be very ferviceable; 

and other Remedies propounded in the Cure of Diſeaſes ot the Brain. -

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The laſt Point of Prevention, is to ſtrengthen the Joynts that they may not ſo ealily receive the 
Humor flowing in, Yet itis to be noted, that ſtrengthening Medicaments, are not only Vain bur 
hurtful alſo, unleſs the antecedent Cauſe, and the Humor ready to flow into the Part, L carefuly 
removed by the foreſaid Medicaments. Otherwiſe thoſe ſtrengtheners, either are not ableto hinds: 
the influx of the Humors into the Joynt : or if they do hinder the ſame, the Humors retire to the More 
noble parts ofthe Body and raiſe much worſe Diſeaſes. 

Among the principal ftrengthenersthe preflings of Grapes, viz.their Seeds &c. are r 
which diſcuſs the reliques of the Morbifick Matter by their aCtual heat, and by their aftringency, 4 
very much ſtrengthen the Parts. Dares upon Ho/lerixs doth thus commend them. Bur the ,{, 
Vine-Grape Kernels doth exceedingly profit in the time of Vintage If the preſſings of the Grape l 
brought out of the Wine Preſs into a Barn and being covered-mith Blankets do there grow hot. In ; 
let the Patient thruſt bis Feet, Legs,Thighs, Arms, or bus mhols Body. I have tried it ( faith be). 
bundred times, there i no better bine wnder the Cope of Heaven. 

And Solenander in his Counſel 21. Se&t. 4. Doth give the foreſaid Medicine this commendaty, 

But among the beſt and ſafeſt remedies, ( which do alſo ſtrengthen the parts affefted, and dv cheriſ 
the innate beat) is this to be reckoned, and diligently once every year ( for oftener it cannat ) to be We 
ficed, viz, That in Vintage time, the Peet and Hands affetted, be whelmed in preſſings of Grayy 
hot from the preſs, or made bot with warm Wine, every Morning for fifteen daies. And 1 conld wy 
4 worthy Perſonage, towhom 1 have communicated this Medicament , and received from bim ay 
conſiderable Gratuity therefore ; who conld not go at all, and by this Medicine and God; Bleſſing, 
4s _— * And by bon wuch the Grapes are riper, by ſo much the more goed, will the preſſing v1 
thu Cale. 

Sulphureous and Nitrous Baths ſuch as the Balerucane in Frence,do not only diſcuſs the Matteo 
the Gout, by provoking ſiveat, as was ſaid before ; but alſo by ſtrengthening the Joynts, they do much 
conduce to the Prevention thereof ; as alſo being uſed by way of Embrocation, that is the Head bei 
wet therewith or it being pamped upon the Head,or Cotton wet therein be at laſt laid on and 
faſt, The mire ofthe ſaid Baths applied to the weak parts, do likewiſe ſtrengthen them. 

Where the benefit of Natnral Baths cannot be had, the Feet may be waſhed and other parts F4- 
mented,with a DecoRtion of Nerve Herbs,ſome aſtringents being added thereto,as Balauftins Mirts, 
Cypreſs Nats, Allum, and Salt, with Tron-quenched Water and red Wine. 

Alſo Oyntmentsare commended, being frequently uſed, made after this manner.

"The Plaiſter called Emplaſtrum Diapalma is very good to ſtrengthen the Joynts : and its nſelil 
all Gouts whatever the Humor be which offends. And So/enander writes in his Counſel 25. Se. 4. 
that he hath known ſome, who had wont to be often tronbled-wvith the Gout,and by the continul uſe 
of this Plaiſter,with frequent purges taken at certain diſtances of time, they were freed from theſt 
Pains for five years together. And this Plaifter doth not daub and foul, doth not raiſe Itch orPig- 
ples, nor is it troubleſome by its ſmel or any other evil quality. And it is fitted to the ſhapeofthe 
member. When the Feet are troubled Shoes are made of thin Leather which being ſmeared withtlis 
Plaiſter ate put upon the Feet. The like Leathers ſpread with this Plaiſter ma be applied to the 
Wriſts and other Parts. But the truth is, the ſame Plaiſter boyled in Wine —_ mingled withPot- 
der of Myrtles, Roſes, Tartar,Chamepytis or Ground-pine and Chamomel, ſo as we deſcribed befyr 
in the Curation, is much better for the ſame uſes. And we have ſeen Gouty perſons, who continwlly 
vore ſuch aPlaiſter npon their Feet and Wriſts, with moſt happy ſucceſs. 


Chap. 2. Of the Hip-Gont, or Sciatica. 


He Pain of the Sciatica or Hip-Gout, doth herein chiefly differ from other ſorts of the Gontt- 

cauſe in thoſe the Pain poſſeſſes only the _ : but this 1s not only in the Hip, but it 
holds the top of the Buttock alſo, the Loyns and the Os Sacrum and reaches into the Thigh and Le 
even tothe very Foot, Which comes to paſs by reaſon of Nerves arifing cut of the Loyns and 0: 
Srcrums, Which are carried unts the H 1p, and are from thence derived and ſpread unto the Thigh,the 
Lee and Feet. 


C 41SES.) The Cauſe of this Pain is the ſame which was propounded in other forts of the a" 
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DIAGNOSTIC K.] The Knowledy of this Diſeaſe is taken from the Pare affected : from 
whence 1t alſo took 1ts Name, for the Pain doth eſpecially affe&t the Region or part of the Huckle- 
bone, for it hath thus property, that no Humor, nor Inflammation or change of the color appears as is 
wont to be in other figns of the Gout: becauſe the luwing Humocs do infinuate themſelves into more 
ound or deep parts, and into ſach as are larger, and covered with much fleſh, and they are not 
diffuſed into the ſurtace of the Body nor the very Skin as in other Gouts, 
PROGNOSTIC K.] Thispeculiar Prediction belongs to the Hip-Gout, that if it con- 
tinue long it pars the Hip out of Joynt : for a wheyith and Flegmatick Humor doth infinuate it ſelf 
into the hollow of the Joynt which 1s very large, ard if it bide there long,its thinner part is di(cuſſed, 
te thicker remainung, which becomes ſnotty and ſoftens and loofens the bands which knit together 
thebones Which belong unto that Joynt ; ſo that the bone of the Hip fals from its Socket, whence 
follows Luxation, and thereupon I mping or halting, and a Conſumption of the whole Thigh ; be- 
cauſe the Bone being (lipt out of its ſeat, doth preis upon the Muſcles, Veins and Arteries, by which 
means motion is hindered and Blood and Spirits cannot conveniently flow into the inferior parts. 
The foreſaid Dodtrne 1s confirmed by two Aphoriſmes of Hypocrates viz, The 59 of the 6 Se&ion. 
$ach whoſe Hips after long pains, flip out of Joynt and in again, they have Snotty Excrements 
inthar Part, And the 60, Aphoriſm of the ſame Se&ion ; Such as being troubled with long Pains 
ofth2 Sciatica, come to have their Hip disjoynted, their Thigh Conſumes and they halt except they 
be burnt. 

CARE. The Cure of the Hip-pain hath many things common with the other ſorts of Gonts ; 

inmany things differs becauſe of the ftrufture and largneſs of the Joyrt ; therefore it is to be 

flinguiſhed from the former Gouts, and to be handled in this Chapter by itſelf, 

Aud in the firſt place a Clylter or Gentle Purgative being premiſed, the Vein of the Arm on the 
kmefde muſt be opened for revullion ſake : afterwards for derivation ſake, the Vena Poplitis muſt 
de opened aboat the Knee, or that Vein near the ouryard Anckle-bone,, which is called the Sciatica 
Ven, becauſe of the great good which the opening thereof 15 wont to do in this Diſeaſe ; which alone 
being opened doth often heal this Diſeaſe. 

It is wont to be opened on the Leg of the ſame fide the Gout is on, yet hath it done much good 

ing opened on the contrary ſide, and hath been ſeen ſuddenly-to take the Pain quite away. 

Galen in bis Book of Blood-/etting, Seftion 18. I remember ( aith he ) that 1 have Cured divers 
truubled with the Sciatica in one day, opening 4 Vein in their Thighs ; viz. The C auſe being not from 
cold, but f#/neſs of thoſe Y tins which are in the Hip ; ſo that a Vein opened about the Ham or Knee, 
& mire proper and commodiond in ſuch caſts, than in the Ankles. © | 

Alſo Blood drawn out of the Hemorrhoids by Leeches, doth wonderfully help thoſe that are Hip- 
Gouty, becauſe the Blood contained in the Veins of the Hips thereby drawn out : for there is the 
greateſt Conſent and fellow-feeling that can be betiveen theſe parts by means of their Veins. 

Strong Purgations are proper in this caſe; for lighter purges do rather precipitate the Humors into 
the Parts affected. And therefore the Arthritical Pouders are moſt convenient, Caryocoſtinum, 
Pils of HermodaRtls and ſuch like. The Chimifts do ſometines ſucceſsfully uſe Mercurial and An- 
tmonial purges in ſtrong Bodies. : 

Mereurins dulcis With Scammony or other purgatives given frequently, doth powerfully Eradicate 
the Humor cauſing this Hip-Gout. 

Many prefer Vomiting Medicaments befare purgatives, becauſe they Evacuate the Humors by a 
place more remote from the Part affe&ted. KRonde/etius prefers Aſarum before other Vomuto- 
nes, | 
After ſufficient Purgation,we muſt proceed to local Medicaments. And as for repelling Medicines, 

Uey are no waies convenient, becauſe it is to be feared leaſt the Humors be ſo much the more fixed 
ntothe part affe&ed ; but at the beginning Reſolving things muſt be applied ; firſt milder and leſs 

; leaſt they ſhould attra& the Humors more into the part affeRed ; after ſuch as are more vehe- 
Ment, in this manner, af 

Take Briony Roots two pounds : Dnarf-Elder Roots one pound : Juniper Berries balf a pound : 
Lever of Ground-pine, Mint, Marjerom, Sage, Roſemary, flowers of Chamome! and Melilot -of each 
four bandfuls : Make a Decottion for a Bath to fit in, which let the Patient ſit in twice a day for two or 
three daies tovether.

-\, The Matter Cauſing the Sciatica comes ſometimes to maturity, ſo as to make an Impoſtume, 
Which Hypocrares ſhews 1n thethird Book of his Epidemicks in the Hiſtory of Ewpelemm, Who 
had ſuch an Impoſtume, which killed him with a Conſumption, If the Impoſthume be opened, 
there remains a filthy ill conditioned Ulcer, which likewiſe pines the Patient away. Yet Zacurms 
Lnfitanus glories, that he had often cured the Sciatica with an Ulcer, in Obſ. 126. Book 1. Which 
Obſervation opghit tobe read and diligently meditated upon, ; 


Chap. 3. Of Rheumatick Pains of the whole Body. 


A Fter Gouty Diſeaſes properly ſo called, it is worth our while to treat of the Rheumatick diſ- 
& A eaſe, becauſe of the l;keneſs between theſe diſeaſes, which verily 1s ſo great,that the general- 
lity of Phyfitians , which know not the Nature of this Rheumatiſm, are wont to call it the univerſal 
Gout. * For in both diſeaſes the Joynts are pained : but therein is the difference , In that in the 
Gout , only the Joynts are pained ; But in this Rheumratiſmus or Rhenmatick Malady, not only 
the Joynts, but alſo thz whole Body, viz. The middle ſpaces between the Joynts, Namely, the 

Rrr 3 Muſcles 
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Muſcles and their Membranes, and eſpecially the Skins which cover the Bones, and the whole habj 
of the Body; yea verily, and ſotnetimes the inward parts of the Body, as the Stomach » Womb, Ly '% 
are troubled with this Rheumatick Diſeaſe. | ; 

And although the Greeks call a Catarrh by the name of Rbewms ; yet this Rheumatiſm we ſpeak 
of, differs from a Catarth, being indeed contained under the general term of Flux of Rheum, yet of; 
different Nature trom that kind of Flax which 1s commonly called a Catarrh, which comes 
trom the Brain, and troubles no more than one or rwo parts; whereas this Diſeaſe we treat of, come; 
from the internal Bowels by the Veins and Arteries, and is ſhed into the whole body. 

This is no new Diſeaſe, yet is it not ſufficiently deſcribed by the Antients. We' have a m4. 
Draught thereof in Hypocrates, 1 his Book, de locts in Howmine : and in Galen, Book 7, of the gif. 
ference of Feavers.; and the firſt d# compoſitione Med. ſecundum Genera, But the moſt notable a4 
cleer place of all, explaining this Diſeaſe, 1s in the firſt Book of the Differences of Feavers, in ch, 1. 
the words are theſe : /nderfand then, That the Rhenmat ich Diſeaſe ſe calledy is cauſed by ſom, ſu 
way as this ; Viz. The whole Body being weak, and the principal Parts thereof, _ they bavks 
litcle blood, yet finding themſelves burdened, they thruf out the ſame and expelit to the fleſhy partes 
the Skin, Whereby it appears that the true Nature of this Rheymatick Diſeaſe according to 64, 
Dodrine, co: ſ\iſts Eatr-4 : That the whole Body is fo weak, that when- any principal part is bur 
dened with blood, although it be in no very grear quantity, it tranſmits the ſame to the fleſhy pany

Bat that is not imply to be underſtood which 1s ſaid by Ga/en, That the. principal parts being bur. 
dened with blood, do thruſt the ſame unto the fleſhy parts of the Body. For ſo Inflammations and 
Swellings would ariſe in thoſe parts. Whereas Experience ſhews, that in this Diſeaſe called Res 
watiſmms, ” the moſt part there appears no ſwelling, no Inflammation, no change of Color in the

i C ; #SES.) The nextand immediate Cauſe therefore of this Diſeaſe is a wheyiſh Hung, 
which by reaſon of its thinneſs doth not ſiwel the parts, and becauſe of the ſubſtance thereof, not 
to turn into Matter or Quittor, it never makes any Inpoſthume, but only a certain Inflammatory & 
poſition, arifing from the fervor of the wheyiſh Humor, | WE 

Now the Primary Original of this Diſeaſe ought to be aſcribed to the Liver, which being ated 
with an hot diſtemper, and being weakned, breeds not blood convenient for to nouriſh; and aſſets 
the wholeBody with the like weakneſs,whereby it becomes exceedingly diſpoſed to receive all ſuper 
fluities. And from the ſamediſtemper and weakneſs of the Liver, great quantities of evil Humas 
doariſe, which being long detained in the Veins and Arteries, they become vitiouſly corrupted ,and 
are there diſſolved and turned into the Nature of Whey, and Blood-watry Liquors, and as an heay 
burden, are by Nature caſt off into the Ignoble Parts, ſhe being not frong enough to drive them out 
of the whole Body. Now theſe wheyiſh and blood-watry Humors being very ſharp, doprick and cat 
(as it were) thoſe parts unto which they are carried, from whence pains and torments do ariſe. And 
although we conceave the Liver to be the primary Cauſe, and Original of this Diſeaſe, yet it p- 

arent that theſe Humors do ſometimes flow immediately from the Brain, becauſe the pains dooken 

egin in the Neck, and afterwards do deſcend unto the Shoulders and Arms, But the firſt Genert- 
tion of theſe ſharp Humors was in the over-heated Liver, which being tranſlated from thence into 
the Brain, do from thence afterward fall down into the interior parts. 4 

And although theſe humors are expelled by the Veins in manner of a CrifGis, yet is not their mot 
on ſoſudden, Bat is performed by little and little ; viz. When thoſe evil Humors and < 
boyl or work in the Veins,and are afterward leiſurely by the Veins expelled and vomited as it wett; 
for which cauſe this motion is wont fitly tobe called, the Vomiting of the Veins. 

That a ſerous or wheyiſh Humor is the principal Cauſe of theſe pains,many Reaſons do convince. 
Firſt, becauſe ordinarily they cauſe no ſwelling nor change of color in the part affeRted ; honbet 
ſometimes when the Humor oth much abound, it raiſeth the part into a little,and veryred Swellity, 
which nevertheleſs is eafily diſcuſſed. Secondly, becaaſe theſe pains are exceeding moveable, and 
do ſeize now this, now that part of the body, and are ſuddenly gone from one part into another, the 
former part being quickly well, and free from all pain ; which ſudden mutations cannot come bit 
from an Humor very apt to move, and exceeding thin, Thirdly, Becauſe this Diſeaſe -is often termi- 
rated by Sweating. Fourthly, Becauſe there appear many tokens of abundant Serofities in ſuch as ate 
troubled with this Diſeaſe ; Thin and abundant Urines beyond the Quantity of what they drink, and 
abundance of Wheyiſh Humors appearing in the blood that is taken from > Dk ; 

And although a wheyiſh Humor by the principal, and moſt frequent Cauſe of theſe Rheumatick 
Pains, yet probable it i, that wind doth ſometimes concur in the produRtion of theſe pains. Whic 


we may conjeQure by the quick paſſige of the pain from one place to another, and becauſe there 8 | 


no wei2ht or heavineſs felt in the parts pained, This is the Opinion of Avicennas who ſeems to de- 
ſcribe this Diſeaſe, and to aſſiga windy Vapors for the Cauſe thereof ; Fen 1. Book, 3. Tra. *

and upow the Bones, 0r in the Circumference of the Muſcles, between the ſoft fleſh and the Skin, or

And if any ſhall obje&, that Diſeaſes arifing from wind donot endure {o long, becauſe windy 
Yapors are ſoon diſcuſſed, We ſhall anſwer, that a wind conteined in the parts pained is eafily 
diſcuſſed, whence comes often change of pains from one part to another; but there is a ſeminary in the 
Veins from whence winds may perpetually ariſe,and afterwards be carried to the parts aforeſaid. Now 
thisSeminary of winds is a thick, viſcid Humor and Flegmatick, which the Blood taken from them 
goth often teſtifie to be redundant in ſuch as are troubled with theſe pains, it being frequently thick 
and clammy like Glew, in appearance like crude and putrid flegm. - 

DIAGNOSTICK.) The knowledge of this Diſeate may eafily be learned out of what 
hath been ſaid : yet ſhall we diſcourſe thereof a little more fully. Firſt therefore, the parts affe&ed 
with theſe pains, viz.The Muſcles and their Membranes, and the Membranes which unfold the bones, 

itinguſh this Diſeaſe from all other. For although the pains of the Letchers Pox, do poſſeſs 
bath the Joyats and the ſpaces between the Joynts, and ſpecially the membranes covering the bones; 
yetthey differ herein, becauſe they do not ſo univerſally infect the whole Body, neither are ſo con- 
tinual night and day, for they vex the party only in the nights and very little in the day time ; neither 
dothey hinder the Patients from their butineſs commonly ; whereas this Rheumatick Pain, doth 
Nalthem totheir Beds, ſo as they can hardly ir themſelves ; neither can thoſe that look to them, 
onceſo much as move them without great trouble and encreaſe of their Torments. And finally other 
of the Whores Pox have preceded or are preſent, as Gonorrhza,the Whores Boil, Putrifa&tion 
the Privities and ſuch like, | 

Other Symptoms alſo there are accompanying this diſeaſe,which help much to the knowledg there- 
of, For if you lay your hand upon the part pained, you feel a kind of ſharpneſs with Heat and com- 
monly there is a Feaver joyned therewith, but it is yery ſmall ; and ſometimes there is none at all. 

The blood which is taken away 1s evidently corrupted, thick and clammy like glew, and after man 
times bleeding,it is full of wheyiſh moiſture,and ſo changed, that ic hath not the appearance of blood, 
When the pain is quite gone or intermits,there remains no weakneſs in the part,as 1s uſual in theGout 
Purging Medicaments at the beginning do no good, nor things outwardly applied to the part affe&t- 
ed; = rather augment the Diſeaſe and the Pain : but when the Diſeaſe begins to decline, both

FROGNOSTIC K.] As for the Prognoſtick, this Diſeaſe is ſeldom or never deadly, but 
7 _— OR to the Patient by its length : for it continues two or three months, if itbe with- 
outa Feaver, Nay verily, ſometimes if it be not rightly cured, it continues for a year or years.

If this Rhewwoariſms do begin with a Feaver, it is wont to be the ſhorter, but it torments th2 Pa- 
tient with. more direful and cruel pains ; and then it finiſheth within twenty or forty days, or at leaſt, 
tis much leſſened, 

This Rkeumatick Pain coming upon the Neck of other Diſeaſes as an Apoplexy or Convulſion, 
doth make the Caſe leſs Dangerous, the Morbifick matter being tranſlated from the internal Parts to 
the habit of the Body. 

Sweats happening in the Declination of the Diſeaſe are good. 

Thick and abundant Urines in the Declination, do bring an end to the Diſeaſe. _ 

E4RE.) Forthe Cure of this Diſeaſe the Motbifick matter muſt be revelled, mitigated and 
Eracuated, the diftemper of the Bowels muſt be corre&ed, and the ftrength of all the Parts both 
the ſending and receiving muſt be maintained. 

All which may be done by theſe following Remedies :

Purgation in the beginning, Augment, and State of this Diſeaſe doth no good at all ; Nay-waih 
it doth hurt, for it ſets the Humors on running, and encreaſes the Pains , as itis wont to fall ont n 
all Inflammatory diſpoſitions, But in the Declination it is neceſlary and frequently to be Celebnted, 
and that with gentle Medicaments, that the evil Humors abounding in the whole Body may be En- 
cuated by degrees.

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Chap, 1. Of the Feaver Ephemera: 


CAUSES.) 
is Feaver is commonly bred of external Cauſes, and of vehement Motions of Body and 
Mind, as Anger, Cares, Labor, Pain, Watching, and Faſting, by which the Spirits are inflamed 
alio by Sleep anc Sorrow, by which the hot Humors and Vapors are kept within the Body. Alſo by 
being heated with the Sun, Fire, or Stove, by which means, hot Air being drawn in with-the Breath, 
2nd received by the Pores of the Body, it doth inflame the Spirits, Alſo by Surfetting, Drankenneſs, 
and eſpecially by over large taking in of Meats and Drinks, that are of an hot Nature, as Peppered 
Meats, and rong Wines, by which more Vapors are raiſed than can exhale. Alſo by Retention of 
bot Excrements, and that not only ofthe Dung and Urine, but eſpecially of thoſe Sooty Vapors 
which are wont to paſs through the Pores of the Skin, it thoſe Pores be ſhut np with cold, and Allu- 
minous Bath, and ſuch like Cauſes, 

Alſorhis Ephemera Feaver is bred of internal Cauſes, as from a Bubo, and other Swellings of the 
Thighs or Arms, eſpecially whiles they break ; from an hot fiery Swelling of the Extremities of the 
Body; when hot Matter ſhutup together in one certain place, doth offend the Heart, not by its pu- 
rifaRtion, but heat alone. Alſo by ſome ſmall ObſtruRion of the Veſſels,by which means the ſoory 
exhalations being retained do cauſe a Feaver ; as is wont to happen in the Diſtillations, when they 
ariſe in hot Natures, and a thick habit of Body. 

DIAGNOSTICK.)] This Feaver 1s known, both when ſome of the Cauſes ſpecified 
have gone before ; and alſo by a ſwift, frequent,and great Pulſe : breathing trequent and great, Head- 
ach and heat; there is neicher cold nor ſhaking,no ſence of wearineſs, nor want of Appetite. Yet may 
there be ſometimes a ſhivering or ſhaking fit, Namely, when the Feaver is occafioned by the heat 
ofthe Sun, or by cold, Feeling the Patients Hand we find a mild and gentle heat ; the Urine is con- 
co, like that of one in health, unleſs by ſome Obſtrutien or Crudity it be changed. It is commonly 
terminated in the ſpace of twenty four hours, with an eafie gentle Sweat , yet it reacheth ſometimes 
unto the third day, which if it paſs it degenerates into a fimple Synochus, a Putrid, or an Heck 
Feaver, 

CARE.) For the Cure ofthis Feaver, the Ancients did chiefly uſe a Bath of luke-warm 
Water, which they did alſo frequently uſe in their Health. But ſeeing it is in theſe times out of uſe, 
neither is it practiſed in the Cure of theſe Feavers. Neither is it counted ſafe, in regard of a Pletho- 
rick or Cacochymical Conftitution of Body, Putrifation, or flux of Rheum, which may be in ſach 
Bodies, or may be feared will happen. 

But this Feaver is better cured by a Cooling and Moiſtening Diet ; as Barley Cream, Cooling 
Broths, Small Drink and Sugar, common Priſan Drink, or Fountain Water with Syrup of Lemons, 
or Maiden-hair mixed therewith, 

Butthe Cure admits ſome variation, according to the Nature of the Cauſe. * So if it ſpring from 
theHeat of the Sun or Air,a cooling Diet is good,and the Patient muſt be conveied into a cool lod- 
Wig ; and Vinegar of Roſes muſt be applied to his Forehead, to the Temples and former part of the 
Head ie ſef,if there be pain,as commonly there is when the Feaver comes from the heat of the Sun. 
"fit come from being in the Cold, eſpecially if the Patient being hor with exerciſe went preſently 
uſo the' Cold, Sweat muſt be provoked, eſpecially towards the end of the Fir. | 

Wircome from the Skins thickneſs and cloſing up of the pores, the fame Cure muſt be uſed ; and 
(both theſe Cauſes, ſmall Wine very well allaied with Water may be convenient, becauſe it opens 

the pores, 2nd helps to ſiveat. | 

If the Diſeaſe was cauſed by Labor, the Patient muſt reſt and be nouriſhed more liberally with 
Meatof eakie Digeſtion. If from wearine(s, the Patient muſt be artificially rubbed. Tranquility of * 

aint, arid chearfulneſs muſt be oppoſed to Anger ; and Choller muſt be tempered with Meat and 
Drink of a cooling Nature. To Sadnels, Recreation of the Mind is a Remedy, and the uſe of thin 
Wine. If the Peaver was cauſed by watching, let the Patient ſleep by application of things 
covenient - If by faſting, let the Patient Eat cooling Mears of good Juyce : It by over Eating or 
Drinking, let the Patient abſtain from Meat and Drink, not omitting tuch things as firengthen the 
Stomach, both inwardly given, and outwardly applied : alſo with an Emollient and Laxative Clyſter, 
= of the Crudities is to be taken away. If PutrifaRion be feared,z Vomit may be procured, or a 
Uurgegiven. If the Feaver ariſe of Obſtruftions, we muſt conſider whether the Patient be Pletho- 
nick or Cacochymical, viz. Whether the whole Maſs of blood be over great, or only ſome bad Hu- 
Mrs abonnd in the blood. If the Patient be too full of blood,letring-blood muſt be adviſed , if evil 
Humors only abound, a Purge muſt be preſcribed. And if the ObſtruEtion will not eafily be removed, 
thisFeaver changeth into ſome of the other ſorts of Feavers, whoſe Cures ſhall be deſcribed in their 
Proper places, SC CH AP. 
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Chap. 2. Of the Feaver Synochus Simplex. 


CAUSES.] 

He Cauſes of the Feaver Ephemera aforeſaid, if they light upon a Plethorick Body, and thich 

Skinned, they cauſe the Feaver Synorhbus ſimplex. Yet may this Feaver ariſe only froni abgp. 
dance of Blood ſtuffing the Veins, = yielding many Vapors more than can breath through the Pores 
of the Skin. 


DIAGNOSTICK.) - This Feaver is known by a thick and ſelling habit of Body, th ' 


colour of the Body and Face 1s ruddy;the Head is pained with a ſtretching or diſtending kind of pip, 
the Patient is ſleepy, hath a beating in the Temples, is unquiet, hath a ftraitneſs in the Cheſt wit 
difficulty of breathing ; the Pulſe 1s great,even, frequent, tul ; the Veins ſtrut with blood, when 
a ftretching kind of wearineſs doth proceed ; the Urine is thick, little differing in colour from aNz. 
tural Urine, only ſomewhat redder ; the heat is to ones hand mild, tempered with a Reamy Vayy, 
the Feaver holds an even progreſs,tor either it holds one and the ſame tenor,or it leſſens by degree, 
or it encreaſeth equally,never remitting or ceaſing. Whence there are reckoned three Diffzrences o 
this Feaver : For that which —_ encreaſeth, is called Epacmaſtica ; That which conti 
decreaſeth, is called Paracmaſtica ; That ryhich keeps one and the ſame tenor, is called FHowzorom, 
or Acwaſtica. It laſts till the fourth day,and ſometimes till the ſeventh; and then it is terminatedby 
bleeding, or ſeating ; and if it be further prolonged, it degenerates into Synochme Putrida. 

CARE.) The Cure of this Feaver 1s performed, by blood-letting,; by cooling, and by ope. 
ning the pores of the Skin, Ga/en in the ninth Book of his gs 4. Cures this Feaverly 
two Remedies only ; viz. Letting of Blood till the Patient faint away ; and by giving a great quantiy 
of Water to the Patient to drink. 

Blood-letting is abſolutely neceſſary in this Diſeaſe, becauſe it is bred by fulneſs of blood ; and; 
Vein muſt preſently be opened at what hour ſoever the Phyfitian is called, unleſs the Patients $6 
mach be fall of Meat, the digeſtion whereof muſt be expe&ed for certain hours. And although blo 
muſt be plentifully drawn, and Galen reports inthe fore-cited place, That he cured the moſt of fa 
as had this Feaver, ſuddenly, by letting them bleed till they fainted away ; which bleeding was 
tended by a looſneſs, vomiting of Choller, and plentiful Sweat. Yet in theſe daies of ours, tht 
ſame large blood-letting is out of date ; which 1s not without danger, ſeeing Ga/en himſelf relates 
his Book of Curing by Phlebotomy,Chap. 12. That it befell three Phyſitians,while they were prai- 
fing this large Blood-lettipg that inſtead of fainting away, their Patients died out-right, Itisher- 
ter therefore at ſeveral times to take away ſo much blood, as the Nature of the Diſeaſe doth nec 
rily require, 

Before blood-letting, if the Patient be Coſtive, or the Guts abound with Crucities, an Emdls 
ent and Laxative Clylter muſt be given. 

As for the point of cold Water, Ga/en orders it to be given in ſo great quantity, that the Patent 
orow pale, tremble, and be cold all over ; and ſo he aies, it extinguiſheth the fiery heat, it ny 
thens the ſolid parts, and drives out unprofitable Humors by tool, by Urine, and by ſiveat. - kit 
ſaies there muſt be many Cautions in the uſe thereof, viz. That it be given in the Vigor of the 
ver, the figns of Conco&tion appearing ; that the Patient have been uſed to drink cold Water inte 
of health, have ſtrong bowels, and full of Juyce, a fleſhy ard well-ſet Body ; have a conſtantand 
gorous trength,be not full of thick and clammy Humors, have no Tumors in any Bowel, nor 
Throat,or Sinewvs weak.Otherwiſe if theſe conditions be wanting,it is to be feared leaſdthe Patjentfil 
into ſhortneſs of breath, Drophe, Trembling, Convulfion, Lethargy, or ſome other grievous-Diſaaſ 

This kind. of Me#icine 15 likewiſe grown out of date in our times, ſeeing it is hard toobſerveal 
thoſe conditians,and ſo many dangers as attend the undue uſe thereof, For it is better to uſe other More 
ſafe Medicines which cool the whole Body, and the Blood ; as Juleps, and opening Emulſion 
Epithems, Liniments, and a Diet altogether cooling. Juleps are made of the. Deco&tion of Barle) 
or Sorrel, or Cichory ; or with Water of Cichory, Endive, Sorrel, Lettuce, adding Syrup of Jujce 
of Cichory, Lemons, Pomegranates, Vinegar, &c. Whereunto alſo for the greater cooling 
opening, may be added ſome drops of Vitriol, or Sulphur. If the diſtilled Waters ſeem too crude 
raw, let them boyl with a little Species Triaſantalon, or Diamargaritum frigidum, 

Emulfions may be made after this manner : 

T ake ſweet Almonds blanched and ſteeped in Roſe Water, one ownce : the four greater cold ſetdsy ad 
ſeeds of white Poppy,sf each two drams. Beat them in a Marble Mortar, powring on by little and (i 
tle, a pint and 4n half of Bariey Water. In the ſtrained Liquw diſſolve Sugar of Roſes three onncts 
Make an Emniſion of Alm1nd Milk for three Doſe. Which will be convenient, and i to be perfer 
red before Tuleps, if there be want of Reſt. as

Add hereunto 2 convenient Diet, viz. cooling, moiſtening, and thin, of Broths made with cooling 
Herbs, Prunes,ſharp Apples boyled, and Panadaes. 

Let the Patients Drink be a Decoftion of Barley Water boyled, and water with Bread boyled 
init, of mixed with Syrups of Maiden-hair, or of Pomegranates. 


Chap. 3 Of an Hefick Feaver. 


N HeRtick Feaver occupies the ſolid Parts of the Body, which conſtitute the Habit thereof,and 

Yare commonly called Spermatical, or fleſhy ; ih regard of which parts it is more fixed and roo- 

ted than other Feavers which are inthe Spirits or Humors. For which cauſe it is alſo termed Habi- 
twal, becauſe it is become Habitual, and can hardly be removed from its ſubject. 

There are many Diviſions of this Feaver, For firſt of all, there isa Primary He&ick, which be- 
oinsof it ſelf ; and another Secondary, which follows other Feavers, Secondly, an HeRtick Feaver 
x fimple and ſolitary, or joyned with a putrid Feaver. Thirdly, ſome He&ticks begin at the Heart; 
others from other parts, as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidizeys, Womb, and other Parts inflamed, 
ulcerated, corrupted, or poſſeſled with ſome other grievous Diſeaſe. And this Feaver though it 
baye its habitual ſeat it the Heart, and the whole Body ; yer is it commonly termed Symptomarical, 
becauſe of its firſt Original which it hath from other parts. 

Galen makes three degrees of an HeEtick Feaver. The fiſt is the very beginning of an HeRiick, 
in which the Body is hardly extenuated ; yet the moſt Humidity of the Body 1s inflamed, conſumes, 
and dries. The Second comprehends the Augment, and there1a is an evident extenuation of the Bo- 
dy, the fleſhy and fat ſubſtance of the Body perithing. The Third contains the Rate of the Diſeaſe, 
and its laſt age ; for it never comes to a declination, becauſe therein, viz, in that degree it is incura- 
ble : for then tae fibrous and membranous ſubſtance of the Body is conſumed, and the whole Body is 
ſoextenuated,that the Face of the Patient is like that deſcribed by Hypocrates, nothing but Skin and 
Bone, This 1aſt degree is called Aarasſmm, or rather Heitics Maraſmodes ; becauſe ina trae 
Mwaſmm, cold is joyned with dryneſs. 

CAUSES.) The Cauſes of an Heck Feaver are divided into an Internal, and External, 
Tothe External are referred, what ever Cauſes may occafion any of the other Feavers, if the AQtion 
df Heating be continual and vehement, or the Patients Body bz apt to entertain this kind of Feaver, 
Such are, the heat of the Sun, or of the Fire, vehement exerciſe, Meats and Drinks that are heating, 
moderate Evacuations, as in a looſneſs and Bloody-flax, vehement paſſions of Mind , and finally, 
ſting in'a Chollerick Body that is hot and dry of Conſtitution ; ſeeing Ga/en affirms, that thoſe 

fans that were wont to enjoyn their Patients to faſt three days together, did bring Chellerick 
Conflitutions by that means into burning and HeRtick Feavers. 

The Internal Cauſes are, burning and Peſtilential Feavers, which do ſpeedily conſume the moiſ- 
tare of the Heart ; alſo a long ſlack Feaver. Alſo ſome peculiar Diſeaſe of any of the bowels, as an 
Inflammation or Ulcer ; or putrifa&tion of fome Humor contained therein ; or finall h the corruption 
of the Member it ſelf, which are wont to cauſe a lingring Feaver, and an HeRick. 

Of theſe infirmities peculiarly poſſeſſing ſome certain Members of the Body,and caufing an Heftick 
We have Examples manif2ſt enough. For, as for what concerns Inflammations, Ga/en ſaith he ſary 
a _—_— by reaſon of an Inflammation in her Midrif, fell into an HeEtick Feaver, And we 
diyly obſetve in the Conſumptien of the Lungs, or Pheþifc, a complicated Hetick Feaver, The 
——— or Humors contained in ſome bowel, fals out in great obſtruRions, or cold ſwellings, 

he Corruption of ſome Member is often ſeen in the Lungs-; ſometimes in the Liver, in ſuch men 
Vare given to Wine, and who uſe much hot Spices ; for a certain filthy corrupt blood is _ in 
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their Liver, by which the ſubRance thereof is corrupted. Ferne/iau ſays, he ſometimes met with thi 
kind of Feaver, and that itis a fign thereof, when the Patients extreamly covet Wane ; but 46. 
minateall kind of Fleſh. 

DIAdGMNOSTICKR.) ASimple HeQick Feaver is known, becauſe it is continual » Withay 
any fits always a like, neither encreafing nor decreafing, ſave that it is ſomyhat augmented, an hoy 
wo or three after Meat, The heat under the ſhort Ribs, is at firſt laying on the hand mild, aftera 
ſharp, biting and dry. -The Pulſe, is little, frequent and quick ; the fick perceive not any Feare: 
they are lazy, and loath to ſtir, and when they ſtir it is with pain, becauſe their firength is in 21a: 
uiſhing condition, Their Arteries are hotter than the Parts circumyacent, which may be perceing 
by the tonch-after the Patient hath waſhed in cold Water. The Urme is like that of one in heats 
both in point of color apd ſediment. In the progreſs of the Diſeaſe Oyly ſubRance Swims o te 
top, and the ſediment 1s like to Meal, which is aGgn that the ſubſtance of the Body doth melt, 

. Moxe particularly, we may know not only the ſeveral degrees of an HeRtick, but foreſee it bejy 
it comes afterthis manner. 

An HeRick Feayer at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded viz. If there have beenzhy. 
ning Feaver, in a body naturally hot, dry, and of a thin contexture, in an hot ſeaſon of weather, i 
is w! de kk the Patientwill fall into an Hedick, and ſuch remedies as may prevent the ſame; 
tobe uſed. ; | 

The firſt degree of an HeRtick Feaver if it be Joyned with a putrid Feaver, is very hardly knom, 
If it be alone, not very eaſily, - In the firſt day, there are all the ſigns of Febris Ephemera. In th 
ſecond,the dryneſs is augtgented,not the heat.On thg.third day it repeats not, it is not evidently wg. 
mented nor diminiſhed. And at length one houx or two after Meat,the heat ſeems ſomwhat encrea 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perveives no Feaveriſhneſs, only ſome alterations after meg 

There is a manifeſt dryneſs, a ſmaller and ſwiſter Pulſe, with a certain hardneſs. 
The ſigns of the third degree are moſt manifeſt; the eyes are hollow, dry and have dry Excremey 
in them, the bones evidently flick out, the lively color of the Face is extinguiſhed ; the whole Sky 
is dry, the Midrif vehemently contracted, fo that the Patients ſeem to have no Guts. Thei Pall 
1s perceived under the ſtomach, jn all extenuated perſons, 

And becauſe a putrid Feaver4s many times coupled with an Hedtick, they are both exaAlyto kk 
diſtinguiſhed, becauſe it is of great moment in regard ofthe Cure, which an this caſe is vyery'muc 
differing. Novwthis coupling may be known by Comparing the ſigns of an HeRtick propounde, 
with, the ſigns ofa: putrid Feaver, which ſhall be hereafter deſcribed imtheir proper place. 

PROGNOSTIC K.] Thefirſt degree ofan He&tck Feaver igeafily Cured, the thid i 
incurable ; the ſecond is of a middle Nature, and look how much the nearer it approaches to the 
fir}, or third by- ſo much is it eaſier or harder tobe Cured, An HeRick Feaver happens moſtat- 
monly from the exghteen{peer to the thirty fifth, for in that Age the hex is moſt intenſe, and ſo- 
eſt conſumes the Body. But they who before this Age or a fittle after .are taken with an Hef 
Feaver, do more eaſily eſcapeand are ſometimes cured perfe&ly ; or by a palliative Cure the lik 
is protracted a long time, eſpecially if they be Women. | 

CARE.) For the Cure of this Diſcaſe, we muſt firſt conſider whether it depend upw ay 
Diſeaſe of ſome particular part or not : for then the Cure muſt be direted to that Diſeaſe : asilſoil 
it be ſingle or combined or complicated with a putrid Feaver. And in this-caſe the putrid Feat 
is firſt tobe Cured by bleeding, Purging, and by. opening Medicaments and ſych as hinder putnb- 
ion 4 the HeRick Feaver in the mean while not beingnegle&Red. Bur if the HeRtick Fearerit 
fingle and alone the cure muſt be efteed only with cooling, moiſtening and reſtorative things; tk 
manner of which muſt be taken from Diet and Medicine, | | 

Diet here, as in all Chronick Diſeaſes, can-domuch-; Nay in this Diſeaſe it can do.ore thi 
all Medicmes..; Therefore the Patients Diet muſt be by the PhyſitianexaRlly ordered, viz. That 8 
may be _direRed: fo as. to cool, and moiſten the whole Body. If therefore the Air where it 
Patient is, be moderately cold or temperate, let him- uſe the ſame; if -not, let it, be 
reed, ſo-as that it may incline tocold and moiſt. For this Reaſon Ga/ez in the 10, of his 
Chap. 8, in the Summer when the Air is hot, orders the fick tg abide in a Room under the Ground, 
that is,very cold-and blown through with the Wind, open towards the North, By which Remee 
alone, we have ſeen a man extreamly conſumed, reſtored within a moneth. Again the heat oftit 
Air in the Patients Chamber muſt be altered, by cold Water being powred out. of one Veſſel int 
another, by the very noiſe whereof Sleep is cauſed ; alſo by moiſtening the Pavement often with 

cold Water Sprinkled thereupon, or by cooling Hearbs, oftentimes freſh flrowed therein : ard 
by forbidding any number of people to come in, which among other things, doth likewiſe heat the 
Chamber. And Galen gives order that when the Air is coldeſt it ſhould be received by the 66, 
Namely, by drawing it in by the mourh$ becauſe it exceedingly cools the heat of the Heart ; bot its 
7ot good for the Body of the fick, leaſt it Rop the pores of the Skin.and hinder the breathing forth « 
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Excrements. Bat Galen afhrms that the dreathing in of the cool Air doth the Patients more 200d 
than they can receive hurt, by the ſtopping of theur pores, if that ſhould happen : bat that may de 
hindered by warm cloathing of the Body, Yer it is to be obſerved, that if the He&tick Feaver xcite 
from an Ulcer 1n the Lungs ; that the cold Air is not good in that reſpeR, bart rather temperate, a 
little ioclining to heat, and dry. For which Cauſe Ga/ex ſent thoſe that had Conſumptions of theu 
Lungs to the Mount Tabias where the Air was more dry than ordinary, 

The Meats of the Patient muſt be cooling and moiltening and quickly noariſhing, as Chicken- 
Broths and Broths of Hens, Capons, Veal, Kid, Wether Mutton ; Yelks of Eggs, with French 
Batley, Lettuce, Purſlane, Endive, Borrage, Sorrel ; The fleth of Calves, Kids, Pigs, Pheaſant 
Parttiches, Young Hares and ſuch like, Panadaes, Burly Cream, Water-Gruel, Roe-Poneget 
with Sugar and a ferv Almonds, or rather with the greater cooling Seeds, Boyled Ment are fitter than 
Roaſted which are ſooner Inflamed and turned to Choller ; the boyled do more moiften. Bur if the 
Patient be more diligent with Roaſt-Meats ; they muſt bz very moderately Roaſted, and tempered 
ahervards with Juyce of Lemons, Citrons, Oranges, or of unripe Grapes, without Salt, 

Fiſhes may be Eaten, becauſe they cool and moiſften,but ſuch as are taken out of fiony places ate 
tobepreferred, and ſuch as have a render friable fleſh, haunting the Sea or Pure Waters, 

Among fruits, Apples are commended becauſe they breed cold Blood. Alto Pears are convenient, 
Damask Prunes, and French Prunes boyled in Sugar ; alſo Raifins clenſed, which being prepared 
after this following manner, do nouriſh the Body without heating. 

Take Raiſins of the Sun clenſed one pound - Let them be tempered in Endive, Bugloſs and Roſe- 
Water, and very diligently waſhed, that the Lax tive poner may be taken anay. A fternard let 
them be lightly boyled in the ſame Waters, adding 4 little Sugar, wherezith let them be preſerved 
for aſt; lettbe Patients take of them in the mornings and alnays after Meat. 

And becauſe Perſons that are HeRical, have the Feaveriſh heat fixed in the folid Parts of their 
Bodies, by which the Nutriment 1s eafily and ſaddainly conſumed and diffipated ; therefore Pratti- 
tioners are wont to preſcribe unto them, Meats ſolid and of a clammy ſub{tance, as the Feet of Living 
Creatures. The fleſh of Snails, Crabs, Toxoiſes, and of Frogs. For Teeing their ſorts of fleſh are 
moiſt and clammy they eafily adhere unto ſuch Parts of the Body as want nouriſhment neither are 
they eahly conſumed by the Feavernh heat : and ſo they hinder the drying up of the ſolid Parts of | 
the Bady. Yet ſome do reje& theſe Meats, becauſe hard of digeſtion and troubleſome to the Sto- 
mach, - But this difference 1s thus reconciled, In the begining of an HeRick, while the digeſtive 
faculty is yet ſtrong, theſe thick and clammy nutriments are convenient : but in a confirmed He&tick 
they ae not to be given becauſe hard to digeſt, -Add hereunto, that they may be ſo prepared and 
qulified, as that they may eafily be digeſted; as by being boyled toa Jelly, or giving only what is 
tranedout of them being heaten into a maſh, Among other things the land Tortoiſes are mightily 
praiſed for an HeRtick, not only for a ſingle He&ick, but when Joyaed with a Conſumption ; and 

they ace prepared divers ways. For either they are boyled in Water till they are diſſolved then cafting 
awaythe ſhels, the fleſh is ſeparated from the bones and boyled again with Cichory, Sorrel, Borrage, 
French barley, and Prunes in a fingle HeRick:burt in an HeCtick of the Lungs it is Boyled with Bram- 
ble Leaves, Purſlane, and Plantane, Ler the Patient drink the broth and eat the fleth twenty days 
together. Oc the juyce is preſſed ont of the Fleſh being beaten. Oc lirtle Loaves are made of the 
Fleſh of the Tortoiſes boyled in Barley Water with iweet Almonds,Pine Kernels, the cooling Seeds , 
andSugar. Which are lightly baked 1n an Oven and aregiven the Patient at Dunne: and Supper. 
They may be thus made h, atm 

Take of the F/eſh of Land-Tortoiſes Boyled in Barley-Water four ounces : ſmeet Almonds ſtee- 
ped in Roſe-water ſix ounces: Pine-Kernels ſo ſtreped two ounces, of the four greater cold bat 
of each one ounce * Annis Seed net Poudered, but lightly baked in an Oven one dram and an balf- : 
Cinnamon two drams : Sugar diſſolved in Roſe-water, to the quantity of all the reſt. - Make thert- 
of little Hor ſels. Jo" 

Inflead of Tortoiſes the Fleth of a Capon is uſed and of a Partridg, and March-Pane is made 
thereof, good to reſtore Heck Perſons, after this manner. 

Take Pu/p of a Capon and Boyled Partridg of each three ounces, ſweet Almonds ſteeped in Roſe 
Weter four ounces : Pine-Kernels one ounce and an half : Seeds of white Poppy 10 drams : Gum Ara- 
bick and Tragacanth of each one dram and an baif : Pearled Sugar Cakes two ounces : with 4 little 
Roſe-water make a March-pane, and gild it with Gold. | 

To ſuch as have weak Stomachs, Jellies, broths, and reſtorative filled Waters at2 given. A 
Jelly may be made after this manner. 

Take a choiſe C apon, a Knuckle of Veal, or a Wetyers Thigh , two Calves Feet , or fix 
Wethers Feet. Boy! all in Fohntain Water, till it be / ufficient/y waſted. Strain and | queef, e our 
the Tmyce and Broth and take off the Fat. Inthe ſtrained Liquer diſſdlve a pond of white Sugar, 
fix bites of Egos, « little Saffron or Cinnaman.

Reſtorative Broths may be made divers ways ; this is far the beſt of all, which follows : 


Take a wel! fleſhed Capon ; pnls draw, and ent bim in pieces, and take away the Fat and Shia ; 
add, if youpleaſe, ſome Veal, or Weather Mutton cut into bits, and freed from the Fat, Þy then 
into a ſtone Veſſel nell glazed; in which, about the middle, there muſt le a grate of Wood, or oþer 

aterials, on which the pieces aforeſaid muſt be ſo layed that-they may not come at'the buttow, 71, 

over the Pipkin with its cover, and cloſe it up well with paſte,” and let it ſtand boyling in Bilneg 
Martiz five hours. There will drop into the bottom a cleer tranſparent liquor ; of which thr, , 
four ſpooufuls may be given in Bruth, or by it ſelf, three or four times in a day. 

Such diftillations of Fleſh by Deſcent are very converuent fot He&tical Perſons, but thoſe thy 
are made by Aſcent, although they refreſh the Spirits, yet do they very little nouriſh ; neithe; < 
they reſtore the ſolid ſubRance of the Body. 

Let the Patients'Drink be Barley Water, either by it ſelf, or with Syrap of Vinegar, or Pome. 
granates mingled therewith, or Water in which a piece of Bread hath be2n boyled, ſweetned with 
a little Sugar. But if the Patients Stomach be very weak, Wine well allaied with Water may he. 
lowed, which helps the conco&tion and diftribution of Nouriſhment. Galen, Meth. 10, ch, 5,6 
* givescold Water, with which he boaſts he had ſaved many from the Maraſmus. Howbeit, grex 
Caution' is tobe uſed in the giving thereof ; for when the body is very much pined away, it js toe 
feared leſt the'ſmall heat of the Patient ſhould be wholly extinguiſh:d. And therefore it 1s only 900d 
when an HeRtick is feared, oor in the beginning thereof, and to ſuch as are accuftomed thereunto, w 
while the Body is yet ſufficiently full of blood. 

Motion of the Body is not good, but the Patient muſt be enjoyned to reſt ; howbeit before Mex, 
if trength will bear it, ſome light exerciſe will be good ; or infte;d thereof, a few light fritions o 
rubbings may ſerve rarn, eſpecially preſently after (leep, beginning at the inferior parts of the Body, 
for they provoke the Humors outward, And the Patient muſt be rubbed no longer than till a light 
redneſs begin to appear upon the Skin ; for to rub longer would dry the Body. Carnal Embracemens 
muſt beabove all things avoided, which do very much conſume the ſubſtance of the Body, 

Let the Patient ſleep, neither very long, nor very little. For long {leep encreaſeth the heat of he 


Bowels, by the retiring of the Natural warmth inwards : too ſhort ſleep dries the body more. Bu * 


there is leſs inconvenience from ſleeping a little over largely, than too ſcantily, becauſe ſleep dit 
exceedingly moiſten, whichin this Feaver is very much to be deſired, Let the Patient ſleepina{t 
bed, - and that a Flock-bed, not a Feather-bed, and Jarge enough. Let the Patients Linnen beoften 
changed, which muſt be ſprinkled with Roſe-water before they be pur on, 

If there be Coſtiveneſs, the Belly muſt be provoked with a Suppoſitory, or a' Clyſter of Chicken 
Broth, with Barley, Mallows, and Violet Leaves boyled in it ; adding Caftia, Honey of Roſes, Bit- 
ter, and the Yelks of Eggs. 

Finally, The Mind muſt be preſerved in peace and cheerfulneſs,avoiding vehement Perturbations, 
as Anger, Sadneſs, Fear. 54 | 

As for point of Medicaments fit for Hetick Perſons, they are Internal or External, Among 1n- 
ternal, in the firſt place Purgers muft be conſidered ; and becauſe addition is more neceſſary than 
detraftion in this Diſeaſe, Purgers can pms We convenient, unleſs a putrid Feaver be joyned with 
the HeQick. Yer if the firſt Region of the body ſeem filled with Excrements, becauſe of Crudities 
ariſing from a weak Stomach, Purgation'may ſafely be uſed with Catha, Manna, or Syrup of Roſe, 
Nay verily, if ftrength be not deficient, the Tnfafion of Rhubarb may be given, with a Decoftion of 
Prunes, Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Bugloſs and Violets. 

But Altering Medicines may be reduced into the form of Juleps, broths, and Emulfions, after 
this manner : | , 

Take Waters of Endive, Lettuce, Sorrel, of each four ounces : Syrup of Violets, Water Lillits 
Apples, of each one ounce. Mix all into 4 Fulep for three. Doſes, to be taken at ſeveral times in unt 
day and to be continued for divers days together, Or,

Of the ſame Simples with a Chicken or a Pullet, may be made a broth for the ſame uſe. Or, 

Take Roots of China one drazs and an balf : Entire Barley two pugils : the four greater cold Seed 
half an ounce. Beat all together, and therexith fill che Belly of a Capon, or young Pullet, and mat 
Broth ; to which add Sugar of Roſes half an ounce. Let the Patient take of this broth a 1cng time tg 
ther.

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Take ſweet Almonds blanched and infuſed in cold Water one ounce : the four greater cold Seeds, and 
of phite Poppy ſeeds, of each one dram. | Beat all together in a marlle mortar, powring on by little and 
ule a pins of Barley Water.

If we be gunded more powertully to cool, we muſt add to every Doſe of the Julep or Emulſion, 
ryo ſcruples or one dram of Sal prunellz. 

1n the uſe of Refrigerating things, this is to be obſerved, That we uſe not the more powerfull all of 
1 ſudden, or frequently ; for they might extinguiſh a weak heat, But it is better to cool by litdle 
and little, than ſuddenly. And moilteners are alwaies ſafer than Coolers, becauſe they exerciſe 
their Operations ſlowly, | 

While the aforeſaid Remedies are uſing, we muſt be careful to firengthen the Bawels, by a con- 
venient Opiate, Which may be made after this manner : 

Take Conſerve of the flowers of Borrage, Bugloſs, and Violets, of each one ounce : Conſerve of the

ame Cautions muſt bz obſerved, which are ſet down in the Cure of a Conſumption, 

Among external Remedies, a Bath of freſh Water is principal , for it powe:fully cools and moi- 
ſens, and relaxeth the external Parts that they may more readily receive Maar Among the 
Ancients the uſe of Baths was moſt frequent, and there were four parts of the bathing place : In the 
firſt lomewhb t warm, they pur off their Cloaths : In the ſecond there wasa bathing Veſſel of hot 
Wer :In the third a bathing Veſſel of cold Water : In the fourth the Sweatineſs and Moiſture way 
dried off, Galen in 10. Meth. Chap. 19. doth thus. moderate the uſe of theſe parts of the Bath ; That 


the Patients ſhould be drought inte the firſt part of the Bath, which was heated withthe vapor of the 


Bath, that the pores of their Bodies might be opened ; then being anointed with freſh fiveet Oyl, 
they were to be plunged in the hot Water to moiſten their Bodies ; and then they were of a ſudden 
tobe thrown into the cold Water, quickly to be taken out again, and to be dried and anointed with 
Oyl, thatthe pores being cloſed, the moiſture received. from the hot Bath, might be retained, 
But maſmach as the Induſtrious Diligence of the Ancients in the uſe of bathing, is long fince out 
dfuſe ; our Practitioners have likewiſe left this Method of-bathing Hetcal perſons, which they 
jadgunſfe, ſeeing it 18 to be feared, leſt by the ſudden receiving of the cold Water, the Patients 
y ſhould be hurt, and the Patient not be able to endure the ſudden ſence of contrary qualities, 
Sothat our Practitioners do more adviſedly, and more , compencionſly , whiles they convey the 
atients into a bath of Water moderately hot in the morning, after a ſtool procured by Nature, or 
by Att, and two or three hours after they -have eaten ſome Broth, or Milk, or the. Yelks of Eggs ; 
Where they abide ſo long, till it grow luke-warm of it. ſelf, and at laſt cold. For' feeing Ga/en 
conceiyes the uſe of a cold bath after an hot to be ſo neceſſary, that without it the | hot bath doth no 
good :the uſe of a cold bath is ſupplied, if the Patients ftay ſo long in the bath till of it ſelf it grow 
uke-warm, and cold. Bat this Caution is to be obſerved, That whereas athree-fold quality may be 
had inthe ſame bath, the Patient muſt abide in the hot a little while, in the luke-warm longer, inthe 
cold leaſt of all. | | 
And although the Ancients were wont tothake their baths of Gimple Water, yer is it good to make 
M more moiſtening by boyling therein Emollient and moiftening Herbs, as Mallows, Marſh-mal- 
lows, Violet Leaves, &c. or with bartey and beaten Almonds, eſpecially in the Summer, becauſe a 
bath of Deco&tion of Herbs is ſooner corrupted. After bathing, the fick is ſoftly to be wiped with

The PREFACE, 


ltrid Fravers art divided- into Continnal, or intermitting. The continual Pmtrid Feavert 
generated when a purrid V apor, or 4 preternatural heat, which ariſeth from putrified Humn, 
doth perpetually afftitÞ the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a coutinaal beat ; from whence likeniſti 
; perpetually diffnſ id a Feaveriſh heat into the who/e Body. But the intermitting Feaver; at 
cauſed, when the ſaid V aporsare carried unto the Heart, only at certain diſtances of time. Continu 
Feavers are again divided imto Eſſential, and Primary, or Sywptematical. Thoſe are called Eſmil 
and Priwary, which [} pring from'a putrif ation inflamed in the common V tins and not in any partie 
lar part of the Body. . Thoſe are Symptomatical that ariſe from the pmutrifattion or ſuppurationif ſm: 
particular pars inflamed ; out of #hich part by communion of the Veſſels, a putrid-vapor may continu 
be carried wntothe Heart © Such Fravers are ſeen in the Pleuriſie, Inflammation of the Langs, Infas 
mation of the':iver,' and in. the Inflammation of other internal Parts, Aguin, the Primary continu 
Peavers are iwo-fold ; for ſome are without any Exacerbation or Fits, and remiſſion, but titine 
alike tram the beginning to thelend, and are called Sanoch, «yr Continentes, But others have mui 
E xacerbations or fits, and remiſſions, and are'called Sunecheis, or Continiz, by the name f the hind. 
And theſe again from the difference of their Exacerbations or fits and remiſſions,are divided intithre 
ſorts. Fir ſbme are called continual Tertians which have their Exacerbations vr fits every third ls); 
ethers contiunal Quotidians that are exaſperated every day ; others continual Sores that wtthſ- 
perated every fanrtb daye - The intermitting Peavers or Agnes, are likewiſe divided into Tertia, 
Quotidians, and Quartans, according as their Fits are wont to return every third, every fabrth, ” 
rwery day. | There are other Differences of Feavers likewiſe, which are 'tither Accidental, i wiſt 
frim the Compoſition! of thoſe aforeſaid 3 all which we ſhall Particularly and briefly Explain. 


Chap. 1.. Of continual Putrid Feavers. 


A iaeh there are divers ſorts of acontinual putrid Feaver, yet have I determined to. deſcribe 
he Cure of them all together, becauſe ina manner the ame Remedies ate ſuitable to all, & 
which ſome differ only in more or leſs, and are accordingly td be varied : which depends moreupon 
the Judgment of a Phyfitian, and his Dexterity attained by PraRice, than upon particular Precepts. 
_ ſhall I as-near as I can, obſerve what is peculiar to every ſort of Feaver, in its peculiar 
PIAaCe. i -F (38 
DIFFERENCE,andC AUSES.) LED 
Feavers Putrid, Continual,and Primary, ot Efſential, are wont to be bred of the putrifation « 
Humors, which are contained in the Veins and greater Arteries : And according to the various 
ture of putrifying Humors, ſeveral Species do ariſe, 
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Synochus Putrida 1s diſtinguthed with no fits Or Excerdations, but its whole time is taken up as 
it were with one fit, which reaches from the beginning tro the end of the Diſeaſe, and of this as of a 
Gmple Feaver there are made three differences, The fiſt whereof is, that which continues all alike, 
4:xing from the beginning to the end, The ſecond is, that which encreaſes by degrees. The third is, 
thac which decreaſes by little and little, The firſt is vamed Acmaeſtica or Homatones, and happeis 
when inthe hole courſe of the Diſeaſe,the manner of putrifaion is one and the ſame. The ſecond is 
called Epacmaſt ica when more putrifies than is diſſipated, The third is called Parzemaſtica,vben leſs 

ifies.chan 1s diſſipated; Yet although theſe kind of Feavers do perpetually-increaſe or decreaſe, 
or keep the ſame Tenor; yet doth not this hinder, but that they have four times, if they determinate 
inhealch ; but ſome haye them longer, others ſhorter, if they be conſidered according to the vehe- 
mency of the Sypropes. So that which is called Homorunes, hath a very brief beginning and Aug- 

10a, bat a loag tate. The Epacmaltick hatha long augment ; the Paracmattick along decli- 
nation, but the other times do quickly paſs away. Yet ie muſt know,that the times of putrid Feaveis 
ae yo waies confidered, either with reſpe& to th Symptoms,or with eſpe of coction and crudity, 
which4vo in other Feavers do commonly coincide or happen at one and the ſame time : But in theſe 
continent Feavers called Synecþoi, it 1s not ſo, For their times ought netſo much to be defined by 
theancreate and decreaſe of the Symptomes, as by the figns of Concoction or non-concotRtion which 
appear chiefly in the Urines, 

Now Galen propounds tvo ſorts of this continent  Feaver called Synochi : one ſpringing f:om 
Blood pyttifying, of which he treats.in the ſecond of this Methed, Chap. 7.and 9. as alſo in the g, 
of his Method, Chap. 3. and 5. another arifing of Choller putrifying ia the greater Veſſels of the 
kind of burning Feavers, which he explains in his ſecond of the Differences of Feavers,and the ſe- 
condof Criſes,Chap.6, The firſt is called Synechi Sanguinea ; and the other Synochas Bilioſa. For 
alhoagh the whole maſs of Humors contained in the Veins dogo under the name of Blood, yetdo 
neacknowledge four Parts thereof, which the more temperate 1s ſpecially called Blood ; the hatrer 
pait Choller, the rarver and colder Flegm ; and the thicker and more dreggy Melancholy, So then, 
if that more temperate Part, which is more eſpecially called Blood, do ſurmount the reſt 1+ quantity, 
add the whole mals putrifie, that Feaver 1s cauſed which we term Synochas Senguinea. But if the 
thirmer and hotter part of the Blood, which is of the nature of yellow Choller do exceed the reſt, 
and putrifie, that Feaver is cauſed, which we term Synochas Bilioſa. | 

Snicbus Putrida is 1ngendred by the ſame cauſes whichare wont toproduce the fimple Synochns. 
andfor not.only the ſhutting the pores of the Skin, but the Obſtruction of the Veſſels alſo, by reaſon 
of much Blood, and thick and clammy Humors is wont to caufe this Feaver. For ſeeing by ſuch like: 
ObtyRions, the Tranſpiration of Fuliginous Vapocs is hindered, putrifadtion is bred-in the Blood 
redounding within the Veins. 

Acontinual Tertian, which every third day doth-more affli the Patient than ordinary, takes its 
Riſe from bad and Cholerick Blood putrifying in the Vena Cava, And the Cauſes thereof are all 
{ach things as multiply this Humor in the Bod) , as an hotand dry diſtemper of the Liver, Meat hoc 
anddiy, Youthful Age, Faſting, or very ſpare Diet ; vehement and frequent Exerciſe, hot and dry 
conflitation of the Ar, over great Watchings, and {uch like. 

A continual Quotidian (Which the Barbarous Wricers term Latisa or lurking, becauſe it hath a 

certain hidden and concealed heat) is prodaced by flegmatick blood putrifying with the Veins ; 
andtherefore it hath its exacerbations and fits every day. It is wont to aflail degmatick bodies, as of 
Infants, and Children, and old Men ; as alſo of ſuch as are of a fat and: corpulent conſtitution given 
tidleneſs and crammirg of Belly-chear, and whbiting moiſt places. This kind of Feaver happens 
but ſeldom, becauſe flegm is hardly putrified. ; 
- Acontinual Quartan, is that hich is exaſperated every fourth day, being cauſed of Melancholy 
Mood putrifying in the branches of ena Cava. Andall things may Cauſe this Feaver, which are 
Ptto breed Melancholy Blood, and to Cauſe the ſame to putriie.

the continuity, others the putrifation, and the reſt the peculiar differences of them., 

The continuity is eafily known, in that the Feaver is continual, and hath no intermiſſion, 

The putrifaQtion 1s i a by a ſharper heat than ordinary, and more biting, and by a ſhayy 
biting Sooty, vapor, produced by the exhalationof putrid Humers, The pulſe is not only greay 
frequent, and oftentumes unequal ; but it hath thus peculiar property, That the Syſtole is que 
than the Diaſtole ; becauſe the Expulſion of if Excrements is more neceſſary than refrigernm, 
The Urins are in the beginning crude, or very little digeſted ; The Exacerbations or fits keep thi 
certain times; which yet is not. to be underſtood of the Feaver Synochus. A. cold ſhakingfitat 
beginningofthe Diſeaſe: Hereunto are added various Symptomes, commonly accompanying 
Feavers, as Illneſs of Stomach, Vomiting, Heavineſs of the Body, Pain of the Head, Raving,G 
of the Head, Hiccoughs, Anxiety, Heart-burning, Thirſt, Roughneſs and Blackneſs of theT 
ſtretching of the parts undex the ſhort Ribs, andthe reſt.

or ſomewhat ſwims in the Urines like a Spiders Web, when the fat melts ; or if with the Urine there 
comes away ſomevhat like Vetches or Barley, which fignifie a melting of the fleſh ; or finally, abun- 
dance of Urine coming divers daies together, when the blood and humors are melted.

PROGNOSTIC K.] Now in every of theſe ſorts of continual putrid Feavers, the Prog- 
noltick Signs are to be deſcribed, by which their events may be preſaged. 
' Andfirſt for Synochs Putrida, (eeing it is of the kind of acute Feavers, it is not without dan- 
ger. Yet if figns of Cancodtion do evidently appear upon the fourth day, and no error be commit- 
ted,it will terminate tovvards health the ſeventh day, Bur if the Signs of Concodtion appear later,it 
mayreachunto the eleventh or fourteenth day. But if no ſigns of Conco&tion appear, and the ſick 
hare a tound ſvvollen face like a Globe, it fignifies the Diſcaſe will be loag. By how much the Urin 
tredder at the beginning, other figns correſponding by ſo much ſafer it is, and fignifies the Diſeaſe 
mill foon come to an end, if there appear therein ſigns of ConcoCtion ; but with figns of Crudity it 
threatens death, eſpecially if the Party be weak : White Urine is the vvorſt of all, and commonly 
portends death.

C 4 RE.] Now in the Cure of all Putrid Feavers, we muſt take our Hints or [ndications from the 
Feaver, from its Cauſe, and from the Patients ſtrength. The two former indicate their own ablation 
or removal ; the third, itsown Preſervation. Which muſt be done by afſiſtance of thoſe ordinay 

Medicinal Utenfils, viz. Diet, Manual Operation and Medicaments, 

The Diet in all Cholerick Feavers ought tobe cooling and moiſtening, in flegmatick and me. 
lancholick more warming and attenuating. Let therefore the Air be cold and moiſt, which being 
drawn inby the Lungs unto the Heart, doth exceedingly temper the burning heat thereof. Yet 
muſt not the Patient be laid bare to the cold Air, becauſe tranſpiration, which 1s exceeding needfal, 
would by that means be hindered , and the ſooty Vapors and Sweats would be driven back againin- 
to the Body. Howbeit the Sick muſt be covered only with light and ſoft Coverings, and net loaded 
with over many Blankets or Rugs ; alſo the Feather-bed muſt be taken away and a Flock-bed put in 
place, upon which alſo in the extremity of Summer, a covering of Leather will conveniently be laid 
on, Let the Bed be wide, that the Sick may change place therein : Let the Patients Linnen ſhifts 
be often changed, contrary tothe Vulgar Opinion ; provided they be not newly waſhed, nor (mel 
of Soap, and that the Time of the Crifis be notat hand, in which nothing 48 to be fiirred,: leaſt the 
motion of Nature be hiydred and diſturbed, The Snit-beams are to be kept out of the Patients 
Chamber, and Rore of Company is to be avoided, Water is 0ften to be -poured out of one Veſſel 
into anothex aa the ſick perſons Chamber : The Pavement of the Chamber is to be ſprinkled mt 
Water, Vinegar-and Roſe-Water mingled : or with cooling Herbs and Flowers, as Vine Lene, 
Willow Leaves, Leaves of Wate:-Lillies, Flags , Roſes, and Flowers of Violets, and of Wate- 
Lillies, which muſt be kept at hand in good Quantities in a' cool place, - and be often freſh ſprinkled 
and ſtxowed abour the Patients Chamber ; for when theſe Herbs and Flowers ate dried, they-heatte 
Chamber. © If the Chamber be cold, as in Winter, it muſt be alittle tempered.with a Fire, avoidng 
Smoak : Howbeit in legmatick Feavers, the Air muſt be moderately hot and dry. ' 

As for point of Nouriſhment, the Diet ought to be thin and ſpare in acute Feavers. And theren 
the Antierts were ſo ſeverely diligent, as to place the greateſt part of the Cure in ordering the Diet, 
enjoyning ſuch as were fick of a moſt acute Feaver, to keep a moſt thin and ſlender Diet z and giring 
them nothing but a Ptiſan drink of Barley Water, as moſt convenient'for perſons in- a Feaver; (#- 

ing it. cools and moiſteris, withall extenuating and opening and hindering no Evacuation. Andthey 
had two kinds of Ptiſans.

niers-Heat and the Dog-Daies, than in other Natures and times ; but in Flegmatick and Melady 
lick Feavers; Blood-muſt be taken away in leſſer quantity : and moreover, great regard is tobely 
to Coindicants and Cotitraindicants ; foraſmuch as Quotidian' Feavers do. for the mol je

- Concerning the time of Blood-letting, -itis to be noted, Thata Veia-muſt not be opened fr- 
ſently after the Patient hath caten ; but after Digeſtion is paſt, andafter the Patient huhbens 
Rool. Again, Blood is to be let when the Feaver 1s moſt remiſs, and not'in- the vigor theted & 
then Nature is not able to bear both the violence of the Diſeaſe, and the loſs of Blood. As tk 
ition of Blood-letting,if the ſame be neceſſary to cauſe Evacuation,it muſt be repeated tielne 

day ; if for Revulſions ſake on another: day... For ivhere Evacuation is neceſſary, eſpeciljn 
acute Diſeaſes, the Body muſt be ſuddenly changed into another condition , alſo it often haypes 
that a Diſeaſe /is quickly paſt its firſt tirfie or beginning, ſo afterward we cannot ſo convene 
'open a Vein, but in Reyulfion we have reſpeR to the motion of tae Humors, which is then bd 
ordered, when it'is done at divers times, ſome ſpace being interpoſed, whereby Nature becomes t- 
cuſtomed r6a contrary motion..

A Double Tertian is that whoſe Fits come' every day, - And although herein 
differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one from the other by their prg- 
per Signs; . ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in the Patient , of which Signs in their place, 
Sometimes notwithſtanding 1n-2 double Tertiancthere are twofits in one day, the other day remaining 
free ; and thisſoms latter Phyſicians do call two Tertians, and make it differ from a Joable Tertian, 
Which Diſtin&ion- notwithſtanding 1s of ſmall moment : A Triple Tertian is-when there a 
three fits in the compaſs 'of two daies. This is a moſt rare, and ſeldom ſeen ſort of Beavers:

a mult not. eat when the Fit 1s coming, according to that ſaying of Hypecrates, in 


;11.: Set. 1, For Natars (as Galen (hes in his Commentary on that place) by Concodting 
neyvly eaten Meat, is called away from Conco&tion of the Morbifick Humors, Add hereunto, 
Thitin the fir of an Ague,the whole body is filled with a filthy vapor which doth mar,and for the moſt 
part corrupt that meat which is eaten near the fit, Bur if the fit prove ſolong, or the Patients body 
ohorand dry, fo lean and thinly woven together with wide pores, that it is ſoon diſſolved: and diſ- 
fipated;and cannot hold out to the end of the Fit ; the Patient in ſuch a caſe may be allowed to eat in 
the Fit,and-it wjll be better ro eat when the Fit is in the tate or height than at any, other time. How- 
beit,\the beginning alſo, and in the augmentation, neceſſity compelling, Meat may be given. For 
(06 inthe tenth of his Method, Chap..5. was compelled to give Meat even in the beginning of 
the Fiteunto (ach as had this kind of Ague, being of a hot and dry temperature, unto whom faſting is 
atreamly hurtful, left they ſhould fall into GFyoorng Fits. And 1n imitation of him, Amar Luſta- 
wy inthe 68, Cure, of the fourth Century, to one that was full of and vomited pure Choller, and 
by that means fell into ſvooning Fits, he gave bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled w.th juyce of ſowr 
p ih the beginning of the Ague fit ; by which means he hindered the afareſaid Symptomes. 

There is one thing yet further to be obſerved bdth in this and all other Agues, That the Patient do 
eitheir eat;drink nor ſleep before the Fit. But it will be good that the Patient go to tool by means of 
:Clyter, provided the ſame be adminiſtred before the beginning of the Fit. 

Having therefore ordered a convenient Diet, we muſt forthwith proceed to eyacuate the Morbifick 
Mater, which ſeeing it ſticks in the firſt Paſſages, it muſt be voided not only by Clyſter, but by Pur- 
and Vomitories. 

Clyfters in an exquiſite Tertian, muſt be made of an Emollient and Cooling Deco&tion, with 
Ca, Catholicum, Diaprunum imple and purgative, Butin a haſtard Tertian, ler the DecoRion 
beof Emollient and Cutting fimples, diffolving therem Diaphznicon, honey of Roſes, &c. 

Pirgative Medicamentsin an exquifite Tertian, muſt be the ſame which have been propounded in 
contumal Feavers. But in a baſtard Tertian, there muſt be added Agarick, Senna, Catholicum,Da- 
Pixenicon, and others, ſuch as the judicious Phyfician ſhall conceive moſt ſuitable to the conftitution 
ofthe ſick. And in every ſort of Agues, Cream of Tartar may profitably be added to the Medica- 
ments,becauſe it opens Obſttn&tions, is potently cleanſing ,and yet cools withall, Purging Medicines 
tre to be given on the day of Intermiſſion,and that in the morning,as commonly is uſed” - it the time of 
Intermiſſion fall within thoſe hoars : ifnot, the middle ſpace between the two fits muſt be choſev, 
Anat an hour of the day or night, we may give a Purge, provided it be far from the Fit, and the 
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Butin a e Tertian, 'tis an har I ie 2 Purge, 
many times, not above three or four hours do fall between two fits, Yea, and fometimes the fr - 
ſo tong, that the one begins before the other be ended, which makes them be called Febres Subintran- 
tes, encroaching or intruding Feavers, For then the ſpeedineſs of the occaſion, or opportine time 
requires the uttermoſt diligence of the Phyſician. Now the more commodious hour of Living the 
Medicine, is thus to be choſen. In a double Tertian not encroaching,the Medicament mutt be given 
in the end ofthe Fit, at ſuch/a diſtance from the following Fit, that the working of the ,Phyſick May 
be over ere the other Fir come. But in) an encroaching Ague,when the latter Fit interferes with the 
former, the Medicament muſt be given in the beginning of the declination, as ſoon as it begins neve; 
ſo little to remit, And in both Caſes the Patient muſt drink Broth three hours after the Medicamen: 
is taken, yet fo, as that there muſt be remaihing three hours for the Broth-taking before the next Bj 
begin. So that the Medicamtent is to be given atleaſt fix hours before the next Fit, 

As for Vomits, What was ſaid of them in the Cure of Contir.ual Feavers, may be here very com. 
modiouſly applied; becauſe the abundance of evil.Humors contained in the- Stothach, Met 
and Cavity of the Liver, which is wont to cauſe theſe Feavers,is brought away by vomit ; which ſome. 
times cannot be moved by purgi Icines given again and again, as Ferne/ins hath well obſerved, 
And therefore, If in the beginning of the Fit,the Patient be vexed with vomitings,the Phyſician (hal 
do well to follow that motion of Nature. - And ſeeing the gentleſt forts of yomits ryill not ordinaily 
ſerve the turn, we muſt proceed to the middle ſort, ſuch as is eſpecially Aſarum , of the poxider 
whereof, halfa dram, two ſcruples or one dram is given in Broth, or ſorpgþ other convenient liq, 
Others give the Deco&tion thereof, which is made of three drams of Aſariyli Roots boiled in Chicken 
Broth, or in Barley Broth made with Raifins.*\ The Chymiſts do give white vitriol prepared, and Sal 
of vitriol, and alſo Aqua Benedifta, which is made of Crecx@ Metalloruwm. Which, as other medi 
caments made of Antimony,as they do ſometimes happily rid away ſuch morbifick matter as is 
in the firſt paſſages about the Stomach and Meſentery, &c. Sodo they require a prudent and 
ful Phyſician to miniſter them ; otherwiſe they are bkea ſharp Knife in the band of an Infant, oc like 
a Sword in the hand of a mad-man, ; | 

The firſt paſſages of the Body, or the firſt Region thereof being purged at leaſt with one Purge, 4 
Vein isto be opened in the wel-day. Yea verily, and if the Patient be Plethorick, the Uriges ted 

_ thick; the Cure is well begun by Blood-letting ; for the Parge will afterwards work the 
tter. 

If the Blood a very Hot, Aduſt or Putrid, Blood-letting muſt be repeated ; which yet is ef 

to the judgmentof the Phyſician, according as he finds the Patients conftitution.. 

After Purgation and Phlebotomy, we muſt endeavor to prepare the humors by Jaleps, ſuch where 
ſet down in the Cure of Continual Feavers ; the matter whereof muſt be varied, according as Flegn 
or Melancholy is mingled with Choller, as was obſerved in the place aforeſaid. | 

In the mean time, whilſt the Medicines aforeſaid are making, the Feaveriſh heat is tobe allad 
with cooling Epithems applied to the Heart and Liver,ſuch as were propounded in Continual Ferers, 
with this Caution, that they be never laid on, but in the keight of the Hot- Fir, or rather whenitfit 
begins toabate. | |

The Body being again purged after the uſe of Juleps, if the Fits return and ſeem longer than the 
were before, it is a gn that groſs Humors, 'and ſuch as ftick faſt in the Bady, do nouriſh the Feaxe;, 
and breed Obftru&ions : In regard of which, cleanſing; opening and cutring things are to be uſed, 
The principal of which is Wormwood, which is exceedingly commended by Ga/en, in his firſt Book, 
ad Glauconem, Chap.9. and Centaury, which in regard of the rare vertnes it has in caring Agues, 
called Febrifaga, that is to ſay, Ague queller. But becauſe theſe Herbs are hot, they may be qual! 
fied by the Commixture of cooling things, after this manner.

And Ga/en 1n his firtt Book add Glauconem,Chap.1o, Writes 
chat many are Cured of this kind of Ague only by a Vomit, yea verily and daily experience ſhewss 
that Aq444 Benedifta doth eradicate theſe Feavers or Agues for the moſt part, unleſs ſome contu- 
macious Obltructions. of the Bowels do hinder. Many Experiments hereof are propounded by 
Martinns Rulandi 10 the Centuries of his Cures. Bur it is, as was ſaid hefore, a vehement 
n2dicament, and not to be given withoat extream Caution. Some giye an ounce of Aqia Be- 
redicta with the Infuſion of half an ounce of Senna, and ſo it works more by Stool than by Vo- 


mit, 

Others uſe Cambogia, others Aſercurius Dulcis with Scammony, Which medicaments, ſeeing 
they do potently Evacuate, do otten pluck theſe kind of Feavers avvay by the Roots, bnt they are 
tobe given only to ſuch as are ſtrong of Conſtitution, | 

To theſe medicamencs exquifite Tertians and Baſtard ones too are ont to give place. But if the 
Agues do yet ſtubbornly refilt (as it ofcentimes falls out) ſolemn Purgation maſt be made with an 

em to be taken three daies, made of the materials of the foreſaid Juleps, addin thereto Senna, 
Rhubarb; Agarick, Syrup of Roſes, of Cichory with Rhubarb, and ſuch ike. Yea verily, and al- 
though the Ague be gone betore the uſe of this Apozein, if a Voluntary Looſneſs do not befall 
the rk For the ſolution of an Ague by Sweat or inſenſible Tranſpiration , as not to be 
taſted unto, gives ſuſpition of a _ becauſe by them the thinner part only of the Humor 
s Eracuated, the thicker being left behind : which-can no other waies be Evacuated, fave by 
Stool. 

Before the Apozem aforeſaid be uſed, if there be a Difſtenfion in the parts under the ſhort Ribs,let 
ths following Emollient, attenuating and ſtrengthing fomentation be applied. 

Take Roots of Marſh-Mallons, Graſs and Aſparague, of each one ounce * Roots of Enula Cam- 

and the middle Bark of Tamarish, of each balf an ounce : Leaves of Mallons, Violets, Agri- 
wings Maiden” Hair and #.rmmood, of each an bandful : Linſeed and Fenugreek Seed, of each 
one ounce: Floners of Chamome! , Melilot , Riſes , of each a pugil: Boyl all in three parts of 
Bur, and one of white Wine, put in towards the conclu/ton, with two ounces of V inegar: mith this 
Deeoftion foment the Parts under the ſhort Ribs Aorning and Evening, for two daies before the uſe of 
the Apozem. 

Aſter Fomeritation, anoint the ſaid parts with this following Oyntmeart. 

Take Oy! of Lillies, Sweet Almonds and T amarisky of each one ounce : Oyntment of Marſh-Mal- 
lows tx ounces, and a little Wax.

If after all theſe Remedies, the ſtubborn Ague do yet lengthen the time, and keep its ground : an 
the Patients Face appear ſivoln and paliſh, allo their Legs ſell towards night - they are to be plied 
with inch Mecicines as are commonly preſcribed for ObſtruRions of the Liver. Among the reſt, 
Mmtana.doth very much commend the DecoCtion of Cichory and Germander in Broth 3 which he 
ſaiesis admirable in long Feavers that are cauſed by ObſtruRions, 

Yet it is to be noted, that the length of a Tertian Ague is ſometimes cauſed by an hot and dry 
diſtemper of the Liver, which perpetually produces a Cholerick Humor, the Cauſe of new Fits. 
Which is often obſerved in many, which being of a dry and meagre conſtitution of Body, and wholly 
Chdlerick,have had a Tertian Ague three or four moneths together, eſpecially in the more hor ſeaſon 
of the year, without any tenſion of their Bowels , or any abandance of Humors. To ſuch as 
Ueſe, firong Pargers and ſtrong Aperitives or Heaters do hurt, But. ſuch as theſe areto be plied 
mth a cooling and moiſtening Diet, with Juleps ard Broths of the ſame Natare. And the ſuperflu- 
QsHumors are to be purged away by little and little with Emollient and Refrigerating Clyfters, 
vith Caſſia, Tamarinds, Catt.olicon and Syrup of Roſes. But in this caſe eſpecially great nuracles are 
performed by a Bath of Blood-wazm Water, which doth extinguiſh the hot and ay diſtemper which 
BMtprinted upon the Bowels. Let the Patient uſe theſe Baths on the wel-day, but without ſiveat- 


Sometimes alſo the Length of Tertian Agues ariſes from the evil diſpoſition of ſome of the Bowels, 
eſpecially of the Liver and Meſentery ; which cannot be Cuted by purgations,though never ſo oft re- 
peated, becauſe that evil Quality remaining ſtill inthe Liver cauſes new morbifick matter daily to 

eed, which produces new Fits. Which evil diſpoſition or quality of the Bowels is taken away by 
wreticks, Sudorificks, and other reſolving medicaments, | 

With which faculties theſe following fimples are endued, viz. Wormwood, Centaury, Carduus, 
Roots of Di&tamnus, of Pimpernel, Tormentil, &c. Of which are made DecoRions, Powders, and 
ſuch like, which muſt be given for divers daies together before the Fit. 

A dram of Venice Treacle is ordinarily given with white Wine before the Fit, three times one afo- 
ter another, 

Some give a Walnut preſerved in Sugar or Honey after the ſame manner. 

When the heat of Venice Treacle is teared, it is at firſt given by it ſelf, and a draught of Plantane-

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Water is given after it, My Maſter / arandens did often uſe this as a Specifick Medicine, 

A Cnpof Hippecras given before the Fit will work the ſame effe&,with which pleaſant Medicine 
many have been Cured. : 

Yer muſt it carefully be obſerved, that theſe Remedies muſt not be given till the Patient kak 
been diligently Purged. "= |

T. ake Troches of Rbabarbs of E upator inns and of Wormmood, of each balf a dram : Ponder of 
Diarrhodon Abbatis one ſcraple, with Syrup of Wormmood make a Maſs of Pils. Of which lt 1þ, 
Patient take one dram in the morning three daies together, drinking after them a dranght of Bruth mat; 
with Cichory and Maiden-Hir. 

Montanus was wont to give many daies together a ſcruple of Trochesof Rhubarb or of Wa. 
wood, with Broth in which Barley, Parſly Roots, Cichory and Borrage have been boyled, 

Let the region of the Liver be anointed morning and evening before Meals,with a Liniment Made 
of tivo ounces of Ceratum Santalinum, juyce of Cichory half an ounce, juyce of Wormwood tw, 
drams, and a little Vinegar of Roſes. 

In like manner let the region of the Stomach be anointed with this Liniment. 

T ake Nard Oy! Oyl of Wormmood and Quinces, of each balf an ounce : Gallia Moſchata one ſry. 
ple, white Wax asmuch as ſhall be requiſite. Make all into a Liniment. 

Beſides the Medicaments hitherto propounded, which reſpec a regular and Methodical Cure, 
there are rhany other ſpecifick and Empirick Medicaments, both internal and external ; both con: 
mended by PraRitioners, and. frequently uſed by the common People ; out of the almoſt infinie 
riamber, whereof T ſhall here ſet down ſuch as are the choiceſt. Aud amorg theſe Medicines,maybe 
reckoned ſuch things as were before propounded, to amend the evil quality of the Liver and Me. 
_ which is wyont to make long Agues : Whereunto, theſe things following may profitably be 
added, 

Andin the firſt place, Spirit of Snlphurin alegitimate Tertian, or one very near Legitimate, 
ter bleeding and purging being- given with” Purſlain Water in the vigor of the Fit, doth powerfully 
extinguiſh the heat of the Feaver ; and if the Humor be thin, drives the ſame out by fweat, that 

.thereremains no matter for a nery Fit, and ſo is the Diſeaſe ſometimes pluckt up by the roots, Itis 
given from half a ſcruple to a ſcruple, with four ounces of Purſlain Water, 

And ſometime the ſaid Spirit is mingled with Salt of Wormwyvood, which is alſo of great Efficacy 
in the Cure of Agues, the Conſumprion is thus, 

T ake Salt of wormwood half a dram, Spirit of Sulphur a ſcrup/e, Carduus water four ounce! ; mix 
them. Let the Patient take it when the Fit approaches, and be cyvered with many Clothes, 

Some aſfirm; that the juyce of Plantane Clarified and drunk to the quantity of four ounces in 
bour before the Fir, doth Cure a Tertian Ague. Some give it with Vinegar and Saffron after this

Manardis prefers a DecoRtion of Chamomel, or the diſtilled Water thereof, to the quantity of 
four ounces, two hours before the Fit. 

A Medicine commonly uſed,and often ſucceſsfnl,is a little Potion made of Roſe-W ater, Plantane-

Neither are thoſe Medicines wholly to be rezected which the common people are wont to apply 
unto the Wriſts of ſuch as have Agues. For not only the Opinion cf People is bereby ſatisfied, who 
conceive that many are cured with theſe Remedies ; but. ſomewhat they may effect, by communica- 
ting their vertues unto the Heart by thoſe notable Arteries which are ſcituate in the Writs, The 
chief of which kind of medicines are theſe that follow : 

Take Leaves of Plantane, Ce/andine the great, of each one handful ; Cobnebs, Nettle Seeds, Soot 
ram the Chimney, and common Salt, of each une dram * the ſtrongeſt Vinegar as much as ſhall ſaffice. 
Make of all a Cataplaſm to be applied to the Writs a liitle Lefore the fit, and ts le repeated freſh three 
gr four times. 

Mouſ- Ear beaten with Salt and Vinegar, is by ſome accounted ot great efficacy, being applied to 


the Wriſts before the fit. 

Of ſome, the ſmalleſt ſort of Houſleek or Mouſ-ear 1s commended, being uſed after the fame 
manner. 

Others commend the Leaves of Shepherds-purſe beaten with Salt ard Vinegar. 

Plater applies unto the Wriſts the inner Bark of the Nut-tree fteeped in Vinegar ; which he 
ith had been by him uſed with ſucceſs, 

Finally, Ochers apply ſuch things as xre apt to bliſter the Skin, as Garlick, Onions,Crow-foot,and 
the ike ; which are lels ſafe than the former, and very trouble!om to the Patient.

notidian Ague is ſocalled, becauſe its Fits do return every day. Wherein it agrees with a 

double tertian, and a triple Quartan,but 1s diſtiogiuſhed from them by ſigns proper to its ſelf, 

Th Feaver is moſt rarely ſ-en,ſo that among fix hundred Patients thathave Agues which come every 
dy, ſcarce one of them 1s troubled with a Quotidian or every-day-Ague, 

CAUSES.) This Ague is cauſed by flegm putrifying in the firſt Region of the Body : And 
therefore all ſuch things as multiply Alegm in the Body, may cauſe this Ague, ſuch as are a cold and 
maiſtdiſtemper of the Bowels, old Age, Childs Age, an idle life, Autumn Seaſon, Meats cold and 
moiſt, long Sleeps and ſuch like. 

DIAGNOS! ICK.) The Diagnoſtick Signs are ſuch as teſiifie legm' to abound jn the Body ; 
28 greatneſs of bulk, ſoftneſs and fatneſs, white colour or pale, dull fence, profound ſleep, and 
dreams of Waters. Alſo this Feaver for the moſt part comes mn the night, and that without ſhaking, 
only with a coldneſs or light ſhivering, becauſe the Morbifick matter being benign, and not much an 
enemy to Nature, doth leſs provoke her ; and therefore the heat is not ſuddenly drawn inward as in 
a Tertian Ague, but retires by little and little, The time of Coldneſs being over, Heat is (lowly 
andunequally kindled, fo that the Patient feels ſomerimes heat, and then cold, and then hear again. 
Allo the heat is mild, and not at all ſcorching, and thirſt lictle. The Urines are ar firſt white, thin 
and undigefted ; and mn the proee(s they appear more thick, and betcer coloured, The Pulſe is ſmall, 
ſeldom and flow. The Parts about the thort Ribs do (ell, and are commoniy putted ap, and di- 
Rended. The fits do commonly laſt twelve hours, and do not end but ſo as to leave ſome Feavou- 
rſh heat behind them . becauſe this Feaver is like a hire of green Wood, whichis-both long in kind- 
ling, and leaves much ſmoke behind it. Sometimes the fit 15 extended to twenty tour hours, and it 
ſeems to be a continual Feaver. 

Now. theſe Signs are very variable, and appear more intenſe or remiſs, according as the flegm is 
either ſimple, or niingled with other Humors ; and likewiſe according to the different kind of the 
flegm which putrifies, So that according to Ga/en in his Book of Plenitude, Cap. 11, Salt flegm 
makes the Patients thirſty ; acid or ſovr flegm makes them hungry ; ſveet flegm makes them ſleepy;

taileſs legm makes them without appetite to meat : and likewiſe Feavers which are cauſed by acid 
or Glafſie lee, are wont to come with a ſhaking fit. 

This Feaver is wont to be perpetually long, becauſe of the thickneſs ard contumacy of the Marbi- 
ick matter, and laſts forty daies, and ſometimes three or four moneths. Neither 1s it without dan- 
ger, ſeeing it may degenerate into a Cachexy, Dropſie, Lethargy, and other grievo!1s Diſeaſes, The 
longer or ſhorter durance of this Feaver is known by the figns of this Crudity and Conco&tion, and 
ao by the Evacuation, which for the moſt part Nature endeavours by Vomut, Stool or Sweat : For 
thoſe Evacuations appearing ſhew the Diſeaſe ſhorter : but if Nature endeavour no Evacuation, the 

ſeaſe will preve the longer. * 

PROGNOSTICK.] A Quotidian Ague that cames in the day time, is leſs dangeros 
than that which comes a nights, as Hypocrates doth reach us 1N 3. Epidem. Se& 5, T. 64. He 
calls the former a Diurnal, the latter a Nocturnal. The reaſon of which Prognoflick is, becauſe 
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that the Diurnal have longer fits, for reaching unto right, in which the pores of the Skin are cloſed 
the putrid vapors are kept within, not having freedcm to breath forth, by which means the fits ace 
lengthened, and as Hypocrates bumſelt ſaith, do very cfcen bring the Patient mto a Conſumption, 
Add hereunto, That ſeeing the Intermiffion happens 1 the night, we are forced to give the Patient 
meat in the night,which is unſeaſonable,and hinders the Patient trom ſleeping ; by which means oreat 
weakneſs is cauſed, and the Patient is much hurt, and the Functions ot the Body quite put vut of 
frame. | | 
CHRE.] The Cure muſt be in a manner the ſame with that which was propounded for a bafizq 
and lingring Tertian, yet ſo as that among ſuch things as prepare the Humors,and open ObſtruGiors, 
we make choyce of ſuci, which have a greater power to attet;uate and cut the Humors. Alfo in this 
Feaver a ſpecial care is to be had of the Stemach, which ſor the mott part 15 guevoully afflicted, ard 
therefore muſt be recreated with ſtrengthening Medicaments, bcth given in,and ontwardly applied, 
The Cataplaſm of Mint and Wormivood, propounded 1n the Cure of a Tertian Ague, is very vYodin 
this caſe. \ os | 

Zacntus Luſitanns propounds two Medicines , with rhich be glories that he had vanquiſhed moſt 
ſtubborn quotidian Agues, The one 1s a Decoction of Chamornel, made after this manner : 

T ahe Flowers of Chamomel three prgils ; Teps of Reman Weormmwood rwo pugils. Boyl ill in three Pits 
of Water to 4 pint and an half. Add to the ſiraimngs forr vnnces of Sugar. Let the Patient drink fize 
or ſix ounces every morning ae ; 

The other is a DecoQionof China and Guajacum dunk tienty five daies together ; which thotgh 
Phyſitians are afraid to uſe in ſuch Feavers as thele, becaule of the over-great heatwg ard drying Fa 
culty ; yet is it mightily commented by ſuch as have writ whole Books of the Spices and Drugs 
India. Yet we muſt remember,that Zacutns Luſitan practiced Phyſick in a Country cold and moif 
where theſe Medicines may more ſafely be uſed. Aud therefore in other Countries that are hotter, 
they muſt not be given ſave unto very Flegmatick and Cache&lical Bodies, 
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A Quartan Age 1s that which bath its Fits returning every fourth day, and. it is caufed by Me- 
lancholy putrifying in the firſt Region of the Body. : 

DIFFERENC ES.] Now Melancholy is of two forts ; Natural, ai] Preternatural, The 
Natural is bred of the thicker and more earthy part of our Nouriſhment, being cold and dry.The Pre- 
ternatural is cauſed by aduſtion of Choler, and is therefore hot and dry. Hence ariſe tio ſorts of 
Quartan Agues , for that which is bred of Natural Melancholy, is called a legitimate quartan; that 
winch is bred of Pretervatural Melancholy, is called a baſtard quartan, Howbent, the baltard guattan 
may alſo come of Natural Melancholy, berg mingled with ſome portion of Choler, 

Agaiv, A quartan Ague is either Single, Double or Triple, A Single quartan-is when one Fit 
alone comes every fourth day. A Double is when to Fits happen upon two daies one immediztely 
after the other, and the third day is free, A Triple quartan is when the Fits come every day,asthey 
doin a Quotidian, and in a double Tertian, Now theſe Double and Triple Quartaiis come 0f Me- 
lancholy putrifying in divers parts of the Body. 

SIGNS. The Signs to knovy this Ague by.are fir{t,ſuch things as argue that M elancholy abounds 
in the Patient, Unto which muſt be added the coming of the Fit upon the fourth day, which 1s the 
peculiar fign. Alſo the form of the Fit differing from the Fits of other Agues, doth diſcover ts 
Diſeaſe. For it begins with yawnire and ftretchings, together with heavineſs of the whole Bedy; 3t- 
ter which follows Cold, ard then ſhivermg and ſhakiwg, in which the Patients ſeem to have thei 
Bones broken. Alſo the heat is kindled by little and little in a cold and thick matter. The Pulſe 1s 
ſeldom and ſlower than in other Feavers, ' The Urines are at firf white, thin ard watry ; but in the 
progreſs they are morecoloured, and thicker. Now theſe ſigns appear m a legitimate Quartan, But 
in a baſtard Qyartan, the vehcmence of the Symptcms beirg greater, doth argue the Humour to be 
thinner and hotter, But a baſtard Quartan is rot diſtinguiſhed from a legitimate herein alone, in that 
an 2 baſtard Quartan, the heat, thirſt, watchings and other SymPptc ms are more vehement , butin 
that the legitimate begins of it ſelf, without any Feaver foregoing ; but a baſtard quartan ſucceccs 
other Feavers and Agues, by reaſon of the advflion of the Humor which cauſed thoſe Diſeaſes, by 
means of which aduſtion, it degenerates into Preternatmal Melancholy. 

A Double Quartan if cafily known by the Courſe of the Fits. And a Triple Quartan 3s diſtinguiſh- 
ed from a Double Teitian, and a Quotidian, riot only by the Signs of Melancholy abounding, and by 
the form of the Fits . but alſo becauſe it was firſt a Single or a Double Qna1tan, before it caine tobe 
a Triple Qrartan, For very rare'y, or never doth a Qu-rtan Age begin with a Triple ; but a Simple 
or Double Quartan degenerates into a Triple, ' K 
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PROGNOSTICK.) Asfor what concerns the Prognoſtick ; this kind of Ague is wont to 
be longeſt of all others ; and that which begins an the Fall of the Leaf,continues all Winter common- 
ly, an goth not awvay ill the Spring come. Yea,and fome Quartans continue a year or years. Sum - 
mer Quartans are the ſhortelt.In all of them we mutt have a continual eye to the figns of Concoction, 
which hgnifie the ſolution of the diſeaſe to be at hand ; and with theſe, for the Patient ro make black 
Urine is a good token. 

A Legitimate Quartan 1s longer than a baſtard Quartan,becauſe the former proceeds from a thicker, 
the later from a thinner humor, : 

This kind of Ague is wont to be very ſate from danger, eſpecially the legitimate, being accom- 
panied with no grievous attection of any of the Boiwels. But the baſtard Quartan 15 more dange- 
rous ; and 1f the Liver, Spleen, or any other part be grievouſly damnified,it degenerates into a Drop-

Aged perſons above ſixty years, being taken with a Quartan Ague, do for the moſi part die of it : 
becauſe their natural heat 1s roo weak to overcome (0 contumacious an humor. 

An int:zmitting Quartan, being changed intoa contiuual,is for the moſt part deadly. Becauſe that 
Feaver whoſe motion was outward, is changed into one whoſe motion is inward. Which moſt y falls 
ot in the Winter, the cold meeting with the humors which were but outward, and beatins them 
back into the innermoſt Cloſets of the Body. The which alſo comes to paſs by unſeaſonable uſe 
of ſharp _ vehement purges. For thereby ot imple Quartans, Double, Triple and Continual are 

1erated, 

A Quartan Ague coming upon one that hath the Falling-Sickneſs, cures the ſame, accord- 
ing to Hypocrates in the 70, Aphoriſm of the 5. Seftion , Thoſe that bave Quartan Agnes 
art not much rroubled nith Convnlſfions : And if having firſt Convnulſions, 4 Quartan Ague fol- 
loner, they are freed from their Convnlfions. Now the reaton which Galen in his Comment g1ves 
hereof ; is becauſe the thick matter which cauled the Conyulfion,is by the long heat of this Ague, 
attenuated and digeſted. Alſo by the ſhaking of the Body in the cold Fits, the ſaid humor is more 
aafily ejeed. We muſt alſo add, That the evil Humors lurking in the Brain and other parts, as alſo 
nthe Veins,is transferred to the Hypechondria and more —_ parts,wvhere the Melancholy Quar- 
rnaty Humors are ſeated, and ſo leaves the parts aforeſaid, 

A Bloody Flux coming upon a quartan Ague, tends to health, according to Hypoerares in the 48, 
Aphoriſm cf the ſixth Sefton, Ts ſuch as are Splenetick x Dyſentery is good, Now in a quartan Ague, 
commonly the Spleen is miſaffe&ed, and a melancholy humor is common to a quartan Ague and a 
miſaffected Spleen $ but this muſt be underſtood of a ſhort Dyſentery, for a long one is iyont to be 
mortal ; as we have it is the 43 Aphoriſm of the ſaid Seton, Such as being troubled with the Spleen 
have a Flux of the Belly with pain, if it turn into a long Dyſentery or Floedy Flax, they fall either into 
4 Dapfie or a Lientery, and ate. 

To bleed at the Noſe in a quartan Ague 1s a very bad fign. Becauſe the humor which cauſes a 
quartan is too thick and too cold to be voided that way ; and becauſe ſuch bleeding is ſymptomatical, 
and if it continue, will breed a Drophie ; it muſt preſently be ſtopped by opening the Baſilica Vein, 
out of which the putrid Blood may flow, becauſe the pure Blood comes from the Noſe. 


CURE.) The Quartan Ague hath a double Cure according to the two kinds thereof. For 
the remedies uſed in a baſtard quartan, muſt be far different from thoſe whictvare uſed in a Legitimate 
one. 

And that we may begin with a Legitimate Quartan, we muſt preſently ſet our ſelves to van- 
quſh the cauſe thereof, not regarding the Feaver. And ſeeing the cauſe thereof is an Humour 
cold and dry, thick and earthly ; we muſt uſe Medicaments that do heat, moiſten and atte- 
mate; Alſo the Peccant Humour muſt be at ſeaſonable times evacuated, which notwithſtandin 
will require a long time to do; becauſe of the extream contumacy of the Humour and leng 
of the Diſeaſe, But before theſe Medicines be uſed, we muſt appoint the Patient a convenient 
Diet. Let the Patient therefore uſe meats of good juyce, eafie to digeſt, of thin ſubſtance, and 
moderately heating and moiſtening ; as fleſh of young Animals and Mountain Birds, new Eggs 
ſoft boyled, Fiſhes that are taken in Rony Rivers. In the ſtate of the diſeaſe we may allow the 
Patient Salt Fiſh, Capers and Olives, Galen 144 Glauco. Grants likewiſe Pepper and Muſtard. 
Among Hetbs, Borrage is commended and Bugloſs, Pimpernel and Spinach, Fennel and Parſly 
Roots, but eſpecially Turneps, which muſt be firſt boyled in Water, and afterwards in fat Broth, 
Thich is very good for ſuch as have the Quartan. Caro in his Councels ColleRed by Scho/tz:ize, 
Brags that he had Cured many of the Quaitan Ague, by the ſecond Broth of Turneps ſeaſoned 
Vith Butter and Sugar, Of Fruits, Apples and Rewed Prunes, Raifins of the Sun, fat Figs, Al- 
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monds, Dates, Pine-kernels are good. And finally, to Spice their Meats, let them uſe Cumamon, 


Nutmeg and Saffron. : bo. 

Let the Patient abſtain from Meats which are thick of ſubſtance and clammy, and are long in paſ- 
ſing through ; ſuch as the Fleth of Swine, Beef,Deer,Hares and Water-fowl, tiom Peaſe and Bean, 
Coleworts, Courſe ey Bread, Cheeſe, Nuts, Walnuts and Chesnuts ; from Fleſh much Salted, 
or dryed in the Smoak ; from Fruits, Raw Herbs, from Vinegar, Verjuyce, becauſe they are thought 
a$ all other ſor things to ferment Melancholy and make it work. 

Let their drink be ſmall Ale or Beer of moderate ſtrength and meanly hopped, neither neiv nor 
hard, Pure and well Clarified white Wine or Clarret that is not ſtrong,with Water in which the Bark 
of Tamarisk or the Leaves of Agrimony have been ſteeped, or a DecoKtion of Sarſaperilla,ot Bailey 
Water that hath Steel quenched 1n it. | 

| Let them eat ſparingly, no more then may barely preſerve firength ; for too large feeding breeds 
Crudities which makes the Diſeaſe of long continuance. Bur above all, they mult be very ſpare in 


drinking, becauſe nothing makes this Diſcaſe more rebellious and hard to Cure then over much drink 


and moiſt things, for they fill and ſivell the Spleen. Cars forbids all uſe of drink in the Fit, which to 
forbear doth much,as he ſayes,help the Cure. On the Fit-day, the Patient muſt eat fix hours before 
the Fit comes. And afterivard nothing mult be taken till the Fit be over. Long ſleep is guod, be- 
cauſe it moiſtens, but it muſt be forborn an the beginning of the Fit, On the dayes of Intermiſſion 
light exerciſe before meat, is good ; or un place thereof, frictions of the whole Body, after the P- 
tient hath been at Stool. If the Patient be coſtive, a Clyſter or Suppoſitory mult be given. Finally, 
let the Patient be as cheerful as may be and avoid ſadneſs, 

The Patient's Diet being thus ordered , firſt a gentle Purgation muſt be adminiſtred,by a Clyſter 
and a purging Medicament. . Toe Clyſter may be thus made ; 

T ake Roots of Bugloſs tws ounces ; of the four Emollient Herbs, Mercury and Beets of each one hand- 
ful; Fat Damack. Prunes five pair ; of the four _ cold Seeds and Annis Seed, of each two drams; 
Epithymum three drams. Boy! all to A pint and an balf : in the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Catholicun 
one ounce ; Oy! of V iolets and Chamowel, of each one onnce and an half ; Ked Sugar one 0:nce. Make 
of all a Clyſter, wbich muſt br given the day before the following Potion, at a ſeaſonable time. | 

| Take Senna balf an ounce ;- Annic ſeed a dram; Leaves of Borrage and Fumitory,of each one hand- 
ful ; Liquoris three drams. Boyl all to three ounces : inthe ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Manna and Sy 
rup of Roſes, of each one ounce. Make all into a Potion. 

Galen in 1, ad Glanco, Ch.11. Bids us give only gentle and benign Medicaments in the beginning 
of this Ague, otherwiſe, it js to be feared, that if we uſe ſtronger Medicaments of a ſimple Quartn, 
we ſhall make a Double, a Triple or a Contanual Feayer, _s 

After the firſt Purge aforeſaid,Blood muſt be drawn from the Baſilica F ena of the left Arm, Yet, 
if the Liver be affe&ed, it may be drawn from the right Arm. And their Opinion is Ridiculous, 
who ſay that we muſt expe& ConcoCtion before we let Blood, becauſe then the Blood will be mate 
thin and apt to flow : for it is better digeſted and prepared, if firſt ſome Quantity thereof be taken 
away. Neither muſt we give ear to thear which ſay, That Blood-letting is not to be allowed of ina 
Quartan Ague, unleſs r ancy of Bleod do ſhew it ſelf by the Swelling of the Veins and byother 
Ggns. For there is evermore at the beginning a P/ethora ad Fires, Viz. Such a fulneſs of Blood 8 
the Strength of the Patient cannot manage, nnleſs a Quartan do follow ſome other long Feaver, 
Bat that Precept of Ga/en formerly mentioned in I. ad G/aconems, is worthy of all Commendation, 
which fayes, that if the Blood which firſt comes away be black and impure, that then the greater 
quantity 1s to be taken away : but if it be Red and Pure, little muſt be taken, and the Patient muſt 
not be let Blood any more. The well-dayes are fitteſt both for bleeding and purging. Yet ſome 
{et Blood upon the Fit day, five or fax hours before the Fit ; which is not amiſs, becauſe the Humors 
heginning then tobe moved, are more eafily drayynout. Zacutus Luſitan ſayes, That it 1s ver) 
000d to let Blood when the Moon is-in the Full, For then, by reaſon of the Moons influence, that 
Earth! y Melancholick Humor doth boyl and become more fluid and apt to come away with bleeding, 
And he doth Teftifie that mavy have by bleeding at that time been helped, and ſome perfe&ly ct- 
red, who-could not by any other means receive help. But Bura//x@, contrary. to the mind of Galen 
and all other Phyfitians,' doth aver, That frequent Blood-letting doth cre the Quartan Ague, 
ye: , when it threatens.a Dropke ; and he endeavours to confirm his Opinion by Reaſons and 
Examples, Which notwithſtanding is to be rejeRed 2s. a Paradox, ſeeing the Refrigeration of 
the whole Body cauſed by much bleeding, makes the Morbifick matter more thick and contums- 
C1OUS. 

The, Flux of the Hemorthoids is very good in Quartan Agues, and many are thereby Cured. 
For ſeeing the Hemorrhoid Veins are Branches of the Meſeraick Veins, in which the matter of this 
Diſeaſe 15 contained, when they are opened they Evacuate the immediate cauſes of this Diſeaſe. It 
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therefore a Flux of the Hemorrhoids happens in ſuch as have been accuſtomed thereunto, it muſt not 
be topped. It it be too ſparing,1t muſt be turthered, As alſo 1f Nature ſeem to incline that way(which 
1s knova by itching of the Fandament, and by ſome drops of Blood coming that way) the Blood muſt 
he made to come by application of Leeches. 

But in {uch as have not been uſed to have their Hemorrhoid Veins opened, after bleeding in the 
Arm, it 15 good to let thetn blood in the Ankle Vein ; by which oftentimes the Ague ceaſes : Or at 
leaſt that bleeding, with other Remedies, will haſten the Cure , eſpecially in Women whoſe Courſes 
ae ſtopt, or flow not ſufficiently, 

The opening of the Vein between the little Finger and the Ring Finger,called Yena Salvatella,1s 
approved by the Antients, and many later Phyfitians, who ſaid it cures the Quartan Ague. But very 
many others reject this Conceit, as being tounded upon no reaſon, becauſe the foreſaid Vein is a 
Branch ifſaing from the Arm Veins. Yet being commended by others with many Experiments, I 
concetve it ought not wholly to be negle&ted. Some hold, It ought to be opened in the Conjunction 
of the Moon with the Sun ; others , when the Moon inclines tivo hours betore the Fit,at three ſeveral 
times, in three immediately ſucceeding Fits, which in ſome perſons happened very well. 

After theſe firlt Evacuations, we muſt bend our fiudy to concoR and prepare the Humours, with 
certain Juleps, compounded after this, or ſome ſuch manner: 

Take Roots of Aſparagia, Bruſcns, Cichory, Bugloſs ſteeped in white Wine, of each one ounce 5 Bark 
if Tamarish balf an oance ; Leaves of Borrage, Bugloſs, Ceterach,Maiden-hair, Fumitory, German= 
tr, Ground-pine, of 6ach one handful ; Liquoris one ounce ; the three Cordial flowers, of each one 
pagil. Boy! all to a pint and an balf. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrupus Bizantinus, and Syrap 
Fl Maiden-hair, of each two ounces. Make thereof a Fulep to be taken at fonr times, four mornings 
together. Which muſt alſo be continued may dayes, for the matter being contumacions, requires lon 

reparation. Or if the Patient be nice, and ſqueezy, Broths muſt be made of part of the aforeſaid 
Simples, chuſing ſuch az are moſt grateful to the taſte, wherennto, as aiſo ro the Juleps, Cream of Tar- 
tar may profitably be added. | | | 

With theſe Preparative Medicaments,betiveen whiles, Purgatives muſt be given ; ſo that every 
third or fourth day the Patient muſt take a Purge, with this Caution, That as long as the Matter 1s 
very crude,we uſe mild Purgatives : and vhen Concodtion begins to go well forwards,we muſt then 
owe fach Purgers as are a little tronger.Now the materials for theſe Purgations are very well known, 
ſothat we need not reckon them up. 

It is ſometimes good to preſcribe an Apozem both Purgative and Preparative, for four or five Do- 
ſes, that a good part of the Morbifick matter may be cleanſed away. Which Apozeme may be made 
ofthe Materials of the foreſaid Juleps, adding Purgatives thereunto. But if the thickneſs and con- 
tumacy of the Humors, with the cold diſtemper of the Bowels, do ſeem to threaten that che Diſeaſe 
mill be long, and bring a Dropfie, we muſt then fly to ſach Medicaments as do powerfully cut and 
divide the ſaid Homors , of wþich this following Apozeme may be compounded : | 

Take of the five opening Roots ſteeped in white Wine, of each one ounce ; Enula Campana, Gentian, 
Ariftolochia, and Aſaram Roots, of each half an ounce ; Leaves of Germander, Agrimony, Hops, 
Barrage, Ceterach, Wormmood and Centaury, of each one handful ; Liquoris and Raiſins ſtoned, of 
each one ounce ; Senna one ounce and an half ; Epithymum one ounce ; Agarick neal) Trochiſcated 
three oances ; G inger and Cloves, of each one draw. Boyl all to apint aud an half. In the ftrai- 
md Liquor diſſolve Syrup of Cichory with Rhubarb five ounces ; Troches of Capers and Salt of Worm- 
wid, and of T'amarick, of each one dram. Make of all an Apoz.eme for five Doſes to be taken inthe 
morning. 

In this Chronick and laſting Diſeaſe, an obſtinate Perſeverance is neceſſary, that the perpetual 
Vicifitude of Medicines may conco&t and purge away the Cauſe thereof. For this is ina manner the 
only Cauſe why many that have Quartan Agues remain uncured, becauſe after the uſe of a tery Me- 
dicmes they grow weary, and wholly reject and diſdain all the reft. 

For a continual Uſe thereof, certain Purgatives are always tobe in a readineſs. Which may be 
made in the form of a Magiſtral Syrup, or of Pills, or in any other form. 
| A Magiſtral Syrup may be made of the Materials of the Apozeme aforeſaid, adding a triple quan- 
tity of the Purgative Ingredients, 


Pills for frequent uſe may be thus compounded : 

Take Alves diligently ſteeped with the Fuyce of Wormmood,half an ounce; Gum Ammoniack diſcolved in 
V inegar,and afterward thickned two drams : choyce Mirrb a dram and an balf - Gunemy T arbith and 
Agarich newly made into Cakes, of each two drams : Diagridium one dram : Salt of Wormmood and 
T amarick, of each two ſcraples : Saffron balf a ſcruple. With Oxymel (imple, makg all into a Maſs of 
Pul-Ruff. Lg the Doſe be half a 4ram, or two ſcraples, twice in a Week. Ic 
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If the Patient be of an hot Conſtitution, theſe following Pills may be uſed.

Theſe Purging Medicines are wont to be given the day before the Fit, becauſe the Patients re 
thea trenger than at other times, Yet many contend that they ought to be given before the Fit, he. 
ca1ſe the matter being agitated by the fit, is made more apt for Expulſion. This Opinion they under. 
prop with the Author.ty of Hypecrates in his Book de Aﬀettionitms, who would have a Medicine Pur. 
ging downwards to be given art the beginning of the Fir. Andalthough in Galens Judgment, that i 
none of Fypecrates his Writings, but of tus Son 11 Law din gol. yet they conceive it ought not 
therefore to be of no Authority, ſeeing Po/ypm alſo was a very Learned Man, and frequent Experi- 
ence confirms this Opinion ; as the ſaid Experience is ſet don by Arcalanw, Genitilus, Ama 
Luſtanu:,and othets, who have ordered that the Purging Medicament ſhould be given four hours be. 
fore the Fit. Which PraCtice notwithſtanding hath need of much warineſs and prudence in the Phy. 
ſitian, ſeeing the ſhaking fit intercepts the evacuation, and in the Ague Fit the Humors are moved 
with a motion quite contrary to that wherewith the Purge doth move them; by which means greatdi 
ſturbances may fall out in the Patients Body. Wherefore this courſe is not to be followed but in. 
ſtrong Bodies, 

The Conſent of Phyſitians is greater and more general touching the giving of Vomits in the degin- 
ing of the Ague-Fits, becauſe Nature is at that time more prone to that kind of Evacuation. Neither 
is 1t tobe doubted, That a Vomiting cauſed in the beginning of the Fit, and at the ſame time often 
repeated, doth make the Diſeaſe gentler and ſhorter. The Materials of Vonutories are ſet down in 
our Cure of a Tertian. But in a Quartan Ague, ſara is preferred before the reſt, gne dram deing 
viven in pouder, in wF'te Wine, and three or tour times repeated, 

In the Intervals of | urging, Clyſters muſt _— de given, which do accuſtom Nature to 
the hurtful Humors into the Guts, and40o by little and little bring aVay ſome of the Morbifick matter 
contained in the Meſeraick Veins. | 

The Diſeaſe continuing (as for the moſt part it is long and laſing) we muſt ſometimes ref, and 
abſtain from Phyſick a moneth, or thereabouts , that Nature in the mean time may gather ſte 
being wearied with continual uſe of Medicaments, and may ſer her ſelf to conco&t the Motbifck 
matter. And afterward we muſt return to our Preparatives and Purgatives, | 

Howbeit, in a long Ague, we muſt not alayes ufe the fame medicaments, leſt Nature be over- 
much uſed thereunto, and the Patient become weary of them, Alſo becauſe from more gentle Apeti- 
tives and Pargatives, we maſt paſs on to ſuch as are ſtronger. Various ſorts of Purgatives have been 
already propounded. And theſe following Aperitives beſides the Apozems aforeſaid,and the Juleps, 
may be uſed in the progreſs of the Diſeaſe, when the Signs of Digeſtion begin to appear. 

Take white Wine three pints 3 Enula Campane Roots three ounces : Bark of Caper Roots half an 
ounce : Tops of common Wormwood dried one ounce. Infuſe them three dayes in Balneo Maiz: 
Keep all together mthout ſtraining, and give of this Wine to the Patient two or three ounces in the 
morning, two hours befors meat, And theſe following Pills may be uſed either alone, or with the (ad 
Wine : 

Take Root of Gentian two drams ; rownd Birthwort Roots one dram and an half ; AMugwort one draw 
Briony dried three drams : Adirrh and Saffron, of each one dram : Aſarum Koots two drams : Aliti 
one ounce : With Oxymel of Squills makg all into a Maſs of Pill-ſtuff, Let a dram be given ever) 
day by themſelves, or a little before the taking of the Wine aforeſaid. 

To theſe Pulls, Steel prepared may profitably be added, if the Patient be able to walk after the 
taking of them. For the uſe of Steel in all Chronick Feavers is very: profitable, becauſe it potent!) 
opens Contumacious ObſtruRions, which are wont to foſter thoſe Diſeaſes.

To the ſame inte:3t 1s commended as a moſt excelleat Remedy, the Extract of Germander mixt 
with Salt of T am227155 made 1to Pills, 

Add hereunto, Diicuflers and Diaphoreticks, which are very uſeful to diſcuſs the reliques of the 
declining Diſeaſe, when fagns of Concoetion appear. For they do not only diſcus the fad reliques, 
but they do likeiviie correct that diſtemper which is bred by fo long a Diſeaſe, and amend the ill habit 
of the Body, and ſtrengthen the Stomach, Liver, and other Boivels, weakned by the length of the 
Diſeaſe. Among theſe Medicaments, Venice Treacle challengeth the firſt place, being by older 
and [ater Phyfitians commended to this Uſe. Ir is given one hour before the Fit, one dram un weight, 
with Wine,or in a D2co&tion of Germinder. Or it its heat be feared,it may he given with a DecoRti- 
of Ageimony, or with the Juyce or Water of P/zntane. This Medicine mutt be repeated before 
divers Fits one afcer another. It may alſo be given mn the mornings for ſome dayes together on the 
well-daies. But a little before the Fat it operates happily,becauſe it hinders the encreaſe of cold,and 
doth more commodiouſly diſcuſs the Humor,which 1s the cauſe of the Fit, now beginning to work in 
the Veins, and by this means it d1miniſheth the Fit ; and it the Morbifick matter be lictle, take it 

te away. Here,notwithſtanding, great Caution 15 to be uſed, left Treacle or other ſuch hot Me- 
Genes ſhould be given when the humors are yet crude, for they diſſolve the. putrid humors, from 
whence ariſeth a confulion in the Body, and an encreaſe of the Ague-Fits , ſo that a fingle Quartaa 
comes to degenerat2 into a Double and Triple, yea, into a Continual Feaver, As it happened to 

Exedemins the Peripatctick, as Ga/en relates 11 Lib. de Precog. ad Poſth. Cap. 2. 3. in whom a 
fingle Quartan, the Phyſicians of Rowe having given him Treacle unſeaſonably, was changed into a 
Trple. Howbeit, afterwar-ls when the fignot Concoction appeared, Gzx/en gave him of the ſame 
Treacle, and cured him. 

Among other Diaphoreticks, ſome commend the Roots of China and Sarſaperilla, whoſe firſt and 
ſecond DecoCtion being given twenty daies together, doth ſometimes cure contumacious Quartans, 
But they work more effeCtually, if with the Primary Decoction, Purgatives be mingled, 


Other Remedies are alſo given betore the Fit, which are accounted ſpecifical, and appropriate to 
this Ague, and being given towards the declination, they do very often keep back the Fits, and cure 
the Quartan. The chief of this ſort, are theſe which follow : 

Take green Leaves of Plantane one handful ; Green Sorrel half 4 handful ; Vinegar and Treacle, 
of each three ounces. Diſtil them, and let the Patient take « f the diStilled Liquor three ounces, half an 
hour before the Fit. Or, 

Take Sugar-Candy three drams ; Ginger two drams; Camphire one dram. Make all into a Ponder. 
Give one dram in warm Water. 

Ten Grains of Saffron in Ponder, given with white Wine before the Fit, doth much weaken the 
ſame. | 

Seed of wild Rue given before the Fit in White Wire, cures, 

Heurnirs aſſures us; That with the following Troches many have been cured, even in Winter, 
with once taking. 

Take Seeds of Rue, Parſley, Mirrh and new Andromachs Treacle, of each one dram ; Opium balf 
4 ſeruple : Mahe all up into little C akes or Troches. And let the Patient takg one of thoſe Cakes in 
Water, before the Fit. Narcoticks do indeed much abate the Fits , but unleſs the greateſt part of the 
Morbifick Humor have Leen lefore abated, and the Obſtruttions much leſſened, they may do hurt, be- 
cauſe they may retain the vitionsHumors in the Body,and Lre:d Olftrattions and other worſe Diſeaſes, 
But given in a ſmall quantity, and ming/ed with things wkich open and cnt , as in theſe Troches,they can 
do leſs hart. 

Alſo toreſtrain the Fit,gentle Purgers are profitably given an hour before it comes, which do revel 
the humors, more by ſoliciting and provoking Nature, than by their purging. To which intent, ſach 
as theſe which follow are preſcribed, 

Take Senna, Polipod) of the Oak, Thyme, Epithymum, of each one dram ; Borrage flowers A Pugs 
Make a Decottion to three ounces. Give it an hour before the Fit. Or, 

Take Senna three dram; ; Turbith ons dram ; Cinnamon balf a dram ; Saffron and Ginger, 

af 
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of each ten grains : Sugar, the weight of all the reſt. Make of all a Ponder, divide it into three parts, 
Give the Patient one part before the fit, in white Wine. | & 

Qnercetanws in his Diſpenſatory doth exceedingly commend Camilizs his Pills of Sagapenum . of 
which he gives only one at the beginning of the Fit for divers dayes together ; and a little after he 
anoints their Back-bone ivith a Liniment compoſed of Treacle, .4qw4 vite, Oyl of Bays, or of Spike, 
And two or three hours after the Pills are taken, he gives Broth with opening Roots,Borrage,Bugloj 
Thyme, and an odoriferous Apple boyled in it. | : 

Now theſe anointings of the Back-bone are very good to mitigate tne cold fit, and muſt often be 
uſed, although the foreſaid Pills are not uſed, For they are-frequently uſetul, when the ſhaking fits 
are vehement and importunate. And theſe Anointings are made, not only with the foreſaid, hut 
with very many other Medicaments , as with Oyl of Dill, Chamomel, Orns, Coſtus, Rue, the Pep. 
pers Be, other hot things, with Agua vite, Treacle, Cloves, Caſtoreum, Muſtard ſeed, Pepper, and 
other things mixed therewith. Now theſe Liniments are more effectual,it the Bxck-bone be anon. 
ted therewith by the fire-fide, an hour before the coming of the fit ; and the fick party be preſently 
thereupon conveyed to hot Bed, and hot Tiles ſprinkled with odoriferous Wine, and wrapped in 
Linnen Cloths, be applied to the Soals of the Feer, and Palms of the Patient's Hands, 

While the aforeſaid Medicaments are uſed, a ſpecial care maſt be had of the Spleen, becauſe that 
part is alwayes affected in this Diſeaſe : And therefore thoſe Medicaments which erdinarily are pre» 
ſcribed for Obſtrution of the Spleen, viz. Fomentations, Lunments and Plaiſters may be long 
uſed. 

Yea verily, and ſometimes a Bath of luke-warm Water, after many Evacuations have been cele. 
brated, is good, not only to mollifie the Spleen, bur alſo to moiſten the whole body, and to further 
the Coction of the Morbifick matter. The Bath may be uſed on the dayes of intermiſſion, vingd.. 
ligent heed that it be no other than luke-ivarm. For if it ſhould be hotter, it is to be feared left the 
Humors being thereby difſolved,ſhould run on a ſudden into divers parts of the Body, and breed dan- 
Serous, very dangerous Impoſihumes. 


Finally, Sch thivgs as are wont to be laid to the Wriſts,are not to be negleRed,ſeeing Authors 
good account do make ſome reckon: of tnem. For Ronde/etius affirms, That he hath uſed this fol. 
lowing Medicament, with great ſucceſs. 

Take Leaves of Elder, Sage, Doves-foot, Rue, of each half a handful ; Marigolds a third pot: 
a handful of Salt, and a little Wine. Beat all = and apply to the Wriſts before the Fit. Crato 
applies the Roots of Nettles bring beaten and miiſtened or ſteeped in V O_o to the Arteries of th 
thriſts, and of the Feet. And Sennertus relates, That a certain Citizen having bad a Quartan 4 
. the whole Autumn and Wimer, and at /:/t being affiitted with moſt ſharp pains in bis left ſhoulder, by 
by the perſmaſion of 4 certain Woman, he applied Crowfoot to bis Wriſt, which raiſed a Puſh, and freed 
him both from his pain and Feaver., 

A Baſtard Quartan is cured ith the ſame Medicines in a manner, which have been propounded 
for the Cureof a Tertian ; adding to the Decotion of Juleps and Apozems, ſuch things as do pecu- 
liarly regard Melancholy aduſt, Whereunto may be added all the more temperate, and leſs heating 
iodicaments; which have hitherto been propounded tor a Legitimate Quartan, 

In the beginning therefore it is good to uſe Borrage, Bugloſs, Fumitory, Hops, Sorrel, Cichory, 
Ceterach, Scol5pendria, Agrimony and Odoriterous Apples : Whoſe DecoCtions, diſtilled Waters, 
- and ſometimes their clarified Juyces may be preſcribed in the form of a Julep, an Apozeme or Mag- 
ſtral Syrup. ; 

Bu: oaks Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, it will be good to add unto the Simples aforeſaid, che Bark 0f 
Caper Roots, of Tamarisk, Enula Campana, Polypodie, and tka | 

While the Patient uſeth theſe Preparatives,Purgatives are frequently to be interpoſed ; which are 
to be given the day before the Fit, and to be repeated twice a Week. To which intent various forms 
may be preſcribed. - But for ſuch as are Delicate; a Laxative Ptiſan, Syrupma de Poms Saporis,or the 

Broth of a Chicken qualified with Borrage, Bugloſs, Pimpernel, ard three drams or half an ounce 0: 
Senna, may proficably be given: 

Blood-letting in the beginning muſt not be omitted,and ſo much quantity of blood muſt be taken 
= as ſhall correſpond unto the Quantity and Quality of blood, nl tothe Age and Conſiztution 0! 
the Patient, | 

If the Diſeaſe prove long, when the fervor of the blood is abated, Vomits may profitably be admi- 
niſtred; eſpecially to ſuch Patients as are troubled with Stomach-fickneſs and Vomitings in the be- 
ginning of their Fits, Among Vomitories good for a Quartan, Aſaruw (as was faid before) is the 
principal, being given to the quantity of a dram in white Wine, and divers times repeated, if the, 
Diſeaſe ſhall not after once or twice giving, bediſcuſſed. 
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Hereunto add Fomentations and Liniments applied to the parts under the ſhort Ribs, to corre& 
the evil diſpoſition of the Borvels (which continually affords ney matter for the Fits) and to ſoften 
and make thin the faſt, fetled and. impated Humors : which may be preſcribed after this manner :

; Or-Oyls alone may profitably be applied to the ſame parts, laid on with Wooll. 
- And finally, a Bath of warm Water either alone or with Emollient and qualifying things boyled 
therein, or of Barley and Almongs as is uſual,will be very convenient to cure this Diſeaſe. For it cor- 
redts the diſtemper of the Bowels, re&ifies the heat and dryneſs of black Choler, mollifies that which 
hatd, opens the paſſages and widens them, and digeſts crude Humors, Wherefore the frequent 
aſerhereof will de-moft convenient, ufing the caution before ſpecified. 
Now the operation thereof will be exceedingly advanced, if preparative Medicaments and ſuch as 
obſtructions be given to the Patient, upon entrance into the Bath. Among which the chief is 
aDecoCtion of Wormwood and Enx/a Campana,which is exceeding good to digeſt all contumacious 
haniors; provided the over great heat of the Borels do not diflivade the uſe thereof. In which caſe 
thay be tempered dy the mixtare of other things fore recited. 
.And'wh le theſe things are doing, gentle Purgations muſt be repeated,as we adviſed before.: And 
| when) the Diſeaſe doth: indeed decline, thoſe ſpecified Medicaments propounded'in the Legitimate 
Qgartans may here alſo be brought into uſe.

Of Compounded or C omplicated Feavers, 
and particularly of a Semi- T ertian. 


> DIFFERENCE, ind CAUSES.] 


(3 in his Second Book de Criſib. cap.7. and 9, and in his Second Book de Differ. Feb.cap.7- 
S and Avicen. Fen. 1. Lib.q. Tratt.4, Cap.16, Do propound many Compofinons of Feavers : 
Nanely, when putrid Feavers are compounded with non-putrid ; as when an HeRick is joyned with 
a putrid , or of a putrid with a putrid, which is done many wayes, viz. Either continual Feavers 
ng complicated with continual or intermittent with intermittent, or continual with intermittent. 
The Compoſition of. two continual Feavers, is a thing controverted 'among Authors, and a man 
ſhall hardly obſerve it in the courſe of his PraQtice. 
| An intermitting Feaver or Ague is complicated with another intermittent, either of the ſame 
kind, or different ; compound intermittents of the fame kind are a double and triple Tertian, and 2 
double or triple Quartan, which have been expounded in their proper places. Of ſeveral kinds are 
_ a Tertian is compounded with a Quotidian or Quartan ; which alſo is very rarely ſesn in Pra- 
ce. 
| Intermittents are complicated with Continuals two ways,viz. An intermittent Tertian with a con- 
tinval Quotidian, or a Quotidian intermittent with a continual Tertian. And each of theſe is termed 
aSemi-Tertian, conſtituting Species or ſorts thereof. 
| Yet that is properly and truly a Semi-Tertian which is made of an intermitting Tertian and a con- 
tinual Qnotidian ; and conſequently 1s cauſed from Choler putrifying without, and Flegm putrifying 
within the Veſſels. By H ypocrates and Ga/en 1n 1. Epidem. it 15 named Herrifica, 6t the ſhaking 
Age, becauſe it cauſes the Patient to ſhake, not only at the firſt coming of the Fit, but in the 
whole courſe of the Diſeaſe, and eſpecially in the beginning and augment, two Fits being met and 
joyned in one, viz.. Of the Tertian and Quotidian Ague, with many Reduplications, which are 
nothing elſe but unequal ſhaking and ſhivering motions, returning divers times in one ard the ſame 
Ague Fit, by reaſon of the mutual fight of the two Feavers ; in which, if Elegm overcome, there 
will tolloiy ſhiverings, and coldneis ot the extream parts. And then again, when Choler doth van- 
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quiſh, the Body becomes warm, and the Feaver ſeems to tend tovvards the Vigor; when as Fleem 
again getting the better, they arc again brought into a cold and ſhivering condition ; and this Con. 
rention is wont to la(t till the Feaver comes to its height, Hence 1t is that thoſe ſhaking *fits come 
only every other day, viz. When the fir of the Tertian Ague is upon the Patient,being joyned with

; But ivhile che Quotidian alone 1s preſent, there 1s ivont to be no ſhivering Fit.” Yet we muſt take 
notice, That there are ſome Malignant Feavers, which without a commixtion'ot a Tertian and Quo- 
tidian, wichout that ſame fight of Choler and Fleym, do ſhike the Patient ; in which the Shiverings 
come from ſharp Vapors and Malignant, (hich do ariſe ont of the corrupt Matter of Malignant Fez- 
vers, and do beat upon and pall the ſenſitive parts, and nip or tvitch them as it vere, 

Now this Semi-Tertian properly ſo called, is either exquiſite, ivherein an equal portion of putci- 
fying Choler and Flegm is redundant, ſuch as hath been novy deſcribed ; or it is a baſtard Semi. 
Tertian, which-is again two-fold ;, For either it hath Choler abounding, or Flegm. / In the forme: 
there are more Symptoms of a Tertian ;. 11 the later of a uotidian. And ſoit Choler abound, the 
whole-Feaver is more horrid, and ſometimes it hath a ſhaking Fic accompanying. the ſame ; alſoit 
ptoyes more fervent, and ſome paxtion of Choler js voided forth by Vomit, Stool or, Sweat. But when 
Elegm-prevails,.a ma yebement Cold doth poſſeſs .the extream parts of the Body, and there are 
few ſhiverings ; and the Pulſe is more and longer degreſſed, and the fit is longer before it grow tg- 
wards its height, and remain in its conſiſtency a long time ; yet doth it cauſe no great thirſt nor bu.

The PREFACE. 


L L Authors ( very neer) who have nrit of Feavers, do diſtinguiſh a Peftilential Feaver 
from a Malignant, and do treat of each of them . ſeverally in divers Chapters; ſo bat by 
the name of a PeStilential Feaver they do underſtand the true Peſtilence or Plague ; nd by 
a Malignant Feaver they mean that which is commonly calted the [ potted Feaver : or ſuch 

4 Fraver mbich though it be Epidemical and Contagion, yet it xs not ſo dangerous but that mor: live 
than die of it ; whereas the true eſſence of the Plague conſiſts in this that more die thereof than recover. 
But for as much as theſe Feavers differ one from another only according to the greater or leſſer degree 
of Malignity, and muſt le cured with the ſame Medicaments * we thought it more convenient t9 include 

al theſe kind of Feavers in one Chapter, and to handle them all under the name of Peſtilential Feavers. 
And Conſequently this laſt Seftion ſhall conſiſt of two C hapters, the firſt of which ſhall treat of the 
Peftilential Feaver ; and the latter of the Meaſles and ſmall Pox,F or ſeeing a Atalignant Feaver does 
alpayes attend thews all Authors do juſtly treat of them in this place, 


Chap. 1. Of a Peftlential Feaver. 


| ;rabvkge is termed Peſtilential, which does aflit Nature not only by a bare diſtemper, ot 
by heat ariſing from putrifattion, but alſo with a Malignant and venemous quality. This 1s 
wont to be tor the moſt part Popular and Epidemical ; ſo that many are at the ſame time fick thereof : 
yetſometimes it 15 Sporadick or fingle, afflicting but here and there one,which ariſes from evil Humors 
that have attained a venemous quality, 

Itis likewiſe Contagious, ſo that it may be taught not onl by means of the common Cauſe, Vige 
Coruption of the Air or Diet ; but alſo by : Convetfing with thoſe that are fick. 

Itis alſo comHonly called a Malignant Feaver : whereas many Diſeaſes are term2d Malignant by 
reaſon of their evil and cruel Symptoms in which no venemous quality is found, in which alone the 
eſſence of a Pe(tilential Diſeaſe conſiſts. 

In what Feaver ſoever therefore, this ſame venemous quality is found, whether it be a diary , an 
Heftick, or putrid Feaver, it isrightly termed Peſtilential ; although a diary and HeRtick are much 
controverted, tonc1v? which conſult Authors. . 

Now this ſame venemoas qual.ty ariſeth from the corruption of Humors, which conſiſts not 1n 2 
bare change of the temperament, or in ordinary putrifaQtion, ſuch as is found in putrid Feavers; but 
ina deſtruction of the ivhole Nature and Efſential ſubRance of the ſame Humors. As Wine when 1t 

45 turned an infipid taſtle(s Liquor, is totally and effentially corrupted ; but when it becomes Vine- 
our, it 1s ſaid 15oply 1 purifie, 

And a Peftilential Feaver differs from the Plague as a Species or ſort differs from the Genzs 
ot kind becauſe there mry be a Peſtilence without a Feaver , as Hypocrates hath taught us mn his 
third Epidem. in many places ; as alſo Galen in his Expoſition of the ſaid Book, and in his ninth book, 
de Medic. Facu/tativ. Cap. de 7 erra Samia, And this is ſuitable to Reaſon ; foraſmuch as the 
venemous quality is not neceſſarily attended to. putrifa&ion, which is th2 Cauſe of a Feaver. For 
that ſame venemous quality may be prodnced in the Humors, by a perſe& corruption of their ſub- 
ſtance, and introdution of a new form, of which that venemous quality depends. And certain at 
1s, that ſo bft as a nevwv form is introduced, the former is corrupted ; unto which mutations there are 
requiſite preparatory alterations, but not patrifaſtion, ſo that Humors may undergo ſuch a corcup- 
tion without putrifa&ion + but becauſe the Humors of our Body are very liable to putrifaction, 
they can rarely undergo fo great a corruption, without th2 Intervention of PutrifaRtion likewiſe ; 
wherefore tho: Peſtilences are very rare, whichare not accompanied with a Feaver ; Yea verily and 
dy an intenſe, profound and ſordid (os they are wont to ſay) putrifaRtion, ſuch a corruption as that 
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of the Plague is wont to be raifed, So, many Feavers, waich at firſt were not Peſtilential, if by the 
Ignorance of the Phyfitian or negligence, the diſobedience ot the ſick, or the fierceneſs of externa] 
cauſes, they have been miſ-bandled, the putrifaCtion becoming more intenſe, they turn in the end to 
Malignant and Peſtilential Feavers. And that corruption does often precede Putrifaction that is cgl.. 
leRed from ſuch as are infeted with the Plagae by contagion ; in whom a Malignant, and venemons 
quality is firſt transfuſ'd,: and therewith the Humors are corrupted, which corruption is followed þ 
putrifa&tion,whence it comes to pals that ſuch as have thz Peſtilence have ſometimes no Feaver for the 
firſt days of their illneſs - but afterwards the Feaver begins to ſhe it ſelf ryhen putrifaCtion is bred ; 
ſome ſuch things we ſee 1n a part that is affected with a Gangrene, which is firſt corrupted and after. 
wards putrified, 

CAUSES.) APeſtilential Feaver is cauſed, when the Humors being corrupted and having 
attained a venemous quality, do come to putrifie : And fo it affe&s the Heart by thoſe two meang 
viz.. By a putrid heat and Malignant quality. 

Now this corruption of Humors, 1s not alivays after one ſort, but ſometimes it is more intenſe and 
ſometimes it is leſs according to its divers degrees, the venemous quality ariſing therefrom is more 
er leſs pernicious; from whence proceeds the greater or leſs Malignity of Feavers, And hence atoſe 
thac common diſtinQtion of Peſtilential Feavers among Phyſitians,into a Pe{ilential Feaver Gmply and 
properly ſo called and into a Malignant Feaver , calling that a Peſtlential Feaver properly ſo termey 
wherein is the true Plague ; having this peculiar note or Chara&ter, that more die than live and 
recovet ; and calling that fimply a mal1gnant Feaver which being leſs pernicious, more live than die 
of it. 

DIFFERENCES. ; 

The differences of a Peftilential Feaver are taken either from the matter wherein that venemous 
uality is produced ; or from the place whereia the ſaid matcer is contained : and fo they folloy the 
AG, of putid Feavers, which in reſpz&t of the matter of pucrifying are divided into the Feaver 
Synochos, Tertiana , Quartana and Quotidiana, according as the matter putrifying is Blood, 
Choler, M:lancholy , or Flegm. And11 reſpect of the place wherein the 'Hamors purrifie, they 
are divided into continual and intermittent : according asthe aforeſaid Humors are lodged within 
or without the Veins : even ſo Peltilential Feavers, ſome are termed Synochi, others Tertians, Qur- 
tans or Quotidians; ſome continual, ochers intermittent :; althoagh Hypacrates hath ſaid in the 
43- Aphoriſin of the 4, Se&tion. That 1ntermitting Feavers are void of danger however they intermit, 
which only is to be underſtood of ſuch as are void of all Malignity ; for we ſee almoſt every year (in 
our Country at leaſt) Tertian intermittent Feavers, which being extreamly Malignant, do atthe 
third or fourth fit kill the Patients : othe:s which bring them into great danger, eſpecially by the cu- 

elty of the Sympomes. : 

There are other Differences of a Peſtilential Feaver taken from the intenſneſs of their degree o 
Remiſneſs ; namely, as ſome are greater, other. leſſer, ſome partake of greater Malignity, ſome of 
lefſer. They are ſaid to be fimply greitet or leſſer according as the PutritaRtion is greater or les, 
or as the preternatural Heat arifing therefrom, 15 more inten(e or remiſs ; more Malignant or benig- 
ne according to the greater or leſs intenſion of che venemous quality, Hence it comes to pals, that 
ſometimes a Peſtilemial Feaver hath extream putrifation aad Mal 12Nancy at the highelt ; and then 
it is wont to be moſt firece,and therein in regard of the Malig raacy the vital faculty is exceedingly 
afflicted ; and in regard of the extream patrifaCtion the other faculties are likeiviſe hurt, and cruel 
Symptomes follow thzreupon. But ſometirfies in this Feaver the ParrifaQtion is very high, and the 


Malignant quality remiſs ; and then the Feaver 1s troubleſom by reaſon of the putrifaction ; but ti? | 


vital faculty is leſs afli ted : Contrarily ſometimes Patrifatio1 is liccle, but the Maligaaat quality 
intenſe : and then the Ferver in regard of Putrifation ſh2ws no ſuch bad Symptoms and ſeems 1e- 
miſs; yet the ſtrength of thz Patient is more then ordinarily weakned. + For ſometimes the patift- 
Rion is ſo remiſs that it is in a manner none at all; but the Mal ignant quality is in a very high degree: 
and then ive have a Feaver, which ſeems neither to the Patient nor by -ſtanders any thing tronbleſom: 
but it ſeertis at firſt fight mild, as mild can be, when as indeed and in truth it is very mortal ; for whea 
the Malignant quality is increaſed, the Patients ſtrength is dejefted, and the Heart wholly over- 
whelmed : and this kind of Feaver doth not commonly deceive the Patients and by-ſtanders, bat 
ſometimes the Phyſitians themſelves are thereby ch-ated ; while there heing.no fign preſent either 
of crudity or pravity of Humors, the Pale being in a manne: in its Natural State, and the heat of the 
Body at firſt appearance ſeeming mild and gentle, it lexds unto deftrution. Some ſach thing is like- 
wiſe wont to happ-n in the firſt difference, viz. When it is joyned with the highzſt degree of Ma- 
lignity : for putrifa&ion being by convenient Medicaments ſubdued, and the ſigns of recovery ap- 
pearing ; death notwithſtanding ſometimes enſues by reaſon the Mulignant quality did remain uncot- 
reed. 

And Finally, the differences ofa Peſtileat Feaver are taken from its adjunts, and they are ver 
| many 
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many and moſt evident, for there 1s no evil Symptom, nor kind of deadly Diſeaſe which is not ſome- 
times joyned with this Feaver. The Symptomes are Head-ach, Watchings, Ravings, Dead ſleeps, 
Thirſt, Stomach-fickneſs and Vomiting, want of Appetite, Swooning , Fainting , Hiccoughing, 
Unquetneis, Looſneſs, Sveats and ſuch like , which are common alſo to other kind of Fea- 
vers. 

But there is one Symptome proper and peculiar to a peſtilential Feaver, which doth not happen in 
ather Feavers ; viz. Purple Specks or Spots on the whole Body, but eſpecially in the Long, the 
breaſt and/back, like unto Flea-bitings for the moſt part ; which the Italian Phyſitians name Peri- 
ule or Perechie ; aid theſe Feavers which have theſe Symptoms are commonly named Purparate 
or Petechiales, Purple or Spotted Feavers. For theſe Purple Spors do nor appear in all Peſtilential 

vers ; bur when they appear, they are a moſt certain Sign of a Peſtilential Feaver : Now we 

N them Purple Spots, becauſe they are tor the molt part of a Purple colour. Yet they are many 
timesof a violet colour, Green, Blewiſh or Black, and then they are far worſe, and do Gonifie grea- 
ter Malignity. And although theſe Spots are tor the moſt parc like Flea-bitings : yet they appear 
ſamewhat greater : Soas to repreſent thoſe black and blew marks which remain after whipping , and 
then they are worſe. And ſometimes they are very large,and poſſeſs whole Members,and a great part 
ofthe Body,viz.. the Arms, Thighs and Back, and then the parts appear tainted with redneſs ; which 
in fev hours ofcentimes vamiſheth away, and then returns again, as it were by Fits, whileſt the Feaver 
undergoes its Fits or Exacerbations , wherein the blood boiling doth ſend: forth its thinner Exha- 
ations to the ſurface of the Skin, by which the Skin isnot ſivelled; but only inte&ed with a red color. 
Oftentimes notwithſtanding, by theſe Ebullitions the Skin is in divers parts puffed up with a certain 
redneſs : and makes certain broad and ſoft Tumors in the Skin, which in a few hours vaniſh away, 
2nd are commonly called Ebullitions of the blood. . In theſe and the aforeſaid, there is always ſome 
Malignity, but ſo light, that it threatens no danger ; unleſs in the progres of the Diſeaſe it prove 
mexeintenſe. Now the Spots aforeſaid like Flea-bitings do difter trom thoſe Puſhes, which are 
wontalſo ſomtimes to appear in theſe Feavers, and are mentioned by Hypocrates in Epidemers which 
havean Head, and are a kind of Tumors, which come ſometimes to Suppuration or Exulceration, 
Bat the Purple Spots, have (as was faid)no eminence or Head, and vvere unknown to the Antients, 
being deſcribed only by Latter Phyfitians of after ages, ; 

Asto thoſe Diſeaſes waich are joyned to a Peſtilential Feaver, we may affirm what hath been ſaid 

ofthe Symptoms, viz. that many deadly Diſeaſes are joyned with theſe Feavers ; Namely, Phren- 

hes, Quinzies, Pleurifies, Inflammations of the Lungs,Inflammations of the Liver,bloody Fluxes,and 

many more, Burt the chief Diſeaſes which ſhew themlelves in a Peſtilential Feaver, are two, 

viz. 1Peſtilent Bubo and a Carbuncle, which declare the venemous quality to be in the higheſt de- 

prez, and are not found in the true Peſtilence, and are wont commonly to accompany the ſame : So 
thit the common People call them by the very name of tha Peſtllence. 

The Cauſes of Peſtilential Feavers, are ſome Internal, others External : and the Internal are ſome 
Immediate, others Mediate. 

The Immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, as we hinted before, is a corruption of the Humors, joyned 
with Putrifation, From the Corruption they acquire an evil and venemous quality, and from Putri- 
{ation the Beaver is bred. 

The Mediate Cauſes are a Plethory, Cacochymy and ObſtruGions. Now we underſtand ſuch 
2Plethory, or falneſs of Blood ; not as diftends the Veſſels, but ſuch at leaſt as the ſtrength of che 
Patient cannot maſter, which not being regulated by Nature, doth eafily undergo Corruption, and 
Patrifation, Now a Cacochymy, or abundance of evil Humors, is eafily corrupted and putrified. 
Finally,ObftruRions are apt to breed all kind of Feavers : foraſmuch as Humors being cloſe ſhut 

inan hot and moiſt place, wanting free tranſpiration, do eaſily putrifie, The Internal Mediate 

are by Authors commonly called Morboſus Apparatss, a fickly Diſpoſition of the Body 
and the efficacy thereof is ſo great,that it alone. 18 ſometzmes ſufficient to produce a gentle peſtilential 
Feaver, ſuch as is commonly called a Malignant Feaver fimply or a Purple Feaver , without the In- 
tervention of iny External or common Cauſe. For we oft-times ſee, when the year is not Peſtilen- 
tial,and there is no Epidemical fickneſs abroad, ſome perſons through the evil Condition of their Ha» 
mors, fall into ſuch Feavers, which are accompanied with many Symptoms of Malignancy ; Yea,and 
with Purple ſpots. 

Concerning the point of Obſtruion, we mnſt obſerve, that it doth neceſſarily concur as the 

mcipal Cute in Mal tenant Feavers,which proceed from Internal Cauſes and are not Epidemical : 

tthat Epidemical Beavers, which proceed from a common Caufe , viz. A Peſhilent conſtitution 
of the Air, or are gotten by Contagion, have not neceſſarily any ObſtruQtions for their Cauſe, For 
the venemons quality is received only by breathing in the corrupt Air, or only by Infe&tion from 0- 
thers, by which venemous Quality the Humors of the Body, declining from their own proper Na- 
ture, do of their ovn accord putrifie, For eyen as Fruits that will not keep, and other things apt 
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to corrupt; though they have never ſo much freedom of the Air, yet cannot be preſerved from corruy. 
tion : - even {ſo the Humors, when they have concerved- that pernitious Quality, are apt to Corry 
tion :  {o that though there be no ObſtruRtion preſent, they neceſſarily fall} into PurrifaRion ard 
a Feaver. - Howbeit, PutrifaRtion being by this means brought into the Humors, when Nature dot 
no longer rule them, they are wont for the moſt part to breed Obſtruftions, whereby the Beaver i 
augmented ; ſo that in theſe Feavers Obſtraions may Concur, which though in the inning they 
were not the Cauſe of the Feaver, yetdo they tollow the ſame, being cheriſhed by the Cauſes of the 
Feaver, and being infe&ed with Peſtilential Venom, | 

The External Cauſes of Peftilential Feavers, are the fix Non-Natural things, which as they ae 
neceſſary, ſo do they neceſſarily alter our Bodies : and when they are far departed from their Naty. 
ral condition, they breed in us Malignant and yenemous qualities. Among theſe, the Air holds the 
cheif place : which as it is a moſt common Cauſe, ſo Diſeaſes that are common do for the moſt par 
proceed from ſome fault thereof. | 

Now the Air becomes vitious-and hurtful to men, for th moſt part by a threefold means. Firg 
If itbenot blown through with wholeſom Winds. Secondly, If it be polluted with the InfeRion of 
putrid and ftinking Exhalations. Thirdly, If by an exceſs or- prepoſterous condition of the fir 
qualities, it doth ſo alter Men, that thereby evil and Malignant putrifa&tions of the Hutors be in. 

ered, | q | 
: The Firſt is evident enough. For if the Air be not blown through, and ſtirred with Winds, itis 
eafily corrnpted, Whence Hypocrares inthe 3. Epidem, Deſcribing a moſt grievous Pettilential con- 
Ritation, ſaith z This year had no Winds, 

And the Second is moſt effeAual and frequent, viz. When Putrid, Filthy, and malignant Va 
are mingled with the Air,and do infeR the ſame,which is wont toariſe from divers things;vie.Lale 
Pools, Fiſh-ponds, and other quiet and ſtill Waters, or ſuch as are full of mud, or wherein Flax, « 
Hemp have been fteeped. Or from the ſtink of Privies, Dung-hils, and nay Allies. Or from the 
unburied bodies of ſuch as have been ſlain in battle, Or out of Dens or Caves (wherein the Air having 
been long ſhat up, hath gained a filthy putrifation) being opened by an Earth-quake, or ſome other 
Caſualty. . | 

But Se third Reaſon, which conſiſts in the Exceſs, Inequality or Prepoſterous condition of the 
firſt Qualities, may bappen divers ways, and eſpecially when there is a great exceſs of heat and-mo- 
ſture. For thoſe qualities , when they are extraneous and adventitious, and encreaſed above their 
Natural condition, they are the principles of putrifaſtions. Hence a Southern Wind [aftinglong 
in"the Seaſons of the year, according to Hypocrates in Epidem. was the principal cauſe of all Peft- 
lential Feavyers there deſcribed, | | 

But a dry Conſtitution of the Air, though in the Opinion of Fypoerates, it is more wholſomthun 
a moiſt; yethecauſe all exceſs of qualities, is hurtful to our Nature ; certain it is that a verydry 
Conſtitution of the Air, more than ordinary, doth -produce Peftilential Feavers ; eſpecally if itbe 
joyned with exceſſive heat, A clear example whereof we have in Livy in the firſt Book of his Hiſfo- 
ry -Decad. 4. viz. How by over great dryneſs a Peſtilence happened at Rome, becauſe there hadbeen 
little or no Rain-that year : neither was there ſcarcity of Water from Heaven alone : but theEarth 
was ſcarce ableto continue her Springs. Nov this ; A Co-ſtitution doth therefore Cauſe the Pefti- 
lence, becauſe the Humors being above meaſure burnt and dried up, degenerate into the matter of 
biles,Carbuncles,and conſequently of a Peſtilential Feaver, and being very much thickned,they pro- 
duce grievous ObſtruRions ; whereby in a matter otherwiſe well diſpoſed thereunto, Malignant putt 
faRtion is eaſily bred. Add hereunto, That this immoderate drineſs of the Air,doth corrupt the Cor, 
hindring it from attaining itsdue maturity. - For it brings the Corn ſooner out of the Earth, andit 
gives it-at firſt plentiful nourifhment; and afterward Scanty, whereby the Corn is unequally digeſted, 
being Burnt without, but within quite Raw ; like Fleſh ſcorched with an over violent Fire : and © 
it proves aCauſe of indigeſtion, and divers Crudities. 

It is p:oved alfo from Hypoerares, That immoderate cold doth produce a Peſtilence 1. Epidem, 
Se&. 3. Tempeſt, 1. where he ſaith. -/» the Country of Thaſus, 4 /ittle before the Appearance of 
Arturus(a Star or Conſtellation) and whileſt: He appears, the North Wind blowing, there are mn) 
and preat Rains, In whictr places he fetches the Caſe of a- Peſtilential Seaſon, from over great 
Colfncts. Alſo we may read in Livy Lib. 5. Decad. 1, That a Peſtilential Seaſon was cauſed by 
vehement Cold ; in theſe Words, The year was remarkable for a Cold and Snowy Winter, ſo that 
the Wayes were ſtopped up, and the River Tyber was unnavigable. So fad a Winter was followed by 
aigrievans and Peſtilential Sunymer, dortal to all kind of Living-Creatures ; whether it mere occa- 
fomned, bythe ſudden change of the "Air from one extream to anther , or by ſome other means. 
Andrhereaſonof this Accidentis at hand, viz. That by reaſon. the Pores of thz Skin are cloſed 
up by the extream Cold ,-ſo that the Vapors cannot ſteam forth ſo as naturally they ſhould, there 


fallovs the. greater putrifaRion , and more grievous poiſon ; whereupon tollows more dange- 
r0:'s 
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ous Feavers, than in the Summer, in which the condition of the Air, although in ſome ſorts it gives 
inning to the Diſeaſe, yet doth it make the Pores and paſſages wider. ThrouSh which thar 

wlnch is putrified does exhale and the natural and preternatural evaporations doe readily breath 


 pequality of the Seaſon is wont alſo to be the Cauſe of this kind of Feavers ; viz. When it is 
{metimes Hot, ſometimes Cold ; ſometimes wet, ſometimes dry in a ſhort time ; or when theſe 
various ſeaſons do endure longer one after another. As when after long vehement Hot weather, a 
Feezing cold claps 1n, or aftex long rains, an extream drought teals upon us, or contratywiſe. 
0c when after a prepoſterous faſhion, it is hot in Winter and cold in Summer, Now theſe inc- 

ities 'of Seaſons may help the produQtion of Pefſtilential Feavers ; becauſe in them, the hu- 
norsare exceedingly diſturbed, by which means they arrive unto an evil condition, far from their 
ataral Rate and fic to produce malignant Diſeaſes eſpecially in thoſe bodies which during the Courſe 
ofthe Seaſons aforeſaid, by diſorderly Courſe of Diet and living, have contraRted either a Plethory, 
4 Cacockymy or ſome notable obſtructions. 

Tothis kind of Cauſes may be added the malignant Influence of the Conſtellations, which by 
changing the Air, are wont diverſly to affedte the Bodies of Living Creatures. Such they ſay 
re, the ConjunEtion of the ſuperior Planets Saturn, Fupiter and Afars, in Humane Signs, ſuch: 
Virgo and Gemini, and eſpecially when Afars 1s Lord. Which do bring Diſeaſes no otherwiſe 
then by change of the Air, fo far as to corrupt the Nature and ſubſtance thereof. And that change 
is wrought to Wayes ; and 1s by the manitelt qualities, as when by the Influence of the Stars 
the air is ſo lorig and fo far chmged by exceſs of the firſt qualities of Heat, Moiſture, Cold 
and Drineſs, that at length it's proper Subltance becomes vitiated. The other is by occult quali- 
ies, when by the ſecret power ot the Stars, Without any notable exceſs of the firſt qualities, the 
ſubſtance of the air is ſo changed, that it receives a certain degree of cerruption contrary to our 
Life. Touching the firſt, nomans doubts, ſeeing it is clear by Common Conſent of Phyloſophers 
that inferior Bodies are governed by the Heavenly Conſtellations. And as the alterations of the 
Aif, which happen in the four ſeaſons of the year, doariſe from the yearly motion of the Sun : 
ſothe great diverſity of years, whereby one proves very moiſt, another exceeding dry the Sun hold- 
mgevery year the ſame Courſe of the Zodiack , can depend on nothing but the varions aſpects of 
Conſtellations. The other way becauſe it is occult, 1s not ſo freely granted by all. Howbeit by 
common Conſent of Aftrologers , it is held for certain, that the Stars do a& upon the inferior Bo- 
dies ina three-fold manner, viz, by thei: Motion, Light and Influence, The light and heat 
doalter theſe Sublunary Bodies according to the ft qualities and eſpecially Heat. But the 
Influences do induce both the firſt qualities (for example the cold which Sarzrn cauſes, cannot 

his Motion nor his Light) and alſo the hidden and occult ones. For ſeeing Peſtlential 
Diſeaſes do oftentimes happen, no great mutation being made in the Air in regard of the firſt qua- 
lities z but when they rage, the Air appears exceeding pure, and purer ſometimes, than itis wont 
todo when there isno peſtilence Rtirring ; neither have very hot and moiſt ſeaſons preceded, from 
which great putrifactions are wont to ariſe,it 1s to be conjeured, that theſe Peſtilential Diſeaſes do 
ariſe from ſome malignant Influence of the Stars, Add hereunto, that Peſtilences are wont to 
rageeven in the depth of Winter , which no remarkeable alteration of the firſt qualities hath 
ed. - - Forin ſuch a Caſe, theſe Diſeaſes are to be attribured to the hidden power of the 
Sears which have ( as Altrolog:rs teach 7 a power of corrupting the Air, no extraordinary muta- 
tion of the firlt qualities being made therein. And this is thatdivine principle in Diſeafes, which 
Hypocrates acknowledged , and according to the Expoſition of Galen is in the Air, but is produced 
by the Celeſtial Bodies and hidden cauſes. Ir is alſo hinted at by the ſame Hypocrares, 1n the ſe- 
cond Epidem. Se&. the firſt, When he ſayes. The time and the Diſeaſes do anſwer one anuther 
wleſs ſome innovation happen in the Superior Powers. 

Neither does that hinder which is brought as the opinion of Plats out of his Epinomis , that 

the Courſe of the Heavens and Heavenly Bodies haye always good influence here below . and 


- fromthem nothing but preſervation and benefit flow. And Ariſtotle in the ninth of his 2fea- 


Yhifcks Chap. 10, Sayes that in thoſe Boqies which are eternal and zthereal , neithix error 
nor. corruption is found. And Averroes _ in his x. De Ce/p. cap. 24. The Heavenly 
Bodies do contain the Elements , preſerve them , and univerſally are unto them inſtead of a 
torm, whence it's colle&ed , they cannot infe&t them with a poyſonous and Malignant qua- 
lity. Add hereunto that if Peſtilential Diſeaſes ſhould be raiſed by influence of the Stars, they 
would at one and the ſame time infe& the whole World almoſt , ſeeing thoſe influxes are 
univerſal cauſes, and by the circulation of the Heavenly Bodies do affeR all the quarters of the 


. World, Bur theſe Diſeaſes do peculiarly invade ſome one Region only, And Finally if the 


Stars 
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Stars were ſaid to be malefick and of an evil diſpoſition , God the Author of theth would be accoug. 
ted the cauſe of Miſchief, which is full of Impiety, . Theie Objechions, I4ay, do not a whit prejudice 
the trath propounded, which may thus be anſivered. All created ſubſtances are conſidered two way, 
Either as , are things in being and do concur to the compleating and perteRion of thelniverſe,ang 
mthat reſpeR, they are all : for co:be and 0; be good are one and the ſame, neither hath the 
HighGod btefſed for ever created any thing which ought to be termed evil,famply conſidered or as 
are conſidered in regard of their operations, and then they may be termed evil toraſmuch as they May 
damnifie ſome other things by reaſon of the antipathy and inbred Ennuty of Nature. And although 
almoſt innumerable contrarieties of Nature are found in the world, yet muſt they all be termed good 
;n reſpect to God their maker, and in regard of the Univerſe, whoſe pertetion conhifls chiefly in 
variety, Farthermore the operations of things created, may be termed gvil two ways abſolutelygx 
ſimply conſidered in them(elves,or in reſpe& of ſomewhat elie ; They are abſolutely evil when at a 
times, in all places and upon all occaſions they do perpetually evil; and m this ſenſe no Creature cap 
be found which is evil ; in reſpe& of ſome other thing, the operations of things may be termed eyil 
when they hurt one and do another good ; and {o there 1s nathing in the whole univerſe {o hurtfy, 
bat that it hath ſome other ways its uſes and benefits,for which it was created; So all Poyſons,although 
mol hurtful ro men or other. Animals, yet conveniently uſed = do a great deal of pood to then, 
And-in the Art of Phiſick there is ſcarce ſo deadly a Poyfon found, but that out it, by Skill of Ar, 
an healthful medicine may be drawn, And finally the a&ions of Stars upon theſe inferior Bodiesare 
conſidered two ways, either in reſpeR of the whole ſublunary world containing the Elements and 
mixed things : + and ſo the ation of the Heavens and $cars 1s fimple, benign,ingendering, conſerying, 
vivifying all ings,and doing all other good offices which tend to.uphold the univerſ;and in.this ſence 
moſt true itis, that theſe interior Bodies are cheriſhed and ſuſtained by the influence ofthe Hear 
and Heavenly Bodies ; or they are conſidered in reſpedt of the proper nature of this or that Element, 
or this or that living creature : and then it 1s no abſurdity to ſay that there are ſome influences hurthl 
to ſome Element or liying Creature in ſuch or ſuch a part ſo and ſq affeted which depends not of ay 
fault of the Stars (for they are of a moſt perte& Nature) but rather of the imperfection of ſublunay 
things which:cannot ſuffer any canfiderable mutation without the corruption of their proper (ub- 
ance ; now theſe divers natures and qualities of the Stars, produced in {ublunary Bodies by ther 
divers concourſe and influence were ained by the great ArchiteR of this univerſe, for the Conſer- 
vation of the whole world which being made up of ſo divers and ſo contrary Natures, bad needefs 

eat variety inthe influence of the Stars, that all things might be preſeved, as it were in aneven 
{ray Out of which diverſity of influences notwi ing, it could hardly come to paſsbit 
that ſome parcel of things ſo different ſhould ſomerimes ſuffer, not 1n any whole kind or ſort (which 
ſhould tend to the deftruftion of the univerſe) but only in ſome individuals that were leſs able 
refit and for the moſt part miſaffeRed, and only 1n ſome part of the Aw more diſpoſed to receire 
Malignant influence. From whence we may conclude, that theſe corruptions do chiefly dependup- 
on the defect of the ſublunary Bodies, Foraſmuch as many places are in the world, where the Airis/o 
perfe&tly conftituted and the inhabitants ſo evenly tempered, that let never ſo malignant Influences 
of Stars ſhowr upon, them, yet are they never intedted with the Peſtilence. 

To the ame kind of Cauſes muſt we refer the defeRts andEclipſes of theSun mdMoon,unuſualMe- 
teors and eſpecially Blazing Stars : which are never wont to appear but that Epidemical and Peſtilen- 
tial ſickneſles, and Divers changes in the World do follow, as is Confirmed by the experiments 
many Hyſtgries : whence that uſually Cited verſe of (laxdien is become as a Proverb,

A blazing Star does not appear, 
| But ſome Reholders plagued are. 
A moſt evident witneſs whereof was that hairy Comet which appeared Anno, 1618. Towards the 
Eaſt on, the 27. of November, and was afterwards ſeen near upon the whole Moneth of December, 
moving-and ſhining, It's thicker and more, ſolid part being turned towards the Sun, did behold the 
Eaſt, and did far exceed Yenw,both in the clearne6s of its ſhining, and in its largeneſs, thickly com- 
pacted and conglobated together, The remaining part, beang' more thin, and leſs enlightened by 
the Sun, becauſe of its thinneſs did move.like a fauly ſpread beard agd ſtretched towards the We [t, 
This Comet firſt appeared under the fign of Libra neer the Equinottial Line ; but by a private and 
peculiar motion of its own, it was carried from thence, through the feet of Y:rgo, the middle ot 
Baotes and the tail of the greater Bear, And at length, its light decreaſing by little and little aud 


the matter whereof it conſiſted being diſſipated, it vaniſhed beriyeen the great Zear and the Dr1g"%- 
: It 
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It was carried with the common motion of the Stars from Eaſt to Weſt, but it ſeemed to be move d 
(meNvhat ſwifrer than the Stars, for 1n the hrit Daies of its Appacition, it was wont toriſe a little 
before five in the morning ; and afterwards it roſe avout four a Clock and before four , and ſo ſooner 
and ſooner, till it prevented the Midnight, and Bed-time. And we have reaſon to believe, that thus 
Comet was the Prognoſtick and forerunner of Malignant and Peſtilential Diſeaſes, and alſo of thoſe 
Wars, wherewith whole Earope in a manner, hath tince that time been laid Waſt. 

And although the Air be chuete among the Mediate Ctuſes of Malignant and Peſtilential Feavers: 
pee _ other non-natural things do concur to thekc Generation, as I ſhall particulatly and 

eclare, I 

T 4 next to Air and Al:ments, becauſe bad Diet Cauſeth a ſickly diſpoſition of the Body, which is 
an internal efticient, and Cax/a ſine 944 non, Of Malignant and Peſtilential Feavers. Whereupon 
Gales in his Book De Cibes bont & wali Succi, and in the 1, de Differ. Feb. Chap. 3. Does demon- 
fate, that from bad and corru pt Diet Peſtilential Diſeaſes do arite, Now meats are (aid to be evil 
and the Cauſes of thoſe Diſeaſes in many reſpeas. ; 

And in the firſt place, when the Fruits of the Earth and of Trees, by reaſon of a bad conflitution 
ofthe year, V12. Over mot or over dry, Or corrupted by miſis, or ſome tempeſtuous weather , or 
ſome Malzgnant influence of the Sars do, beir.g eaten, produce bad Jayces 1n the Body. 

Secondly, When there is great Famine and Scarcity cf Corn : From whence came that Proverb 
Ho loimos meta {imon, the Plague follows Famine. For then the poor common People are forced to 
fill their Bell:es with ſuch meats as are cheap and bad, whence ariſes abundance of bad Humors. 
And which is Much worſe, when a plenty preſently follows Famine, they de then ſuddenly cram 
themſelves with much meat, which by the languithing heat of their internal parts cannot be well di- 

, and thzreapon thoſe meates come to participate of a Malignant putrifaction. 

Thirdly, When Aliments, which in their own Natare are good, do by ſome way or other , gain 
putrifa&tion or ſome evil quality, ſuch are Wheat, Barley, -Beans and Peaſe, and other kind of grain, 
which being either over long kept, or 11] laid up in a moiſt place, or otherwiſe miſaffe&ed, do come 
tobemalty, or have ſome other putritaCtive quality : Such is fleſh over long kept, or ſtinking or ſuch 
2841s of beaſts that were not killed, but died of ſome Dileaſe : as Falina Obſequens relates, that in 
the Iſle called Lipara when the Sea 'vas made hot with the fires waich by means of an Earth-quake 
were forcibly vomuted out of the Mount of etna and had boyled the Fiſhes caſting them upon the 
ſhoar ; the Inhabitants eating greedily of thoſe Fiſhes, a ſore Peſtilence followed. 

Neither is there power in drinks, when putrid and corrupted Wines, Beer or other Liquors are 
drunk ; or when Water is arunk out of putrid and muddy Lakes, or otherwayes infe&ted. As good 
Hiſtories do te(tifie that numerous Armies have been deſtroyed by Peſtilential diſeaſes, with drinking 
ſuch Waters, 

Theſe non-natural things mentioned, viz. Air and Meats and Drinks have the greateſt force to 
engender Malignant Feavers, But the four remaining, viz,. things voided or retained, Motion ard 
Rett, Sleep and waking, w:th Paſſions of the Mind, are of leſs efficacy, and do only concur as adjuvant 
Cauſes, or ſuch as diſpoſe the Body to conceive a Malignant putrita&tion ; as in our expoſition of 
them ſhall preſencly appear, 

The retention of Courſes in Women, or of ſome other accuſtomed Evacuation in Men, as of the 
Hemorrhoids, Bleeding at Noſe and Looſneſs, which betid.:s ſome perſons, at certain ſeaſons ; when 
they happen in a Peſtilential year, they are wont to produce a Malignant diſeaſe. For thoſe things 
Wuch are wont to be avoided as ſuperfluous and burdenſome to Nature, it they be retained in the 
Body, they glo' eafily conceive putrifation, $0 likewiſe over great Evacuations either of Blood or 
oher Humors, do much weaken the Body, and do cauſe that Natural heat being veakned, it 15 ſoon 
nfe&ed by the vitious and Peſtilential Impurities of the Air, 

As for motion and reſt, certain it is, that over much Idleneſs is 2 Cauſe , thar Natural heat isnot 
ſufficiently Eventilated, and conſequently the Humors conceive putrifaCtion : ſo over great exercaſe 
does very much open the pores, and diſſolves the heat ; whereupon the Bady becomug weak and 
More apt to take umprefſon, does eafily receive the Intection. 

And too much ſleep makes many Excrements and fills the body with Humidities , which eafily 
Putrifie, bur too much watching does engender Crudities, and they eaſily putrifie, decauſe Natural 
heat cannot well maſter them : and becauſe by them, many obſtructions ace cauſed, by which Tran- 
ſiration 1s prohibited, and at length putrifation engendered. | 

And Finally, paſſions of the Mind, are wont vehemendly tg exagitate the Body and to diſturd the 
Humors : and fo they much diſpoſe the Body to receive infe8ion ; and eſpecully fear and ſadneſs, 
Which drawing the vital Spirits inward do as it were choak and ſmother them, whereby the vigor 
of the Heart is (o broken, that it cannot ſufficiently reGſt the venom and firſt afſaults of Peſt lenral 
ſicknefſes, yea verily and the Hamors being ſtirred in the Veins and vehemently diſturbed, are 
thruſt 0:1t of their Natural conſtitution, and do conceive 2 Malignant putrifaction, Inſomuch that 

ſome 
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ſome have conceived, that Peſtilential Diſeaſes are bred in Camps and at Sieges of Towns not | 
mach through bad Diet and ſtink of dead Carcaſes, as through Terror, Fear, Anxiety and dns ” 
Death, which do exagitate the Humors, arid put them into a tumultuary Combuſtion and FluQuz. 
t19Nn, 
The Signs of a peſtilential Feaver do ſome of.them foretel the diſeaſe when it is coming , other 
declare it to be preſent ; and others witneſs where it has bin. All which muſt be ſet down, becauſs 
the firſt tend to preſervation, the ſecond to Cure, and the thurd fort to be a Caveat to ſuch as are ner 
yet infected, | 
- The Signs which foreſhow a peſtilential Feaver, are taken from three things viz. - From the 
Diſpoſition of the Body, from the preſence of Cauſes, and from ſome intermediate diſpoſitions 
Thoſe bodies are diſpoſed to receive peſtilential Infection, which have colle&ed evil Juyces throueh 
bad diet, and by a prepoſterous uſe of the fix non-natural things atoreſaid, Or ſuch as being ple. 
thorick do gorge themſelves and inordinately and unſeaſonably replenith themielves. Furthermgre 
ſome that are neither plethorick nor cacochymical, dodiſpoſe their bodies to the' reception of thi 
diſeaſe, while they torment their minds with moſt troubleſome palſions, or give themſelves ig, 
moderately to carnal embracements ; for from theſe tivo Cauſes, the peſtilential Feaver is very g. 
dinarily produced, foraſmuch as by them corrvption is eafily introduced eyen amongſt good humgy, 
For Paithons of the Mind do diftraR and draw away the ſpirits, from their proper operations and 6 
vermuch Carnal embracement does weaken all the powers of the body, but the Spirits being 4 
traced, and the vertues weakened, the Humors change their Nature, and grow corrupt. 

Finally, thoſe whoſe principal Members are weak, or ſome Waies tainted, either f:om the woms, 
or by bad diet or any other exterral Cauſe ; which have an hot and moiſt temperature ; which hae 
a very thin or very compacted habit of body, are all diſpoſe to peltilential 'Feavers, for hot and 
moiſt bodies are ſubject to putritaction, thin bodies are liable to all injuries, compaged conſitutigy 
have no fice tranſpiration. 

The preſence of ſach Cauſes as can breed a peſtilential Feaver do portend the ſame : and conſe 
quently ill ſeaſons and unnatural temper of the year, Dearth and Scarcity of ViEtuals , VVar 
and other Cauſes, reckoned up betore, when they appear, they declare the Plague to be approach 
Ing, 
"Thoſe intermediate diſpoſitions are, when ſuch a diſpoſition of body and the Cauſes aforeſai 
being preſent, weſee a Man more ſad than ordinary, an unexplicable fear in him without godd 
ground or cauſe, the Colour of the face changed ; 18 not rightly diſpoſed in point of diet ; is diftath- 
ed with bad-dreames ; infeſted with wearineſs which comes without labour, thirſt, watchings, ((- 
mach ſickneſs ; it is eaſily conjeRtured, that man will have the Peſtilence : fcr all theſe thingsdode- 
clare, that the humors do attain another nature, and do corrupt, from whence comes a petftilentul 
Feaver. 

Such things as declare the Peſtilence to be preſent are exaQly to be propounded and therefore 
all the Heads of Signs muſt be run over, out of which this Diſeaſe may be knoivn, which Heads 
of Signs, are taken from the three kinds of Symptomes, becauſe the Symptomes are the Effet of 
Diſcaſes,and Cauſes can noway ſo conveniently be known as by their effe&ts. And therefore, ſome 
fiens are taken from the ARtions hurt, ſome from Excrements voided, and others from qualities 
' changed unto which Head a fourth muſt be added taken from {upervenient Infirmities, Ta the 
right underſtanding of which theſe things following muſt be premiſed, 

Firſt, we mult knoy that the ſame figns in 4 manner do ſheiv a peſtilential Feaver properly 6 
called, and a Feaver ſimply malignant, and that the figns of the one and the other doe differ only 
according to: more or leſs ; ſo that in the peſtilential Feaver-the Symptomes are more, and 11 the 
malignant Feavers leſs ; yet there are ſome adjun&ts more proper to the one thar: the other , whici 
we ſhall declare in their proper place. ; 

Secondly, we muſt note, that there is no true, proper and Pathognomonick fin of theſe Feaveis 
viz. Such an one as wherever that fign is, there is the peſtilence, and where that ſign is not there 
35 nopeſtilence ; no, not the Bubo or ſelling in the Groin nor the Carbuncle ſeeing that many 
have them not, though thzy have the plagne , and many have Buboes and Carbuncles thet have n0 
maligaitie in them, neither are thoſe purple ſpots any ſuch pathognomonick fign, althongh a maig- 
rant Feaver is from them termed the {potted Feaver, foraſmucb as many have a malignant Feaver 
without any ſuch ſpots, and thoſe ſpots do ſometimes appear on women that want their courſes, and 
in ſome Children by reafon of a light ebullition of Blood, without any Feaver, which. I have often 
ſeen in both. Howbeit by a Concurrency and colleEtion of all figns ard tokens theſe Feavers mi) 


certainly be known, Zo {Eh 

Thirdly, we muſt mark, that all the Ggns waich ſhall be proponnded, are not found in al H1CK 
perſons of theſe Feavers; but only a part of them, which notwithſtanding will be ſinffczent 
panctually to diſcover the xind of the difcaſe. For acording to the variety of of pattents 20cIces 
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-nd the intention or remuſnels of tae Diſeaſe,no theſe kind of Symptoms,and anon thoſe,do chiefly 
thew themſelves. | 
Finally, It muſt be knovn, that the ſigns of a Peſtilential and Malignant Feaver (although they 

are alſo Cond in other Feavers) yet are made in ſome ſort Pathognomonick in this Feaver in a two- 

fold reſpe&. Firſt, Becauſe mn theſe Feavers, theyare {0 conditioned as in other Feavers they are 
not. For the Head-ach, Iineſs at the Stomach, Vomiting, the manner of the Heat and other ſigns, 
when they accompany Peſtilential Feavers, they have a peculiar Malignant condition whereby they 
differ om themielves when they accompany other ordinary Feavers ; which is well known to them 
that are but inCifferently exerciſed in the Pratice of Phykck, Secondly,becauſe the Symptoms do not 
obſerve the ſame proportion among themſelves in theſe Feavers, which they do in ordinary ones. SO 
that the heat being gentle to the touch, the _ not much changed, do ſhery a ſmall Feaver : yet 
with them is joyned mighty H ead-ach, watchings and ſometimes ravings, and other Symptoms which 
xe Yon to accompany a burning Feaver, Theſe things being thus premiſed, we ſhall deſcribe the 
order of figns, beginning from the ation hindered, 

Becauſe therefore the Heart is chiefly afflicted in theſe Diſeaſes, by the malignant and venemous 

ity thereof, therefore its aftion, viz. The Pulſe, is diverſly changed, according to the variety 

of times and the divers condition of the Diſeaſe. For ſometimes at the fir(t, it is in a manner Natural, 

and very like the pulſe of perſons in health, as Galen ſhews in the 3. de prefag. cap.4. but in the pro» 

oreſs and augmentation of the Diſeaſe, it is little, weak and unequal. Alſothe frequentneſs of the 

ſe is always more than the increaſe of heat can require, becauſe the Heart being provoked by the 

malignant quality, doth in that regard diſturb it ſelf more than the neceſſity of eventilation doth re- 
mire. Likewiſe the figns of this Feaver are. 

Cardialgia, Heart burning or pain of the mouth of the Stomach, which Fypocrates condemns 
2584 fign of malignity 1. Pcogn. mn theſe words, Pain of the Mouth of the Stomach, with diſtention 
of the Hypochondria and Head-ach, are figns of Malignity. 

Sometimes great thirſt, exceeding the meaſure of the Patients heat and ſometimes want of thirſt, 
with a vehement Feaver, and dryneſs of the Tongue, far both are figns of Malignity. 

Great want of appetite, which makes many adhor all kinds of meat, 2s much as if they were the 
moſt loathſom Medicines, Nov this 1s wont to ariſe from malignant Vapors which vex the Sto- 
mach, 

Stomach Sickneſs and Vomiting ariſing from the ſame Cauſe, eſpecially when it happens in the 
beginning of the Diſeaſe, and is ſo divers that ſome preſently vomit what they Eat ; others vomit as 
ſoon as they have taken broth, but they vomir not the broth which they took, bat divers kinds gþ, 
Humors ,; ſome keep any kind of Meat, but Vomit their Drinks, Juleps, Emulfions and whatever 
drinking matter is given them, preſently ; great thirſt notwithſtanding remaining, with dryneſs and 
blackneſs of the Tongue. 

A frequent and inordinate ſhivering, Which comes divers times in a day, ſpringing from ſharp and 
biting exhalationBvf an adverſe quality to our Natures, which are carried unto the ſerfitive parts : 
which kind of ſhivering does rarely happen in other patrid Feavers, becauſe the Vapors in them have 
not the like Malignity. In Malignaat intermitting Tertzans, ſometimes a fign of malignity 1s taken 
from the ſhaking and the cold. For it ſometimes happens, that in the beginning of the fit, with 
alight coldneſs or ſhivering, the heat doth ſo much retire mwards, that the Fleſh of the Patient is 
very cold and the face is like that of a dead perſon, and the pulſe ſo little as if it did not beat at all. 
After which follows an heat,which neither in tneAugment nor in the ſtate,doth to the touch feel great 
or (harp ; yea and the fleſh ofthe Patient is either lukewarm to feel to,or coldiſh,even to the declina- 
tion, The pulſe, when the heat comes, doth more appear, yet it is ſmall, unequal, frequent and 
very weak : and many other Symptoms of a Peſtilential Feaver are preſent, which may ſufh- 
_ prove, that there are intermitting Malignant Feavers as well as continual ; as was hinted be- 

e 

Wearyneſs of the whole Body, Heavineſs, and a breaking as itwere of the Members appear in 
” beginning of the Diſeaſe, by reaſon of the toreſaid Vapors, diſperſed through the vyhole Bo- 


Pains-of the Head, Watchings end Ravings,vvhich all come from the ſame cauſes, wie. from ſharp 
and venemous Vapors ; vvhich vyhen they lodge themſelves in the Membranes of the Brain, they 
cauſe Head-ach and in as much as they heat and dry the very ſubſtance of the brain, if the altera- 
1101 be but ſmall, they cauſe watchings, it great they cauſe Ravings, And to theſe Symptoms, 
beſides Heat and Dryneſs, the venemous quality contributes much, becauſe in the vulgar Feavers 
ſuch Symptoms do not happen, unleſs the diftemper be mach more than ordinary, And pains in 

1s Feaver, have a peculiar property to be very diverſe, and to ſhift places. For ſometimes only 
the fore part of the Head, other whiles the hinder part,now the Forehead, anon the Eyebrows are cur 
alunder 2s it were with pain,and ſometimes othe; parts as the Shoulder-blades,the Sides,the Back, &c.

In ſuch as have their braing full of 
Flegmatick Excrements : which Flegmanick Excrements, are diftolved by hot Vapors aſcending fg 
the inferior parts and do hinder the fun&ions of the Brain. on, 

The Urine in theſe Peſtilential Feavers,is ſomtimes like the Urine of ſound perſons,Namely When 
the Humors do more offend through a Malignant quality, than by putrifa&tion ; and ſometimes jt con 
tinues ſo for the firſt days ; afterwards it becomes thick and troubled. Sometimes in the fate of the 
Diſeaſe, it appears concoct, though the fick are in a periſhmg condition. Somerimes, it is thin and 
crude, having no ſediment, or fuch a ſediment as is more like aneexcrement than a ſeditnent. But 
commonly it appears thick and troubled, and of an high colour ; and hath thick, red , difturhed 2rd 
ſcattered ſediment. And finally all evil diſpoſitions of Urines, do happen in this Diſeaſe, accord. 
ing to divets alterations of the putrifying and corrupted Humors. 

Chollerick Fluxes of the Belly, which either come of themſelves or through ſome like occaſions 
by ſome gentle Clyſter or Medicament ; which bring many to their end. So Hippocrates relatesin 
3.Epidem. In a Peſtilential Conſtitution there deſcribed,that many died of the Looineſs and Bloody. 
fax : For the Humors being made more furious by the Malignant quality which is in them, do &. 
ceedingly:provoke Nature, fo that ſhe endeavours to drive them ont the neereſt Way : Novin 
theſe Stools, there is want to be a mighty ſtink, by reaſon of the extream corruption of the Kh. 


mors, 

An abundance of Worms'is wont to be voided in this Diſeaſe, eſpecially at the beginning + Fg 
the great Putrifation doth very much diſpoſe the Humors to breed Worms. 

Frequent Sweats, Small, Short and unprofitable, do break forth in the beginning of the Di. 
ſeaſe. 
' The heat is mild and gentle to feel to,ſo that they ſcarce ſeem to have a Feaver, Whereupon Gil 
9. Sing, cap. de Bolo Armen, et Avic. Feb, 4 lib. 1 cap. de Febre Peſtilenti does teach that Pefi. 
lential Feavers have oft-times a mild and gentle heat ; and thereaſon is, becauſe theſe Diſeaſes xe 
rather cauſed by a Malignant and Venemous quality, than of an ordinary diſtemper and Putrifadtinn, 

Redneſs of the Eyes is often ſeen in Peſtilential Feavers, becauſe the Membranes of the Brain xe 
ina ſort inflamed by ſharp Vapors aſcending into the Head, which they eafily communicate t 
the Tanica adnaſa or Skin of the Eyes ſo called , which 1s propagated from the ſame Men- 
branes. 
& Finally, Purple ſpots like Flea-bitings, called by latter Phyſitians Pericule or Perechie, are th; 

and peculiar Signs of a Malignant Feaver, For they are found in no other kind of Feayer, 


foraſmuch as they do ariſe froma vitious quality of the Blood or other Humors, joyned with Malig- , 


nity. Yetthere do appear in other Diſeaſes, ſpots very like unto thoſe aforeſaid, but pRgny/ 
from a far different Cauſe ; viz. Prom the over thinneſs of the Blood, which being exagitated bythe 
heat or the expulſive faculty, does ſprout forth of the Capillary Veins into the Skin, Theſe ſpots, 
are wont for the moſt part to appear in ſuch as have ſome Flux of Blood, becauſe the Blood in ſuch is 
more thin and watery : andalſo in Splenetick perſons, in ſach as have the Jaundice and old obſtn- 
ions of the Bowels, and (in a word) 1n all ſuch, who by reaſon of the weakneſs of their Bowels, 
do breed watry blood and are apt to fall into a Cachexy, For in ſuch perſons, the Blood being made 
thinner”than ordinary, ſometimes flows out at the Noſe, ſometimes at ſome other part,/and ſometimes 
itcomes out of the Capillary Veins into the Skin ; where being retained,it Iooſeth its own colour, 
and becomes either blewiſh or black or light red, and cauſes great variety of ſpots ; which not- 
withſtanding are very far different from the ſpots of Peſtilential Feavers, and do argue nothing but 
the watry thinneſs of the Blood and weakneſs of the Liver. Now thoſe ſpots which come out in 
Peſtilential Feavers do ariſe from Humors putrifying and infeted with an evil quality, Further- 
more, thoſe ſpots do break out ſometimes critically and ſometimes Symptomarically, Critically, 
when as Nature having either in part or in whole overcome the putrifaction and corre&ed the bad 
quality, does drive the corrupt Humor to the external parts, And then the Diſeaſe is evermore 
abated. Symptomatically when that Nature pricked forward by the quantity or evil quality of 
the Morbifick matter does tranſmit a portion thereof unto the Skin, before it be concoRed , os the 
evil-quality thereof amended. And from thence the Patient receives no eaſe, but rather, Nature 
having unprofitably wreſtled with the Diſeaſe, it is a token rather thar ſhe is conquered than Con- 
ers. 

The Colours of theſe ſpots are divers and do ſhow the Diverſity of the Humors by which they zre 
bred. For the red ſpots are bred of the purer ſort of Blood, and the black trom the cholleric!: blood 
more or leſs aduſt. As for the ftore of theſe ſpots, ſumetimes they appear in greater numbers and 
ſometimes in leſs. They begin to appear fometimes on the fourth, fifth, ſeventh or ninth or ſome 
other critical day; if their coming out portend any good ; ſometimes on other days , when there

is little good to be hoped for thereby. Sometimes they are ſeen in all paits of the body, but moſt 
frequently 1n the Loins, brealt and Neck, | | ; 

Now x Diſeaſes Which come poi a peſtilential Feaver, for thz moſt part are ſomething coming 
oat like Pox called Exantbemata ; Puthes and Ulcers of the Mouth ; Carbuncles ; Rifugs in the 
Groynand behind the Ears, == 

The Ezanthemata atorelaid , differ from the purple ſpots, becauſe in the ſpots there is cn'y the 
colour changed, but here is a certam riſing mn theſe Exunthemara to an head, Sometimes they are like 
warts, and ſometimes leſs, reſembling mullet ſeed, Sometimes they are red being cauſed by blood, 
ſometimes white, proceeding of flegm or Serofities ; yellow from choller - purple from aduſt Chol- 
Jer; blewiſh or black, by reaſon of great burning Morttfication. Some break out Symptomatically, 
others Critically, others un a muddle way. Some dry aivay, others come to matter, others groiv to 
be Uicerous. 

To theſe may be referred puſhes appearing in the Mcuth which have all differences of the foreſaid 
Exanthemata,. ard are ſometimes 10 malignant, that the fick can hardly erdure to eat and drink. 
In Children they often Cauſe Death becauſe they will not endure the pain of eating and drinking. 
Theſe puthes do ſometimes degenerate into LUlcers, which breed very great trouble to the patients, 
hindering the motion of their tongue and eſpecially their fivallowing, 

But ſometimes Ulcers are bred in the Mouth immediately without a y puſtules or puſhes f:regom? 
which the Greeks call Aphtbe : of Which there are many ſecrets, For ſome are ſuperficial , others 

ofound ; ſome clean, othersfoul ; ſome benign, others malignant ; ſome with a Cruſt, others 
withoar. And the Cruſt is ſometimes white, ſometimes yellow, ſometimes blewiſh or black. Thoſe 
wich are deep, filthy and malignant and that have a black Cruſt, are the moſi dangerous, 

Carbuncles ard Baboes, are wofit to riſe in divers parts of the body , bur eſpecially where the 
Glandules are z becauſe the expnlfive faculty being provoked by a malignant quality des expel the 
pernicious matter from the interval parts eſpecially the more ncble ones to the external ; ſo that 
from the Brain ſhe ſends it to the Glandules or kernels behind the Ears - from the Heart, to the 
An-pits ; from the Liver to the Groyns ; whence ſivellings under the Ears called Protides, and 
thoſe m the Groyn called Babones, do ariſe, Which kinds of tumors do chiefly appear 1n a true pe- 
ftlent/al Feaver, eſpecially thoſe in the Groyn, which therefore the cemmon people call the Peſt 
orPlague. B:.t Carbuncles and Paredes or rifings behind the E ars, do alio break out in malignant 
Feavers, but in ſuch as are at the top of malignity, and come very neer the Nature of true Peſtilen- 
tal Feavers. eds 3, 

Signs commemorative are chiefly in requeſt when Phyſitians are called to view the Corps of the 
dead, at ſuch times as there is a Plague abroad, or ſome ſuſpition thereof, that it may be known 
whether the party died of the plague or not, \ 

And firſt of all,in ſuch dead bodies there do ſometimes appear thoſe ſpots of which we {peak before 
and ſometimes marks or ftrip<s, as it were after whipping : for theſe are the tokens of a Peſtilential 
diſeaſe and venemous, ſeeing thoſe that are poyſoned have alſo theſe ſigns. And thoſe ſpots do 
eſpecially denote the Peſtilence, when they are of a le2d colour or black, Alſo thoſe Exanthema- 
ta ſpoken of before, do ſhew the ſame, eſpecially if they have a bad colour; but much more the 
Buboes, Parotides 2nd Carbuncles whereunto may be added ſuch things as have appeared in the 
Courſe of the diſeaſe ; for the recounting of them wall make a certain demonſtration, 

The PrognoRtiick of Peſtilential Feavers is fo uncertain, that nothing can be certainly afh:med 
touching their Event, untill certain tokens appear either that Natare or the diſeaſe hith gotten viCto- 
rf ; Which is not wont to happen, unleſs about the end of the tate or the Beginning of the Decli- 
nation. Where the diſcreet Phyſitian ought to delay and ſuſpend his Judgement touching rae Iflue 
ofthe diſeaſe in the beginning and the Augment. 

We muſt nevertheleſs propound the chieftokens out of which we may dry a great Conjecture, 
whether the diſeaſe will end in Death or Health , by help whereof we may foreſee, what is to be 
hoped or feared, yet not being over confident ; ſo Experience hath txught us, thit many have eſ- 
caped, with moſt mortal figns ; and others have periſhed vnder all the tokens of Recovery, But 
we ſhall paſs over all fach prognoſtick ſigns which are common to all acute diſeaſes, of which Hypo- 
crates hath diſcourſed largely in his Prognoſticks,Coicks, Predictions, Prorrheticks and Epidemicks 
and likewiſe in his Aphowſms, which may have a place likew.ſe in this diſeaſe, But we will proponnd 
only ſuch as are proper in a ſpecial manner to peſtilential Feavers,from which a more certun Predich- 
0n may be drawn. 

Now theſe may be drawn from the ſame Fountains from whence we drew the Diagnoſticks. 

Firſt therefore, in theſe Feavers, if the pulſe keep a tenor and equality, be the Peaver never fo 
great, it gives alwayes ſome matter of hopes. Contrarily an ino:dinate, unequal and contracted 
pulſe, is dangerous, eſpecially if it appear weak from the beginning, Bat thoſe Differences 0: 
Pulſes are not ſo dangerous jn malignant Feavers, as _ Ip ones. For although anintermit- 
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ting pulſe in a young man, be ſo deadly a fign that Ga/en teſtifies, though he had ſeen may old 
folks and children eicape having an intermittent Pulſe, but never any young man, yer 11 male 
Feavers I have known not a few young men, Which bad an intermitting pulſe divers days and va 
eſcaped. Pulſeslike thoſe of Perſons in Health are very dangerous: tor they fignifie that Nat b 
ont of weakneſs abſtains from the Conco&tion of Haumors. For where by an evil and pernicj 
quality, the ſtrength is exceedingly weakened, Nature being weak, does not ſet her ſelt to hs 
the matter, not medling. with the Humor which hath cauſed the Diſeaſe : ſo that no endeavour 
codtion being uſed, no labour follows and there is either no Feaver, or a very little one. We have 
example hereof in external Tumors, in which ſo long as the part is almoſt overwhelmed by the rows 
or ill condition of the matter, there is neither Pain nor Feaver ; but when as Nature beoins tg fioh 
a24inkt the matter, and to turn it into quittor, then the Feaver is much encreaſed. Even (0 in Maſe. 
nant Feavers, the Patients ſeem ſometimes freed from their Feaver, whereas they grow worſe Kut 
draw towards death : as ie may ſee in Hypocrates, 3. Epidem. Set, Xgr. 2. Where Hermcry, 
_— - 2T_A diy to the twenty fourth ſeemed to have no Feaver, and yet on the twenty fr 

ay he died. 

Raving is very common in this Feaver, neither is it to be feared if it be lefſened by fleep, and «. 
pecially if it vaniſh away with a plentiful ſweat, for *tis a ſign that the matter is drawn from the brain 
to the habit of the Body: But a perſevering dotage is pernicious becauſe it's a token that it de. 
generates into a true Phrenzy, 

The contra&tions and hoppings of the Members, which do often happen in this Feaver, are Con- 
valfive motions and very pernicious, and that the more if joyned with raving, for they fignifie the 
brain to be extreamly hurt. 

Trembling motions of the hands and tongue are wont to be deadly, ard are by Hypocrater much 
condemned 1n the x. Prognoſt. For they ſhew great weakneſs, and that Nature 15 overcome by the 
Diſeaſe. 

Deafneſs though in the beginnings of occult Diſcaſes it being exceeding dangerous, according t 
the Do&rine of FHypocrates ; yet if it appear 1n the State of a Diſeaſe it portends health, eſpecully 
in Malignant Feavers. And I have obſerved a thouſand times, that ſuch as being fick of Peftiler- 
tial Feavers, were taken deaf in the State of the Diſeaſe did all eſcape, though the other Symptoms 
-were never ſo dangerous ; ' for it isa token that the brain, being ſufficiently ftrong, does thruſt the 
Humors from the internal to the external parts. 

Sr.eezing, according to Hypoerates even in deadly Diſeaſes {provided the Lungs be in good Cafe) 
does give hope of recovery. But in Malignant Feavers, be Symptoms otherwite never ſoduge- 


rous, they promiſe recovery. : 
Frequent Heart-burnings or Hiccoughs, do portend danger, and fignifie that the Stomach is 


erievouſly afflicted by the venemous quality, 

Extream averſneſs to meat is very dangerous, for it ſignifies the Stomach to be maſtered by the 
malignant quality of the Humor , and.that its temper is wholly overthrown, ſo that 1t refuſeth and 
abominates landable nouriſhment, which it moſt familiarly affected in time of Health, 

Supprefſion of all Evacuations in the beginning and augment of the Diſeaſe, is counted a good ſign, 
For it ſhews thar the morbifick matter 18 not ſo malignant, as to provoke Nature. to excretion hetore 
the due time ; but that Nature does yet conquer , and will in due time expel the matter, provided 
there be no ſign that the Humor will ſettle in the Head, Belly, or any principal part. Butin the 
State of the Diſeaſe for nothing ro be Evacuated, but for werſer ſigns ito appear in ſome principal 
Members is bad. Por it's a ſign the Diſeaſe will either laſttong, or give little hope of life, Forthe 
matter yhich in divers days could not be overcome, does bring ſore great damage to the ſame mem- 
ber, as a Phrenzy, Lethargy, and others which ariſe after the eleventh or fourteenth day, which 
can very hardly be cured by all Medicines imaginable, 

Blood that as drawn by Phlebotomy, it it appear no ways faulty, but pure and according to Na- 
tare, *tis a dangerous token. For it is a plain argument'that there 1s more ofa venemous quality, than 
of putrifa&ion ; or that putrifaCtion may lurk in the Veins next the Heart, which cannotbe drawn 
away by Phlebotomy. 

From Urines in a Peſtilential Feaver,there is ſcarce any, or a very uncertain predi&on to be made. 
For not only the confuſed, troubled, thither and thicker Urines are bad, as in others Feavers : but allo 
that Urine which is like the Urine of a healthy perſon. Yea verily, and many have died, after the 
Urines have ſhewed figns of Concodtion, and then became crude again. 

Howbeit, CoacoRed Urines, and which have a laudable Eneorema continuing many days, and 
dayly more uniting it ſelf, and deſcendingby little and little into the bottom of the Urinal, dotl 
perpetually promiſe certain recovery, even in Malignant Feavers. For it cannot be, that a luſt) 
and ſtrong natural Faculty, which diſcovers it ſelf plainly in theſe' Urines, ſhould not riſe againſt 

1» Malignant Quality, and at length overcome the ſame. And therefore I have oftentimes with 
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.eatconfidence foretold a good event from the figns of Conco&tion perſevering uw the Urines in 
ſuch as have had Malignant Feavers, atteyded with moſt grievous Symptoms, fo that all the By- 
ganders were in great fear of their Lives. | 

A Fatand Oyly Urine, black or livid , with a black or blewith ſettling, doth certainly betoken 

th. 
oy much Urine being made, and no avatement of the Feaver thereupon, is dangerous, becauſe 
it hgmfies 4 melting of the Body. | 

Siveats in this Feaver, although they come well conditioned, and in the Critical day, do ſeldom 

rfe&ly jadge the Diſeaſe, And ſometimes the Feaver is abated by Sweat on the firſt day ; and-then 

the Symptoms grow high, and after many Sweats the Patient dies, For plentiful Sweats, not dim- 
wiſhing the Diſeaſe, do ariſe from the melting of the whole Body. Neither muſt we therefore: 
beleive, that Critical Sweats do never any good in theſe Feavers. For by how much leſs Venom 
there is in the Diſeaſe, they do ſo much the more good ; as it happens in he fave Feavers. And we 
kind by Obſervation, that 'tis far the better for the Patients to Sweat often at the beginning of the Di- 
ſeaſe (provided they be not worſe after their Sweats) for *tis a fign that Nature doth attenuate the 
matter by little and little,” and expel the ſame by Swear, 

Looſneſs of the Belly 15 a very uncertain ſign. For oftentimes a Looſneſs at the beginning of the 
Diſeaſe hath been good, which yet experience ſhews, is ſometimes a deadly token, Again after ſome 
Coftion, we have ſeen the Patient killed by a looſneſs, and ſometimes by the ſame recovered ; Yet 
wemaſt thus diftinguiſh. When a venemous quality hath the maſtery, the more the matter 20CS 
may by Stool at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, the leſs danger. But when the Diſeaſe ariſes moſt 
part from putrifaCtion of the Humors, they are worſe that are looſe at the beginning of the Di- 
ſeaſe. 

Purple ſpots, when they are many and ſarge, and of a benign colour, and break out Critically, 
they foretel thae Nature will Conquer. Bur if they be tery, ſmall, anq of a bad colour, and are Symp- 
tomatically put forth, they ſignifie that Nature is worfſted, And further, If they go in again, its the 
worſt fien of all ; for 1t ſhews the Morbifick matters reflux into the inward parts. 

Exanthemata, or wheals appearing in divers parts of the Body, are effe&s of greater malignity than 
Puple Spots and conſequently portend greater danger. 

buricles and Buboes, or rifings in the Groin and ſome other parts , do witneſs greateſt ma- 
lignity, and threaten moſt danger : ſeeing they are wont to follow thoſe Feavers whoſe peculiar Cha 
mer it is, that more die of them than recover. 

Carbuncles and Buboes, by how much they are further from the Heart, grow faſter ard come 

uicker to ripen, by ſo much the leſs dangerous axe they. But if Tumors encreaſe ſuddenly with bad 

'ns ill, Carbuncles very great , ofa filthy colour, with an eating Ulcer , or which turn 

intoa Gangrene, are deadly ; as alſo thoſe which are neer the Heart, or riſe upon the Throat. Ex- 

ience hath taught that many Carbuncles are more dangerous than tey ; and contrarily many Bu- 
or other rifings are more ſafe, than few. Parotides (or rifings behind the Ears) in malignant 
and Purple Feavers, arc 1n the Augment and ſtate deadly, But i they appear when the Diſeaſe doth 
never ſo little decline and come to Suppuration, they are a good token, 
CARE, 

The Cure a Peſtilential Feaver is divided into two parts. The Firſt contains the preſervation 
of thoſe that have it not ; The Second contains the healing of thoſe that have it, 

The preſervation from the Peſt conſiſts chiefly in taking away of thoſe Cauſes, which make Bo- 
dies fit to receive the Peſtilence, and breed it in them. And they are Internal or External ; the In- 
ternal are a Diſpoſition of the Body apt thereto, a Plethory, a Cacochimy and Obftrutions. The 
External are eſpecially, a vitiated Air, and a wandring Contagion, Bodies diſpoſed to this Diſeaſe, 
ae ſuch as either Naturally or Accidentlly, are more moiſt then they oughtto be ; Weak, Lax, and 
Rare, denſe and compat. Moift Bodies muſt be dryed ; dry muſt be preſerved in that temper ; the 
former muſt avoid full Diet, much drinking and all moiſt nouriſhments , ſuch as are eſpecially Fruits 
that vill not keep, Herbs, Fiſhes, Meats made of milk ; the South Aur, ſuch as comes from lakes, 
and eſpecially the Azr of the night, Idleneſ(s, long Sleep, eſpecially Sleeping after Dinners, Bath= 
ings and whatever elſe can moiſten the Body. 

Let weak Bodies be ſtrengthened with a reſtorative diet and with ſtrengthening Medicaments. 
Thoſe of a rare, lax and thin conſtitution, need the ſame wayes of prevention with the moiſt. But the 
denſeand compadted conſtitution, becauſe it is moſt of all diſpoſed to a Peſtilential Diſeaſe muſt 
more carefully be freed from a Plethory, Cacochymy and from obſtruction z which cauſes, ſeeing in 
all Bodies they may breed this kind of Feavyer, as Internal Cautes, we muſt perpetually Rudy their 
removal. 

A Plethory requires Plebotomy provided nothing do adviſe the contrary, as a.vyery- cold or hot 
ſeaſon of the year, anda Peſtilential Conſtitution of the Air in which a Vein muſt not be _ 
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Ned, unleſs a Plethora ad woſa do manifeſtly urge the ſame ; or ſome kiſual Evacuations of Blood 
by - Courſes, Hemorrhoids , or Noſe-bleeding, have been ftopped. For the: blood being ex. 
hauſt, the Air which is breathed in, will more eaſily imprint it's Peſiilential quality, and in caſe the 
Diſeaſe hapen, the Patient will the hardlier eſcape, for being weakned by Blood-letting even ax 
they who dru;k poyſon after Blood-letting, it pgnetrates the more and they are with more difficy 

recovered, Alſo when we fear poyſon, we let not the Patient Blood, to Galen Lit. 7- de dif 
Feb. (ap. 4+ Where he propounds a preſervation from a Petilential Feaver, he preicribesg. 
deed Purgation and opening of obſtrudtions ; but he makes no mention of Phlebotomy. 


To Cacochymy we muſt oppoſe purging, ſach as 1s proper for the Humors offending, convenier 
preparation being premiſed 3t it ſeem uvecefſary z with this caution, that benign Medicaments be Only 
uſed, abſtaining from ſuch as have a Malignant and deadly quality, with which t will be 200d to mir 
ſome Bezoarticks and ſuch things as are Alexpharmical. 

ObſtruCtions are cauſed by the multitude of Humors, their thickneſs and clammineſs. The myl. 
titnde will be helped by ſuch thmgs as Evacuace, th: thicknels by tuch as attenbate ; the clammineg 
by things thatare abſterſive or cleanſing, 

In reſpe& of External Cavfes , Precaution muſt be made firſt by correCting the exceſſes of the 
Air, viz.. By coelingthat which is too hot, as we taught in continual Feavers ; by drying thi 
which is over moiſt, with Fires both in Streets aid in private Houſes, a1.d that as much as May be, 
made with ſveet Woods as Juniper, Bayes, Roſemary aud tuch like. Secondly, By removing allth 
canſes above recited which do infe&t the Aw, Thirdly, By conſuming and ditfipating the wfedian 
inthe Air-: Which may be done by kindling of Fires, as we ſud 11 correQine the moiſture 
the Air, and the perfumes of ſiveet (melling and Alexipharmical matgiials, Alfoby veheinentz$% 
cation ofthe Air , to which end the frequent diſcharging of great Guris will be very effets 
al, 

But if the Airſhall be very mnch feed, ſo as therefrom a PFeaver traely Peſtilential (hu 
- ariſe, the beſt kind of preſervative is to change the Air, and theythat are forced to continue, ort 
converſe in places rfe&ed and among the fick, have need of may other cautions and they tf 
often -uſe Antidotes. All which are at large fer down by ſuch Authors as have treated expreſiye 
the Plague, and from thence the Reader mutt ferch'them ; becauſe mydefion is but briefly rota 
ſuch things as are requiſite to the Cure of the true Peftilence ; becauſe feiv Phyſitians of any note 
dare hazard themſelves in the Cure of the true Plague : And contrarily teeing both in England anti 
Prance, and whole Europe ovet : ' all Phyfitians in a manner have imployed thewlelves in'the 
Cure of ſpotted and Malighant Feavers; I have thought it moſt worch my pains to dire& thi 
Cure to that kmd of Pefſtilential Feaver ,' which 1s fimply called Milignant and the Spot 
ted or Purpte* Feaver. Yet fo that it may ſerve for the Cute of the true Plague ; fees 
- we ſaid at the beginning , the ſame Medicimes and the tame Indications ' will ſerve fa 

th, | 

The Cure therefore of thoſe which are aQtually fick muſt be dire&ed unto the Feaver, theÞi- 
trifation and the malignant quality. The Feaver muſt be oppoſed with Coolers and moiſteres, 
the Putrifaſtion with Evacuaters and Alterers. The Malignant quality with Antidotes, Al 
which intentions muſt be ſatisfied by a three-fold Medicinal Means after the manner follow- 
ing. 
The ſame Diet muſt be appointed in this Feaver Which was appointed in the continual Feavers, 
Only this one thing muſt be obſerved, that ſharp things muſt be oftener uſed in Drinks and Broth 
as being very fitto reſiſt Pautrifa®tion arid the 'Malignant quality, *Alfo touching drink this mult 
be obſerved, that the uſe of Wine'ard ſtrong Drink is ſometimes good in this Feaver, becauſe they 
(and eſpecially Wine) are very cordial and contrary to the Malignant quality, Yet many times they 
do much hnttand encreafe the heat of the Feayet. Wherefore the prudence of a Phyſitian, is n 
this caſe very neceffary, that'he'may contemplate.the Nature of the Diſeaſe and conſtitution of the 
Patient : for by this'means he ſhallknow whether the nſe of Winz or ſtrong drink be ſafe or n0. 
For if the Feaver be very ſmall, but the venemons quality very intenſe, and the Body of the Patient 
abound with Flegm, Wane well allazed with Water may be ſafely given and to good purpoſe. But 
on the other fide in an high Feaver and a Cholletick conſtitution, to give Wine and ftrong Drinks 
pernicions. ThisTI have learned by a multitude of Experiments 4hd eſpecially in the year 1623. 
When the Purple Feaver was rife at Aontpelier aſter the City, had been beſieged, Whic 
Feaver was ſo Malignant, thata third part at leaſt of thoſe which had it died, and it differed from 
the trae Plague only in the point of a Bubo : foraſmuch as not only whelkes and Exanthemata, 
Red, Blewiſh and Black, but alſo Carbuneles and fellings behind the Ears did often appear, 


For to ſuch ſick perſons whoſe pulſe was not very quick and like the pulſe of a ſound perſon, theit 
Tongue 
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Tongue moult 8 on without thurſt,I have givenWine with good ſaccels ; and I was enclined to con- 
tinve the uſe thereot, by reaſon of the good the Patients found thereby, and becauſe by rhe uſe there- 
of the Feaver was not at all augmented, neither did any thirſt or dryneis of the Tongue ariſe thereby: 
But in ſach whoſe Feaver was more ſtrong with thirſt, dryneſs, roughneſs or blacknets of the Tongue, 
I wholly forbad Wine, and kept them perpetually to the uſe of cooling and tart drinks, But it 1519 
be remembred that in the firſt days of the Diſeaſe Wine mutt never be g1ven, leaft the crude matter 
be too much agitated, but only about the ſtate, when the figns of Mal i2t:ity do begin more and more 
toſhery themſelves. Howbeit Zacuru Laſiranus in the 93. Oby. Lib. x, of his worderful Cures 
and Caſes, relates that in a Peſtilential Feaver, the Patient being extream thuſty, with a dry and 
black Tongue and palt hope, he gaveWine with a moſt happy ſucceſs, fo that the Patient was cured 
therewith alone. But here that ſaying of Cornelins Celſus 18 to the purpoie, Thote which Reaſon 
cquld not, bave many times been cured with R4ſkne/s. 
Diet being ordered, the Cure muſt be begun by Blood-letting, a Clyſtet being 'premiſed : for 
lleeding is very convenient, both in regard ot the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, the hot dittemper and the 
faction. But in defining the quantity of blood Which 1s to be taken aivay, prudence is neceſ- 
ary, When m re ard of the Malignant quality, it does no good but hurt . for thereby the vital 
gcalty is exceedingly weakned, and thoſe whichare let blood after being poyſoned, are haſtned to 
their Death. Theretore if a malignant and veneni6us quality be more than the PutrifaQtion, which 
afily be known by the proper figns aforeſaid, little blood muſt be taken away but if putrifai- 
on be more conſiderable than the venemous quality, blood muſt be taken in a greater quantity. And 
conſequently, if by reaſon of a fickly Conſtitution of body, and of Putrid Humors contained inthe 
Veins,the malignant Feaver hath been produced chiefly ; blood-letting may ſafely be repeated, once, 
tice or thrice until the Burthen of vitious Humors contained in the Veins be diſcharged. And that 
eſpecially if Inflammation of any of the Bowels be feared, which many times happens in Malignant 
Fexers. - Now bleeding muſt be uſed betimes and at the beginning of the Diſeafe,for if the Diſeaſe 
ſhall have taken progreſs and the malignity be diffuſed into the whole Maſs of Blood ; bleeding does 
notonly no good, but very much weakens Nature - ſothat very many Authors hold, that blood muſt 
netbelet after the fourth day is paſt, And truely, foraſttach as malignant Feavers do at ſeveral 
times differ much one from another, in regard of the different degree of Malignity ; when they begin 
t0 berife once, diligent'obſervation muſt be made, what good the Patients receive by blood-letting, 
Forſome Feavers deing of the kind of Synochi, in which there is great putrifaRtion and little malig- 
nity, are much lefſened by Phlebotomy. And others whoſe Nature conſiſts very near wholly in 
malignity do become more pernicious by Blood-letting. This appears in the true Peſt, in which by 
theexperiment of many approved Authors, it is aflured, that all which were let blood died. So 
Wieras relates in an Epidemical Catarrh which wandred all Europe over in the year, 15 $0. in which 
al in manner recovered, ſo that ſcarce one thouſand died ; yet all that were let blood-died thereof. 
Non we muſt diligently obſerve that which Ga/en hath taught us in the 14. Method Chap. 10. that 
n the Cure of Carbuncles it 1s good to take blood till the Patient faint away, that the boyling blood 
which cauſes the Carbuncle may be plentifully Evacuated. When as the ſame Galen Lil. de Cu- 
rar. yer. vene, S. Cap, 14. Commands that in Phlegmonous Tumors blood be taken away, till 
thecolour change, unleſs the Patients be weak, or the Phlegmone malignant. Whereby is intimated, 
that Galen admits Copious Blood-letting in a ſimple Carbuncle that is yoid of malignity but not 
namalignant and Peftilent one ; which agrees to an hair with the former precept propounded by 
us, 
AsConcerning the times and intervals of Blood-letting wherein it is to be iterated, this is to be no- 
ted: that if the Diſeaſe proceed lowly, the Blood-lettings muſt not be haſtened : forthe Patients 
is too ſoon weakened ; ſo that it cannot hold ont, till the Morbifick matter be expelled. 
—_ therefore as the Diſeaſe is moved, ſo the Phyſitians ought ſooner or later to letthe Patients 


And there is a great Controverſie, whether when Purple ſpots or wheals appear, Phlebotomy is to 
uſed. For ſome account it to be an hainous Crime to let blood when the Examkemara appear, 
cauſe at that time the Hamors are moved from the Centre to the Circumference, which motion 
muſt be by all means furthered 3 and by Blood-letting the Humors are put jnto a clean contrary mo- 
ton, and the blood is drawn from the Circumference to the Centre, when as the inner parts being 
empried, it muſt needs be that the blood contained in the outward parts, ſhould run inwards again ; 


| Wach Galen plainly teacheth in his 9. De ſanit. T»end. Cap. 10. viz,. That the Blood when a Vein 


opened, does floiy back from the whole bulk of the Body into the internal parts. And the ſame 
Galen in his Comment upon the 9. Epidem. Does conjecture that Simon of whom 1yprcrates 
Pake having broad puſhes came out, had no 00d from his vomit, becauſe ſuch Juyces were thereby 
tobe Evacuated, which took their Courſe to the Skin. Howbeit, by the more ſound Advice of 
ors it's concluded, that the Purple ſpots appearing in the beginning of the D:Cſ22fe 2nd on _ 
ays 
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days in hich vein is wont to be opened, if blood were not ſufficiently taken away before, it _ 
even then be drayn in a moderate quantity; Neither is there any danger to be feared by fo dome, 
ſeeing the ſame Eruption of the Wheals, which comes in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, is not criticy 
but Sy mptomatical only, ariſing from an exceeding Ebullition of blood, and from the frevency of yy. 
lignant and patrifying Humors ; apd therefore the Motion of Nature cannot be hindered, when ther 
isnore to hinder, For in Caſe the Patients Body being Plethorick, the Urine thick and red, you yy 
not let blood becauſe of the Exanchemara or wheals dreaking forth ; Nature will ſcarce beable y 
Maſter ſuch a quantity of Humoxs, and it is to be feared leaſt they ſhould ruſh into ſome internal Par 
of the Body and breed therein a pernicious Inflammation, Howdeit, blood at ſuch a time muſh; 
ſparingly taken away, not ſoas the Veins may be emptied, which might cauſe a cetraftion of the evi 
Humors inward again ; but only ſo as to take away their over great abundance, which being taker 
away, the Veins , no new blood, but only fall a little together as it were and become alits 
looſened ſo as to purſe themſelves the better, and conſequently to be the better able to rule there. 
maining blood, And ſo is the motion and expulſion of Nature furthered whichſhe endeavours tow 
the ſurface of the Body, for ſhe being eaſed of part of her load wherewith ſhe was opprefled; does 
more eaſily caſt off the remainder, and drive the ſame out. Which we do every where behold ina 
PraQice, whiles the very ſame day oftentimes, in which a Vein is opened, yea verily ſometines,; 
fery hours after, plentiful fiyeats, critical and healthy do break forth. Ang in truth, though Naye 
were ſo ſtrong that ſhe could ſufficiently rule all the redundant blood, ſeeing that in Plethorick Bodes 
the blood is wont to be thick and by theſe Eruption into the Skin, the thinner part of the blood oj 
is Evacuated, the thicker abiding in the Veins does more and more putrifie, and makes the Diſeat 
much more dangerous. Butl1 hold the moſt adviſed Courſe to be, a little after the Blood-letring, 
to faſten many Cupping-glafles, that the motion of the Humors to the outward parts, may be here 
by the more afhiſted , © the Adminiſtration of which Cupping-glafles, we ſhall ſpeak by and by. Non 
it mnſt be diligently noted, as we ſaid betore, that we obſerve thetime in which the £xazthemas 
do begin to appear. For if it be in the beginning of the Diſeaſe and before the fourth day, in whid 
time their breaking forth cannot be critical, and no help comes to the Patient thereby , but the$ 
toms do rather grow more vehement, in which regard blood-letting ought by no means tobe hi 
But if they break forth after the fourth day and that in great quantity, ſo that the ſick party isther- 
by bettered, and the Symptoms leſſened ; it is much better to abſtain from Blood-letting, and why 
many Cupping-glaſſes with Scarrification, that the motion ef the Humors outwards may therebybx 
well futhered. 

What we have hitherto ſaid of blood-letting, is to be underſtood of opening a Vein in the Am, 
which does quickly diminiſh the blood. Howbeit ſometimes, 'tis very profirable to open the inferior 
Veins, viz.. If the Patient be weak, and cannot ſuffer reiteration of the former Phlebotomy. But 
this is eſpecially good in Women for it is as Oribaſixs ſays Lib. 7. Chap. 1 og proper to Women 
and very efficatious, becauſe it imitates the manner of their Natural Evacuations. Yea verily aod 
when they-want their courſes that kind of bleeding is proper for Women, becauſe naturally they ture 
much blood in theſe Veins which are nigh the Womb, Alſo it is good for ſuch, in whommeſeata 
tranſlation of the matter into the brain, which is often wont to happen 1n theſe Feavers ar.d tocauſe 2 
Phrenfe. Which may be perceived eafily (as we ſaid in the Prognoftick) by the Urines thin, white, 
and void of Colour ; and when the Urines are ſo, it will be very good to open the infer1:r Veins. 
Alſo Oribaſins relates in the forecited place that he was taken with a Peſtilential Feaver, and having 
two pound of Blood drawn from his inferior Veins, he recovered : and all that uſed the like bleed- 
ing, were recovered, | 

The opening of the Hemorrhoid Veins by Horſe-leeches works the fame effe&. For ſeeing by thi 
means the blood is drawn out by little and little, there follows little abatement of frength, Yetiste 
blood revelled from the inmoſt bowels, where is wont to be the Heat and the Matter which foment 
the Diſeaſe, And this is ſpecial good for Melancholick perſons, becauſe in ſuch, Nature is yontto 
Evacuate Earthy blood, by theſe ways. 

Afeer ſufficient Blood-letting, Revulfions muſt be Celebrated by Cupping-Glafles, both dry and 
with Scarrification. Dry ones, when we would only revel : but Scarrified ones when the redundane) 
of blood is not wholly taken away by Blood-letting, which the Patients ſtrength could no long® 
bear, For, blood is drawn by Cupping with much leſs expence of ſtrength and beſides the vene- 
mous ſpirits lurking within, are thereby drawn to the Surface of the Body, But Authors agree 0 
touching the places where Cupping-glaſſes are to be applied : for ſome and eſpecially all Italian 
Phyſitians very neer do hold they ought to be applied to the inferior parts,viz.to the Thighs and But- 
tocks and no where elſe, that the vegemous matter may be drawn from the Heart to the moſt diſtant 
parts : bur that they are not 900d to be faſtened tothe Shoulder-blades or the Back, becauſe the) 
draiv hurtful Humors from other parts towards the Heart. Others are of a contrary opinion, that 
Cupping-elaſſes are beft to be applied to the Shoulders and Back, viz. that poyſonſom Humors 2 


Vapors may be drawn from the Centre to the Circumference which motion 1s woſt ark” to th: 
otion 
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motion of Nature in this Diſeaſe : But I am of opinion, that Cupping-Glaſſes ſhould be faliened to 
each and every of the places aforeſaid ; and that 1t 1s good to ſer- them firſt upon the lower parts, that 
ſome portion of malignity may be drawn back unto the more remote parts : but becauſe the Glaſſes 
6xed 1n thoſe parts cannot ſuſhciently dray back the venemous Humors and Vapors from the Heart, 
and its neighboring parts ; it 15 good tofaſten them likewiſe to ſuch parts as are near the Heart, viz. 
Tothe Shoulders and Back. For by this-means the motion of Nature is very much furthered, ſeeing 
that experience doth teach, that the Eruption of the ſpots is commonly in thoſe parts which by fre- 
quent faxing of Cups is much furthered. Which Afercarus hath moft Elegantly delivered iy theſs 
words. Howbeit in the meantime, while the Body ts plied with other Medicaments, ſmall C »pping- 
Glaſſes muſt either many at once, or 4 few frequently be applyed. And if the venome of the Diſeaſe 
or the weakneſs of the Patient be much, they may be fixed nithoumt any, or with very little Scarrifi- 
cation. in which kind of uſe, and upon that occaſion," it i the beſt courſe to Scarrifie thoſe hich 
art ſet apon the Back over againſt the Heart, which experience bath taught to be of ſuch moment, 
this Anxieties and Inequality of the Pulſe, and other grievous accidents have thereupon ceaſed, 
Therefore we muſt not ceaſe applying of them, untill the venemoys accidents are mitigated or wholly

Finrice do likewiſe powerfully dray out evil and venemous Juyces, and ſerve for Revulſion 
being applied in divers parts of the Body : Commonly they are applyed to the hinder part of the 
Neck, tor they both draw out the matter, aud drive it from the Head, and ſerve well to Cure 
ſuch fleepy Symptomes as are uſual in theſe Diſeaſes. But where great malignity doth poſſeſs the 
Whole Body, and grievous Symptomes afflict the Patients, one veficatory will not ſuffice, but more 
muſt be laid on : I am wont when the Diſeaſe is very violent to lay them on in five places, 
viz. The Neck , both the Arms on the infide between the bending of the Arm and the 
ter and to both the Thighs in the ſpace between the Groyn and the Knee, with happy 
ccels, 

The great profit of this Remedy we may learn from Ga/en , who in Lib. 5. Method. Cap. T2. 
Relates, That of a Peſtilentiall Feaver all recovered, who happened to have exulcerations in 
dvers parts of their Bodies; becauſe the Motbifick matter was Evacuated by thoſe Ulcers. And 
ecauſe the uſe of theſe Veſicatories does often cauſe the Strangary ( for the Cantharides 
doe by a peculiar property affe& the Bladder ) it will be good when they are applyed , 
to give the Patient an Emulſion , that may temper the Acrtmony of the Urme. This

Cuations, viz Phlebotomy and Purgation 2 of the uſe whereof we are najy.to ſpeak, that ſo we may 
paſs from Chirurgery to Pharmaceutick Remecles, | 

Now itis much controverted among Practitioners, whether we ought. to plirge in the beginning of 
malignant Feavers, Many reject purging at that time, notonly becauſe of that well known precept 
of Hypcerates, that concocted Humors are'to be purged, but crude Humors not : but alſo becauſe y 
this Diſeaſe the malignant Humors are too much exaiperated by purgations, and diffuſe their mal. 
nant quality the more abroad; and by ſharply provoking of Nature, they produce perniciotis Flue, 
whereas otherwiſe of themſelves in their Feavers, melting fluxes do often ariſe, and bring the Pat 
ents to their long home. But otherwiſe contend, that ſotnetimes there is ſuch plenty of evil and ye- 
nemous Humors in the firſt paſſages, that-unleſs they be firſt removed by purging, ot very much leſſer 
ed, they infe&-the reſt of the Humors, ſo that Nature'cannot maſter them, however aſfified by Ar 
tidotes arid Corruborating:Medicaments. 

We conceive this Controverſie maybe thus compoſed, viz. that in the beginning of this Diſeae 
we muſt abſtain from Purgations for the Reaſons fore alledged ; and that the fink of putrid Humas 
which lies inthe firſt paſſages (which, .the truth is) do very much hinder the Cure ; be drayn any 
rather by frequent Clyſters, than purging Medicaments, Howbeit, if there be ſo great a quantityat 
ill Humors-in the firſt Region, that ut ſeems.;mpoſſible ſufficiently ro evacuate the ſame; by Clykten 
(which chiefly happens, when evil Humors abound in the Stomach, and then there is great loathing 
of Meaf; bitterneis 4n the Mouth, Stomach, fickneſs and vomiting) or when there are many worms, it 
is very good in ſuch a Caſe to: draw away the:matter by 4 purging Medicament, that the Morbifi 
matter containe'] in the Veins may afteryard:be the more eafily ſubdued. Which matter it is thit 
cannot be purged before concoction, and of that mult the ſaying of Hypocrates be underſtood, that on- 
ly corico&ed Humors muſt be purged.. But the matter contained in the firſt region, and that maſso! 
Excrements ay be dravn- avay without any preparation or concoction premiſed, and is ordinarlf 
purged out only by Clyſterg as we ſaid before, Now thoſe Medicaments which we give to puzt 
the firſt Region, muſt be choſen from among the moſt benigne and gentle Purgations, avoiding the 
moſt vehement, yea and the:middle ſort.tao ; ſo that we may ſafely ute Caſha, Manna, Tamarnd, 
Sycup of Roſes and Cichory compound. And it is ſcarce lawful to ariſe to Senna and Rhubard, ori 
leaſt tomix them with-the others in a ſmall quantity, when a great abundance of evil Humors do ffi 
the Patient; The former of theſe Medicaments were propounded in our Cure of continual Putrid 
Feavers, and how we ſhould purge in the beginning of them. 

But Clyſters are to be uſed not only inthe beginning of the Diſeaſe, to free the firſt Region from 
Excrements ; but they.are to be given in the whole Courſe of the Diſeaſe, if the Patient be not look 
bellied, and that every or every other day, Por by thoſe the daily Excrements are brought out, 20d 
ſome portion of the Morbifick matter is alſo by little and little drawn away, likewiſe the Humor 
mounting upivards, are btought down to the places more ſuitable to the intent of Nature, Now theſe 
Clyſters muſt be compoſed of an Emollient and refrigerating Deco&tion, adding gentle Laxative; 
for ſharp ones arid Scammomated, do over much Irritate Nature to excretion, and often produce per- 
nic'oas Fluxes. | 

Andthe truth is, 'tis beſt in the vigor of the Diſeaſe to put nopurgers into the Clyſters, leaſt a [ool- 
neſs be cauſed, which is very incident to this Diſeaſe, ſo that they are rather to be of the Natare of an 
internal Fomentation, then of a Laxative Medicine. 

Bat if in the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, the Belly ſeem to be looſe ; we muſt not therefore abſtan fro 
Clyſters, but we muſt uſe ſuch as do moderately deterg and reftigerate, and in Juleps we muſt dif- 
ſolve Syrup of Pomegranates with powder of Coral prepared, ; 

Whale the foreſaid Medicines are uſing, we muſt endeavor to corre the Feayeriſh heat, Put 
faction and Malignant quality, with theſe following Medicameats. and 
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And fit{t of all the altering Juleps which were propounded in the Cure of continual putrid Feayers 
will be very convement, of the Decoction chiefly ot the Roots of Sorrel, Cichory, Grafs, Bugloſs, 
Sharp-pointed Dock ; the Leaves of Endive, Cichory, Sorrel, Pimpernel, Maiden-hair. and Tama- 
rinds, Whereunto muſt be added ſuch things as by a Specifick property do fight againft the venemous 
quality, commonly called Alexipharmaca or Antidores, as Roots of Cinque-foyl, Tormentil, white 
Thiflle , | leaves of Scordium, \Carduus, Scabious, Scorzonera, Meadow-ſiveer, Flowers of Mary- 
olds, Y etonica Rubra, bits of Lemons, or Citrons and their Seeds, Skins of Odoriferous Apples, 
Shavings of Harts-horn, &c, with the Syrups of Lemons, Pomegranates, Vinegar, of the-jJuyce of 
Sorrel, &c. and we muſt frequently mix tart things with them, ſuch as juyce of Citrons, or of Le- 
mons, Spirit of Sulphur, or'ot Vitriol ; for they do mightily refit the patrifaftigggand the venemous

The Third comprehends hot and Dia- 
Pioretick Medicaments, which expel venemous Humors and Vapors from the Heart, and bring them 
tom the Centre to the Circumference ; 'as Angelica,Zedoary,Ditamnus, Meadow-ſweet,Scordium, 
Carduas, Scabious, Treacle, Methridate, Treacle-water. The Fourth contains ſuch as by a Specifical 
rertue, without any excels of the firſt qualities, do oppugn the venemous Quality ; as Bezoar-ſtone, 
Harts-horn, Unicorns-Horn, Troches of Vipers, and ſuch like.

The Diaphoreticks and Sweaters muſt 
be giren only 1n the State or Declination of the Diſeaſe, as was ſaid befores Which is to be under- 
ſiood; when they are given in a Feaver fimply Malignant or ſpotted ;. for in the true Plague, they 
moſtbe ufed at the very beginning, that the Venemous quality which would quickly kill the Patient 
maybeſuddenly and potently oppoſed, and the Malignant Vapors diſcufied, Yea verily, and in 
ſimple Malignant Feavers, if the venemous quality ſeem to be greater than the Putrifration, they are 
likewiſe to Ram at the beginning in ſmall quantity ; making _ of ſuch as are leaſt hot,muzing 
them with Juleps, and other cooling Medicines —_ preſcnbed. 

Now of theſe Diaphoretick Medicaments, there are divers degrees, for ſome are more hot, as An- 
gelica, Zedoary, D1Rtamnum, Treac!e, Methidrate, Treacle-water ; which are never tobe given 
when the heat of the Feaver is at the higheſt, but only when the ſame is much abated, and then the 
figns of Malignity do very much prevail. But others areleſs hot,as Scabious,Carduus,Mead-ſiweer, 
Scordium, which may ſafely be giyen, though the Feaver be in it's height.

- Butthis reaſon cannot hinder the uſe of Epithems, ſeeing we may compound them of 
Cordial and Diaphoretick waters that have norepelling nor aſtringent quality in them, and without 
Vinegar (which ſome do yet allow) adding Cordals thereunto ; and by theſe things mingled toge- 
ther, Epithems may be made, nt only which trengthen the Heart, but alſ# open the pores of the 
Skin, that through them the malignant Vapors may more eaſily tranſpire. Of ſuch Epithems, this 
My be an example. 

Take Waters of Scabios and Cardans, of each four ounces : Orange-fiower water two ONCE , 
Confeltio Alkermes two drams, Powder of Diamargaritum F rigidums one dram, Saffron and Cam- 
oe, of each ſix Grains. Make an Epitheme, and apply it warms to the Region of the Heart 

requent/y, 

Take Confeitio Alkermes half an ounce, Ponder of Triaſantalon and Diamargaritum Frigidum, 
of each one dr am and half, a little Orange-flower water. Make of all a Liniment, to be applied to the 
part aforeſaid, after the uſe of the oreſerd Epitheme. | 

Neither muſt we here omit ſach Epithems as are to be applied to the parts under the ſhort Ribs, 
becauſe of the reaſons of their uſe propounded in the Cure of Putrid Feavers, from whence the Ma- 
terials muſt alſo be fetch.

And for the molt part one-purge is not.ſuſficient in the, declination of the Diſeaſe when theP:;; 
ent begivs to recover health ; but purgation muſt oftentimes be repeated twice or three times at coy. 
venient diftances, that toe evil humors may be perfely rooted our, Otherwiſe there will be danoe 
of a Relapſe, or at leaſt the Patient will be long in recovering perfe&t health. Becauſe though nate 
be ſtrong enough to maſter the reliques of the Morbifick matter, yet can ſhe not do it but in 1 long 
time, and in the mean ſpace. the body is long 1ntecovering its former firengrh, 

For the perfe& Cempleating of this Cure, it remains only that we ſpeak ſomething of the Cyr. 
reftion of ſuch Symptoms as happen in this Diſeaſe. Now'their Cure 1s -very near the ſame Which 
hath been propourded in the ſecond Se&tion of this Treatiſe, Chap. 2, where we delivered the Ce 
of ſuch-Symptoms as attend putrid Feavers. And the Symproms of this Feaver are the ſamein; 
mannet with thoſe of putrid Feavers,the difference being only in degrees of more or leſs ; and ther. 
fore the ſame Remedies will-ſute with both. Howbeat I ſhall here ſet aown ſuch things as have beeg 
frequently tried in the taming of ſuch Symptoms as attend Malignant and Peſtilential Feavers, a 
which have-proved moſt ſucceſsful, And we ſhall withall declare the Cure of ſuch Diſeaſes as v 
Supervene upon theſe Feavers. . 

And fiiſt of all, In Pains of the Head, want of Sleep and Raving, at the beginning Revellesd 
all ſorts;nuRt be uſed, as.opening of the interior Veins and of the Hzmorchoids ; Emollient Clyiten, 
Frictions of the nether parts,,Cupping-Glaſles, firſt ſet upon the Calves of the Legs, afterwards pa 
the Back and Shoulders, both oy and wich Scarrification ; and Veſicatories, which in a ſimpleDel- 
rivm or. Notage ariſing froma Cholerick matter, muſt be applied to the Arms and Thighs. Bu i 
with the Raving there be joyned adulneſs and ſleepineſs, a Veſicatory muſt be applied alſo to the 
Neck; ' and then Repellers muſt be applied unto the Forehead and Oxyrrhodines ; of which it is 
be noted, that they are not ſo good in Malignant as in acer putrid Feavers ; becauſe the venemas 
Vapors muſt by all-means be expelled, and at no hand be kept within the body. And therefotefif 
gentle repellers maſt be applied, and if the vehemence of the foreſaid Symptoms ſhall compel tof 
to the ironger, we muſt not uſe them long together, ah: "4 

Among Repellers of the gentler ſort is reckoned that common frontal of the Flowers of Water-Li 
lies, Vialets and Roſes, the greater cold Seeds and Chermes-Berries,Bedewed with the Vapor of Vine- 
gxr ; And if that will notſuffice, let this following be Jaid on, 

7 ake' ugurntum Populron one ounce, Conſerve of Roſes and Violets, of each half an eunet : O)! 
of Roſes ſix ounces, V inegar of Roſes two drams, Mix them all, and receive them in two, and put 
them between two Cloaths, and apply them to the Forehead: 

Mean while the Emulfions of the four greater cold Seeds may be uſed, from which cool and pentle 
Vapors are wont to be carried unto the Brain, which are wont to mitigate the foreſaid Symptomes, 
Which if they ſuffice not, Narcoticks may be added,which do wondertully hinder the aſcent of ſhap 
and malignant Vapors unto the Brain, and procure Sleep. Yet they mult be given in a ſmall quat- 
tity, as halt an ounce of Syrup of Poppies ; or if necellity compel, two grains of Laudanum opiatun 
with Conferve of Roſes may well be given ; or they may be diflolved in ſome Julep, or in ftead there- 
of nety Treacle may be given to the quantity of half a dram. Howbeit theſe Narcoticks are ſeldon 
co be given,and in ſmall quantity, becauſe they Concentre the Poyſon, howbeit they are by ſome ac- 
counted Sudorificks. | 

After Repdllers have been uſed a day or two, we muſt come to derivers, among which is reckoned 
a veficatory applied to the Neck of which before, whereunto muſt be added Blood-letting from the 
forehead Vein to the quantity of five or fix' ounces : which is very ſucceſsful, provided Blood #5 
before ſufficiently taken from the Veins of the Arm. Alſo Horſe-leeches may be faſtened behind tix 
Ears : Which is a good Remedy, butleſs effeRual than the former, becauſe by leeches the thunne! 
partonly «f Blood 1s drawn.away ; whereas by the forehead Vein ſometimes in a Phrenfie moi: 
corrupt Blood 18 drawn than by the Vein of the Arm. Atlength, in the ſtate of a Phrenſy, or att: 
beginning of the declinaticn Reſolvers are to be applied, eſpecially living Creatures and their Parts, 
as the L:1ngs of a Wether which is better than young Pigeons or Whelps, becauſe it doth ſoitly 2n- 
compaſs the whole Head, Now theſe Ammals dopartly reſolve evil humors contained in the Brain, 
and partly ripen and digeſt them, that Nature may afterward more eafil y expel them. Some © 
anadviſedly apply them in the beginning of a Phrerfie, becaſe by encreafing theHear,they encren's 
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the Flux of Humours to the Brain, and encreaſe the Raving. 

In the Inflammation, Dryneſs and Blackneſs of the Tongue, Remedies propounded in the afore- 
(aid place are convenient ; eſpecially ſuch as are compoſed of Water, or the Juyce of Houſleek,and 
Sal Pranelle. Whereunto this follovving of Ainderem may be added, becauſe Experience hath 
taught that it 1s very effectual 

T ake freſh Butter waſhed in Roſe-nater two ounces ; Sal Pruneile half a dram. Mix them, and kerp 
the mixture in cold Water. Give the quantity of an Haſtifer or Bean oftentimes in 4 day, and let the 
Patients hold it as long in their Months as they can poſſibly. It is a ſign that the Cure goes well forward, 


. if the black Sootineſs go away, and the dry chopped Tongue begin to grow meifhygod peelings come away 


from the Tongues as if it were flaid, ſo that the ſick parties do cough up the peeling of their T hroats. Put 
then their Palate is pained, and that very thinShin wherewith it is covered can bardly bear any thing in 
regard of its tenderneſs, but it's = with every light tartneſs, and the leaſt Acrimony imaginab!:, 
becauſe the former Inflammation having left it in divers parts flaid, it muſt be covered with new Shin , 
and fo it requires ro be perfetLly cooled and healed. To this purpoſe the following Jelly will be moſt 
convernent : 

Take Seeds of Flea-bane and Quinces, of each one dram and an half : Gum Tragacanth one dram. 
With Water of Roſes dram out a Liquid Mncilage, wherennto add the like quantity of $ rap of Violets. 
Make it in manner of 4 Jelly ; of which let the Patients take often in a Spoon,and beld it long in their

- Warm Milk does mitigate the pain cauſed by Gargariſms, tempers the Inflammation, moiſtens the 


. Topgue and Throat, and attraRts the Venom to it. 


Theſe following Pulls may conveniently be uſed : 

Take Seeds of Cucumers picked and bruiſed, one ounce : the White of an Egg as much as ſhall ſuffice. 
Make Pills, mbich let the Patients often hold in their months, Or, 

Take Seeds of Gonrds and Melones tleanſed, and of white Poppy, of each one dram : Liquoric and © 
Gum Tragacanth, of each one dram and an half. Beat all ro Ponder, and with the Mucilage of Quince- 
freds drawn mith Roſe-mater, make Pills to be held in the mouth. 

And becauſe this Inflammation, Dryneſs and Blackneſs of the Tongue,proceeds from the burning 
that is within; Juleps very Refrigerating are good to cool the ſame , unto which may be added, Sa/ 
Prane/le ,and Spirit of Vitriol. Alſo they may be mingled with the Patients ordinary drink. 

The Cure of extremity of Thirſt was ſufficiently propounded in the aforeſaid place. But in a 
malignant Feaver, it will be happily extinguiſhed, with theſe two Medicines newly commended, 
viz. with Sal Prunellz and Spirit of Vitriol taken in Juleps, and inthe ordinary drink of the 
Patient, 

Want of Appetite, Stomach-ſickneſs, Vomiting and Hiccoughing muſt be cured according to the 
Methatl delivered in the aforeſaid Chapter. Yet we ſhall add one thing touching Vomiting ; that it 
doth ſometimes ſo vex thoſe that have malignant Feavers, that they preſently Vomit what ever they 


take ; and though they have Thirſt, with Dryneſs and Blackneſs of Tongue , yet can they bear no 


kind of Liquor or drink ; but Vomut all their Juleps, Emulfions, Prifans, and their ſmall Beer _ 
ſently after they have drunk them. .This mott grievous Symptom is ſuddenly Cured, as it were by a 
Miracle, with a dram of Salt of Wormwood, given in a ſpoontul of freſh Juyce of Lemons, as I have 
learnt by Experience. 

A Looſneſs is very frequent in this Diſeaſe,and herein the wiſdom of the Phyſitian is very neceſſa- 
ry: For if it be unſeaſonably Ropped, the venemous matter is kept within, And if it belet alone, 
it yveakens the Patients, and many times brings them to their Deaths. In the Cure of this Looſ- 
neſs, we muſt therefore thus proceed ; If it be ſo moderate that it weaken not the Patient,it muſt not 
be topt, but only mederated by ſtrengthening Clyfters ; but if it be immoderate, and do very much 
weaken the Patient, it is wont to be a melting Looſneſs, that thaws the Patient as it were away, and 


muſt be boldly Ropped ; which new Treacle to the quantity of halt a dram, or Laudanum Opiatum 
'tothe quantity of tivo or three grains, will effeually perform, Yet haue often ſeen a Permicious 


Flux which threatned to kill the Patient, ſtopped as it were in a Moment, by giving of powerful Dia- 
phoreticks in a great Doſe ; which did expel by the Skin that venemous Matter, which by vexing and 
grating upon the Guts, and other Bowels, did cauſe ſuch a melting and conſuming Looſneſs, 


Worms do very often vex thoſe that have theſe Feavers, and are plentifully bred by the. great Pu- 
tifaftion of the Humors. Theſe are conveniently drawn away by ſiveet Clyfers, and by potions 
againſt the Worms ; eſpecially ſuch as are made of a Decoction of Scordium. For Scordium 1s 
equally good againſt the malignity and the Worms. And to temper the heat thereof, it mult be w_ 

e 


led with Purſlane, Sorrel and Harts-boro, Alſo burnt Harts-horn is profitably boyled againſt t 
Dddd Worms, 
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Worms.. For Foreſtw in the fourth Olſerv. of his Sixth Book ſaith, That no Remedy did (0 much 

good to ſuch as having a malignant Feayer were troubled with Worms and a Loaſnes, as burnt Hary- 
horn given to the quantity of a dram in convenient Juleps. 

en the malignant and venemous quality bears great ſway in theſe Feaverg, that they come nex 


the Narure of the true Peſt ; in ſuch Patients there are commonly rifings behind their Ears, and Car | 


buncles. Wherefore we vill here ſubzoyn their Cure, FN 

In the beginning of a Parti or Riſing near the Ear,as ſoon as it begins to appear,the Part recipient 
muſt be relaxed and widened as it were, and if the ſvelling riſe but flywly, the mation of Nature ets 
deavouring to expel the, Mſorbifick marter that way mult be aſſiſted, by applying erawing things tg 
the ſivelling, and by givilP Antidotes and Diaphoreticks. To relax the Part, make an InjeRion of 
Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, and lay on atterwards moiſt Wogll which is greafie, from the Sheep, 
Attra&ion may be cauſed by applying Whelps or young Pigeons, by which alſo the pain will be my. 
tigated. Plaiſters made of Leyen, Figs, Onions, Doves-dung, adding thereto Butter, Hens-greafe, 
freſh Hogs-greaſe, and Oyl of Lillies or ſweet Almonds. If by theſe AttraRtives the Part be over. 
heated, and the pain be too much encreaſed ; they may be onutted by fits, laying on in the: mew 
time the Cataplaſm made of the Crum of Whute-bread ; or anainting with the aforeſaid Oyls, being 
laid on with unwaſht Wooll ; or with Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, as was ſaid before. Ard becauſe 
the part is not ſufficiently capable to receive the Morbifick matter ; 'to derive another Way a portion 
thereof, a veſicatory mult be applied to the hinder part of the Neck, and alſo the Diaphoretick for, 
merly cited muſt frequently be given. The matter being called forth into the external part, let Sup- 
puration be endeavoured, by laying on a Cataplaſm made of the Roots of Marſh-mallows and of Li. 
lies, with Figs, Meal of Linſeed, and the Oyls and ſereral ſorts of Greaſe aforeſaid. When Suppy- 
ration is made, let the Tumor be opened ; let the reſt of the matter be figeſted, by continuing the 
Cataplaſm,or by laying on a Plaiſter of Diachylon. Let the Ulcer be cleanſed with that commer 
Digeſtive made ot Turpentine,yelks of Eggs and Oyl of Roſes. Let the Ulcer be kept long open Mich 
a Tent, thar all the venom of the Diſeaſe may ſuſhciently be purged out,and at laſt itup andCi- 
catrize it, Yet this one thing is to be obſerved, That if the Tumor doth ſo encxeaſe as to cauſe d 
of Suffocation or Choaking, 1t muſt be opened before it be perfeQtly ripe ; For fo ſome portion ofths 
matter being drayyn forth, the Tumor will tall ſomewhat, and the danger of Suffocation w.1ll be ayd- 
ded. - In like manxer, if the malignity be very intenſe,that the Patjert ſeems likely to miſcarry beſne 
the Tumor be ripe ; then alſo it muſt be opened betore its due time that the force of the Venom my 
expire, whence oftentimes the Patient recovers. And upon this Account, in the Peſt the Buboes 
or ſvellings in the Groin are wont to be opened before they come to Suppuration. 

Finally,It were a Wickedneſs to faſs over'in Gilence a Rare Experiment, which happened to meip 
that ſame Epidemick Feaver,which a_ raged and ranged at Afontpelier in the year 1623, $ 
that near halt of thoſe that were fick died of the Diſeaſe. Bur eſpecially,So many as had Swellings 
their Ears (which were wont to happen about the ninth or eleventh day of the Diſeaſe) they all 
within two dayes after; there preceding or happening at the ſame time Raving, Stupidity, Conwl- 
fions, with an unequal, frequent and very ſmall Pulſe, as it were the creeping Piſmire-Pulſe, And 
atter I had ſeen divers in this condition, who could not be helpt by Antidotes, or by dravving things 
laid tothe fivelling ; mufing with my ſelfif by any means poſſible they might be delivered from 
certain deftruRtion : I began at laft to think, thattherefore theſe ſwellings proved o fatal, becauſe 
the part in which they happened was not capable to receive all the Morbifick matter, which being 
cetained within kills the Patient, and that therefore the work of Nature being only begun in thoſe 
ſvellings, might be ſupplyed by Evacuations, viz. Blood-letting and Purgation ; when as allo 
Galen 1 his 3. de Comp. Medic. Secund. Loca. Cap. de Parotidibus, In the Cure of theſe Swelling 
preſcribes Blood-letting. Bur this Advice was contradicted by the extream Weakneſs of the P:- 


tients, which was ſo greatthat they ſeemed to be even novy in the pains of Death, which alſoit ſelf 


ſoon follovved. But Ga/en in the fore-cited place,when he preſcribesBlood-letting in the Cure of ſuch 
Tumors, does propound two conditions, wiz. If Blood abound, and the firength of the Patient will 
bear bleeding. Both which Conditions were abſent in theſe Caſes, for Blood had been before ſuff- 
ciently drawn, both by repeated Phlebotomies, and Cupping-glafles : Alſo the Patients were ex- 
- treamly decayed in their ſtrength. - Weighing all theſe things with my ſelf, I conceived that golden 

ſaying of Corne/ines Ce!ſme, Was in this Caſe (if everYſeaſonable,viz. That many things are done right! 
in time of eminent danger, which were othermiſe t1 be omitted : And that it's better ro Experiment 
4 dovb:fu! Remedy in one wv two perſons, than t» leave ſo many. perſons to nndoulted Defrafim: 
I was alſo encouraged by conceiving, That this great Weakneſs of the Patients, was rather from 
oppreſſhon of the Morbifick matter, than diſſipation or diſſolution of their trength. For therefore 
their ſtrength did ſuddenly decay, becaufe Nature was not able to caſt off her heavy burthen ; ard 
I hoped when that Burthen was made lighter, ſhe would be freed, Add hereunto, That Blee-

veeding might be ſo ordered, that nodanger ſhould be feared therefrom, viz. If wo or three oun- 
ces only were taken avvay at firſt, tor trial ſake, and if the ſucceſs were good, a greater quantity 
might taken avvay afterward, I reſolved therefore upon this courſe. And a Merchant of Afont- 

/ier named Bernardier, being the firſt I met with, and a Tumor aroſe behind his left Ear on the 
eleventh day of the Diſeaſe with ſuch a Pulſe and 9ther Symptoms as aforeſaid ; I preſcribed bleed-' 
ing to tne quantity of three ounces, which the Chirnrgion being an Antient and experienced man re- 
faied to do, for fear the Patient ſhould die under his Hands ; aftervvards being, emboldened by my 

efence and authority, he took avvay three ounces of Blood, after three or tour hours, I vifat my 
Patient again, and find his Pulſe was better and fironger. The Blood was very corrupt ; The day 
following I preſcribed him a Purge of Senna, Rhubarb and Syrup of Roſes ; and fo the Patient was 
recovered from the Javvs of Death. And attervvards all the fick that had Riſing®behind their Ears, 
firſt I bled ſeveral times a little at a time, and the day following purged them : and fo all of them 

tGod be the Honour and Praiſe) ſo many as were thus ordered happuly recovered ; and never any 
aftervyards that had thoſe rifings behind their Ears, died in the whole year. . 

Howbeit it is to benoted (which we hinted 1n the prognoſis) that the ſivelling doth often appear 

critically and profitably, and thereby the fick are recovered of their Diſeaſes, viz. Sooft as they 

r mn the declination of the Diſeaſe, and this is eafily ſeen by the abatement of the Symptoms 
which follovy upon the Rifings z and ſuch are wont to happen in Feavers of leſs malignity. But in 
the time aforeſa1d, ſuck was che malignity of the Epidemical Feaver, that the Tumors behind the 
Ears would often break forth in the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, and Symptomatically and deadly ; until by 
the Remedies aforeſaid their deſtructive faculty was taken away. : 

Ins Carbuncle ſupervening upona Burning Feaver, if before its apparition Blood ivere not ſuſk- 
cently taken away, if the Patient can bear further Blood-letting, open that Vein which is nigh the 
Catbancle, that the greater attration may be made of the venemous matrer to the part affected. Af- 
terward let the Tumor be Scarrified on every {ide round about, and that with pretty deep gaſhes; and 
foment it a whale with wyarm Salt-Water, that the corruption of the Blood may be hindered, and the 
Flux thereof promoted, A while after apply a grain of a Cauſtick to the middle of the Puſtule, and 

the vvhole ſelling, lay this following Cataplaſm : 

Take Leaves of Rue and Scabious bruiſed, of each one handful ; three pair of dried Figs braiſed ; 

Leven an ounce ; Pepper poudered one dram ; two yelks of Eggs. Mix ail into a Cataplaſm, 
which mu#Þ be applied for two dayes together. 
An then lay on this following : 

Take Fmyces of C omphry the greater, Scabiom, Mary-gold, of each one dram ; old Treacle fonr 
ſermples; Salt one dram ; two yelks of E gs: mix them all and apply it to the Tumor. - 

Alſo at the beginning may be applied the Cataplaim de Arnog/ofſo, deſcribed in the Diſpenſatory 
of Baxderon. 

But to the E/ſchars after the Application of the Cauſtick, apply Znguentum Baſilicum, adding 
thereto Treacle, Oyl of Scorpions, and the yelk of an Egg. 

'" "When the Tumor is.grown, - leſt the-malignant matter ſhould flow back again to the internal parts, 
let the compaſs thereof be anointed with Oyntment of Bolus,twice or thrice in a day : And upon the 
Eſchara or Cruſt, that its falling off may be haſteved, lay Ynguentum Baſi/1cum With Butter and Sows 
meaſemixed therewith. After the cruft is come away, let the Ulcer be cleanſed with this following

Taks juyce of Marygolds, Wormwood, Stabious and Smallage, of each one ounce ;, choyce of Mirrh 
Florentine, Orris, Aloes, Sarcocollay of each one dram; Honey of Roſes two ounces : make of all an 
Oymment, to be aſed till the ſore be yerfettly Cured. 


CHAEFP, IL 


Of the Meaſles, and Small Fox. 


7 nas Feaver which is commonly.attended by the Meaſles and Small Pox, may juſtly be rEckoned 
among Malignant and Peftilential Feavers ; ſeeing it is Epidemical and Contagious, and kills 
very many Children, to whom it commonly happens. 

--DIFFERENCE.] 

What is the Difference between the Meaſles and Small Pox, Authors are not yet well agreed. 
But cuſtom hath obtained, that thoſe ſame larger Puſtules or Whelks like unto Warts (from whence 
they have their name) ſhould be called in Latin Y aridle, in Engliſh the Small Pox ; but thoſe little 


Puttules and as it were aſperities of the Skin with a deep redneſs hke St. Anthonies Fire or the Roſe, 
Dddd 2 which 
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which are diſcuſſed within five or ſeven dayes without ſuppuration, are called in Latine Aorbilli, and 
in Engliſh Meaſles. There is alſo another kind of Puſtules common to Children, like unto the Su 
Pox in reſpect cf the faſhion and ſize ; but herein it differs, in that the Small Pox begins with red. 
neſs and Inflammation ; but theſe are white, and as it were bladders full of a wheyiſh humor, Which 
within three dayes break and dry up, and are Wont to cauſe no danger, and commonly break forth 
without a Feaver. It is deſcribed by Vidas Vidixs, in theſe words ; Some beſides the two former 4, 
add a third which they call the Cryſtals. For (0 they term certain Bladders full of matter,which ſhine 
like Cryſtal, wherewith the Skin 3s in divers parts diapered ; the common people call them Rove.

Touching the Small Pox and Meaſles Authors diſpute much,and eſpetially whether theſe be ney 
Diſeaſes, or if they were known unto the Antients, and what 1s the next and immediate Cauſe 
them. But fince I affe& all poſſible brevity in my LeRures, I have been wont to omit all Contr. 
verſies, propound ng only the plain and naked deciſions of them ; and accordingly I ſhall briefly 
unfold what is to be thought of the foregoing Queſtions. | 

CAUSES.] ; 

And in the firſt place, I conceive the Small Pox and Meaſles to be no new Diſeaſes, ſeeing 
riſe from a moſt ancient Cauſe, viz. the impurities of the maternal blood ; which when the 4 
bians obſerved, they accounted it no new Diſeaſe. But if they had firſt come abroad in their ti 
they would have mentioned their novelty. And although they were the firſt that exaRly deſcribed 
them z and Hypecrates and Ga/en With the reſt of the Antients, have ſcarce mentioned them, ne 
muſt ſuppoſe that therefore the Antients did not write diſtinly of them, becauſe they are only acc- 
dents of a malignant Feaver,and critical Eruptions, which do not make a diſtin diſeaſe by then. 
ſelves. Orbecauſe in Greece through the mildneſs of the Air, theſe Diſeaſes were ſo light, as nott 
deſerve the Care of a Phyſitian. Even as in the Weſtern 7adiez, in regard of the great tempane- 
neſs of the Air,it yas wont to be ſo light, that it was ſcarce taken notice of befote the coming of the 
Spaniards into thoſe Parts. Buta Blackawore which was brought thither, being taken with Peſtie- 
tial Small Pox, the malignant and venemous. quality being ſpread by infeRion, the diſeaſe began {6 
to range and rage, that a great part of the /ndians Were ſlain thereby, For whereas before, thoſein- 
purities of their Mothers blood remaining in them, were wont eafily tobe diſcufſed, through the Cle- 
mency of the Air ; now when a venemous quality was added to them,they cauſed grievous Diſeaſes. 

Now that the Mothers blood is the true Cauſe of the Small Pox and Meaſles,is hence chiefly gatte- 
red, becauſe among many thouſands of men, it is hard tofind one, who once in his Life hath not had 
. theſe Diſeaſes. But a Diſcaſe common to all men, muſt needs depend upon ſome common cauſe: 
ſuch as are the principles of Generation, viz. the Seed and Mothers Blood. 

But the Seed cannot be the cauſe of the Small Pox and Meaſles, becauſe from- it come Hereditary 
diſeaſes, ſuch as laſt a_ mans life-time ; it remains therefore that theſe diſeaſes ſpring from! the wo 
therg blood, with which the Child is nouriſhed in the Womb. For therein;be it never ſo purejme 
impurities ate found, which communicate their pollution to the parts of the Child ; -anq that pol- 
lution of the parts doth defile the Maſs of Blood; and being provoked by fome: occaſion, doth taake 
the ſame to boyl, by help whereof the blood ferments and becomes putrified,' both it and the. parts 
aforeſaid, Tais the Arabians do manifeſt by a clear example of Wine, which being pored whiles 
it is new into a.muſty or otherwiſe ill-qualiticd: Veſſel, receives-that il{-quality from the Veſſel, but 
when it begins to work ard pttrifie, -it cleanſes both it ſelf and. the Veſſel,. Now this working doth 
commonly happen to Children ; howbeit ſometimes to thoſe that are elder and have attained: mars 
eſtate, becauſe it is evermore ſet on work by ſome external Cauſe, ſach as is eſpecially a certain 


diſpoſition of Air proportionable to this Diſeaſe z whence it comes to paſs, that ſometimes the Small 


Pox, ſometimes the Meaſles are rife, becaiſe the Air is ſometimes enclined to the one, and ſome-

Neither can thoſe impnrities oF theMothers blood infe& her and caiiſe in k&Othe ſame Diſeaſes, 
although FZypocrates ſayes in his Book de Natura Puri, That there are three parts of the Blood, one 
moſt pure, with which the Child:is nouriſhed; another impure, wherewith the Mother is nouriſh- 
ed ; andanother, moſt impure, which is kept in the Veins of the Womb, the whole rime-of going 
with Child, and after the Birth is purged away inthe Child-Bed Purgations., | 

For Firſt, ſeeing the Mother hath parts more hard and ſolid, they do not ſo ſoon take impreſſion 
as the tender and ſoft Body of the Child. 28; | 

Again, That moſt impure part of the Blood which is kept in the Veins of the. Womb and of the 
Afﬀter-Birth, the whole time of Belly-bearing, doth infe& the Blood in the paſlage, which is carries 


through thoſe parts to nouriſh the Child : whence the Child contraſts an evil quality, which in its 
time 
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time.is the Cauſe of that Ebatition in the Blood of the Child. But that impurelt part of the blood

1ality be one ain the fame, infecting both Excrements ; yet becauſe the Nature of the Fxcrements 
5 Qffercnt,the Analogy of the External Caute urt>thern both is different. Whence it comes to pals, 
that ſometimes the Small Pox and ſometimes tae Meaſles are Epidemically ſpread abroad. 
And although the Smali Pox are wot to break forth in the whole Body; yet are they wont to ap-= 
xr in greatett quantity 1n the Face, Feet and Hauds ,- which is otherwue mn the Purple ſpots of the 
Purple Feaver, tor they appear moſt on the Breatt aud Back. The Cauſe of which difference is this, 
That inaſmnch as the Small Pox ariſe from an Evallition of the Blood, by help whereof an Excretion 
ismade of th2 Excrements lurking therein unto the Skin ; and the Liver being the Fountain and 0:1- 
ginal of Blood,wvhoſe Emunttories are the Face, Hands and Feet ; whence it comes that ſuch as have 
hot Livers, have red and cubied Faces, and teel 1ntenſe heat in the Palms of their Hands ard Soals of 
their Feet ; it follows that the Small Pox aaq Meaſles m::{t come out there more than any where elſe. 
Contrariiſe, th? Purple Spots wauch appear 12 malignant Feavers, do arite principally from the Miſ- 
affetion of the Herr, and thzrefore they beak oat chiefly in parts near the Heart, and eſpecially 
about the Loyns , becauſe in them the Yeas Cava aſeendens and the Arteria acrta Whichare annex- 
ed nnto the Heat, have their Courſe. x 
Alſo another diftezence is to be noted betiyeen the Small Pox and Purples ; becauſe the Small 
Pox and Meaſles appearing on the third or fourth day from the beginning of the Feaver, are wont to 
be critical, and for the me(t part void of danger : bur the Purple Spots, though they appear on the 
ſeverth day are commonly Symptomatical, and render the Diſeaſe worſe ; when ,as a man would 
think it ſhou!d bz otherwiſe,for a Diſcaſe15 more crude on the fourth than the ſeventh day. But the 
Cauſe of this difference confifls h-rein, That in the Small Pox and Meaſles the Feaver commonly 
begins at the higheſt ; ſo that not only on the third and fourth day, but alſo on the firlt or ſecond daies 
excretioas m1y be im them critical, But malignant Feave:s proceed more-ſlowly, and their beginning 
commonly ext2: ded to th2 ſeventh day : ſo that excretions which then happen cannot be critical. 
Nov that the Pox and Meaſles comes ſo ſoon to their ſtate, and not the malignant Feavers, is hence; 
becauſe the Pox and Meaſle-Feaver come from the lighteſt putrifaction, ard rather from an Ebulli- 


' tion of the blood, than from ny intenſe putrifaCtion of the matter ; and therefore Nature by help of 


Coftion makes it t» ceaſe before the ſeventh day, becauſe it was a light Feaver, and roſe trom the 
ſlehreſt Cauſcs. But in malignant Feavers, ſo great and ſordid is the putrifaction, that it cannot be 
corrected in the fourteenth, nor ſometimes inthe twentieth day. And therefore the Spots breaking 
outbefore that tire, the Diſeaſe is exaſperated ; becauſe Nature \as forced to expel them, withour 
ConccEtion and Symptomatically, 

Theexpuiſion therefore of Small Pox and Meaſles is cauſed by an Ebullition of the Blood : which 
Ebullition according to Avicenna's Doftrine 18 rvofold ; the one perfeQive, the other corruptive. 
The perfe&tive or depurauve 15 that, n which only the 1impurer and Excrementitious parts ot the 
Blood are by Nature purged forth, that the whole mals may afterward remain pure ; agd then the 
Small Pox are innocent, which are Cured withoat any help of Phyſick. But the corrvptive is,Vhere- 
innot only the Excrementitious parts of the Blood, but the fincere Blood it ſelf is putrified, wnence 
wiſe dangerous and deadly Pox; and accordivg as therz 1s more or leſs putritaCtion, in more or fever 
parts of the blood, o is the danger more or leis. This corcuptive Ebullition doth chiefly happen, 
When thoſe Diſeaſes aro Epidemical, being occaſioned by a malignant Conſtitution of the Air, by 
which an Ebulliticn of the Humors, and a mihignant patritaction 3s cauſed ; Whence many and 
dangerons Small Pox are cauſed ; which are ſomeumes (1ccording to &þaſcy) tae Face-runners of the 
lagae, 
Pox and Meafles are reckoned among acute Diſeaſes,becauſe ordinarily they are terminated within 
the ſpace of fourte..n days. Now ſome do wittily obſerve a double order of times in this Diſeaſe,viz. 
the time of Eb:ll:tion and the time of Eruption : th2 time of Edullit on 1s commonly terminated in 
four ayes , (0 that the firſt day is counted the beginning,the ſecond the Augment,the third the ſlate, 
and the fourth the declination ; for then the Fexver ar d other Symptoms are wont to remit, 

But the beginning of the Eruption of the Pox, is the fourth day it ſelt, the Avgment reaches to 
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the ſeventhy the Rate until the eleventh, the deglination unto the fourteenth, at which time the Py, 
are dried. Howbeit oftentimes they are not dry until the twentieth day, 

Differences of Small Pox and Meaſles,are taken either from the ſubſtance,in regard of Which,ſome 
are more or leſs Flegmatick, Bloody, Cholerick or Melancholick : or from the Quantity, in which 
regard they are more or leſs m number ; greater ot leſs ; profound or ſuperficial : or from the Quz. 
lity, in which reſpect ſome are Red, others White, Yellowiſh, Violet coloured, Livid, Black, 3. 
cording to the diverſity of Humors of which they are compound , or from the time, in reſpedt where. 
of ſome come quickly out, others ſlowly ; ſome are ſoon, others late ripe, or diffolved : or from the 
Place, mn which reſpe&, ſome Occupy only the Skin ; others do ſeize upon the internal Parts lo, 
as the Throat, Lungs, Guts, Liver, Spleen, and'other Bovvels. 

DIAGNOSTICK.] The Dignotis reſpe&ts either the Diſeaſe preſent or at hand. The (mal 
Pox and Meaſles, when they are preſent, are ſubje& to the outward Senſes, and need therefore 
noother ſigns, But theſe Gigns following declarethem to be at hand. 

Pain in the Head with Pulſation in the Forehead and Temples; great Sleepineſs, Tetrors in lleep. 
ſometimes Ravings, Tremblings and Convulfions ; Sneezings, frequent Yawning, Hoa rſneſs, Cough, 
Difficulty in- breathing ; Heat, Rednelſs, and Sence of pricking:over the whole Body. Pain of the 
Back which comes ſometimes alone, or appearing with fevy other Symptoms in a Synochus Feaver, i 
ſhevvs the Small Pox will come out. For ſeeing through the Back are carried the great Vein and 
Artery,in which the Malignant blood boyling,does ſend forth ſharp Vapors to the Nerves and neigh. 
bouring Membranes ; it muſt needs be, thar'pains ſhould be felt eſpecially in thoſe parts. Great 
Anxiety and Unquietneſs. Tears flovving of themſelves, Shining before the Eyes, and their Itch- 
ing, a ſwelling of the Face with ſome Redneſs. A vehemency of the Symptomas at firſt, (o that the

All which are cauſed, either by many and thick vapours ſent up by the boyling of the blood, int 
the Head, Diaphragma, and other parts ; or.from the Nature of the Pox themſelves, now beginning 
to invade the parts ; or by a Fluxion cauſed by heat, which diflolves the humors in the Brain, 

PROGNOSTICK.)] It's of great Moment to foreſee the Small Pox ; but much more to fxets 
their event, which the folloyving Prognoſtick Signs will declare. | 

And in the firſt place thoſe- Small Pox-are wont to'be yoid of danger, which come out ſoon and 
eafily, and doquickly ripen. | 

In which the Feaver 1s moderate, without great Symptoms, which ceaſe after they are come aut, 
or is very much abated, in which the voyce 1s free and breathing eafie. 

Small Pox, which at-firft are Red and Whute, ſoft, diſtinR; tery, round, pointed, coming only in 
the Skin and not inwardly, are wont to be ſafe. 

All the Signs aforeſaid do fignifie the-paucity of the Morbifick Matter, its Obſequiouſneſs, Benig- 
nity, and the ſtrength of Nature, luftily expelling. / 

Contrariwiſe, dangerous and deadly Pox are knovyn by a.preat Feaver, which leſſens not after 
they are broke forth ; for it ſignifies the malignant and venemous humours are not ſuſficiently expel- 
led unto the Skin, but that the greateſt partof them remain yet in the Veins, Great anxiety andur- 
quietneſs ; which comes from the ſame humors boyling in the Veins. Difficulty of breathing, whch 
fGenifies either Puſtules or Impoſthumes in the Lungs; or 2 Quinkie,or great decay of ftreng h. Great 
thirſt, which declares the inward burning ; and if with the thirſt ſhortneſs of Breath be encreaſed, 
Death is at hand, A Looſneſs or Bloody Flux, which ſhes the malignant humors have their re- 
courſe inward, which is a courſe quite _— to that of Nature, and therefore deadly, o that fevv 
of thofe which after the Pox coming out, are taken with ſuch a Looſneſs do eſcape. 

A Bloody Urine is a moſt deadly fign ; and likewiſe if by tool pure and fincere blood be voided. 
Sometimes alſo by the Noſtrils, Gums and other parts of the Body blood is voided, which are co- 
monly deadly Signs. For they fignifie the extream Acrimony and malignity of the Blood : iyhich doti 
vehemently provoke Nature, and compels her to a prepoſterous excretion thereof. 

Alſo Pox long a coming out are very bad, which ſignifie the Contumacy of the matter, or the weak- 
veſs of Nature; Many, Great, Double and united Pox, do ſhew an over-abundant quantity of Mot- 
bifick matter, and are bad. So are hard ones, ſhewing the thickneſs and incoRibility of the (aid 
matter, Alſo flat ones which ſhew the weakneſs of the expulſive faculty, and they are worſe, if they 
have a black ſpot Mm the middle of them, which argues extraordinary malignity. And green, blewiſh 
ard black which ſpring from that ſort of choler called Bil Porraca or Atra, Leek-green 0r Black

There is a valsar Medicine commended by. &bafir, Avicerni and all the Arabian Phyſitians, 
drive out the Pox,, which alſo the greatelt part of 0Ar later Phyſitnans uſe, according to the deſcry- 
tion of Avicenna, Which 1s thus : 

T ake fat F iggs ſeven ounces 4 Lentils ſhared three drams; Gam Lack two drams and anhal* ; Gan 
Tragacanth-and Fennel ſeed, of each two drams. Buyi all in a pint and half of Fonnt ain watertath: 
third part.” Let the Patieut drink thereof. Rhaſis adds S2fſron fifteen grains, Reifins five drams, lt- 
cauſe Saffron opens and gorroborates, and the Raiſins do ſtrengthen the Liver. And 7 ragecant a 
though it do incraſſate and aſtringe, yet is it therefore mingled with the reſt, that it may provilit tit 
ever-great Ebul{uion of Blocd. | Wy: | 

Lentils are by ſome Neotericks reje&ed, becauſe they are reſtrictive and may hinder the coming 
forth of the Pox. But the Authority of ſo may ard (ach noble Princes of Phyfick,malt not raſhly be 
rejzeted; bur we muſt rather determive, the Lentils {hared arc with gieat reaſon put into this com- 
poſition ; viz. That by their aſtringent and icraflating faculty, they may bridle the Fervency of the 
Humors, and hinder their falling upon any ncole part; to which purpoſe Gum Tragzea:.th was added, 
as I hinted before, This 1s taken out of Ga/en, Who in the 1, De Aliment. Facilt. Crip. 18, Wh 
teach us, That Lentils twice boyled do ſtrengthen the Natural parts, and by their afiri&t;on [ opthe 
Aux of the Belly. The Lentils may therefore de pat in or lett oat according to the Judgment ot the 
Phyfitian who manages the Cure, as there 1s more or leſs necefſi:y of attenuating and driving the Hu- 

.mors into the Skin. For if the watter be ſ:btile, and the Ebullicion great, the Lentils may profitably 
be put in for the Intent aforeſaid, But if the matter ſeem to be thick, ſo that Nature can but ſlonly 
drive it into the Skin, then muſt they be omitted, and the Gum Tragacanth and only the other at- 
tenuating and:Diaphoretick things uſed for the drink, By which it appears, that we mt not too 
ſriftly adhere 40 the forms of Medicaments propounded by Authors ; but that in ſeveral occaſons 
they muſt be variouſly changed. Let this folloving Receipt ſerve for an example, compoundel 
of the foreſaid ſimples, and partly of others that are Djaphretick and reſiſt malignity ; which may 
much help ſuch as have this Diſeaſe, in making the Pox to come well ouc. 

T ake Rocts of Fenne! and Sorrel, of each one tunce ; Flarts-borg ſhavings, ha 'f an onnce ;; Leaves 
of Scabious, Scirdium, St.Jobns-m:rt, of each one handful , T bree fat Figes; Gum Lach three drams; 
Steds of Navew or Twrnep an Cardums Benedifius,of each two drams ; Lentils nnbus' ed balf an ounce; 
Gam Tragacanth one dram and at half. Boyl all to & pint and batf ; Of the [training rake three 0un- 
ces; Syrup of Lemons one ounce. Mix them. ate if them a fulep, let the Patient drink, there! 
twice or thrice in a day. | 

If the Malignity be very great, as commonly it hppens in Epidemical Small Pox, we muft chiefly 
uſe Antidotes. And conſequent!y all thoſe Remeclies which we have proponnded in malignant Fea- 

vers w.I' be goed in this diſeaſe,reſpe&t being had to the Ace and firength of the Patient. And among 
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fin » Seeds of Sumach, of each tws drams. Roy! all in two pints 0j 
wn. In the trained Liquor diſſolve Syrup of Mnlberries and Pomegranates, of each one ounce. Mix 
al into a Gargariſm. 
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athers, Confe&ion of Hyacinth, Bezoar Stune, Pouder of Coral, Pearls, Harts- horn, Oyl of Scc:- 
ions of Matthiolus, muſt be uted frequently, with other things, the manner of whoſe Uſe may be 
iearnt out of the foregoing Chaptec. : 

Neither malt ſuch things be omitted as do reſtore the Patients ſtrength both inward and ontward ; 
which may be alſo learnt out of the foregoing Chapter, and by the prudent Phyſitian adminifired in 

e ſea[0n. 

_ it muſt be heedfully remembred, That ſuch medicaments as drive ot the Pox are not to be 
ed in all Patients. For ſometimes they break forth ſo violently, that they have need to be reſftrai- 
ned for a while. For the great Ebullition and immoderate Fervor of blogd, if they be not rempered 
are wont to deſtroy the Patients ; and therefore it is good in ſuch a caſe to uſe bridlers and coclers. 
Fot example, a Julep may be thus compoſed : 

T uke whole Barley one pugil* Cinquefoil Roots and Tormentil Roots, of each one ounce. Leaves of 
Sorrel, Endive and ood-Sorrel, of each one handful. Lentils excorticated half an ounce : Gum Tra- 

acanth one dram. Boy! all to a pint. In the ſtraining diſſolve four ounces of Syrup of Lemons or Ponge- 
{7 Andres Make of all a Fulep for four doſes, to le taken twice in a day. 

Amatis Luſitanmu m the 18, Cure of the Third Century propounds an example of ſ:ch kind of 
Pox arifing from boyling humors, and cured only by coolers and thickners. Which Example I 
thought gocd to cite 1n this place word for word, that the young beginners may perceive in what caſes 
the Cure is moſt to be varied. The Boy of Altaraſuus (ſayes he) began to bave the Small Pox, ſome 
of nbich did -7»n together, ſs that in two dayes they flead bis Miſerable Carkaſe : for the Puſt ules crepe 
almg and did only flay off his Shin ; which I bave likeniſe obſerved in other Children : Againſt which, 
Ithus ſet my ſelf ro work : Firſt, becauſe this matter nas too thin, { endeavoured to thicken the ſame, 
and not only 0, but to abate the evil quality of the Liver and internal parts,that no more ſuch thin ſub- 
tile Humor might be bred. This 1 did nith Refrigerating Medicaments, as Syrup of Roſes, of Cichory 
fungle, of Endive and Violets, with Waters of the lthe Nature mixed with them. He nas avointed with 
Cram Santalinum. But the Diet likewiſe be/ped much, which was ordered coid and moiſt, By all 
which the matter became thicker, and the Pox Legan to appear thick and large. 

And for ordinary Drink preſcribe adecoction of Barley and of Sorrel Roots. And theſe Reme- 
dies mat be continued until the Fervency of the humors ſhall begin to abate ; if Nature ſeem t9 
want their afſhſtance. 

Theſe things might ſuffice for adire&t Cure of the Small Pox. But becauſe they may bring great 
damage to divers parts, both internal and external, we muſt endeavour the Prevention anq Cure 

The interval parts may eſpecially be preſerved with a DecoCtion of Lentils, of Gum Lac ard Tra== 
gcanth, deſcribed before. For Gum Lac defends the Liver and Spleen, Lentils the Guts, and 
Tragacanth the Breaſt, 

But the Lungs are peculiarly preſerved by Conſerve of Roſes and Violets, and Syrup of Violets, 
Jajudes, Myrtles, dryed Roſes, Poppies,and alſo theſe following LOHOCHS, See in my Diſpen- 
ſaory (at the beginning of the Lohochs) what a Lohochis , and why ſo called, 

Take Conſerve of Roſes one ounce and an balf, Tuyce of Lentils thrice boy/ed ſix drams : Poppy 
an balf. a dram : Gum Tragacanth balf a ſeruple, With Syrup of dried Roſes make all into a Lo- 


Or this of Avicenna, which is commended by Guainerius and Foreſtas. 
Take Lentils nnſhaled and finely pondered three drams : White Poppy ſeeds one ounce : Conſerve 
Riſes two ounces Jute of Roſes as much as ſhall ſuffice. Mix all into a Loboch, 
Or ſich a Lohoch as thus following may be made only of Syrups, 
Take Syrup of Violets, Fujules and dried Roſes, of each one ounce : Syrup of Poppies balf an ounce. 
Mix them, let the Patient /1ck thereof often out of a ſpoon, and ſnallow it donn leiſurely. 


# Bitif a Flux be at preſent in the Lungs and cauſe hoarſneſs and ſuffocation ; it muſt not only be 


topped with the foreſaid Remedies, but revelled by Cupping-Glafles, both dry and ſcarrified,and by 
ileeding, ifnothing elſe hinder. Alſo give the Patients to drink a decoction of Barley, Jujubes and 


Liquoris, and let them uſe this following Lohoch.

If the young Age of Children cannot admit a Gargle, a Lohoch may be made of Syrup of Mulber. 
ries, Pomegranates, of dried Roſes, either alone, oc mingled with Red Roſe ard Plantane Witers 
Which mult often be given them in a ſpoon. Wherewith if the Fluxion cannot be ſtopped by reaſon 
of the abundance of the Rheum, ſo that there as fear of Suftocation impendent ; ſach things muſt be 
uſed which widen the paſſages and help the excretion, after this manner : 

T ake Aſucilage of Fleabane ſeed and O)l of ſmeet Almonds new drawn,of each one ownce and an batf, 
Whiteſt Sugar two ounces: mix them. Make of all a Lambitive to be given every hour, : 

If by means of the Acrimony of the flux, or the Plenty of the Small Pox, an Ulcer be bred in the 

wvs or Throat, it muſt be cleanſed with Barley Water and Honey of Roles, or with Allom Wate: 

and if it tend to corruption, a little eAgyptiacuws Oyntment muſt be mingled therewith, : 

The Guts will be preſerved by the tame Remedies which were appointed to preſerve the Lungs, 
Bur ifa preſent Lookneſs or Dytentery be urgeiit, firſt detergent and lenitive Remedies muſt de uſed, 
and afterwards aſtringents. And ſo Clyſters mult be made of chalybeated Milk, ot Sugar ard yelks 
of Eggs : and afterwards of a Decoction of Batley and rea Roſes with the yelk of an Egg : And if 
of all, of a DecoRion of Plantane, Knorgraſs, and Prane/la or Self-heal, and other Simples etdoyn 
in our Cure of the Dyſentery.” And it 18 to be obſerved, That a Looſneſs in Children that have the 
Pox, is oftentimes cauled by Worms, which laſts during the whole Diſeaſe, whence they are in the 
danger of Death , becauſe the expulſion of the Pox 1s thereby hindred wholly or leflened, Which 
is eaſily known by the thickneſs and viſcoſity of the Excrements, and their grey or whitiſh colour; 
then muſt be adminiftred ſuch things as kill Worms, and ſiveet Clyſters muſt be injeRed. ' 

Sometimes alſo the Kidneys are affeRed and are exulcerated, whence ariſes Pilling of Blood. In 
this Caſe it is good to give.an emulſion of the four greater cold Seeds, with Trochiſchs of Alkekengy 
de Carabe, and other things ſet down in our Chapters of Piſſing of Blood. 

Among external parts, the Eyes are moſt of all to be guarded from the Small Pox. For being er 
dued with a ſoft and humid ſubſtance ; the matter of the Pox is eaſily driven unto them : whence 
ariſe grievous Calamities, and ſometimes total Blindneſs. 

Before the Pox break ont therefore, or when they begin to appear, the Eyes muſt be anointed 
every hour with Plantane and Roſe Waters,in which a little Saffron 1s diflolved ; or with the fallox- 
ing Eye-Salve, which doth more eftecually preſerve them. 

Take Water of Roſes and Plantane, of each one ounce and an balf. Pouder of Swmach ſeeds tm 
drams. Infuſe them a little while hot. Then ftrain the Liquor bard ont. To the ſtrained liqur ail 
Camp bire ten grains. _ Saffron five grains. Make all into a Water for the Eyes. 

It will be yet more eftectual, if anſtead of the Waters, the Juyces of Knoc-graſs and Shepherds- 
Pouch be mingled with the reft. 

And if ſome Pox begin to peep out of the Eye it ſelf, Pidgeons blood muſt be often dropt un, that 
their reſolution may be haſtened, Then alſo this follovving Eye-Water is to be uſed. 

Take Red Roſe Water two ounces ; Eye-bright water balf an ounce; Trochiſci a/bi Rhafis one dran; 
Tutty prepared one ſcruple; C amPbire five grains ; Saffron two grains. Make all into an Eye-natrs 
and wet the Eyes eften therewith, with a thin linnen rag. 

Bat when the Eyes ſo ſwell that they cannot be opened, they muſt often be waſhed with a Decodt- 
on of Linſeed, Fenugreek ſeed, Quince ſeed and Mallow ſeeds ; and ſo the fivelling will fall, and 
the Eyes open, and it when the Eyes are opened, there appear clouds in them, they muſt bs ſcour 
off with Sagar-Candy finely poudered. | 

And finally, if the Eyes are ulcerated, they may be cured with this following Eye-Salve, 

i ale waſhed Cernſs three drams : Sarcocol one dram : Gum Tragacanth one / ermple : Opium im 
grains : With Mucilage of Gum Tragacanth drawn out with Plantane water make all into litsit Cate! 
or Trochifchs, which muſt be diſſelved in Womens Milk, or red Roſe mater, whes it is to be uſed ; «ul 
in all other things proceed, as Prattitioners teach at /arge, in the Cure of Ulcers of the Eyes... 

To pre'erve the Noftrtls, they muſt often ſmell to | ><a But a Collyrium of Juyce of Knot 
ora(s, and Shepherds Pouch, Samach ſeeds and Camphire formetly praiſed, will work more effettt 
ally ; let the tent be often moiſtened therein, and put up into the Noſtrils. If notwithſtandingaie 
Pox do grow within the Noſe, they quickly become hard Scabs, which are often ts be anointed v1 
Oy! of ſiveet Almonds, that they may the ſooner fall off. And finally, if an Ulcer happen 1 the 
Noſe, it muſt be dreſſed with a Liniment of the Oyl of Egg-yelks and juyce of Plantane, Rirredin! 
Lerden Mortar. 

Topreſerve the Face, ſome Waſh it with Roſe-Water and other Aſtringents, Which I cant? 
prove of: for a great part of the 1impuritigs flow unto the Face.For the Skin being thereof long 1001e 3 
ſoft, is very fit to receive Excrements, Wherefore it thoſe impurities which Nature ſends thither,X 
rpelled, being retained within they may cauſe great hurt , and therefore the motion of Nature 577 
waies to be hindred. But this ought to be the Phyfitians care, t8 hinder that the Pox which 01&%

| Andthis he ſhall in good meaſure perform, if when the Pox are ripe, and are high and white in the 


middle (vvbich is wont to fall out upon the Ninth day of the Diſeaſe) he cauſe them to be anointed 
with a Feather twice 2 day with Oyl of ſyeet Almonds, drawn vvithout fire, untill the Cruſts fall off. 
For by this Medicine the Acrimony of Choler is tempered, the ripening of the Pox is haſtened, and 
the falling off of the Crufts furthered ; which otherwiſe ſticking faſt, doth exulcerate the Skin more 

ly; by rexſon of the Quittor which lies under them. Oyl of Nuts new dravvn without fire, 
or! well with a like quantity of Roſe-water, till they come to the form of a Liniment, is excellent 
ſor the ſame purpoſe. | 

if by neglecting the Remedies aforeſaid, or through the extream malignity of the humour, there 
emain Pits and Pock-holes, all diligence muſt be aſed to repair the ſame. IVhich notwithſtanding 
isextream hard to do perfeRly ; although many have taken great pains thereabout to gratifie Vir- 

ins and other Women,who are exceeding careful to preſerve their Beauties. Among infinite Me- 
Fes recorded by Authors to this intent, I ſhall propound the choiceſt. 

And in the firſt place, Oyl of Egg-yelks does nouriſh and ingender Skin, and therefore is very 
convenient to fill the Pock-holes. 

Weathers Suet freſh and new, melted and done out with a Feather, is effeQual to the ſame pur- - 

e 
Ph the filthineſs of Pock-holes is much amended, if they be waſhed firſt with Yarrow-Water or 
Cons-dung-Water diſtilled in Afay,and then anointed withMans-Greaſe. 

Foreſts Joes much magnihie thus following Oyntment : 

Take Oy! of ſweet Almonds and white Lillies, of each one ounce : Fat of 4 Capon three drams : 
Pinder of Peony Roots, of Orris and Litharge of Sold, of each ten grains : Sugar-Candy one ſcruple. 
Mingle all nell in a narm Mortar, [train them through a Cluh, and anoin - Pock-holes therewith 
mirning and night, And afterwards let them le well naſhed with Water diſtilled out of Catves-feet : 
and when that is not at hand, uſe the Water of Yarron inſtead thereof. 

Neither muſt I omit that which many Pra@titioners do teach, wiz. That when the Pox be ripe, 
they muſt be bored through with a golden cr a ſilver Needle, leſt the Quittor tarrying long in them, 
ſhould leave holes in the part. Which Prattice is notwithſtanding now in a manner grown out of 
uſe, fnce Experience has taught, That the Pox being bored are longer in healing, and do longer 
hold their Cruſts, becauſe of the Weakneſs of Natural Heat, cauſed in the Part by boring, whereby 
more deformed Scars are left behind. And therefore it is betrer to abſtain from this boring, and to 
commit the Evacuation of the Quittor, to Nature alone. 

Toconclude this Cure, I ſhall ſabjoyn how thoſe diſpoſitions of Itching and Exulceration which 
happen to perſons that have the Small Pox, may be remedied. 

And in the firſt place, When the Small Pox come forth, or when they begin to ripen, ſometimes 
20 huge pain or Itching doth affi&t the Patients ; eſpecially in the Palms of the Hands and Soals of 
the Feet, becauſe the thickneſs of the Skin in thoſe parts hinders the Eruption of the Pox. 

Which Symptom you ſhall help, if you cauſe thoſe parts to be held in hot Water, or Foment them

N the r8, of June, 1630. I was called to Grenoble, to Msr. de Chanpoullay the Kugs 
C) Advocate, who had been eight days fick of a' continual Feaver, during which time he - 
had been thrice letblood, and had taken 'a parging' Medicament preſcribed by his ordinay 
Phyſician. As ſoon as I ſaw him, I found his pulſe very frequent ad unequal,which made ne 
ſuſpect it was a malignant Feaver,' and cauſing him to be ancovered, I found his-whole Bad 
full of purple ſpots. - His Urines were ſafhciently good, and ſheived ſome beginnings of Cat 
coction, F 

T ordered many Cupping-Glafſes to be applied aM along his back-bone, 'borh withot and 
with Scarrification, ' als Epithems, and that he ſhould be anointed'with Mathiolns his Ol of 
Scorpions ;- alſo I gave him Confe&tio de Hyacintho in his Broths, and cooling +5 wg 
Fer his drink he uſed the vulgar Ptiſan, wherein Harts-horn tied' ina Cloath was infuſed. 

- Theſe Remedies he continued to the eleventh day of his Sickneſs, growing in the mean tine 
every day worſe and worſe, till at laſthewas taken ith Ravings and Convulſion Fits. Onthe 
ſaid eleventh day he did ſveat lightfly,without any advantage. His Raving was joyned with 
kind of ſtupidity ; and therefore a Veſicatory was applied to his Neck, and Cupping-Glaſes 
© his lover parts. Inſtead of the former Juleps which were made of cooling and opening - 
Roots and Herbs, theſe following were rreſcribed, ;

In the ftrained Liqu!y 
d'ſſotve —— of white Sugars and make it int'a Twley. Of which Jet him take eight ounce! 
py and evening, adding ro each Doſe one dram of Sal prunclie, and balf a ſcraple of Spiris 
of- V itr1o/, : 

For his Drink he had a tinRure of Roſes : In kis Broths he took ponder of Pearls, Coral, 
Ivory, Harts-horn and Bezoar-ftone. Butin the laſt daies, when all the ſymptoms grew worſe 
and worſe, inſtead of the faid pouder, I gave him only a ſcruple of BezoarGicum mineral mall 
his Broths, And becauſe towards everung his Feaver, Rayings, and Conyulſion were wontto 
encrealc upon him, I gave hum this following pouder. Ta 
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Take Sal Prunelle half a draw, Bezvardicum Mineral one ſcruple; mix them, and admi- 
niſter them in Carduns water, On the thirteenth day was this Powder given bim, and on the 
ſame day be began to take the Bez.oardicum aforeſaid in bus Braths, and bis fit came not that day, 
but be was better all the night after ; after midnight the ſame Ponder was given him again. On 
the fourteenth day he nas a little better, but without any Evacuation, On the fifteenth he was 
after the ſame manner : On the ſixteenth there appearing concottion in bus Urines, as there bad 
appeared in the whole Courſe of his Diſeaſe, the Coction by little and little augmenting, 1 gave 
him 4 purging Medicament of rmo drams of Senna, and one dram and an half of Rhubarb, in- 
fuſed in a cooling Decottion, adding tothe ſtrained Liquor, Manna and Syrup of Roſes, of each 
one ounce ; with which be was gently purged. On the ſame day very many Puſtules mere obſer- 
ved to break, forth like ſmall Pox, tending to ſuppuration in great number about the Veſicatory, 
alſo fprink/ed up and down upon bis Back, Loyns and Buttocks. On the ſeventeenth day the ſaid 
Puſtules mere for the moſt part broken, and began to dry up. 

But on the forepart of his Body about the Hypochondria and Breaſt, very ſmall Pimples came 
forth, pellucid and Tranſparent, in an almoſt infinite number : the Feaver was very remiſs, 
and his raving was much abated. On the eighteenth day he ſlept almoſt continually night and 
day, untill the twentieth day, He was purged again on the two and twentieth day, and after 
that the Feaver went quite away ; and withun a ferv daies he perfeRly recovered. Two years 
agothe Lord of Reftencliers was Cured of a very dangerous purple Feaver, chiefly with this 
Medicine. I gave him in every draught of his ordinary drink,which was the vulgar Ptiſan,one 
dram of Sal prunellz, and ten drops of ſpirit [ N« oy/e] of Vitriol ; by which the extream 
blackneſs ws dryneſs of his Tongue., with a mighty Thirſt were in a fey daies taken

The 4 following his 
Feaver was ſaſkciently ſtrong, without any prievous Symptome : he was let blood, and the 
ſame day his Feaver went quite away.

Sr. Chevilier, a Citizen of Grenoble, being thirty years old, and of a Sanguine Con-

7 us 1630. I preſcribed him in the firft place a purgation of one ſcruple of Mercurius Dulcs, 
with the ſame quantity of PiH Cochy the day after he was let blood. And after that a Bolus 
a dram of pouder of Rhubarb, and three drams of Turpentine, which he took five daies toge- 
ther, and was thereby purged three or four times each day, And finally, he uſed this followny 
Water eight daies together. | 

T ake dried Mints three ounces, Lettuce, Rue, Apnus, Caſt, each two ounces and an hal; 
Diftamnna Cretiens ten drams, white Sugar two pound : Powder all, and add thereto five once 
of Venice Tarpentine, and thirty ounces of white Wine, and diſtil them in Balneo Marie. It 
the Patient take two ſpoonfuls every morning two hours before meat. And with theſe Remelit 
he nas Cared of this ſtubborn Diſeaſe.

I was ſent for on the ninth day of his fickneſs ; he 
had been eight times let blood,and refuſed all other Remedies ; he had a grievous looſneſs,and 
ſometimes raved. On the tenth day his Feaver and looſneſs were more intenſe, his pulſe did

In 
the evening he took the ſame potion again, and being well covered , he did ſweat pentifally, 
Was much better, all that day took in every draught of broth one ſcruple of Bezoardicum Mine- 
rale, A fey daies after he perfe&ly recovered ; When his Feaver ceaſed, a ſivelling aroſe 
dehind his Ear exceeding painful, which was diſcufſed without breaking.

Of the 2. day of arch, inthe year, 1629, I was ſent for, tothe moſt yeyerend Biſhop 
%}Rl of Lodoven, being fifty years.old, who had been formerly fick of a Malignant Feaver, 
and had tyvice relapſed into:the ſage Feaver,.and, was freed from the Aid Relapſes by divers 
Critical Evacuations, eſpecially by plentiful bleeding at the Noſe, and with yery-many Re- 
medies preſcribed by two Phyfitians of Lodoven, and my ſelf, - After .he ſeemed to be recove- 
red many days together, on the-17. of Afarch, about tyvelye a Clock, he began to be fick, 
and on the day following was ſuddenly taken with a ſharp, and ſettled pain about his right Kid- 
ney, Which was follovved by theſe Symptoms,. frequent vomiting a Hiccupping, troubled 
Urines, ſometimes red and Watry, ſometimes vrith Gravel, partly red and partly yyhite, ſome- 
times alſo he complained of nummednefs in his:right thigh. Oo the 22, day, a feaver ſeizedihim, 
and on the follovving days he had ſhaking Fits, wwce. or thrice a day ; after vyhich the Feaver 
vvas exaſperated for tyvo or three hours, | Mts 5a "TS 
I coming to him on the 27. day of his Diſeaſe vvith the Phyſitians aforeſazd, vve conceived 
(adviſing together) that there vyas a'Rone in his right Kidney, and that the pain had cauſed an 
Inflammation in that part. But becauſe there appeared then little or no pain,vye conceived the 
Inflammation vyas come to ſuppuration. We reſolved to let him bloed, firſt in his right Arm, 
aftervyards in his Ankles on the fame fide,and that he ſhould have emollient and cooling Cly- 
ers frequently injeRed, vvith Juleps, lenitive Emulfions, Epithemes , Fomentations, Li- 
niments and Cataplaſmes, We began vyith Blood-letting, yyhich vyas celebrated on the a 
ay 
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» day aforeſaid, in the Evenung to the quantity of eight ounces. About Evening he bled at the 
Noſe the qua..tity of two pound, and the blood (tall iflued, and he grevy weak. Therefore we 
conſulted to ſtop the bleeding, and ordered him to bleed tor revultons ſake in his. right Arm. 
We gave him Sa/ Pranelle diflolved in cold Water, An Aftrivgent frontal was applied, Vi- 
negar was dropt into his Ear, he took juyce of Nettles, a Cupping-Glaſs was applied to the 
Region of his Liver; a-Linnen Cloath wet 1n Vinegar was wrapped cold about his Neck, and 
his Aras and Legs were tied, Which working no effeRt, the Patient faid he mult go toftool, 
nor cauld he be perſwaded to uſe the Stool 1n his Bed. Wetold him before-hand, That if he 
roſeout of his Bed being ſe weak, he would faint avyay z hovvbeit that fainting would be pro- 
fitable-to.fop his Bleeding, Which happened juſt in a manner as we had fore-told ; . for after 
he was up he fainted ayvay ; out of which Fainting Fit being recovered by giving him Wine, 
and throvving cold Water un his Face, he had a plentiful Rool, and after he was laid again in his 
Bed, he bled not ſo violently as before ;- and/after he had reſted a while we gave him one dram 
and an half of Sa/ Prunelle diſjolved in Water, which when he had taken, the Bleeding was 
quitz. ſtopped, and there needed no taore Remedies, 


Th: follovving day, which was the 28 of AZarch, he vvas troubled with a mighty Thiiſt, and 
certain painful Puſtules, cauſed oy; adult blood, brake out about his Fore-head, Cheeks, Lips, 
Tongue, and in the Palms of his Hands, butro thevv of any pains in his Kidneys. Only he 
dd exceedingly abhor all meat, ſo that he would by no means take any Broath, mach leſs Ju- 
leps and Emulfions. Hovvbeit he ſlept by fits all the day long, and had two ſtools of Cholz- 
nck and. ve:y ſtinking Exctements. His Urine had no colour, was thin, void of ſetling, w:ch 
oravel in the bottom of the Chamber-pot. In the morning we gave him 1n his drink halt a dram 
of Salt of Pearls with boyled Water, and his Thiilt was much abated. In the Afternoon and 
a2ain in the Evening, we gave him twelve drops of Spirit of Vutriol, with an ounce of Syrup of, 
Maden-hair in boyled Water,by which alſo his Feaver and Thirſt were much abatcd. Fe was 
frequently anointed on his Loyns with Popu/con, Galens cc.oling Oyntment and Oyl of Ro ez. 
Three or four ſpaonfuls of Oyl of Sweet Almonds was mingled with his Broaths.. The Night 
fallovving h2 ſlept quietly, avvaking noi and then with mournful groamings, as formerly he 
wasaccultomed. 

On the 29. day in the mornirg, he complained of a pain in his-right Kidney, which was not 
very yvehement, yet he was not able to lie upon his right fide. His Urives were thin and ; a'e; 
nit gravel, partly red and partly white. He had Puſtules about his Mouth which were anoin- 
t:d with nevy Pumatum, a little Sa/ Prurelle being mingled therewith. We preſcribed him a 
Fome 1tation and a Cataplaſm, Emollient ard pain- flvvaging, tobe applied to his Kidneys, 
alſo a Julep of a DecoCtion of cooling Heibs, with Seeds of Lettuce and white Poppies, the 
tops of Mallovvs and Violet, and Bugloſs flowers. 

About four in the Afternoon he was taken with a light ſhivering, which vvas followed by an 
Intenſe Feaver, which laſted for ſome hours. At ten of the Clock he toox a Julep of eight 
ounces, and ſlzpt little all night. 


On the 30. day, at 3. of the Clock in the morning, he was afflicted vith a vehement ſhaking 
fit, for half an hour ; afterwards his Feaver was augmented, the Ulcers of his mouth and Throat 
were more grievous and painful, for the aſſivaging whereof Diamorum was uſed, his Thurſt was 
exceeding great, his tools liquid and very ſtinking. Having taken ſome Broach tyvo hours 
after, a plentiful Sweat broke forth in his Head and Neck, with a moifture only in his other 
parts , in the middle of which he had another Rool, ard had to the rumber of five ftouls detwixt 
that and eight of the Clock. His Urines appeared more digeſted and colomed, having a very 
ſmall ſetling, alſo his Feaver was abated, but he was exceedingly weakned by his Looſneſs. 
About four of the Clock he took 1 Julep, vvith a twenty drops-of Spirit of Sulphur, now the 
Quantity of his Julep vvas alwaies eight ounces, He {1-pt again till fix of the Clock,and when 
he awvaked, he ſaid the Julep had done him much good, and that he felt a coolneſs all ys Body 
over, and indeed his Feaver ſeemed more remiſs : having taken ſome cooling Broth, he com- 
plained of a pain in his Palate, which having viewed, ve find it Ulcerated by the heat of tne 
foregoing Feaver. For the afſwagement whereof, he uſed a DecoCtion of preſerved Mulberries: 
Afteryvards we preſcribed him this follovving Gargariſm ; "OR

Re er dar aniaty till Midnighe ; when be was again taken with: 
ſhaking fit, which laſting two hours, there an Acute Feaver,which the day following, 


being the laſt of Afarch, towards Eight of the Clock, appeared much abated, the Urines being 
always thin and very crade, In the Afternoon the Feaver nt bo much more remiſs, and he 
ſeemed to be penerally better then on the daies before, He had three ftools that day, liquid 
and Cholerick. He took his Juleps twice a day, and Epithemes were frequently applied. 

Bur the Night following, about that time when his ſhaking Fit was wont to come, he wx 
vexed with a grievous anziety, 2nd a very trendleſome diſquietneſs, with a Looſneſs,which voi. 
ded fr ſmall quantities of Cholerick and Fleymatick matter, he flept not all chat nigh, 
nor could he endure in his Bed. That we might therefore afliſt that motion of Nature, which 
os parkemed with difficulty and labour, we gave him a Purge the firſt of 4pri/ at three of the 
clock in the morning. Mean while the Ulcers of his Palate and Mouth were exceeding trouble- 
ſome, and ſmelt like a ftinking dead Carkaſs ; the Urmes continually thin and withont colour 
did affright us : his unquietneſs was abated about Nine of the Clock, and he had five fools 
thatday. About ra, ode much better, but his Urines were continually white and 
crude, the Ulcers in his Mouth did continually trouble him ; the Puſtales upon his- Lips and 
Chin, yea and on a part of his right Cheek, degenerated into a filthy Cruſt, like many fil 
Pox running together into one. Alſo in the middle of his Thighs, on the infide, there ard 
puſiules like Small Pox, diftin& one from another, and in both his Legs as broad as ones hand, 
which were figns of the greateſt malignity and aduſtion poſſible. 

X On the fecond of April, at one of the Clock after mid-night, his Feaver came again with4 
very ſmall ſhivering, after which the heat encreaſed, with unquietneſs much leſs than formerly, 
About the end of this Fit, he took again his purging Medicament, and voided greeniſh Choler 
with plenty of Fl Afeer noon, his Purge lete working, and he was quite free of his Fer 
ver, and ſaid he had a tomach to eat ſome more ſolid meats, The Ulcerous Scabs of his Chin 

, and Cheeks exhaled 2 ſinking ſmell. 

: On the third of 4pri/ after mid-might, a Fit of the double Tertian returned again, the (ame 
| hour, like the former. His Urines appeared more coloured, the nlcers of his Chin and Cheeks 
did tink ſufficiently. We reſolved to prepare the reliques of the Morbifick matter for furthet 
purgation, by Remedies internal and external, The intetnal were, aperitive and coofing Ju- 
- the external an Emolhent Fomentation, opening and moifening, apptied to his Hyw- 
chondria, eſpecially to the region of his Liver, in which there was ſome ſtretching perceived, 
alſo the Limiment had the ſame yertyes. Before Noon, his Feaver was abated, but it did nat 
wholly mtermur, his Urines were well and laudable with a little ſerling. Between Noon and fix 
in the Evening he had two tools of liquid yellowiſh Excrement: To the Ulcers of his Chin and 
Checks was applied an Oyntment of Turpentine, the yelks of Eggs, and Honey ofRoſes. At 
ſeven of the Clock in the Everung his Fat returned with Chaking, which laſted till mid-night, 
and ended with 2 double Sweat, which flowed plentifully. Afterwards he had no Feavounſh- 
neſs upon him,the fink of his Jawes was taken away within twelve hours by the uſe of the fore- 
faid Oyntment, and the Ulcers began to ſend forth white and thick quittor. In his Fit wegare 

him to drink Syrup of Violets with Ptiſan and Spirit of Sulphur. 
| On the fourth of Apri/, when he was fice fiom his Feaver, in the fore-noon the Remedies 
aforeſaid were repeated, and he ſeemed free from his Feaver all that day. At fix of the clock io 
= Evening, his Fit returned again with ſhaking , and was much longer than the forme: 

it, 

On the 5. day of 4pri/, a Clyſter being premiſed, he was let Blood to abate the Feaver 
and putritaQtion of the Humors, which two things ſeemed to be the cauſe of the encreaſe #t 
the Fit. About five of the clock ingthe Evening, Crolius his Feaver-Medicine was given 
him, of Salt of Worgawood, Spirit of Sulphur and Cichory Water, when the fick man felt his 
extream parts begin to grow cold. After which, being more then ordinarily covered, and his 
Members armed with heated Cloaths, the beginning of the Fir was in this manner delayed fill 
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ſevena clocke, and che'cold Fit continued an hour ; afterwards by force of the foreſaid Medi- 
cament, he vomited a good quantity of Choler and flegm ; atterward his heat was mild, and 
without any very great unquietneſs, —_ | 

- Onthe 6 day of 4pri/, the Patient complained of a fiery heat in his Stomach, which by fit 
did very much vex him. Alto he complained of a pain in his left fide under the ſhort Ribs, 
which when I was aboutto feel, he could not endure my hard to touch the place,and there (ce- 
med to be a manifeſt tenſion or ſtretching : for three wncle daies together his Urine was not ſ2- 
ved. But becauſe he rvas wont to have three or four ſtools a day, we conceived that his Urine 
went away With his (tools ; but becauſe, beſides the foreſaid Rooks, he had an almoſt continual 

deſire of going to ſtool, we did very much ſuſpe& that ſome grievous Diſeaſe lay bid in his 

Ghar eſpecially ſeeing he was frequently troubled with the Hiccup. Finally, about two 

a clock he voided into the Chamber-pot, true Quittor, white; ſmooth and even; and no Waiecs 

ſtinking, to the quantity of three ounces : with very little Urine. Hence it plainly appeared, 

that there vas an Impolthume in his Kidney, which being kept in, broaght grievous Symp- 

tomes, Yea verily, and the Patient fleep all night, and the Feaver was very remiſs until 

Midnight. A fiery heat did by fits afflit his Romach, and an Hicchpping did vex him by fits. 

Atmidnight the pain and ſwelling of the lefe Hypochondrium were much abated, ſo that he 

could endure it to be touched. He voided again ſome Quittor by way-of Urine, to the quan- 

tity of half an ounce, and no more. He voided Cholerick matter twice or thrice by Rool,with 

which we conceived there was mixed ſonie Purulent matter,though we could not certainly tel. 

After Midnight his Fit returned, or rather there was an exacerbation, for it came not with any 

ſhaking or ſhivering, nor with a very intenſe Feaver, but rather with an unquietneſs and lan- 


On the 7 of April, inthe morning betore day-light, he made water, which was hardly an 
ounce in quantity, and in the bottom there was a little Quittor ſettled, About ſeven a clock 
he had a ſmall Rool, and the half of it was Purulent matter : whence it might be conjeQured 
that an Impoſthume was opened in the capacity of his Belly , which purged ir ſelfby his Guts ; 
butby re1ſon of the mixture of other Excrements when his tools were large it did not ſhe it 
ſelf, Alſo we conjeRured that his Urine with Quittor and Dung was ſhed into his Guts, 
or that it was not drawn by his Kidneys, becauſe he PiR little or nothing, and there appeared 
no fault in his Bladder, or the paſſages thereof, Add hereunto, that his fiools were very large, 
which if they were not drawn away with a Clyfter, he was much worſe. And this very day be 
ing nnquiet almoſt to deſparation until noon, after he had voided his Clyſter, he was in 2 
quiet condition. The intenſe heat continued aboat his Stomach, and which is a wonder, he 
was net troubled with thirſt, cooling Juleps and Emollient were given him,as alſo Emulfions, 
Sometimes Almond Milk was mingled in his Broths .ForDrink he uſed a Deco&tion of Barley 
and Liquoris with Syrup of Violets, mean while he grey every day weaker, and his pulſe be- 
came more feeble. About five inthe Evening, he made a good quantity of water without 
trouble, at the bottom whereof was a little Q1ittor ; he reſted exceeding well,and at eight a 
clock he Piſt again, with leſs quantity of Quitcor, and his Palſe ſeemed better. All/night the 
reſted quietly, Piſt three times plentifully, and there was alwaies Quittor in the bottom of the 
pot ;and the Exacerbation of his Feaver was vetylittle and ſhort, 

' Onthe 8 of Apri/, early in the morning, a Julep was given him, and after an hour a Clyſter 
#28 adminiſtred, with which he had evo plentifal fools. In his Broth was diffolved a Pouder 
of the cold Seeds with Sugar;ſometimes Almond Milk,ſometimes cooling and gently cleanſing 
Herbs were boyled therein,his Loyns were anointed with a cooling Oyntment. For Drink he 
uſed a DecoCtion of Barley, Graſs, and Liquoris, all which remedies were ordained to cleanſe 
the Ulcer already contra&ted in his Kidney, and to temper the remaining Inflammation of thoſe 
oe. He was much bette: all thic day, and was hardly Feaveriſh. At fix in the Eyenings 

$ fit returned,vith a light ſhivering & continued ina manner all night,but not very vehementg 
hisUrines were mnttery, and he was paineg in his Hemorrhoids, 5 
' Onthe 9 day he was purgd with a gentle Medicament of Senna, Rhubarb and Manna, he 
Was prety well, but loathed his broths, and could not eafily ſwallow, his Feaver was very 
ſmall, bat he was weak, he felt a weight as it were about evening in his ftomachs bottom, 


he was frequently troubled with the Hiccup, as he had been all his fickneſs along, At night 
lie had no fit nor exacerbation; only a burning in his mouth, which kept him from _— 
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and.cooſtrained him to waſh the ſame frequently ; dryneſs and aduſtion appeared in hig Lips, 
and yet he hadno thirſt, 

' On the 10 day,his mouth was dry,his belly looſe, his Feaver very ſmal,his pulſe languiſhing, 
his (tooles very thoking, and alwaies when he went.to ſtool, he-perceived an ugly taft in hig 
mouth; his Urines were crude,with 'very little Quittor, at right he was better, his fitreturned 
not, only a light exacerbation, he had four cholerick Rooles, his Urines were plentiful and 
crude,with very little Quittor, "* 

, Oa the 11. day in the morning he was better, nothing troubled him but a mighty wearine(s, 
his looſneſs coutumied, and his Wrmes as betore. In the afternoon, «he was yet better, 
felt no wearinefs,hisappetite returned, and he ſeemed to be abſolutely in the way of recovery 
hid bat his Urines amended : at night he was a little unquiet, Clept not, his feaver was a little 
more intenſe, he had only one ſtool. - 

Oa the 12 day, a ſmall Feave continued with ſome little wearineſs about evening, hewis 
free from his Feaver ull ten a clock, and then 1t was lightly exaſperated, and. troubled him 
little , he bad no tool, his Urines as before. 

Oa3the 13 day a imal Feaver continued, yet he was better. 

Oa the 14 day he was puyged, with the aforeſaid Medicament, but being much troubled 
with the drynels of his Motith, he was compelled frequently to waſh his mouth, a flow Fever

Sometimes he had a light feaver, eſpecially when his pains 
came, and he was grown extream lean,and weak all his body over. Many remedies were 
preſcribed by ſuch Phyſitians as ivere at hand, for the maſtering of this rebellious diſeaſe geſpe- 
cially evacuating remedies, Viz. Blood-letting and purging, but all in vain - and there- 
fore he conſulted with the Phyſitians of Afonrpelier, who preſcribed him theſe following Re- 
medies. . 

From the Hiſtory of the Symptomes, with which this worthy Gentleman has been) lors time 
afMiRed, it may be conjectured, that he is troubled with that diſeaſe which is called the Rhen- 
matick diſtemper,vvhich name we do not uſe according to the vulgar and common hgmification, 
by which all thoſe diſeaſes are uſually termed, in which ſome marter is transferred from the 
head to' ſome other parts, as 1s nſually conceived in Catatrhs, But properly and peculiarly ac- 
cording to the dodtrine of H __ in his Book de Locis in Homine and of Galen 'int his 
firſt Book of the differences of Feavers,and in his 1, Compoſitione Medicamentorum Secundum 

mere, we call that the Rheumatick Diſeaſe,which takes its original from the habitual difem- 
per of the whole body which is punRually deſcribed by Galen, in his firſt book of Feavers, 
Chap, 7 in theſe words, You ſhall underſtand that the Rheumatick diſeaſes fo called, 
aecaufed after ſome ſuch manner as this, viz, The whole body being weak, the principal 
though there be little blood, yet being burthened therewith, they thruſt it into the fle(by 
parts of the Skin, ſo far Ga/en. Whence it appears that the true nature of the Rheumatick 
diſeaſe does herein conſiſt, that the whole body is habitually ſo weak, that when any princi- 
pirt thereof happens to be burthened with blood, though it exceed not much in quantity, 
it tranſmits the ſame into the fleſhy parts beneath the skin, and into the skin itſelf, and from 
thence it eafily flips into the joynts. Now that principal part which in this diſeaſe, we judg 
tobe moſt offended, is the Liver, which by reaſon of ſome adventitious diſtemper breeding 
blood, not ſufficiently fit for nouriſhment, it is wont to afflict the whole body with the like 
weakneſs and very much to trouble the ſame. Now, this kind of weakneſs has its original from 
ſome ditemper, which that we may more accurately find out, we muſt call to mind that the 
inbred temper of the parts may be changed four manner of waies. Firft by defe& of the in- 
bred heat and of the Humidum Radica/e. Secondly by the augmentation of ſome of the four qua- 
lities, wherein the Temper is conceived to conſiſt. - Thirdly from a vitious and malignant, or 
venemous quality, intr aced into the part. Fourthly when the Viral ſpirit is dulle1,diffipated, 
diſtaRed, or vitiouſly corrupted, Nov an this patient of ours, the ſecond Cauſe is chiefly 
to be blamed,viz, the Heat of the Liver augmented and become Preterriatural,whence the con- 
coftion of that part is depraved, and the blood is made wheyiſh, hot, and unfit for nouriſh- 
ment, and for that cauſe 1s diftraſted into ſeveral parts ; which partly by its acrimony it twit- 
ches, and cauſes ſundry pains, partly it is turned into wind, and produces other Symptomes 
until at lat its wheyiſh and windy parts, are evacuated by inſenfible tranſpiration , ſweat or 
Urine, 

Thoſe moſt excellent Phyfitians could not attainto the cure of this diſeaſe for two Reaſons, 
Firſt becauſe ( as was (aid before ) the diſtemper which breeds the Rheumatick diſeaſe proper- 
y ſocalled, is habitual and confirmed ; and therefore is hardly changed. Secondly, becaufe 
they ſeem not to have obſerved that precept pOR_ by Galen in the Cure of this diſeaſe 
in his firſt book of Feavers Chap.

Confirmed palſie, ſuch as that 15 which has afflicted the paticit tor (even years together ; far 
though ſometimes moron may be hurt, the ſence remaining unkure, and contrarywiſe, the 
ſenſe may be ſometimes hurt, and motion not hurt ; yet this difference is to be obſerved, which 
is plainly taught by Galen in his firſt Beok De Loces Aﬀettis, Chap. 6. viz. That ina part 
Capable of motion, ſence cannot be. hurt, without the nurting of motion, whereas motion 
way be hurt without any barn to ſenſe ; for ſenſe confifts molt what' in paſſion, as notion 
does ination, and ſeeing the ſame Animal Spirit does carry both ſenſe arid motion through 
the ame Nerve though it come in leſs quantity than can ſuftice for motion, yet may it be ſuth- 
cient for ſenſe : but it the obſtruRtion of the Nerve be (o great, that ſenſe is hurt, motion muſt 
needs be hare much more. How can it then come to pats, tnat ſometimes ſenſe thould be 
hyrt and not motion ? for this reaſon alone ( according to Galen m1 the fore cited-place ) name- 
ly, if thoſe Nerves only are affected which are carried into the skin, thoſe being unhurt which 
end.in the muſcles, ſenſe will only be loſt, motion being undamnified, as it happened to Pag- 
ſanias the Synian Sophiter, whoſe hiſtory Ga/en relates in his third book De Locis Aﬀettisy 
Chap, 12 as alſo in the place Forecited ; who travelling towards Xeme, fell out of the 
Coach, and receiving a blow about the ſeventh Vertebra, from whence 2 ſmall Nerve is carried 
tothe skin of the two little Fingers, 1n thoſe two fingers the ſenſe of feeling was loſt, their mo- 
tion remaining entire, becauſe the Nerves Which were carried to the muſcles of thoſe parts, re- 
mained unhurt. Now in the Caſe propounded, it could not be ſo z becauſe if the diſeaſe ariſe 
from the obſtruction of the Nerves,we mult grant that the Nerves which are carried tothe muſ- 
cles were greivouſly affected, for extenuation and Conſumption rever happens in a paliied 
part but that the ſaid. part is firtt deſtitute of the influx of the Animal Spirit, for- the natural fa- 
culty, when the Animal cannot a6t, is drawn into conſent, and badly nouriſhing the part,cauſes 
a Conſumption ; but ſeeing by the integrity of motzon, the mtegrity of the Nerves is apparent, 
we muſt conjecture that the foreſaid Conſumption, 15 not cauſed by the palfie ; but that rather 
the impediment of ſenſe depends upon the want of rouriſhment and dryneſs of the parts, Nor 
is it true, which was lately aſſerted, that all abatement and loſs of ſente 1s a tort of palfie, for in 
the diſeaſe called Elephant ia/isy ſepſe 1s diminiſhed and aboliſhed, by reafon of . the dryneſs of 
the parts cauſed by black choller, 

Secondly, from-what hath been ſaid, another argument may be collected, for leanneſs and 
wantof nouriſhment doe not happen to palfied parts, unleis the-pale be confirmed. But 
Authors count the palfie then only beginniag, when tenſe only-1s hurt, motion remaining un- 
damnified. Whence it follows neceflarily, that the foreſaid want of nouriſhment does not 
atall proceed from the palhie. 

Thirdly, ſeeing they terme this diſeaſe a beginnivg palkie, 'ris ſtrange the beginning of a dif- 
eaſe ſhould laſt ſeven years, and make no further progrels and that the fluxwon,wvirch poſſeſſed 
only a Nerve or two carried to the skin of the fiagers ſhould not ſeize upon the greater Neeves 
caubo9 motion, which touched the other ; ſo as thereby co (top doth ſenſe and motion, and to 
cauſe an abſolute and perfe& pallie. : 

Fourthly, before the ſeaſe of feeling, yas impaized, there began firſt to ſhery it felt a Lean- 
neſs,and Conſamption of the muſcles ot the thumb, after which followed, an 11pairement of the 

=ſepſe,, Therefore the Atrophy of the part depends upon fome other Cauſe, ttzan upon te 
*palfie, and ſeemes to be the Cauſe of ſenſe diminiſhed, 
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Fifthly thoſe little bladders like 'barnings , which frequently afited Vie exttemities of 
ber fingers, guesghe humor flowing into thoſe parts to difter much trom that hich is wont 
to.cauſe the palſie, Which humor truly 1s ſent from the Lives not only "to the fingers, but 
allo tothe whole half of thz bady neareſt thereymo, for both the toes Gf her righs our wy 

poflcfied 
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poſſeſſed with the ſame bladders, and alfo her right Leg was varigated with Tetters, and her 
right Arm was ſtreaked with certain rivulets diſtin&t from the ordinary Veins, running a 
ſtreight Courſe under the Skin, and being coloured with a deep red enclining to black and 
blew whence clearly appears, that black Choglerick blogd flowed into the part affe&ed, which 
marring their nouruſhment,cauſet leanneſs and dryneſs g by which dryneſs the ole of fraing 
was diminiſhed : For the wiſe Maſters of Phyſick have taught us, that motion is by 
dryneſs, but ſence by moiſture. And —_ when a part is rendred over moiſt, it becomes 
unfit for motion, and when it becomes over dry, it is unfit for ſenſe. The like Rivulets dg 
= appear in the right Leg of the Patient, like Varices, which evidently declare a fault 

e Liver. | 

Finally, ſuch things as help and hurt do more and more declare the Nature of this Diſeaſe, 
for as hitherto ſhe never uſed convenient Medicaments, ſo by the uſe of bathis and other hor 
rm, 4 Me1icaments very ſtrongly reſolving being applied to the part,ſtie was much worſe 
than ore. 

Now although this later opinion ſeems nearer to truth, yet if any man liſt to favour the 
former, perſivaded with the laſt reaſon alleadged in favor thereof, which truly is nat to be 
lighted, he may thivk thus at leaſt, that Peradventure ſome deflux of Humors may affeR ſome 
parcel of the ſpinal marrow, whence the imminution of ſenſe may ariſe ; but that the feames 
and non-rutriment of the part ſprings from hence, is impoſſible, as the reaſorss fore alleaged 
doplainly evince, and at leaſt according to that opinion, we muſt ſay, that the leannefsand 
imminution of ſenſe ate complicated Diſeaſes, ariſing from different Cauſes. All which 
being ſuppoſed, which way ſoever your mind incline, the way of Cure will be ſtill thi lime; as 


we ſed atthe — LR 
roceeding therefore te the Cure from right Indications, we muſt uſe all our endeavor 
amend the hot and dry diſtemper of her Liver, which is the original of all her Maladies ; the 
Conſumption and non-nutrition of the part -muſt be amended, and we muſt procureit tobe 
conctiiiCed, from-which if the hurt of ſenſe proceed, when the Cauſe, viz. dryneſs is taken 
away, it will ceaſe. But if this hart of the ſence, ſhall be judged to ariſe from ſome ham & 
the Nerves, and from a fluxion from the brain into the back-bone ; yet muſt we not therefxe 
a4miniſter heating Remedies, which will encreaſe the primary Cauſe of the fluxion,, namely, 
the diſtemper of the Liver, | Nor muſt hot Medicaments be mixed with coolers, for by then 
the diftemper of the Liver will never be correted, eſpecially ſeeing in the forms of Reniedies, 
formerly ge men according to his indication, hot Medicaments are much more prevalent 
than cold. . Nor muſt external reſolving Medicaments be applicd to the part affeted be- 
cauſe they will conſume and dry the ſame much more, and will no waies ferve to the Cureof 
the Diſeaſe ; for if there be any obſtruRion of the Nerves,it is not in the Hands, but in the or 
ginal of the Nerves by the Vertebraes, and ſo we miſt imitate Ga/en, who in the Syrian Put 
ſanias aforeſaid applied thoſe Medicaments with happy ſucceſs to the Vertrebra's of his Neck, 
'which other Phyſitians applied to his two ſenceleſs fingers, with no effeR, ' 
Yea verily,and thoſe Palfies which happen in hot and dry bodies,may be cured with cooling 
and moiſtening Remedies only, as 7ra/lianw teaches, in his firſt Book, Chap. 16. In theſe 
words : The efficient Cauſe of the Palfie we may diſcerne for the moſt part to be a thick, 
clammy,and cold Humor, We muſt alſo know, that this Diſeaſe proceeds from an hot ox 
dry quality when an hot diftemper has too muck parched- the Humors, And a little after, fo 
if the quality ſhall be only hot and dry,then extenuating and heating Medicaments ( for all ſuch 
conſume the Native moiſture) do more burn the matter, and make it more thick. And in con- 
clufion he adds the Cure by Diet and Medicines, purely cooling and moiſtening ; which Mc 
averrs to have been taughtby experience, ſzying. I verily know ene that was Palfied - —4

In the morning herFeaver was very ſmall, 
and at noon the was freed theretrom, and reſtored to her health, 
From.this Obſervation may be gathered how much thoſe Phyſicians are miſtaken, who con- 
 ceive that in all continual Feavers, the Cure maſt be begun with blood-letting. Seeing thr 
many times in Children the ſaid Feavers ariſe from putrid Humors ſettling in the firſt Region, 
which are eafily dravvn avvay by purging.

Onthe ninth day,at ten in th2 torenoon I viſited her again,and found her in a Feaver,troubl ed 
with a Cough, aiid ſpitting of bloody matter ; alſo ſhe felt an heavy Weight in the middle of 
her Breaſt, with an inward barning and prickings in many parts of her Che(t, I cauſed her to 
be let blood in her left Arm,and that, the Clyſter and Julep ſhould be repeated - to anoint her 
Breaſt with Oyl of Violets, ind that ſhe ſhould lick trequently ſome Syrup of Violets. After the 
blood-letting, ſhe was prelently eaſed, and that ſence of weight and burning in her Cheſt were 
abated. At five of the Clock in the evening the ſame day, conceiving that vapors aroſe f.om 
beneath, and the humors into her Cheſt, wh«h that ſhortneſs of b:eath 4id ſufficiently declare, 
I cauſed her to be let blood in the Saphena Vein, atter which ſhe was alſo better; The nighe 
follovving ſhe took the foreſaid Julep again, ſhe ſlept bur little, 

On the tenth day in the morning ſhe was better, her Feaver and other ſymptoms were very 
remiſs. - About the third hour of the evening ſhe had a co.dneſs in her extream parts, with a 
light (eat in her Feet and palmes of her Hands,after that an acute Feaver,her Pulſe very mach 

eſſed, and the ſenſe of heavineſs in her Cheſt very much augmented. Dr. Ranchinus the

g1nning of the eighth, ſhe was ſuddenly taken with a grievous palpitation of the Heart, ſothit 
her ordinary Phykician ſuppoſed the pangs of death to be upon her, and pronounced openly,tit 
ſhe would {u4denly die. But I conceived this palpitation to proceed from ſome putrid matter 
contained in her belly, and ſending vapors upward. The event (heed it to be ſo, for aftetmy 
hours ſhe went twice to ſtool ,and voided very ſtinking excrements, and ſo the palpitation cea- 
ſed. Her caſe was counted dangerous, becauſe the Diſeaſe would not abate for ſeven days toge- 
ther though frequent Remedies were uſed, and ſhe did ſeem abated , yet on the eleventh 
there was a riſing behind her ear,yvhich ſtruck in again the day following, and on the thi 
day ſhe died, Whence it was maniteſt, that her Diſeaſe was a malignant Pleurifie, or rather

Now ſhe 
had no Feaver, which ſhewed that it was no true Pleurifie, ſeeing ſuch an inflammation cannot 
be without an acute Feaver, - On the ſeventh day of her fickneſs,the pain never ceaſing all ths 
while the ſpet blood plentifully fot ſome hours, after which followed the flux of her courſes,and 
after that her Diſeaſe was perfeRly terminated. I conceived the cauſe of this Diſeaſe to be 
certain ſharp wheyiſh humor brought into her ſide by the Veins, which cauſed a pain without 
inflammation, Which humor beirg much Rirred on the ſeventh day, it opened ſome {mall 
Veins, whence her ſpitting of blood was occaſioned.

A Palfie and Convulſion, beings Hypochondriacal 
Symptomes. 


M* Fonquet a Phyſician of Frontinia was troubled the foregoing Autumn with a very 
long lattiwg double Tertian which laſted to the beginning of Winter, 1633. He was of a 
melaacholick Complexion,being forty years old,he had ted in the Lent upon bad diet ; alſo had 
been troubled with very grievous paſſions of mind ; Aﬀeer Ealter he began to be tzoabled with a 
Catarrh falling upon his left Shoulder blade,where he felt a pain a few daies after he fell into a 
painful imminution of motion and ſence an all parts almolt, bnt eſpecially iu his Legs and 
Thighs. Moreover painfal firetching happened by firs in the ſaid parts, fo, that the toes of his 
Feet were contracted,and the Muſcles near his Grons were ftretched like cords. In his upper 
parts, eſpecially his Arms, he could ſtir himſelt more f:eely - Bat in all parts, his ſence was 
obtuſe and dull,ſo that he affirmed he had little or no feeling in his Noſe and Face. He voided 
at bis moath a thin hamor, which he ſaid taſted ſharp and harſh like vitriol ; every day his Fea- 
ver was exaſperated, and during the exacerbation, thz tenſion of his muſcles, his Aluxion and 
other ſymptoms were encreaſed ; alſo his Breaſt was very much ſtraitned, ſo that he ſeemed to 
be Rifled. Atthe beginning of his ill1eſs, he was twice let blood, and twice purged, and 
went tothe Balerncan Baths , where he was four times put into the Bath four daies together, 
and had his Head vvaſhed, ro no purpoſe. Being returned from the Bath,he took my Advice; 
Now I judged that this Diſeaſe of his proceeded trom a wheyiſh humor flowing from his Brain 
into the marroiv of his Bick, and-all the Body of the Nerves : and that the ſaid wheyiſh hu-- 
mor was firſt githered in his Hypochondria, eſpecially in the Meſeraick Veins, where a great 
uanti:y of melancholy hamor was contained, bred of foregoing Cauſes. Sothat I conceived 

8 Diſeaſe of his was an Hypochondracal afteftion, whoſe ſymptomes were that (ame Palfie 
and imperte&t Convulfton, bred of a wheyiſh hamor, thed into the foreſaid parts. An Argu- 
ment whereof was both the melancholick Conſtitution of the Phtent, as alſo the flowing of 
fuch-an hamor from his Mouth in great quantity, likewiſe the Feaver wherewith he was trou- 
bledin a manner continually ; and as the Feaver encreaſed, all the Symptomes encreaſed), 
when as nevertheleſs a Palfie is wont to cure a Feaver proceeding fromflegm. Now Senherrus 
tells us, that ſuch Symptomes proceed from a melancholy hnmor, treating of the Hypochondria- 
cal Diſeaſe, and of the Scurvy. This is no Palfie propeily ſo called, which is cauſed by the 
ſoppage of the beginning of the Nerves, but abuſively ſo called, being no total privation of 
ſence and motion, by topping the Influx of the animal Spirits through the Nerves ; but rather 
adepravation of the ſenſitive motive funEtion, becauſe there is a painful ſenſe. 

I preſcribed him an Apozeme for many days together of temperate aperitives,purging him 
one day, aud altering another, and applyingan emollient and opening tomentation to his Hy- 
pochondria, a Liniment of the ſame faculty ; alſo blood-letting after the firft doſe of the Apo- 
2eme, a Clyſter being premiſed and a purging medicament. He uſed for his drink, the infuſt- 
on of Tamarisk bark, Agrimony and Burner. But the blood which came from him appearing 
very full of bad juyce; he was let blood again. He found no good by his other Medicaments, 
but ſeemed ro grow worſe. 

Oa the 24. of Apri/ I viſited him again, and found him very weak with a continual flow 
Feaver, which had nevertheleſs Paroxyſms of a Tertian Ague. In which his Hypochondria 
were puffed up with wind by fits, eſpecially his Spleen. Sometimes alſo by reaſon of the ſaid 
Wind, his Midriff as ſo compreſſed, that he would cry out, he was choaked and Rifled ; and 
having drunk a cup of Waterghe belched twice or thrice, and was preſently freed from the ſud 
ſiffocation. A fatty ſubſtance did {vim upon his Urines like Cobwebs, and their ſediments 
Yere.ofa mealy ſubſtance, Which kind of Urines are deadly, according to Hypocrates, in the 
lecond of his Prognofticks. On his wel-day he did ſpit exceedingly, and felt the humor tickle 
down berween his (cul aud skin, or the muſcles of his face. 


On the 29. of Apri/l viſited him again, being at the laſt caſt, his pulſe very ſmall, his

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ſpitting Raid, and his breath Ropt, Yet his underſtanding was unhurt : He died the day fo.

A pain in the fide proceeding from Worms. 


Bout the. end of the moneth of Apri/, 1633. the Daughter of Raymund Michael of 
Frontinia, being eight years old, began to be troubled with a Feaver and Cough, after 
which followed a pain in her fide, ſo that ſhe was ſuppoſed to have the Pleurifie. Howbeir, 
the fifth day of her Diſeaſe ſhe voided three or four Worms by means of a Clyſter ; and the 
daies following ſhe voided more, having taken Medicines againſt the Worms and a Purge, and 
ſo ſhe was cured. Whence it appears, that Vapors ariſing from a putrid matter (of which 
Worms are bred) do caufe pains of the fide, a Cough, and other Symptomes,which make ſhey 
of a Pleurifie when there 1s none.

A Rings- Evil ſwelling. 


N the 6. of Fane, 1633. Msr. de Gaian brought his Daughter to me, being thirteen year 

old, ofa ſanguine Conplexion,which appeared by the red4iſh colour of her Facegand ſhe 
had her Courſes ever fince (Re was eleven years old, Having for eight moneths together ad 
a certain fluxion upon the right fide of her Face,a few daiesafter it tell into her Neck, ſothit 
one of the kernels of that part ſeemed to be a little fivelled. After that time the Tumor gren 
by little and little, fo that it was noiv bigger than a Gooſes Egg. She had many Remedies »p- 
plied by a Phyfician and Chirurgion in that place for two moneths together, Purges, ſvedting 
Deco&tions, a Cauſtick to the nape of her Neck, alſo Remedies applied to the part ; firſt Re- 
ſolvers and Emdllients, afterwards Suppurators and ſtrong drawers, by which no good at all was 
done ; rather the Tumor which before was ſmall, encreaſed greater. Whereupon I adviſing 
with Msr. De/ort, Dean of the Univerſity, and Mr. Thierry Hagnent, an ancient Chirarge- 
on : Atfirſt we ſent to the Balerucan Baths, that ſhe might uſe them in drink, bathing, 
and havethem powvred upon her Head. And afterwards ye preſcribed theſe following Med- 
caments, ; 

Pulvis Arthriticus to be taken with Ginger once every week, Blood-letting afcer the ff 
Doſe of the Pouder. 

Fomentation by a ſpunge wet in Chalk-Water, preſſed forth, and tied hard on upon the part 
for ten daies togethec. A Suffumigation of the ſtone Pyrites quenched in moſt ſtrong Vinegat, 
and the ſmoak received by a Funnel which ſhall cover all the Tumor. 

Afﬀeer the Suffumigation, the Emplaifſter of Vigo with a fourfold quantity of Quick-filve;, 
ko every ounce of which Plaiſter, add one dram of Roman Vitriol. 

A Diet-drink of Sarſaperilla, to be uſed a long time without Wine. 

The infufion for the Branchocele, deſcribed in the Diſpenſarsry of Querceranm, Which mult 
"e uſed when the Moon is in the fall. . 

The Waters of Meyn, drunk for a moneth together, and applied by way of Fomentation © 
the part tice a day, and of the ſame Water a Diet-drink was made. 

Her Diet as continually drying. 
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After he: return from the Waters of Meyn, it the Tumor ſhall notbe difcuſled, it muſt be 
opened with a Cauſtick. 

Thoſe were the Remedies we ordered for her,and ſhe uſed all of them,excepting the Waters 
of Meyn ; becauſe when the other things did no good, bur the (ivelling rather encreated, there 
was no hope from theſe Waters, but we thought belt ro come to open the Tumor which was 
done on the 19. of September, 1633. And when afcer a Cauftick, incifion was made upon the 
Eſchar,a very thin bo. clear Water brake forth,like Fountain-Water,and the Tumor preſently 
fell, and was well near as flat as the oppoſite part, which made us wonder, and we” judged 1t 
worthy of Obſervation. For I ſuppoſe no Author ever wrote of any ſach Tumor proceeding 
from Water, ſavivg the H PREY and Hydrocephalos. Ten or twelve hours after it had been 
opened, ſhe was troubled with an acute Feaver, and a great fluxion happened into the part 
with inflammation ; on the thud day the Feaver ceaſed, after twice blood-lerting, and twice 
purging. A Cataplaſm of Bread-Crums was applied to the Tumor, which ſettled a little, and 
2 certain Flegmatick quittor lowed out of it. The thirteenth day after it was opened, the Ef- 
char formerly cut off, went our at the Ulcer ; the caſe remained whole, and perfeftly Mem- 
bracous like a Sack, and a feiv daies after ſhe was cured. 
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TheVenereal Pox. 


A Certain young man of a Cholerick and Melancholick Complexion,being infe&ed with the 

”Whore-maſters Pox, in the moneth of Jane, 1633. underwent a fiveating Diet, and after- 
ward was anointed with Quick-filver. After the ſecond anointing, when the flux began to pro- 
ceed well, he was ſuddenly taken with a contra&ion. of his Arms and Thighs, with a mighty 
fetching of his Belly, and ſuffocation, and ſuddenly his Flux ceaſed. Vehement friftions were 
uſed upon the parts contra&ked, Aqua Imperialis and Cinnamon Water were given him, which 
did-go-good, Afterward we gave him of our Treacle water, drawn with ſpirit of Wine, with 
which he was much eaſed, and a ſharp Clyſter being adminiſtred, his fit went away. Two days 
after, becauſe he did {pit but little, Mercurial Emplaiſters were applied to his Legs, Thighs 
and Arms, which within eventy four hours made him ſpaul avundantly. But the Patient fell 
into ſuch a fit as the former, and being rubbed, and the former Water being given him, alſo a 
Clyſter being adminifired, which he could not void forth again , he was no waieseaſed by ſup- 
jos, bnt ſeemed wholly to be choaked, I cauſed another ſharper Clyſter to be given 

im of tivo ounces of Diaphznicon, and as much of Hiera picra,after which he went plentifully 
to ſtool, and was freed from his fir. The day following he fell again after his ſpauling into 
the ſame fit, but a more grievous one than any of the former , for it could not be Sh away 
neither rvith Treacle Warer, nor with iterated Cl yfters, which purged him plentifully. Final- 
pe ſeeing it v.25 my Opinion from the firſt, that theſe Symptomes proceeded from a maſs of 

xcrements in the Rtomach mounting aloft, which could not be voided atthe mouth becauſe of 
their thickneſs,or the weakaels of the expultive faculty ; and being colle&ed. in great quantity, 
and malignantly diſpoſed,they vexed the mouth of the ftomach,whence thoſe Convulfons aroſe, 
by reaſon of the conſent of the Nerves. Alſo,that from the foreſaid matter agitated by neat,ma- 
ny Vapors ate raiſed, which diftending the Rtomach,did compreſs the Midrift,whence follovved 
ſuffocation, and a ſtretching ofthe Belly : I judged theretore that his tomach was to be evacu- 
ated with a quick and potent Remedy. And to this purpoſe, I gave him a dram of Salt of 
Vitriol diffolved in Water, vvith vvhich in the ſpace of a quarter of an hour, he voided about 
tyo poninds of a Flegmatick, Clammy and thick humor mixed with Melancholy, and was pre- 
ſently freed from his fit ; aftervards his flaxing was continued for many dates together, without 
any other Symptome, and ſo he was perfe&ly freed, 
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Of Penereal Fox. 


Have Cured it in many, with a DecoRtion made of Sudorificks and Purgatives uſed ter 
© daies together. If that did not the deed, I proceeded to friftions with Mercurial Unguent 
Many have been Cured in the middle of Winter only with this Deco&tion, who could not uſ;

= Son of Msr. de Catvieres, Judge of Criminal Caſes at Niſmes, being twenty yearsof 
age, about the middle of Afay,1633. at Montpelier, fell intoa Pleurifie of his left fide, 
with which he was held in ſuch a manner, that he could not lie on either of his fides, but ol 
upon his back. Many Remedies were preſcribed for him, by three Phyſicians in Confulny, 
on, and he was let blood ten times or more ; yet his Diſeaſe laſted long, though the pain 
in his fide ſeemed ſometimes to ceaſe, and the Patient could rurn himſelf to any fide, Buthis 
Feaver fill continned, and the'pain of his fide returned. His Feaver had lafted to the thirty 
fifth day, in which his fide was obſerved mewhat to ſwell, and was pained when toucht, and 
ſomewhatted. *Twas judged, the Pleurifie was turned into an Empyema ; and ſuppurating 
Cataplaſms were applied,wherewith his fide did ſivell ſomeyhat more ; the fixth or ſeventh dy 
after, when the opening of his fide had been too long aelayed (which ought to have been doje 

ſoop as ever the fivelling ini his Gde appeared) the Impoſthume broke inwards. Howbeir the 

atient did eaſily Cough up the quittor, which appeared. laudable, and no waies ftinking,and 
 catge away 1n a great quantity daily ; at'firſt pure, and afterwards mixed with much flegt, 
Aftzr the Impoſthume was broken, he could eafily lie on either fide, his Feaver laſting, where- 
as bigfore he could notlie on his wel-fide, becauſe be felt a mighty weight in his pained fide, 
whi@ fign is obſerved by FHypocrates in his Prognoſticks. Eight daies being paſt after the 
breaking of the Impoſthame, the voidance of quittor ceaſed, and there came nothing any 
ſaveflegm. - Then he began to feel a weight again in the ſame fide, fo that he could notlie 
upon his ſound fide ; alfo fome kind of rifing did again appear on the - outer part of his fide, 1 
conceived a new Colle&ion of Humors was made 1n his fide,and that there was need ſpeedily 
to open the ſame, leſt the matter being again ſhed .into the Cheſt, ſhonld trouble the Langs 
afreſh, whence there might be danger of a Conſumption. Burt becauſe the other two Phyfici- 
ans with two Chirnrgeons wonld not afſent unto my Judgment, and his Mother made haſt'to 
remove him ; he was carried to Niſmes, where at laſt the Empyema was opened by a C- 
Rick applied to his fide, and quittor did a very long time floy from the Ulcer ; and in Concl« 
lion; the Patient was perfeRtly cured.

A Chirurgeon whom he at firſt ſent for, 
parting in a Catheter, cauſed a great effuſion of blood by wounding the part, and yet he voiced 
no Urine, The ick-man was tormented with moſt grievous pains and endeavors to piſs : I be- 
ing called, oxdered him to bleed twelve ounces, becauſe he was of a ſanguine Conſtitution ; 
aoto have an emollient and cooling Clyſter, and a lakevrarm Bath to tit in, a cooling In- 
je&iog,, and anointing of his Kidneys, Share ard Perinzum, with a cooling Oyntment ; it 
; a Clock ua the evening, and I then ordered him to be let blood again about midnight, 
ach orders were performed. Inthe morning he was in the ſame condition, endeavored 
mightily to make Water, but could do nothing, except four or tive drops at a time. Being ſent 
for again, I preſcribed him a vomit of one dram of Salt of Vitriol, by hzlp whereof, he rvvice 
vomuted many flegmatick Humors , but in the ſecond vomit he voided an ounce or two of 
Urine, and (aid that be was eaſed, vvhich had not hapned before. After that, by fits he piſt 
ſomewhat more plentifally, ſo that within the ſpace of four or five hours his Bladder was quite 
emptied. There remained ſome kind of Inflammation of the part affe&ed, which was cured

The Son of Mgr. Hug*, a Merchant of Aſontpelier, five years old, hzving been ill o:derec 
by his Nurſes, among divers Symptoms was troubled moit with this, that when he ran, oc 
uſed any vehement motion, he was trcubled with ſhortneſs of breath, Finally, on the third of 
{2s being much heated by exerciſe, he fell into a Cough with diſhcalty of breathing, a {mall 
ever, and gentle Looſneis,by which he voided yellow, flegmatick, and ſometimes greenith 
Excrements. Yet were theſe ſymptoms ſo light, that his Parents had no thoughts of calling a 
Phyſician ; but an Apothecuy applied a Veſicatory behind his Neck. I being ſent for on the 
fifth day of his Dileaſe, find the ſame ſymptoms, trom whence I conjecture a fluxion upon his 
Lungs,with danger of an Inflammation ; and therefore I order him to be let blood, vvhich vyas 
not performed, becaute the Chirurgeon could not find the vein:but Cupping-glaſles with Scar- 
rification were preſently applizd, and a peRtoral cooling Julep was given him. Theſe things 
were done about noon. But about three 1n the afternoon the Patient vvas ſuddenly taken vvicth 
ſyyooning,. from vvhich being.quickly recovered, his pulſe vyas aftervyards ſmall, langaiſhing, 
trequent 
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frequent, and hke the. pulſe of dying perſors, his belly was very much ftretched ang Paine 
h2 tetchr his breath exteam ſhort,and had an unquenchable thirſt, Many Remedies were uſed in 
118 deperate Caſe, a Conſultation of Phyſiciaris being called, which did nv good at all , bye 
the Patient growing fill. worſe aud worſe, died at midnight. The body being opened, his 
1172: parts ſeemed in good Caſe, ſave that his Bladder of Gaul was bigger than ordinary, and 
fail of a blackiſh Humor, -But the left part of his Lungs did Rick fo taſt to his Midtift, that 
it could hot be parted, from whence,, w part, we conceive his ſhortneſs of breath proceeded 
Alto the left Ear of his Heart was la:ger than ordinary, and fall of a thick compacted matter 
perfetily white like boyled Lard.

Being called to him on the fourteenth day in the morning, I order him to-be let blood eigh 
eances, and after that to have a Julep of Plantane Water, Syrup of dried Roſes and Sal Prunel. 
lz, afterwa:d a Clyſter was given him,a Cupping-Glaſs'was applied to the Region of his Lirer, 
he uſed a thickning and altringent Lick-Pot. Attena Clock he was again let bloodtofx 
ounces, alſo he'was ordered to uſe Syrup of Purſlanz. In the afterroon' he fell into his pit 
tin? of blood again in great quantity,vjz.. to a pint : His Julep was repeated, Water and Vue- 
gar ere applied to his Tefticles, a cooling Epitheme to tus Liver, a cooling Liniment tothe 
tame part and to his Loins,a Cupping-Glaſs was frequently faſtened to his H ypochondria ; and 
abour evening he was againlet blood in his Arm, tothe quantity of ſeven ounces ; Juleps were 
preſcribed of the infuſton of Yarrow, Tormentil Roots, and Conſerve of Roſes ; deſcnibedin 
my PraQtice of Phyfick, in the Chapter of Spitting of Blood, which are very efficacious. For 
drink he uſed Conſerve of Roſes, with a Decoion of Barley and Liquoris. At night thi 
folloving Syrup was preſcribed. 

Take Syrup of dried Roſes, of the Tuyce of Purſlane and white Poppy, of each one ounce ; mix 
them. Let him take a ſpoonful once every two hours, ſs as that he rake the whole three ouncrrin 
the compaſs of that night. This Syrup did him wonderful munch good, and the day following 
which mas the fifteenth, it was repeated again, ſo as that he was to take one ſpoonful at lonjer 
diſtances. On the ſame day in the morning a V tin was opened in his Ham, and a good quantity 
of bleod taken away ; alſo the other Remedies were continued, and other things added, a: 
«ſtringent and ſoddering Eletuary ; and finally, a Clyſter was given him. All #hish time ht id 
not ſpit very much blood, and the ſpitt]e which he coughed up at long diſtances, was bloody. Hor 
{eit he was troubled with difficalty of breatbing and boarſneſs. But the following daies he did 
[pit no mere blud, and became perfectly well.

Certain man of a mean Condition, being ſick of a continual Feaver, had a Vein opened 

by an unskilful Chirurgeon ; whereupon his-Arm ſivelled , was inflamed, and at lat 
Gangrenated, {o that his whole Arm was of a lead-colour.But in tivo places the colour was molt 
of all changed, in which he teltnot the Scarrifications iyhich were made. Wherefore after ma- 
ny 
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ny Scarrifications, the ordinary Remedies were applied,which did lictle good, rather his Arm 
did grov Worſe. I being atlaſt ſent for, ordered the Scarrified Places to be moiſtened with ſpi- 
ritot Sulphur, whereby the mortified Alzſh was burnt, and cauterized as it were, Afterwards 
| ordered his whole Arm to be fomented hot,with ſpirit of Wine,vherein Aloes and M yrrh had 
been infuſed, afterwards the foreſaid ponders of Aloes and Myrch were ſpriakled in great quan- 
tity all his Arm over, and hen were laid upon the pouders, Linnen Cloths, wet 1n ſpirit of 
Wine; which Medicine being uſed for ſome hours together his Arm 1n a Miraculous manner 
returned to its natural colour, the ſvelling being aflwaged, and the Gangrene ſtopped, fo 
thatthe day following the mortified and burnt parts began to ſeparate from the living fleſh : 
unto which was applied a digeſtive made of yelks of Eggs, Turpentine and Honey , and after 
perfect ſeparation, the Cure was finuſhed with Epuloticks.

as may be ſeen in the 59. Obſervation of this Centity, and preſently her pain went away. 
Now ten or twelve daies after, though ſhe had been purged with Apozemes, her pain returned 
More ſharp than formerly ; and thoughtwo drams of Phylonium had been diflolved'in a Cly- 
er, which ſhe took, her pain ceaſed not. The foreſaid pouder was given again,and the pain 
became lefſer, an within three hours went in a manner quite away. But the day after it re- 
tarned more bitter than before. Five grains of Laudanum were- given her, and her pain was 
quite taken ayay, and returned no more. 


The 87 Obſervation or Hiſtory of Famous and Rare Cures, &c: 
Of an Ulcer in the Heart. 


()* the 23. of Jang:ry, 1634. I was called to the daughter of Msr. NV. fourteen years 
ol1, who had for many daies before been troubled with a vomiting of Flegm, which 
took her once or twice in a day, eſpecially in the morning, with an Heart-burming, which 
troubled her by fits. Alſo ſhe had a pain on the top of her lefr ſhoulder-blade,and on the top 
of her arm where it is joyned to her ſhoulder. The night following, which was the fafth ſince 
ſhe was firſt ill, ſhe vas taken with a Looſne(s and a Feaver, which held her all day. Orſthe 
fixth day ſhe took one dram of Rhubarb poudered with Broth, and had many ſtools ; the Fea- 
rer continued,yet in the night ſhe had but two tools,and (lept two hours. On the ſeventh day 
her looſneſs continued » but not ſo frequent , ſo that ſhe was let blood four onnces. Theſe 
to things we alwaies obſerved upon the coming of her Feaver, that her Pulſe was in a manner 
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alwaies intermittent ; and whereas the forcſaid pain continued evermore fixed in the ſame 
art, and did not at all reach unto the Cheſt , yet the Patient could not lie upon that fide,zjz, 
bas left, but preſently ſhe was taken with the heart-burning and Cough,fo that ſhe was alyaies 
forced to lie upon her right fide, A dry Congh vext her by fits, ſomerimes ſhe voided wing 
upwards and downwards, and the ſame > oy am continued, eſpecially heart-burnivg by firs, 
and a palſe nnequally intermitting,& little fleep, ſhe continned the uſe of cordial Medicament 
internally and externally, alſo Worm-killers, and fuch as ſtrengthened the ſtomach, Whey 
her heart-burning did very much troyble her, ſhe took a ſcruple of ſalt of Wormiwood, with; 
ſpoontul of Jayce of Lemons ; after which the was exceeding well for ſome hours ; but her 
ſymptomes returned, at night her Urines were thick and ſufficiently pale. On the ninthdy 
a Veſicatory was applied to her Neck, whereby her Cough ceaſed ;, an4 before that the pain 
of her ſhoulder was abated, and ſhe could better endure to lie npon her lefc fide. The\ane 
day ſhe took one dram of the Infuſion of Rhubarb,with one dram of Hiera Picra, and one ounce 
of ſyrup of Cichory with Rhubatb, with which ſhe was very much purged to gocd purpoſe, and 
her Looſneſs continued ſome daies, whereupon ſhe ſeemed to be perfectly upon her Recover, 
though her pulſe did ſtill intermit in the third, fourth or fifth pulſation, Afrer that (he wasn- 
ſen out of her bed, the intermiſſion of her pulſe ceaſed, the frequency thereof remaining, and 
the Patient was troubled with a dry Cough eſpecially at night,wvitz ſhortneſs of breath : Which 
ſympromes continued for a long p aſon, ard beſides difficulty of breathing ; the had by fits; 
pricking pain in her de, which did more vex her when the lay on her wel-fide ,: her Fearer 
was continually violent and contrarywiſe her ſhortneſs of breath vas worſe when ſhelay on 
her pained fide. All which gave great ſuſpition that there was an Impoſthume in the,left {de 
of her Lungs. Finally, 6n the 34 day of ber Diſeaſe ſhe was taken ſuddenly with ſpittingof 
blood,which ſhe voided by coughing to the quantity of eight ounces. Nov the blood was thick 
enough, and not frothy, which the Patient her {elf ſaid came doivn from her head, andthit 
before the voidance thereof, ſhe felt a tickling in her throat, alſo ſome blood cams any 
when ſhe blew her Noſe. Howbeit, in the evening, when her ſpitting of blood returned, i 
was apparent enough that it came from her Lungs, for it was altogether frothy, and was one 
pound 1n quantity, Whereupon ſhe was let blood in the Baſilica Vein of her left Arm, aji- 
lep was given her of Plantane and red-poppy water and Sal Pcunellz, and ſyrup of dried Roſe: 
the uſed all night long ſyrup of Violets, of dryed Roſes, and of Poppies mingled together, 
wvherewvith her Cough was allayed, her voiding of blood hindered, and ſhe ſlept by firs. Tix 
day following inthe morning ſhe was again let blood out of her right Arm, her julep wasre- 
peated, and many other Remedies uſual in ſpitting of blood were-preſcribed ina Conſultation 
with Msr, Ranchinza the Chancellor, and Delort the Dean of the Univerſity. She did again 
ſpit blood to the quantity of eight ounces, abont eleven a Clock before noun ; her Medicnes 
were continued, and ſhe was again let blood in her Ankle. At four a Clock in the evening 
her ſpitting of blood returning in a violent manner, ſhe died ſuddenly. Her Carkaſsbeiy 
difſeted, the Lungs were found of a white colour, ſticking to the r1bs on both ſides, and 
round about to the Midriff ; alſo it fuck ronnd about to the Pericardium or Heart-bag, ſ02sto 
make one continued body therewith. Butch Heart was foand whitiſh, and near the middl 
thereof where it looks towards the Midriff, it was eaten and nlcerated, fo that ſemi-putcic- 
fleſhy fibres might be pluckt away with the tops of ones fingers. And 1t was obſerved, thit 
certain ſmall bits of fleſh very like theſe fibres were ſpit up with the blood ſhe did ſpit. 0 
that, moſt true it js, that this ſick perſon did ſpit up the ſubſtance of her heart, which is ve! 
firange. And whereasin the Heart-bag no Liquor was found, we mult ſuppoſe that the mattet 
cauſing this Impoſthume or Ulcer was mingled with the blood, and voided by Coughing. Some 
ſuch Rories are to be found in Schenkius his Obſervations, the ſecond Book, Where he treats of 
Tumors and Impoſthumes of the Heart, |

iyeats, {0 that every 1ught the was forced to ſhilt her ſelf thiee or four times, For ſome dares 
the exaſperations ot her Feavers came twice a day ; after noon,aud in the evening : in the day 
ſhe ſiveat not, but alwaies in her ſleep, Alfo trom the beginning of the Duteaſe, the bad a pain 
ou the lefe fide of the Region of her Brealt, aad the coald haidly lic on that fide ; fo that as 
@0n as ſhe 121d her (elf on-that ſide, ſhe was taken with a molt troubleſome Cough, and more 

in'd than before. Yea, and lometimes by prefling her fide with the top cf ones fingers, a: 
exceeding great opprelſion of her Lungs, aad difticulty of Breathing did folleww thereupon. 
Whereunto was added the pufhng up of her Spleen, joyned with ſome ftrecching, winch i; 
thoaghr'to have occalioned thoſe other diſorders, n 

Having conſulted with Msr, Ranchina the Chancellor, it was believed that her chief infir- 
mity was Jn her lett de, and that it was ſome Collection of the humors which opprefled th! 
left ide of her Breaſt, But what kind of matter was collected, could not certainly be known. 
Honbeit thus much may be avouched, that it is either Water or Qiittor, for the figns of bot! 
concur 4 and the like 1s recorded by Hypocrates, where he ſaies, 1 his ſecond Book de Ator- 
bg, that ſuch as are troubled with a Dropſie of the Lungs, are atfeted jult as thoſe that have a 
ſuppuration, only leſs v.olety and longer, Oar opinion did more encline that it vas a Wwa- 
try collection, becauſe neither Pleurifie, Inflammation of the L 18s, nor ſpitting of blood hat 
preceded, nor had the ever voided purulent matter. She died of a Cumſumprion,and cave 
charge before ſhe cied, that her Body ſhould 1iot be opened. 


The 89 Obſcrvationor Hiſtory of Famous and Rare Curcs, &c: 
Of SuppreſSion of Urine. 


R. Raymmnd Ratte, fixty years of Age, a plethorick perſon, and troubled with the 
ſtone, ho had been accaliomed withour any hurt to void many ones at times with his 
Urue - about the end of Jaunary, 1635, afterhe had voided many ſtones upon occation of 
imaoderate excrcite, fell into a total ſypprethion of Urine, which ſuppreſſion (as ras clear- 
ly apprrent by ſigns) Was 1n his Kidneys, not in his Bladder. For three days together he had 
madeno wate: when I was called to conſult with tivo ancienter Phyſicians, th2 one of which 
was his ordinary Phyſician, who during the three days atoreſa:d, had preſcribed ſundry Diure- 
ticks, both external a:1d internal ; Clyfters, baths to fit in, potions, and the like. And be- 
fore that he was called, the Patient had been parged with a gentle Cathuwtick, I delivered my 
Opinion in the firſt place,and (aid that the chiet cauſe of this Diſeaſe,or ar leaſt which Foments 
this Symprome, 15 a mighty plenitude of the Veins above the Kidneys, which by reaſen of di- 
fieation, cauſed by plenty ot the ſerofities, retained the ſpace of three daies, cannot eahily 
coatra& themſelves to expel the ſame, whence mavy times a difficulty of making water does 
arife, Now that there is a great pleintade of ſerous humor, 1s apparent both from the plent- 
tude of the Patients body as alſo becauſe he has been uſed rodrink much ; and when he was in 
h-alth, he was wont to make three or four pints of water every night, Therefore I judged that 
Duureticks were not to be uſed, which by bringing humors to thoſe paſſages, might encreaſe 
their diſtention, But that rather ſome notable revulfions were to be procured by blood-letting 
and purging, and that blood thould be taken away in a good quantity as ſoon as might be ; and 
that five or ſix hours aſter a ſtrong phlegm and water purging medicament ſhould be admini- 
ſtred. The other Phyſicians were of the ſame mind, and a pound of. blood was taken away 
defore ro9n ; and at evening one dram of the ponder of Diacarthamum without the ſeeds, was 
given him , which give him many ſtools, and after for or five ſtaols,he began to make water, 
and made firſt four ounces of blackiſh Urine, and a little after a greater quantity of red, and 
after that clear as water. He voided abundance of Urine i the ſpace of a day,and was cured. 
Aloft ſuch another caſe was propounded in the firlt Obſervation of this Century, 
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The go Obſervation or Hiſtory of Famous and Rare Cures, &c, 
Pain of the Stomach» 


N the 25. of January, 1635. I wascalled to a Gold-ſmith of Aſontpelier, who for tw 

moneths had been troubled with a moſt violent and perpetual pain m tis ftomach, (© tha 
by the pain and want of reſt, he was grown extream lean. Daring the ſaid ſpace cf time, his 
ordinary Phyſician had preſcribed him twelve or fifteen gentle Purgations, and many other re. 
medies both internal and external, not omitting Fomentations, Liniments, and ſuch like, At 
laſt three Phyſicians being called to conſultation, a vemit was preſcribed of a deccRtion of Rhz. 
diſh-ſeed,Orach, &c, Which are commonly preſcribed to caute vomit ; which having takenyhe 
vomited not at all ; and having taken the like Medicine again, he eaſed his omach, and yomj. 
ted plentifully, whereby his pain was not at all eaſed. Afterwards he yas again purged, and; 
ſeating Diet was preſcribed him. Two dates after his purging,before he began the uſe of his 
ſveatingdecoCtion, ſome body put into his head to ſend for me, which he did about the erer- 
ing, andtold me the Hiſtory of his Diſeaſe. AndI to ſhev that he might have eaſe, at lezf 
for a time,preſcribed him for that night five grains of Laudanum, with which h1s pain was whel. 
ly taken away,and he ſlept all right; whereas for three moneths,he had never (lept longer than 
an hour. In the morning he ſaid he was cured; Yet his pain returned, and could no waies 
be aſſivaged, but by giving him Laudanum divers times, and that for a ſmall while, till at 
he died of a Corſumption. His body being opened, a mighty Schirchus was found, whick 
poſſeſſed the whole Pancreas and part of the Meſentery ; alſo it went about the Pylorus, and 
the beginning of the Jejunum Inteſtinum ; ſothat ir did ſo ſtraiten the paſſage from the Ft. 
mach to the Guts, that it was almoſt quite ſhut up, and his ſtomach was found full of meat and 
drink. Seeing therefore the nouriſhment could not be diſtributed into the body, he dieddf 
Conſumption.. The Schirrhos could not be felt by the hand, becauſe it lay concealed under the 
Stomach and Guts. It made ſo great a pain, becauſe it pofſefled the Pylorus and theloner 
part of the Stomach,

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Of Worms. 


He Son of Msr. Gerard, being four years, began to be fick, January the 25, 1635. & 1 
Feaver proceeding from Worms, with a vomiting of leek-coloured himors, and continual 
Stomach-ſickne(s, I preſcribed him an uſual potion againſt Worms, to which was addedI*&- 
cauſe of the malignity (which was known by the hamors voided, and by a kind of ſivelling 
all his Body ever) four grains of Bezoar, alſo he had a ſiveer Clyſter given him. Having 
taken the potion , he vomited two Worms , and voided one by fool with the Clykter. 
At night he took the potion again, and was next day well, (0 that his Friends id not 
defire he ſhould take any more m__ Twodaies after he fell into the ſame Diſeaſe,and was 
much more grievouſly tormented than before, with unquietneſs and continual groaning, even 
in his ſleep. I preſently preſcribed him a potion of the infuſion of Rhubarb in ſyrup of Roſes in 
Purflane-water, with which ke had three (tools, of exceeding black excrements ; and after his 
pirgaticn all the Symptoms remained, as alſo his vomiting ivas encreafed, fo that he caſt vp all 
is Broths, and whatever he drank ; whence it was, that the potion formerly given him againſt 
the Worms had noiv no effe& (though formerly it did him ſo much good) becauſe he vomited 
it upagain, And therefore conſidering that he did not vonut the Confe&tio de Hyacintho 
wich was given him in Broth , I gave it him«wotimes more, with an addition of four grains 
of Bezoar , whereupon he vomited no more, ſlept in the night, andivas much better, Whence 


I conclude, and think it worthy of Obſervation, that Bezoar lone js of great efficacy inthe 
Caſe 
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Caſe of worms. He took the fo-eſaid purging potion again, atter which he had a critical loot- 
neſs, with which his Diſeaſe was very much abated ; and at Jaft with ſpecifical Juleps of a de- 
coion of Scordium, and St. Johns-wort made with cooling things, it was pertettly cured, he 
being after his Juleps again purged with Senna, Rhabatb and Syrup of Roſes, 
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An Impoſthume of the Abdomen. 


N the 16. day of Felruary, 1635. I was called to the Daughter of a Widow, ſome- 
time the Wite of Jobn Peirea Merchant of Mintpelierbeirg fourteen years old ,vhom 
I had cured tio years before of a beginning Drophie, fince which time ſhe had been alwaies 
ickly. And now ſhe had been three weeks ſfick,without the adviſe ofany Phyſician. I found 
her fick of a continual Feaver,wvitha mcderate looſne(s, whereby the voiled many Flegmatic k 
and crude Excrements. She told me alſo that her belly did again (well, and that the felt 
therein at times a pricking pain, likewiſe her Legs dd fvell by fits. Preſently 1 began to 
think that her D.ophe was returaing, which chat I might more certainly examine, I put my 
hand upon her Belly, which as I was about a little to pre(s, ſhe would not ſuffer me, complai- 
ning that I put her to pain, *Whereapon, I ſuppoſing that ſuch kind of pains were not ufual 
in D:ophes;I called tor a Candle,and looked upon her Belly; which I fourd naturally coloured, 
but raiſed and ſvelled, and thatthe fvelling was round about her Navil five fingers mn breadth, 
beyond which Circumterence ſhe might b2 touched without pain ; but where the Tumor ws, 
ſhe was much pained 1f it were never ſolittle compreſſed, eſpecially on the left fide, two fin- 
gers from her Navil, where fcom the beginning of her ſxcknets ſhe felt at times a pricking pain. 
Moreover, in the Tumor it ſelf I perceived ſome Humor ſlipping to and fro, all which confi- 
dered,] pronounced that an Impoſthume was lurking between the Peritoneum and the Muſcles 
of her belly, and that it was already come to ſuppuration ; and preſently I cauſed a Chirur- 
$20n to be ſent for, who was of the ſame Opinion. And therefore we reſolved to open the Im- 
poſthame as ſoon as might be,leaſt if it ſhould break into the Cavity of her belly,it might cauſe 
ſudden death. A Cauftick was therefore applied to that part, where from the beginning ſhe 
had felt apricking pain ; and after th:ee hours an Eſchar being raiſed,an Inſtrument was forced 
ntvo fingers deep, but no matter came forth, But the-Chicargeon darſt not force tus lancet 
any further, leatt he ſhoa!d make an hole in the Peritoneum, and ſoth2 matter ſhould flow 
ito the Cavit y of her Belly. Wherefore he pat a tent into the hole, which being drawn out 
three hours aftey, a little quittor came away, The day afcer thz tent being drawn out in the 
morning, a gr2:t quantity of quittor cane forth, being of a bad colour and ſmell. Howbeit the 
Patient grey worſe and worle, {0 that the died the fifth day atter the Impoſthume was opened. 
Her body being opened, the muſcles ef her Belly in the place ſivelled, were found to be putri- 
hed on the left ſide near the Navil, and on the right fide beneath the Navil, the Guts did tick 
taft to the Peritoneum, and the parts thereabouts were putrified, the Liver being very yellow 
did Rick on all fides to the Peritoneum and the Midriff, and was ſo great as to fill half the 
Cheſt, and to de very near the Heart , all was full of Quittor and Corruption, and ſunk abo- 
munably : moreover ſhe was extream lean all her body over, being conſumed away, by reaſon 
the Liver was not able to make blood. 

And not only Impoſthumes of the belly ina cronick diſeaſe,and a body ill affeRed are dead- 
ly;but thoſe alio for the moſt part, which follow Feavers,cither continual or intermittent; which 
Hypecrates 15 condemned in his Coick Prognoſticks. And Msr. Pachecis, a Phyſician of 
Lunella,my friend,ſary a young man that had a Tertian Ague,wvhoſe fits exceeded not the num- 
der of ſeven ; yef an Impoſthume happened about his 2roin,vvhich being opened,ſent forth lau- 
dablz y_ at the firſt ; but in the following daies,there followed bad Symptoms, the quittor 
ſeemed worſe,and the fick perſon died on the twentieth day : wh-ch Impoſthume he might ne- 
rertheleſs have judged at the firſt to be mortal, becauſe when it appeared , bad Symptoms ap- 
peared with it, Whereas Impoſthumes tending to health, ought to bring with them an abate- 
ment of Symptoms. If the contrary happen, it 3gnifies only a ſetling of the martet into that 
Part, and not a critical expulſion, |

lie idle fifty years together, and break firſt into a& in that age, vvithout giving avy ſigns 

or tokens of it ſelf, all the time foregoing ; vvhen as the chief conjeRare that piſſing of blood 
comes from the ſtone, nſes to be taken from this conſideration, viz. That the Patients had for- 
merly voided tones. Add hereunto that the parents of this Patient were never obſerved to 
be troubled with the ſtone, which is of no ſmall moment in this caſe. Finally, all other Ggns 
that demonſtrate a tone in the Kidney, are here wanting, as nammedneſs of the thigh on the 
ſame fide, retra&tion of the Teſticles, ftomach-fickneſs and vomiting, groſs meats uſed long 
time before, and ſuch like. 

The two figns propounded to prove that there ſhould be a one, are thus confuted. Such 
gravel as truly ſhews a ſtone lurking in the body, does ſettle to the bottom of the por, and if 
you rub them between your fingers, they will hardly go to pouder, Bat if the ſands Rick » 
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the fide of the Chamber-pot,and are eafily rubbed into a pouder by the fingers ( ſuch as is the 
gravel voided by our patients ) they can neyerbe ſigns of the one. For ſuch gravel is not bred 
in the Reins or bladder, but in the Veins and Liver, by aduftion of the Humors, whoſe thic.

The Periodical voiding of blood happening then only when the Patient does veh 
exerciſe hitnſelf with riding, though it nay Solty come from a ſtone in the Kidney ; yetthere 
isno queſtion but it may alſo proceed from heat ttured up in the Kidneys and the whole mats 
of blood, without any preſence of the. ſtone, For Cholerick and ſharp humors, or ſuch;

Alſo the Acrimony of thoſe Humors which 
through his Kidneys appeared, from the ardor of his Urine which often troubled him, 
made no bloody Urine. | | 
That this opinion of mine s agreeable to the judgment of moſt learned men,is eakie toſhey 
by infinite examples.

and together we gave him in the firſt place divers ftrengthners, and after that aſtringents,

Her juleps were continued,and an Emollient and opening fomentation was applied to the Re- 
gion of her ſpleen, alſo a Liniment of the ſame faculty. The fifth day an emollient and purgative 
Clyſter was given her, by which ſhe was much purged, and her feaver much exaſperated; 
ber pulſe was ſmall and frequent, her heat ſharp and biting , all which continued the whble 
hight and half the day following. The two next daies,ſhe was much better, her feaver was re- 
miſs, and the mighty exaſperations thereof were very gentle , the ſvelling of her ſpleen and the 
refiftency thereof to the touch, were leſs ; alſo the pain which ſhe - was wont to feel, when ſhe 
madtonched and preſſed never ſo little upon her ſpleen, was well near quite gone, Mean while 


the fomentations, Liniments, and Aperitive broths were continued. When thoſe two daies 
Were over, ſhe was purged by a gentle Medicament, which brought away muctr flegmatick 
Matter by vomit, and wrought only twice downwards ; the ſame day her feaver appeared yet 
More remiſs, Afterwards her opening broths, fomentations and Liniments 'werecontinued;

FE little Daughter of Msr. de Rocbemore, named Lacretia, being three years old, hads 
continual Feaver proceeding from worms. She voided by ſtool s crude excrementy, 
and zeſembling plaiſter, amongſt which were found ſometimes certain little green round things 
like large peaſe, which being laid upon a trencber and held near the fire, did melt like butter, 
Having neverſeen [uch like matter before, nor ever read thereof'in any Author, I was yery 
doubthal, whence it ſhould have its original. An ancient and experienced Apothecary ſaid 
that he had obſerved the like excretions in his own Daughter. At laſt, ſeeing this maucer could 
not 'be a, proceed from the fat or Oyly moiſture of her body, ( for ſhe had no heRick 
nor melting Feaver ) and her excrements appeared very undigeſted ; I conjectured, that this 
matter proceeded, from the fat caten with ber meat, which ſhe had eaten too plentifully , o 
kl pramyreuac ny ppm from the 5 cages hurt digeſtion by relaxing the ſtomach,

was Fezveriſh again, and after the fame manner his Feaver continued intermittin gs until the 
ſeventh day and then it was turned to a continual Feaver. Howbeit he was troubled withz 
frequent coldneſs of his Feet, and Knees, and ſometimes of his Hands ; his Urines werelike 
thoſe of an healthy perſon ; howbeit all things grew every day worſe and worſe, ſo that it ws 
eaſy to ſee, that it wasa Malignant Feaver, and it was afterwards manifeſt by the ſpots which 
came out on the ninth day, alſo by his ravings, and the Conyulfive motion of his Hands,nwith 
a certain profound ſleepyneſs, and a looſneſs, The ordinary Cure, uſual in ſuch caſes,yas ad- 
miniſtred. But this is peculiarly obſervable, that he was let blgod on the third day, and his 
blood appeared laudable. On the fifth day he was purged,while Bas yet an Ague. On the (e- 
venth he had a looſneſs, which continuing till the eleventh, hindred any further blood-letting, 
& ſceing on the twelfth day the flux ſeemed tobe Ropped,I doubted whether or no I ſhould let 
him blood, ſeeing the other Evacuation had done no good, and, the grezt weakneſs and 
danger wherein the Patient lay ( ſo that his Kinred Lamented for him as one at deaths dore) 
ſeemed to difſvade the ſame. Add hereunto, that for the two foregoing daies, many Cupping- 
Glaſſes were applied with Scarrification, to ſupply the want of blood-letting. At laſt I concei- 
ved that it was beſt to let him bleed four or five ounces by way of Trial, ſo that if be boreit 
well, more might be taken away afterward. Blood was taken away, black and corrupt,with the 
good bearanceof the Patient ; five hours after, the like quantity was taken away, the Patient 
remaining as ſtrong as before. In his cooling Juleps were mingled Scordium and St. Johns- 
wott ; wherein Sal Prunellz and ſpirit of Vitriol were diſſolved. In all his broths he took 
ſcruple of Bezoardicum Minerale. On the ſame twelfth day at night, he had a plentiful looſ- 
neſs, yet the Patient ſeemed to be better after it. Wine was given him to drink very well 
tempered with water, He did many times Sneeze in the Courſe of his diſeaſe, which made 
me hope he would do well, although many other Signs did portend his death. The thirteent 
and fourteenth daies his looſneſs continued with extream weakneſs, Clyſters were given hm 
of Milk wherewith his logſneſs was moderated. A Jalep was given him of Orange-flover 
and Roſe-water, with Confetio Alkermes and ſome drops of Cinnamon water, of which he 
took now and then a ſpoonfal to ſtrengthen him. His looſneſs being abated, his ſleepynels 
abated on the fifteenth day, and his raving ceaſed, Yet he made little or no Urine, On the bo:

N Augs/#,1637.the Son of Msr. de I{anſſac Preſident of the Exchequer Court, being eight 
years 61d, had a bloody flux and voided much blood, with green and Leek coloured fools, 
2nd 2 continual Feaver. On the third day of his Diſeaſe, he took the infuſion of a dram of 
Rhubarb, made in Plantane water with yellow Sanders,in which was diflolved a ſcruple of the 
pouder of Rhubarb, and an ounce of Syrup of Roſes. He was-very well purged, voided many 
Excrements without blood, and was in a manner free from his Feaver, all that day. The day 
following he voided pure blood, with which were mingled certain drops as it were of Leek co- 
loured matter - his tools were frequent, with gripings 1n his belly and a Feaver, which contin- 
bed till che eight hday,though all ordinary Remedies were adminiftred both internal and exter- 
nal,as alſo ſundry Clyſers.On the the ſeventh day, extra&t of corals was given him three times, 
2 ſcruple at a time, with Plantane and Roſe water and Syrup of Quinces, but in vain.

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A Cancerous Tumor in the Liver, with Sciatica Pains, | 


N the 17 of Decemb. 1638, the Widow of Peter Aubert, a Metchant of Aontpelier, lay 
fick many moneths, being troubled with a continual Feaver ; ſhe had moſt cruel pains in 
her left huckle-bone, which reached to the further end of her Foot. Moreover, a Tumor was 
diſcerned in-her Belly, towards her Navil, enclining to the right hand;and fo that” hard, fo that 
it was counted ſchirrhous, and was placed among the muſcles of the Epigaſtrium, becauſe ir 
was felt immediatly under the skin, and was not painful but being touched. Sometimes biting 
pains did occupy her left ſhoulder, and her fide it ſelf fo as to counterfeit the Pleurifie. We 
magined thoſe pains did come from a moſt ſharp ſerous matter,which was bred in her Liver be- 
ingexceeding hot.

the common veſicatory Plaifter of the ſhops, and to make it the ftronger,ſprinkleda great deal 
of pouder of Cantharides upon) it, whereupon the skin was burnt, and the day following, all 
the part covered with the veficatory, appeared Gangrenated. For the Cure whereof, ſcarrifi- 
cations being made, it was fomented with Aqua vitz, arid then aliniment applied, made of 
gear Egyptiacum diflolved in Aqua vitz, Within three dates, the Eſchas was ſepara- 
and the remaining ulcer cured, with this following Oyntment. 
Take the kidny-ſuet of an Oxe one ounce. Lytharge prepared, and Minium, of each one 
ſcruple; Oyl of roſes, as much as will ſuffice. Make of all an Oyntment. 
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Of a Malignant feaver. 


Ohbn Richards a Citizen of Montpelier, having been afflited with a malignant Feaver, 

for ſix weeks together, was (o extreamly weaknetl, that he ſeemed to be near his grave. I 
coming then firſt to him, and hearing that he had been little purged, all his diſeaſe long, I con- 
ceived that his ftrength was overporred with the burthen of Genens bus ſo weak withall that he 
couldhardly bear purging. Therefore I undertook topurge him by degrees, and preſcribed 
him a potion of the Infuſion of one ſcruple of Senna in Cichory water, and halfa ſcruple of 
Cream of Tartar,adding one ounce of Syrup of Roſes: this potion he took three daies one after 
another, and had two ſtools every day, his firength was a little encxeaſed ; on the fourth day 
he took an ounce of Syrup of Roman ormwood. On the fifth day I gave him the infuſion of a 
dram of Senna, which being continued for two daies, he was gently purged ro good purpoſe. 
Whereupon he began to be better,recovered by little and little,repeating his purgations at cer- 
tain times., Some time after he fell into a relapſe, and ſent for no phytian,till he was at laſt 
eaft, and ſo he died. This one thing only is worthy of nots in this Obſervation ; that a pur-

OF the 7; of Ofober, 1642, I was called to Lrdova, to Mr. Fleury, Treaſurer of the 
Exchequer,fourſcore years of age,being troubled with a looſneſs of two Moneths contitil- 
ance, vith which he voided many Wheyiſh and crude Excrements, bnt eſpecially his looſnel 
troubled him'in thenight, by which and other Gigns, it ſeemed that the influx of Humors ns 
chiefly from his brain.

I was let blood, and then 
purged for tivo daies together, with a Laxative Ptiſan, abſtaining from Wine, and keeping 2 
yery 
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yexy lender Diet : by which means my Wheezing ceaſed, and my ſhortneſs of breath was much 
abated. Bat there followed in the ſtead a very troubleſome Congh, which having continued 
ro days, in the morning I put a bit of Tobacco into my Mouth, having firſt lightly ground 
it with my Teeth, which when I had kept half an hour upon my Tongue, my Head began to be

the ſame Diſeaſe returned again, and he again was cured with a Sudorifick Deco&ion, taken 
for ſome days together , and then with a fume of Cinnabar, ſo that the Cure ſeemed perfeRtly 
accompliſhed. . Yet he began afterwards to be troubled with a grieyous Head-ach, on the 
left fide of his Head, which upon the change of Seaſons, and eſpecially at the beginning of 
Autumn, did gievoully torment him, and remained hke a Nail evermore fixed in the ſame 
place.

I conceive th2refore, that this diſeaſe is no true palſie ariſing from a flegmatick hamor, looſ- 
ning and reſolving thz Nerves ; bat that it is rather a mixt diſeaſe confiſtirg partly of a baſtard 
paltie, and partly of a convuliion. Now theſe baſtard palfies, compounded with diftentions 
and convulſions of the nerves, are in thoſ? interior arts often produced by cholerick, me- 
lancholick, or wh:yiſh Humors contained in the Hypochondria, or other parts of the lo- 
werbelly, and tranſlated into the back-bone ; from which ſeeing the nerves ariſe, which 
bring motion and ſence into the parts, as alſo into the muſcles and skin of the belly , ut 
3sno wonder, that the animal aC&tioas of thoſe parts are very mach hart, This may be con- 
firmed by a larger diſcourſe, the Judgment of Authors, and by experience, bur unto ſuch 
learned men it may ſuffice, to declare a feiv things, which make this conje&are of mine ſuffi- 
ciently probable. | 

In the firſt place therefore it muſt be taken as a certain and unqueſtionable truth ; that all 
privation of ſence and motion does not draw its original from the flegmatick humor 3 bur that 
1tproceeds ſometimes from an hot and dry diftemper, and humors follovyving ſuch a Conſtitu- 
tion. This may be confirmed by the opinion of 7ralianw alone, vvho in the 16, Chap. of 
his 1. book, alleadges ſach a Cauſe, and confirmes it vvith a clear example in theſe yvords, I 
knew, truly, a man that was paified through ſorron, much care and faſting, and baving 
taken Hiera picra he became ſo bad, that he conld not ſtir at all, and was near to 
death, unleſs he had been altered to the contrary, bath with all kinds of mviſtening things 
and potions and meates and other things that might reduce bims to the right temper, eſpecially with 
baths and frequent anointings with mater andCyl,aith mutats:n of the air 11 4 temperate kind,and 
to uſe all kind of cheerfulneſs.A Rory not much unlike to this may be ſeen in Foreſts his 97 ob- 
ſervation of his 10,Bcok,of a Certain young man vvho being deprived of motion f:om his thighs 
to hisfeer, vvith an extenuation and no 1-nutrition' of the ſaid parts, and grovving continually 
vorſe and vvorſe bv the uſe of hot and drying medicaments preſcribed by other Phyfitians, at 
laſt he vvas cured by Foreſts, only vvith moiftening medicaments, vvhich vvere partly taken 
1, and partly applied externally. ; . 

Morcover it 1s a thing long fince obſerved amongſt PraRitioners, that there is a cholerick 
cholick,vvhich does f:equently degenerate intoa palfie, and that ſuch a palfie ſprings from cho- 
ler no man doubts. 

And finally, That from a melancholick and vvhey(ſh Humor; Symptomes are produced very 
ike the palfie and corvulſion, is evgry vvhere related by ſuch Authors as have vvritten of the 
Scurvy and the Hypochondriacal diſeaſe, as you may ſee in Sennertz, vyhere he explains the 
ſymptomes of the foreſaid diſeaſes,in his Book of the Scurvy,and of the Hypochondriacal diſeaſe, 
Novv that thoſe Impairments of ſence and motion vvhich afflict this honeſt vvoman, do pro- 
ceed from aduſt and hot humors, vve may in the firſt place conjeRture from wch things 2s h-Ip 
and hurt ; tor ſeeing ſhe received no good by heating and drying medicamants, but vvas at 
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waies worſe after them, it follovvs that they vvere no vyaies contrary to the diſeaſe. And this 
was the only way whereby 7ralienm and Forefts, in the foreiaid Hiſtories came to the 
knovvledg of a p__ ark, anna an hot and dry di 
Secondly, That this patient has a dry diſtemper, may be hence colle&ed; in the Cauſtic

And firſt, That-it.1s a true Conception, may be argued from her loſs of Appetite, the mulk 
in ber Breaſts, and the motion of the Child 1t felt, to which nothing ſeems wanting except 
the ordinary time of bringing forth : which ſome may ſay was therefore retarded in the Woman, 
becauſe long faſtings, and the flux of her Courſes had defrauded the Child of its due nouriſh- 
menty whereby the Child could not ſo ſoon grow to perfe&ion, and thereupon did tay longer 
than ordinary 1n. the Womb. Howdeit, it is agreed upon by Phykitians, Philoſophers and 
Lawyers; by whom this Controverfie has been ofc diſpuced, That the laſt term of a Childs 
beipg.inthe Womb cannot be extended beyond the Eleventh moneth, Nor let any man ay, 
That between the natural and ordinary time ot bringing torth, ſome rare and extraordinary Ca- 
ſes may bappen ;7 as we have with us a late Hiſtory of Madam de Carder, who affirmed, That 
ſhe bore a Child in her Womb firſt fifreen moneths, afterwards a year, two, and three : Of 
which matter are extant two Councels one contrary to another, of very Learned Men, Huche- 
rw and: Yarandera on the one part, and Saporra with Pradillens on the othet. Alſo in 
| Schtnkins certain Hiſtories are propounded, of Intants born tio years in the Womb, who 

to ſpeak and goas ſoon as they were born, ' For I avouch, That theſe are no Hiſtories 
but Fables ; which 1s eafie to confirm by reading them : For as for what concerns Madam dz 
Cardet, by the Reaſons propounded by Sapor:a and Pradilleas, in their Counſel, it is abuns 
dantly proved that ſhe was Melancholick, and diſturbed in her Imagination ; which not only 
her frequent Belchings, Palpitations of Heart, Vapors riſing to her Head and Face, and other 
things did witneſs, but eſpecially in that ſhe her ſelf ſaid, That ſhe heard the Child Cry in her 
Womb ; which any Novice in Phyfick knovvs to be an impoſſible thing. And thoſe things 
which hapned fince that time, ſufficiently ſhevv that her Mind vvas difturbed. For the fame 
Lady, being yet alive,ſayes ſhe has been with Child now two and twenty years : Which Afer- 
tion of her, takes all the Credit away from her other Speeches. But the Hiſtories colle&ed by 
Schenkias, are thereby convinced of Falfity, in that they affirm Children new born, to have 
begun preſently to ſpeak ; but every man knowes tkat to ſpeak comes by diſcipline and teach- 
| As true as the reſt, is that which Avicenna ſayes,was told him by a faithful Woman , for 
he profeſſes himſelf only an Ear, not an Eye-witneſs. Seeing therefore it does not appear by 
any ttue Rory that ſuch caſes have happened , and in this caſe of ours the Conception moved 
about the fortieth day, whereas a true Child ſtirs not till the third or fourth moneth ; it is bet- 
terto affirm, that this Woman of ours had no true Child in her Womb. Fox faſting and men- 
firual Purgations are ſo far from retarding the Child, that they rather haſten the ſame, as Hy- 
pocrates tells us, That a Woman with Child by Blood-letting, comes to miſcarry. We muſt 
therefore ſay, that there was in the Womb of this Woman ſomewhat preternatural, viz. Ei- 
ther Water, Wind, a Mole or a Monſter. That it was Water, no man will ſay ; that it was 
Wind, we have more reaſon to think ; for it many times falls out, that Wind ſhut up in the 
Womb, makes a motion like that of an Infant, and does along time counterfeit a true being 
with Child. But that this was not Wind, two things evince ; one, that it could not be ſo lang 
kept in the Womb, but it would have been at one time or another either evacuated or difſipa- 
- The other, That the Milk in her Dugs did witneſs ſomething greater than Wind to be in 
her Womb. Now the ſafeſt way is to ſay that it was a Mole ; both becauſe the frequency of 
Moles makes it no Wonder : andalſo becauſe the figns propounded do ſeem to anſiver very 
welltoa Mole, viz. A panting motion at the fortieth day ; Raw milk in the dugs ; Flux of 
Courſes in time of Gravidatiorr, Alſo the milk vaniſhing after the Ninth moneth, and the 
falling of her Duggs ; To which may be added, the hardneſs of the Tumor of her Belly, which 
by preſſing changed its place, and then returned again, And although Hypocrates ſayes in his 
firſt Book de Hforbis Mnliernum, that the conception of a Mole does not bring milk into the 
Dugs ; That is to be underſtood of true and perte& milk, and not of crude and flaſhy ; which 
8 uſually ſeen in ſuch caſes. And becauſe two diſtin Tumors were felt,'tis likely there were 
Moles in her Womb. 
A man might be indeed ſatisfied with what has been ſaid, unleſs ſome things ſtood in the

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way, from whence the extraordinary difficulty at firſt expreſſed does ariſe, | For in the fir 
place, accordiog to the doftrine of Hypecrates, a Mole has no motion of its own, bur is 
moved by the Wombs motion ; and :t any motion appear to ſuch as feel the ſame, it is onel 
a panting motion, But in this Woman a greater mouon 18 perceived, very like the motions of 
a true Child, which is eafily diſcerned by the by-ftanders. Secondly, a Mole tumbles: from 
one fide to another, like a tone, with a ſenſe of weight and heayineſs.; in- this Woman there 
was no ſuch thing, Thirdly, in a Mole the Belly is widened equally in all d: 


as in a true Child, itis raiſed up towards the Navil, and fraitned on both des, ſuch'asis the 
Belly of this Womag.. - Fourthly, a Mole fioks towards the Share and Groins ; in this Womy 
the Tumor is in her Hypochondria. Finally, a Mole is cqntinually encreafed, and inthe 
of ncar upon three years it would have attained an huge Bulk. But in this caſe, the Tumor 
the Belly is very little, reſembling that of a Woman five or fax moneths gone with/Child-, ng 
is it grown any bigger ina long time. In the Concurrence of ſo many difficulties, though [ 
thought better tounkiſt upon the generation of a Mole, as a thing more frequent, yet we (houl 
betrer ſatisfie all the Phenomenayt we durſt to ſay, that foiwe Monſter lies lurking in the Woah 
of this Woman, which being grown to its determinate magnitude, does encreaſe no more, but 
is only nouriſhed like a Child, whence it comes to paſs, that neither the Womb is more wide- 
ned, nor'does the Conception die for want of nouriſhment. *For fo Hiſtories tell us; That 
ſome Women have brought forth Serpents, Moles, Frogs, Mice, Birds and other Animals. Ye 
verily, andin Apu/ca and Zombardie, many Authors relate, That ſuch Animals are frequenty 
bred in Women,and therefore thoſe kind of Animals are termed the Lombard: Brethren : Gy- 
donixs T or $amira, and other barbarous Phyſitians term them rp« or Arpia, becauſe this kin 
of Monſter has for the moſt part many feet, which in that Barbarous Language they term 4- 
p4s+ - This being, I ſay, ſuppoſed, we may ſarisfie all the Phenowene. For at the beginningd = 
- ſucha gravidation, all the true figns of a Woman with Cluld might appear, viz. milk in te 
dags ; a motion like thatof a true Infant, which might appear on the tortieth day, becauſe ſick 
a kind of Creature as we ſpeak of, might be ſooner ſhaped than a true Child , moreover, the 
Animal being perfe&ted, the Belly increaſes no more ; yet it provokes not Nature to expelit, 
becauſe it lives only by tranſpiration, and is cheriſhed by the warmth of the Womb. No 
that there are two of theſe Animals,may be conjeured, becauſe two diſtin& bodies are feltin 
the Worab. Throagh ſuch Mes as theſe, the Mind may rove at uncertainties, till te 
excluſion of the Conception (What ever it be) ſhall make it viſible to the Eye-Gght, Whicher- 
clufion (which is all I ſhall ſay of the Cute) Lwould not further by Art,lefi the Woman ſhaill 
come in ſome hazard of her life ; burit is beſt to wait ſo leng, till either Nature of her own «c- 
cord caſt off the burthen, or chat her wry Porn =) bigger, which notwithRanding I muſt 
arouch, *from the Foundations before laid down, will never be. Some years after it wastd 
me, that this Woman was delivered ; but how, or of what, I could never fiſh out, becauſe ſhe 
ſtudiouſly concealed the ſame. 
| It will not a little conduce to the Illuſtration of this Story, to relate another Caſe told me by 
an ancient Midwife touching a Woman of Afonzpelier 5 whofirlt of all miſt her Courſes, after 
ward loſt her tAppeme, and tell to long for ſome certain Meats ; but ſhe ſpecially defired t 
eat Oyſters and {uch like ſhell- fiſh, wherewith ſhe could never be ſatisfied. Afrer the ſecond 
moneth of her being great, ſhe perceived the Conception fir in her Womb, and o it continued 
the following dayes and moneths ; which nevertheleſs appeared ſtrange to her and other Wo- 
men, ſeeing a Child in the Womb is notuſed to tir before the third moneth; After the {t- 
venth moneth milk po__ in her Dngs, but of a bad greeniſh colour. Her delivery wasde- 
layed to the end of the.tenth moneth, Art what time having her pains upon her, ſhe ſent for 
the Midwife,apd continted in thoſe pains for three whole days together. And herein her pans 
weredifferent from the ordinary pains of Women in Travel, becauſe ſhe ſaid ſhe felt her Belly 
to be pric kt and cut, and her Womb to be torn, And ſo fierce was that pricking pain, that - 
was compelled to cry out exceedingly. At laſt after many throwes, ſhe brought torth a certal 
Animal or Monſter, not unlike a Toad, but it had more than twenty feet round ahout its body- 
Being received out of the Womans Womb into the Midwifes lap, it skipt from thence 1nto 
the Floor, and ran a good pace, and at laſt got under the Bed ; whence being drawn, it vas 
ſuddenly carried aivay and buried in the Wine-Cellar,to cover the Womans reproach. It "

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ar the end of ts Feet ſharp claws, whence doubtleſs thoſe pricking and cutting pains did pro- 
ceed, which the Childing Woman felt. For the Membranes bzing broken which contained

M the Pop of July, 1634. the Weather being extream hot; 1 mated ver the 
third day of her Diſeale, I preicubed her a detergent Clyſter, and to be let blood. 

On the fourth day ſhe was purged wich one dram and an halfof Rhubarb, and balf a dram of 
Myrobalans infuſed in Plantane Water,diflolying therein one ſcruple of Pouder of Rhubarb, ard 
one ounce of Syrup of Roſes : She had two tools of Excrementitious hamors ; but in her other 
ſtools which were many, ſhe voided a ſnotty kind of matter drenched in blood. Act night

Was taken rvithai moſt vehement double Tertian, which 
he.enditted an whole moreth without 'any Phyſick, keepme a bad Diet ; whereupod firſt his 
Spleen-did ſivell, and contradt a Scirrhous hardneſs, and at laft he grev Hygropical,” Being in 
this condition, he ſent firſt for the Phyſitian of the Hoſpital, who firſt preſcribed him a purg- 


ing potion, afterwards to be let blood, and afcer that an Apozem, coolug, opening and purg- 


ing, for three doſes ; and withal an Emollient and Aperitive Fomentation for the Region of 


his Spleen, and to be again let blod after the. uſe of the Apoztms, When theſe things did no 
good, he gave him by my advice a Bolus of twelve'grath$' of Mercurius Vitz corrected, and 
working ouly downwards, in conſerve of Roſes ; he had two ſtools without any Stomach-ſick- 
neſs. of yomuting, and the day tbilowing his fit was' nulder and ſhorter , which before Fas 
wort tobe moſt vehement. Twodays after, the ſame Metlicamedt was given him aglin, 
which-voided by fool very much black, Leek colonred, and Rinking Bxcrements, and his fit 
much abated. After two days were over, he took a third doſe of the fatye Medicament and no 
Evacuation did follow ; bur his fitcame no more : 'art from that tine” forward he was quite 
feedofhis Tertian Ague. Howbeit the Drophie remained and the ſwellihg of his Spleen, and 
anexceeding pain inthe ſame'part, for the Cure of which Diſeaſeshe ba oven him a Bolus 
of aſctuple'of Calomelanos of 7'w puerres, and ten grams of Diagridium with conſerve of Roſes;

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A Chollick pain and Rheumatiſm, 


N the 19. of December, 1643. The moſt renowned Matron,the Wife to Mr. de /a Roche, 
Councellour in the ſupream Court of Accounts, Subſidies, and the Exchequer at Aont- 
pelier, Was taken with a thoſt cruel Chollick pain, whereby the whole Region of her Loins and 
of her belly beneath her Navil, was vehemently tormented.

Jes Mignot 4 Baker of Montpelier, being 35. years old, having in the moneth of A4»gaff

he voided ſtore of Wheyiſh Humors,his Thighs and Legs were much abated,and his Cods Were 
not above half ſo big as before... On the frft of December the ſame Medicament was iterated 
with the ſame operation.. On the ſecond of December he took it again, and the operation wy 
as before, but ſomewhat leſſer: the ſelling of his Thighs, Legs and Cods, was quite dong. 
bur his belly continued as before. The third day of the ſame moneth a Clyſter Was Caft ing 
his Guts, of the decoction of one dram and a half of CS, and an handful of Bran, boyl. 
ed in white, Wine. He kept it not long, yer had two ſufficient fools. The fourth day of th

Wine aforeſaid. Which being continued {ot five or fix days, his thirſt went quite away, a0d 
his Urines thereby became much more pletitiful. So that continuing the ſame for ten or tyelit 
days the remainder of the fivelling of tus belly was wholly diſcuſſed, an the fick man (God 
bleſſed and/Praiſed)) recovered his former health.

Inmoderate flax of Blood in a Woman with Child, 
with a dead Child. 


He Wife of John Chanvet, Chief Officer of the Court of Accounts, Subſidies and the Fx- 
chequer,being thirty years old,in the beginning of her ninth moneth gone withChild,vhich 
was about the middle of December, 1643, received a (mall blow on her belly, but the day fol- 
lowing ſhe took a great deal of pains in making a bed ; whence aroſe a ſmall flux of blood from 
her Womb,which laſted two or three daies, and then it was ſtopt for as many daies more, and 
then returned again, and ceaſed by fits till the 28. day of the fame moneth, un which the blood 
iſſued ſo plentitully, that within three or four hours her ſtrength was exceedingly abated ; and 
the ſame continuing, ſhe called Phyſicians ro adviſe, who firſt preſcribed her co bleed m her 
Arm, and to take aſtringent Juleps, which Remedies working no effte& , her flux conti- 
nued very violent, without any fign of Child-birth towards, and tne Woman ſaid that for many 
daies ſhe had not perceived the Child to tir,and one might feel it all on a heap and immovable; 
for which cauſe we conceived the Child was dead,and that her Womb endeavouring to caſt out 
the unprofitable burthen, did continually contra&t it ſelf, and expel the blood out of its pro- 
per Veins, nor could ſufficiently perform that motion which was neceſſary for the Birth ; and 
therefore it was neceſlary by all poſſible means to provoke the Birth, that theimmoderate Flux 
of Blood taight be topped, which otherwiſe would kill the Patient, To which end a Clyſter 
Was Liven her in the firſt place, with Catholicon and Diaphznicon, of each fix drams ; Oyl of 
Lilies three ounces,Salt one dram , with an emollient DecoCtion wherewith ſhe was very well 
purged, and preſently after the voidance thereof, the Flux of Blood was very muck abated 
Which may- ſeem ſtrange,becauſe ſuch kind of Clyſters are wont to encreaſe a flux of blood,but I 
ſuppoſe the reaſon thereof was, becauſe the womb was burthened with the excrements in the 
Intiftinam reftum, and being free from that burthen, it began to recolleR it ſelf,and to Rop that 
prepoſterous motion, that it might betake it ſelf ro one more genuine and natural. And be- 
cauſe after the Clyſter was voided,the Womb did not endeavour the expulſion of the Child,but 
a flux of blood till continued, and it was apparent that the Child was dead to drive the ſame 
out ive gave her one dram of Salt of Vitriol diffolved in four ounces of Borrage water. Which 
vetily ſeemed to do her good for two reaſons ; firſt,becauſe by provoking vomit, it wouldpr 0- 
voke the womb alſo to thruſt forth the Child , becauſe jn vomiting all parts in the loiver belly, 
do vehemently contra& themſelves ; ſecondly,becaufe Sal: of Vitriol is of a mighty aſtringent 
nature, and ſo might help the flux of blood. Having taken the Medicament,ſhe vomited tice 
ſtrongly enough, and voided many flegmatick, wheyiſh and cholerick Excrements, and ſoon 
after her throws began to come 2 which having continued four or five hours all after one man- 
ner, being no frequenter or vehement than at firſt, further to haſten the Birth, this following 
potion was given her. | 
Taks Dittamus of Crete, the two Birthworts and Trochicks of Myrrh, of each ten grains ; 
Sffr9n and Cinnamon, of each twelve grains ; Confeltio Alkermes half a dram : Cinnavagn 
water half an ounce, Orange-flower water and Mug-wort water yof each one ounce and balf. Which 
having taken, within a quarter of an bour ſhe had ſtrong Labors, and with three or four throws ſhe 
vided the Child ; whoſe chin beginning to putrifie, ſeemed in divers places to be torn. - Alittle 
mY ſhe avvided the After-birth likeniſe, which was half rotten ; and from that time forward 
er Child-bed Purgations came away very moderately.

Divers ſo | 
being put up, he voided ſome part of the Clyſter, without any dung. I being called on theſ- 
cond ay of the diſeaſe, preſcribed him an emallient and pain-aflivaging fomentation, to 
applied ro his whole delly, and a Clyſter made of the. deco&tion of the fomentation, which be 
alio kept alan time, and voided a little part of it , without any matter ; he had no pain,norwy 
Feaver ; but he was troubled with vomiting by fits. Whence there was reaſon to conjecture 
that he was troubled with the Paſo [liecagbut what ſhould be the cauſe thereof,vas Joubtedi 
the Conſultations of Phyſicians called to adviſe in fo extraordinary a Caſe, For the Feart 
which cate, the third day, with thirſt and drineſs of his Tongue, did argue ſome inflammation, 
But hovy, there cculd be an Inflammation of the Gats without pain, I could not conceive: it 
ſeemed rather to proceed from dung hardoed, or from the twiſting of ſome Gut, Many Reme- 
dies wete uſed, blood-letting thrice ron » tice in his Arm, once in his Foct, cooling 
Juleps wete given him, Clyſters were adminiſtred every hour of a deco&ion of the Guts of: 
Wether ; an emollient fomentation was continually applied to his whole Belly. His vomiting 
contimed till the ſeventh day, by which he voided his meat and drink, with a cholerick, fleg- 
matick and dungy matter. About the endof the ſeventh'day his belly began to be looſe, and 
he voided many excretnents by fits, his vomiting being quite ceaſed. His looſneſs continu 
6 daies, the Feaver and weakneſs nevertheleſs continuing ; in the end he voided liquid mat- 
ter,ſuch as he was formerly wont to vomit.On the thirteenth day of the diſeaſe he was extrea- 
ly unquiet and weak, and his weakneſs encreafing, he died. His body being opened, we k 
his Gat Iledn three times twiſted and drain together in a bunch towards the end thereof ; and 
all that twiſted portion of the Gat 'was gangrenated, with a portion of the Meſentery j0 
thereto, The reſt of the Guts were exceeding large, being as big as a mans Arm. Moreore 
the grangrenated Gut had a hole bored in it, above the complication ; I ſuppoſe it was broke" 
by the weight of the excrements in the Guts above it after it was mortified. By that hole, the 
ſuperfluity of excrements flowed into his belly, and by long retention had putrified the inet 
part of the Anus, wherein alſo another hole was found, by which the Excrements did flo 
through the belly,and made a ſhow as if the ſtoppage of the Guts had been opened, Waence

On the firſt therefore of 14y,about evening ſhe loſt nine ounces of blood, 
and a cooling and thickning julepwas given her. She Paſled the night with ſomewhat leſs trou- 
dle,the next day in the morning,which was the ſecond of May, ſceing the Feaver continued yet 
ſtrong,ſhe was again let blood eight ounces, vyhereupon her Feaver vvas abated,and the pain of 
her de went away.About the evening the ſame day,the complained of a pain in her right fice, 
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its greatne(s and clammineſs ſtuck in his Guller, and was glewed thereunto, ſothat neither 
vomiting vor ſupping doivn of any liquor could remove it. For two daies he remained in this 
condition 1n ſo great extremity, that he ſezmed ready to give up the ghoſt. A certain Chirur- 
geon doubled the end of a piece of wire like a fiſh-hook, thruſting it far down his Throat, with 
the Hook he took hold of the piece of fleſh, and by main force pulled it out. 
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which growing Rtill greater and greater, vas very ſore about nine a Clock at night,vherefore we 
were compelled the ſame hour to let her blood in her Arm on the ſame fide ; whereupon her 
pain as abated,and in the courſe of that night went quite away,howbeit the night was trouble. 
ſome,the was void of ſleep,and did Cough almoſt continually. He Ague-hits ivent quite away , 
One after a purging medicament the day before I came to her, The other by reaſon of her tor- 
mer blood-letting : but her continual Feaver fuck by her after the ſame manner as formerly, 
On the third day of the ſgme moneth, ſeeing bearConad and Feaver were vehement,ve gave her 
before noon half the foreſaid Bolus,made ot three grains of Laudanum, which was ready made 
which within an hour did top her Cough quite,. and ſhe was in a good condition till midnight, 
howbeit her Cough returned by fits,vherewith ſhe voided thick,clammy and very putrid flegn, 
ſo that much of her ſpittle was yellow and green, the Feaver continuing very violent. And 
becauſe in the evening the Cough did exceedingly trouble her, and ſhe was extream unquiet, 
the other half of the Bolus was given her, wherewith ſhe paſt the night quietly, but ſlept very 
little. On the fourth day in the morning her Cough returned, bur it was very free, and ſhe 
brought up much pntrid matrer, ſome of which was a little ſprinkled with blood. After tx 
honrs her Cough ceaſed till noon, and then it came again bad enough, and when it had hel 
her a great while, and much afflifted her, and her ſpittle appeared more crude, ſo that it ſeem:- 
ed tocome from a new defluxion, the half of another Bolus made of three grains of Laudaun 
was giyen her,with which her Cough was again allayed, Her belly was looſe in the morning, and 
he had two tools of many cholerick and greeniſh excrements, whereas before her body wy 
alwaies bound, and Clyſters wrought very little. About eveninga Clyſter was given her of, 
decoction of half an ounce of Senna, with Cathdlicon and Diaphznicon, of each one ounce , 
which gave her four ſtools, and in her laſt ſtool ſhe voided much fAlegm of a greeniſh colour,like 
that ſhe was wont to _—_— by Coughing. After ſhe had voided her Clyfter, the ſlept quiet- 
ly three hours, ,and ſaid the had not ſlept fo ſweetly all the time of her fickneſs, Atren; 
Clock in the night her Cough being ſomeryhat returned, ſhe took a fourth part of the foreſaid 
Bole, which did not contain half a grain of Laudanum , yet it opt her Cough, and ſhe refted 
quietly that night,On the fifth day in the morning ſhe took a purging medicament of half a dan 
of Senna infuſed in a pe&oral Deco8tion ; wherein being rained, two ounces of Manna wee 
diſſolved, And the ſame day I lett her, having ſeriouſly debated with her ordinary Phyſician 
touching what was afterward to be done, and committed the farye to Writing. Wheremith,n 
the ſpace of twenty daies after ore opens, ſhe was reſtored to her former health, The chief 
of thoſe Remedies were peRoral Broths, continual blood-lerting,and purgation repeated. But 
the Bolus of Laudanum bore away the Bayes,which being given her many daies in a ſmall doſe, 
all theſymptomes were'thereby allaied, \ Ss 
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A long ſwelling of the right Foot. 


 & Noble Matron, Wife of the moft noble Msr, de Zangon, fifty years of Age,had a flegm- 

tick turtior with extream pain 1n her right Foot, the Original whereof was thus. Travai- 
ling upon's time on Hotſe-back,the-Horſe the rode on felt upon the ground, and in his fall tam- 
bled on the right foot of the ſaid Matron, and by the blow her heel was depreſſed, and thraft 
from the inſide of her foot ohitwards. Whence grievous pains follewed, {o that ſhe could not 
flir ; Many Chirurgeons and Empericks had divers times vexed her, nor could the diflocated 
bone be any waies reſtored to its place, whereupon ſhe was continually tormented with pains, 
mability to go, and a flegmatick tumor in her Taid Foot. She had been four moneths in theſe 
Nraites when I viſited her, 'which was the twentieth of Afay, 1645. Diligently viewing and 
conſidering the part affe&ed,] found a ſmall diſlocation remaining which had contracted aCal- 
[6us, and was therefore incurable. TI found that the chief pain was in the hollow of her Foot, 
not 1n the part diſſocated,becauſe the Nerves in that place were filled with kumors. And theie- 


fore tocure the ſame, the flux of humors to the weak part vvas to be Ropped ; the humor al- 
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ready in the ſad _ was to be diſcuſſed, an! the part it ſelf to be ſtrengthened. All which 
was accompliſhed in eight daies ſpace by theſe following Remedies. 

Take Salſa parilla four ounces, Fountain water four pints ; infuſe them twenty four hours, 
and then let thews boyl till haif be conſumed, adding rowards the end Senna one ounce, Tarbith 
and Hermodattil;, of each two drams. Let her take half a pint of the ſtrained Liquor in the 
wor ning, vight daies together. | 

Take Oy! of Wax one ounce ; anoint the part affetted therenich morning and evening,and then 
apply this following Plaiſter. 

T ake of the Maſs of Diapalma Plaifter diſſolved in barſh red Wine, till the Wine be conſu- 
wed, baif a pound ; Red Roſes, Myriles, Maſtich and Tartar of Red Wine, of each one dram : 
Groundpin and Chamome/ pondered, of each two ſcruples ; make all into a Maſs, and thereof 
ſpread Plaiſters, and lay them all over her whole foot after anointing. With theſe things the 
ſrelling and pain were taken away, only ſhe was forced to balt, Lecauſe of the Diſlocation of 
the Bone.

He foreſaid Matron, Madam de Langon, Was taken with a continual Feaver, with a Congh 
and Hoarſneſs, the 26. of Fune, 1645. For three daies together the ſymptomes were nor 
rery urgent ; and therefore ſhe paſt that time without any uſe of Phyſick. On the fourth 
day her Feaver becommg more violent, ſhe was Jet blood, and a cooling Julep was given her.

' A Certain man, fifty years of Age, being very. much ſubject to pains in the Kidneys, took 

for twelve daies a Decoction of the Root of Aſſes Thiſtle and Liquoris, wherewith he voi- 
ded many tones, and much Gravel, and was afterwards many years free from his Infirmity, 
There was half an ounce of the Thiftle Root, and two drams of Liquoris in every doſe. 
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The Diſeaſe Cholera ina malignant tertian Ague. 


A Certain young man, of a Cholerick Conſtitution, in the middle of the Summer fell into a 
Tertian Ague, which in the two firlt fits ſeemed pretty gentle, but ip the third fat, ſo great 
was the malignit y and fierceneſsof the Cholerick hamor, that a vomit..and frequent looſheſs 
deing thereby raiſed with mighty weakneſs, the Patient was in extream danger of his life. 
Being ſent for,I preſently preſcribed him a Clyſter of Broth,with three drams of Confe&io Al- 
kermes, and adram of new Treacle, wherewith his vomitipg and looſne(s were preſently ſtop- 
ped. And becauſe in theſe malignant Feavers, -thoſe carnal fymptomes are wont to return 
every fit,kill the Patient in the ſecond or third fit; for prevention thereof,I ordered him 4 thick- 
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ning Diet, and to take four grains of !Laudanum two hours before his fic ; and ſo the foreſaid 
ſymptomes did not return, the fit was light ; and the Cure was finiſhed with cooling, thick- 


ning and antidotary Juleps. 
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Supprefiion of Child-bed Purgations. 


Certain curious Woman, three daies after ſhe was brought to bed, defiring to help the 
over-videneſs of her genital parts, a _ thereto aftringent Medicaments, whereby her 
Child-bed Purgations were ſtopped; and blood was ſo multiplyed in her Womb, that preſſing 
upon her RelZuir [nteſtinum, and the neck of her bladder, it findred all evacuations, and her 
Belly was ſwelled like a bottle, Being called to her, firſt I cauſed a Catheter to be thruſt into 
her bladder, and ſhe voided abundance of Urine ; after that I preſcribed her a ſhaip Peſlaryto 
be put into the neck of her Womb, wherewith her Purgations came away plentifully ; and 
laſtly ſhe had a laxative Clyſter, wherewith ſhe voided much dung ; and ſo all her paſlages 
were opened. |

Ti moſt illuſtrious Msr. Azdeyer, Prefideat of the Senate of Grenol/e, being fifty ſeven 

years old, was tormented with moſt grievous and contumacious Infirmities ; the Nature 
"hereof, that it may be more exaRtly diſcovered, I muſt ſer down a bead-role of rhoſe Infirmi- 
ties briefly, with which he has conflicted now this twenty years, 

-And in the firſt place,it muſt be known,that he was of a Melancholick and Cholerick Coth- 
plexion, of a thin ard lean habit of body, And the firſt beginning of his Maladies was Arthri- 
tick pains, which began to infeſt him by fits ince the year 1623. And after them tollowed 
certain light fies of the Falling-Sickneſs, which did firſt invade him about the year 1626. and 
returned by fits, and within the ſpace of two years they quite left him, Art the ſame time his Ar- 
lritick pains returned upon him again, which ſtirred not all the time he was fubjeR tofits of the 
Filling-fickneſs. | 

Now theſe Arthritick pains did vex him twice or thrice every year, ſo that ſometimes for 
wo or three moneths he was nail'd to his bed,with very little help from divers Remedies which 
vere uſed ; eſpecially obſerving, that he had little goud by often bleediog, rather that his 
pains were thereby alwaies made more ſharp. 

But after that for eighr-years together ,viz.from the year 16 31.to the year 163 9. he had been 
exerciſed with theſe pains by fits; he afterwards fell into more grievous wfirmities,by reaſon of 
extream grief taken at the death of a noble Court Lady near allyed to him in the bonds of afh- 
nity and friendſhip, and very uſeful to him in his Aﬀairs.

At the ſame time he was vexed with pains in his joynts for the ſpace of three moneths 
ſo that he was not not able to walk for fix moneths after. And being then ac Pars, he uſed the 
Ville-comitan waters by the advice of Dr, De/ormens a renowned Phyfician, which did excee- 
dingly cool his ſtomach; and after that a very troubleſome and ſcabby itch did moleſt his whete 
body, which was preſently cured by an Oyntment (of Mercury I Suppoſe) applied to his wrifis 
and the ſoles of his Feet, by advice of Dr. Labroſſe, a Phyſician of Paris ; after which anoin- 
ting there followed a mighty looſneſs for twenty daies rogerher, with moſt grievous gripings of 
his belly ; ſo that ſometimes he had a ſhe of the Bloody-flux.The weaknels in the mean time 
of his Feet and Legs continuing, made him unable to go for an whole year. And at the ſame 
time his mind was both cy bukied both in perufing Books and Papers ; and much 94 
tated and tofſed with extream paſſions, and extraordinary iadnels at the all ſucceſs of his buji- 
neſs, which may juſtly be thought to have occaſioned the following infirmities, 

In the year 1640. be fell into a grievous ſhortneſs of breath, and ſiraitneſs in his breaſ, 
witha certain pain inthe region of his ſtomach; which ſymptomes did exceedingly trouble 
him for fifreendaies together, and afterwards WETE much abated , but after ſome ſpace of ume 
they ſeemed to gather nevv trengthſo that to this very day he is troubled with them, ſometimey 
more and ſometimes leſs. ; 

For the quelling of this ſtubborn Diſeaſe, various medicaments have been by ſundry Phyk- 
cians preſcribed for four years together ; various purgations, by Apozemes, Potions, Syrups, 
Laxanve Prifans, and the like. To which were added frequent Blood-lertings, Ifſues, Veh- 
catories, opening: of the Hemowhoid-Veins, Baths to fit in, Phyſical Broths, chalybeged 
Whey, Milk, Sulphurous mineral Waters, as thoſe of Berbon and Digne , alſo vitriolated Wi 
ters, 2s thofe of Or/eance; toborating and Aperitive Opiates, peRoral Syrups, and many other 
things, which being uſed at ſundry times in the ſpace of fonr years,did ſometimes much, other- 
whiles little eaſe the Patient, But his habitual diſeaſe did till keep its courſe,and the illuſtri 
ous Patient is ti{l troubled with the ſame infirmities, 

And I being called to vifit him about the beginning of A/4y,1644. I conceived the cure ms 
to be direed to thoſe two remarkable Symptomes fore-cited, viz. the iraitneſs of his Breaf, 
and his difficulty of Breathing, whoſe cauſes are firſt to be conſidered, wherein the greateſt 
difficulty, \ with extream obſcurity ſeen to lie. For that;ſame ſhortneſs of breath does not 
ſeem to be any true Aſthma or Tiffick, nor to proceed from any deflux;on out of his head into 
his Lungs, though ſome © excellent Phyſicians did go about to cure him as one aſthmatical ; for 
he has no Cough, no.Wheezing, nor does he ſpit up any flegmatick humor, Secondly, his 
difficulty of breathing, is in a moment 'ſtirred up by the Procararetick Cauſes, and goes ana 
in a moment; ſo thatif he move himſelf a little more vehemently than ordinary, or is never 


ſo little wv preſently he is troubled with ſhortneſs of breath, and by and by he attains his | 


freedom of breath again. Thirdly, though he is chiefly troubled with this ſymptom in the 
evenings and nights, ſo that he is fain'to fit uprigat in his bed till midnighe , yet as ſoon as he 
begins to fall aſleep, his ſhortneſs of breath quite vaniſhes, and he laies his! head down upon 
the pillow, and ſleeps the reſt of the night ſo vietly, and brearhs ſo freely, that it is efie'to 
ſee that there is a Diſcafe in tis Lungs. | 

'The itnmediate Cauſe therefore of this ſhortneſs of Breath muſt be ſought elſe-where, viz- 
in his Belly, the parrs wherein contained, being troubled with grievous Diſeaſes, contamic 
them the inal of all his infirmities. | | 

This is inthe firſt place demonſtrated, by that ſenſe of pain and Rraitneſs, of which our 
noble Patient perperuilly complains, and ſhews the ſeat thereof to be under his midriff, and 
about the region of his ſtomach : and as often as he is troubled with ſhortneſs of breath , that 
ſame pain, ftraightneſs and oppreſſion (as-he-calls it) is till encreaſed'; and when the ſaid op- 
preſſion increaſes, the ſhortneſs of breath.comes - ſo that it is manifeR; that the one depends 
vpon the other. And Idiligently enquiting into the cauſe of that pain, ſtraitneſs or oppreſh- 
07, and feeling the region of his ſtomach; T found it pliable enough, as long as I held my 
hand lightly upon ir, but preffing my hand harder, T perceived a certain hardneſs and refſten- 
cy deep under the bottom of his tomach, which I conceived tobe in the Pancreas or Sweet- 
bread,which I conceive was ſwelled with an hard and ſchirrhous tumor,and ſeeing the pancreas 


3s placed under the Diaphragma ;” it is no wonder that it beipg ſyoln,ſhould compreſs that by 
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which chiefly ſerves for reſpiration, and hinders the free motion thereof, Yet veril y this cauſe 
found out by feeling, does nor quite fatisfhe our doubt ; for if the ſhortneſs of breath ſhould 
wholly depend thereupon, it ſhould be perpetual, and not come by fits, nor ſhould it be (0 
eafily cauſed by external occaſions, as commotion of the Bod y or Mind. This reaſon yerily is 
ſo convincing, that ſome other cauſe muſt de joyned hereunto, vjz,.. ſome thin matter, which 
is{oon moved aiid ſoon quieted, Now what that matter ſhould be,and what ſeat it ſhould pre- 
ciſely poſſeſs, is not cafily determinable, YetI may with thoſe moſt excellent Phyficians, 
who undertook the cure of the Patient, affert the moſt probable reaſon to be, certain vapours 
and winds ariſing from his Spleen and Stomach. Now this Commotion of winds and vapours in 
his ſtomach is hereby eafily diſcerned, in that the noble Patient 1s wont to be more grievoully 
troubled with the foceſaid tymproms after his meales. For from hard and laborious digeſtion in 
2 weak ſtomach, many winds are bred, which diftending the tomach, comprels the Pancreas 
20d Midriff, whereupon greater ſhortneſs of breath is wont to ariſe ſome hours after his meals. 
Moreover, in the greateſt changes of the Air, when the Wind ſhifts from North to South, the 
foreſaid ſymptoms are moſt troubleſome, becauſe by ſuch a mutation of the Air, Rheumatiſmes 
are cauſed, which at other times were wont to cauſe pains in tie joynts , and do now flow into 
the inner parts weakened by long diſtempers and obſtruCtions, and exagitate the bad hummors in 
thzm contained ; or becauſe by the moiſtnels of the Air the humors are puffed up,and as it were 
fermented ; whence a yapor ariſes, which ſeizing upon the Diaphragma and Lungs, breeds a 
fraitneſs in the breaſt, and a difficulty in breathing. 

If the Symptoms may be referred to any kind of Diſeaſe, I conceive they belong to that ſort 
of Melancholy, which 1s termed Hypochondriacal , ſeeing they had their firſt original from a 
grievous and long ſadneſs, in a body hot and dry ; whence arofe a great maſs of Melancholy hu- 
mors,which bred ſtubborn obſtruRtions in his Hypochondria, Yea verily,and althoagh the Scur- 
yy which is frequent in Northern Countries,is not uſual in this of ours ; Yet this Diſeaſe ſeems 
to approach unto the nature of the Scurvy, {eeing the two ſymptoms aforeſaid, viz. ſtraitneſs 
of the Breaſt, and ſhortnels of breath,are moſt frequent Symproms of that diſeaſe, as Severin 
Engalenu has noted in very many Obſervations ; in whoſe Country that Diſeaſe is moſt fre- 
quent : and in imitation of him, Danie! Sennertzs in his Book of the Scuryy,Chap.4. where he 
propounds the ſigns of that Diſeaſe,and in the 9, Article of the ſaid Chap.does ſo deſcribe theſe 
two ſymptoms, that he ſeems to deſcribe the condition of our illuſtrious Patient to an hair. 

And although (as has been ſaid) the Diſeaſe called the _— 1s not” uſual, and hardly 
ſeen in theſe Countries of ours ; yet (I to neglect nothing in the Care of ſo great a Diſeaſe) 
preſently uſed the ſpecifical Remedies belonging to that Diſeaſe, mixed with others that were 
good to open ObſtruRtions, and corre and expel melancholy humors. And therefore; in 
the firſt place, I gave him the juyces of Water-Crefles, Brook-lime and Fumitory for many 
daies together, mixing therewith Salt of Tartar and Spirit of Vitriol, alſo frequently infuſing 
alittle Senna ; and ſo thick, clammy and Tartarous Humors were purged out by little and 
little, And ſometimes I mixed the foreſaid Juyces with Deco&tions of Elicampane, Bark of 
Tarmatisk, Leaves of Agrimony, Wormwood and Burnet: By which Remedies continged 
from the 7. of 24ay,to the 38, thereof, our Patient ſeemed much holpen, And the Weather 
happening upon that day to turn from dry and clear into thick and rainy, by reaſon of South 
Winds, the foreſaid Symptomes came all afreſh, which continuing to the third day of Fane, 
by two blood-lettings 2 little at a time, they were much abated. From that time forwarg he 
uſed Salt of Steel or Vitriol for a whole moneth together, which is of admirable force to open 


OdſttuRions, ftrenethen the Bowels, and to corre& their hot diſtemper. Howbeit ſometimes, 
viz,,every third or Fourth day I gave him ſmall Purges of Senna infuſed in the foreſaid Decocti- 
ons, and ſometimes Chalybeate Pills; and I gave him Chalybeate Water to drink ordinarily 
With thin ſmall Wine. Which being continueg (as was ſaid) for a moneth together, the noble 
Patient was brought into a much better condition, ſo that he which before could not travel ei- 
ther on Horſe-back, or in a Ceach,without great trouble, could now endure a Ceach running 
apace, and an Horſe on a faſt amble, Moreover, the vigor of his whole Body,and the colour of 
his Face were much reſtored. And this 1s eſpecually worth Obſervation 5 that the noble Patient 
Was very much hurt by Baths to fit in, and Fomentations applied to the Region of his Belly,and

- 2 He Maid Servant of Mr. de Sautereau, a Senator of Grenoble, being thirty years of Age; 
was held of an intermitting Tertian Ague, and ſhe had ſuffered fitteen fits thereof, in 
the Contſe of which, ſhe was twice let blood ; and a purge was tivice given her, and 
cooling Juleps were preſcribed and Aperitive,by the ordinary Phyſitian ; who after the fee

I conceive verily they ought to be referred to the Womb, which is the fink of 
Womens bodies, For ſeeing the foreſaid Symptoms came not till ſhe had voided i.er Urine, 7 
am of this Opinion, that her Bladder being tull and reſting upon her Womb, did with its Bulk 
keep the Womb faſt and cloſe. Whereupon'the mmpurities and vapors contained in the Cavit 
of the Womb could not freely play their Rekes in other parts of the body , but when the Urine 
was voided, thoſe putrid'Aumors became free, and-cauſed thoſe Variovs'1ccidents.

T ake Sarſaperilla one onnce ; Carduns ſeeds balf an onnee , Scabiows, Mary-goids, of each 
half an handful.

AS many as T have ſeen fick of the Small Pox or Meazles, having their Belly diſtended, and 
| making a Noyſe, with unquietneſs, tumbling and tofſing, I Obſerved, that they all died 
within few daies, eſpecially if pain were joyned with thoſe other Symptoms.

J]N the year 1640. in the Moneth of Ofober, upun the twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth and fif- 
teenth dayes, 10 great a cold happened, that all our Brooks and Rivers were frozen with Ice. 
In Fe;ruary following, Pains 1n the Sides were very rife, of which many dyed.

An Obſervation communicated from M ſr.Dabadi, 
a moſt Famous Thyſitian at T holous, 
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Scabbinefs with Itching in a Man of eighty 
years old. 


He moſt I!lnftrious Senator and Dean Mir. de Afasſſac, being near the age of Four- 

ſcore and four years, naturally of a Conſtitution mixt of Blood and Chaler, in which 

Choler prevailed, moderately fleſhy and of a proper ftature, and well ſhaped Body, 

with a nimble Induſtrious Wat, and a rare faculty to debate Caſes of . Law, not ordi- 
nary for one of his years : In former times he en joyed bus heal th very well, finding no alteration 
from the Weather whether hot or cold. Yet in the ſpace of five years, three times he ſuffered 
ſome abatement of health by reaſon of Indigeſtion of his meat ; not that his ſtomach languiſhed 
through age, ror through any fault in his dizr. He was not given to Feaſting, nor to pleaſe hrs 
Palate ; yet hedelighted in Sallats and Fruits that will not laſt ; which though they ſeem fami- 
lr to our Natures, and eafie of digeſtion, yet can they hardly be converted into goad blood, 
whereupon bad Humors are colle&ted, which putritying tpon any flight occafion do often 
dreed Malignant Feavets, as Ga/en hints in his Second Book of the Faculty of Meats. And 
this I obſerved to have happened to this Venerable old Man,firft in A7ay,the year after about Au- 
tamn, and laſtly, but wort of all, avout the time 1n which the P/eiades are wont to __ , 
Bb where- 
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whereupon he fell 1ato an acute Feaver, which every other day had ſome exacerbation,zfter the 
Inſult whereof he voided upward and downward an excrementit:ous flegmatick humor, which 
was at laſt mingled with Choler,with great unquietoeſs and heart-burning, which are fiens of ar 
leaſt a baſtard Cho/era : out of which dangerous condition he eſcaped upaii.che (eveuth dy 

Nature Criving out the reliques of the Morbifick Matter to the skan, whereupon aioſe a filthy 
itch all his Body over, but eſpecially in his legs, and chiefly in the leftleg, where aroſe ared 
fiery ſyelling, the matter whereof being in a manner diſcufſed, there remained an 1:Aamator 

diſpoſition like the Shingles or St, Anthonies Fire, with paintul nching, often provoking hi 
to ſcratch, ſpringing from a mingled pruritous matter, ſalt, ſharp and pricking, which was ſhed 
abroad through both his Legs ; arifivg trom a mingled Caccchymia ard Cachexia Which is f4- 
miliar to old men ; and it was ſo-much the worſe,becauſe both his Legs did alittle fivell, which 
ſhewed great weakneſs of his Liver and other Bowels, which being weakned (eſpecially his 
Liver) with the foregoing heat of the Feaver, it was much to be doubted, Whether (in ſo oreat 
age eſpecially) they conld be reſtored to their ancient good Condition. 

We began the Cure with a Vomit,he being enclined thereunto,that ie might empty the evil 
humor floating in his Stomach, Then we purged him downwards with a gentle purge. By 
when the Diſeaſe would not give way, we degan to think of opening a vein, abcut which we 
were divided in' our Opinions : his eld Age and a Cachexia begun, which was clear from his 
extream itching and the ſwelling of his Legs and Feet pleaded againſt bloud-letting. Hombeit 
his Feaver growing more intenſe, he was let blood, and not without cauſe ; ſeeing that it is bet- 
ter to run a hazard, than certainly to periſh. Bad blood came away, he bore it well,and had his 
Crifis on the ſeventh day,the reliques of the Morbifick matter being driven our into the habit of 
his Body and to his Legs. After ſome dayes we thought fit again to purge out the ill humor 
that were gathering head afreſh,that we might more iafely uſe a Bath of freſh Warer,to procure 
tranſpiration, to temper the heat and Acrimony of the humors and vapors, alſo to open 4he 
$kin and let them forth. After the Bath had been uſed divers days, his itch became more tow 


' bleſome than before, the ill hamors being drawn from the Centre tothe Circumference, which 


had not been ſufficiently purged forth, Wherefore becauſe our Patient refuſed to take any mar 
Purges, I reſolved to drayy the humors away by little and little with a gentle Lenitive, and to 
try what Aﬀes Milk would do, which Hypocrates ſometimes uſed inſtead of a Lenitive and pu- 
vins Medicament, as'may be ſeen mn the Fourth Book de Dieta Acutorum. And the event 
was according to my defue ; for having a whole moneth together drunk of Aſſes milk, us 


_ Belly of it ſelf very dry and coftive was looſened, and he voided abundance of excrementitios 


hymors, in the place of which good humars bred z and the dregs of his groſs humors being atte- 
nuated,his Hemorrhoid veins opened,by the flux whereof he was reſtored to his former Health, 
yea, and became more luſty. I ſay nothing of the ſtrengthening things we gave him, nord 
the Oyntments and othet outward applications to mitigate the Itch ; and when the fervor of the 
Shingles was abated, to diſcuſs the remaining Morbifick matter , all which did much good t 
our Patient, by the bleſſing of Almighty God, the giver of Health and all good things beſide.

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A Dropſee of the Stomach. 


N the Year 1620, a Woman ſomewhat tall of ature forty eight years old, named Ju» 
Delier, Wife of a Citizen of this City, believed that ſhe was with Child, her Belly gro- 
ing till bigger and bigger. But when ſhe knew the time of Childbearing was paſt, ſhe 


went toa Phyſitian ho preſently told her ſhe was fallen into a Droplie, Medicines bes

taken in vain ; . the ſivelling of her Belly continuing three years together, (ſhe ill following 
her ordinary Employments) it grey at length ſo great, that ſhe was ſcarce able to bear ſo great 


2 Burthen. Aclalt ſhe fell into a contigual Feaver, with ſhorter breath than before, and an un- 


 quenchable thirſt, together with much tumbling and unquietneſs. Within the ſeventh day 


the died. Whoſe Body becauſe it could not be incloſed in a Coffin, becauſe of the extream 
greatael(s of her Belly in all parts thereof, being defired of her Parents, I cut her Belly, and fo 
great a quantity of Wheyiſh Liquor cane out, that it weighed above Ninety poand weight, Ar 
aſt there came a thick and troubled huMor, which was the grounds and ſetlings of the Wheyith 
excrement. Which being done, and ſpunges put into the holes which we had ct to let out the 
Hyd:opick Humor. We proceeded in ay orderly way to difle&t her whole Belly, and when 
we looked for the Peritorzum that we gpight difſed the ſame, (a Rrarge thing to ſay,but more 
ſtrange to ſee) this Membrane whoſe ofhce it is to cover the Natural parts, did fo {trongl y 
cleave © the torepart of the Stomach, that it could notbe parted without breaking or cutting, 
Yea, and we found our topple which we had left in the Wound, lipt into the Cavity of the 
ſtomach. Before the cutting up whereof, we did corfider a while its unuſual greatneſs, and its 
two orifices, the Stomachus and Pylorus having both the ſame ſcituation, and touching one the 
other, the Caul poſſeſſing the upper Region, the Liver ſound enough,which yet the ſivelling of 
the ſtomach did bear up,the Heart (with the Midrift between)bearing heavy thereupon, had ſer 
its print upon it, as if it had been upon Wax. No wonder ſhe was fo troubled with ſhortneſs 
of Wind for tiwo years (pace, The reſt of her inwards, as the Spleen, Kidneys, Guts, Meſen- 
tery, Gall-Bladder, Piſs-Bladder and Womb were ſound,and little altered by the Heat of her 
Feaver.Theſe things thus obſerved, we drew forth that mighty Romach with the Guller and Gur 
Duidenium;and being cut open through the middle 1t was above a Parz-Ell broad, in the lower 
part thereof ive obſerved a ſerous Madder,' being the remainder of the ſetlings of the foreſaid 
Hydropick hymor. All the fibres of the inner Membrane were tar ſeparated one from another. 
There was no fault in either of its orifices, ſave that in the middle of the Pilorus in its upper- 
moſt part, there hung a Bladder half a Finger long, and a little thicker than a mans Thumb, full 
of tranſparent Water, and entring almoſt into the Cavity of the D»odenars Gut, We obſer- 
red alſo the inner membrane of the Stomach, ſtudded as it were with many little water bladder- 
kies, part whole, and part eaten aſunder. And theſe are things (if I miſtake not) never obſer- 
ved before by any mortal man ; I am ſure I never read or heard of the like. Now when T con- 
fidered ſeriouſly with my ſelf, what ſhould be the cauſe of ſo unwonted a Diſeaſe as this, being 
a Dropſie proceeding from the Stomach ; I could lay the fault no where elſe, but in an habi- 
tual cold and moiſt diſtemper of the whole Stomach, which when it drew nouriſhment from 
the trunk of Yena Porta by the Ramuw Gaſtricus, and other branches, by reaſon of its diftem- 
per it turned the ſaid nouriſhment into a Wheyiſh Excrement, juſt as the Liver does, when a 
Drophie is cauſed thereby. And the ſaid cold and moiſt diſtemper of the Stomach came by 
much drinking of cold water, eating of raw Fruit, and other ſuch like cauſes. And for as much 
as by reaſon of the great looſneſs of the fibres of the ſtomach, and the perverſe figure of that 
part, the lower orifice was ſcituate juſt even with the upper,the meats did eafily paſs from one 
unts the other, ſo that they vere not drowned in that vaſt Whirle-pit of Serofities, but were 
in ſome meaſure Chylified in the Gut Duodennm ; for all grant that the Guts can make Chyle, 
and Nature when neceſſity compels may render their ChylifaCtive power 'more effeRtual than 
ordinary. Now the Stomach did not expel the Water by thoſe open paſſages, becauſe its 
fibres were reſolved and deprived of their aRtivity by the plenty of moiſture wherewith they 
were ſoaked,

Certain Man being five days troubled with the Iliack Paſſion, ſo that he yomited up his 

dung,and many Medicines being tried in vain, he took an ounce of Quick-filver killed 
with Brimttone, encloſed in a little ball of Wax, Preſently after he had taken it in, Fomentz. 
tions were continually applied, and Clyſters frequently injeted. After ſome hours, little bits 
of Wax were ſeen in a Clyfter which came from him, which was a token that the paſlage was 
open, ſo that a Purge being given him, he was perfeQtly cured of his diſeaſe, 
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The Efficacy of an Iſſue. 


ATE Man long time afflited with pain in his Loins, when nothing would help him, at 
'A length he died. Among other Remedies, a little before his death an Ifſue was made in 
his Thigh four fingers above his Knee,outof which when the cruſt fell off there lowed a kind df 
bloody wateriſh ſubſtance, about the quantity of half an ounce ; but afterwards there came out 
of the Iflue every day an ounce of true and well conditioned matter or quittor, or more. The 
Chirurgeon wondered and could not deviſe whence that matter came. The man being dead,and 
his body opened, his Lungs were found full of matter, which was the chief cauſe of his death. 
And in his Loins a great Impoſtume was found, from whence that continual and- Rubborn pain 
proceeded. And from the ſaid Impeſtume unto the Ifſne was found a gurter or little Conduit- 
pipe, by which ſome part of the Quittor flowed from the ſaid Impoſtume out at the Ifſue, B 
which we may gather what induſtry Nature is wont to uſe in expelling Morbifick Cauſes, who 
framed that ſame —_— to purge the Impoſtume in the Loins by the Iflue ; howbeit (he 
could not bring to paſs what ſhe intended, being overcome by the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe. |

_ ſaid Mſr. Chowe/ told me,That he was wont to Cure all Tertians in a manner,by gin

had nodeco&ion ready, he was wont to give the Patient a draught of cold water, and the ſame 
effe& for the moſt part follows, He conceived that the water, by means of the blood-letting 
was drawn into the Veins,and that it did temper the morbifick matter,and keep it from fermet- 
ting or working,by which means the Fit was hindred,

days together immediatly betore her death, ſhe voided a great quantity of exceeding black 
blood by ftool, Her Body being opened, much glafſie Flegm was fourd flicking to the outer 
Coat ot her Guts, and during the whole length of the Guts, it was diſperſed here and there in 
bits of different greatneſs, 10 that ſome were as big as Beans, others no bigger than haſel Nats. 
In her veins and m the Ventricles of ter Heart, we found no blood at all, becauſe Nature with 
all her might had driven it into the Guts, where it turned black, as all blood out of the Veins 
is wont to do, and before her death was voided forth, Where we are to obſerve the ſeat of the 
Matter which cauſed this Cholick pain, which is not ſpoken of by Authors, viz. the outward 
ſurface of the Guts,

N the Year 1642. in the moneth of Ofober, I was ſent for unto a Boy of 14 years old,yho 
after the Small Pox had been troubled with the Drophe for a monech together; he had no 
Feaver, yet was ſo weak, that he was fain to keep his Bed. I preſcribed forthwith an 

Aperitive and Water-purging Apozem, the ſame which is deſcribed in the Pratice of Dr. &i- 
veriz, in his Chapter of the Dropfie. And after the uſe of the Apozeme, I ordered him to be 
ſmoaked as it were in a Stove, with aperitive and diſcuffing materials for three days together, 
ofÞj 1" a day, Whereupon he was perfeRly well,

Te ſame year in the moneth of Decems. I viſited a man 5 © years old troubled with an inflam- 
mation of his right Teſticle, and with ſupprefſion of his Urine, I preſcribed hima Clyfter 
rtly emollient and laxative,partly expelling Wind, and when that was come away, I cauſed 
im to bleed eight ounces from the Yena Baſilica ct his right Arm, IT cauſed his Reins to be 
anointed with Oyl of Scorpions of Afattbio/z ; and after he was anointed,I cauſeda Pancake 
made of Onions cut in ſmall bits, and Egs beaten together with Hogs Greaſe; to be applied to 
the ſame part. And the day after I gave hima Bolus of Caſſia, Diaphznicon and poudered 
Rhubarb. Hereupon he piſt luſtily. And i& his inflamed Teſticle we made a Cataplaſm or 
Pultis of Bean-meal boyled in Vinegar and Water unto a juſt Confiftence. Which Medicine 
being applied three days together nnto the part afteRtd,he was reſtored to his former health.

ing whereof, many Medicines were tried, but all in vain ; ſo that every one teared it would 
prove a Fiſtula, I ſet upon the Cure after this manner : | 

I preſcribed firſt of all a purging Potion, which was made to purge partly Flegm, and'putly 
Choler. Then I cauſed him tobe let blood. Then I gave him Apozemes made of temperate 
Aperitives, Wourd-herbs and Purgatives, When he had done with them, he took of this {dl 
lowing Decoction twice a day for twelve daies together.

In the mean while, Inje&tions were made daily into the Ulcer of the ſame Deco&ion, But 
when all would not do,but that all the aforeſaid Infirmities continued, I preſcribed þi71 a (wer 
ting Diet-Drink for twenty five daies together, made of a DecoRtion of Sarſaperilla and Guy 
jacum, of each a like quantity. Of the remaining materials a Diet-Drink was made fot his 
ordinary drink. And every fixth day of his Diet, he took a purging Medicament, Toward 
the end of the Diet-Dripk, the Ulcer ſeeming to remain much as it was at firſt, I cauſed the 
Chirurgeon to put a ſtick into the Wound,and cut the Skin and Fleſh ivhich was above it,peing 
about a Fingers bredth deep, with an Incifion Knife, that the Cavity thereof being opened, 
we might more eaſily apply convenient Medicines. The Event did anſwer according to ny 
wiſh,fer that ſame ſpongyproud fleſh being conſumed,the Ulcer was in a ſhort time healed up, 
and the Patient freed both from the pains he felt, and from the fears he had conceived of a Fi-

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A Salt Rheam, with inclination to a Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs. 


N OFober 1643. I was called untoa fick man 4o years of Age, of a Cholerick Complexi- 
on, and of a lean and meagre Body. He was troubled with a ſalt and ſharp Rheum fallivg 
from his Head upon his Lungs four years together ; he had a very dry Cough, and obſtruRons 
inthe parts under his ſhort Ribs on both fides, with a ſlow continual Feaver. Add hereunto an 
Inflarimation, which appeared by a pain about his Breſt-bone, and'the Yerrebraes of his Back. 
I ordered him in the firſt place a Purge made of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, Senna, Manna and 
Syrup of Roſes, but in little Quantities. Then I cauſed ſeven ounces of blood tobe taken 
fom his right Arm. Afterward I made him take Broths made of temperate Aperitives, for 12 
days together, ſteeping all night 1n every third Broth, half an oance ot Senna, and diffolving 
therein an ounce of Manna. When he had done with his Broths, he went into a luke-waim 
particular Bath made of a Decodtion of Barley and ſweet Almonds, twice a day, three dayes 
together. Ar the beginning of the Cure, I cauſed two Iflues to be made between his Shoulder- 
blades, tio fingers bredth difMht from the Back-bone, on either fide thereof : and I gave. or- 
der, that once a Week a Cupping-Glaſs ſhould be faſtened upon the Ifſues. Which Remedy 
prevailed ſo much in this Patient, by reaſon of the Serofities, which in great quantity were 
drawn away every time the Cups were faſtened, that I attributed the whole Cure in a mannec 
thereunto,

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A Malignant Feaver. 


N the Moneth of ſay, 1644. a Woman of thirty years old defired me to take her into Cure 
She had been fick two days of a Malignant Feaver, with a pain in her Head, continual uy- 
uietneſs, extream thirſt, and certau blewiſh Spots about her Breſt and Back, Thrice in two 
ys I cauſed her to bleed eight ounces at each time, ard becauſe ſhe abhorred all inward Me- 
dicines, I bethought my ſelf of ſome that maght be outwardly applizd. On the fifth day of her 
Diſeaſe, I cauſed a Cataplaſm of Snails beaten with their ſhells into a maſs, to be applied with + 
Tow upon the Soals of her Feet. This Medicine was applied about three of the clock inthe 
Afternoon ; and when it began to draw towards Night, the fick Woman began to feel a ca. 
tain grievous and tronbleſom pain in both her Thighs and Legs, which continued till midnight 
ſo fierce, that ſhe always made her complaint, defiring the Cataplaſm might be taken from he 
Feet. And at midnight ſhe ſweated all over her Body, with ſach a filthy thinking ſmell;that ſhe 
her ſelf could hardly endure the ſame. Having ſhifted her Liooen,the Cataplaſms were taken 
from her Feet,which did ſo ſtink as that they had almoſt poyſoned thi By-ftanders, In the mon- 
ing I found the Woman cheerful, her Feaver and other Symptoms beipg very much abated, And 
I conceiving that ſhe was paſt all danger, thought good to do no more to her ; only I preſcrhel 
her a Purge, which notwi ing through extream ſelf-willedneſs,the refuſed to take - how 
beit, a little after ſhe perfeQly recovered. 
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| JN the Moneth of February, 1 545: a Gentleman of a Sanguine Complexion, fat and el 

fleſhed, was for three daies troubled with the Gout in his Knees. As ſoon as. I viſited hin, 
I ordered him to bleed a pound of blood : whith appearing very impure, the day following | 
cauſed him to bleed as much more, whereby the Patient tound himſelf much relieved, the 
blood being as bad the former. Then I cauſed him tobleed the third time ten ounces ; and 
| the day following I gave him a Parge made of Senna and Rhubarb in a convenient Decodtia, 
with Dgyocys and Syrup of Roſes ; after which he was perfeAtly well. ; 

The like ſucceſs befell me in two other Patients which were of the Game temper and corpir 
lency, in whom blood-letting three or four times repeated at the beginning of the Cure wholl 
took away the Diſcaſe, the part being fomented with Vinegar and Water mingled together,and 
afterwards anointed ryith Oyl of Roſes.

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A Swelling of the Tongue. 


Certain Perſon infefted with the Whore-maſters Pox was cured with Mercurial 
Frictions, Which by order of the Apothecary, being uſed more frequently and longer 
than the Phyſitian nad preſcribed ; the extream violence of the Flux, had fo ſivelled 
his Tongue, that it hung out of his mouth the bredth of four Fingers. Which to Re- 

medy, the Phyſitian would preſcribe nothing, taking it hainouſly that the Order by him pre- 
ſcribed had been negleRed and exceeded. Whereupon the Patient continued m this miſerable 
condition for the ſpace of four moneths, and his Tongue being altered by the Air was grown 
three fingers thick. I being ſent for,after blood-letting,waſhing of the part affeRed,and a Seton 
faſtened in his Neck, ordered a Pouder to be applied to his Tongue, made of Pepper, Gin- 
2r, Muſtard-ſeed and parched Salt. With the uſe whereof his Tongue began togroiv ſoft,and 
to move it ſelf the firſt day. The third day I ordered them to waſh it oftentimes in Aqua Vitz 
very well re&ified ; ſo that upon the fourth day it appeared much ſofter, and might be thruſt 
into his Moath, bowbeir it would come out again preſenly. But afterward perceiving cer- 
tain Ulcers in the lower. part of his Tongue near the Veins called Renz/e which proceeded from 
the grating of the Teeth whereupon it reſted ; I cauſed the ſaid Ulcers to be waſhed with the 
nhiteWater made of white Precipitate,and I ordered deep Scarrifications to be made about the 
foreſaid Veins, By which means,within fery days the Tumor was wholly diſcuſt,and the Tongue 
brought to abide within its proper Quarters, 
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A Dumb Perſon cured by Accident: 


——- Beggar was entertained in way of Hoſpitality by a wealthy Farmer, in whoſe 
Houſe he remained certain days by reaſon of a Dumb and deaf boy he had brought with 
him who was the ſame night taket with a continual Feaver. At leagth the Beggar being out 
of patience and deſpairing of his recovery, he Qlipt privately away and left the ſick Boy behind 
him, who recovering his wonted health, was by the Farmer ſet firſt to look to his Lambs, and 
after that to keep his Sheep and Wethers, which ſervice he performed excellent well. Now it 
fell out ſome years after, that being at Dice, he was ſtruck over the pate with a thick Cudgel, 
and the hinder part of his Scul was broken into many peices. Hoiwbeit by the induſtry of a 
Skilful Chyrurgeon he wasCvred of that very Dangerous hurt, And as he grew well his ſenſe 
of hearing began to come to him,and he began to matter and babble ſome words, till that at laſt 
he attained to hear and ſpeak perfeQtly ; in which condition he lived to the fourty fifth year of 
his Age, ſerving as Vine-Dreſler, to Mir. Pajanxs, Proftor of Grenoble ; andit is ſcarce two 
years fince he died.

[ & many.a Depreſſion of the Skul has been cured, a Cupping-glaſs (afrer once or tivice 
blood-letting] being faftned upon the depreſſion with much flame , and ſometimes Incifion 
is added with many Scarrifications,and ſometimes without them. Among the reſt,I ſhall inftarce 
in one remarkable Patient named Arrhaudus, a Prodtor of Grenob/e, This man. being upon x 
far Journey, met his Enemy and was truck on the Os Parieta/ Siniſtram, with which bloy 
he was ſtruck to the ground, and lett for dead.. Being carnieg thence into a Neighbour Village, 
tivo Chyrurgeons did undertake to cure him, who uſed only blood-letting and Cupping. 
Glaſſes, without any regard of his wound, becauſe they could perceive no manifeſt ſolution of 
Continuity. I being ſent for, found the man wallowing in blood, which came out of his Moyt 
and Noſtrils, with Stomach-fickneſs, and almoſt perpetual vomiting, hardly knowingkap 
that were about him. Speaking with great difficulty, andmnot ſo much as opening $ 

Having yeiwed his whole Head, when I did but touch his Skull where it was dented in, never 
ſo little with the top of my finger,preſently he began to be Stomach fick. Which having 6 
ſerved, I ordered the Chyrurgeon to ſhave that part, and apply a great Cupping-Glaſs theremn- 
to with much flame, which though it refted upon the ſound and ſolid parts, did ſo much pain 
the Patient, that not being able ts ſpeak; he. ſhrunk down muttering into his bed, But ater 
the Cupping-Glaſs was removed, and inciſion made upon the part afteRed, and the Cuppine- 
glaſs again ſet on, he was ſo far from being pained, that he ,perceived great comfort thereby; 
and thereupon began to ſpeak to me, and kner all the By-ſtanders. And though ſeven or y. 
ounces of Blood were drawn away by the Cupping-Glaſs ; I ordered [nevertheleſs, that 

nextday he ſhould be again let blood. And thus the fick man, a few days after, recovered tis

| [he ethird Son of the Lord de Periſſe/, Prefident in the Parliament of Grenob/e, being four 

teen years of Age, was brought from. Geneva t9 Grenob/e,ih the. eighth moneth of his Di- 
ſeaſe being conſumed with Leanneſs gre 220 of the Lungs,witha very great Looſneſs,0 
thatT foretold his Father he.yyould ſhortly die becauſe of an Ulcer of his Lungs, which he 
coughed up bit after bit,and thoſe bits being laid upon the hot coals, they. Rtunk extreamly.Allo 
his breath ſmelt ſo ſtrong, that it did not only infeR the fick Mans Chamber, but was ſmeltall 
the Stairs over, by thoſe that lodged near. All which conGidered, I'faid I could appoint hi 
no other Medicine than a Womans Milk, vvhich he muft fuck from the Dugs of an healthy viel 
diſpoſed Nurſe. Which putting in PraRtice the next day, the Patient vyas ſomthing bette 
the day after, and vvithin tvyo moneths he vvas perfeAly thereby recovered. This Diſeaſe + 
roſe from a Pleurifie ill cured, vvhich vyas' changed into an Empyema, and the Empyema into 
a Conſumption of the Lungs, This rery Medicine I have experimented in many other Perſons, 
in my ſelf and Son, and tvyo Gentlemen vyho did ſpit blood in great Quantity. 
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Pricking of a N{ erve. 


Certain Merchant of Grenoble, ſmiting upon a Table vvith his Hand doubled in, ſtruck 
a Needle unto it, vvhich tuck in a clue of thred. For tvyo days together he felt no n- 


convenience thereby, but'the third day ſo great pain aroſe in the part, continuing for divers 
days 
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days following that it could not be aſliyaged, either with blood-letting, Fomentations, Ca- 
taplaſmsor Anodynes. Obſerving the contumacy of this pain, I queſtion the Chyrurgeon 
whether he did ever know that this Patient was troubled with the Whore-maſters Pox ; he rold 
me, that three years agoe indeed, he was troubled with the Gonorrhza and PurtifaRion of his 
Yard, but was perfeRly Cured thereof. Forthwith 1 preſcribed him a Suffumigation of Ver- 
milion, Storax, Benjamin, Frankincenſe and Henbane ſeeds, mixed with Turpentine - \Vhere- 
with only his Hand was ſmoaked , and preſently he was better, and the Medicine being con- 
tinued a few days, he was perfe&ly Cured.

I Have cured many of the Quartan Ague,whoſe bappy cure, after Univerſal Medicines, I have 
cheifly attributed to O/eum Magneticum, Oyl of the Load-ſtone, which has no vifible or 
otherwiſe ſenſible operation.

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A Mon ftroms and unwonted H ICCUP, 


Nm, 1634. in the Moneth of December, A Tailor of fifty years old,by reaſon of faſting, 
cold, and journeying, fell into. the Feayer Ephemera, which within twenty four hans 
was diſcuſſed by plentiful ſweat : ſo that the following day, he continued free from his Fear 
and Head-ach until eight a clock ; howbeit he had no appetite to meat, and was very 
and ſluggiſh.” But upon the eighth day in the morning,be was again ſeized by the Feaver withar 
any ſhaking; anda while after,towards the evening, he was tormented with a moſt greivg 
Hiccup, the noiſe whereof was heard four Houſes off in the Neighbour-Row, and eafily inthe 
ſtreet without any truce or intermiſſion. In the mean time, he was not very thirfty, and well 
in his wits, but very impatient of ſo cruel a —_—_ | At eleven a clock with coughinghe 
vomited a crude matter, not unlike corrupted fleſh, which the by-ſtanders took to be a peicad 
Marmalade of Quinces, which the Patient had eaten not long before. But the day followine, 
he caſt up a bit of the ſame colour and greatneſs, viz. red, and as big as a Hazel Nut , which! 
cauſed firſt to be waſhed in Water, and then laid upon the coals , whereupon lofing itsred 
colour, which it left in the Water, and ſinking extreamly in the broiling;itappeared tobe (a1 
formerly gueſſed by the tory) a piece of Reſh with the Membranes,eaten off from the Ocſopta- 
gus, or upper Orifice of the ftomach, by an Ulcerwhich lay concealed in the ſaid Oeſophagus, 
Whether that Ulcer was bred all on a ſudden, taking its riſe the firſt day in which the man wi 
taken with the Feaver Ephemera : or whether it was contra&ed long time before, is uncertain. 
Yetitis likely that it began not ſo ſoon: firſt becauſe no Inflammation or other tumor had gone 
before, which is commonly atrended by an Ulcer : Again, becauſe rhat for many years he hid 
been vexed with a light Cough, which brought up nothing viſible. So that the Diſeaſe, which 
had long fince rooted it ſelf under the firſt Coat of the whe> way or Stomach, being produced 
by thoſe external cauſes fore-recited, did all on a ſudden diſcover it ſelf, Now the Symptom 
was continual by reaſon of the Ulcer, whereof he died upon the fourteenth day raving : For 
the Hiccuping would remit nothing of its fierceneſs, neither with Blood-letting, Cupping, 
> Medicaments, Digeſtives, nor Purgers, amongſt which, Hiera is very much colt- 
mended. 
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An Inflammation in the hinder part of the Brain, 
with Symptoms therefrom ariſing. 


> hom moſt noble and illuſtrious young Gentleman, Afonseinr de Larthandiere, thirty ſeven 
Years of Age, fell in the Dog-days into a moſt grievous and ſharp pain of his Head, 
which troubled him moſt in the hinder part, and towards the left fide, He had an obſcure and 
very light Feayer, his Sences were vigorous, eſpecially his Taſt : howbeit he was mighty 
thirſty, and could kake no reſt. His Forehead was not all hot, his Head but little, he felt 
no pain, though his Head were hard touched , layiag our hands, one to his Forehead, the other 
to the Hinder part of his Head,weperceived his Brain to be ſhaken and pulled,within his Skull, 
and his whole Head did involuntarily ſhake this way and that way, his Urines were at firſt thick 
and white. Which things having obſerved, tearing there was a Phlegmone or Eryſipelas in his 
Brain, I ordered him to bleed , firſt from the Cephalica or head Vein, then from the Media- 
na, two pounds of blood, The following days becauſe the pain raged terribly, we cauſed him 
at ſeyeral times to bleed two pounds more in the other Arm. O the fifth day we purged him , 
on the ſixth we drew half a pound of blood, with Cupping-Glaſſes faſtened to his Shoulders. 
In the mean while, his Head wa#dhaven, and bathed with Vinegar of Roſes, and we omitted 
nothing which might revell, derive or repel any kind of humors from the Brain. On the 


fourth day of the Diſeaſe, there brake forth a ſmall Tumor on the right Gde of his Tongue, 


which we found to be hard , hollow, and Ulcerated without feeling, and indeed no other than a 
Cancer. On the ſeventh day towards the evening, he raved a little, and ſoon after he beganto 
ſveat, firſt in his Face, and then plentifally over his whole Body, ſo that we hoped there 
would be a true and a perfeR Crifis : his Siveat was wiped off, his Linnen changed, and he did 
Swcat again abundantly. And now he began to complain of the Cloaths, crying out that he 


* was ſmothered, which being removed, and the Sweat wiped off as before, we found him almoſt 


quite ſpent, and perpetually raving. His ſtrength, which was very firm before the Sweat, we 

ceived.to be wholly weakened, and in this condition he continued all night until nine a 
clock in the morning of the eighth day, He raved and talked exceedingly, being forgetful of 
all that had happened, or had been done about him, during his whole Diſeaſe. Aboat ten of 
the Clock he ſeemed to come to himſelf, and to remember ſome things, and ſo we ſhould have 
had ſome hope of him, but that his Convulfive Pulſe, and the trembling of his Limbs did de- 
clare his Brain to be extreamly diſordered. Soon after he piſt plentifully, ard his Urine was 
Red and ſhined like fire. About the ſame time as the day before, towards the evening. he raved 

in, was which ſo much the worſe, becauſe, having recovered ſtrength, he became Frantick, 
and drove all the'by-ſtanders from him with great terror. Atnine a Clock in the morning, he 
cameto himſelf again, and continued ſo until the evening, about which time, a ſvelling roſe 
in hisNeck, as big as an indifferent Apple, not painful, nor different in colour from the reſt of 
his Skin, nevertheleſs he continued raving with a Convulſive trembling of his Hands. Oa the 
tenth day all things continued alike. Towards the end of the eleventh day, he died with Con- 
yvulfions. And becauſe he was one of anilluſtrious Family, and much eſteemed by his Friends, 
and died ſo unexpeSedly, hisdeath not being foreſeen till the ſeventh day, nor foretold, it 
was thought convenient to open his Body, that the cauſe of his death might be manifeſted to his 
Friends. The other parts of his Body were found in a good condition, all ſave his Brain : For 
his Skull being opened, great plenty of very black blood, but thin flowed preſently forth, be- 
fore the Coats of his Brain were opened, and ere the Bone was well fawn aſunder, it came out 
by the Saw ; which blood being ſhed between the Skull and the Coats of the Brain, was geſt 
tobe to pounds or more. When the Coats of the Brain were difcovered, we fonnd them dia- 
pred all over with little Veins, which ſivelled with black- aduft blood, And in the hinder part 
for the depth of two fingers, and the length of four, where the Torcular Brain-tunnel is ſaid 
to be (cituate, there was not only blackneſs,but the Membranes were of a bright red colour,and 
periſhed with a Gangrene : into which part, when I cauſed a Pen-knite to be thruſt, preſently

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. *tis probablethe blood had Iflued out, which was found immedutely under the skul, By the 
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there came forth five or fix ounces of a puralent matter or quittor, which Runk, Afteroard the 
Chyrurgeons making deeper inciſion, all theBaſis of the Brain very near, eſpecially the Cere. 
bellum, and that part of the Marrow of the Back, which is contained in the uppermoſt Verte. 
braes, and upon which the ſivelling did ariſe, vere found likewiſe Sphacelated and mortified, 
And the Coats of the Brain were on the left fide eaten through with Ulcers, through which

Now two cauſes there were of the Solution of itsContinuity,yj, 
an Ulcer and an Inflammation, The Ulcer being the principal cauſe, which was contracted (ame 
moneths fince, by means related to me bur not toibe publiſhed, produced that lirtle Ulcer in © 
his Tongue,and made the Brain weak and ſubje& tobe inflamed. Now the Chollerick Inflan.” 
mation was augmented, by the Patients youthful Age, his remper being Sanguine mixed with 
Choller, and by the hotneſs of the weather : but certain external Cauſes did eſpecially further 
the ſame, wiz.

But the Cauſes, why ſo obſcure a Feaver ſhould be 
attended with ſo many terrible Symptoms, were theſe, The firſt was becauſe his Brain was on] 
affeed,and all other parts of his body ſound.Secondly,becauſe the Brain has of it ſelf but litde 
feeling,and'is of a cold and moiſt temper,The third and moſt remarkable was, becauſe the Brain 
is far diſtant ſrom the Heart, and therefore the Spirits which paſs to and fo in the Brain, being 
once gotten into thoſe Labirinthian contextares of veſſels 'in the Brain can hardly return uny 
the Heart, and conſequently do not communicate thereunto. the contagion of the part affected, 
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pe Lingering Diſeaſe proceeding from the Lungs betug Hoheds of which « Maid 
died, newer perceiving her ſelf to azl any thing, February, 1643, 


; A Virgin of good Parentage, being over fourteen years of Age (as many ſuppoſed) wats! 
ken away by Death, Two years before, ſhe was given to fighing, ſhe loved ſolitarines, 
and her Face and whole body was pale and white, Two moneths before, when I viſitedhes 
Brother, who was alſowaſted with a Lingering Difeaſe,her Mother defired me to feel her pulle, 
whether ſhe was Feaveriſh, 1 obſerved her pulſe languiſhing and unequal, but without any 
Feaveriſb heat ; wherefore, after I had a while conſidered her pale countenance, and queſtion- 
ed her Age, it came into my mind that her courſes were about to come, which being by reaſon 
of the narrowneſs of the Veins and other paſſages hindered, Nature endeavoured to make 
way for them, whereupon the blood was by them infe&ed , and flirred up thoſe light 
Symptoms, as'often happens to Virgins of the ſame Age, and her Mother and Kinſ-wotnan 
were of the ſame mind. Whereupon theſe things being done and ſaid upon the by, I depart- 
ed, reſolving to inquire further into the matter, if her ilneſs continued, or the Symptoms ſhould 
grow worſe. -Bit theſe promiſes on both fides, being either negle&ed or forgotten, two 
moneths after I was called in good earneſt tothe maid;I found her Diſeaſe much more grievous 
as being accompanied with want of appetite and a continual Feaver, and intended or encreaſed. 
towards night, without any burning biting heat, or other ſenfivle Symptom or token ; he 
was very much weakned,the circumference ofher Noftrils did widen themſelves as ſhe breatt- 
ed,and yet ſhe had no great difficulty in fetching her breath,no thirſt,no redneſs in her Cheeks, 
no want to ſteep ; as ſhe lay in her bed, ſhe conghed a little without ſpitting. Her Heath 
being moved more frequently and ſtrongly ſtill towards the evening was perceived to pantby 
laying on of a bodies hand, ſhe her ſelf not perceiving the ſame ; her Urines were thick,whute, 
fatty, with a broken Eneorem a or ſwim of the ſame condition. She never raved,ſhe never loft 
nights fleep, no not ſo much as the laſt night, in vvhich quietly and vyithout any pangs or ſtrug- 
ling, the changed her life for a better. Wherefore becauſe of her unexpe&ed Death in reſpeR 
of her Parents, and becanſe thirteen more of the ſame Generation had died either before or at 


the time they became marriagable,it vvas thought convenient by her friends to open her. Andi

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the firſt place, her body being uncovered, we ſaw both her ſides, from her Arm-pits tothe laſt 


Baſtard Ribs, ſpotted with reddiſh black and blevv ſpots like ftripes. Her Bowels contained 
inthe Belly were ſound, only her Liver was a httle more black than ordinary, and her Stomach 
very ſmall and coloured with Choller green as Leeks, When we came wnto her Cheſt, from 
the Cavities thereof beivg difle&ed, there iflued an abundance of venemous —_ ater, to 
the Quantity of four pints. 'Tis avonder that 1t had not cauſed great difficulty 0 Breathing, 
while the lived, or that it had not been perceived to fluctuate by the Ear. Her lungs we found 
blaſted ; alſo in their edges round about, we ſav every where whitiſh ſpecks, which did break 
with the lighteſt touch, and quittor with corrupt Humor came forth of them. Yea, and the 1n- 
feftion had dyed all the Veſlels and Cavities of the Lungs with a light red colour. The Mem- 
brane P/ewra and the intercoſtal muſcles were tainted with a greeniſh colour ; the Midriff was 
well,but thezPericardium or Heart-Bag by reaſon of Neighbourhood,vas withered, putrified and 
dryed up. The Heart and Brain were ſound. All things being conſidered, it was determined 
and reſolved, that this infe&ion had its original from the Pareatrs,cither from the ſeed or blood. 
The examples of her Brothers prove the thing, And if this Diſeaſe in the Virgin had come from 
any external cauſe, ſome part only of her Lungs would have been Diſeaſed, and not the whole 
body of them. For ſhe had not offended in her Diet, and courſe of Life : alſo her quiet death 
did reſtifie, that the corruption in the ſubſtance and temperament of thoſe parts was made by 
little and little, and came not by a violent cauſe, And again, foraſmuch as ſhe had no cough, 
it is thereby apparent, that no flux or colle&ion of Humors did corrupt her Lungs, Further- 
more,as no man doubts but that ſuch diſeaſes are propagated from the Parents to the Children; 
ſo it cannot be deaied, but that they may eafily de communicated , and we ordinarily find, 
that in Families infected with ſ1ch Diſeaſes, many are taken with the ſame Diſeaſe, either all 
together, or one atter another ; yea, and ſometimes they are tranſmitted unto the fifth or fixth 
Generatzon, and infe& other Perſons that converſe with them.

Knew a Gentleman, who ſo often as he went to ſtool voided with his Excrements ſtones of 

an uneven, Pointed ſuperficies, ofan Aſh-colour, for many years together, not unlike in 
colour and ſubRance to them which come through the Uretots from the Kidnyes, Theſe ſtones, 
both with their bulk and ſharpneſs did Vex his Fundament in their tranſition ; ſo there is no 
doubt to be made of the ſtones, or of their perpetual Generation.

Knev another honeſt Man who dwelt in the Houſe of Mfr, de Ley/ſins the Kings Councellor 
in the Supream Court of the De/phynare,being hus Secretary and Clerk of the Market, who 
could ſhewv great and little ſtones in any part of his body ; I have often ſeen and touched ſuch 
ſones upon his Fleſh, Muſcles, Membranes, Nerves, Bones indifferently: ſo that his Ears, 
Noſe,Dugs,Eyesbrows,were not without them; for they bunched out viſibly and appeared move- 
able to thoſe that touch them :; and if in one part they come to be diſſolved, they grow in ano- 
ther, and they dayly encreaſed both in number and magnitude, The ſame Perſon was alſo Ne- 
phritick, and once when I viſited him, he ſhevved me uponthe whirl-bone of his right Knee, a 
notable tumor, fall of divers ſach like tones diſtin one from another, which were as.n a. bag 
and rattled when they were ſtirred. Some moneths after I came to him again, and'he roldme 
the ſame tumor was become ſoft and ſmooth. I Bared both his Knees, felt the ſyellings and 
perceived indeed that they contained an humor in them : and incifion being made, preſently 
came forth three or four oances of very white well-digeſted matter and thick, ſuch as I have of- 
ter 
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ten ſeen to come from thoſe kind of Tumors which axe called Steatomata, that 1s, Tumors fy 
of matter like Tallow or congealed fat, In his left Knee, becauſe I felt certain firm Stones et 
remaining,though with ſoft marter between, I did not open the Tumor, waiting till they mere 
fully diflolyed. #® 
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Stones bred in the Spleen vomited out. 


| be cruelly troubled for four years together with the Stone in my Kidneys without any ſer. 
ble hot demper of my Kidneys or Liver, from which I was freed by little and little, by 
Gods bleſſing upon the uſe of the vitriolated Aureilian Waters. But had ſcarce left yoidi 

of Stones and Gravel, when I was taken with moſt cruel pains in my lett fide, about the Spleen, 
The pain took up but a {mall compaſs, not reaching ſo far as my Navil or Belly, only my le 
Kidney did Sympathiſe by fits, and the Jeft fide of my Stomach, eſpecially when I was diſpoſed 
to vomit, This Diſeaſe after ten days began to break away, touching which I obſerved, that 
was neither bound in my body, as is uſual in the Chollick pains, neither was my Urine flop, 
which happens in the Stone of the Kidney : but contrary wiſe I voided abundance of Urine, i 
which you would have faid there had been the pouder of Tiles and Bricks diſſolved, whic 


quickly ſunk to the bottom of the Chamber-pot : yet that thick ſettling was not rough or grity, - 


nor any ways ſtoniſh, but it was quickly upon the leaſt agitation mingled with the Urine lit 
Chalk. I was vexedwith the like fit, three or four times un the beginning of the Winter, uſny 
to mitigate the greivouſneſs of the pain, ſuch remedies as are wont to be adminilired comma 
ly for the pain of the Chollick, only I omitted bathing, which I formerly found did me aus 
hurt. And ſeeing among other Symptoms, frequent and painful vomitings did cheifly ali8 x, 
before which I was troubled with anxiety and grievous Heart- burning : it-came irito mymind 
to make diligent enquiry what the conditions of that matter were, which I vomited up nf 
abundance, even when my Stomach was empty. As for colour it was a dark red, in confiftence 
like a pultis, thick and clammy, and I found many little ſtones therein of an Aſh-colour ſome- 
what yellowiſh, ſuch as formerly I had voided by Urine, and that not once only, but as oftenzs 
I vomited with great raining and pain ; or as often as the foreſaid pain returned, This laſt yet

After divers 
Remedies adminiſtred, convenient for one in his condition for fifteen days together and all in 
vain, the Diſeaſe continued in the ſame condition as at firſt, with very great weakneſs, yet 
his appetite was pretty good and his thirſt not very great. And in this condition he lived fax or 
ſeren days longer, after which, I found his Tongue moiſt enough, and having its Natural co- 
lour, but it felr cold, without any coldneſs of his Hands or Feet , ſo that nothing ſeemed to 
trouble him but his Looſneſs, with which he was mnch weakned, yet I thought he would die in 
a ſhort time, yet he lived four days with an aQtual coldneſs of his Tongue.

N the Year,1593-a certain Souldier having received a Wound in his Arm,with which his 
B Radins and Cobitus were cut croſs-Waies, ſo great effufion of blood happened, that after 

divers aſtringent things had been applied, and the uſe of Cauſticks and Eſcharoticks, the 

blood would notwithltanding flow by fits z ſo that the Phyfitiarss and Chyrurgeons had 
thoughts to cut his Arm quite off, Bur I, to whom the Cure was committed, rouled a Liunen 
Cloth into the form of a Cylinder,or Garden Rowling ſtone,four fingers breadth in length,and 
as thick as mans Thumb,which I thruſt perpendicularly down-right into the Wound,filting the 
by-ſpaces with little bolſters ; and becauſe the end of my Rowl came an Inch above the ſur- 
face of his Arm, I laid four bolfters which came.2s high as the Roivl, and kepr ic faſt, and upon 
the Rowl Ilaid a fifth bolſter four ſquare, and at laſt ſſyathed all faſt.

Then I draw ano- 
ther Line Perpendicularly cutting the foreſaid Line at the place of the ſtrangulation and in the 
middeſt thereof:then I drew the skin roo 07 both des with my two fingers 1n a tranſverſe Line, 
and I cut it with my Incifion knife Perpendicularly,ſo that the length of theIncifion was as much 
as two fingers bredth. Then I lift up the muſcles which cover the Rupture,by little and little 
with certain hooks, and I ſeperated them with a pen-knife until the production of the Perito- 
neuntlie open tothe fight, Ayud then it is lifted up with an hook, and cut with the foreſaid

Firtt he carefully waſhed the Canker with hot wine, with Cloths dipped therein, and rub- 
bed it Iuſbily, to fir up the Humors in the part, Then he ſpread of the Paſte upon a bolſter (ix 
times ſmaller then the ſivelling, which he left upon the part twenty four hours, and there 
was made an Eſchar fix times greater than the 5olſter, ſo that it did eat the Canker wholly 
away, and when the Eſchar-fell off, the Ulcer was filled with fleſh and then cloſed up. And in 
caſe the foreſaid Eſchar had not taken away the whole Tumor, bur that ſome Roots thereof had 
remained, thoſe he would haye conſumed with the pouCer of red Precipitate and burnt Allum 
well mixed. 

And to fill the Ulcer with fleſh he uſed only Lint of old rags.

Neck, and the third under the lower Eye-lid of the left Eye. All which were cured with the 

me Medicines, wherewith we are wont to cure potential Cagteries, viz. Such as procure the 

falling of the Eſchar. 

My other Obſervation touching Carbuncles is, That in that moſt cruel Peſtilence which ra- 
ged at Aontpe/ier in the years 1620, and the 1639, there appeared Carbuncles attended with 
quite different 6gns from thoſe deſcribed by Ga/en, Gnido, and late Writers.

mel Forarituy a0 old* sKilful Chirurgeon was called to conſult. with me, and it was Reſolved 
upon betweervns, to take;away the Tumor byithe Roots ; -and to avoid effuſion of blood, we 
ſonght the Arteria Poplitea, Which when we had groped out in the upper and inner partof the 
Leg,we made a bolſter hard and compact of Linnen Cloths cloſely folded together in the ſhape 
of a Cylindre or Rowling-Pin, which being wet with the juyce of Netles, and ſmeared with 
the common: Aftringent Medicine, we laid upon the Artery all along according to the length 
thereof; ſivathing it very many times about with a fillet or-ſivathband very faſt. Then we ap- 
plied other Bolſters unto the whole Leg, and the extremity of the Thigh ſmeared with the fore- 
ſaid Aftringent,and ſwathed very cloſe and ſtrait, Alſo'a&tual cauteries were had in a readine(y 
to top the flux of blood;"in caſe, notwithſtanding the foreſaid Ligatures, it ſho2ld break yio- 
lently forth, All things beivg thus in a readineſs,I took hold of the tumgr with my left hand and 
drew it outwards, and with my Incifion-Knife in my right hand, I cut it ont by the Roots,with- 
out any profiy(ion of arterial blood. Soon'after I applied an, Aftringent Plaiſter to the;wound, 
which was left ticking twenty four hours after. * Which being taken off, there followed no 
bleeding at all, nor at any time aftervard, And becauſe ſome ſuperfluous and unſound fleſh 
remained upon the part,it was conſumed away by gentle Corroſives.

This was more credible, becauſe there 
wed continually -out of the Ulcer a great quantity of wheyith Excrements infeRing the 
loths within a few hours with ſo much moiſture, as if they had been foaked in water, ' Alſo 
 purulent matter came ſometime away with his Urine at the Yard. This accident happened ten 
years ago,2nd the Ulcer cawe to be a Fiſtula,vhich oftentimes is ſhut up three or four moneths 
together, and then it opened again and ſent forth a certain bloody matter, and then it ſhut

Sr. de Bolton a Souldier, by the Bullet of a piece of Ordnance was wounded in his right

' Was taken with a kind of Convulſion, which drew his head backwards towards the right fide. 
And it frequently agitated his Jaws ; fo that he was fain to have linnen Cloth alwaies berveen 
his Teeth, which ever and anon he was wont to bite and grind with his Teeth. He called many 
Conſultations of Phyſicians and Chirurgeons, who all were of Opinien, that in the extremity 
of the bone Which was taken away by the Bullet, there was ſome ſharp point which pricked 
lome Nerve,and cauſed this Convulſion ; and that therefore the extremuty of the bone muſt be 
in opened, and diligently made ſmooth and even. This work being diligently performed, 
d no good, but the Patient was vexed after the ſame manner, which took from him all hope 
of Cure. By great hap I met him, and he told me his trouble; it came into my mind,that ſome 
hidden venome of the Whores-Pox might peradventure cauſe this Accident. And I asked him 
preſently, wvhether or ro when he was wounded he had any Whores-Pocky Diſeaſe upon him,os 
Whether he had formerly had any ? He anſwered, that a little before he was wounded, he had 
been troubled with a grievous Gonorrhza, which notwithſtanding had been pertedtly _ 
his encreaſed my conjeRture, ſo that I adviſed the Patient to try ſuch Medicines as are gifen 
want the Pox ; whereunto, being very deſirous of help, he willingly ſubmitted. Premifing 
therefore Univerſal purgation, and a Sudorifick Diet-drink , I rubbed him with Mercurial Un- 
guents, by which he was fluxed - and after the third day of his fluxing was oyer, thoſe Con-

the ame place, 'tis like the place it ſelf has ſome unfirmity which intices the fluxion to it. But 
there can thence be no certainty gathered,unleſs the ſeat and ſort of the Diſcaſe be firſt through- 
known, But that ſame Hemicrania or pain of half the Head, touching which your laſt Letter 
es advice, is a diſtin and different Diſeaſe, which requires a peculiar method of Cure. 

For the immediate cauſe thereof,is a vapour which arifing from Choller flowing out of the Liver 
into the Stomach, does (mite and twitch the Membranes of the Brain,yeilding matter peraduen= 
ture to the diſtillation, That ſame Catarrh with which by its oft returning you are ſo greivouſly 
aMiited, muſt be Ropped with one dram of the Maſs of Pi/u/e ſine Quiba« (whichate moſt 
proper both for your Age and Temperament) eſpecially if for eight or ten days laſt paſt, 
you have taken no medicine againkt the Catarrh. The next day after, bags as hot as can be endu- 


red muſt be applied to the crown of your Head being ſhaven, morning and evening before Sup- 


per : Which may draw the matter out from thence in moſt parts and reſolve the ſame, and they 
muſt abide on for the ſpace of half an bour or thereabouts, andq be continued for certain days, 
till the luxion be Ropt. Moreover an Aftringent Plaiſter ta ſtop the paſſages muſt be applied 
to the Temples, or to thoſe parts through which the humors go ; which muſt be renewed every 
other day, and not taken away till the fluxion ceaſe. And it it ſhall no longer run down by the 
Mouth and Cheek-bone , yet that the Gums and inner parts of the Mouth may not ſo eafily 
receive the fluid humor, let them be waſhed three or four times aday, with arraftringent and 
ſtrengthening Gargariſm.

becauſe of the hot diſtemper of your Liver, Abſtain from immoderate drinking, broths and 
other moiſt meats , the Wind, the cold and the rain ; exerciſe your ſelf moderately in the 
morning long before dinner, When you goto bed cauſe your Arms, Back, Thighs and Legs 
to be rubbed downwards.

TH dimneſs of both the Eyes,and blindneſs thereby threatned both by reaſon of the remai- 
ning Ophthalmia in the right Eye, and that which has fince ſeized upon the left, bave their 
firſt efficient Cauſe in the Brain. Fer therein ore of Excrementitious Flegm is wont to be 
bred and Rored up, and that by reaſon of the cold and moiſt diſtemper of the fick Gentle- 
woman, and by her immoderate way of living. For as that is the chief cauſe of the; Gout, 
when- it goes into the hinder parts ; ſo when it flows anto the former parts, and through the 
Optick Nerves,it breeds in the Eyes ſuch Symptoms as theſe, hindring the fight, For the di- 
tation of the Pupilla alone withour the cauſe aforefaid, 1s not ſufficient to produce blind- 
neſs. 
- And here I am at a ſtand, doubting where this cbltruſting Humor, which is the Cauſe con- 
tivens, and immediate procurer of this Diſeaſe, is lodged : Whether in the Optick Nerve, -or 
wider the inner parts of the Pupilla, in manner of a Suffufion,or whether it be poured out ex- 
temally upon the Cornea of the Pupilla,in form of an Albago. For theſe things are diligently 
tobe confidered and diſtinguiſhed, without which che Cure, if any be to be hoped, cannot be 
performed. ' And therefore I defire to be diligently by yon certified touching the prem:fles.

The Bag being taken away, cover her Head with dry Tow, which muſt be ſmoaked with 
Storax, Benjamin, Cloves, and ſuch like, a little before Dinner and Snapper. And at the fame 
time Flegm muſt be drawn out of her Head by chewing Maſticatories made of Maſtich and 
Pellitory of Spain : or by a Gargariſm made of ſome convenient decoQtion, difſulve in a pint 
whereof a dram of Pellitory poudered. Theſe things muſt be conſtantly uſed in the mean while

Tis fame Hinderance or depravation of fight, which threatens either a ſuffuGonor blind. 
neſs has for its Cauſe,notonly a thick Vapour,but alſa a thick and clammyHumor, which 
ſlipping out of the Brain into the Optick Nerve, does not, yet fill the whole capacity of the 
Nerve. This Humor if it ſhall fall before the Chryſtalline Hamor and the Papil, it will cauſe; 
Suffuſion:bur if it continue where it is,and encreaſe and grow thick together,it will cauſe only, 
blindneſs wherein nothing can be ſeen amiſs in his Eyes. And thergiore we muſt hinder any 
more matter from flowing thither afreſh, #nd that by a good Diet, which may moderately noy- 
riſh his body, but not moiſten the ſame, nor fill it with excrements. 

Twice or once atleaſt ina moneth, he muſt purge with Pi1/s ſine quibu@ and Lucis majori ; 
and in the intermediate days, if he be bound, with Pills of Aloes. 

_ Head muſt be every morning dried with Fomentations of Salt, Millet, and diſcuſſng 
ſeeds Fried, | 7 

Fri&tions alſo muſt be uſed towards the hinderpart of his Head, downwards, which will be 
very profitable. | 

Eicem muſt be 4. r Greens out of his Head by Apophlegmatiſmes ; Errhines are not 
ſo ſafe, Sneezing-pouders ſtark naught, becauſe they turn the Courſe of the Humors to the 
place affeted. 

By theſe therefore, and ſuch like means his Head will gather few excrements, and they will 
be bronght away for the moſt part through the natural paſſages. | 

The other intention of the Cure is, that the Humor which has long fince gotten into the Op- 
. tick Nerve may either wtiolly, or as much as, is poſhble, be drawn out, and hrought back to 
the original of the fluxion. Which though it be an hard and very difficult task, yet we muſt try 
nevertheleſs what we can do. 

Therefore we muſt often apply Cupping-glaſſes, eſpecially the day after his purgation, and 
fore days after that, to the Hinder part of his Head, on each fide, at the original of his Neck, 
withour ſcarrification. | 

He muſt be ordered to lie on his Back ; and ſo lying it will be good ſometime-to ſhake his 
Head gently, that the faſt ticking Humor maybe removed out of its place. | 

'T like not of thoſe Setons as they call them of the” Hinder part of the Head and Neck,hayng 
obſerved that they do little good, and many times great hurt. 

But Experience has taught me that the moſt effeQual and ſafe Revulfion is from the Optick 
Nerve into that Cavity, which is in the root of the Ear, and in the Connexion of theJaw-bone 
behind the loweſt part of the Ear. For through that runs a branch of the Jugular Vein, which 
enters the Optick Nerves on both ſides, and accompanies them as far as to the Eyes. Thereup- 
on therefore a ſmall Plaifter muſt be applyed as big as a Mans nail, either of that ſort which con- 
fiſts of an equal portion of black Soap = common Salt beaten, Or of that which conſiſts of 


Muftard-ſeed and Cantharides, of each one dram, Strong leayen one ounce. Bat theſe thing?

j ye is, whether an Albugo, a Suffeſion, or 
an Obſtru&tion of the Optick Nerve, ' For the weakneſs cannot ſpring from want of Spirits, or

But if it be feared that the humor to be revelled, is not ſufficiently inclined to move, it mult 
be prepared with an Emollient and attenuating Fomentation of a deco&ion of Marſh-mallows, 
Vervain, Eyebright, Rue, Fennel and Farnugreek-ſeeds. | 

With the vapour of this deco&ion applied with a ſoft and tender Spunge his Eyes malt be 
Fomented about the Evening, eſpecially whilſt the Plaiſters lick under his Ears, that it may 
ar leaſt by its warmneſs ſofcen and make tain the peccant humor, 

Bat it will be in vain to uſe Eye-Salves, becauſe their Vertue cannot penetrate to the place 


Nevertheleſs he may profitably eat Fennel-ſceds oftentimes, or after meals take a pouder 
made of Coriander, Anms-ſeed, Fennel-ſeed, Eyebright, Liquoris and Cinnamon ; for the 
vapour and ſteem of thoſe things is carried out of the mouth and Stomach, to the fore part of 
the Eyes. | 

I know ſome will in this caſe command and commend exceedingly the deco&ion of Gua- 
jacum,which nevertheleſs without the Remeckies aforeſaid, will be in vain,and do no good at all,

The Anſwer of Fernelius to the Letters of Mſr, Du Perat, 2 Gentleman of wery 
great Note in the Emperours Court, or of Beucherius his Phyſitian. 


Our Letter to F, Silvia, moſt learned Bexcheriaa, did ſufficiently acquaint me with your 
rematkable Learning, and nov at laſt I am confirmed 1n the opinion thereof by your Let- 
ter to my ſelf, wherein alſo you declare your ingenious and extraordinary affe&ion to me. 
ealt therefore you ſhould have ſuſpition of my writings or preſcriptions as not ſafe enongh, 
have, not Rorily, but very diligently read over and peruſed your former Letter to 
Silvixs, Wherein there being many things with prolixity of words obſcurely delivered, you 
med to diſcourſe not onely of the Gout in the Feet, but ſometimes alſo of other Joint-pains, 
Abole original you attributed ſometimes to the Brain, ſometimes to the Veins, of which if you 
nov doubt when you ask my advice, do you not ſeem t9give me alſo an occaſion of doubting ? 
But, if ſo be we are now both of a mind, that theſe pains fpring from Rheum, and that it falls 
down from the Head into the Joynts, the Gentleman need not doubt or make any ſcruple to 
follow that Method of Cure, which you long fince did aſefully preſcribe, and which in my let- 
ters I have very much commended, and imitated exaRly, though with other kind of Medica- 
ments, as every one has his own way of PraCtice, and every one is commonly wont moſt of all 
to.comntend thoſe things, which he himſelf has happily experimented. Howbeit, I make no 
rn, but thoſe things which you have preſcribed will do good, if the Patient perſevere in 
uſe of them, But I come now to your Queries. 

Ifthe Gentleman ſhall reſolve to uſe the decoRtion of Lignum Vite, it can do no hurt, m 
the Winter, ſometimes but not always to mingle therewith a like or leſs quantity of weak 
Wine, | And herelI defire you to take notice that there are many kirds of this Wood, 
or atleaſt many degrees : nor muſt you uſe that , which makes a {weetiſh decoction like 
Whey , but that which is aromatical, the deco&ion whereof tickles the Palate and Throat 
with its biting Acrimony, When he ſhall take that ſecond and medicated potion of Lignum 
Vitz, if he ſweat, let him keep Houſe that day, and not commit himſef to the coldneſs of 
the Air, leaſt his Skin being open and looſe, the cold get in, and ſmite and vex his Nerves. 
When his fie begins, and he teels the firſt grudgings of pain, he muſt be exquiſitely purged, 
not expecting any concoGion, For the humor when it lows into the Joynts, 1s thin and wa- 
tery, which is eaſily parged out. But when it has quartered ſometime in the Joynts, it grows 
thick, and will hardly follow thz Medicament ; nor is it thoſe Humors, which Hypocrates bids 
us not to purge before they be conco&ted. Theſe are perhaps thoſe things, which you' (moſt 
learned Sir) do admire as paradoxes, which you defire me to explain, and to anſiver your 
mans tothe contrary. And though few Phyfitians are wont to rendet a 'reaſon of 

what they ſay or adviſe : yet becauſe you defire _ ſame, after ſo ingenious and fair a man- 
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ner leaſt I ſhould ſeem to have ſpoken raſhly and at adventure, I ſhalt briefly explain my elf 
in this caſe, which nevertheleſs would require a large diſcourſe. Now I ſhall infift upon all 
your objections, not intending to teach and inform you, but to anſwer to your queſtions, Jn the 
firſt place therefore you ſay the cauſe of a cold Gout, . is thick and clammy Flegm. And that, 
I ſay, being Gmply and abſolutely underſtood, is falſe ; for at firſt it is thin and watery, ſuch as 
ſometimes runs out at-a Mans: Noſe by cold-taking ;. nor being thickened would it exfily {att 
down and flide into the Joynts, and external parts of the body, but would flick by the Way, 
But, indeed, in tract of time, by force of heat, it Will become thick 11 the Joynts, and as G;. 
len fays by you cited, cannotbe reſolved but in a long time. And at length, if it be let alone, 
it grows mto gn incurable ſtony hardneſs, of which the Poet.

You muſt therefore diſtinguiſh the times of Diſeaſes unleſs you will makeAuthors contradig 
themſelves, Of the differences of this lepm, I have writteri according to the judgement of bef 
Phyfitians, in my fifth book of the natural part of Medicine. Afterwards not allowing that the 
Brain is the ſpring of this Diſeaſe, you ask me why every internal cauſe which moves a Ca 

does not produce the Gout. > You ſhould likewiſe have asked, why every diſtillation from the 
Brain does not cauſe a Cough > You know ( worthy Sir ) that every diſtillation holdsnat 
one and the ſame courſe, alſo ſeveral Humors encline ſeveral ways. Ard as ſome parts ae 
weaker and looſer than others : ſo the Humors accordingly run this way or that way into thigg 
that part; ' Moreover you tell me, there isno paſſage betwixt the Brain and Feer, by which 
Humor might fall thither ; and the more to-prove what you would have, you gather that icq 
neither come in by the Spinal Marrow, nor by the Nerves. Which I confefs truly, and 1 
cannot beleive any one is ſo ſimple, as'to think of ſuch paſſages. Yet you ſay the Brain may 
communicate its Excrement tothe Veins : ſeeing you-are very skiltul in Anatomy, I would 
have youſhew me the way by which the Excrement can' go back out of the Ventricles'0f the 
B:ain” (which Ga/en in tis book de »ſx, partinms, tells us were made-to receive Excrements 
into'the Veins. Can the Excrement return upwards from thoſe inmoR Ventricles into the 
Veins again > Bur if it ſometimes fall into the Stomach, and obſtruR the Liver, that is notking 
to our Purpoſe. I conceive there is no need of theſe _ or paſſages, for a diſtilſation in the 
Joynts/burthat ſomecome out of the Ventricles of the Brain, others out of the external parts, 
and flip down even by the'Neck and Shoulders, which gaining the parts under the Skin whi 
are looſe and being torthe meſt part thin, it-flips -, leifurely without ſence of pain, till 
it ſtop in'theſolid and more compaRted Joynts, and abide there, whoſe Ligaments, Tendons, 
and Membranes it ſtretches, not without pain. This I perſwaded my ſelf to be the cauſe of ths 
cold Gout, which being ill explained, mo Phyſitians have left it as incurable. But the At- 
thority of the Ancients ſhall]never fright me from making Inquiſition, neither in theſe, not 
many other Operationsof Art, though I have. not hitherto negle&ed any, no not the laſt 
Writer : yet1 firid by experience T have profited mote by my own Inventions than by them, 
And'nowlI return to you, where you endeavour to perſwade me, that theſe legmatick Excte- 
ments, do fall out of the Veins ; ;and-therein (you bid me be plain 7 yon are many ways over- 
ſeen, - 'For you never faw"any fach Flegm drawn out of the Veins by Medicatnents, but 
what ever flegn is brought away by purgers, it comes all either from the Brain, or the Sto- 
mach-orithe Guts, and iticauſes the Chollick : nor does that which inthe Cholick or in Fe- 
. versis vomited; come out'of the Veins into the Belly, butwas colle&ed in theſe places. You 
are alſo miſtaken'when you ſay, that you have ſeen mnch thick Flegm,* and not unlike that 
which-isbred in the Stomach, come out of a Vein with the' blood, in Phlebotomy, - For that 
ſome whitiſh matterwhich is ſometimes ſeen to float in the*Chyrurgeons Porrengers and grows 
together by vertue'of the Fibres, is called blood, Alegmatick blood, and ſuch as abound's in Le- 
cophiegmatick bodies. I verily, among vulgar Errors, do reckon this for a moſt greivon$ one, 
that in all Peavers, and whatever other Diſeaſes,they make all faults of the Humors to be ih the 
Veins, and there canbe mno'place found in the body for bad Humorg beſides ; and when 
| we 
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theſe Humors mixed with the blood in the Veins, But of theſe things I ſhall find a time to 
ſpeak more largely. Ard as for thoſe other things you ſay, hcw that out of the Veins: Mouths 
many matters Iflue, either into the Skin or other outward parts of the Body which are weak, 
which cauſe the Scab, the Itch, Pultules, Infammations, and fomerimes h2t Gours : all this 
with you I acknowledg and confeſs, | .

What 1 am able to underſtand touching the Diſeaſe of the fick Gentleman and its cauſe,and 
concerning the prevention and Cure thereof, is as follovs, The Age of the Patient, being 
fixty years, his temperament cold, the habit of his body corpuleart, plenty of clammy and thick 

in his Brain, Stomach an1 Guts ; finally, many other ſigns, which I have colleRted up 
down our of the writings of others, do demonſtrate that this Joynt-pain we ſpeak of pro- 
ceeds from a cold diftillation,rather than an hot, which the Nature and long-laſting of the pain 
does confirm : but into what Joynts the Humor chiefly falls, is not exprefled. Though the 
knowledo thereof 15 of no ſmall moment towards the Cure, Nor do find that ary notice 18 
taken, whence that cold and flegmatick diſtillation does fall into the Joynts, which notwith- 
fanding is the chief point of the Cure, to which all the Counſel of the Phyſitian is to be dire&t- 
ed. 1 verily can never believe, cither that the thick egm which is purged away by Stool, or 
that which flows into the Joynts, can come out of the Veins, Forboththeſe Humors are 
fincere and Excrementitious, ſach as is no where contained in the Veins, but the former,which 
comes out of the Stomach and Guts, 1s bred chere by the Nature of the Place : and the latter 
falls into the Joynts from the Brain and the whole Head, whoſe proper Excrement neverthe- 
leſsit is. Thee things being thus declared, 1. haften to the Cure. As {von therefore as 
the Patient ſhall be freed from his preſent pain, or at leaſt tivo or three moneths during the 
tme of his Health let him accuſtom Fimſelf to this Diet. Let him feed on Meats of good Juyce, 
Capons, Pigeons, Partridges, (mall Birds, young Hares or Leverets, Veal, Mutton, and ſuch 
ke, always roaRt, never boyled, and avoid all ſuppings and all Fiſhes and Cheeſe,Peaſe,Beans, 
nd all Fruits, eſpecially Summer Fruit that will not keep. He may conclude his Meals with 
Raifins of the Sun, or Marmalade of Quinces. For thus by a dry and moderately warm Diet, 
we malt take care that little or no flegm breed in his body. And to that end, « will be alfo 
g0od, to take an hour or two before Meals, one Lozenge of Aromaticum Roſatum according to 
the deſcription of Gatrie/, or a little preſerved Ginger , let him take heed of hotter Medi- 
caments, ſuch as Diatrion Pipereon, Diagalanga, Diacalamintha, and ſuch like : for they hurt 
—_ heat, nor caa they corre& the Errors of his Diet. But after Meals, let him ſuppreſs the 
apors of his Stomach with this pouder. 

Take Coriander ſeed nrepared two drams'; choyce Guajacum, 'one dram ; choice Oriental 

Pearl one ſcruple ; Sugar of Roſes two cunces, Make all into a Ponder, et bins take a ſpoon- 


ful after bis meat, Let him Eat twice a day , and that very ſparingly , and at ſuch diſtances 


+ may ſuffice fir perfett concottion. For it will be good for bin, ſometimes to endure 
unger , for the digeſtion of crudities, Let bis drink be white Wine or Pale Claret; each 
rn: 1p allayed with Water. Small Beer is good for one draught, but let bim not drink 
thereof immuder ately, and alſo all Water, if it ve ſeaſoned with much Spice, leaſt he encreaſe 
ſerous Humor, which be is apt to breed. He muſt drink, ſparingly, not above thirty oances in 
4 day. And if he delight to have ſome other kind of drink, ; that is fitteſt of all for bins 
which is made of LignumVite, and cuts Flegw, makes it thin, and ſconrs it off the parts; 
and it opens obſtruttions better than any thing elſe, and digeſts them in the remoteſt parts ; 
it drys up and conſumes many crude and Super fluous matters, to which the force of ther Me- 
dicaments cannut pierce, ſo that it is much condacing to che health of this Patiem. Aore- 
over be may drink as much as he will of this drink ; Now it may be made very grateful after 

this manner. 
Take Chips or ſhavings of Lignum V ite ha/f a pound. Infuſe it in ſix pints of Inkewarns 
Water twenty four hears, Then boyl it to three pints putting in towards the concluſion, Raiſms

aiter another ; after which he may ſafely return by little ard little to his uſual free courſe of 
Diet, which nevertheleſs muſt come as near as poſhble to this here preſcribed : Let his Head 
be rubbed every morning with the Bags, and let the flegm be daily drawn out at his Month and 
Noſtrils : Finally, Let him altogether avoid [ying on his Back, and rather lie on his Belly ; for 
lying on his Back makes the excrements flow into his Neck and Joynts; but lying on his Breſt 
witl make thzm encline towards his Noſtrils and Mouth. Moderate exerciſe is good in an open 
anddry Air. Hard friftions of his Limbs will be very good-for him when he is newly 
awaked. 

' Theſe things being obſerved, I am confident the Patient will be cured of this Diſeaſe. 'Bur 
in caſe, omitting ſome what or other, he happen to be again taken, when his Fit begins let him 
be exquiſitely pugged with a good firong Medicament : For when a gentle Purge is given, it 

tates the Humors, and yet it purges not, and conſequently augments the diftillition and 
the pains, and oftentimes makes thean twice as great as before, which makes many afraid and 
to forbear to purge, at the beginning of the pain. And therefore to the Medicament before pre- 
{cribed, for a dram of Diacarthamum put in two drams, or ſo- much as the diſcretion of his 
Phyſitian preſet ſhall chink fit ; with this alone have often cured beginning pains. And ſoon 
after the Purgation, let dry friftions be uſed on his Head and Neck, and that with the Bags pre- 
(cried, very hot ; thatby theſe the remainders of the diftillation may be ſtopped, and digeſt- 
ed, left it fall into the Joynts. Bur if ſo be nevertheleſs the fluxion of hutmors contirtes and 
poſſeſſes the Joynts, and at the beginning of the pain redneſs and- heat appear (ſuch as is at-= 
tendant ſometimes. at the beginning of a cold Gout, whereby many are deceived) firſt you 
maſtapply things moderately cold, then pain-aſſwagers, lafily digefters, Cold things I ay, 
which do not drive the Humors inward, but ſtop them when they are in motion, and extinguiſh 


the Heat. *Of this ſort is the Mucilage of Quince ſeeds, extrated with Nightſhade Water, 


with which being warm, let the pained part be bathed, and let it be covered with cloths dip 
therein. If this do not ſufficiently mitigate the pain, add an eighth part of Vinegar; and if ſo 
thepain grow not milder, add a little Camphire, or a little white Trochisks of Rþafee. 

Let tim then abſtain from Oyls,Oyntments and fat things all whatever;becauſe the pains are 
inflamed and doubled by hot things. When by help of the premiſes, the vehemence of the 
pain, and all the ardour ſhall be extinguiſhed : theſe and ſach like Anodines will be convye- 
ment as follow. 

Take Oyl of Lillies and Chamomel, Mucilage of Fleawort extratted in Sage Water, of each 
ane ounce : Saffron ten grains * Wax a little, Mghe all into a Liniment, nherewith to anoint 
the pains, twice or thrice in a day. 

After the Anointing, apply this following Cataplaſm,

There are many things of this kind, as the pulp of Caffia Fiftula, Cows dung applied, or 
Water diſtilled therefrom, Oyntment of ——— of Dwarf Elder, 2nd innumerable other 
things, which vehemency of pain, and neceflity has found out. Many torment themſelves, 


and cudgel theis Brains to find out new Medicaments, Yet verily, I conceive the Gout is 
more eakily and (afely cured by a good Method,than by a multitude of Medicaments. The pains 
deing ended, or moſt what abated, the reſt of the Humor is to be digeſted, left in the Joynt it

After the ſecond or third Purgation, if the Body ſhall be ſufficiently purged, it will be (eg.

And let his Head be rubbed and his Neck with the hags pceſcribed very hot, 
Give him very ſharp Clyſters with a thin and attenuating D et, We concerve 'tis beſt for 
him to abſtain hereafter from blood-letring ; tor though it ſometimes help the Symptome,yer 
it is very great Eriemy to the Caſe and the cold diftil{ation, Tieſe thzrefore are the chief 
Remedies wherewith we help the Head, as being the Fountain that ſends forth the Humor. 
And that the other Cauſe of the evil may be removed, which 1s rooted in the Lungs ; wher 
the Patient ſhall be free ſrom his Fit, Iet him mollifie the thick legm of his Lungs,and cut and 
fcour the ſame away with this Syrup.

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after, leaſt his languiſhing Rrength þÞe too mnch abated. When his ſpitting of blood” ſhall 
ove more immoderate than ordinary, it mult be ſtayed by a potion of four {cruples of choice 


- Rhubatb, half an ounce of ſyrup of dried Roſes, with three ounces of Lambs-tongue plantane 


Water :, and the (aid potion will be much more effetual,if the Rhubarb be toſted. Other aftrin- 

ts of Bole-Armeruck, and Coral, and Bloodftone, and ſuch like, are not now uſeful ; bur all 
endeavor muſt be uſed, that this ſpittle aud flegm may come up moſt eafily with ſyrups arid 
other Cough-medicines, very ſmooth and gentle, and with meats and all matter of Diet of like 
nature.

J's palpitation of the Heart (as itis largely, plainly and faithfully deſcribed) ſprings nor 
from over.great.tore of Blood, ' nor from a watry hamor preternaturally ſhut up in the Pe- 
ticardiam or Heart-bag, nor fromany ſmall banch growing thereunto,or any other of thoſe cau- 
ſes celebrated by the Ancients,which preſs the Heart by their weight ; but trom a diſeaſe in the 
left Hypochondrium, out of which I have for the At pare perceived this Diſeaſe to proceed, 
For there lies both the > ge and the Sweet-bread under the bottom of the Stomach,and other 
gxigiboring you are full of naughty humors, not ſimply melancholick, which is as it were 
the dregs of the blood, but rather black cholerick, which have grown together by little and lit- 
tle of yellew choller aduſt, and caſt into thoſe parts; which as often as by Anger, Exerciſe, 
ftrong Wine, or hot meats,it comesto beſtirred,it breathsout an ugly and melancholick ſpirit, 
which entering into the Arteries (of which there-are many all the ſpleen over) it eafily creeps 
into the neighouring Heart. The heart being vexed and provoked by the malignity ther&of, en- 
deavors by palpitation to caſt from it ſelf that which is hurtful and troubleſome, even as the brain 
does in the Falling-fickneſs. Part of the vapor being carried higher into the Brain, breeds 
Watchings, Dreams, Frightments with Hobgoblins, fall of fear and ſorrow, as if there were 
ſome adtnixture of Melancholy : and the truth is, this Diſeaſe, which 1s the original of all the 
evil which the Patient complains of,is very like that which cauſes hypochondriacal melancholy, 
For Crudity of ſtomach, ſowre belchings, abundanee of wind breaking out above and ena 
rumblings of the Belly, and ſuch like ſymptomes, which do moſt of all ſhew themſelves in the 
Patient when he cats any hot meats, are un no wiſe cauſed by a primary fault in his tomach , 
but by conſent, and thr plenty of black challer abounding in the lett hypochondrium, a 
about the Rtomach ; in which parts peradventire a man may feel ſomewhat contradted or bent, 
hard, painful or pulſative. Hence alſo did precede that ſatne great extenvation of body, long 
Feaver,lingring,continual, and like an HeQick. But the ſureſt gn of all is, that all the Symp- 
tomes grow milder, and the Patient is much bettered by medicaments, purging burmt choller,by 
looſneſſes, and breaking out of the Hemorrhoids. That therefore by imitation of theſe; the reſt 
of the Cure may be compleated ; I adviſe that he uſe frequent and gentle purges, ſuch as the 
ſyrup now preſcribe1.To which nevertheleſs ſometimes a drart of Rhubarb may be mixed : and 
tat fame purgation whuch he is ordered to take twice a week will be more effeQtual and pro- 
fitable,if he (hal take it two daies together one after another, if his ſtrength permit,he may take 
it oftener ; bur if not, when he is coſtive let him at leaſt uſe a lenitive Clyſter. The day after 
hispurgation, four or five hours before meat, you muft give him one dram of old Methridate 
mingled with a like portion of Conſerve of Bugloſs.

. & .the pain is going away, does wont to break out with belchings. Now crudity ingenders 
this Wind which the Stomach plentifully gathers in time, and which ſometimes it caſts our by 
Vomit. But the weakneſs of the Stomach alone is not the total cauſe thereof, But the 
Caufe is to be ſough: higher in the Liver , for it is both wholly diſtempered, and much 
obſtructed , and has a Vein broken or eaten aſunder, out of which blood .came in times paſt, 
and. was yoided by vomit. By which- Cauſes all digeſtion is corrupted , and man 
Diſeaſes uſually. threatned. tothe Stomach and whole body. But this Diſeaſe, if it be not 
diligently cured, is the fore-runner of a Dropſie or Cachexy, or ſome more grievous Diſeaſe.

by a more plentiful kind of Dietto encreaſe and reſtore her fireneth. But,ſhebeirg more in- 
tent to certain controverſies ſprung up about her eftate, than mindful either of her ſelfor her 
Child, ſhe fell into that Charybdis which Hypecrates has preſaged to thin bedied women with 
Child. whatſoever Women, quoth be, preternaturally Extenuated, do eonctive mith Child, they 
{fer abortion before they can recover their wonted Fleſh. For it was in the ſixth moneth after 
er Conception, when reſolving to return home, ſhe travelled every day twenty miles, till ſhe 
was received into her Siſters Houſe at A/bigniac. Iu which place, preſently either ſmitten 
with the heat of Sun, or of the Journey, or wearied with the ſhaking of her Horſelitter ; ſhe 
began to loath all kind of meat, to vomut up what ſhe had eaten, tobe vexed with a pain in her 
Kidneys and Hips,and to be frighted with tear of an Abortion. All which being by our affiſt- 
e allaied, ſhe fell again into a continual Tertian-Ague : the Exacetbation whereof eyery 
third day did laſt above twelve hours: On the fixth day, being frighted with the vehemency of 
the Symptoms which afflited her in the Exacerbation, we took away three ounces of blood,

Touching a Cachexia, or ill habit of Body 
beginning. 


Eeing not onely the Head or Womb alone, but all the Body beſides is grievouſly affeed, 

badly nouriſhed,dead and ugly coloured ; all the joyns are looſe and languiſhing, and not 
able to perform their Office : and the Patient is exceeding weak,frequently fainting away,with 
ſhortneſsof breath, eſpecially when her body is more than ordinarily ſtirred 2. the fick Gentle- 
woman ſeems to be affe&ed as thoſe are that are going into a Cachexy, or are Leucophlegma- 
tick, And therefore the cauſe of all theſe infirauties mult de ſonght not in her head or womb , 
but in the principal bowels,eſpecially in the natural, as the Romach,liver,ſpleen,and adjacent 
parts;by whoſe help the whole body 15 wont to be nouriſhed. Theſe therefore are very impure, 
and reid of ſuperfluous humors ; by whoſe illneſs and impurity, all meat be it never ſo good: is 
corrupted, whereby this-variety of Symptoms is cauſed, In ſo great Impurity of the bowels, ob- 
iru&ions are mach to be ſuſpeted,and obſervation muſt be made, whether her midriff or parts 
about her belly be not ſwoln, pained or hard. Unſeaſonable and immoderate eating of Milk and 
Fruits was the occaſion of all theſe Maladies : nor can either her head or womb be rightly cu- 
red, before care be taken of her bowels, being the fountain and fomenters of their Infirmities. 
This diligent method of cure muſt therefore be chief} followed, after which we may ſeek tg 
help the parts and ſymptoms, if they ſhall nor be ſufficiently abated, |

"fs Gentlewomans Diſeaſe arifing from ſlight beginnings, is by little add little grown to 
a-Cachexy and a Dropfie, wherein her belly is not very big, but the greateſt ſwelling is 

in her feet and legs ; yet that ame old and ſtiff hardneſs of her liver which now is near oa 
ſchirrhus, 4s very conſiderable, with ſtomach-fickneſs, yomiting,want of appetite,and unquench - 
able thirſt, For theſe things argue that ſome part of the hamor is putrified in that bowel; Since 
therefore by tault, and corruption of the ſaid humor, her ſtomach is defiled, that muſt be in the 
firſtÞlace cleanſed, that the aforeſaid Symptoms may abate, She muſt be often purged with a 
Medicament made of Rhubarb, Sermaand Agarick, which muſt be ſteeped in a convenient de- 
coRionzadding the Syrup of Damask-Roſes. And ſhe muſt take ſuch a like potion every eighth 
or tenth day.And that ſhe may not thifk ita trouble $0 take the ſame potion ſo often,a laxative 
ſyrup may be compounded for the ſame purpoſe,wherein ſometimes the juyce of Damask-Roſes 
may be mingled, or the juyce of Dwarf-Elder clarified by ſetling, eſpecially when we would 
purge the watry humor, Bat I conceive we ought to abſtain ftom the juyce of Iris or Gladiolus, 
ecauſe it 18 excee1ing biting, and oftentimes exulcerates the inner parts. And withal in the

{J Ovching the Conſtitution of the Gentleman our Patient, I told you before that he wag 
rroubled nor only with a Cachexy but the beginning of a Dropfie : whereby both hus belly 
mas immeaſurably ſwelled and firetched,and his Face bloated and-diſcoloured, The beginning 
of the miſchief was from his Livgr, with which thz Spleen does confederate, - For both thoſe 
bowels were found to be ſivoln, ſtiff and hard, and to make theiv not only of an obtruRtion, but 
of a'Schirrhus, 

""Tendeavouring the Cure of thefe Maladies, ordered him to keep a moderate and d:y courſe 
of Diet ;, 1 gave him'a purge, I firevgthned his Bowels with an KleQuary which moderately 
opened ; and having aſed theſe things only four daies, he ſeemed fo much holpen,that he took 
himſelf to be already cured. Bur'venly, that which cabſes and foments his Malady lurks Rill 
Sithin, viz. a Schirrhus of both the Bowels,vhich I would thus' Care. Every tenth or twelfth 
day you ſhall purge/him with a Medicament that brings away choller, melancholy, flegm and 
watry hamors. Andif in the interim he be boand, give him a Clyſter ; alſo in the ſaid nterim 
you ſhall endeavor to open obſtru&tions both by Apozems, and alſoby aperitive and deterfive 
Syrups ; and with Oyatments externally applied you ſhall ſoften his Lier and Spleen, being 
fill careful to preſerve their ftrength.- Following this Method of Cure thus generally propoun= 
ded, you will reftore the fick Gentleman to his former health, whom theretore I leave to your

"T He Patient having naturally a very hot Liver,by a continual workig of his mind,by cares, 

watchings and 1mmoderate labors, and peradventrie by ſome diſorders un hus Diet and 
courſe of Life , bas added an acquired diſtemper to that which yas natural. And theſe 
Cauſes getting head,it is come to pals that the Liver being ſo hot,is become as it were roaſted, 
and hot Challer does after a more inſolent manner abound, Henc2 comes that ſame violenr 
burning Feaver ; and after that, wandring uncertain Feavers, and an Eryfipelas with thirſt, 
watchings, unquietneſs, and other furious Symptoms of Choller, which ppon every light occa- 
ſion have _ the Patient. And theſe things happened then chiefly, when only a q1ſtemper 
and the fervency of Choller did urge. But afterwards the miſchief greiv higher : For the Liver 
has been long obfiruted with the redundancy of Choller and other Humo:s, and at laſt is 
hardned with a Schirrhus. Moreover, the proper ſubſtance thereof is depraved, and the inbred 
heat muck waſted, For the tokens of its obſtruRtion is the laſting of the Diſeaſe, and rhe pale 
and whitiſh Excrements of the Belly.

This truly is the end of all theſe infirmities, towards which they long ago conſpired, and 
which might have been foreſeen” by many things preceding long 220, Nav therefore there is 
an evident Dropfie, which chough ut 4o not much diftend h1S belly ; yer ſecing it is not bredby 
immoderate uſe of cold drink, nor by any effuſion of blood, or._faulr gf the -Spleen ; but has 
gone further, having (0 grievous Cauieas I fwd before, 41d that 10 manifold, contracted by 
Intle and little a long time in the Liyer, and deeply rooted, it will very hardly be rooted ont, 
Truly, when I coafuderwith amy (elt ſo long a ſeries of cauſes, and the continuation of (0 
which have introduced both leannels and conſumption of the body, a feeble pale, ah 
oreat weakneſs,ifT ſhall not. judge the Caſe deſperate,yer.1 dare haxdly promiſe a poi Ons 
thinking ir ſufficient, if ſome of the infirmities be remuved, and others afſwaged, that life ni 
be as'/much as potſibleprolonged,and with as little Tediouſnels as can be to the Patient, Whi 
how it may be effe&ed, I ſhall here ſer down : The Cure, ſuch as can be hoped, miſthe 
performed two waies, viz. By removing the cauſe, namely, the Diſeaſes of the Liver, and 
by purging:ont-the water; . The greateſt care 15 to be had of the cauſe, which alone may at 
laſt b:1vg the Patientto bis end, and in the laſt place we mult look to the water. For though 
all the water ſhould be drawn-away; yet more will breed as long as the cauſe continues. Now 
the Remediesto both inteots- ſhall be-chus ordered, If his Rirength will bear it, he muſt be 
frequentlypurged with one dram of Rhubarb Reeped in Horehound or Fennel-Water, with 
halt -a {craple of Cinnamon , adding thereto Sugar or Syrup of Cichory.. | For ſo Choller 
being voided by little and Jittle, without weakning the Patient,' his thirſt will not onely he 
aſſivaged,” and his Stomach-fickneſs taken away, and appetite provoked, but his Liver alſo 
being Rirengthened, will breed leſs water. Nor would; I venture to give him any ſtronger 
purge, in regard of his ſo great weakneſs. In the intermediate daies, if his ny bound, 
give him a convenient Clyſter, If peradventure abundance of water ſhall tretch his Belly, 
ir may twice amoneth be purged forth with a convenient Medicament. + And in this caſe, we 
muſt not allow.the juyce of Iris, becauſe it burns the Throat and Gullet, nor yet wild Ct- 
cumer. nor.

Bear an ounce and 
half in a Mortar, and then pour on Wine or Barley-water, and then ſtrain it, and pive it him 
when he has no looſneſs. His faculties and bowels will be ftrengthened by the frequent uſe 
of. an EleQuary made of the powder of the EleRuary of Cubebs, Trionſantalon and Ivory, 
with Sugar diflolved in Horehound-water. I would nor burthen the fick Gentleman waſted 
by his Diſeaſe and old Age, nor oppreſs his wearied faculties: onely I would refer the grea- 
teſt part of the, Cure to 2 good Diet, which is of greareſt moment in this caſe. Let his meat 
be fleſh of g60d juyce, cafily digeſted, for the moſt part roafted, never hoyled, or very 
ſeldom. - Ler him abſtain from ſupping meats, and all moiſt things : yet I allow him ſawces 
t6 provoke his Appetite. It is good for him to eat frequently a little at a time, three or four 
Times a day, that his weak faculties may not be over-burthened, and his meat well digeſted. 
Let him drink exceeding ſparingly , that for want of drink the parts being dried, the 
Reins may exhauſt the ſuperfluous waters, and the matter of the bowels themſelves not being 
hindred by impertinent Humors , may purge , amend and ftrengthen it ſelf. Let his 
drink be not pure Wine, which moſt order in theſe caſes, but ſuch as is well allayed with 
water, which may both ſoon aſfivage his Thirſt, and temper the heat of his Liver, And if 
Age and Stomach did not adviſe the contrary, I ſhould bid him drink cold water , which 
does aflwage thirſt, and reſiſt the Cauſe better than Wine, and yet itdoes not more ericreaſe 
watery Humors, For it is an extream hard thing in ſo mighty a'thirſt, to content himſelf with 
little drink, Bat he muſt endeavour with all his might to do it, as a thing which has eured 
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many ; uſe and cuſtom will make it eaſie to him, For when he forbears drink, yet tis mouth 

may be moiſtened by Humors drawn from other-parts. Howbeir a'very: fit Remedy may be 
ovided for this Inconvenience,if Maſtich or any thing of like faculty be continuall y chewed; 

it will dravv much water to the mouth, not our of the Head alone as ſome think, bur out of 

the Stomach and Belly : and ſoit will be good in many reſpe&s. Some like of Vomits to 
this intent : Theſe I conceive to be the chief Heads of this Cure, ro which much may be added 
by thoſe Learned Phyſicians to whom the whole Care of his Perſdn is commicted. I can hope 
for no good from the Lucenſian waters, becauſe they are not remarkable for any ſenſible qua- 
lities; nor have any taſt but that of our ordinary waters. Scme have gone to thoſe waters, and 

' others have had them brought to them, but to no purpoſe ,; thoagh they. have drank ſeven or 
| ten pints in an hour, and ſweat upon it, and diligently obſerved all the Rules preſcribed by 
the Magnifiers of thoſe Baths. :

The Cure of a Cachexy, or ill habit of the Body. 


AL L the Sympromes that are deſcribed do appertain to the ObſtruQion of the Liver and 
Spleen, with their hardneſs or ſtretching, with whotn the Romach does neceſſarily conſent. 
For ſo great 1s the ——_— the bowels and bordering parts, that all digeſtion being hindred 
and depraved, the whole body is become foal, and being over-whelmed asit were with bad 
Humoxs, it is fallen into a kind of Cachexia or evil habit. The ſame impurity of the bojvels is 
cauſe of Inflation or puffing up, Suffocation, Stomach-fickneſs and wandring Winds, with 
xzambling and ſundry pains, Finally, itis the cauſe of faintings and decay of ftrength, and 
it makes the Patient ſo frequently defire meat : for he endeavors to prevent the fainting fit at 
hand,by quelling the acrimony of the Humor by the debonaire quality of the meat, *Tis hard 
tocure theſe old Infirmities, unleſs the Patient purRually follow the Phyſicians advice. In 
the ficlt place he muſt live very ſparingly, cat only three times a day at jaſt diftances,and meat 
of thin and good juyce. He mult abſtain from ſuppings and broths, all liquid things, and im- 
moderate drinking, becauſe the natural heatis over-whelmed with plenty of moiſture, and the 
concoction hindred. He muſt chooſe a thin and dry Diet ; thin Wine and well watered, mo- 
derate exerciſe, and ſometimes, ſtrong, as his ability of Body can bear. Moreover, his Oh- 
ſtruKions muſt be.removed by Medicaments, and all the bad Humor muſt by little and little 
be drawn away into his Belly, and thatby way of Epicrafis, after this manner. Let him have 
an Apozeme for three doſes , Then let him take of Pilula de Tribus : In the intermediate 
daies when he ſhall not purge, his Stomach and Guts muft be ſtrengthened with this Eletu- 
ary. | 
Take ſhavings of Ivory and Harts-horn, of each two ſcrnples : Choice Cinnamon, choice 
Pearls, powder of Aromaticum Roſatum and T rionſantalongf each one ſcruple ; with four ounces 
of white Sugar. make an Eleltuary. Every morning, and an bour Lefore Bw, let him foment 
bis Stomach and parts about bis Midriff #ith this Liniment . 

Take Muſulage of Fenugreek-ſeed extratt in Endive water one ounce, Oyl of Wormmood, 
Roſes, Mints and Capars, of each half an ounce : Mace, Cloves, Red-Roſes pondered, of each 
one ſcrup/e,; A little Wax, make all into a Liniment. Now theſe gentle purgations muſt be given 
bim ever and anon, and continued till all the Tumor and refiſtency be taken away, and ill al 
the Symptoms be aſſnaged, which I cannot hope before two moneths be over.

T he Cure of a long and often returning Feaver for 
one of the Emperours (,ourt. 


His plain'avd' diſtin Enumeration of all the figs and ſymptomes obſerved in this fick 
3ertleman, has ſet before nune eyes the very expreſs Nature of the Diſeaſe, and all its 
cauſes both internal and external, His forme, hgure, habitude ard whole conſtitution of body, 
aud the integrity of his Funtions, both natural at.d animal do{hew alaadable natural retmpe- 
rament 2 bucin that the largenels ot his Vews argue that it enclines alittle to heat, this is ha 
ved by courſe of ume and tis age, which b == and little has made his body hotter, And 
now at [ft the heat has exceeded the- bounds Nature ; by reaſon of g'eat perturbations of 
mind, watchings, cares, troubles, which this Geatleman' has undergone in. the management 
of great Aﬀairs, From theſe ard the ike evidentcaifes, his Liver 19 inflamed and” evClined 
to breed much Choller ; which being augmented in tra&t of time,and coming to work and boil, 
is the efficient cauſe of all the Symptomes deſcribed,” This, even in his healthy time ,cauſes 
ſadden ard vehezment Pathons of mind and frequent Werathfulneſs. The fſime is the cauſe 
why his Belly being bound, his Head 1s offerdetl with a ſharp vapour, and the reſt of his body 
not haviog the benefit of tranſpiration, is ſometzmes hot and ſometimes cold, and the piltmsof 
his hands and ſoles of his feet are burtmg hor, whichis alſo a fig of an hot Liver. And there- 
fore Choller ſo much abounding in the by-paſt years, has cauſed that the whole body as it were 
- melting, is fallen into a certain leanveſs, and alſo that Choller not bemg timely porged, bit 
kept in, and now and then putrifying ;has many\times cauſed cholerick Feavers :'a1d that mach 
more often in his latter years, wherein a greater quatity thereof has been colle&ed,ard when 
his Body has been ſo diipoſed and prepared, that upon the lighteſt occafions of heat, cold, Li- 
bor, Paſſions of Mind ad Diet, it 1s wont tofall into theſe kind of Feavers ; which is ah a-91- 
ment truly of the inner Canie aboundirg, ſoas to be burthenſome and very troubleſome tom- 
Ture. Moreover, the ſort of Feaver, and the manner of its Invaſion do demonſtrate ander- 
preſs the inner Cauſe : for ſhaking at the fra biting hear, redneſs a11d inflammation of his face, 
with a light raving, a quick pulſe, and reſpiration quick I;keiyiſe, Utine red, and thick chole- 
rick Stools towards the end of the Diſeaſe are all figns of ſyperabundance of yellow Choller, 
whichby permiſtion makes the Blood moit thin and fervent. 

And therefore both the Feaver, and the cauſe of all the ſymptoms related, can be referred 
to nothing elſe but to the exuberance of Choller, and the immoderate hear of the Liver. And 
thereto belongs the Cure of the Eryfipelaszand all luzions which fall in © h:s thighs ; becauſe 
the Eryſipelis preſently follows the Feaver as a certain Indication thereof, fince it ariſes from 
the ſame Ha. that canſes the Feaver.But if fo be any Oedematons of Flegmatick tumor ofthe 
feet ſhall ſeem to have diſcuſſed the Eryfipelas,thongh he was wont to have it during his health, 
and was thought to be familiar ; yet ought it tobe ſuſpeed, and we ſhould fear leaſt it be 
the forerunner of a Cachexy ſhortly ro follow, For commonly the Liver being obftruſted with 
mach thick Choller,does contra&t obſcure rudiments of a ſchirthus,while by degrees and inſen- 
fly they gather Head, they caſt. a man headlong into a Crchexia and D:opſy. And though 
theſe frequent returns of Feavers and defluxions into his thighs are inveterate, and the age of 
the Patient does now decline, Yet he that ſhall take time and diligence, 'h2 may i that fo 
InRty and vigorous old age of the Patient promiſe either a perfect cure, or very great eaſe: 
eſpecially if nothing ſhall be perceived hard, nor reſiſting the touch in the right Hypochondii 
vm, nor any troable ſhall be perceived when he lies thereon.

Fen her tender years and firſt childhood, the Patient has been found to be ſubjeR to the 
Tiſfick, becauſe when the Air is moift, and there is a new Moon, a new diſtillation does 
more vehemeatly vex her. She has been often taken with great and dangerous fits of the Mo- 
ther, wherein both her underſtanding and all her fences periſh ; and by vehemency of the 
ſuocation, the ſmall veins of her Neck, Eyes and Face do gape, fo that red ſpots do long af- 
ter remain 4n thoſe parts. But ſhe is eipecially troubled with thoſe numerous obſtraftions of 
the Liver, by means of which ſhe has often fallen into long Feavers, and many times into 2 
very Rtubborn Jaundice, Her conſtitution being as aforeſaid, ſhe paſt over all che laſt year in 
 Idleneſs, abating nothing of her Diet,vhich was wont ro be exceeding pleatifut. Hence comes 
a large Harveſt of crude humors and all kind of excrements and obttru&ions doubled, which 
have cauſed at length that ſhe has not her Courſes nor Hzmorrhoids ſo largely, not in ſodre 
ſeaſon as formerly. By which means her whole Body began at [iſt to g-ow Heavy , and 
fifteen dayes before ſhe was taken with this Diſeaſe , the was troubled with a ſtrange 
kind of wearinefſe coming of its own accord.

Of Hypochondriacal Melancholy, for Msr.de 
aligny. 


Hear that the moſt Illuftrious and Prudent Msr, ds Maligny is befieged with many and 

ſundry. Symptoms, and thoſe grievous and dreadful ; but all which concur in the fignifica- 
tion of one and the ſelf ſame Diſeaſe. For, though the ſaid Symptoms have more vehemently 
raged a feiy daies fince, by reaſon of the exceeding hear of Summer ; yet they ſeem to have 
now a long time had ſome Rudiments and Foundations, Sadneſs and Fear without occaſion 
which have frequently troubled the Gentleman , Solitarineſs, deep and ſerious Cogitation, 
troubleſome ſleeping moleſted with Apparitions and ſundry Frightments do all preclam 
Melancholy ; not that primary ſort which comes through tault of the Brain alone, but that 
other which proceeds from the Hypochondria, or parts about the Midriff and ſhort Ribs, 
and is therefore called Hypochondriacal, For a manifeſt 6gn thereof, we have in that fvelling, 
which is obſerved about the Spleen and Pancreas or Sweet-bread. Nor do I conceive the con» 
tinent Cauſe thereof to be Natural Melancholy, which is the dregs of blood , but another aduſt 
ſort which is bred of yellow Choller over burned, and which we by a peculiar name term 
Bilis atra, black Choller, For this having been now a long time by little and little heaped up 
in the Hypochondria, is for the moſt part perceived to boil and work thereabouts, and then it 
ſends from out of it ſelf malignant vapors,which being forced againſt the Midriff, do in a man- 
ner top and hinder the breath. If they go into the Heart, they cauſe ſtrong palpitation and 
ſometime Syncope : if they hap to go into the Brain, they produce Dotages next to Madnefſs, 
and they joyned with a certain feat and ſadneſs. For which cauſes, the ſick Gentleman being 
as it were danted in his mind, 1s very much afraid of himſelf, and can hardly be raiſed into ws

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good hope of Health. Tae cauſe therefore of his palpitation of heart, and fainting fits, is not 
in his Heart or Pecicardium,but ovly in his Hypochondria or Przcojdia, out of which this flthy 
apour, carried ap th:ough manifold Arteries, gets into the Heart ; ant] produces theſe bad 
common 1n a manner to all Hypochondriacal perſons.

[| Am not ignorant of the multitude wm Employments and troubles. For all thatare trou- 
bled with any very grievous diſeaſe do flie to you for help,as to an eAAſculaping, or Terrene 
Deity: which thing would peradventure have ſcared another man from writing to you, Bucl 
—— the fruitfulneſs of your wit, and how eafie a thing itis for you to anſwer any que- 
ſion propounded in the Art of Healing, do know alſo, That ſame gentleneſs of your mRan- 
ners,which gives eafie acceſs to all ina manner: and therefore I would not ſuffer my ſclf to be 
longer vexed with that ſcruple, whereof I informed you in my laſt Letters. Which it will bs 
more eakie for you to take out of my mind, than offer it to me to be taken out : which now [ 
entceat you again and again, that => will be pleaſed todo. The former Winter I fell into an 
ulcerous wearineſs, which came ot it ſelf, which praRitioners ( if I miſtake not ) do call Pru- 
rites, A while after I disburthened my liver and ſpleen with a gentle urge. Since that 
time, puſhes have riſen in ſundry parts, very dry, and ſticking very cloſe,which being fcratch- 
xd off, black and thick blood came out. At laſt a furunculus or felon rifing upon the lower 
part of my right Leg, as alſo an Herpes or tetter, I was provoked in my mind to uſe ſtronger 
remedies. Whereupon I opened a vein, and took away about three eunces of blood, and attex 
the uſe of Whey,Prunes,Tamarinds, and ſuch like things,I parged twice or thrice luſtily, with 
Catholicon, Conte&ion Hamech, ſometimes adding Rhubarb. By which: means and 
a few topicks, I' was cured. Yet about eight daies aftery the former blood-letting, I a- 
gain opened my Bafilica vein, and took away about two ounces of blood, But the Chyrurgeon 
Which Claudius Lavellus Embaſſador from the moſt Chriſtian King, had ſent for to plea- 
ſure me, and the Phyfitians were of opinion that I ſhoald loſe much blood. Their reaſon 
was this.my blood was very bad, and my age and ſtrength were in their prime,or not much de- 
clined: moreover they daily uſed ſuch a kind of blood-letting, and that with good ſucceſs. But 
I following the mind of Ga/en in his fourth Book of preſervation of Health, where he diſcour- 
ſes of ulcerous wearineſs coming of its oivn accord, of the Itch and Scabbineſs ; I maintained 
that I was to loſe very little or no blood at all ; and that for revulfion ſake rather than evacua- 
tion, For thus he ſaies. when there is 4 coming ſhort of blood, or a proceeding beyond the 
ſame, a man may bu{dly let blood : which place of Ga/en I thus interpret, when the blood by 
under or over boyling 1s either crude or cholerick,then there is no danger in large evacuation 
thereof. But there were none of thoſe figns in my urine, which Ga/ena little before (aid were ar- 
gumets of crudity. Moreover, the laſt winter foregoing, I did eat for the moſt part only 
once aday : therefore that ſmall crudity could not perſwade me to draw much blood. More- 
over ay blood is not cholerick,or defiled with black choler:which is argued both by my temper 
and Age which is now declining,and the colour of my whole body which is yellowiſh lexd-co- 
loured, alſo my by-paſt labours, cares, and long ftudies, and therefore I ought not to bleed. For

You are fallen accidentally into a ſubtil and hard doubt, which has tortured well-gigh 
all PraCticioners underſtandings.

For a Ple- 
thora which is propetly ſo.called, is only cured by this —_ : but an impure, confiſting 
of much bad Humour, though it may be after ſome ſort abated by purgation, yet can it not 
be ſafely.nor ſpeedily done. - | Bytimmediately upon the opening of a: vein, the dangers at- 
tending by reaſon of. plenitude, ape protundy avoided, without any dama to the ſtrength 
of the Patient, And therefore as oft as you meet with a well conſtituted body, with layge 
veins ſwelling with much blood, you may boldly open a vein : and if the blood ſhall ſeen 
pure, take away the greater quantity, but if itbe impure, take away the leſs, letting that on 
at ſeveral times rather than at once. A dangerous plenitude being removed, the reſt of the 
impurity and Cacochymie may be taken away by purging. But when there-is a (mall quan- 
tity of impure Humour inthe veins, which they call Cachochymia ſine plenitndine, a Cico 
chymick or badneſs of bumonrs without their aboundance, it requires not blood-letting, but 
purging. ./ For the latter takes away the offending bad Humour ; but the former removes 
not only the bad humour, but -all himours alike, and takes away plenitude where there ws 
none, tothe great decay of the Patients firength.

Secing there are two pains complicated, having different cauſes and ſeats, one belonging to 
the Guts, which may be termed the Cholick ; the other to the Back-bone and Loyns : the re- 
moval of the former may truly be hoped, eſpecially if it be ſingle, without any InfeRion of the 
Guts themſelves. And that the greateſt of its cauſe may be the better eſtimated , I wogld have 
the whole region of his Belly felt, whether or no there is any preternatural hardneſs therein, re- 
membting what I have ſeen and written, viz. How that many times inthe Guts thick and clam- 
my flegm does grow together and harden into the ſhape of a Gur, and ſhut up the paſſage to the 

ind and dung. The Cure of the later pain is more hard, and the event thereof is doubtful, 
eſpecially if oy long continuance, it ſhall drive it ſelf deeper into the Back-bone. Yet it will 
dowell ro endeavour the Cure of both, and co.omit nothing which according to rules of Art

In purging out theſe grievous pains, diet is of no leſs moment than Phyſick, becauſe that it 
conſumes many ſuperfluities which will hardly give way to Medicaments, Let therefore his 
diet be of good juyce, drying and attenuating, very ſpare ; let him eat the fleſh of Capons,Pid- 
vcons, Turtles, Partndges, little Birds, young Leverets and ſuch like, and theſe roaſted rather 
- 1 boyled, Alſo Sawces will do well, eſpecially with N utmeg, Ginger, and a little Pe 
in them. Wine though it be thonghe to belpby irs heat ; yet becauſe with its Vapor and thin- 
neſs it ſmites the Brain and Nerves, we muſt count it hurtful in this caſe. That which is 
reddiſh, and lightly aftringent muſt be choſen rather than that which is white, and it tuft, be 
allayed with much yled water, wherein Sage has been ſteeped, If the Gentleman our Pa- 
tient had been ſo couragious to have performed all that has been ſaid touching diet, by under- 


going a Courſe with Guajacum, I ſhould have had great hopes that would much have turthered 


the Cure, and brought it to perfeRion. Yet are nor Sweats preſently to be provoked, but a 
ſtronger Deco&ion muſt be given in the morning, and three hours before Supper, inſtead of an 
attenuating Apozeme: and another ſmall one he- mult nſe at meals inſtead of Wine. IE in the 
progreſs of the Cure feat ſhall __— flowv out, you mult let it have its courſe,and gently pro- 
voke the ſame, and wipe it well off.

All theſe things are Univerſals, nor muſt any evacuation be endeavoured by blood-lerting, 
as which will be 1n this caſe very hurtful, But the chief Cure will lie in Topicks. And in the 
firſt place to root up the Cholick pain, every day three hours after dinner, a Clyſter' mult be 
2dminiftred, made after this form :

And thus by way of exchange, the uſe of Clyſters muſt be augmented and continued till the 
groſs flegm of the Guts be quite purged away which is the material cauſe of the Cholick, and 
till this pain falling down upon the Belly and Guts, ſhall manifeſtly abate. And when the Guts 
ſhall be ſufficiently purged ; that the vitious quality which has been long contrated in them

It muſt needs be a very great cauſe which vexes the Patient with ſo many and ſuch grievous

In her Stomach, Guts, Meſentery, and hollow part of her Liver. For theſe partsare filled and 
obſtruRed with thick Excrementitious flegm, which is the cauſe of her ſo long coftiveneſs. For 
ſometimes it grows together in the Guts,eſpecially in the Colon, out of which we ſee it ſome- 


ies drawn by torce of a biting Clyſter. Hence therefore proceed the Cholick pains, which 


eſs the whole Region of her Belly. The other cauſe is in the heat of her Liver, for it 
eds much Choler : which becauſe it cannot be yoided forth by the natural paſſages, becauſe 
of odſtxuRtions, it lows with the blood into the whole body. And that ſome of it 15 ſhed into 
the OEM LI by her Vomitings,in which bitter and cholerick Excrements do ſometimes 
come away after the flegmatick, This Choler 1n a flegmatick Body breeds a Semi-tertian Ague, 
which ending by Swear, leaves behind it Ulcerous or Flegmonous wearineſs.

+ pf hart part of Honey, Alſo apply ap extenuating and emollient Fomentation to her Belly. 
Lether take every day a ſharp Clyſter, wherein diſſolve Hiera Diace/ocynthidos aod Diapheni- 
con,of each half an ounce with Honey. Sometimes give her a gentler Clyſter,to ſoften the dung 
and to make her Guts ſlippery. Once in a Week give her a potion made of Rhubarb,Hiera fim- 
ple and Diaphenicon. For Diaphenicon 1s neceflary to bring away thick and tough Flegm, and 
without it, Rhubarb will not avail. Let her uſe at mealsthin Wine allayed with Water, and be- 
twixt meals a Decoction of Guajacum or Wormwood, with Wine and Water. When ber firſt 
Region ſhall be cleared, the ſecond and third muſt alſo be freed with. Remedies not much un- 
like the former. Howbeit, I do not think it neceflary to revel the humors out of the habit of her 
Body into her Belly, but that this Region is to be cleanſed by Sweating with a ftrong DecoRion 
of Guajacum,oor other mixt Remedies, Let her Diet be dry and extenuating, wherein let her 
abſtain from all moiſt things. Her vhole Body being well cleanſed, her Womb will be cured.

He Diſeaſe which has been largely and clearly unfolded, although by a various mixture, 
and unuſual concourſe of Symptoms, it ſeems to be veiy obſcure and new;yet it we (hall 
more deeply ſearch into the force and nature of the figns, both will become apparent, and the 
cauſe of the Diſeaſe will be found by compariſon of other Diſeaſes, The Cauſe of theſe 
Syaptomes 1s not one ſimple Diſeaſe, bat comparing and weighing their Natures, we ſhaſl 
find three Diſeaſes intertwitted. The oe is n Inflanumation of the Legs returning by fics. 
For Redneſs and Heat are figns of an Inflammation, which they term Phlogofic. Yet it 
cannot be counted an Eryſipelas, ſeeing it does not poſſeſs the Skin alone, bat the Fleſh 
under the ſame, and the whole part fivels into a great bulk. Itremams therefore, that it is 
a Phlegmonous inflammation of the;Legs : The immediate and contunent cauſe whereof is 
thin afd fervent blood, which off=nds the part not only by its redueſs and hzat, bur alſo by its 
immoderate quantity, Which being not confined to one place, it does not cauſe that fort 
of Phlegmon, -which at laſt ends in an Impoſthame z bat being Ray diffuſed all the Legs 
over , it cauſes a Phlegmonons Tumor, which Contunes (o org, till that fervor of the blood 
being repreſſed, itis all either manifeſtly or inſenfibly diffipated and exhaled.

"much blood, it happens at certain ſet rimes, that his whole body is ſurcharged with blood. 
Which becoming troubleſome and burthenſome to Nature ; it 1s 'eather by Nature driven, or 
Falls of his own accord qur of the Veins into the Legs, being by fome means or other become 
weak.”

An old axdematous felling, which 
ſhe was troubled with in- her younger years, and frequent and unreaſonable waſhing of her 
Head, have left a cold diſteaiper and weakneſs thereof, which pepetually gathers __ 


| cold excrements,-'iBy theſe meansa cold flegmatick humor was colle&ed and abounde

Nor does it trouble only the external parts of her body, but it has lately ſet y 4 the inner 
parts ſo greata defluxion falling upon her lungs, as-cauſed not only a congh, but wheezing 
and a troubleſome ſhortneſs gf breath , whence it is apparent, that the cauſe of all her 
troubles is a cold and flegmatick humor, which occupies well neer all the parts of he 
body ; and that the firft original thereof 1s from her head. Unleſs her ſtrength be much 
gecayed, ſome hope there is of cure, eſpecially now in the flowre of her age, and the ap- 
proach of the ſpring, Many things have been by rules of art preſcribed for her, whete- 


vith ſhe has been eaſed, but by reaſon of the length and Rubbornneſs of the diſeaſe ſbe 
cal 
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can as yet receive no perfect Cure : and that makes me ſuſpe& the fountain of her diſcaſe 15 
not yet drawn dry. Bur that there 1$a trequent defluxion of Rheum, both into her lungs and 
joynts from her head, which nouriſhes this long infirmity, : 

The chief ſcope of the Cure muſt be, to clenſe the Head of excrements, or that ſach as can- 
not be hindered from breeding, may be derived through the noſtrils, or dig2ſted by the power 
of topicks. Wherefore __ tenth or twelfth day according to her ſtrength,purge her with a po- 
tion or pils, which may be able ſtronyly to draw from the diſtant parts of the body. Her hair be. 
ing cut off, eyery morning and an hour before ſupper, fry in a trywg-pan ſeeds of Aniſe, Fenel, 
Carway, Cumin, Bay-berries, Millet, and Salt, and put them in a little bag, and lay it on her 
head as hot as ſhe can endure it, untill the beat pierce inward, or the ſiveat run down her face. 
When it is taken off cover her head with Tow heated and ſmoaked, with a perfume by you pre- 
ſcribed, After this, Apophlegmatiſmes will be uſeful and Errhines, at firſt ſuch as are mild, and 
without Hellebore. And that her body may not be too much ſhaken by the violence of ſneezing 
*twill be ſufficient to add to three ounces of juyce of Betony or ſweet Mar jerom, two drams of 
Orris, and a dram of root of Bindeed, Let all her neck be compaſſed with a plaiſter three fin- 
gers broad, whith is made of two ounces of Maſtich, and one ounce and balf of the plaiſter a* 
gainſt Ruptures, Let her by any means forbear lying on her back, but lying on her belly is good 
tor her,becauſe it enclines the rheume to her noſtrils. Let her diet be drying and extenuating, a- 
ang all ſuppings,fiſh,and immoderate drinking, let her eat roaſted -fleſh,drink very ſparing- 
ly, and endure thirſt. The uſe of all theſe remedies muſt be ſo long continued till the head of the 
patient be freed from heavineſs and pain, and may be on all fides handled, without trouble to 
her. And when about 20 _ are over that both the reliques of the diſtillation and the humors, 
which have fallen both into her Joynts and Lungs, may be attenuated and diffipared, it is good 
toorder her a diet drink of Guajacum,which does much leſs weaken the body, and is ſafer than 
an' hot houſe. Now let the decoction be ſtrong, and. boyl towards the end therein, Polipody, 
ſeeds of Carthamus, Sage and Hyſlop ; and *ewill be wy 200d for her, if by Vertue of the ſaid 
deco&ion ſhe may be made to ſiveat in the morning and before ſupper. While this ig in doing 
ſhe'muſt nevertheleſs perſiſt in the uſe of thoſe remedies now deſcribed. Shz muſt be nouriſhed 
with a pretty full diet, leſt her ſtrength by time and labout come to fail her. If the pains of. her 
joynts ſhall not be afſwaged by the foreſaid means ; find out in her hip, the part where her 
greateſt pain is, and faſten there an indifferent great Cupping-glaſs without ſcarrification, be- 
mg repeated three or four times at convenient diſtances, till. the pain go away, For it plucks

the earth, or ſome other, venemous infectious cauſe; it exerciſes, its cruelty moſt of all (a5athe 
peſtilences <9,.209.008 dangerquſly, upon bodies that are-moiſt- and; Excrementiauy,.. If 
therefore you would exther hinder the recyption of that  venemous quality of the Aire, (dich 
were moſt to be wiſhed) or drive it ayay when received. ;- you muſt diligently -refift both the 
exteral-qauſe, viz. The contration ang commiſtion of comupted -aire, jms the :preparatio 
of the body whereby K is apt-to receive the ſame.

Such meats are Thruſhes, Quayes, Partridges, ſmall Birds, ted Ca- 
pans, Hens, Pheaſants, Leverets, Rabbits, Kids, Roaſted rather than boyled, with juice 
of ſoute Grapes, or juice of Sorrel, Lemons, Oranges, with plain Viriegar, or. Vinegar of 
Roſes. _ Or rf you defire to eat of theſe, or ſuch like meats boyled, let:them be qualified with 
Purflane, Borrage and Bugloſs, and let them be earen with the foreſaid ſpices, but ſo ſparing- 
ly, that you muſt riſe from'table with your belly bur half fall; If you defire to eat fiſh, let 


- thembe ſuch as after boyling havetheir'ſubſtance ſhort, dry, and crumbling, with plenty where- 


of your Country of England is richly furniſhed, Ler'your wine be inthe ſummer of indiffe- 
rent frength, 1n color either white or firy ; in the winter ſtronger and redder, provided it be 


'not roo vaporous or hot, or need much tempering with water, which-we allow not, becauſe 


it thojſtens' too much, nor yet your Country beer, which engenders xthick and melancholick 

ice, be'it made how it.can. Nor do we approve of your Ale which is like your Becr,: nor 
oſmilk, which-is too apt to-be corrupted ;- nor of whey of milk turned and mingled with 
white wine.

All ſummer fraits diſpoſe the body to putrifaction, Dates and Raiſins 
we permit, nay, ve enjoyn the eating ot them, alſo dryed Figs, becauſe they ſcoure the bow- 
els, open obſtruQtions, and refift poyſon, ſvegr Almonds, Capars,  &c.. preſerved Citron 
peels, Conſerve of Roſes, 'of Botrage, of Bngloſs, of Milt-waſt, of Scabious, of Cichory, 
Tormentil roots, wild Betony, and the like, we highly eſteem, and would have them tre- 
quently uſed, at all hoars in a manner, either before or after meats ; unleſs they bind the 
belly too much.

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and garments, do thereby carry away a quality un them, contrary to the infetion. Let your 
mouth and hands be waſhed with water and a little vinegar mingled yith it. Ir is good to 
carry ſach things about one, as have an antipathy againſt all deadly venomes,. as the Garnet 
or a kind of Carbuncle ſo called, which though it be of ſmall price, is counted to be of grea- 
teſt vertue among precious ſtones, having an eſpecial friendſhip to the heart, as the Smaragd 
tothe brain, the Saphire to the Liver, Coral to the Stomach. Alfo an Hyacinth is carried 
and worn in a Ring tothe ſame purpoſe, and held in the mouth. Some alſo hang quick-filver 
about their neck, which is contrary to other Poyſons, by a hidden and peculiar Antipathy. 
Shut a bit of Spunge wet in Vinegar in a box with holes, and ſmell frequently thereunto, 
Hold a piece of dried Pomegranate rind in your mouth, or a leaf thereof, and of Bays. Alſo 
Zedoary, which Galen and Pauls do term Arnabo. For all theſe things by an occult pro- 
priety and certain inviſible raies, do drive away pettilent Air ; even as Palma Chriſt; drives 
away the viper Dracontius ; Polemonuum drives away the Scorpion ; thz herb Looſe-ſtrife 
kills Serpents, and drives away flies. If your belly be not looſe of its own accord, ſo that 
you go not to ſtool all the day , an hour before Supper ſwallow one of theſe Pulls fol- 
lowing.

Amber is good for infirmities of the Brain, Heart, and Breaſt.  Camphire does that in the 
body of man, which Boreas @y the North vind does in the vifble world 2 For it purges and 
cleanſes rhe Air of our Be honey and extinguiſhes the Peſtilential Fervor and heat of the ſpirits. 
Toconclude all in a word, _.. things that are good to uſe in the Plague time, muſt have 
in them theſe three facultageViz; They niuſt belp Purrifation, firengthen the ſpirits, and 
when they are diſſolved and diſſipated, colle& and reftore them ; and laſtly they muſt have a 
Bezoartick or Antidotary faculty, or a certain Antipathy whereby they refift Venome. And 
therefore as much as may be we muſt ſearch out Medicaments that have theſe faculties; 
Moreover care muſt be taken to purge out thoſe humors which are apt to receive the Peſti- 
lential Infe&tion.

To cauſe eafie deliverance of a Woman in Laboy, 


T is hard to judge of the cauſes'of that good womans difficult labour, concerning whom) yoy 

write to-me. For beſides that the cauſes of hard labour are ſometimesimanifeſt , as the 
over largeneſs of the Child, andthe narrowneſs of the wombs neck,and the weakneſs both of the 
Child and Mother : ' they are ſometimes ſo hidden and obſcure, that the beſt Phyſitian cannot 
find them out, And ſometimes it happens through a peculiar nature of the womb, that the 
child is not therein rightly ſcituate, though the woman hath not tranſgreſſed in external things, 
as to ſtrait lacing of her ſelf, violent motion of mind or body and ſuch like. And when I feri- 
ouſly meditate of the cauſes of that ſame hard labour wherewith this Geatlewoman js troubled, 
I find it to be a peculiar nature of her Womb, whence it comes to paſs, that when by the mix- 
ture of both ſeeds the child is ſhaped, it comes to have a depraved ſcituation, For your letters 
to me do not mention any « or internal manifeſt cauſes, whieh might Pring this hard 
labour z unleſs peradventure we ſhould blame the weakneſs of the child, whereby it is not able 
to afſiſt the labours of the mother to bring it forch. And there is, truly, ſome reaſon to conje- 
Qure the weakneſs thereof ; ſceing you lignifie in your letters, that her womb ſettles down» 
wards ,now when ſheis gone but four moneths and an halF,at which time the child is notſo geat 
as to be a burthen to her. But whence this weakneſs of the Child ſhould ariſe, I cannot aafily 
judge, not being by you acquainted with the manners or courſe of lite of this good Gentlenc- 
man, Whereof when you certifie me, I ſhall ſend you more certain advice touching thisby- 
ſineſs, - The premiſes conſidered I conceive this Gentlewoman ſhould be adyiſed to uſe ſuch 
remedies as may ſtrengthen her womb, and hinder it from ſetling downwards, To which pu- 
poſe it will be good to apply Emplaſiram pro Aatrice to her loines, 

Moreover her belly gnuſt be born up, and her womb frengthened by convenient ſwath bands 
fitly and duly applyed by gkilfal Midwives. And that the womb may ear upwards, ſhe muſt 
uſe cordial Lozenges, with Amber greece, Civet,Biſtort roots and Coral inthem, Alſo tie about 
her neck a Nodule which may touch her Stomach,made of Powder of Sanders, Saffron, Amber- 

ecce,and Civet, by the pleaſing vapor whereof the womb may be allured upwards. And when 
ea wornb ſhall be ſtronger, and riot ſettle ſo much downwards,I do very much approve the Ex- 
preſſion of two drams of choice Rhubarb infuſed in Roſewater, adding half an ounce of Sugar 
of Roſes; which ſhe may repeat once or twice, if ſhe find good by it, eſpecially in her fifth 
and fixth months. Touching blood-letting I cannot certainly tell what to adviſe, her womb 
being ſo weak, and falling ſo much downwards, Yet if there appear the ſigns of blood abound- 
ing, you may take away two ſmall poringers. As to the latter end of your letter, wherein you 
defire of me ſuch remedies as may cauſe eafie Labor, then when nature ſhall ſet her ſelf toex- 
clude the Child. I have always judged that emollient Clyfters are of great force; and then cer- 
tain Liniments and ſoftening oyls, to anoynt her belly and loyns. To the ſame intent, a ſyrup 
made of Cinnamon, Saffron, and pouder of date-ſtones,with trochisks of mirrh is very effe&ual, 
Galen commends Caftorium in this caſe, which is able to bring away the dead child, The An- 
cients have commended the ſtone Etites or Zgle ſtone to facilitate womens labours, being 
applied to their thigh ;- and to hinder Abortion, being applyed above the Navil. |

letting, this is my judgment - I do not approve thereof, in this very lean and thin- habit of 


body, nor at this ſeaſon. - But if in 4pri/, his Urines argue an inward heat, then it will be 
ſeaſonable to let him blood, provided you take away but one ſmall. Chyrurgeons portenger, 

Afeer his body has been preparedby theſe remedies and well purged the uſe of Aﬀles milk 
will be good for him, obſerving ſuch rules as a Skilful Phyſtian opght to obſerve, - In theuſe 
rvhereot he muſt ſo long continue, till be find himſelf holpen thereby, And when he ſhall begin 
to loathe the ſame, give him then cooling broths made of Veal or Chicken. And when the 
Air is / temperate, and in the ſummer-time, I very much allow your judgement, touching the 
frequent ule of freſh water bathes, provided that ſweat be not thereby cauſed, Nor muſt 
he omit the uſe of Syrup of fiveet Apples, Bagloſs, and Borrage, which he muſt uſe this Sun» 
mer if his ſtomach will beare them ; as alſothe Syrup of Apples of King Sper, may be pre- 
{cribed hen the weather is temperate. And becauſe there is evermoxe joined with the melan. 
choly juyce a malignant quality, which bears a deadly feud to the vital ſpirit and noble patts 
of our body, they muſt be armed againſt the ſame with cordial Lozenges and EleRuaries, in the 
preſcription whereof, you muſt have reſpe& to the ſtomach, which ſeems in this patient yery 
weak, and diſtended with many winds, for the diſſipation whereof you ſhall preſcribe ſome 
convenient pouder for him to rake after meals, ſuch as is that vulgarly uſed, - - of common 
Dredge pouder, with Coral, toaſted Bread, and Sugar of Roſes, Let his diet be of good jee 
ſuch as can hardly be uſed in this time of Lent, unleſs he cat Eggs ſoft boyled, and Pikeswith 
other fiſhes that haunt Rony places of Rivers. When Lent is over, he may freely uſe ſuch meats 
asare fit to breed good juyce. As for the cold which he feels anights, after his firſt ſleep he 
will eafily avoid the ſame,if he ſhall cauſe twolarge ſtone bottles to be filled with boyling water 
and wrapped up in linnen cloaths, and laid at his feet in the bed. For by this means, theheat 
will come into his legs and diſſipate the cold. And if this remedy ſhall not turn the cold, 2 li- 
niment may be made of Hogs greece waſhed in Sage water, and mixed with Oleum Irinun 
and Aqua vitz, wherewith his legs muſt be anointed and covered with Cotton wool. 


&. The fourth Counſel. 
Concerning a Flux of Rhenme into the Lungs. 


BY the relation of a moſt skilfal Phyſitian, I underſtand that a Gentlewoman of about (ir 
4 Fand thirty years old, who has bore many children, has this three years been troubled 
with a Fluxion of Rheume into her Lungs, which cauſes her to cough, nl is like ſometimes to 
choak her, eſpecially then when her courſes _ flow ; which Fluxion, though it have con- 
tinued long, yet there appear as yet no ſigns of her Lungs being corrupted, eſpecially ſeeing 
ſheis not atall fallen away in her body, nor is there any appearance of a Feaver, nor is 

ſtrength of the natural faculty wanting in digeſtion and other a&ions thereof, But itis noV t0 
be feared, left humors putrifying or becoming more ſharp ſhould exulcerate the Lungs. And 


that is moſt of all troubleſome, that ſhe feels a perpetual coldneſs in her head, of which ſhe e-. 


hemently complains. For to ſtop this defluxion, moſt learned Phyſitians have appointed Ye!) 
many Medicaments ; whereby they have provided both for the health of her whole body, 9s 
alſo of the parts affe&ed, her Head and Lungs', howbeit there is as yet no good done, the ſame 
ſymptoms continuing, which did before trouble her : and therefore ſhe defires remedies from 
me, to ſtop that old defluxion of Rheum into her Lungs, and to free her from theſe inconvent- 
encies, ſhe is ſubje& unto, Which that I may do it more conveniently, we muſ} ny 
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the cauſe thereof, that the ſame being known, may by convenient remedies be oppoſed. I 
conceive the pruncipal cauſe thereof to be a cold and moiſt diſtemper of the brain,which as wel 
frat the reliques of ztsaliment, as from the vapors arifing out of the parts beneath into the 
head, does breed many wheyiſh hamors, which by the frength of the Brain are driven out 
into the Lungs. This cauſe 1s peradventure affifted by a diſtemper of the Liver being fomwhat 
over hot, eſpecially in a body not enjoying the benefit of tranſpiration, ſuch as is the body of 
a very fat woman. _ And ſeeing the Lungs have along time receaved this defluxion, they are 
now thereby filled, and ſoa Ig tiflick is cauſed by fits, wich come at uncertain 
diſtances of time. And thatI may give advice for the old infirmity, all our endeavour ou he,T 
conceive,to aim, that in the firſt place, the humor colle&ed in the head may be hindred from 
falling into the Lungs ; and ſecondly, that what is already collected in the Lungs, may by con- 
renient remedies be well brought up by coughing and ſpitting. Both theſe intentions may be 
performed, ifher whole body be purged this fall of the Leaf with ſuch Pills as are 200d for the 
Head, viz. Aggregative Pills, and fine quibus, Agarick being added to them : which let her 
take tice a moneth, after her firſt ſleep, Bur betore the uſe of the Pills, her body muſt. be 
purged with a DecoCtion of Senna,made ina PeQtoral Decodtion wherein Agarick and Rhubatb 

Tatbe infuſed,and an ounce of Syrup of Roſes added tothe trained liquor. To theſe may be ad- 
ded the frequent uſe of Clyfters; and her body being purged,open the Bafilica veine of her right 


- Arm, and take away two ſmall porringers of blood, Let her head which ſends the defluxion 


"Into her Lungs,be cured with a Cephalick Fomentation,made ofa Lie of Vine branches,where- 
in Orris root of Florence, Calamus Aromaticus, Schenanth, Betony, Marjerom, Sage, with 
'Senna leaves have been boyled, adding at the end of the decoRtioa a fourth part of Red Wine. 
- With this her head muſt be fomented in the morning, for'the ſpace of an hour, and then be- 
ng dtied it muſt be anointed with Nard oyl and Chymical oyl of Turpentine, with a little Aqua 
'vitex, along time together, laying Cotton wool thereon, filled with Powder of Florentine 
'Orris, Marjerom, and Sage. Which if4t do no good, and the coldneſs continue, provide her 
"a Plaiſter de Betonica of the larger compoſition, adding thereto Benjamin, Storax, Pitch, and 
"hor Cephalick powders, as of Orris root, Cypreſs root, Marjerom, with a little Turpentine, to 
"by to her head, the hair being firſt ſhaven off, From theſe we muſt come to Cauteries, which 
"muſt be applyed to the top of her head, avoiding the fixtures, Let her in the winter continue 
"her Cucufa and head coverings, which have been ordered by faithful Phyfitians. Let her no- . 
frils continue-open ; and if they hap to be Ropped, ſhe mu firſt uſe light Errhines or Noſe- 
liquors, then more ſtrong ones, which are to be refuſed in this ſort of diſeaſe, 
© To ſtrengthen her head, make an Opiate, of Conſerve of Roſemary flowers, Treacle, Mi- 
* thridate, preſerved Citron-pills, preſerved Nutmegs; mixt with conſerve of Colts-foot, and 
: e, and all made up with Syrup of Stzchados intothe form of an EleRuary. 
 Andher Lungs i-whoſe windpipes very much flegme is contained, muſt be cured with pe- 
Qoral or cough deco&ions, made of the Roots of Elicampane, Florentine Orris, Dragon,with 
Betory, Hyflop, —_— and other Cough medicaments invented by skilful Phyfitians. 

Alfoa Lohock ſhall be provided of the Root of Arum or Cucko-pintle, and of Dragon roaſt= 
ed under the embers, -whereunto being beaten, the pulp of Sebeſtens, Jujubes, Raiſins of the 
Sun, with Diatragacanthum frigidum muſt be mixed, all being made up into a Lick-pot, with 
Syrup of Maiden-hair, which let her frequently take from a Liquoris ſtick, The pouder of 
Fox lungs may be added thereto. It will alſo be good for her with open mouth to ſuck in the 

- fieame ofa peRoral decoRtion. The Other forms of Cough-medicaments preſcribed by her 
very learned Phyſitians, I exceedingly approve of,

into the weak kidney. Which, miſchief, unleſs timely prevented, *cis to be feared, lead ir 
bring her at laſt into a Conſumption. Now the way to prevent the ſame, is to give her ſrequent- 
ly emollient Clyſters, and then boles of the pulpe of Caſſia Fiſtula, ſometimes alone;and ſome- 
times with Rhubarb. Afterwards, when the hot weather ſhall be abated, the Baſilica 
veine of ber Arm on the pained fide. And when by theſe remedies her whole body (hai 
be provided for ; we muſt then think of clenfing ; pengeherung her Kidneys. To cleanſe 
her Kidneys, in the firſt place Almond milk made with Barley and Liquoris will be goog 
and after that the-uſe of the Hydromel made with a large proportion of water, when the 
weather ſhall be temperate; an Opiate of Conſerve of Violets and Roſes,with EleRuatium Di. 
atragacanthim frigidam, Pine apple kernels hulled and ſteeped in Roſe-water, all made ap 
with Syrup of Marſh-mallows. To.the fame intent broths are good, made of cooling herbs, 


The laſt ſhall be Aﬀes milk, which ſhe muſt uſe a monerh or two in the morning,ſweetned with 
Sugar of Roſes. - Her kidneys being ſcoured ſhe muft uſe the Trochiſchi Gordonij with Diz. 
tragacanthum frigidum, difſolved in Hydromel. - Her Kidneys muſt be firengthened withUn. 

Roſatum.' In September when the air is temperate, let her uſe a.decoRion of Chin; 
kidney, may taketheir courſe another way. The courſe of life and diet preſcribed by her leg. 
ned and skilful Phyfitian muſt be diligently obſerved by her. In mentioning the Remedies to 
cleanſe her Kidney, I have overpaſſed the uſe of Venice Turpentine, which wonderfully belys 
to ſcoure the kidneys,being taken with Diatragacanthum frigidam.. | 


| '  Thefixth Counſel, 
Touching ſwellings which had the appearance if 
Cancerous W enns. 


EEing theſe two tumors which appear at the brink of her left Arm-pit, have the ſhen cf 
Feertain Cancerous Wenns, as you have informed me by your Letters, I conceive you 
ought to deal very gently with them ; nor muſt you uſe ſtrong ſoftners or digeſters, leaſt & 
grow worſe, but gentle ones, ſuch as is an oyntment made of a little Diacalciteos diffolved in 
juyce of Plantane and Nightſhade, all beaten together in a leaden Morter. Nor muſt youde- 
fiſt from that medicine till you ſee what good it can do. 

Howbeit the. uſe of external remedies will be then more convenient, when you have prori- 
ded for the good condition of the whole body of this ingenious Damoſel,which becauſe itisten- 
der and dry, as I underſtand by her Father, it muſt be gently handled. And therefore it muſt 
he purged with Cafſia Fiſtula, Diacatholicon, or \King Sepors ſyrup newly made half the 
Saffron being left out, Which let her take twice or thrice in a moneth, with Whey wherein 
Epithymum and Fumitory have been infuſed. And becauſe her nature ſeems inclined tobreed 
melancholick juyce, even of the beſt meats, through fault of her Livers diftemper : we mult 
fight againſt that juyce with a Syrup made of juice of Bugloſs, Borrage, Baume, Endive, ſect 
Prunes,. whercot let her take a mornings with boyled water. To the ſame intent Aﬀes milk 
will be good, which let her uſe every morning with a little Sugar. At the approach of {pring 
and Fa, her body veing purged, let her left bafilica'or median veine be opened, and take tyo 
ſmall Porringers of blood. Finally, make an Iflue in her leſt Arm, near the muſcle Deltos,/ 
This ſummer time let her frequently uſe a Bath of ſweet freſh water, to correR the drineſs 
her body, Moreover let an opiate be made for her of Conſerve of Violets, Lillies, Roſes, Bi- 
ploſs, Borrage, Citron peel, ConfeRtio Alkermes, that by the uſe thereof the malignant force of 
the melancholly juyce may be amended and the patients natural ſtrength reſtored, 

Let all ker diet and courſe of life tend to moiſineſs, and moderately to cool ; refuſing al 
meats that breed melancholick juyce. 

Lether uſe Ptiſan inſtead of wine, or a decoRion of Cotiander with Raifins, And wie" 
the heat of the weather ſhall be more remiſs, you ſhall order her Wine well allaid with vate 
Which in this extremity of ſummers heat I do nor allow. 

Theſe Counſels, being the Reliques and Monuments of my Father, I have gathered togeth 
a 
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and treaſured up very religiouſly,and now (moſt learned Sir) I commit them to your Leamins, 
Fidelity and Prudence, that with ſome commendatory mention of him, they may be pub- 
liſhed unto the World : yet o that you give all men to underftand, that they were written 
by a man much employed, rather tor the private benefit of the Sick, than to be t:animitted r9 
th2 Memory of Poſterity.

The (onnſel of a certain moſt Learned Phyſician, 
touching atrvers infirmities of the Kidneys. 


IJ Ehave communicated our minds one to. another, touching Perſons troubled with the 

Stone in our tormer Letters, ſomewhat more briefly than to ſatisfie either of us, And I 
have promiſed that I will b:1efly handle ſome certain Heads or Points, which, though common, 
are far from vulgar. 

They are far, I ſay, from vulgar, becauſe I know not what, for an opinion has gotten head 
touching the uſe of Diureticks,a:d ſuch like things ; which Herca/es himſelf is not able to pluck 
up by the Roots. Which work 1 ſo much the harder, becauſe ſome principal Women, and 
who are highly eſteemed by the common People, do Magnfie their Diuretick powders and 
ſimples, ai.d offer them to the Diſcaſed freely of their own accord, ſo that it ſeems nory to have 
the force of a Law. But as one excellently well ſaid, They conceive witty, Rich and neaithy 
Perſons, and of aged experience, worthy to be believed and truſted , wherein peradventure 
they are miſtaken : but the opinion of the vulgar people can hardly be changed, and there- 
unto they ſquare all gow ; both thoſe that jndge and thoſe that follow their fancy. Wherein 
conſiſts a great Error,and of very large extent,far and wide : But eſpecially in this Diſeaſe, the 
foreſaid Error hulds. Which nevertheleſs 15 a Diſeaſe of ſo great conſequence, that 'tis reputed 
the Croſs and torment of Men ; and wherein many times the Induſtry of the Phyſician lan- 
oaithing and becoming quite mute ; we ſee in him rather a ſtupid blockiſhneſs, han the new 
invention of a profitable Remedy, And yet whodoes not profeſs th2 art of driving out Gravel, 
and of waſting the Stone > Nocld Wite but has her Desks and Boxes, Qone-breaking and 
ſtone-forcing powders. Yet there is nothing wherein the common people are more blind and 
ignorant, and wherein the Induſtry of the Phyſician grows cold. But if poſſible, Jet us be- 
come wiſer than others. Now certain Heads are to be by us debated : 1. Whether the vul- 
gar nſe of Diureticks be ſafe or not? 2. What that ſame Snivel and Flegm is which grows 
inthe Bladder of thoſe troubled with the Stone, and which they void z 3. Whether it be ſafe 
to ſcour that legm away by Rtone-breakers, or it be not better tolet it alone ? 4, Whether it is 
beſt to temper the ſharpneſs of Urine or not, ſeeing Acrimonious Urine has certain faculties of 
Irs own ; for it is of a ſcouring poiver 2 5. We are to enquire what means that of Hypocrates, 
Apalunai kai Malacunai, to make tender and to ſoften z Whether it be not only wtended 
before the uſe of Hellebore to avoid Convulfions : and contrariviſe, whether it be not dange- 
rous to ſoften and weaken the body of the Kidneys with Fomentations z 6. The laſt queſti- 
on is touching the conſent of the Kidneys with the upper or lower parts: Why the left 
Kidneys do not ſo uſually ake as the right 2 why there 18 not in like meaſure an equal Sympa- 
thy of the Kidneys, with the upper as with the lower parts, ſeeing they lie in ths middle of 
the Body 2 And firſt as touching the Diureticks or Urine-jorcing Medicines. Galen confutes 
their opinion, who give hot and biting things Pon_ to all perſons troubled withthe 
ſtone, For the bod: y is to be conſidereq, and he matter it ſelf,and the efficient cauſe, If the 


Body be very fat, intemperate, given to Gluttony ; a man muſt deal otherwiſe thin he would 


do, if his Patients body were leap, Cholerick, full of hot and dry Heat, For « groſs _ fat 
& ody, 
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body, faſting, and the uſe of attenuating things is good : but to- an hot and cholerick perſon 
fatting is not good ; nay it's dangerous,as cauſing more matter to be heaped up, And the uſe 
of Duareticks is very good inthe others, but jn theſe latter dangerous. And the fame Author 
diſtinguiſhing Arthritick and Diuretick Medicaments , will have them tobe Diureticks,which 
are of forcible heat and Acrimony, and they do diſſolve,melt and ſeparate. And bothof them 
do the ſame thing to perſons that have the ſtone as to perſons diſcaſed in their Lungs, and 
therefore they are forbidden to them both. But in the Diſeaſes of the Lungs, ,becauſe while 
they melt and ſeparate the ſerous or wheyiſh ſubſtance, they render that which remains more 
Riff and hard to be brought up. Secondly, when Milk-provokers are diſtinguiſhed from ſuch 
things as move the Courſes ; the latter muſt be more biting and hotter,becauſe the womb drais 
not to it ſelf : contrariwiſe, Milk-provokers ought to be leſs hot, becauſe both blood of it ſelf 
eoes tothe Dags, and is drawn thither : and why then do we uſe things ſo hot and biting to 
purge the Kidneys, ſeeing they have a moſt (trong attraCtive faculty ? It is one thing to be ab- 
ſolutely Djuretick, ancther to haye the power of moving Urine, another to havethe power to 
waſt and wear the ſtone, or to cut the matter. Suchas cut ſony colle&tions, though they cur, 
yet ought they not to be very hot. For too much- heat contracts and renders the ſtone hard 
and compa by drying it,but does nor cut the ſame, nor divide it. And therefore thoſe things 
| which dry not and.moderately heat, do breed Milk ; ſuch things as heat more, and dry not 
C yery much; provoke the Courſes ; and both provoke Urine : as alſo ſuch things as heat and 
dry ; and they aretermed Dureticks, not becauſe they alone move. Urines, but becauſe they 
move nothing but Urines,neither Milk nor Courſes, But ſometimes Dinreticks are tobe uſed, 
cther whiles Ureticks : and theſe latter, when we would lenifie, moiſten and diflolve the 
body of the ſtone, bur not to melt and diſſolve it by taking away the thinner part, and ren- 
dring the thicker more ſtubborn and rebellious to work upon, © For things that moiſten and 
cool, and withall in ſome meaſure move Urine, decauſe they corre the dryneſs, they remoye 
the occaſion of more contutnacious concretion or growing together of the ſtony matter. The 
Author of the Book of Kidney-diſeaſes, who ever he were, waſts the ftone with thirigs of a 
lakewartti temper. Fer hot #rine-provokers barden the ſtone, but Inkenarm things by little 
and little diminiſh the ſame, and wake it not barder. For ſeeing the ſtone is gathered and 
compatted by over much heat, lukewarm things are good , as leing contrary ts thoſe things 
which did breed the ſtone. But Dinretick and very bot things do make the ſtone barder * But 
when there 5 as yet no ſtone, or it is not great, yet Obſtruttion i cauſed by Gravel, and by 
thick and clammy Juyces, then you may ſafely adminiſter bot things, and ſuch 4s open obſtra- 
tions. Which 1s the Counſel of Galen, when he explains thoſe two words, Leprunai and 
Hupalunai, to attenuate and toſoften, ſo as Leptanai. to attenuate, is to be referred to the 
Humots ; Hapalunai to ſoften, is to be referred to the ſolid Members. Although, ſaies he, 
we do not give Hellebore, itis good that the Humors be thin, and the body of the Kidneys 
ſoft, that,the Humors may eaſily paſs through them. For the fone will never begin to breed, 
if a man ſhall have his Humor: alnaies thin, and the body of bis Kidneys ſoft. And that I + 
may conclude, it is one thing to conſider, the (and it ſelf and gravel to be voided, and ano- 
ther to conſider the tone, which either is made or in making. For the Gravel, and againſt 
Obſtruions, Diurericks,and things ſomewhat ſharp, as detergents or ſcourers will be good : 
but for the one in making, ſuch as hinder its encreaſe, as ſcour away the adhering Gravel, 
cut and attenuate the glue, and ſodder the ſtone. But for the ſtone already made, ſuch 
things are good as ſoften, and have a certain lukewarm faculty, eſpecially that the ſharp, bi- 
ting and dry heat may be tempered, which is the compaQter and baker of the ſtone. 1f the 
law of Contrariety is to be obſerved, a Phyſician muſt oppoſe what is thick by ſach things as 
attenuate ; what is hard by things that ſoften, what 1s clammy and tough by things which 
divide and cut. Now Openers and Diaphoreticks have mixt forces ; for Openers have a 
mixture of the powers of things which divide and make thin, and Diaphoretick of the powers 
of Attenuaters, Aperitives and Detergents ; for ſo the waies being opened, and the humor 
attenuated, that will be ſconred off which was faulty, and forced into the Skin, to be dri- 
ven ont by ſiveat and exhalation, And now for that ſame Snivel or Flegmatick matter 
which grows together in the Bladders of ſuch as are troubled with the tone , whence 
comes a Flegmatick ſnotty Urine, And Msr. Fernel/izs reckons, that ſuch an Urine pro- 


ceeds either from an Ulcer, or a Rone contained in the Bladder, It reſembles _ 
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which women uſe abour their Cloths, or rather the Mufilage drawn out of ſeeds infuſed in 
lukewarm water. *Tis incredible what a deal of this Mufilage is voided by one that has a one 
in his Bladder, Nor ceaſes it to breed in a Bladder with a ttone, till the ſtone be taken our. 
But when the ſtone is taken away, its no longer voided, The Cauſe whereof is known to fey, 
and requires more time and leiſure to ſpeak of. It 1s bred alſo in thoſe who have had a malig- 
nant Gor or:hza, whe 1ce brzeds the fleſhy knod in the piſs-pipe. For while that which 1s 
thin is vo.d:d forth, and the thick ſettles to the bottom,and nature becauſe of its thickneſs and 
the (traitneſs of the paſſages cannot ſoften it ; hence ſometimes a ſtone is bred. Sometimes the 
Urine is topped; Hence the whole bladder almott is fometimes taken up,whiles it Ricks to the 
walls of the bladder,and there encreaſes : hence the Patients have a continual provocation to 
make water,and many are brought to their laſt end. The Queſtion is,whether it be ſafe to ſcour 
off and cleanſe away the foreſaid flegmatick ſnivel by the uſe of detergent or ſcouring Medica- 
ments? For in the firſt place,according to Hyp:cratesgit 18 as it were a glew,whereby the Gra- 
yel is combind and unned intothe form of a tone. Moreover it ſuppreſfles the Urine;and third- 
ly,it fils ſometimes by its abundance the whole bladder, whence neceſſarily death muſt follow. 
Now ſometimes it-is-convenient to cleanſe the ſame away, and ſcmetimes the ſnivel is ſer- 
viceable to afſwage the pain, For itdaubs and covers the ftone with its clamineſs ; whence its 
roughneſs is made ſmooth, and cauſes leſs trouble. Alſo it blunts the ſharp corners of the ſtone, 
by daubing and clamming the ſame. And therefore it makes the Patients life more ſweet and 
eaſeful. And hapty (if my conjeRure may find place) nature by an inconfiderate and fortuitous 
prudence doth ſaggeſt this ſlimy matter,that the ſtone may be made thereby leſs offenfive. Nor 
1s there any need to ſcoure away this flegm and mufilage, which would otherwiſe mitigate the 
Patients pains. For as long as it is not in ſo great quantity,as to fill the cavity of the bladder,ſo 
much profit comes there” y ,that the tone being daubed therewith, becomes familiar to the blad- 
der, and by that means much leſs pains do happen in making water. As touching the Urine, 
whether or no it ought to be lenified and tempered, may be reaſonably queſtioned : for what 
need have we to ſeek detergents and ſcourers from abroad, when we have an equivalent reme- 
dy at home, For the Urine does purge, ſcour and waſh away, Yea, and ſome Stone-cutters 
after they have taken out the ſtone, do judiciouſly foxbear to put any detergent and purging 
Medicaments into the Ulcer, becauſe the Urine coming that way, doth by its cleanſing faculty 
ſupply theirplace. And when in perſons ſubje& to the one, the Urine is tempered to avoid 
pain, it looſes ſo much of its'cleanfing faculty. But I leave this to the confideration of others, 
"Tis nov time to come tothe laſt Queſtions concerning the proper ſenſe of the words Apa/z- 
n4i and Leptuncin,l havealready ſpoke occaſionally. Hypecrates ſeems to require a certain ſoft- 
enirg of the Kidneys when they are too hard, and an exa& attenuation or thin making of the 
humo:s, but that principally becauſe he ſpeaks of an Heleborate medicament, which is uſetul in 
young bodies and old diſeaſes, which cannot be ftirred without a Lever. Now this ſoftning of 
the more ſolid bodies is therefore procured,that the Patient may not incur the hazard of ſuffoca- 
tion, and that there may be no great occaſion of a convulſion. But Ga/en does more largely ex- 
tend the ſenſe of thoſe words of Hypecrate: : And though we uſe no Hellebore, yet he thinks 
the more ſolid body of the Kidneys ought to be looſened and mollified. But in Fomentations, 
bathing and ſoftening, great caution muſt be uſed, for three inconveniencies follow. In the 
firſt place, fie quent tomentations, effeminate the fleſh : alſo, by cauſing weakneſs, it weak- 
ens the expulſive faculty eſpecially, ſo that it cannot ſo well quit it ſelf of what is molefiful. 
Thirdly, though I grant there may be great occafions to uſe theſe medicaments ; yet when the 
body of the kidneys is made effeminate and ſoft, they become more apt to receive Excre- 
ments from the whole body, whence a relapſe is occaſioned. But the Phyſician muſt ufe ſuch 
care and providence, that when there is uſe of Baths and Fomentations, before he diſmiſs the 
Patient, he may again (ſtrengthen the parts which have been for a time looſened and ſoftened 2 
leaſt (as Ga/en ſpeaks) they be brought toa Rheumatick diſpoſition, which is nothing but a 
facility and proneneſs to receive excrements flowing thereto trom the whole body. But how 
far the ſe of theſe ſofteners muſt extend, it belongs to the prudent and diſcreet Phyfician to 
confider. Moreover, the lift queſtion has a certain latitude : For the matter propourded 
is the conſent of the Kidneys, with the upper and lower parts, Why the left parts, when 
the left Kidney is troubled , are mere vexed than the right parts are , when the right 
Kidney is diſeaſed 2 Whether the upper and lower parts do equally ſympathize with the 
Vy 2 diſcaled 
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diſeaſed kidney ,ſeciny it 18 ſeated in the middeſt betwixt both. And in the firſt p 11ce,when Parts 
are d ſeaſed, it 1s very 200d to know whether tley are affected of themſelves, or by ſympath 
with ſome o her parts. And Hypecrares did not impertiently at firft admoiniſh, that the differ. 
ences of the pains in the ſides or breſt, and other parts was ta be obſerved; as in ſome,the parts 
behind che midriff and the ſhoulder blades are pained,in others the thigh is nummed, yea,and in 
the iame part there 4s a difference cf the pains, tor one pain is du'l,the other ſharp,in whichczfs 
the prudent conſideration of the Phyſic:an 1s defired. For the common people,and ſome unsk11. 
ful Phyſicians do frequently by miſtake attribute the cauſe of the pain to a Catarrh, when jr 
wholy belongs to the Kidneys,and all the cure is to be applied.to them. And therefore Hype- 
crates,an excellent Teacher writes thus, Thoſe who being diſeaſed in their Kidneys, have paing 
about the Mnſcles of their back-bone ; if they ariſe abow the external parts, expect an impoſt- 
bume »utwards, cc. Whereupon, the moſt learned 4rculanus, among figns of an impoſthume 
11 the Kidnets,eſpecially in the coats of the ſaid Kidneis, reckons a difficulty in bending of the 
back, a troubleſome Cough, and that the Patient cannot eaſily fiand or go upright, And yet ma. 
ny ſo affected have beenby Phyſicians cured, as if they were troubled with a Catarrh, whereby 
they have loſt all their labour. And amongt the reſt, diligent attention ought to be given tg 
waat Hypocrates Writes, touching the ſundry ſorts of Diſeaſes which moleſt the Kidneys, Jn 
explicaty.g whe eof,he writes, that among other concomitant figns of Diſeaſes in the Kidneys, 
are pains in the Breſt and Thighs. Yea verily many have been cured for the Pleurifie, when 
at the chief cauſe of the Diſeaſe was the Kidney, either having a ſtone in 1t, or otherwiſe diſez= 
fed. Hypcerates celebrates two humors as chief cauſes of Kidney-Diſeaſes, viz, flegm and 
choller, And it is to be obſerved, that great care be had, leaſt the greatneſs of the Kidney de- 
ceive us,e{pecially ſach a greatneſs as ſome long and hidden diſeaſe has cauſed. For a Phyfician 
is of en thereby deceived,believing that it is a tumor in the ſpleen, and that thoſe pains which 
a:1ife ofcen-under the baſtard ribs, arefrom the ſpleen, whereas they proceed wholly from the 
growth of the Kidney.For diſſeCtion alone after the Patients death declares that which the Pru- 
dence of Phyſicians could notattain unto. And therefore in the ſame part there are ſundry ſorts 
of pain : In the Kidney an heavy pain,and two waies heavy; for that is truly heavy which carries 
with-it a ſence of heavineſs, and bareia «dune, an heavy pain, is Oxeia,a ſharppain. For both 
theſe pains happen : The truly heavy, if the tone lie in the ſubſtance of the Kidneys ; alſo 
if the ſubſtance of the Kidneys be inflatned. An acute pain, when other parts than the 
ſubſtance of the Kidneys are pained, as the coat incompatiing the Kidneys (and it may be pain- 
ed by a ſtone contained in the ſubſtance of the Kidneys by diftention,in caſe the ſolid ſubſtance 
of the Kidneys be diſtended) the inner cavity of the Kidney, the Veins and Arteries which ate 
te:minated into the Cavity of the Kidneys, and the originals of the Uretors, This is the true 
Judgment of G#'en concerning the cauſes of pain in the Kidney : Concerning which three oc- 
cafional qu«Ricnz may be agked. Furſt, whether the Kidney may be inflamed, without inflan- 
mation of other parts ? viz.. The Veins and Arteries, becauſe he ſaies there is an heavy pain, 
that is with a ſence of heavineſs joyned thereto, when theſabſtance of the Kidneys is inflamed, 
1h'ch would not happen if the Veins and Arteries were inflamed : for the pain would then be 
2 cute or ſharp. Secondly, whether or no when the Veins and Arteries are inflamed;the pain is 
acute? For it ſeems not. Thirdly,whether or no to make an acute pain, it be necefſary that all 
the foreſaid parts be affe&eT together at one and the ſame time ? viz. The inner cavity of the 
Kidney, the mouth of the Uretors,the Veins,Artzries, and alſo the coat it ſelf ; or that they be 
affeted ſeverally ? of which I ſhall diſpute no more in this place, but leave this ſcruple in the 
minds of the Readers, I come now tothe nummednefſs. 

There was long fince a prime Phyſician (as a mans rexſon and underſtanding is apt to mitake) 
who applied Remedies to one that had a numneſs mn his Leg, as fearing that he would fall into 
the Palfie ; until a more quick-fighted Phyſician declared the numneſs to be no beginning of 
the Pale, buta fign of a diſeaſe in the Kidney of the ſame fide : And at laft the truth was di!- 
covered. I ſee Ga/en and the Author of the Book: of Kidney-Diſeaſes do a little vary ; Fo: 
thus ſaies Galen, A numne(s is cauſed in the Thigh, by reaſon of the conjun&tion of the Veſlz1s 
reſting upon the back, viz.. The Vena Cava, and the great Artery with the Kidneys and the 
Thighs : for they ſhoot very large into the Kidneys, but into the Loins they are not inſerted 
large. Burt thoſe who conceive the Kidneys are coupled to the Thighs by the Urinary paſſages 


or membranes or nerves, or the Peritonz::m, ace unskilful in Anatomy, 
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This is the opinion of the other Author ; when the Rone is bred in the Kidi:eys,that Vein 15 
afteed which deſcends unto the Thighs : for they are both from one branch of the Vena Cava, 
which nature has diftribured to the lower parts, Now the v2in which goes into the T h:gas be- 
ing filled, the Nerve or Muſcle is comprefled, whereapon the animal [pirit does not pals wts 
the Thigh. Here mention is made of the Nerves,vut in the other not; And one thing is to be 
noted, which the ſame Author obſerves, viz. Thar in the diſturbance cauſed by atone 11 the 
Kidney, one or other of the Teſticles 1s d.awn back, according as the right or left Kidney is at- 
teted. And how that comes to paſs,they ſhew from Anatomy : It remains that we reaſon abour 
the ſubverſion of the Romach, and difficulty of breathing. The Kidneys (faith he) are placed 
belides the back-bone, behind the Guts and Stomach, Therefore a certun violent diſtention 
being made in the Kidneys by the mutualcies, the diſeaſe paſſes to the Guts and Stomach, and 
thence the diſorder aſcending the Stomach is made fick, And now happens that ſame painful 
diſtention,ſeeing the Kidneys by reaſon of their ſolidity are not ſtretched, For there is a certain 
contrary endeavor when the veſſels are ſtretched,and the body of the kidneys by reaſon of their 
ſolidity does not give way, Alſo they conceive, that a certain ſhortneſs cf breath ariſes,by rea- 
ſon of the Midriff, which in its lower part is furniſht with the Peritonzum,a coat which a »per- 
tains unto the Kidneys, and above with a Membrane, which is tretcht out before the Ribs. In 
that the Midriff ſuffers with the K:dneys, being an Inſtrument of free breathing, it is a cauſe of 
ſhortneſs of breath. Bat certain Anatomifts (as nature ſports her ſelt with variety in ſeveral 
budies) while they —_— follow the propagation of the Neryes, hve found a remarkable 
part of thoſe Nerves ariſing from the ſixth pair, inſerted into the Kidneys : which part poſſes 
through the middle of the Midriff, and reaches as far as to the Claviculz or Chanel-bones, 
Hence ariſes difficulty of breathing, and a ſort of Orthopnza, Whereupon a Perſon of quality 
being troubled with a Diſeaſe in his Kidnzys, and having withall the Orthopnza,moſt men ac- 
Cuſed an hidden diſeaſe of his Lungs : others of more nnderftanding,judged all came from his 
Kidnzys, and that there was no fault in tis Lungs. They ſet themſelves to cure his Kidneys, 
and he recovered. And true 1s that ſaying of Hypocrates, Touching moſt hard and un-apparent 
Diſeaſes, opinion judges rather than art. As for the conſent of upper and lower parts, let us 
hear only Arcs/ants : There are other Symptoms, when the right Kidney is diſeaſed, others 
when the left. When the right is troubled, the Liver is co-affe&ed, and the upper parts ra= 
ther than any others ; if the left, the evil is communicated rather to the lower parts, Is this 
trae ? Do they differ in ſituation 2 Orare they equaily placed betwixt the upper and lower 
parts > The Ana:omiſts muſt reſolve us in this particular. I ſhall ſpeak of one thing by the way, 
which ſome have obſerved : When there is a like cauſe of pain in both Kidneys, more and 
oreater troubles ariſe from th2 left Kidney diſeaſed, than from theright, becauſe as they ſay,the 
Gut Colon where it touches the left Kidney, is mach narrower than where it touches the right 
Kiiney, Of which, conſult Anatomy. And becauſe lefs ſerious and ſporting matters are 
ſometimes to be joyned to ſerious,that the leſs ſerious may ſomewhat lighten the labor taken to 
underſtand the more ſerious ; I will alledg one :hing from Hypecrates,Which ſeems in ſome fort 
to be reckoned among Miracles. A certain Man, nated 1oſcheus was exceedingly given to 
brzed (tones ; a little ſwelling broke out upon his upper Eye-lid, which was the occaſion of 
the breaking away of his lower Diſeaſes. From this place, it ſeems the ſwelling which roſe 
on the eye-lid, a part far diſtant from the Kidney, d d cure the man of the tone : Which is a 
kind of a monſtrous thing. One Interpreter refers the cauſe thereof to the Brain, from whence 
he draws a certain original of ſtones , becauſe the Brain affords a culd matter, which 1s the 
cauſe of the (tones growing and being congealed togetizr. Which matter when it drives nat 
downwards, it breeds ſomething reſembling ones in the eye-lics or other bordecing parts, 
And he brings an example from his own Father ; who being troubled with the Rrangury and 

ſtone, cauſing himſelf to vomit, and diligently purging his Brainghe was freed from thoſe tro'- 
- bles. 1 do net ccndemn the Opinions of others ; every mans judgment is his o:vn, and fr2e. 
And it is better to invent ſome reaſon or other, than paſs over an Authors Text unexponded, 
But I expe& ſome others will eive light to that obſcure place with more accurate judgmert :

Moreover, 1n the 
left Ventricle of the heart were found round 
Caruncles, reſembling the ſubſtance of the 
Lungs, the bigger of which was neer as large 
as an Hazel Nut, which did ſhut the paſſage 
of the Arteria Airta, Which cauſed (as I 
conceive) a defe& of the pulſe in his Arte- 
ries. Noy I ſuppoſe thoſe Caruncles were 
bred of ſuperfluous blood , which the grear 
heat of the left Ventricle had baked, and 
changed the ſame into ſuch a like ſubſtance. 
Alike Caruncle and much greater was found 
eight daies before in the right Ventricle of 
the Heart of a certain Soldier, who was diſ-

He was by me, perfeRly cured 
within a moneth, being let blood in both his 
Arms, purged by. Apozemes , and taking 4 
Sudorifick Diet Drink twice a day for twen- 
ty daies together, which was made of a De- 
coftion of Guajacum and Antimony, Now 
he was made to ſweat by the vapor of Spirit 
of Wine. . Every fifth day I gave him a doſe 
of my Antivenereal Medicament ; and the 
Maladies in his Legs wete cured by applica- 
tion of Veſicatories, and repeating the ſame 
twice or thrice, when-they ceaſed torun, and 
became dry.

To 
whom this remarkable accident did happen, 
On the twenty eighth day of his Diſaſe, 
there were joyned to his continual Feaver 
the fits of a Tertian Ague, beginning with a 
notorious ſhaking ; which fits returned 
twice a day, and an intenſe Feaver continu- 
ing for many hours, they were ended with a 
light ſweat, his continual Feaver perpetual- 
ly remaining ; ſo that this Feaver ſeems to 
have been a ſort of Semitertian , made of a 
continual Quotidian, and a fourfold inter- 
mitting Tertian, For if we call that a double 
Tertian which returns once every day, it is 
reaſonable to call that which returns twice a 
day a fonrfold Tertian, I have elſewhere' too 
obſeryed a triple Tertian , which returned 
three times in two days ſpace, viz. Afﬀer 
every fixtzen hours.

T ake Roots of Graſt, Aſparagua, Butchers 
Broom, and the middle Rind of the Tamarich, 
of each balf an ounce : Leaves of Agrimuny, 
Pimperne/,Ceterach,aidenhair,of each kaif 
4 bandful : Shavings of Ivcry,and yellow San- 
ders, of each one dram. Boy! them to nine 
ounces. ' To the ſtrained Liquor add Syru if 
Maidenhair one ounce and balf. Make of al 
a Tmlep for three murning doſes, adding to eve- 
ry doſe, Salt of Wermmood, and T amarich, of 
each ten' grains. And when ſhe hath taken 
this, repeat the ſame for as many doſes more, 
Let her uſe for her ordinary Drink, Water 
wherein Steel hath been infuſed, and Rhubatd 
tied in a nodule. 

T«ks Oy! of C apars, and Tamarilk, if 
each two ounces. Amnvint all her Belly there- 
with bot, morning and: evening. 

T ake Oyl of Natmegs half an onnce : Bul- 
ſom of Peru two drams : tix them, Andint 
her ſtomach theresith hot, at the times afore- 
ſaid, 

T aks Shavings of Ivory, and Pearls prepa- 
red, of each two drams : Salt of Wormpood, 
and T amarih, of each one dram : make all in- 
10 a Pounder, Let her take ten grains there 
in all her Broths and Panada's. 

With theſe Remedies ſhe grew well inthe 
ſpace of a moneth. And falling into the ſame 
Diſeaſe a year after, ſhe was freed by taking 
the ſame Remedies again, and from that time 
ſhe hath been very well in health,

620, A man forty yeers of age came to 
us from upper Occitania to be cured of the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, wherewith he had been 
troubled for twelve yeers. He had three re- 
markable knobs in his Head for many yeers, 
and a ſchirrhous Tumor in his left Tefticle as 
big as a Fiſt. He had been ſandry times 
tampered with, by ſveating, Diet drinks and 
Mercurial Medicaments, but all in vain. In 
the an mg of the moneth of Odoler, 
1647. he uſed for twenty daies tcgetker a 
primary decoction of Sarſa and China, and a 
ſecondary Deco&ion without ſweat ; and e- 
very fifth day he took Anti-venereal Pils, 
Afterwards for fifteen daies he took the De- 
cotion for an old Lnes Yenerea, made of 
China, Sarſaperilla, peelings of Nuts, and 
Antimony. In that ſpace of time the knobs 
in his Head were diſcuſſed by a Veſicatory 
Emplaiſter and the Tumor of his Stone, with 
a fume of Vinegar and a Plaiſter of Sulphur.

623. The moſt illuſtrious Arch-Biſhop 
of Abredunum, being eighty five years old 
and troubled with the Drophe Aſcites, ſent 
forme abour the middle of Apri/, 1648. Be- 
hides a notable great Belly and fivoln Legs, 
he was troubled with two grievous Sympt- 
tomes, viz, unquenchable thirſt, and ſhort- 
neſs of breath, attended with nightly diſ- 
quiets, He was frequently rand with 
Mercurixs Viite correted with Spirit of Salt, 
whereby the Wheyiſh Humors were evacua- 
ted, and the ſhortneſs of breath taken away ; 
his thirſt was cured with Spirit of Salt, tiven- 
ty drops whereof he took in the morning in 
Broth, and in the evening in ſome potable 
Water. All the Symptornes ceaſed, and his 
Belly aſſwaged ; but becauſe rhroagh his age 
and the weakneſs of his Bowels, a new Re- 
cruit of water was by little and little colle&- 
ed ; to hinder a relaſpe he was purged twice 
a moneta with the Remedy aforeſaid, and he 
took dayly Lozenges of Confe&tio Alkermes 
with Beeoardicum Minerale, Thus he lived 
three yeers after with leſſer inconvenience, 
and without return of the Drophie ; till at 
laſt his forces failing, he died 1n a mannes 
without any viſible Diſeaſe.

624, On the 15. of September in the year 
1648, I was called to the moſt illuſtrious 
Biſhop of Agarhen, being fick of a Tertian 
Ague. Nov the Agne was fimple at firſt for 
eipht fits, and ſoon after it was turned into a 
double Tertian, and he had four fits ere I 
came to him, He had been twice let blood, 
and a purging Medicament was twice given 
him ; he did fiveat very much, ſo that he 
could hardly fleep half an hour but he was 
tain to change his Linner, His Urines ap- 
peared red and crude, ſo that there vvas fear 
of a long Diſeaſe, On the ſixteenth day, an 
hour betore ghe fit, I gave him a deco&tion of 
Chamomel and Cryſtal of Tartar, and4 canſed 
him vvithall to be let blood, the quantity of 
eight ounces, and that day his fit came not. 
On the eightcenthT gave him three grains of 
Mercurizs Vite corce&ed,vvhich gently pure 
ged him : nevertheleſs the fit of a fingle Ter- 
tian, vyhich had alſo ſhevved it ſelf on the ſe- 
venteenth day,returned upon the nineteenth, 
On the tyventieth day blood letting vvas ite- 
rated, the Urines ſtill appearing red, On the 
tvventy one before the fit vvas given Crol/ires 
his Ague Medicament, and yet that fit vvas 
like the tormer, On the tvye:nty ſ:cond day 
vyaich vvas free from a fit, there vvas given 
Nh. 
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him a Bolvs of half an ounce of Callia, Jalap 
halfa dram, and ten gra ns of my Ague-Cha- 
ſer : he purged plenrifally by Rool, and once 
by Vomit, The fit did not retarn the fol- 
loving day. On the twenty fourth day there 
was given an Infufion of Senna with Salt of 
Tartar and Spirit of Sulphar, wheteby many 
cholerick and flegmatick Excrements were 
voided. The following day alſo the fit did 
not retutn, ſo that the day after I depazted, 
But I warned that there was danger of a Re- 
lapfe, becauſe the Urines ſeemed but little 
conco&ed. And therefore I ordered them 
to repeat the Infafion of Senna for three 
daies, either one after another, or every other 


day, that all the remainders of the Diſeaſe - 


might be expelled, The ſame day wherein 
I Tome the fit returned and continued 
three daies. Burt afterwards ufing opening 
B:oths, which I had preſcribed before my de- 
parture, he grew perfeRly well.

625. Mfr. Pelet, a Citizen of Montpelier 
fifty yeers of age, being of a black cholerick 
temperament, and vexed with moſt grievous 
Cares ; / after many Symptoms argmung Hy- 
pochondriacal melancholy, he had a Tumor 
under his right Channel bone as big as an 
Ego, ſoft and of the color of the reſt of the 
Skin, wherein a remarkadle pulſation appea- 
red. It was judged tobe an incurable A- 
neuriſm. When he was dead the great Ar- 
tery aſcending from the Heart to the Clavi- 
cula, was found ſodiftended that it was al- 
moſt as big as a mans-Arm, and couldeeafily 
admit a Pallets Egg into the Cavity thereot. 
Moreover, its coat was become very thick 
and griſly ; which notes the wonderful pro- 
vidence of Natare, who endeavouring to ſhun 
the rupture of the very much dilated Coar, 
had made the ſame thicker and harder, So 1 
once ſaw a Kidney filled with twenty tvwo 
Stones, grovyn four times as big as the other 
Kidney, as if Nature defired to amplifie the

626, TohnVerchand a Perfumer, hiving 
been long troubled vvith a Quartan Ague, 
vvhich afrer many Medicaments vvould not 
$0 ayvay,he mixed in a draught of his ordina- 
ry Ptiſan a mixture of Ambergreece and Musk 
vyhich he had prepared to make musked 
Plums, Sugar being added , in vvhich there 
vvere Cight grains of each. And in the hot 
fit he took the Ptiſan at three doſes, every 
time agitating the Veſlel, leſtthe Pouder 
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ſhould lie at the bortom : vyhereupon he did 
ſyveat — y ſvveats (melling of Musk, 
and ſo he vvas perte&ly cured, 


Obſerv. 36. 4 Malignant Tertian, 


627. A noble Matronthe Wife of MG 
de Suments, _ ſick of a double Tertian, in 
her fits was troubled with grievous faintings 
ſo that the by-ſtanders were afraid left ſhe 
ſhould go away in thoſe fits, which argued 
the intenſe malignity of the Diſeaſe. Being 
called to her I gave her twice a day in a Cor- 
dial Julep Bezoardicum Joviate eight grains; 
and Bezoardicum Minerale one ſcruple in' e- 
very Broth ſhe took. Within two daies the 
fainting fits went quite away, and the fits 
were paſſed over without any grievous Symp- 
tom, and in a few daies with ordinary Reme- 
dies the Patient was quite cured of her Diſ- 
eaſe. |

And when they wonld 
do no good, and the Patient grey worſe and 
worſe, ſothat on the ſeventh day ſhe ſeem- 
ed neer to death, and as it were in the A- 
gony thereof ; 1 thought to have recourſe 
to Rezvardicum Joviale, as a rare Antidote 
and powertal Diaphoretick, and I gave 
her twelve grains thereof, From that 
time (he had no more Stools , her cold 
Fi:s did not return, and within two-daies ſhe 
loſt her Feaver, and in a while after was per- 
fectly well.

682. Mr. Gr, a Coftenfian Merchant, be- 
ing troubled with the Venereal Diſeaſe for 
ſome moneths, was cured by me without any 
other Remedizs, by the Opiata Neapolitans 
of Renodexs, to which he added every. day, 
white Precipitate prepared with Spirit of 
Sulphar ten grains ; and attimes I gave him 
2 dofe of Mercuriue dulcis x times (ublimed 
twenty grains, with tiyelve grains of Rofin of 
Scammony in Pils, -with the uſe of a Diet 
Drink ot Guajacum and Sarſaperilla for 
rwenty dayes vogether, wheredy he was cu- 
red. 

Another yong man, his Friend , troubled

683. I have cured a Conſumption of the 
Lungs communicated by infe&tion , beyond 
all expeRation , in the beginning of Jaly, 
1649. With theſe following Remedies. And 
firſt with a Potion. of Manna and Syrup of 
Roſes in a Pectoral Decoftion. The day 
following two Cauſticks were applied to the 
hinder part of his Neck. Afterwards Broths 
tor fifteen daycs together of China Roots, - 
Bueloſs Leaves, Coltsfoot, Lungwort , and 
Corants ; which at times were made Pur- 
ging. Alſo the Patient continnally uſed 
Cocferve of red Roſes, and many times to- 
wards night a Syrup Ropping the defluxion , 
and ſtaying the Cough, of equal parts of Sy- 
rup of Violets, of dried Roſes , and of Pop- 
pies. Now the Patient was a Girl fifteen 
years of age, which had not had her Courſes, 
but was troubled with a flow Feaver for 
three weeks, with a continual firaining 
Cough,want of Appetite,ſhortneſs of breath. 
leanneſs of her whole body , and continual 
watchngs. Which Diſeaſe ſhe hid contra- 
ed of her fifter, who for ſome dayes had 
eiven ſuck to the moſt illuſtrio1s Abbot of 
St, Pan/, who died of the Conſumption 
ſome monetks tince ; and the forefaid woman 


being of a good habit of body died ſoon after 
ot the ſame Diſeaſe, 

The moſt illuftrious Baton VN. MN. afte: 
the Camp-ticknels and long laſting Dyſente- 
ry fell ito an Hedtick Feaver neer to 2 Ma- 
raſmus, ſothat he was carried to Lions, 21- 
ven over by the Phyfitians there, and left to 
his Prognoſtick ; and yet he was cured by a 
Country-man that had been troubled in the 
ſame kind with this tollowing Remedy, viz. 
By a Broth taken ſome dayes together where- 
in red Snails being unbowelled and waſht in 
Roſe water, or ſome other Liquor, had been 
boyled , which is no ftrange praftice , nor 
to be diſliked : for we are wont to preſcribe 
Tortoiſes to repair HeRical Perſons, and 0- 
ther ſach like Aliments which have a folid, 
glutinous, aud lefs diflipable ſubſtance.

Remcdies being premiſed. 

I bave wondred to ſee Cats troubled, with 
the Pice, 28 I have obſerved in mine own 
Domelhick Cat which did eat coals and 
aſhes , whereas for many dayes ſhe would 
hardly eat any meat : And this is the Cauſe 
I conceive, why ſhe never had any young 
Ones. 


Odſery. 94. A continnal putrid Feaver. 


685. About the middle of 2ſay, in the 
year 1652, the weather having been excee- 
ding hot for ſome dayes ; and ſoon after the 
wands deing Northernly, and ſ@ cold as to 
blaſt the tender buds ot the fruits and Trees ; 
and becoming hot again, it did indiſpoſe the 
bodies of People by ſuch an inequality and 
ſudden mutation, Which I (truly) found 
to my ſorrow ; for in thoſe dayes being con» 
tinually going 1nto the Country to fick Peo» 
ple, onthe twentieth day of the ſame month 
I tell into a moſt grievous Head-ach with a 
continual Feaver , unquietneſs, thirſt , and 
molt troubleſom watchings , with heat , 
ſharp, and biting to feel to. Which having 
afflicted me tiyenty four hours, preſently af- 
tera Clyſter, I cauſed my ſelf to be let 
blood at my right Arm, whence iſſued ten 
on"c2s of aduft blood , a little corrupted. 
Whereupon feeling little eaſe, I cauſed my 
ſelf ro be let blood again nine hours after , 
the 21me day, and loſtnine ounces of blood. 
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which ſeemed more corrupt , and after an 
hour or two my Headach and Feaver began 
to abate, and I paſſed the following night 
more quietly , with a ſiveet ſleep of ſome 
hours 3 on the third day the Feaver Wholly 
diſappeared , which truly made ſhew of a 
longer abidarice. So very true is that of 
Hypecrates , Inthe beginnings of Diſeaſes, 
if any thing be to be ſtirred, then tir it ; and 
as to the iteration of Phlebotomy , when it 
ſeems neceſſary for evacuation, ut ought to 
be performed he ſame day ; if for revulſions 
ſake, on divers dayes. For when we are to 
vacuate, eſpecully in acute Diſeaſes, the bo- 
dy muſt ſuddenly be conferred into another 
Gate, becauſe it many times happens that a 
Diſeaſe ſoon runs through its beginning , ſo 
that afterwards we cannot ſo conveniently 
uſe dlood-letting. 


Obſery, 95, A baſtard and deceitful T umor 
of the Liver. 


686, Somtimes a Schirrhous Tumcr poſ- 
ſeſſes the Epigaftrick Muſcles, which may 
indeed deceive younger perſons, unwary or 
unskilful Phyſitians , as we ſaw it happen to 
an old and famous Phyfitian , Whoſe credit 
is not thereby leſſened ; who took ſuch a 
like Tumor for a Schirrhus of the Liver in a 
Geatleman, and preſcribed the ordinary 
Medicaments for that Diſeaſe, but in vain , 
ſince there wanted only external Medica- 
ments, and by them the Cure was perte&ed. 
But that Gentleman, although ſixty years of 
age, had his health very well for two years , 
and was of a freſh colour, which he had not 
born ſo long, it he had had a true Schirrhus of 
the Liver. Add hereunto, that the ſaid Tu- 
mor did change place as often as the Gentle- 
man turned to his left fide, and Miſt. Riveri- 
#s Was a witneſs hereof, 


Odſery. 96. The finging of Serpents. 


687. A Country-man being ſtung or bit- 
ten by a Serpent or Adder, had his body ex- 
ceedingly ſivelled, yet he eſcaped , apply- 
ing for ſome dayes together many Horſ- 
leeches every day to the wound or bite. 

Thoſe who in this Country catch Adders 
near St. Hilaries Wood , when they are by 
them bitten , they apply nothing to the bite 
belides bruiſed Garlick, the eating whereot 
iS alſo very good in ſuch a caſe. 

A certain Hunter , my Friend , when his 
Dogs are bitten, rubs the hurt with his ſpit- 
tle, gives them cold water to drink, and fo 
they are all cured. The ſame perſon hath 
related to me, That the Heart of an Adder 
preſently given is a ſure and ſudden Reme-

dy ; and the Powder of the ſaid Heart, or of 
the whole Viper given in Broth or ſome 0- 
ther appropriated Liquor, does Work the ſame 
effe&t. 
My hunting Bitch being once hitten by an 
Adder , ſhe ſuddenly fell down upon the 
ound, nor could go upright , but preſently 
ſhe would fall down again z whereupon 7 
ſcarrified the wound , and carried her into 
the next houſe and gave her a Gobbet made 
of Treacle and Garlick, and ſo ſhe was freed, 
yet her Neck where ſhe had been bittenre- 
mained for ſome dayes ſwollen,

688, In'h2 curing of all old and Rubborn 
Diſeaſes, I have every where learned by ex- 
perience :nJreading , That either Water- 
purgetrs and Sudorificks , or eſpecially trong 
Aperitives, are very excellent ; ſuch asare 
Salt of Tartar , Spirit of Sulphur extradted 
per Campanays , and Mercarins du/ci; fix 
times ſublimed ; and ſuch things as theſe y- 
ſed for a long time together, as I have obſer- 
ved an hutdred times, and have preſcribed 
according to the example of my Maſter, who 
did many times thus infuſe Salt of Tartar 
and Spirit of Saſphur with one dram or two 
drams of Senna (ſometimes with balfa dram 
of Jallap Rot) in Fountain Water alone, or 
in ſome appropriate DecoRion, as may be 
ſeen in hs Obſervations , and fo I have ma- 
ny times cured long laſting Agnes, the Quar- 
tan it ſelf, the Grzen-fickneſs , Cachema, 
Melancholick Diſeaſes, and ftubborn Obſtru- 
Etions of the Bowels , other Remedies pro- 
ving ineffeQtual. 

And Riverixs did juſtly in his Obſervati- 
ons call Water impregnated with Salt of 
Tartar Ad#4 Febrifuga, where he calls Aer- 
carins dulcis ſublimed as aforeſaid by the 
name of Ca/omelas ; which is truly a Medica- 
menr deſerving Commendations , a Purge 
that never does hurt being given the quanti- 
ty of a ſcruple with ten grains of Rozin of 
Jallp or of Scammony, the doſe of which 
things may be encreaſed or diminiſhed. And 
truly I never ſaw but good ſucceſs in the uſe 
of this Medicament , in innumerable caſes , 
and in all Ages. And the Vertues thereof 
n never be ſufficiently magnified by Chy- 
miſts, 


Obſerv. 98. Pradical Animadverſions 
concerning Malignant Feavers. 


689. ? In the Years, 1649. and 1650.1 
have connred this worthy of Obſervation , an 
all Malignant Feavers which did fo range a- 


broad as to fruſtrate all Remedies, a” 
al 
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all who at the beginning complained of their 
Heart, as the People are wont to ſpeak, or 
who were taken with a light ſwouning or 
heart-burning,they did all in a manner dye.l 
conceive the cauſe hereof is to be referred 
unto a malignant quality , creeping now 1n- 
tothe great Veſſels, and the inmoſt parts of 
the Body, and that the ſtomach is grievouſly 
affeed by that ſame venomous quality , be- 
fore the Remedies to oppoſe the ſame can be 
Ven. 
a Thoſe alſo who have an Headach long be- 
fore the Feaver,and they that vomited worms 
in the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, died alſo, and all 
that ever I ſaw eſcape did ſweat much on the 
fifth and fixth dayes, which to me ſeemed 
ſtrange, becauſe it was unuſual and defides 
the Laws of Critical dayes; and therefore I 
conceive that all the Patients relapſed, and 
that three or four times, and were again 


adged by ſeat , beſides thoſe to whom 
light Catharticks were given ; and whoever 
were taken at the beginning with a continual 
Feaver and ſtrong Symptoms ,/ or have been 
otherwayes purged, or let bldod, they did all 
in a manner periſh. But thoſe who about 
Aurumn had a little Phyfick given them,they 
ſooner eſcaped. 

This one thing I ſhall ſpeak concerning 
Remedies, viz. How I ſaw wonderful Experi- 
ments of Baxderon his Treacle Water, and 
of another Treacle Water leſs compounded , 

ea, in deſperate caſes, and in thoſe who 
bad the purple Spots , or in whom the ſmall 

x then rif2, were gone in again, 

A Looineſs at the beginning was alſoin a 
manner deadly, unleſs there was ſomewhat 
hanging.in the Urine, and a continuing Sedi- 
ment with a good colour. They alſo ſooner 
eſcaped, who had blood ſparingly let , and 
who had no Purge given them , which was 
dangerous to give, and deſtroyed many. 

The whole following year 1651, eſpecial- 
ly in the Autumn,lI found this to be moſt cer- 
tainly true,. which Ferne/ius ſayes of Caco- 
chymical bodies, who need Purging, but re- 
faſe to purge, endeavoring to refreſh them - 
ſelves with meats rather than Medicaments ; 
They do not (fayes he) nouriſh themſelves, 
but their own diſtemper, For ſo Nature 
being content with a little , does the better 
perform her Fun&ions, nor are putrid or 
crude Humors colle&ed in the Romach, nor 
do they ſlip in from elſewhere to deftroy the 
a&ions thereof, and ſolife is prolonged and 
rendered more lightfom by the benefit of 
temperance alone, ſhe being the only guide 
of a healthful life , as Hypocrares hath aid , 
and before him Ecc/eſiafftes with words 
wholly Divine ; Through Gluttony (ſayes 
k<) many have ied, he that js abſtznent ſhall

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lengthen out his life. Now all that eſcaped 
trom theſe Popular Feavers, were temperate, 
and all that relapſed (which almoſt all did) 
it was becauſe they did eat overmuch, al- 
though they ſeemed to eat but little, And 
thoſe meats of g«b1 juyce and eafie digeſti- 
on ; which all the Patients wel-neer did con- 
teſs, in deſpight of their Appetite,

- 690. A certain man that had the care of 
the.third part of a certain City infe&ed by 
the Plague committed unto him, cured all in 
a manner with a Vomit made of two drams of 
Vitriol , two ounces of Honey, and fit 
ounces of Water mingled together , which 
he gave as ſoon as there wete any figns of 
the Diſcaſe preſent or coming : ſo that hard- 
ly ten or twelve died in his Precin&,whereas 
in other places few eſcaped, Which does 
alſo further denote the vertues and neceſſity 
of Vomits iu ſuch like caſes ;. as alſo ſo ma- 
ny Obſetvations of Authors do prove, and 
thoſe which we obſerved in the Coſtenfian 
Peſtilence, in the former Edition of Riveri® 
» his Obſervations, ;

691, A Woman thirty years of age, ha- 
ving been a year blind through a confirmed | 
Suftufion, which is commbnly called a Cara- 
rat, recovered her fight, after univerſal Re< 
medies premiſed, by the _o_ Aqua Oph- 
tha/mica Quercetani, uſed a long time toge- 
ther, and taking Purgations betwixt whilesz 
but inſtead of Celandine Water , which tie 
Author preſcribes , I ſubſtituted white Wine 
in imitation of my Maſter aforeſaid), by 
whom I have ſeen the foreſaid Water vvith 
happy ſucceſs many times preſcribed, and I 
have heard as. much, 

A Maiden of tvventy years old, haying been ' 
troubled many moneths vvith an extream 
pain,and great redneſs of her eyes,vvith con- 
tinual Alovving of Tears; at laſt ſhe vvas 
brought to this paſs, That ſhe could hardly 
hold up her eyes for a year together , and 
c ould hardly go vvithout ſhe were led.

693. A certain Catalonian about forty 
four years old , in whom blood and black 
Choler were the domineering Humors ; ha- 
ving two years before ( as he ſaid ) been 
troubled with a light Pleurifie , and neglect- 
ing the Remedies preſcribed by his Phyfiti- 
an, he had fallen intoa Phthifis or Conſump- 
tion : for having three years together ſpit 
blood and quittor, ſo great a leanneſs poſ- 
ſeſſed him that his bones were ready ( as 
they ſay) to come through bis skin. In the 
mean while thz Cough did fo diſquiet him 


that he could hardly ſleep a wink becauſe of | 


the great abundance of. purulent matter, dr1- 
ven by Nature through the 7 rachea Arceria, 
whick would boyl in his Throat, and hinder 
the freedom of his breath. Calling there- 
fore the chief Phyſitians of Avignion to con- 
ſalt with me , nothing was omitted which 
might ſeem neceſſary for the Recovery of 
his health ; and when all did no good, I ad- 
viſed tum to ſend to Dr. Schironime and Dr, 
Ronde/etixs , Profeſſors at Montpelier as to 
the Ocacles of Phyſick ( being men of cleer 
wits, and exerciſed by leng experience in cu- 
ring Diſeaſes) and todefire them to pre- 
ſcribe him ſome Remedies, if not for a per- 
fe& Cure, yet to aſſwage his Malady tnat he 
might not live ſtill ſo miſerable a life , not 
able to- eat nor reſt, ſo that himſelf was 
wont to ſay, that he had rather dye than live 
19 that condition, wherein his life was worſe 
than death. Thoſe Phyſitians therefore of 
Mentpelier, ſecing all things which we had 
preſcribed, added nothing but that he ſhould 
frequently eat River-Crabs boyled well in 
Barley Water, andalſo of Wood-Snails or 
Land Fortoiſes , annexivg certain forms of 
Medicaments which they call Pandaliones , 
and ſo they ſent the Patient toa place of like 
Temperament with the Tabie celebrated by 
the Ancient Phyſitians, viz. Where there 
was an open Heaven, an high place, and ve- 
ry dry : and whereas he was now weary of 
his life, as having been for above four years 
exce:dingly troubled with this Diſeaſe , ke 
took me by the right hand, and entreated me 
for Gods ſake to free him from this ſhaking 
Diſeaſe , or by trying the moſt deſperate 
Remedies to rid him gut of the way , I will

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take all the fault upon my ſelf, and free you 
from blame. Seeing it is your defire (quoth 
I) 1 will experiment upon you one Remedy 
remaining, delivered by Galen that excel- 
lent Phyfitian , viz. The Smoak of Orpment 
Trochisks received in at the mouth, This 
one Remedy is remaining, whereby many in 
a manner deſpeiate have been recovered. 
And theretore I adviſe you to make uſe 
thereof, ſeeing other Remedies have been 
uſed in vain, I confeſs indeed this kind of 
Remedy is too ſtrong for your weak Rate of 
body ; bur you ſhall uſe them in ſo ſmall a 
doſe as we judge oy anſwer your firength, 
At laſt theretore he began to take the fume 
of thoſe Trochisks being laid upon the coals , 
in at his mouth through a funnel, at the Even- 
ing. But he ſaid in the morning when 1 
came to (ee him, that he would ute them no 
more, becauſe he beleeved his breath would 
be quite Ropped if he ſhould aſe them again. 
Bur I would not be quiet till he had tryed the 
ſaid Trochisks once again as before. To be 
brief, late in the night following , afcer he 
had ſuck in the vapor of the ſaid Trochisks , 
ſo great a ſhaking fit did invade him , that 
not only the bed wherein he lay , but the 


\ Whole flcor of the Chamber ſeemed to be ſha - 


ken as 1t vere with an Earthquake. But he 
thinking himſelf to be at deaths door, ſent a 
Boy to call me, I was willing to go to him 
upen ſo urgent an occafion, and when he be- 
held me coming in, Becauſe (ſayes he) I 
would not dye without taking my leave of 
you, I hare ſent for you nov never inte.;- 
ding to ſend again ; and alſo that you may 
be an eye-witneſs of my miſerable conditi- 
on, But] feeling his Pulſe with my four fin- 
gers I perceived him to have a waving pulſe 
with ſtrength of his vital faculties, & fore-told 
that he would ſho:tly fall into a great ſweat, 
which ſveat happened ſoon after ſo plentifully 
that his Pillows and Bed-cloths were all 
wringing wet, as if they had been dipped in 
a pond, and a while afterhe fell into a ſleep 
and defired reft , without any coughing or 
hauking. Ina word, he lived more than fi;- 
teen years after this i perfe& health. Buc 
I wonder in this caſe, how ſo great plenty of 
ſeat did floiv from fo drya body, This 
happened when I was a young Pra&titioner of 
Phyfick. I related the matter to Ronde/er ins 
in a Lettzr, who wondred at the ſtrange and 
ſ1dden Cure of ſuch a Diſeaſe , aud promiſed. 


me to ſet down the ſtory of this Diſeaſe in 
his Commentaries, 


Obſerv, 3. 4 Malignant Feaver, 


694. Never mote cruel Symptoms hap- 
pened j9 any man, than jhoſe which befel a 
cert31n 
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certain young man of Nemours calledGraſſer , 


dwelling at Be4iquadre, in the year 1574. 


He being twenty or twenty two years of 
age, fell into a burning Feaver, wherein he 
was tormented with unquenchable thirſt ; 
his Tongue was black, his watchings perpe- 
taal from the fourth to the ninth day. He 
Cxet alittle and unequally. Then he be- 
an to rave, with a thin Urine and rare Pulſe: 
On the eleventh day he ground his Teeth , 
was convulſed , had ſhaking fits day and 
mght, with terrible out-cryes and yelbngs ; 
his Pulſe appeared inordinate and diſturbed. 
On the fourteenth day his Urines were plen- 
rifal, and his ſtools not without raving, fain- 
ting, convulſions. Oa the ſeventeenth day 
many Spots and Puſhes came out all his body 
over,each of the bigneſs of a Bean, black and 
blue of color, which eating the skin and de- 
vouring the fleſh, made hollow Ulcers, as if 
they had been burnt with a red hot Iron; 
and they were as deep as a mans thumb is 
thick. On the twentieth day great hard Tu- 
tors brake forth under both the Ears. Then 
the Feaver began by little and little to a- 
bare, all which beingin a = time 
cured, and the Patients ftreng ingrefre- 
thed, he came ſafe to Awvenion, and relateth 
the whole courſe of the Diſeaſe toDr. Ph1/ip- 
pr Guilhelmus, bow that asto the Cure , it 
varied not from-the ordinary Method in ſach 
caſes. For his Urine being viewed, and a 
Clyfter injeFed (his belly being bound) he 
was let blood, and his blood appeared v 

corrupt. Then he had Juleps to extingui 

the Feaveriſh heat, and to hinder putrifaQi- 
on, On the eighth day he took an Infuſion 
of ' Rhubarb , with Diapranom ſo/utivum. 
His Watchings were holpen by Syrup of 
Poppies, waſhings of his Legs , Populeon 


 Oyntment ſmeared upon his Palms of his 


Hands and Soles of his Feet. But it 18 in- 
credible how much his ravings were abated 
by the Milk of a Woman that ſuckled a Girl, 
mingled with juyce of Lettuce and Oyl of 
Roſes. His faintings were remedied by Epi- 
themes applyed to the Region of his Heart , 
7 wr or Olof C __ - 
ceth was bol Oyl a 
ſweet Almonds ap yed bot to his Neck and 
Temples, moiſt Wool being laid thereupon. 
The Ulcers and Puſhes remaining were cured 
with Xnguentum album Camphoratum ; the 
Tamers behind the Ears with Oyl of Chamo- 
mel and Lillies. Afterwards when we per- 
ceived that they enclined to ſuppuration 
(for rhe hardneſs of the matter would not 
admizgt diſcuſſion ) we are forced to paſs 
to the uſe of Plaiſters of Mucilages , Emolli- 
ent Herbs, Diachy/on magnum , and others 
ſuch like, But after be came to Avexion

and the Tumors broke , we leſt the ret of 
the Cure to the Induſtry of Dr. Philippe:

Obſerv. 4. 4 Malignant Feaver nith 4 
deep ſleep. 


695. The Sickneſs of the Wife of Mfr, 
Former, a Lawyer at Nemonrs, 1s worth re= 
cording, whoatter her Husbands recovery 
of a malignant burning Feaver attended by 
all manner of cruel Symptoms, viz, A Ba- 
Rard Phrenzy, grinding of the Teeth , un- 

wet tumbling and tofſing , unquenchable 
thirſt ; fell into a continual Feaver by reafon 
of watchings ſo many nights about her Haſ- 
band, faſting, care of her Children, and her 
houſhald occafions : and ſhe continued fix- 
ty dayes with one continual heat without any 
kind of intermiſſion , as it were aſtoniſhed 
with her eyes winking ; nor did any Crifis in 
the mean time appear during the whole 
courſe of her Diſeaſe , till the fixtieth day, 
wherein ſhe only voided white and froathy 
ſpittle without any Cough (ſo that ſhe filled 
a Baſon that held - twelve pounds with Li- 
quor ) which being chndcly voided, at 
her mouth, ſbe returned freed from her Fea- 
ver to her ſelf, avouching that ſhe had felt 
no pain nor trouble from her Diſeaſe , and 
ſhe could hardly be perſwaded that ſhe had 
been grievous fick, and in great danger of 
death, Mean while, you are to underſtand, 
that nothing was omitted that might any 
wayes belong to the true Cure of the Diſeaſe. 
For we began with blood-letting (for this 
Woman was young and plethorick ) and fo 
we proceeded to Clyſters, Cupping-elaſſes, 
and ſuch things as hunder ſleep. 


Obſerv. 5. 4 Wound by Gun-ſhot in the 
Bladder. 


696. I am afraid I ſhall be accuſed of va- 
nity for relating a thing unheard of and un- 
credible, but yet true : But credible Perſons 
as well excellent Phyſitians as expert Chy- 
rurgeons , not to ſpeak of Gentlemen and 
other conſiderable perſons, who were pre- 
ſent at the Cure, will free me from all ſaſpi- 
tion of Forgery, At what time therefore 
the Inhabitants of Nemours with white 
Frocks on their backs , paſſing the River 
Rhodanas, put to flight thoſe that had ſecret- 
ly entred the Town of Bellicadre ; one of 

e that fled, being wounded with a Bullet 
e of his Yard, 
and pierced through his Bladder , and the 
right fide of Os Sacrum, ſo that his Urine 
came out at the back part of the Wound, the 


Uciaary Paſſages being hurt only by an ex- 
coriation 
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coriation as it were, he \vas perfectly cured 
by the Chirurgeons of Taraſcon with my aſ- 
filtance, viz. Antonizs Fortunatus and Fo- 
bannes Bonnetwa, and which is ſtrange, only 
by trivial Medicaments, ſuch as were at hand. 
Three things therefore in this caſe may ca1ſe 
admiration 1n all that are $killed in Phyſick. 
Fuſt , how the Bullet got into the Paſſige 
of the Yard, without hurting the Yard, only 
excoriating the Paſſage. Secondly, by what 
reaſon or propriety of Nature the wounded 
Bladder, which is wont to reje& all Reme- 


dies, came to be cured. Thirdly, hovy this | 


was done without any ſecret Remedies, only 
with ſach ordinary things as were at 
hand ; whereas many times in other wounds 
not ſo mortal, we are forced to uſe exotick 
and precions Remedies, and yet cannot per- 
form the Cure, For at the beginning the 
Chirurgeons uſed the common Defenſative , 
which they laid about the Wound , aid then 
they applied a Tent ſmeared with Baſfilicon 


and the Yolk of an Egg , after that , Oynt-, 
ment of Roſin ; ard then Fleſh-breeders and \ 
things to cauſe the Scar : whereby he was ſo/ 


happily cured that he yet lives at Ar/es, his 
name being Rorian. All the chief men of 7 «- 
raſcon ſaw this wonderful Wound, with Dr. 
Philizpms Gmilbelmis and Bertrandua V ani- 
*, Wo with me did ſearch the Wound with 
an Inſtrument, and after curious Inquiſition 
found it to be as we have ſaid, 


Odbſerv. 6, AT amor in the Leg. 


697.1 muſt not paſs over in ſilence a ſtrange 
kind of Diſeaſe, viz. A Tumor m the inner 
part of the right Leg of the noble and ver- 
ruous Gentlewoman Madam De/edignam, 
being then a Widdow. She therefore ha- 
ving a (welling in that part like a Phlegmon 
was © tormented night and day, though 
Rondeletizs, Who with me was called to the 
Cure, applied ſundry Pain-:ffwagivg Medi- 
caments, that ſhe ſeemed paſt hope. For 
the more we endeavoured to ſoften the Tu- 
mor, the more it ſeemed to ſtrive againſt our 
endeavors ; and yet ſhe was never free from 
her pain, Wherefore we were compelled 
to open the Tumor with a Cauftick Medica- 
ment , that the Humor therein contained , 
though crude (as we conceived) and which 
cauſed the pain, might have a paſſage forth. 
When therefore we ſuppoſed the Cauſtick 
had done its work , undoing the Swathe- 
bands, we found no humor within the ſame , 
nor did we ſee any wheyiſh Humor come 
forth, Yea, and ( which is the greateſt 
wonder) the Wound gaping wide , we ſav 
the fleſh beneath the ſame not at all dimini- 
ſhed nor altered ; and we judged that there

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was no other cauſe of ſo great a Tumor and 
pain , bur Wind, And all the Phyſitians 
we could meet with, ſaid they never 
ſaw nor read of ſach a Tumor , both becauſe 
wind ſhould raiſe ſo great pains, as to cauſe 
faintings and continual watchings;and becauſe 
nothing was found within the Wound differ- 
ig from the Natural Conſtitution of the 
part. After the Tumor was opened, and the 
wind diffipated, all the Symproms vaniſhed, 
and ſhe was afterward as well as if ſhe had 
gever ailed any thing, 


Odſerv. 7. 4 Palfie of rhe T ongue. 


698. I am many times moved to wonder 
at the works of Nature ; for upon the Diſ- 
ſe&0n of Bodies, ſuch wonderful things are 
foui.d as we ſhould not beleive did we not 
ſee them with our Eyes , ſuch as happened 
whiles 1 was at Nemonrs to Robert Barriere, 
for all his life time in a manner a perpetual 
diſtillation falling down upon the Nerves 
ordained to move his Tongue, did ſo hinder 
his ſpeech as to cauſe a troubleſom ſtamme- 
ring, which could never de by any means cu- 
red ; whereupon at laſt the fluxion was ſo 
a'1gmented, that he ſuddenly died thereof, 
His Friends therefore who were preſent at 
his dea:h, defired me.to cauſe him to be ope- 
ned , that the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe being 
known, it m git be for time to come better 
cared. His Skul therefore being in the firſt 
place opened, and the outer parts of the 
Brain being on each fide leiſurely removed , 
a bladder appeared to us made of a ſtrong 
compacted Membrane, containing therein a 
wheyiſh Humor, which having in the bot- 
rom a ſmall hole , did alwayes ſupply new 
matter to the Nerves of the Tongue. Where- 
tore, fince this ſerous Humor could not by 
any Medicaments, or any policy be diſcuſ- 
ſed, both in regard of the plenty thereof , 
and of the thickneſs of the bladder , which 
kept off the force of the Medicaments ; we 
ſaid with one conſent, that the ſajd Diſeaſe 
could admit no Cure. But who, I beſeech 
you, would have thought, that a bladder bred 
within the ſubſtance of the Brain , full of 
wheyiſh Liquor, had been the cauſe of fo 
pernicious a Diſtillation, 


O-ſerv. $. A Syzcope from the Spleen. 


699, A ſtout Gentleman, Mr. Egminius 
of Taraſcon, Was troubled with a certain 
kind of Diſeaſe , which I ſuppoſe hath been 
known or heard of by few. For he related 
to me, that as ſoon as he lay npon his left 
kde he preſently fell into a fainting fit , ſo 
that he was hardly recovered therefrom, all 
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his forces were ſo decayed : but otherwiſe 
he felt no pain nor inconvenience , nor did 
he for that cauſe eat the leſs meat, yea, he- 
faid he could do all his buſineſs he was wont 
to do in his perfe& health, Thinking there- 
fore {eriouſly with my ſelf, and mufing what 
the reaſon 
rom ſhould ſeize upon him without any ma- 
nifeſt Cauſe , and ſhould leave him almoſt 
dead ; Ibegan to conceive, that a melancho- 
lick humor, having ſome malignant mow 
ſent a yvenemous vapor from his Spleen to his 
Heart, which was the Cauſe of ſo malignant 
a Symptom : nor did my opinion deceive 
me. For having appointed him a convent- 
ent Diet, and purged his whole bady of the 
Melancholick Humor,and given him a Medi- 
cament of purpoſe to open the obftruciions 
of his Spleen ; and finally, having ſtreng- 
thened his Heart” both by Epithemes and 
Cordial mixtures,he was perfeCtly freed from 
ſo deadly a Symptom. 


Obſerv. 9. An Epidemica! Diſeaſe called 
the Coqueluche. 


700. In the year 1557. in the monethof 
July, alittle before the Land-flood which 
laid waſt all the Fields of Nemoars, and the 
whole City almoſt, there as rife an Epide- 
mical Diſeaſe ( called Ceque/nche ) Which 
ſpared no man, ſo fierce and cruel , that it 
killed very many , ſome on the fourth day , 
others on the ſeventh, or on the fourteenth 
at the furtheſt, They. were taken with a 
Cough, ſoreneſs and 1nflammation of their 
Throats, and a continual Feaver. The Pa- 
tients were troubled with a continual Head- 
ach which was vehement , nor coul:] any 
ſleep for the Cough, which was ſo fierce that 
it made 'tazm hoarſe again. Alſo they had 
a continual ſharp pain of their Kidneys and 
aq jos cauſed that _ m_s - - 

0, and a perpetual poſe wo ardly ſut- 
jk them Kh in * their Noſtils? But 
thoſe that eſcaped ſo great a Plague, after 
blood-letting and PeCtoral Medicaments , 
were freed by a ſinking ſeat which pro- 
ceeded ( Nature being firong ) from their 
whole body : but theſe who being waſted 
with the Feaver and fafting, could not endure 
the ſweat, they periſhed apace. Wherefore 
the chief intent of the Cure conſiſted herein, 
That univerſal Remedies being given with- 
out delay(although they needed only a gentle 
Purgation) their Appetites might be revoked, 
and way made through their Throats to re- 
ceive in the meat. For Purgation, Manna , 
Caſſia fiftula, and Rhubarb with a Deco&ion 
of PeRoral Herbs did ſuffice.Stronger Medi= 
caments vere avoided as moſt dangergus.

Obſerv. 10. An Epidemisk Feaver. 


701, An Epidemical Diſeaſe not unlike 
the former , raged in the year 1580, the 
greateſt part of the Summer, after an innu- 
merable company of Inſets came out of 
the Ground , uw the moneths of Apri/ and 
May, which.came in ſo great multitudes, 
that all the wayes. and paths were filled, 
whereupon, net1ong after, at Arles, Aveni- 
on, and Bellicedre y and in other places not 
far from theſe , ſogreat a Peſtilence raged , 
that very few could eſcape the fame. Bur 
to xeturn to the buſineſs in hand, The fore- 


| ſaid Diſeaſe killed many , but if Remedies 


were ſpeedily apphed the firlt dayes, all in 
a manner eſcaped. Ir began with a Feaver 
and a Cough together, which was followed 
witha pain of the Head and Loyns ; mean 
wiule the Feaver did intermit fome dayes, 
coming again, and growing (till hotter and 
hotter , 1t brought them to their Graves, 
Some had no reſpite, Some raged with 
Frenzies, ſome died languiſhing of a Phthi- 
fis ;- but if they were taken in hand betimes, 
as hath been ſaid, they all ina manner reco- 
vere1 within a feiy dayes. Nor was the Cure 
different from that lately deſcribed ,. for the 
things that did greateſt good were PeRtoral 
Medicawents, and gentle Pargations (not 
forgetting blood-letting eſpecially) codl- 
ing Clyſters, Capping-elafſes, Cordial Op:» 
ates and frequent Epithemes ; finally, by a 
good Diet appointed them , they attained 
their perfe&t health, 


Obſerv. 11. $ nalloning bindered. 


702, Mſr. Bonizs a moſt renowned Law- 
yes of Nemours, Was troubled with a moſt 
grievous pain of the Stomach with extream 
difficulty in ſvallowing, and a continual 
Feaver attending the ſame ; and whereas 
before my coming Purging Medicaments had 
been preſcribed , and they had done no 
good, becauſe they could not deſcend to the 
bottam of the Stomach : as ſoon as I came 
to him, and had diligently handled his belly 
and Hypochondries, I found a renitency and 
diſtenſion in all thoſe parts,and alſo an inward 
rumbling which broke forth at his mouth by 
frequent belchings, which was the cauſe that 
neither any Broth nor meat could deſcend to 
the bottom of his ſtomach, viz. the meat be- 
ing born up and kept aloft by the abundance 
of wind. And therefore fince there was dan- 
ger, leſt the body for want of eating ſhoald 
be conſumed, ſeeing he had abſtained from 
meat now four or five dayes. I was intended 
to direct all the ſcope of the Cure to this in- 


tent, viz. To diſcuſs ſo great a pony” 
Wind,

Winds, And: therefore a Clyſter having 
been firſt injeRed, I cauſed to be applied to 
his Stomach and Hypochondries hot Fo- 
mentations of a Deco&tion of Wormwood , 
Mints, Chamomel flowers, Melilot, Cummin 


ſeed, Fennel ſeed; and ſuch like things ; al- | 


ſo1 cauſed thoſe parts to be anointed with 
Oyl of Nard and Chamomel hot , whereup- 
on he grew better , begin to ſwallow , an! 
to conceive good hopes of recovery of his 
health, whereas before, as one deſperate, he 
thought only of dying, Then at laft I or- 
dered a Cupping-glaſs to be applyed to his 
Stomach with much flame , whereby the 
winds were ſo powerfully digeſted, that af- 
terwards he could ſwallow Broths , and all 
manner of meats, and thereupon the Feaver 
was chiefly extingaiſhed by a plenpiful voi- 
dance of Urine. But to avoid a relapſe I ad- 
viſed him to purge again, 


Obſerv. 12. 4 Malignant Feaver with 
Puſhes. 


703. The ordinary Judg at Newours Cal- 


led B/anw, Was troubled with a Tertian A- 
gue that held him with moſt fierce fits, Dr. 
Vegratiue was his Phyfician,being an ancient 
man. The Patient therefore in one fit,being 
troubled with ſo vehement and malignant 
Symptoms, that he fell into a ſwoun , viz. 
Becauſe blewiſh ſpots were ſuddenly broke 
out all his body over : And being unwilling 
to omit any thing that might contribute to 
his health, he ſent for me to meet with Dr. 
Vegratins, and as ſoon as I came tohim , he 
complained of an intollerable burning cau- 
ſed by the Parples, with a weakneſs of his 
forces, and beſeeched me to give him ſudden 
help being in ſo great dayger, AndI well 
conſidering the ſpots which (till ſeemed to 
come forth, and feeling his Palſe , bid him 
be of good cheer as to his eſcape, and taking 
MSſr. Yegratiu by the right hand,we went in- 
to a remote Chamber to conſult what was fit 
to be done. He having related all things 
which he had preſcrided, he asked me what 
I conceived was to be done : I taking the 
word out of his mouth expreſt my ſelf to be 
of opinion that he ſhould be let blood with 
all ſpeed, or elſe he would come into great 
danger of his life : but he was againſt it, 
ſaying that it was to be feared leſt the ma- 
lignant humor being diſperſed through the 


$kin (the common way of purging the whole | 


body) ſhould ftrike in again, and ſeize upon 
ſome principal part. 1 preſſed to have it 
done, for according to Montanns, Avicenna, 
Aetivs, Rondeletins, and many others, I ſaid 
that might be upon their firſt coming forth , 
wWhiles Nature was expelling the yitious 


— 


matter ; blit when the matter is for ſome 
dayes ſetled in the Skin it wil net be revoked 
within the body again. Wherefore he at 
laſt came to be of my mind, and I told the 
Patient with a chearful countenance , that he 
ſhould be recovered before we departed , if 
he would ſuffer himſelf to be let blood ; and 
he anſivered, tnat he would endure any thing 
to be freed from o great evils. The Saphe- 
na therefore not being viſible, we cauſed the 
common Vein of the right Arm tobe opened, 
which being done, that came to paſs which 
I had foretold , for before we left him his 
burning was abated , and that cruel Symptom 
was aflivaged which cauſed his fear. Where- 
upon it cannot be expreſt how he extolled the 
Art of Phyſick, and us his Phyfitians , for fo 
great benefits conferred upon him. Hereupon

Fezander , 2 Notary at Nemours , 
whereof the one was ſeyen years of age , the 
other not above nine , who in the ſpace of 
half a year died both of them of a moſt grie- 
Yous pain of their whole belly, which could 
not by any Remedies be afſvaged, as Cly- 
ſters, Flegm-purging Potions, Wind-diſcuſ- 
ſers, and Worm-killers. The elder there- 
fore being dead, when we opened het body 
to find out the hidden cavſe of her death ; 
Worms were found in her lower belly , 
which had pierced through her Guts, eſpe- 
cially the Colon. Six moneths after,the other 
fiſter being dead with like pains , and open- 
ed, we ſaw not only the Guts gnawn a - 
ten throngh by Worms , but alſo the Heart 
and Liver gnawn and deep hollowed by the 
ſaid Worms ; which thing cauſed no ſmall 
amazement mn all the By-ftanders, queſtion- 
ing which way the Worms ſhould get from 
the Guts to the Liverand Heart, fince in 
thoſe parts there was ſcarce any ſuch ali- 
ment as they defired, nor was there any mat- 
ter fit to breed Worms , although one was 
of opinion that they came of putrifa&tion 
bred in thoſe parts : moreover, they had no 
ready way, but full ops, turnings and wind- 
gs. Wherefore we could only vvonder 
at tne Works of nature , not being able to 

nd out the Cauſe. And when we departed 
we preſcribed for the Girls that yet remain- 
ed alive both Powders of Scordium. and 
white Dittamus, and Worm-killing and ex- 
pelling Oyntments, whereby we prevented 
the generating of ſuch like Warms for the

And that is 
molt remarkable whereof I cured a certain 
German School-maſter at Awvenion, in the 
year 1543, who hada Rupture - in his' Guts 
ten years together , which put him to very 
great pains when the wind was in the South, 
I cauſed him- therefore to keep his bed a 
moneth together, and hold his Legs as cloſe 
together as he could , that he ſhould: keep a 
drying diet , unleſs at the beginning; of his 
meals he did eat ſomewhat boyled in Water 
and Sugar to'keep his belly open, thathe 
ſhould eat no raw, windy meats, nor hard to 
digeſt,fave the feet of Swine,Kids,and Rams.

ſome mutter to themſelves as if they were 
diſtracted , and being weary of their lives , 
deviſe many wayes to deſtroy themſelves ; 
ſome are troubled with murmurings and 
rumblings from their Hypochondries with 
much and frequent ſpittiogs ; ſome feet an 
heat in thoſe parts, as if they were inflamed. 
In a word, they are vexed with ſach a Con- 
courſe of bad Symptoms, that the moſt exer- 
ciſed Phyſitians have enough to do to vyan- 
quiſh their obſtinacy. Now this Diſeat is 
by moft renowned Phyfitiars called Hypo- 
chondriacal Melancholly , wherewith a cer- 
tain learned Franciſcan Fryar named Pilri;
